ARTICLE  I. 
OPENING  OF  SYNOD. 

The  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Refonned  Church  in  the  United 
States,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  convened  in  general  conven- 
tion in  the  Refonned  Church  at  West  Alexandria,  Preble 
county,'  Ohio,  on  Wednesday,  October  10,  A.  D.  1883,  at  7 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  (Rev. 
John  Vogt,  D.  D.,)  the  Stated  Clerk  conducted  the  opening 
religious  services,  and  after  having  appointed  Rev.  George 
W.  Williard,  D.  D.,  president  pro  tem^  the  synod  proceeded 
to  effect  a  permanent  organization  by  the  enrollment  of  its 
members  and  the  election  of  its  officers. 

The  synodical  sermon,  by  appointment  of  synod,  was 
preached  by  Rev.  George  W.  Williard,  D.  D.,  from  Acts  xvi: 
5:  "And  so  were  the  churches  established  in  the  faith,  and 
increased  in  number.''

YouT  Committee  would  repoirt  that  we  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  minutes  of  the  several  classes,  and  so  far  as  we 
are  able  to  decipher  ancient  hyeroglyphics,  have  gathered  the 
following  items,  which,  in  our  judgment,  claims  your  atten- 
tion: 

I.       REQUESTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Shelby  Olassis  asks  leave  of  synod  to  retain  their  mis- 
sionary money  within  their  own  territory. 

2.  Tuscarawas  Classis  asks  to  be  relieved  of  the  apportion- 
ment of  $170.70  for  church  erection. 

3.  Tuscarawas  Classis  recommends  that  steps  be  taken  to 
increase  the  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

4  Eastern  Ohio,  Miami  and  TiflSn  Classes  overture  this 
synod  to  co-operate  in  the  formation  of  the  "Ohio  Divorce 
Reform  League." 

5.  Iowa  Classis  renews  its  request  to  be  dismissed  for  the 
formation  of  a  new  svnod.

6.  Kansas  Classis  expresses  itself  as  not  being  ready  to  en- 
ter into  the  formation  of  a  new  synod,  because  of  financial 
difficulties  in  the  way 

7.  Kansas  and  Northern  Illinois  Classes  respectfully  ask 
to  be  excused  for  non-attendance  at  the  last  meeting  of 
Synod,  because  of  distance  and  expense  incurred. 

8.  Iowa  Classis  asks  to  be  released  from  all  of  synod's  ap- 
portionments, and  that  no  further  apportionments  be  made 
upon  them. 

9.  Northern  Illinois  Classis  asks  to  be  relieved  from  the 
payment  of  all  apportionments  of  synod,  except  contingent 
fund.

10.  Lancaster,  Kansas,  Miami,  TiflSn,  Tuscarawas,  Northern 
IlUnois,  Eastern  Ohio,  and  Iowa  Classes  adopt  synod's  recom- 
mendations pertaining  to  general  missionary  work. 

11.  Kansas,  Shelby,  Northern  Illinois,  Turcarawas,  TiflSn, 
and  Iowa  Classes  adopt  synod's  recommendations  concerning 
the  church  publications.

19.  Shelby  Classis  refused  to  appoint  a  missionary  com- 
mittee as  recommended  by  synod. 

20.  Eastern  Ohio  and  Northern  Illinois  Classes  reject  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  constitution. 

21.  Miami  Classis  rejects  tne  proposed  amendments  to  the 
constitution,  except  that  part  referring  to  concentration  of 
church  work  in  boards  of  General  Synod,  so  far  as  it  per- 
tains to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions. 

22.  Kansas  Classis  does  not  concur  in  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution,  except  that  part  pertaining  to  the 
concentration  of  church  work  in  boards  of  General  Synod. 

23.  Lancaster  Classis  does  not  concur  in  synod's  action 
pertaining  to  the  attendance  of  ministers  and  delegated  elders 
upon  synod  when  held  in  General  Convention. 

24.  All  the  classes  elect  delegates  to  the  General  Synod.

him  and  said  mission,  must  be  dissolved  before  the  synod  can 
act  on  his  application.  Your  committee  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  synod  refer  the  brother  to  the  St.  Joseph 
Classis,  which  alone  has  the  power  to  remove  the  constitu- 
tional difficulties  in  the  case.

ARTICLE  XII. 
RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and 
Statistical  Reports,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  last 
day  of  the  sessions,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted : 

To  the  Reeerend  Ohio  Synod : 

Dear  Fathers  axd  Brethren — In  submitting  unto  you  our 
report,  we  invite  your  attention  to  that  which  is  of  deep  and 
all-absorbing  interest  to  every  true  friend  of  our  beloved  Zion, 
especially  to  the  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God,  wlio 
have  consecrated  their  lives,  and  all  their  energy  to  the  up- 
building of  our  Redeemer's  Kingdom.  Our  heart's  desire,  and 
prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved  ;  that  the 
glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God  may  exercise  more  and 
more  its  hallowing  influence  on  the  heart  and  life  of  every 
member  of  the  church,  until  they  develop  into  the  fulness  of 
the  stature  in  Christ  Jesus,  glorified  with  the  radiant  light  of 
heaven,  and  made  meet  for  the  inheritance  of  the  saints. 
Our  heart's  desire  is,  that  every  desert  of  iniquity  may  be 
converted  into  the  garden  of  the  Lord,  in  which  shall  bloom 
the  *^  Rose  of  Sharon,  and  the  Lilly  of  the  Valley;"  that  every 
home  may  have  its  altar  to  the  living  God,  every  heart  be  filled 
with  the  spirit  of  true  devotion,  and  the  will  of  God  done 
upon  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  This  is  the  high  purpose  for 
which  God  has  ordained  the  means  of  grace ;  for  which  he  has 
called  us  to  labor  with  our  might,  giving  unto  us  trust,  most 
sacred,  and  laying  upon  us  responsibilities  most  solemn,  for 
which  we  shall  have  to  give  an  account  on  the  day  of  final 
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reckoning.  It  is  a  matter,  therefore,  of  great  interest  and  im- 
portance to  us  all,  to  know  what  another  year  has  brought 
forth  in  this  direction ;  in  how  far  the  divine  purpose  and  our 
desires  have  been  realized,  that  with  thankful  hearts  we  may 
praise  God  for  past  success,  and  measuring  anew  the  magni- 
tude of  the  work  before  us,  and  be  inspired  to  labor  more 
zealously  in  the  year  to  come. 

From  the  reports  which  have  come  into  our  hands  from  the 
various  classes,  we  learn  that  the  general  features  of  church 
work  and  experiences  of  Christian  life,  were  essentially  the 
same  during  the  past  year  as  in  the  preceding,  yet  results 
clearly  indicate  that  all  along  the  line,  the  forces  of  God  have 
moved  determinedly  forward  with  unrel  axing  effort  and  un- 
tiring zeal,  and  a  very  encouraging  degree  of  success  perches 
upon  the  banners  which  we  have  lifted  up  in  the  name  of  our 
King.  It  is  not  without  good  reason,  therefore,  that  in  all  our 
borders  should  be  found  a  disposition  to  oiFer  unto  God 
thanksgiving  and  praise  for  his  wonderful  goodness  since  he 
has  so  dearly  loved  us,  and  given  us  the  victory.  The  min- 
istry have,  with  few  exceptions,  been  actively  engaged  in  the 
services  of  our  I^ord,  and  have  endeavored  faithfully  to  per- 
form the  peculiar  duties  of  their  office.  Mindful  of  the  divine 
command  to  preach  the  word,  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  sea- 
son, reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  long  suffering  and  doctrine, 
workmen  that  need  not  be  ashamed  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth.  Yet  we  admit,  without  doubt,  that  there  is  room 
for  improvement  on  the  part  of  us  all.  We  learn  from  the  re- 
ports also,  that  the  means  of  grace  have  been  generally  en- 
joyed ;  that  the  attendance  upon  the  regular  services  of  the 
sanctuarj^^  has  increased  ;  that  the  large  majority  of  the  pro- 
fessed disciples  of  Christ  have  grown  in  grace,  adding  to  faith 
virtue,  to  virtue  knowledge,  to  knowledge  temperance,  pa- 
tience, godliness,  brotherly  kindness,  and  charity.  We  leani 
also  that  the  preached  word  has  exercised  a  saving  power  on 
the  world,  both  in  the  conversion  of  sinners,  and  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  public  sentiment  against  unrighteousness  in  its 
grosser  forms.  Through  the  foolishness  of  preaching,  Go<l 
has  strengthened  his  church  by  bringing  into  the  fold  a  very 
encoucaging  number  of  such  as  shall  be  saved. 

Yet,  withal,  the  devil,  as  in  former  years,  has  gone  about 
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eajrer'for  prey  as  a  roaring  lion,  but  in  appearance  harmless 
and  charming  as  an  angel  of  light,  making  strong  opposition 
by  his  dark  arts  and  wicked  enchantments. . 

As  a  consequence  many  are  weak  and  worldly  who  ought  to 
walk  worthy  of  their  high  calling.  And  the  power  of  God 
alone  can  break  the  grip  with  which  the  prince  of  evil  holds 
those  under  his  dominion.  Intemperance,  Sabbath  desecra- 
tion, and  popular  amusements,  which  draw  the  mind  from 
sacred  duties,  and  sap  the  religious  life,  and  pernicious  litera- 
ture which  poisons  the  mind,  are  complained  of  as  doing  un- 
told damage  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  Many  are  the  forms  of 
evil,  and  various  are  the  methods  employed  by  Satan  to  stem 
the  tide  of  Christian  progress,  but  true  religious  life  continues 
to  diffuse  itself,  and  the  results  of  another  year  of  persever- 
ing work  give  us  new  assurance  that  the  divine  hand  of  re- 
storation is  able  to  achieve  all  that  prophets  have  promised, 
and  for  which  the  people  of  God  have  prayed. 

The  sacraments  have  been  faithfully  administered,  and 
richly  enjoyed  by  all  who  could  be  induced  to  make  use  of 
the  means  of  grace.  The  number  of  infants  baptized  shows 
an  increase  over  the  preceding  year,  but  the  ill-proportion  be- 
tween communicant  and  uncommunicant  members  still  re- 
mains, and  indicates  that  in  this  direction  no  improvement 
has  been  made. 

Catechisation  has  been  generally  insisted  upon,  and  where 
properly  attended  to  has  grown  in  favor,  and  has  given  to  the 
church  a  membership  strong  and  enduring  in  Christian  char- 
acter, faithful  in  good  works,  and  energetic  in  promoting  the 
best  interests  of  Zion. 

The  prayer  meeting  has  been  sustained  with  about  the  usual 
attendance  and  interest,  but  it  comes  so  far  short  of  what  it 
ought  to  be,  that  the  subject  should  be  seriously  considered? 
and  some  method  found  which  will  lead  to  success,  and 
awaken  a  more  general  interest. 

The  Sabbath-school  work  has  been  prosecuted  with  com- 
mendable zeal,  and  with  beneficial  results,  which  figures  fail 
fully  to  express.  Conventions  have  been  held,  the  importance 
of  the  cause  has  been  kept  before  the  minds  of  our  people, 
and  an  enthusiasm  awakened  which  promises  a  stronger  sup- 
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port,  and  more  eflFective  effort  to  provide  proper  religious 
training  for  the  rising  generation. 

Our  publications  have  rendered  valuable  service  during  the 
past  year  in  furnishing  sound  Christian  instruction,  and  in  call* 
ing  attention  to  the  vital  interests  and  pressing  demands  of 
our  Zion,  and  are  worthy  of  a  more  liberal  patronage  than 
they  receive.  Every  pastor  ought  to  feel  more  sensibly  his 
duty  to  introduce  our  church  paper,  and  affectionately  insist 
on  having  our  own  literature  and  helps  in  the  Sunday-school. 
Among  our  publications,  we  make  special  mention  of  the 
"Treasury  of  Family  Reading,"  a  most  excellent  and  valuable 
book  issued  during  the  last  year,  which  reflects  ci-edit  upon 
our  church,  and  finds  favor  not  only  in  our  own  denomination, 
but  commends  itselt  to  all  Christian  people,  and  is  worthy  to 
be  introduced  into  every  family. 

Our  institutions  of  learning  continue  to  be  liberally  sup- 
ported, and  have  endeavored  faithfully  to  fulfill  the  import- 
ant mission  of  preparing  men  and  women  for  useful  and  hon- 
onable  life,  even  the  high  calling  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

.  The  spirit  of  benevolence  has  been  cultivated,  and  our  mis- 
sionary enterprises  have  been  carried  forward  with  an  en- 
couraging degree  of  success.  But  the  unanswered  calls  for 
men  and  money  which  have  come  to  us  i'rom  helpless  breth- 
ren, who  have  been  deprived  of  the  church  of  their  choice, 
clearly  indicate  that  we  have  not  met  the  demands  made 
upon  us. 

Since  last  the  reverend  synod  met,  God  has  richly  blessed  us 
out  of  his  unwasting  fulness,  with  all  that  is  necessary  for  the 
life  that  is,  and  that  which  shall  endure  forever.  He  has 
graciously  saved  us  from  famine  and  pestilence ;  yet,  in  his 
wise  providence,  he  has  seen  fit  to  thin  the  ranks  of  the  church 
militant  to  swell  the  grand  company  of  the  church  tri- 
umphant. 

Five  of  our  brethren  in  the  ministry  have  been  summoned 
to  give  an  account  of  their  stewardship,  and  reap  the  reward 
of  their  labors,  while  we  are  admonished  to  be  always  ready, 
'*  For  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  our  Lord  will  come." 
"  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  died  in  the  Lord,"  and  "  blessed  be 
the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  be- 
gotten us  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
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Christ  from  the  dead  to  an  inheritance  incorruptable,  unde- 
filed,  and  that  fadeth  not  away/'

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by 
synod,  and  also  adopted: 

I.    THE  ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Bepart  of  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  Ohio  Synod. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren— The  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  rex)ort  of  its  opera- 
tions during  the  year.  While  our  work  does  not  embrace 
many  points,  it  is  widely  extended,  and  we  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  all  of  our  missions,  now  occupied  by  pastors, 
as  in  a  healthy  and  growing  condition.  We  have  eleven  mis- 
sions with  pastors.  Two  that  were  occupied  last  year  are  va- 
cant, one  has  been  abandoned  for  the  present,  and  from  two 
no  report  has  been  received.  We  present  these  points  some- 
what in  detail : 

1.  Jerusalem  Mission.  Rev.  J.  R.  Skinner,  pastor;  ai»- 
propriation,  $200.  Congregations  4,  members  144,  baptized 
members  55,  received  during  the  year  8;  contributions  for 
benevolence  $60,  congregational  purposes  $30 ;  pastor's  sup- 
port $325.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  missions,  if  not  the  oldest, 
under  our  care.  It  has  grown  strong  enough  to  look  forward 
to  the  time  when  it  shall  be  self-supporting,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  it  will  be  ere  long. 

2.  Greenville^  0.  Rev.  G.  H.  Souder,  pastor;  appropria- 
tion, $200.  Congregation  1,  members  43,  baptized  members 
17,  received  during  year  12;  contributions,  benevolence  $17, 
congregational  purposes  $59 ;  pastor's  support  $215. 

The  pastor  expresses  himself  as  well  pleased  with  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  congregation.  The  experiences  of  the 
past  haive  been  a  drawback,  but  with  the  old-time  financial 
diflBcalties  removed  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  it 
shall  not  soon  be  a  strong  and  influential  congregation. 
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3.  Canal  Fulton^  0,  Rev.  J.  V.  Lerch,  pastor.;  appropri- 
ation, $100.  Congregation  1,  members  98,  'baptized  during 
year  6,  received  during  the  year  15 ;  contributions,  benevolence 
$54,  congregational  purposes  $45;  pastor's  support  $400. 

The  growth  of  this  mission  has  been  quite  rapid.  It  is  but 
three  years  ago  since  the  present  organization  came  into  ex- 
istence, so  that  its  progress  is  quite  encouraging.  Tuscarawas 
Classis,  in  whose  bounds  it  lies,  desires  so  to  reconstruct  its 
charges,  as  to  relieve  the  board  of  giving  further  supix>rt. 
When  this  is  done,  it  will,  of  course,  pass  from  under  our  care, 
but  untill  it  be  done  it  deserves  the  fostering  care  of  the 
church. 

4.  Paulding  Co^inty  Mission^  Ohio.  Rev.  F.  W.  Brown, 
pastor;  appropriation,  $150.  Congregations  3,  members  59, 
baptized  members  59,  received  during  year  34  ;  contributions, 
benevolence  $11.50,  congregational  purposes  $666.23;  pastor^s 
support  $150. 

Brd.  Brown,  by  his  energetic  work  and  self-sacrificing  devo- 
vion,  has  accomplished  much  during  his  first  year.  Two  new 
churches  are  in  course  of  erection,  and  another  contemplated. 
When  this  shall  be  done,  the  success  of  the  mission  is  as- 
sured. 

5.  Zma,  (?.  Rev.  W.  A.  Long,  pastor;  appropriation, 
$350.  Congregations  2,  members  35,  baptized  members  13, 
received  during  year  6 ;  contributions,  benevolence  $4,  con- 
gregational purposes  $245 ;  pastor's  support  $92. 

This  mission  encounters  the  usual  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come by  city  missions,  but  they  have  done  well.  They  have 
purchased  and  paid  for  a  lot,  and  have  a  fair  amount  towards 
the  building  of  a  house  for  worship.  This  they  are  now  erec- 
ting, and  hope  to  be  able  to  enter  into  it  this  fall.  The  entire 
cost  of  lot  and  church  will  be  about  $2,000.  They  desire  help, 
and  need  it,  from  the  church  at  large  in  the  payment  of  the 
building.    A  little  help  will  encourage  them  greatly. 

6.  Ft  Wayne^  Ind.  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher,  pastor ;  appropri- 
ation, $800,  less  amount  raised  by  congregation.  Congrega- 
tion 1,  members  84,  baptized  members  39,  received  during 
ingyear85;  contributions,  congregational  $850;  pastor's  sup- 
port $100. 

After  years  of  waiting,  an  English  Reformed  church  in  Ft. 
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Wavne  has  been  established.  After  several  calls  extended 
by  the  board,  Bro.  Bacher  was  at  last  secured,  and  he  has 
done  well.  Few  missions  can  make  so  good  a  showin*];  after 
an  existence  of  only  six  months.  The  con^egatiou  was 
organized  in  April  1883.  Bro.  Bacher  having  commenced  his 
service  the  first  of  that  month.  The  canvass  made  by  Rev. 
S.  P.  Myers,  late  superintendent,  and  by  several  other  visiting 
ministers  who  went  to  examine  the  prospects,  had  served  to 
arouse  a  considerable  degree  of  interest  in  an  English  Re- 
formed church,  so  that  when  a  missionary  was  found  to  un- 
dertake the  work,  affairs  were  found  in  good  condition.  The 
energy  of  the  pastor,  united  to  that  of  the  people  who  were 
anxious  to  enter  the  hew  church,  put  the  mission  at  once  on 
what  now  promises  to  be  a  good  basis. 

7.  Kentland.  Ind.  Rev.  S.  P.  Myers,  pastor ;  appropria- 
tion, $450.  Congregations  2,  members  36,  received  during 
year  26;  contributions,  congregational  purposes  $590;  pastor's 
support  $69. 

This  mission  began  under  the  supervision  of  the  present 
pastor,  while  superintendent  of  missions.  The  congregations 
both  intend  having  houses  of  worship  before  long,  and  it  is 
believed  they  will  succeed  in  the  undertaking.  The  pastor 
expresses  himself  as  pleased  with  the  progress  made,  and 
with  the  future  prospects. 

8.  Holton^  Kans,  Rev.  H.  Shumaker,  pastor;  appropri- 
aion,  $500.  Congregation  1,  members  23,  baptized  members 
12,  received  during  year  14;  contributions,  benevolence  $6, 
congregational  $18 ;  pastor's  support  $57.25. 

This  mission  has  bought  a  lot  upon  which  a  small  payment 
has  been  made,  and  during  this  fall  the  pastor  reports  it  is  ex- 
pected to  pay  the  whole.  Then  a  building  will  be  in  order. 
This  must  soon  be  obtained,  for  the  court-house  where  they 
now  worship  it  is  feared  will  not  be  available  much  longer. 
The  growth  is  slow,  but  prospects  seem  to  be  brighter  now 
than  at  any  previous  i)eriod  of  its  existence. 

9.  Lyons^  Kans.  Rev.  A.  R.  Holshouser,  pastor ;  appro- 
priation, $300.  Congregation  1,  members  20,  baptized  mem- 
bers 22;  contributions,  benevolenqe  $8.75. 

A  new  church  is  now  nearly  rea'  ^e  of  the  mis- 

sion, toward  which  the  church  at  ed  with  com- 
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mendabie  willingness.  After  this  enterprise  is  completed,  the 
pastor  intends  entering  other  places  with  a  view  towards  es- 
tablishing new  congregations. 

10.  New  Basils  Kans.  Rev.  A.  BoUiger,  pastor;  appro- 
priation, $100.  Congregation  1,  members  73,  received  during 
year  7 ;  contributions,  benevolence  $25,  congregational  pur- 
poses $75 ;  pastor's  salary  $400. 

New  Basil  is  a  German  mission.  Its  growth  is  steady,  and 
in  a  year  or  two  the  pastor  confidently  thinks  it  will  be  self- 
8upi)orting.  The  attendance  upon  public  service  is  growing 
rapidly,  so  that  additional  accommodations  had  to  be  pro- 
vided for  the  people.  Whatever  will  tend  to  the  well-being 
of  the  mission,  we  feel  assured  will  be  done  by  the  pastor,  to 
the  extent  of  his  strength. 

11.  Wathena^  Kans.    Rev.  J.  F.  Graf,  pastor;  appropria 
tion,  $100.    Congregation  1,  members  102,  received  during 
year  7;  contributions,  benevolence  $9,  congregational  $395 ; 
pastors  support  $300. 

This  is  one  of  the  oldest,  if  not  the  oldest  Reformed  con- 
gregations in  the  State.  It  was  formerly  supplied  by  the 
pastor  at  Hiawatha,  but  that  congregation  desiring  the  ex- 
clusive services  of  a  minister,  Wathena  was  compelled  to  se- 
cure a  pastor.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  Kansas  Classis . 
it  was  received  as  a  mission.  They  are  doing  well,  have  pur- 
chased a  parsonage,  have  increased  in  members,  and  intend 
in  a  few  years  to  support  their  pastor  alone. 

These  eleven  missions  have  congregations  18,  members  717, 
baptized  members  227,  members  received  during  the  year  207 ; 
contributions,  benevolence  $190.25,  congregational  purposes 
$2,958.23;  pastors' support  $2,108.25;  appropriations  $3,450. 

Altamont,  III,  and  St.  Paris,  O.,  are  both  vacant.  From 
the  latter  the  board  never  received  any  report.  It  was  re- 
ceived under  our  care  upon  the  recommendation  of  Miami 
Classis,  with  the  understanding  that  after  the  first  year  the 
appropriation  shall  cease.  Nothing  further  having  been  re- 
ported we  presume  it  to  be  self  supporting,     .- 

Altamont  has  been  vacant  since  March.  It  ought  to  have 
a  pastor.  Its  progress  under  the  former  pastor,  considering  its 
iiscouraged  condition  in  which  he  found  it,  was  good  indeed. 
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The  board  has  not  been  able  to  find  a  successor  yet,  but  we 
hope  soon  to  do  so. 

No  reports  have  been  received  from  either  Neriah,  Mich., 
or  Findlay,  Ohio,  and  unless  something  soon  be  received 
they  wUl  be  dropped  as  missions. 

Freeport,  lU.,  has  for  the  present  been  abandoned.  Consid- 
erable work  has  been  done  in  that  city,  at  a  fair  appropriation, 
bat  the  results  were  so  small  as  not  to  justify  the  board  in 
continaing  the  expense. 

Inquiry  was  made  by  the  board  in  regard  to  various  other 
points,  but  because  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  men  willing  to 
enter  the  mission  field,  no  less  than  the  lack  of  funds,  we 
were  restrained  from  establishing  more  new  missions.  But  it 
is  evident  that  there  is  room  for  us  in  many  places,  and  we 
will  gladly  enter  in  if  men,  and  means  to  support  them,  be 
forthcoming.  Cleveland,  Indianapolis,  and  Chicago  ought  to 
be  occupied  at  once.  In  Chicago  we  thought  seriously  of  be- 
ginning a  work,  but  through  lack  of  funds  we  did  not  attempt  it. 

The  attention  of  synod  is  called  to  the  fact  that  some  com- 
plaint has  arisen  because  no  acknowledgement  is  made  of 
funds  for  missions  received  from  congregations  and  charges. 
By  synod's  action  last  year  pastors  were  instructed  to  pay  to 
the  Treasurers  of  Classes  who  should  remit  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Board.  In  this  way  no  public  acknowledgment  can  be  made 
by  the  Treasurer  of  Board,  since  he  only  can  report  amount 
received  from  Classical  Treasurers.  Would  it  not  be  well  for 
synod  to  instruct  Classical  Treasurers  to  report  their  receipts 
in  the  Christian  Worlds  giving  credit  to  such  congregations 
as  may  contribute  to  this  cause  ? 

The  receipts  have  been  almost  enough  to  pay  appropriations 
of  missionaries.  Some  times  the  amount  due  the  pastors  was 
large  enough  to  seriously  embarrass  them,  but  it  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  almost  all  are  paid  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

There  will  be  as  much  needed  next  year  as  for  the  last,  and 
if  we  shall  enlarge  our  borders,  much  more  must  be  pro- 
vided. The  attention  of  synod  is  called  to  this  point.  We 
would  also  remind  the  synod  that  the  term  of  Revs.  T.  J. 
Bacher  and  C.  M.  Schaaf  expires  at  this  meeting.

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II.      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOME  mSSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  received,  discussed,  amended,  and,  together  with 
the  preceding  reports,  adopted.    It  is  as  follows: 

Your  committee  on  Missions  would  offer  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  document^placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  were 
the  reports  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board;  also 
a  letter  from  the  pastor  of  the  mission  at  lima,  Ohio,  asking 
for  a  contribution  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  aid  in  building  a 
church  in  the  mission;  also  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection. 

For  particulars  with  reference  to  the  matters  pertaining  to 
the  several  Boards,  the  committee  would  refer  to  their  re- 
spective reports.  From  these  reports  we  learn  that  the  re- 
spective missions  under  the  care  of  the  Board  are  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  especially  the  new  mission  at  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 
The  new  mission  at  Kentland,  Ind.,  has  proceeded  very  favor- 
ably indeed.  The  mission  work  is  increasing  on  every  side. 
The  Board  under  the  circumstances  is  compelled  to  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  the  many  calls  made  upon  them,  for  want  of 
money  and  men  to  go  into  new  fields  now  inviting  them  to 
come  and  build  up  our  Reformed  Zion.  Quite  a  number  of 
prominent  places,  such  as  Columbus,  Cleveland,  Chicago,  and 
other  calls  equally  imperative,  are  made  upon  them. 

A  larger  degree  of  missionaiy  zeal  and  liberality  on  the  part 
of  the  church  is  absolutely  necessary  if  this  Board  is  to  do 
the  work  properly  and  eflSciently  intrusted  to  them.  In  view 
of  the  facts  presented  to  your  committee,  the  following  resolu- 
tions are  offered  for  your  adoption: 

Resolved^  That  the  Finance  Committee  apportions  the  sum 
of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  among  the  different  clas- 
ses of  synod. 

Resolved^  That  we  reiterate  the  action  taken  at  the  last 
sessions,  viz:  That  classes  be  directed  to  have  their  apportion- 
ments paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Boaixi  promptly — one-half 
by  the  first  of  May,  and  the  remainder  by  the  first  of  October. 

Resolved^  That  the  pastors  be  kindly  urged  to  keep  the  mat- 
ter of  missions  before  their  people,  and  at  the  same  time  or- 
ganize missionary  societies  in  their  congregations. 
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Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  urged  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  large  and  important  fields  presenting  themselves 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

THE  BOARD  OP  CHURCH   ERECTION. 

The  reports  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  this  Board, 
and  a  request  for  assistance  from  the  pastor  of  the  mission  at 
Lima,  Ohio.  There  has  been  but  little  done  in  this  depart- 
ment of  the  church  work.  Virtually  nothing  has  been  done. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  has  had  but  little  funds  at  his 
disposal,  having  received  during  the  year  only  $93.58  on  the 
api)ortionment  of  $500. 

Your  committee  would  oflFer  the  following  resolutions  for 
your  adoption. 

Resolved^  That  Rev.  William  A.  Long,  the  pastor  of  the 
mission  at  Lima,  Ohio,  in  his  request  for  aid  to  the  amount  of 
11,000  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  church  building  in  the 
city  of  Lima,  be  respectfully  referred  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection. 

Reitolved^  That  we  emphasize  the  action  taken  last  year  at 
Akron,  making  an  apportionment  of  $500  among  the  different 
classes. 

Resolved^  That  we  recommend  that  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  its  Treasurer,  and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  be  adopted.

Whereas,  There  has  been  some  confusion  and  disappoint- 
ment by  different  persons  applying  for  admission  to  and  com- 
ing into  the  same  charge  at  or  near  the  same  time;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  when  applicationf  *de  for  help 
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from  the  church  at  large  towards  the  erection  of  houses  of 
worship  in  weak  congregations  or  at  mission  points,  that  all 
such  applications  be  submitted  to  and  be  made  through  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection. 

Resolved^  That  pastors  or  missionaries,  who  desire  to  enter 
the  charges  of  this  synod  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to 
help  in  the  erection  of  houses  of  worship,  are  hereby  instructed 
to  operate  under  the  direction  of  the  Church  Erection  Board; 

Resolved^  That  all  money  that  is  contributed  by  congrega- 
tions within  the  bounds  of  this  synod  for  the  purpose  above 
specified  be  either  sent  through,  or  reported  to  the  Treasurer, 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  who  shall  take  a  due  obliga- 
tion, as  a  loan  without  interest  for  a  specified  time,  for  the 
same  from  the  church  receiving  the  money. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  be  instructed 
to  make  earnest  efforts  to  raise  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  Ministers'  Church  Erection  Fund,  towards  which  every 
minister  in  synod  be  asked  to  contribute,  and  that  an  effort 
be  made  to  start  such  a  fund  at  this  meeting  of  synod.

Shelby  Classis,  as  reported  in  item  1  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the  morning  session  of 
the  last  day  of  the  seasons,  asked  synod  to  permit  it  to  retain 
its  missionary  money  within  its  own  territory.  In  regard  to 
this  request,  on  motion,  the  following  action  was  adopted  by 
synod: 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  cannot  comply  with  the  request 
of  Shelby  Classis,  and  would  affectionately  urge  upon  said 
classis  to  accede  to  all  the  apportionments  that  have  been 
made  by  the  synod. 

Resolved^  That  Shelby  Classis  be  requested  to  refer  and 
recommend  all  missionary  points  within  its  bounds  to  the 
Board  of  Missions,  which  will  pay  proper  attention  to  such 
recommendations. 


Tuscarawas  Classis,  as  reported  in  item  2  by  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions,  asked .  to  be  relieved  of  the 
payment  of  the  apportionment  of  $170.70  for  church  erection. 
(Minutes  1882,  page  38).  Respecting  this  request,  it  was,  on 
motion. 

Resolved^  That  synod  cannot  accede  to  the  request  of 
Tuscarawas  Classis,  and  that  this  classis  be  urged  to  comply 
with  the  action  of  synod  in  regard  to  said  apportionment. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 
THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 
The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered : 

I.     THE  ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  would  submit  the  following  report : 
The  board  held  its  first  meeting  immediately  after  the  ad- 
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joumment  of  the  synod  at  Akron,  Ohio,  and  was  organized 
by  the  election  of  the  following  officers  : 

Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman,  President^  Miamisburg,  Ohio. 

Mr.  Gideon  G.  Prugh,  Secretary^  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Treasurer^  Miamisburg,  Ohio. 

Your  board  has  nothing  new  to  report.  The  financial  con- 
dition of  the  seminary  is  about  the  same  as  it  was  last  year. 

The  collections  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary  have 
been,  perhaps,  somewhat  In  advance  of  the  year  preceding, 
yet  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  demands  and  imperative  neces- 
sities of  the  institution.  The  treasurer  has  done  efficient  ser- 
vice. He  has  written  and  rewritten  letters  (about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five)  during  the  year,  and  yet  the  treasury  is 
empty — with  unpaid  claims  demanding  adjustment.  Neither 
the  treasurer,  nor  your  board,  individually  or  collectively, 
have  the  means  to  discharge  the  debts. 

The  endowment  is  much  too  small,  and  should  be  increased 
at  least  $15,000. 

The  present  available  fund  is  about  $22,000,  which  is  not 
sufficient.  In  view  of  this  fact  the  necessity  is  imperative. 
Special  collections  in  the  churches  must  be  resorted  to,  how- 
ever questionable  this  procedure  may  be. 

Discussion  and  resolutions  are  futile  and  useless,  as  they  are 
powerless  without  action.  The  fact  is  undisguised.  The  sem- 
inary must  be  better  sustained,  or  it  must  be  closed,  and  the 
church  disgraced. 

Perhaps  a  new  departure  is  demanded — a  new  line  of  action 
needed.  Certain  it  is  something  else  than  what  is  now  or  has 
been  must  be  done. 

The  board  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  this  synod,  au- 
thorizing the  board  to  appoint,  or  rather  the  synod  appoint^ 
some  live,  energetic  man  to  go  out  into  the  church  to  solicit 
donations  for  the  fuller  endownment  of  the  seminary ;  $20,000 
ought  to  be  realized  in  a  comparatively  short  time. 

Let  the  experiment  to  tried.  Perhaps  some  new  men  in 
the  board  would  be  an  advantage.  Would  it  not  be  well  to 
place  on  our  boards  some  of  our  active,  intelligent  business 
men  from  among  our  laity  ? 

This  is  a  suggestion.  Consider  it.  The  brethren  of  the 
board  have  been  faithful,  but  is  it  not  to.be  presumed  that 
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business  men  would  be  more  efBcient  in  this  work  ?  Ministers, 
as  a  rule,  are  overtaxed  with  the  cares  and  requirements  of 
their  pastorates ;  are  circumscribed  in  their  life  and  influence ; 
too  much  engrossed  in  personal  financiering  to  give  their  atten- 
tion to  such  matters,  which  larger  interests  demand.  The  term 
of  office  of  the  president  of  your  board  expires  at  this  session. 
He  would  suggest  an  active  layman  in  his  stead.  There  is 
earnest,  solemn  work  to  be  done  now.  May  God  raise  up  the 
men  to  do  it.

The  condition  of  the  Treasury  has  not  improved  during  thfe 
past  synodical  year,  notwithstanding  the  earnest  efforts  of  the 
Treasurer  to  stir  up  delinquents  and  to  collect  out-standing 
interest.  The  main  cause  of  deficiency  rests  with  the  classes; 
for  only  about  one-forth  of  the  amount  (2,500)  apportioned  by 
synod  in  1882  among  the  classes  for  "immediate  use"  has  been 
paid  into  the  treasury,  and  hence  the  salary  of  the  professors 
could  not  be  met  by  the  Treasurer.  Had  payment  been  made 
with  any  degree  of  promptness,  all  arrearages  could  have  been 
cancelled.  As  accounts  stand,  for  the  year  ending  October 
1st,  1883,  there  is  due  and  owing  a  balance  to  Prof.  J.  H.  Good, 
D.  D.,  of  $985.58,  and  to  Prof.  H.  Rust  D.  D.,  $984.81,  making  a 
total  of  $1,970.39.  Here  is  a  soelmn  obligation,  unfulfilled, 
resting  upon  the  synod,  the  classes  and  the  church;  and  full 
payment  should  be  made  without  hesitation  or  delay.

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3.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submit  the  following 
as  their  annual  report : 

During  the  year  the  board  held  two  meetings,  and  its  Execu- 
tive Committee  met  as  oft^n  as  circumstances  required.  Rev. 
R.  Good  was  re-elected  President,  and  Rev.  L.  H.  Kefauver 
continued  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

I.     EDUCATION. 

The  number  of  beneficiary  students  has  been  increased 
largely  over  that  of  last  year,  there  being  now,  under  the  care 
of  the  board,  fourteen.  Those  receiving  support  are  Messrs. 
Jacob  P.  Stahl,  Geo.  E.  Melger,  William  H.  Tussing,  Francis 
M.  Shults,  George  W.  Dombach,  Frederick  Mayer,  Adolph  J. 
Meyer,  Alfred  G.  Berkey,  David  Winter.  Martin  L.  Fox,  Nero 
F.  Peters,  Luther  P.  Gross,  William  A.  Bodell,  and  Henry  S. 
Bailey.  These  young  men  are  pursuing  their  studies  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  and  College  with  commendable  zeal. 
Three  of  them  will  finish  their  theological  course  next  Maj'. 
The  board  was  enabled  to  cancel  its  indebtedness,  and  if  the 
annual  apportionment  of  $2,000  be  raised  by  the  different 
classes,  its  demands  of  the  present  year  will  be  met,  notwith- 
standing the  increased  number  of  beneficiary  students. 

II.     THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  professors  of  this  institution  are  endeavoring  to  make 
it  rank  in  its  eflSciency  with  similar  institutions  of  the  country. 
In  this  they  are  successful  as  far  as  the  limited  means  fur- 
nished them  give  them  power.  There  are  now  thirteen 
students  in  the  seminary,  eight  of  whom  are  in  the  senior,  and 
five  in  the  junior  class,  the  latter  number  having  been  re- 
ceived at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term.  This  year  has  com  - 
menced  under  favorable  auspices,  and  should  no  unforeseen 
adversity  befall  the  professors  and  students,  it  is  but  reason- 
able to  expect  that  a  good  class  will  graduate  at  its  close.  As 
the  demand  for  ministers  is  to  be  met  principally  by  our  sem- 
inary, active  measures  should  be  taken  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  its  students.  The  board  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that,  in  view  of  the  church's  need  of  more  ministers,  both 
East  and  West,  the  pastors  of  the  various  charges  throughout 
the  synod  be  requested  to  preach  sermons  upon  this  subject. 
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The  following  vacancies  in  the  board  occur  at  this  synod,  to 
which  we  call  the  attention  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Nominations :  Revs.  John  I.  Swander,  Orange  E.  Lake,  Silas 
B.  Mase,  and  Geo.  W.  Williard,  D.  D.

II.      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Seminaiy  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  received,  amended,  and,  to- 
gether with  the  preceding  reports,  adopted.    It  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  submit  the 
following  report : 

Reports  from  the  Board  of  Education,  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminaiy, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  came  into 
our  possession.  These  report^  have  been  examined,  and  we 
recommend  them  for  adoption. 

The  reports  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Education  speak  encouragingly  of  the  work  intrusted  to  them. 
The  number  of  students  has  been  increased.  The  board  was 
also  enabled  to  cancel  all  its  indebtedness  during  the  year. 
Fourteen  young  men  are  receiving  moral  and  financial  sup- 
port from  the  board. 

These  young  men  are  commended  by  the  reports  for  their 
zeal  and  diligence  in  prosecuting  their  studies.    The  facts 
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l^leaned  from  the  reports  are  very  encouraging,  and  should 
stimulate  all  of  us  to  renew  our  efforts  in  the  interest  and  sup- 
port of  the  educational  work  during  the  year  before  us.  It  is 
centainly  a  matter  of  devout  gratitude  unto  Almighty  God 
that  all  the  promises  to  the  young  men  under  the  care  of  the 
board  have  been  met. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  an  apportionment 
of  $2,200  be  made  among  the  classes  for  the  use  of  the  board 
during  the  year  before  us.  The  liberality  of  our  congrega- 
tions in  the  past,  in  behalf  of  the  beneficiary  cause,  will  justify 
us  to  ask  for  increase  of  liberality. 

The  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  are 
not  very  encouraging.  The  finances  of  the  same  are  in  a  bad 
shape.  Whilst  the  report  of  the  president  speaks  of  a  slight  in- 
crease in  the  amounts  collected  for  liquidation  of  indebtedness, 
there  is  no  sign  of  improvement  on  the  past.  The  officers  and 
members  of  the  board  did  all  that  could  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected from  them  to  awaken  more  interest  and  zeal  among 
pastors  and  their  congregations  to  come  up  to  the  full  measure 
of  their  privileges,  but  their  efforts  have  failed.  It  is  evident 
from  the  clear  statement  given  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  board  that  we  are  approaching  a  crisis,  unless  positive 
work  be  immediately  done  that  will  retard  the  work  of  our 
Zion  seriously,  and  will  bring  great  reproach  upon  us  as  pas- 
tors and  congregations. 

The  necessity  of  immediate  and  vigorous  action  to  lift  the 
seminary  out  of  its  financial  embarrassment  is  so  self-ap- 
parent, if  we  wish  to  go  forward  in  our  educational  work,  that 
it  requires  no  more  on  our  part  than  to  make  this  statement. 
The  deficiencies  must  be  met.  It  is  an  imperative  duty,  and 
measures  should  be  taken  by  this  synod  to  increase  the  endow- 
ment fund  of  the  seminary,  until  the  income  from  the  same  is 
sufficient  to  meet  all  the  financial  obligations  of  the  board. 
The  deficits  reported  fo  be  as  great  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year  as  it  was  at  the  end  of  the  year  preceding. 

Your  committee  propose  the  following  action : 

Resolved^  That  the  pastors  and  congregations  that  have  not 
paid  their  apportionments  made  at  the  synod  at  Akron  for  the 
immediate  use  of  the  seminary,  be  requested  to  pay  as  soon 
as  possible  their  respective  **  "  e  treasurer.

Resolved^  That  a  new  apportionment  of  $1,000  be  made  to 
meet  deficits  for  tlie  year  before  us ;  and  that  the  Committee 
on  Finance  be  instructed  to  apportion  this  amount  among  the 
classes  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary. 

Resolved^  That  the  professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
be  earnestly  urged  to  visit  our  congregations,  and  assist  the 
pastors  to  secure  the  funds  for  the  immediate  use,  and  the 
permanent  endowment  of  the  seminary. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  synod  that  the  practice 
of  the  theological  professors,  in  serving  as  regular  supplies  in 
congregations  in  the  vicinity,  is  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of 
the  seminary,  and  that  they,  therefore,  be  requested  to  discon- 
tinue such  pastoral  work,  and  devote  their  entire  time  to  the 
interests  of  the  seminary.

possible,  with  the  view  of  aflfording  an  opportunity  to  the  con- 
gregations to  contribute  for  the  object  designated.

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ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 
The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered : 

I.      THE   ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  in  making  its  annual  report  to  the 
Synod  of  Ohio  would  first  of  all  express  it«  gratitude  for  the 
patronage  and  co-operation  it  has  received  during  its  past  his- 
tory. Heidelberg  College,  like  all  other  institutions,  has  had 
its  trials  and  discouragements,  but  has  been  able  to  surmount 
them  all  by  the  generous  support  and  sympathy  it  has  re- 
ceived during  the  thirty-three  years  of  its  existence,  and  has 
now  reached  a  position  along  by  the  side  of  the  other  colleges 
of  the  land  of  which  its  friends  may  be  proud.  The  work  it 
has  done  for  the  cause  of  education,  besides  filling  the  ranks 
of  the  miniFtry  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  West  with 
men  well  qualified  for  their  high  and  holy  calling  is  not  only 
great,  but  is  a  sure  guaranty  of  what  it  may  be  expected  to  do 
in  the  future.  That  it  may  be  even  more  efficient  than  it  has 
been  in  the  past,  the  board  would  ask  the  continued  co-opera- 
tion and  support  of  the  synod,  trusting  that  it  may  ever  prove 
itself  worthy  of  the  patronage  given. 

The  attendance  at  the  college  during  the  last  year,  although 
not  quite  as  large  as  in  the  preceding  year,  was,  nevertheless, 
encouraging  under  the  circumstances,  being  143,  of  which 
number  69  were  in  the  college  proper,  and  74  in  the  academy. 
The  chief  cause  of  the  decrease  may  be  attributed  to  the  large 
number  of  institutions  that  have  sprung  up  around  Tiffin, 
which  have  had  the  effect  of  dividing  the  local  patrout'ige. 

The  class  that  was  graduated  in  June  last,  twenty-two  in 
number,  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  college,  which  may 
be  regarded  as  a  good  proof  of  the  favor  in  which  the  institu- 
tion stands  with  the  people.  The  conduct  of  the  students  has 
been  such  as  to  command  the  respect  of  the  faculty  and  com- 
munity in  general. 

The  board  would  suggest  the  importance  of  renewed  and 
special  efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  students  in  our  col- 
lege. As  it  is,  the  number  is  entirely  too  small  for  the  ter- 
ritory and  membership  comprehended  in  the  bounds  of  the 
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Synod  of  Ohio,  which  enrolls  about  20,000  members.  With  a 
membership  like  this,  and  the  wealth  of  our  people  generally, 
there  ought  to  be  not  less  than  200  students  in  actual  attend- 
ance. Thus  far  there  have  been  but  few  ladies,  a  result  to  be 
regretted,  as  it  seems  to  indicate  a  want  of  interest  in  female 
education.  With  the  teaching  force  and  accommodations  we 
now  have,  we  can  readily  provide  for  and  attend  to  double  the 
number  of  students  we  have.  An  earnest  and  united  effort 
on  the  part  of  all  the  friends  of  the  college  ought  doubtless  to 
increase  the  number  of  students,  and  in  this  way  add  to  the 
usefulness  of  the  college. 

There  are  probably  1,200  scholarships  in  the  different  parts 
of  the  church  affording  free  tuition  to  the  children  of  those 
who  have  been  generous  enough  to  purchase  them,  more  of 
which  ought  to  be  in  use.  It  might  be  well  if  those  who  own 
these  scholarships  would  make  special  efforts  to  get  some  one 
to  go  upon  them,  and  in  this  way  make  them  contribute  to  the 
purpose  of  education ;  $300  will  purchase  a  perpetual  scholar- 
ship, nnd  $50  a  family  scholarship  of  four  years  free  tuition  to 
any  of  the  descendants  of  the  donor. 

There  are  now  three  courses  of  study  laid  down  in  the 
curriculum,  the  classical,  the  scientific,  and  the  ladies  course, 
the  two  latter  having  recently  been  made  four  years,  so  that 
all  three  are  now  of  equal  length,  as  is  the  case  in  most  of  the 
other  colleges  of  the  State. 

For  two  years  past  but  little  has  been  done  for  the  increase 
of  the  endowment,  as  the  efforts  of  the  agent  and  president 
of  the  college  have  been  turned  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  the 
new  building,  which  has  been  felt  to  be  of  such  urgent  necessity 
that  every  other  interest  hj»s  yielded  to  it  for  the  present. 
This  should  not  continue,  as  the  present  endowment  is  too 
small  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  college,  which  are 
now  about  $6,700,  including  the  salary  of  six  full  professors, 
and  other  incidential  matters. 

The  present  endowment — including  what  has  been  paid  in 
and  is  at  the  control  of  the  board,  which  is  about  $55,000, 
what  is  not  paid,  but  is  interest  bearing  which  is  in  notes  from 
$50  to  $300,  and  what  is  made  payable  at  the  death  of  the 
donors— is  about  $100,000,  the  largest  part  of  which  has  been 
secured  by  the  sale  of  scholarships.  As  only  about  $75,000  of 
this  is  interest  bearing,  and  as  this  is  the  chief  source  from 
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which  the  revenue  of  the  college  is  obtained,  the  most  of  the 
students  being  on  scholarships,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  col- 
lege must  be  cramped  in  its  finances,  and  have  difficulty  to 
meet  its  obligations. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  the  contingent 
fund  was  in  debt  about  $2,000  at  the  close  of  the  last  collegiate 
year  in  June.  Different  causes  have  contributed  to  this  in- 
debtedness, the  chief  of  which  are  the  increase  of  the  teach- 
ing force  in  the  college,  there  being  now  six  full  professors,  in- 
creasing the  expense  about  $500  annually,  a  decrease  in  the 
rate  of  interest,  and  the  failure  of  certain  parties  to  pay  their 
interest,  among  whom  the  8ynod  of  Ohio  is  the  greatest 
debtor.  The  board  would  most  respectfully  ask  of  the  synod 
the  immediate  payment  of  its  indebtedness,  which  amounted 
in  August  last  to  over  $1,100  interest  on  the  loan  that  was 
made  some  years  ago  for  the  relief  of  the  Hamilton  Church, 
and  assumed  by  the  synod  in  the  year  1875,  being  more 
than  half  the  indebtedness  of  the  board.  If  this  amount  will 
be  paid  during  the  present  year,  the  board  will  then,  by  the 
special  measures  it  has  adopted,  be  able  to  meet  its  liabil- 
ities, and  pay  the  salaries  of  the  professors  promptly  as  they 
become  due.  It  is  certainly  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  board 
should  be  unable  to  meet  its  obligations  in  consequence  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  synod.  The  board  would  also  suggest 
that  other  and  more  definite  provisions  be  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  this  debt  than  a  reference  to  the  classes,  as  this  has 
been  done  for  at  least  five  years  past  with  the  most  un- 
satisfactory results. 

The  board  also  regrets  being  under  the  necessity  of  report- 
ing that  the  new  college  building,  of  which  it  spoke  in  former 
reports,' has  not  yet  been  begun,  as  the  way  did  not  seem  suffi- 
ciently clear  for  a  forward  movement,  the  funds  not  having 
been  provived.  A  building  that  would  cost  less  than  $40,000 
would  hardly  satisfy,  the  friends  of  the  college  and  meet  its 
wants.  This  amount  not  having  been  guaranteed,  it  has  been 
thought  best  to  make  haste  slowly. 

The  amount  of  funds  secured  thus  far  for  the  new  building 
is  about  $10,000  from  the  city  of  Tiffin  and  vicinity,  and  about 
$20,000  from  the  church  at  large.  The  board  seeing  the  neces- 
sity of  the  new  building,  and  wishing  to  meet  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  church,  convened  in  special  session  in  the  early 
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part  of  last  spdng,  and  resolved,  after  much  deliberation,  to 
go  forward  with  the  work,  assurances  having  been  given  by 
members  from  the  city  of  Tiffin  that  $15,000  could  be  secured. 
A  Building  Committee  was  appointed,  and  all  seemed  to  look 
hopeful.  The  above  amount,  however  not  having  been  raised, 
the  committee  hesitated  to  begin,  as  several  of  the  largest 
contributors  from  the  church  had  said  they  would  not  pay 
their  subscriptions  if  the  $15,000  were  not  raised  by  the  city 
of  Tiffin.  The  board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June,  again  re- 
solved to  go  forward,  urging  the  committee  from  Tiffin  to 
complete  the  work  of  raising  the  necessary  funds  at  an 
early  day,  and  instructed  the  Building  Committee  to  secure 
plans  and  specifications,  so  that  the  work  may  be  begun  in 
the  early  spring.  The  committee  met,  and  employed  Messrs. 
Peters  &Burn8,  architects,  of  Dayton,  to  get  up  the  necessary 
plans  and  specifications,  who  have  so  far  completed  their  work 
as  to  be  able  to  lay  certain  drafts  before  the  committee  for 
their  inspection  during  the  sessions  of  this  synod.  The  com- 
mittee still  feel  embarrassed,  not  knowing  what  is  best  to  be 
done,  as  the  $15,000  expected  from  the  city  of  Tiffin  are  as  yet 
only  secured  in  part,  there  being  only  about  $10,000  in  bona 
M^  subscriptions.  The  $25,000  expected  from  the  church  at 
large  being  so  nearly  secured  no  fears  need  be  entertained  in 
reference  to  it,  as  certain  parties  have  stood  prepared  for  a 
year  past  to  guarantee  the  entire  amount,  provided  the  $15,000 
from  Tiffin  be  made  equally  sure,  which,  being  done,  the  way 
would  be  prepared  to  go  forward  at  once  with  the  enterprise, 
and  complete  it  at  an  early  day. 

The  board  having  been  impressed  with  the  unsightliness  of 
the  old  college  building,  appointed  a  committee  at  its  late 
meeting  to  make  certain  repairs  which  are  now  done,  giving 
it  a  fresh  and  new  appearance  to  the  joy  and  satisfaction  of 
all  concerned. 

The  board  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  $500  from 
the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Thomas,  deceased,  of 
Springfield,  O.,  being  the  amount  bequeathed  by  him  to  Heid- 
elberg College  of  which  the  synod  should  take  proper  notice 
in  the  hope  that  others  may  be  encouraged  to  do  likewise.

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2.     Report  of  the  Financial  Agent. 

Over  twenty-six  years  ago  I  entered  upon  the  agency,  and 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  had  good  health  during  the  past 
year.  I  visited  many  parsonages,  and  among  these  I  found  a 
hearty  welcome  by  a  large  number  of  Heidelbergers,  both 
East  and  West,  who  were  glad  to  meet  the  "Fisherman/' 
Then  I  visited  quite  a  number  of  charges  that  had  been  can- 
vassed before.  Notwithstanding  this,  I  received  quite  a  num- 
ber of  1300  subscriptions,  one  was  a  double  one,  or  $600. 

However,  much  of  my  work  during  the  year,  like  in  the 
few  past  years,  might  be  called  gleaning.  For  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  Dr.  Williard,  the  president  of  the  college,  as 
well  as  the  agent,  has  canvassed  nearly  every  charge  in 
part. 

My  efforts  this  year  again  were  mainly  directed  to  solicit- 
ing funds  for  the  new  building.  Then  I  was  also  engaged  in 
hunting  up  delinquents,  and  besides  wrote  many  letters.  I 
would  be  glad  (and  so  would  the  board)  if  these  brethren  who 
know  themselve  indebted  would  only  pay  up  the  interest  due 
on  their  notes. 

Total  amount  of  the  subscriptions  and  notes,  including 
"  New  Series"  obtained  for  the  new  building,  is  111,234. 

I  traveled  during  this  year  4,025  miles.  Total  miles  traveled 
since  the  22d  day  of  January,  1857,  ninety-seven  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-one  miles,  (97,591).

n.     REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTER  ON  HEIDELDERQ  COLLEGE. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  submitted 
their  report,  which  was  received,  amended,  and,  together 
with  that  of  the  Board  and  Financial  Agent,  adopted.  It  is 
as  follows : 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reports  the  reception  of 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Col- 
lege, together  with  that  of  the  Financial  Agent,  Henry 
Leonard.  From  these  reports  we  learn  that  the  agent  has 
been  prosecuting  his  work  with  reasonable  encouragement, 
devoting  his  time  principally  to  the  raising  of  funds  for  the 
new  building,  and  hunting  up  delinquents. 

The  board  i-eports  about  the  usual  attendance  of  students, 
whose  moral  character  and  studious  habits  are  reported  as  be- 
ing commendable.  The  board  rejoices  in  the  reception  of  a 
bequest  of  $500  from  the  estate  of  Jacob  Thomas,  deceased, 
of  Springfield,  Ohio;  but  deplores  the  fact  that  owing  to  the 
neglect  of  synod  to  pay  promptly  the  interest  due  on  money 
borrowed  from  the  college.  The  reduction  of  the  rate  of  in- 
terest, and  the  the  creating  of  an  additional  professorship, 
make  the  income  insufficient  to  meet  the  expenditures. 

The  demand  for  a  new  building  has  increased  the  labor  and 
absorbed  much  of  the  time  of  the  president  of  the  college,  as 
well  as  that  of  the  financial  agent,  and  they  had  hoped  to  be  able 
to  report  the  new  building  far  under  headway  at  this  time, 
but  they  are  sorry  to  report  to  synod  their  disappointment. 
The  board  also  states  that  it  has  been  hampered  in  its  efforts 
to  erect  a  new  building  by  the  inaction  and  want  of  definite

assurance  from  the  city  of  Tiffin.  At  the  synod  in  Miamis- 
burg  (1881)  the  board  reported  that  a  tacit  understanding  ex- 
isted between  it  and  the  city  to  the  effect  that  a  new  building 
should  be  erected  costing  $40,000.  The  synod  confirmed  this 
arrangement,  and  instructed  the  board  to  go  forward  in  mak- 
ing all  arrangements  for  the  erection  of  said  building.  At 
the  meeting  of  synod  at  Akron  (1882)  the  board  reported  that 
assurance  had  been  given  by  Tiffin  that  $15,000  would  be 
raised  at  once,  upon  which  the  board  was  instructed  to  go  for- 
ward. 

The  board  met,  and  resolved  to  go  forward,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  necessary  committees,  and  instructed  the  Building 
Committee  to  employ  an  architect  and  secure  plans ;  but  sad 
to  relate  that  Tiffin,  when  all  was  in  readiness,  reported  only 
$10,000  of  the  $15,000.  The  board  now  found  itself  tied,  un- 
able to  move  either  backward  or  forward,  and  this  continues 
to  be  the  condition  of  the  board.  In  view  of  which,  your 
committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  action : 

Whereas,  The  city  of  Tiffin,  after  having  given  repeated 
assurance  that  it  would  raise  the  sum  of  $15,000  towards  the 
erection  of  the  proposed  new  college  building,  has  failed  to 
comply  with  its  promises ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  board  has  resolved,  on  the  strength  of  prom- 
ises, to  go  forward ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  synod,  in  reference  to 
the  new  college  building  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  college  should  not  go  forward  with  the  erec- 
tion of  the  building  until  there  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  the 
sum  of  $40,000  for  said  building,  but  that,  as  soon  as  this 
amount  is  guaranteed,  the  board  shall  at  once  begin  the 
work. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod,  in  behalf  of  its  membership, 
hereby  pledges  $25,000  of  this  $40,000  for  the  new  college 
building,  to  be  contributed  outside  of  Tiffin  and  vicinity. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  desire  of  this  synod  that  our  educa- 
tional institutions  should  remain  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  so  far  as  we 
have  any  preference  as  to  location. 

Resolved^  That  the  indebtedness  of  synod  to  Heidelberg 
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College  amounting  to  $1,800,  unprovided  for,  be  apportioned 
among  the  different  classes  of  synod.

John  L.  Bretz,  William  A.  Long, 
and  William  II.  Shults.

Your  committee  appointed  to  deliberate  on  the  claims  and 
appeal  of  the  St.  Paul's  Orphans'*  Home,  at  Butler,  Pa.,  ask 
leave  to  ofler  the  following  report: 

The  only  paper  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  is  a 
communication  from  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Paul's 
Orphans'  Home,  presenting  the  claims  of  the  home  to  the 
sympathy  of  this  body.  While  they  tender  you  their  sincere 
thanks  for  past  support,  they  would,  agaiii,  earnestly  com- 
mend to  you  their  cause ;  and  they  also  ask  you  to  send 
them  your  destitute  orphan  children  to  their  charitable  care 
and  Christian  training. 

Furthermore,  the  superintendent.  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh,  pre- 
sented its  claims,  and  solicited  your  patronage  of  the  institu- 
tion in  a  touching  address  before  this  body.

I.      REPORT  OF    THE  BOARD  OF   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  Board  of  Sunday-schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  would  sub- 
mit their  eighth  annual  report : 

It  is  with  feelings  of  deepest  regret  that  your  board  oflfers 
this  report.  Regret  because  of  the  indifference  manifested  on 
the  part  of  the  ministers  of  this  synod  in  this  important  in- 
terest of  the  church.  Indifferent  is  a  mild  term.  It  seems  as 
though  contempt  towards  the  synod  would  come  nearer  ex- 
pressing the  truth.  Synod  after  synod  has  called  attention  to 
this  matter ;  indeed  last  year  synod  emphasized  the  matter, 
and  ordered  the  Stated  Clerk  to  have  a  form  for  statistical 
tables  printed  and  distributed  to  the  stated  clerks  of  each 
classis  within  our  bounds.  This  was  done  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year.  No  doubt  every  pastor  received  a  blank.  Also 
Classical  Conventions  were  held,  or  required  to  be  held  in 
every  classis.  It  is  presumed  that  this  was  done,  at  least  a 
number  of  notices  of  such  conventions  were  given  in  the 
Christian   World. 

Now,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  but  two  classes  reported.  St. 
Joseph  Classis  and  the  Southern  Division  of  Miami  reported. 

Now,  from  the  data  at  hand,  it  is  simply  impossible  for  your 
board  to  render  a  report,  or  even  venture  a  conjecture  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  Sunday-school  work  within  our  bounds. 
It  is  truly  humiliating  that  such  things  should  exist.  The  ex- 
pressed desire  of  the  Synod  at  Akron,  as  found  on  page  sixty- 
one,  has  been  entirely  disregarded. 

In  view  of  the  facts  before  us,  your  board  is  led  to  the  con- 
clusion that  this  synod  does  not  need,  or  does  not  want  a  Sun- 
<lay-school  Board.  Or  it  may  indicate  the  sad  fact  that  the 
Reformed  Church  within  the  bounds  of  synod,  at  least  has 
lost  all  interest  in  this  blessed  adjunct  of  the  church's  work. 
It  is  to  be  most  ardently  hoped  that  the  latter  is  not  the 
case. 

To  test  the  matter,  and  at  the   same  time  to  place  our 
^Ives  in  the  true  light  before  the  church,  the  board  would 
offer  the  following  suggestions : 

!•  That  synod  abolish  the  board  now  known  as  the  Sun- 
<lay.8chool  Board  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio.

2.  That  the  provisions  made  by  the  synod  at  Akron,  O., 
that  one  evening  of  each  meeting;  of  synod  be  set  apart  to  the 
interest  of  the  Sunday-school,  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the 
pastor  loci.

II.     REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SITNDAV-SCHOOLS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  and  Catechisa- 
tion  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together 
with  that  of  the  Board,  adopted: 

The  only  paper  coming  to  your  committee  is  the  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Sunday-schools.  From  this  your  committee 
learns  that  the  instructions  given  by  the  Akron  Synod,  as  well 
as  synods  preceding  that,  are  generally  ignored.  No  statisti- 
cal report  has  reached  the  board,  excepting  from  two  classes. 
This  demonstrates  that,  however  efficient  our  Sabbath-school 
work  is,  there  is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  workers  to 
report  it. 

Our  rei)ort  is,  therefore,  necessarily  brief.  So  far  as  our 
knoweledge  extends  our  Sabbath  school  literature,  furnished 
by  the  Reformed  Publishing  Co.,  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  gives  most 
general  satisfaction,  and  it  is  hereby  most  cordially  com- 
mended to  the  different  schools  within  our  borders. 

Your  committee  would  reiterate  the  action  of  the  Akron 
Synod,  viz: 

That  to  more  fully  secure  reports  from  the  different  schools, 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  procure  blanks, 
according  to  Synod's  form,  and  send  to  all  stated  clerks  of 
classes,  to  be  distributed  to  each  pastoral  charge.* 

We  also  most  earnestly  commend  the  use  of  the  catechism 

*NoTX.~A8  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  had  fuUy  discharged  the  duty  assigned  him 
by  the  synod  at  Akron,  by  furnishing  the  required  blanks  to  the  several  Stated  Clerks 
of  classes  in  sufficient  quantity  to  last  atlesst  Jlv«  years,  this  instruction  in  a  modified 
form  should  have  been  given  to  the  Stftt«4  Clerks  of  classes  and  to  the  iMtstors,  to  see 
to  it  that  these  blanks  be  so  distributed  and  used  as  to  secure  the  desired  facts.  It  was 
perhaps  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  committee  or  the  synod,  that  some  such  action 
was  not  adopted.    See  report  on  page  58.  Stated  Clerk.

after  hour,  so  as  to  secure  the  best  possible  results.

OHIO  DIVORCE  REFORM  LEAGUE. 

The  classes  of  Eastern  Ohio,  Miami  and  TiflSn,  as  reported 
in  item  4  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes, 
during  the  morning  session  on  the  last  day  of  the  sessions, 
overtured  the  synod  to  co-operate  in  the  formation  of  "The 
Ohio  Divorce  Reform  League."

Resolved^  That  the  Ohio  Synod  acquiesces  in  the  request, 
and  hereby  appoints  a  committee  of  three  to  report  on  the 
subject  of  the  contemplated  divorce  reform  to  the  next  synod.

The  Board  of  Publication  would  beg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  held  in 
the  office  of  the  ChriMian  H'orld  at  Dayton,  O.,  February  5, 
1883.    All  the  members  were  present. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  to  serve  for  one  yean 
President^  Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey;  Secretary/  and  TreasureVy 
Rev.  H.  M.  Herman. 

The  board  instructed  Rev.  W.  A.  Hale  to  secure  a  seal  for 
the  use  of  the  board,  this  being  regarded  as  a  necessity  in  a 
legal  point  of  view.  • 

A  communication  was  received  from  John  H.  Thomas,  Esq., 
of  Sprin^eld,  O.,  advising  the  Board  of  the  fact  that  his 
father,  Jacob  Thomas,  deceased,  had  set  apart  in  his  will 
Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  as  a  legacy  to  the  Board  of 
Publication.  Said  money  to  be  uned  by  said  board  in  pub- 
lishing books,  papers,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  Reformed 
Church. 

The  Board  of  Publication  adopted  the  following  resolutions 
with  reference  to  the  above  matter: 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Ohio  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  appreciate  the  kindness  of  the  heirs 
of  Mr.  Jacob  Thomas,  of  Springfield,  O.,  manifested  in  their 
desire  to  carry  out  the  design  of  their  father's  will,  though  not 
legally  under  obligation  to  do  so.  (The  will  was  made  within 
a  year  of  his  death,  which  fact  renders  all  charitable  bequests 
void.) 
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Resolved^  Tliat  the  Treasurer  of  the  board  be  required  to 
give  bond  with  approved  security  for  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  above  action  was  communicated  to  said  John  H. 
Thomas,  Esq.,  but  as  yet  nothing  further  has  been  heard  from 
the  parties. 

It  would  be  well  that  synod  at  the  present  meeting  take 
such  steps  as  are  necessary,  looking  toward  the  incorporation 
of  its  Board  of  Publication.  As  it  is  now,  the  board  cannot 
receive,  hold  or  invest  any  property  whatever.  It  is  for  this 
reason  too  that  the  legacy  above  referred  to  has  not  come  into 
the  possession  of  your  board. 

It  affords  the  board  gi'eat  pleasure  to  report  the  affairs  of 
the  Reformed  Publishing  Company  at  Dayton,  O.,  to  be  in  a 
most  gratifying  condition. 

The  new  editors.  Rev.  Edward  Herbruck,  Ph.  D.,  and  Rev. 
Michael  Loucks,  have  proved  themselves  to  be  the  right  men  in 
the  right  place.  The  Christian  World  is  now  what  the  synod 
long  desired  it  to  be,  viz:  a  first-class  church  paper.  This  is 
not  said  in  the  spirit  of  fault-finding  with  those  brethren  who 
conducted  the  publication  interests  in  the  past,  but  to  show 
that  our  publishing  interests  have  kept  true  to  the  law  of 
development;  that  law  demanding  the  present  to  be  an  im- 
provement over  all  that  preceded.  The  number  of  subscribers 
to  the  t'hristian  World  has  increased  about  25  per  cent, 
during  the  year.  The  past  year  two  new  papers  were  issued, 
viz:  Golden  Words  and  Little  Pearls,  These  publications 
have  met  a  warm  welcome  from  the  Sunday-schools  of  the 
church. 

The  work  done  by  the  printing  house  under  the  efficient 
puperintendency  of  Mr.  John  Blum  cannot  be  too  highly  com- 
plimented. The  firm  has  published  "The  Treasury  of  Family 
Reading,"  edited  by  Rev.  Dr.  Williard,  and  other  publications 
of  smaller  dimensions;  all  this  work  will  compare  very 
favorably  with  the  work  done  in  the  largest  publishing  houses 
of  the  country.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  church  will  appre- 
ciate the  eflbrts  of  these  brethren,  and  manifest  this  apprecia- 
tion in  a  tangible  way  by  securinir  a  larger  number  of  sub- 
scribers to  the  Christian  World  and  the  Sunday-school 
publications.  The  prices  of  these  are  as  low  now  as  the  best 
class  of  a  similar  character  in  our  country.

ITie  only  document  presented  to  us  is  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Publication.  From  this  report  we  gather  that  the 
publication  interests  of  the  synod  are  in  a  most  encouraging  and 
prosperous  condition.  There  has  been  a  sure  and  steady  ad- 
vance upon  the  past.  The  Christian  World  has  been  grad- 
ually increasing  in  its  number  of  subscribers,  and  in  favor 
with  the  church.  The  Sunday-school  periodicals,  also  pub- 
lished by  the  Reformed  Publishing  Company,  are  securing  a 
more  extended  circulation  throughout  the  church,  and  are 
coming  to  be  more  highly  appreciated  as  they  are  justly  de- 
serving of. 

The  board  also  reports  that  they  have  been  officially  noti- 
fied that  a  bequest  of  $250  has  been  made  to  them  to  be  used 
in  the  publication  interests  of  the  synod.  The  board  suggests 
that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  an  incorporated  body, 
and  cannot,  therefore,  legally  come  into  possession  and  use  of 
this  bequest  or  any  similar  donation,  that  this  synod,  there- 
fore take  steps  to  have  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Synod 
of  Ohio  incorporated.  We  submit  in  reference  to  this  the 
following: 

Resolvedj  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  directed  to  take 
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the  necessary  steps  to  become  an  incorporate  body  according 
to  law. 

Resolved.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  board  be  required  to 
give  bond  to  the  sum  of  $500. 

In  reference  to  the  Christian  World  and  Sunday-school 
publications,  we  offer  the  following : 

Resolved^  That  we  most  heartily  recommend  the  Christian 
World  and  the  Sunday-school  publications  of  the  Reformed 
Publishing  Company  to  the  increased  patronage  and  con- 
fidence of  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools. 

Resolved^  That  we  are  highly  pleased  and  well  satisfied 
with  the  editorial  management  of  the  Reformed  Publishing 
Company.

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  the  "  Great  Head  of  the  Church," 
to  call  from  labor  to  rest,  during  the  last  synodical  year,  his 
faithful  servants,  Rev.  Jacob  Weaver,  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Leiter, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Pence,  and  Rev.  Hiram  Shaull ;  and, 

Whereas,  All  of  these  brethren  were  members  of  this 
synod;  and. 

Whereas,  It  becomes  the  solemn  duty  of  this  synod,  to  ob- 
serve in  some  suitable  manner  the  transfer  of  these  our  be- 
loved brethren  by  the  Master,  from  the  church  militant  to  the 
church  triumphant ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  on  in  memorlam^ 
to  prepare  an  order  of  memorial  services  to  be  observed  by 
this  synod. 

The  committee  consists  of  Revs.  Jesse  Steiner,  Lewis  M.

exceeding  ten  minutes,  to  be  followed  by  impromptu  remarks 
of  other  brethren,  each  not  to  exceed  five  minutes  in  duration. 

2.  That  in  memoriam  of  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Leiter,  D.  D.,  who 
was  transferred  by  his  divine  Lord  and  Master  from  the  church 
militant  to  the  church  triumphant,  March  31st,  1883,  Rev.  E. 
D.  Wettach  be  appointed  to  deliver  the  migor  address,  not 
to  exceed  ten  minutes,  to  be  followed  by  other  members  of 
synod  in  minor  speeches  not  to  exceed  five  minutes  in  length. 

3.  That  in  memoriam  of  the  Rev.  J.  Pence,  who  was  called 
by  the  divine  Master  from  labor  to  rest,  April  18th,  1883,  Rev. 
J.  Steiner  be  appointed  to  inaugurate  the  memorial  services 
with  an  address  of  ten  minutes,  to  be  followed  by  voluntary 
remarks  of  other  brethren  of  five  minutes'  length. 

4.  That  in  memoriam  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  H.  Shaull, 
who  was  called  to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship,  April 
23d,  1883,  Rev.  H.  M.  Herman,  D,  D.,  be  appointed  to  begin 
the  memorial  services  by  such  observations  as  he  may  deem 
appropriate,  not  to  exceed  ten  minutes,  to  be  promptly  fol- 
lowed by  suitable  remarks  from  other  brethren,  each  not  to 
consume  more  than  five  minutes. 

The  committee  would  also  recommend  the  following  resolu- 
tiens  for  the  adoption  of  this  synod :

work." 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  expresses  its  deep  sympathy  with 
those  families  with  us  in  the  same  church,  whose  earthly 
homes  have  been  so  suddenly  darkened  by  the  departure  of 
their  loved  ones,  and  we  promise  them  an  interest  in  our 
prayers,  and  affectionately  commend  them  to  that  God  who 
has  declared  himself  to  be  a  husband  to  the  widow  and  a 
father  to  the  orphan.

"Whereas,  Tlie  first  day  of  January,  1884,  will  be  the  four 
hundreth  aiuiiversarv  of  Zwindi's  birth;  therefore 

^'Resolved,  Thit  we  think  it  proper  that  some  action  should 
be  taken  by  the  ecclesiastical  judicatories  of  the  Reforme<l 
(yhurch  to  commemorate  this  fact. 

^^Besolved^  That  we,  as  a  classis,  do  here  place  on  record 
our  high  esteem  for  this  noble  Reformer,  whose  learning  was 
only  equalled  by  his  eloquence,  and  who  sealed  his  mission 
with  his  blood  when  lie  fell  as  a  martyr  on  the  field  of 
Cappel." 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved^  That  we  heartily  concur  with  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  the  preamble  and  resolutions  of  Philadelphia  Classis. 

Resolved,  That  each  pastor  throughout  the  bounds  of  this

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Saturday,  reported  in  item  18  that  the 
General  Synod  had  adopted  Rules  of  Order  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  several  judicatories  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States.  Thereupon,  on  motion,  the  following 
resolution  in  regard  to  said  Rules  of  Order  were  adopted, 
namely : 

Resolved^  That  the  Rules  of  Order  adopted  by  the  late 
General  Synod  for  the  government  of  the  several  judicatories 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  be  and  hereby 
are  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  for  the  Ohio  Synod,  instead 
of  its  present  rules,  to  take  immediate  effect,  and  that  they 
be  embodied  in  the  printed  minutes  of  this  synod. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  action,  these  rules  are 
here  inserted  and  published  as  the 

Rules  of  Ordsr  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 

I.      ORGANIZATION,  ETC. 

1.  The  president  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  Judicatory  had  been  adjourned,  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order,  and  open  the  session  with  the  prescribed 
religious  services. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  stated  clerk  shall 
call  the  members  to  order,  and  put  in  nomination  a  president 
pro  tem.^  who  shall  preside  until  the  president  is  present,  or 
until  an  election  has  been  held.  Should  the  president  and  the 
stated  clerk  both  be  absent,  then  the  oldest  minister  present 
shall  perform  this  office. 

3.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  on  which  the  names  of  all 
those  entitled  to  a  seat  and  having  proper  credentials  shall 
have  been  entered,  and  about  whose  right  there  is  no  contest. 
If  a  quorum  be  present,  the  Judicatory  may  proceed  to  busi- 
ness ;  but  if  not,  any  two  members  present  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time  to  give  opportunity  for  a  quorum  to  assemble. 

4.  If  a  contest  be  made  as  to  the  right  of  any  one  claiming 
a  seat,  or  there  be  present  two  or  more  sets  of  delegates  from 
a  lower  Judicatory,  the  matter  shall  at  once  be  referred  to  a 


committee,  who  shall  examine  into  the  case,  and  report  at  the 
earliest  possible  time. 

5.  As  soon  as  an  orgam'zatibn  has  been  fully  eifected  an 
election  shall  be  held  for  such  officers  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  or  the  custom  of  the  Judi- 
catory. 

6.  The  limits  which  define  the  Bar  of  the  House  shall  be 
determined  immediately  on  the  organization,  by  the  president, 
and  no  one  without  it  shall  be  able  to  use  any  right  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Judicatory. 

7.  A  quorum  to  transact  business  in  any  Judicatory  shall 
consist  of  a  majority  of  the  members  representing  a  majority 
of  the  lower  courts  composing  it.* 

U.     DUTIES  OP  THE  PRESIDENT. 

8.  When  the  president  has  opened  the  session,  and  finds  a 
quorum  present  after  the  first  day,  he  shall  cause  the  minutes- 
of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read,  and,  if  necessary,  to  be  cor- 
rected, when  he  shall  declare  them  approved ;  and  before  the- 
final  adjournment  the  remaining  proceedings  shall  be  read 
and  corrected ;  and  when  no  further  corrections  are  required 
the  president  shall  say:  "Shall  the  minutes  be  now  ap- 
proved?'^ If  no  objections  be  made,  he  shall  declare  thenr  to* 
stand  approved. 

9.  He  shall  preserve  order,  guard  against  the  violation  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  and  the  Rules  of  Order,  and 
endeavor  to  conduct  all  business  to  a  speedy  and  proper  con- 
clusion. 

10.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  organization  has: 
been  effected,  appoint  the  several  standing  committees* 
required  for  the  prompt  accomplishment  of  the  business  before- 
the  Judicatory  to  the  number  designated  by  the  constitutioni 
or  its  custom ;  and,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,,  he  shall 
appoint  all  temporary  committees  that  may  be  called  for  in 
the  process  of  business. 

*This  rule  (No.  7)  seems  to  be  in  conflict  with  Article  LXIV  of  the  COnstittitlon, 
which  jays:  "If  six  ministers  and  as  many  elders,  or  a  larger  number,,  from 'a. 
xsajorlty  of  the  several  classes,  be  assembled  at  the  appointed  time  and  place,  they 
shaU  constitute  a  synod,  and  be  authorized  to  transact  business.  The  oonsUtution 
i<  the  tupreme  law  of  the  church,  and,  therefore,  do  not  all  rules  and  enactments  in> 
conflict  with  it  faU  to  have  binding  force  and  must  remain  inoperative  ? 

Stated  Glevk, 
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11.  He  shall  keep  exact  account  of  all  items  of  business 
that  have  been  laid  over  or  assigned  to  a  particular  day,  and 
call  them  up  at  the  proper  time. 

12.  He  shall  receive  all  minutes,  rex>orts,  communications, 
etc.,  addressed  to  or  intended  for  the  Judicatory,  and  with  its 
consent  refer  them  to  their  appropriate  committees. 

13.  He  shall  sign  the  minutes  and  all  addresses  or  circulars, 
etc.,  issued  by  the  Judicatory,  and  decide  all  questions  of  order 
subject  to  an  appeal. 

14.  He  may  state  a  question  sitting,  but  shall  rise  to  put 
it,  and  in  this  form :  "  As  many  as  are  in  favor  (as  the  ques- 
may  be)  say  '  aye.' "  After  the  affirmation  is  expressed, — 
*'  As  many  as  are  oppossed  say  '  no.' "  If  in  doubt  as  to  the 
results,  or  a  division  is  called  for,  those  voting  in  the  affirma- 
tive shall  rise,  stand,  and  be  counted,  after  which  those  vot- 
ing in  the  negative  shall  also  rise,  stand,  and  be  counted,  when 
the  president  shall  announce  the  result. 

15.  The  president  shall  vote  in  all  cases  when  the  vote  is 
by  ballot,  or  when  his  vote  be  decisive.  In  all  cases  of  a  tie 
the  question  shall  be  lost. 

IIL      DUTIES  OF  THE  STATED  CLERK. 

16.  The  stated  clerk  shall  have  prepared  in  advance  of  the 
time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Judicatory  a  complete  roll  of  its 
members,  and  as  soon  as  possible  perfect  a  roll  of  those  mem- 
bers present  for  the  use  of  the  president. 

17.  He  shall  make  a  correct  and  concise  minute  of  all  its 
proceedings,  and  carefully  preserve  the  same.  He  shall,  if 
required,  make  up  a  correct  and  authenticated  copy  of  the 
same,  and  transmit  the  same  in  due  time  to  the  higher  Judi- 
catory for  review.  He  shall  read  all  papers  by  order  of  the 
president;  shall  publish  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
all  stated  meetings,  and,  by  order  of  the  president,  of  all 
special  meetings. 

18.  No  memorial,  communication  or  other  paper  confided 
to  his  care  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  files  without  the  war- 
rant of  the  Judicatory. 

19.  He  shall  make  a  digest  of  the  legislative  actions,  and 
all  decisions  made  on  constitutional  questions,  or  the  Rules  of 
Order,  by  the  Judicatory,  for  convenient  reference. 


ly.      THE  OBDEB  OF  BUSINESS. 

20.  After  the  minutes  have  been  read  and  approved,  an 
opportunity  shall  be  given  to  announce  the  presence  of 
recently  arrived  members  or  secundi,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  recognized. 

21.  Business  unfinished  at  a  previous  session  shall  be  first 
taken  ap,  unless  a  special  order  has  been  set  for  that  hour. 

22.  Beports  from  permanent  committees  shall  have  preced- 
ence, except  in  cases  where  a  matter  has  been  set  for  a  special 
hour. 

v.      MEMBEBS — ^THEIB    BIGHTS  AND   DUTIES. 

23.  Every  member  shall  be  present  within  the  Bar  of  the 
Home  while  the  Judicatory  is  in  session,  unless  excused  or 
necessarily  prevented,  and  shall  vote  on  each  question  put, 
unless  previously  excused,  or  unless  he  has  a  direct  personal 
or  pecuniary  interest  in  the  determination  of  the  question. 

24.  Every  member,  in  speaking,  shall  rise  and  address  him- 
self respectfully  to  the  president,  and,  being  recognized,  may 
proceed  to  address  the  Judicatory.  He  shall  treat  his  fellow- 
members,  and  especially  the  president,  with  decorum  and 
respect,  confining  himself  to  the  subject  under  discussion,  and 
ayoiding  all  personalities. 

25.  Ihiring  the  transaction  of  business  members  shall  not 
engage  in  private  conversation;  nor  in  debate  shall  one 
address  himself  to  another,  or  to  any  one  present  except  the 
president 

26.  When  two  or  more  membes  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
president  shall  name  the  one  who  is  first  to  speak.  No  mem- 
l)er  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  nor  longer  than  one  hour, 
on  the  same  question,  unless  by  unanimous  consent.  The 
chairman  of  a  committee,  however,  may  open  and  also  close 
when  general  debate  has  been  had  on  a  motion  reported  by 
him.  A  member  who  has  spoken  to  the  main  question  may 
^peak  again  to  an  amendment. 

27.  When  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall 
transgress  the  Rules  of  Order,  or  deviate  from  the  subject 
nnder  discussion,  or  in  any  way  act  disorderly,  the  president 
shall,  or  any  member  may«  caU  him  to  order,  when  he  shall 
immediately  take  his  se^^  '^ted  to  explain,  when, 
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if  the  Judicatory  be  satisfied,  he  may  t)roceed  in  order;  but 
if  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure  or  repri- 
mand. 

28.  No  member  when  speaking  shall  be  liable  to  interrup- 
tion, except  with  his  permission  or  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting a  mistake  or  a  misrepresentation. 

29.  While  the  p]:esident  is  putting  a  question,  or  a  member 
is  speaking,  no  one  shall  pass  between  the  president  and  the 
speaker,  or  walk  across  the  floor. 

30.  No  motion  can  be  made  while  a  member  is  speaking, 
or  after  the  president  has  begun  to  take  a  vote. 

31.  A  member  may  change  his  vote  if  it  be  done  before 
the  president  has  announced  the  result,  or  afterward  in  a  case 
where  it  will  not  affect  the  result. 

VI.      COMMITTEES — THEIR  POWERS. 

32.  The  first-named  member  on  each  committee  shall  be 
the  chairman,  unless  the  committee  prefer  to  elect  their  own 
chairman.  In  the  absence  or  refusal  of  the  first-named  mem- 
ber to  preside,  the  second  member  on  the  committee  shall 
take  his  place,  and  so  on  as  often  as  a  vacancy  may  occur. 

33.  A  committee  to  whom  papers  have  been  referred  shall 
return  them  with  its  report ;  and  no  paper  can  go  before  a 
committee,  or  become  matter  for  its  action,  unless  it  has  been 
properly  referred  to  it. 

34.  A  majority  of  a  committee  constitutes  a  quorum,  and 
only  can  make  a  report.  A  minority  may  submit  its  views  in 
writing,  or  any  member  may  submit  a  motion  that  contains 
the  view  of  such  minority. 

35.  A  committee  may  appoint  one  or  more  sub-committees 
in  order  to  facilitate  its  work,  by  thus  distributing  it  among^ 
its  several  members,  but  the  final  report  must  come  from  the 
whole  committee. 

36.  All  special  committees  when  they  have  made  their 
report  and  it  is  received  are  by  this  act  discharged ;  but  a 
matter  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee,  or  it  may- 
be revived  for  another  purpose. 

37.  No  one  who  has  decidedly  si)oken  against  a  matter 
shall  be  of  the  special  committee  to  whom  it  may  be  referred. 

88.  A  Judicatory  may  at  any  time  resolve  itself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  to  consider  any  special  matter,  when  the 
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president  shall  then  name  some  one  to  preside,  and  vacate  the 
chair.  Such  committee  may  rise  at  any  time,  when  the  presi- 
dent shall  resume  the  chair,  and  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  report  its  action,  or  report  progress,  and  ask  leave 
to  sit  again. 

Vn.      MOTICWS — THEIR  PRECEDENCE. 

39.  Every  motion  made  to  a  Judicatory  and  entertained 
by  the  president  shall,  on  the  demand  of  any  member,  be 
reduced  to  writing.  The  president  shall  then  state  the  ques- 
tion, or  cause  it  to  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  being  debated^ 
and  it  shall  then  be  in  posession  of  the  house,  but  may  be 
withdrawn  at  anv  time  before  it  has  been  amended  or  a  deci- 
sion  had  upon  it. 

40.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
entertained,  but — 

a.  To  adjourn. 

h.  To  take  recess. 

c.  To  lie  on  the  table. 

d.  To  take  the  previous  question. 

e.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

f.  To  refer  or  commit. 

g.  To  amend. 

h.    To  postpone  indefinitely. 
These  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
named ;  and  no  motion  to  refer,  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  be  allowed  again 
on  the  same  day  at  the  same  stage  of  the  question. 

41.  On  the  demand  of  any  member  before  a  question  is 
put,  it  shall  be  divided,  if  it  includes  two  distinct  substantive 
propositions,  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  not 
divisible. 

42.  When  diflferent  motions  are  made  with  respect  to  filling 
blanks,  the  longest  time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  first  put 

43.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house 
imless  it  has  been  seconded  and  the  piover  recognized  by  the 
president. 

Vni.     AMENDMENTS. 

44.  When  a  motion  or  proposition  is  under  consideration, 
amotion  to  amend  and  a  motion  to  amend  ^*»«*  om^ndment 
ehall  be  in  order,  and  it  shall  also  be  in  orde  '^er 
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amendment  in  the  form  of  a  substitute  for  the  entire  proposi- 
tion, and  to  this  substitute  an  amendment  may  be  offer^,  but 
i^hich  shall  not  be  voted  upon  until  the  original  motion  is 
perfected. 

45.  A  motion  to  amend  cannot  be  modified  after  the  pre- 
vious question  is  seconded. 

46.  An  amendment  to  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  not  be 
entertained,  unless  it  be  seconded  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

IX.      RECONSIDERATION. 

47.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  has  been  offered  and  car- 
ried or  lost,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  (who  has 
voted  with  the  majority  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day)  to 
move  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  such  motion  shall  take 
precedence  of  all  motions,  except  to  adjourn  or  to  take  recess. 

48.  A  motion  to  reconsider  is  not  debatable,  unless  the 
question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered  was  debatable. 

X.      THE  PREVIOUS    QUESTION. 

49.  The  previous  question  on  any  motion,  after  a  reason- 
able time  has  been  allowed  to  discuss  it,  may  be  called.  The 
•call,  to  be  entertained,  must  be  made  by  at  least  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present,  rising  in  their  places  for  the  purpose. 
The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form  :  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put  ?  And  until  it  is  decided,  it  shall  pre- 
•clude  all  further  amendments  or  debate  on  the  main  question. 
The  effect  of  this  motion,  when  sustained,  shall  be  to  bring 
the  Judicatory  to  a  direct  vote  on  all  the  amendments  then 
pending  in  their  proper  order,  and  on  the  main  question  itself. 

60.  The  previous  question  shall  apply  in  cases  of  privilege, 
as  in  other  cases. 

XL      QUESTIONS  OP  PRIVILEGE. 

51.  Questions  of  privilege  shall  be :  1.  Those  affecting 
the  right  of  the  Judicatory  collectively ;  its  safety,  dignity, 
and  the  integrity  of  its  proceedings.  2.  The  rights,  the 
reputation,  and  conduct  of  the  members  individually  in  their 
representative  capacity.  And  shall  have  precedence  of  all 
questions,  except  to  adjourn  and  to  take  recess. 

52,  It  shall  not  be  a  matter  of  privilege  to  have  received 
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and  entered  upon  the  minutes  a  protest  of  a  member  or  mem- 
bers against  the  action  of  a  Judicatory. 

53.  Any  member  who  may  feel  himself  personally  aggrieved 
by  the  action  of  a  Judicatory,  may,  if  he  require  it,  have  the 
ayes  and  nays  recorded  on  the  matter  of  grievance. 

Xn.      APPEALS. 

.  54.  An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  president  on  any 
point  of  order  may  be  taken  by  any  member,  who  may  briefly 
state  the  reasons  for  his  appeal,  and  to  which  the  president 
may  reply,  if  he  deem  it  needful,  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
without  further  debate.  The  form  of  stating  the  question 
shall  be :  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
imsion  of  the  Judicatory  ?" 

55.  A  question  of  appeal  cannot  be  reconsidered  after 
other  business  has  been  done. 

56.  An  appeal  is  not  in  order  while  another  appeal  is 
pending. 

Xin.     THE  MOTION  TO  LIE  ON    THE    TABLE. 

57.  The  motion  to  lie  on  the  table  may  be  used  to  make 
room  for  more  important  matters,  in  order  to  take  up  the 
matter  at  a  more  convenient  time,  or  quickly  to  make  a  final 
disposition  of  it. 

58.  This  motion  takes  precedence  of  all  other  motions,, 
except  to  adjourn  and  take  recess,  and  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

59.  All  that  adheres  to  the  subject  of  the  motion  goes  on 
the  table  with  it,  except  it  be  on  a  motion  to  correct  the 
minutes. 

60.  When  this  motion  is  made  and  lost,  it  cannot  again  be 
made  until  some  change  or  alternation  has  been  made  in  the 
question  under  consideration. 

61.  A  negative  vote  on  a  motion  to  lie  on  the  table  may  be 
reconsidered;  but  if  a  vote  to  reconsider  be  laid  on  the 
table,  that  cannot  be  reco- 
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XIV.      MISCELLANEOUS. 

62.  The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  by  unanimous 
consent. 

63.  A  motion  to  amend  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  lie  over 
one  day,  and  it  shall  require  a  two-third  vote  to  carry  the 
amendment. 

64.  Any  Judicatory  may  sit  with  closed  doors  if,  in  its 
judgment,  the  matter  under  consideration  requires  it. 

65.  Election  for  officers,  delegates  to  higher  Judicatories, 
members  of  boards,  etc.,  shall  be  by  ballot ;  but  any  Judica- 
tory may  make  its  elections  by  acclamation,  if  it  so  elect. 

66.  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  less  than  a  quorum  to  take 
recess. 

67.  A  motion  to  take  recess  may  be  offered  while  another 
question  is  pending,  or  while  the  floor  is  held  by  another 
member  with  his  consent. 

68.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  to  take  recess,  to  lie  on  the 
table,  and  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  taken  without 
debate. 

69.  The  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be  recorded 
on  the  demand  of  five  members. 

70.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  Judicatory  the 
roll  shall  be  called,  and  all  members  absent  without  i)ermi8- 
sion  shall,  by  the  stated  clerk,  be  reported  to  the  body  which 
they  were  sent  to  represent. 

71.  At  the  final  adjournment,  after  the  Judicatory  has 
united  with  the  president  in  the  repetition  of  the  Creed,  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  he  shall  pronounce  the  ax)08tolic  benediction, 
and  declare  the  Judicatory  now  adjourned  to  meet  as  already 
ordered. 

The  Bar  of  the  House  was  defined  to  extend  from  the 
front  of  the  chancel  to  the  rear  of  the  middle  window  of  the 
church. 

The  following  hours  were  fixed  upon  for  opening  and  clos- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  present  synod : 

The  Morning  Sessions  to  open  at  half-past  eight  o'clock, 
and  the  first  half  hour  to  be  spent  in  devotional  services,  and 
close  at  half-past  eleven  o'clock. 

Tlve  Afternoon  Sessions  to  open  at  half-past  one  and  close 
at  four  o'clock.

ARTICLE  XII. 
RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Sta- 
tistical Reports,  during  the  session  on  Friday  evening,  pre- 
sented the  following  rejwrt,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 
To  the  Reverend  Ohio  Synod: 

Dkar  Fathers  and  BaETHREN-rlt  is  with  great  grr 
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God  for  his  mercy  and  grace  that  we  review  another  year's 
labor  in  his  vineyard,  who  giveth  to  every  man  what  is  right. 
And  we  render  unto  the  Lord  thanksgiving  and  praise  for  his 
countless  mercies  bestowed  upon  us  and  his  long-suffering  in 
bearing  with  us. 

The  subject  committed  to  us,  to  investigate  and  lay  before 
you  is  one  that  involves  a  greater  acquaintance  than  it  is  pos- 
sible to  gain  from  the  reports  that  have  come  into  our  hands. 
It  is  with  fear  and  trembling  that  we  attempt  to  review  our 
work  as  the  embassadors  of  the  great  salvation.  Yet  it  is 
meet  and  right  as  well  as  our  duty  to  arrange,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  results  of  our  labors,  both  that  we  may  see  the 
measure  of  gratitude  we  owe  him  who  alone  giveth  the  in- 
crease, and  receive  encouragement  or  be  admonished  as  the 
trust  has  been  faithfully  or  unfaithfully  kept  There  are 
tokens  of  the  great  Shepherd's  approbation  and  favor  that 
follow  fidelity  on  our  part,  tokens  that  gladden  our  hearts  and 
seal  our  ministry  as  the  called  of  God,  and  it  is  for  these  that 
we  wait  as  those  that  watch  for  the  morning.  "By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them,"  warrents  us  in  looking  for  the 
sheaves  when  the  harvest  time  is  here,  while  the  withered  -fig 
tree  rebukes  empty  pretentions. 

It  is  a  potent  fact  that  church  prosperity  is  commensurate 
with  the  consecration  of  her  pastors,  whatever  imi)ortance 
may  be  accorded  the  various  positions  in  the  ecclesiastical 
'  body.  The  first  belongs  pre-eminently  to  that  order  that 
deals  directly  with  the  churches,  and  our  progress  as  a  denom- 
ination, our  influence  and  our  destiny,  all  rest  with  the  zeal^ 
piety,  capacity  and  fidelity  of  our  pastors.  It  is  to  these 
men  that  the  Master  says,  "Go  preach,  and  lo  I  am  with  you 
always  even  unto  the  end." 

Of  our  pastors  the  records  show  that  the  word  of  God  has 
been  preached  in  its  purity.  The  supreme  importance  of  the 
gospel  has  been  magnified,  and  generally  their  hearts  have 
been  rejoiced  with  an  increased  attendance  upon  their  min- 
istry amidst  the  clamor  of  unbelief  that  "the  pulpit  has 
lost  its  power."  It  is  very  gratifying  to  learn  of  growing  con- 
gregations and  increasing  interests  in  the  gospel  of  Christy 
and  we  have  no  doubt  that  where  the  gospel  has  been 
preached  in  its  purity,  the  gospel  of  blood  and  salvation  hy 
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faith  in  Christ,  there  will  be  a  steadfast  growth  in  numbers^ 
power  and  godliness. 

Of  the  sacraments  we  are  told  that  they  have  been  reg- 
olarly  administered,  as  the  occasion  required,  that  the  com- 
munioD  seasons  have  proved  according  to  the  promised  times 
of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  No  considera- 
tion can  furnish  Christians  so  great  comfort  as  the  intimate 
union  established  between  Christ  and  his  children  in  the  holy 
supper.  He,  whose  love  to  us  was  stronger  than  death,  in- 
vites us  to  keep  before  our  minds  this  awful  but  delightful 
truth  that  he  will  be  our  Judge,  and  judgment  will  acquit 
the  divine  life  of  the  Son  of  Ood  wherever  found,  and  that  if 
we  eat  his  flesh  and  drink  his  blood,  as  the  living  Father  sent 
him  to  be  a  propitiation  for  our  sins,  so  he  will  raise  us  up  at 
the  last  day  to  the  dignity  of  kings  and  priests  unto  God. 
There  is  a  growing  regard  for  the  holy  supper,  and  pastors  are 
holding  up  the  Lamb  of  Ood  that  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the 
world. 

Of  infant  baptism  many  of  the  reports  made  no  mention. 
The  statistical  tables  show,  however,  that  it  has  not  been  neg- 
lected, and  we  trust  that  the  custom  of  our  fathers  in  this 
Christian  duty  is  not  falling  into  disrepute.  The  authorities 
of  our  church  cannot  insist  to  strongly  upon  pastors  urging 
the  importance  of  infant  baptism. 

There  is  one  branch  of  church  work  that  receives  a  large 
share  of  attention,  viz :  Sunday-schools,  and  it  is  a  source  of 
great  encouragement  to  note  that  the  number  of  schools  nearly 
equal  the  number  of  congregations,  that  the  work  is  progress- 
ing. But  even  here  there  is  room  for  greater  diligence  and  a 
fruitful  field  of  culture.  Sunday-school  conventions  seem  to 
have  been  somewhat  neglected.  Why  this  is  so  we  do  not 
know,  but  can  see  how  that  meeting  at  the  time  they  do, 
when  many  pastors  are  away  on  their  vacation,  and  when  the 
heat  of  the  summer  is  greatest,  that  excuses  for  non-atten- 
dence  could  be  easily  formed.  A  church  organized  as  ours 
must  get  great  good  from  Christian  conference  as  these  con- 
ventions afford.  But  as  the  synod  has  provided  for  this 
branch  of  her  trust  in  the  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools  we 
will  leave  the  matter  in  their  hands. 

Catechisation.    We  feel,  when  approaching  this  subject-^ 
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that  it  is  holy  ground.  We  have  seen  the  good  fruit  that 
grew  from  this  virgin  soil — ^the  one  hundred  fold — so  often 
gathered  that  with  reverence  and  awe  we  stand  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  opportunity  to  form  the  character  and  save  the 
youth  of  our  families,  and  bless  Gt)d  that  the  genius  and  cus- 
toms of  our  church  have  preserved  for  us  the  blessings  of  the 
catechetical  class.  Many  of  our  pastors  have  seized  the  op- 
portunity thus  offered  and  have  sought  the  full^  free  and  grac- 
ious fruit  of  well-si>ent  toil  with  such  as  are  of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.  Those  fields,  where  this  dutv  has  been  most  faitli- 
fully  discharged,  are  the  fertile  and  strong  charges  in  our  Se- 
formed  Zion.  It  was  impossible  for  us  to  determine  whether 
there  was  that  improvement  here  that  the  interests  of  the 
church  demand,  but  trust  that  it  is  receiving  the  faithful 
attention  as  it  constitutes  one  of  the  sacred  trusts  of  our 
pastors. 

The  social  and  moral  life  of  the  church  seems  to  be  grow- 
ing stronger.  The  meeting  for  prayer  and  praise  and  those 
societies  for  the  intellectual  and  moral  culture  of  our  people, 
where  the  laity  become  leaders,  and  are  led  to  greater  per- 
sonal consecration,  are  spreading  their  influence  and  strength- 
ening the  walls  of  our  Zion.  The  great  temi)erance  reform 
has  received  very  much  help  from  a  people  who,  while  not 
the  foremost,  are  not  the  last  to  assist  in  the  good  work. 

For  what  we  have  done  in  benevolence  I  must  refer  you  to 
a  comparative  statistical  report  which  I  will  submit  for  your 
inspection. 

There  is  one  subject  that  I  feel  we  ought  not  to  pass  by 
and  that  is  the  subject  of  evangelism.  No  church  occupies  a 
more  desirable  i)osition  than  ours,  and  while  we  combine  the 
excellencies  of  catechisation,  with  those  of  a  fixed  pastorate, 
there  are  some  things  we  love.  These  we  feel  could  be  re- 
covered by  a  synodical  evangelist — a  thoroughly  faithful  min- 
ister of  our  church — an  able  preacher  possessing  in  a  high  de- 
gree those  gifts  that  arouse,  awaken,  convince  and  whom  no 
doubt  God  would  Uvse  in  an  eminently  successful  degree  for 
liis  honor  and  our  profit.  The  methods  of  such  work  would  sug- 
gest themselves,  and  results,  we  believe,  warrant  synod  in 
taking  some  such  a  step.    And  now,  brethren,  let  us  thank 
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God  for  what  prosperity  he  has  given  us  and  seek  greater  use- 
fohiess  that  his  name  may  have  the  greater  glory.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered,  and 
also  afterwards  adopted: 

I.     ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Miaaions  of  Ohio  Synod. 

To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Respkcted  Brethren  : — We  beg  leave  to  report  the  progress 
and  condition  of  our  work,  and  of  the  several  missions  under 
our  care.  A  faithful  exhibit  will  bring  to  your  notice  the 
usual  hghts  and  shadows  of  ministerial  experience  and  church 
work— an  extended  field,  sparsely  settled  with  Reformed 
families  and  church  organizations — a  scarcity  of  ministers  ta 
oecopy  the  ground,  and  a  lack  of  funds  to  adequately  support 
the  men  and  carry  forward  the  the  work — these  are  the  well- 
known  obstacles  in  the  way  of  our  more  vigorously  following 
up  the  work  committed  to  our  hands.  We*  have  in  all  fourteen 
missions  under  our  care.  Two-  have  but  recently  been  organ- 
ized. One,  Canal  Fulton,  has  chosen  to  be  self-sustaining  in 
preference  to  submitting  to  the  classical  reconstruction. 

The  following  statement  in  detail  will  give  some  idea  of 
the  standing  and  promise  of  our  several  mission  churches  and 
charges : 

1.  Jerusalem  Miaaion,  The  age  of  this  mission  and  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  church  at  large,  has  suggested  both 
to  the  classis  and  board  the  desirableness  of  their  soon  reliev- 
ing the  church  of  further  assistance,  either  by  some  recon- 
struction or  by  more  heroic  efforts  to  bear  themselves  the 
burdens  of  a  self-sustaining  charge.  The  appropriation  for 
this  year  is  $200,  with  the  understanding  that  this  amount  be 
decreased  $50  annually. 

The  former  missionary  having  resigned,  the  field  was  vacant 
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for  most  of  the  year,  until  the  licentiate,  F.  M.  Shult«,  of  Tif- 
fin Theological  Seminary,  was  commissioned,  and  took  change 
June  iBt,  1884.    CongregationB  4,  members  130,  unconfirmed 
52.    Three  Sunday-schools  report  206  scholars. 

2.  Qreenville,  0.  Vacant  since  the  resignation  of  Rev.  G. 
H.  Souder  last  spring.  The  claseis  in  whoee  bounds  this 
church  is  situated  has  been  considering  the  possibility  of  add- 
ing neighboring  churches,  and  hence,  for  the  present,  ask  for 
no  appropriation  from  tie  board.  We  heartily  join  in  the 
prayer  that  their  efforts  may  be  crowned  with  success, 

3.  Paulding  0.  Vacant  for  most  of  the  year,  save  as  sup- 
plied under  direction  of  the  board  and  Tiffin  Classis.  Efforts 
are  now  being  made  looking  to  a  permanent  supply,  which  shall 
presently  end  in  a  fixed  pastorate,  when  the  student  supply 
shall  be  ready  to  be  commissioned. 

The  board's  failure  to  secure  a  permanent  pastor  has  proba- 
bly had  the  effect  of  crippling  the  interest,  and  yet  the  out- 
look is  said  to  be  promising.  No  report  The  standing  of  the 
three  congregations  is  about  that  of  last  year,  59  members. 

4.  Lima,  0.  This  field  was  made  vacant  during  the  year 
by  the  resignation  of  Eev.  W.  A.  Long,  and  remained  so  until 
July  l&t,  when  the  board  secured  the  services  of  Bev.  S.  Z. 
Beam,  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  Fa. 

This  accession  to  our  working  force  was  hailed  with' joy  by 
the  board,  and  it  was  hoped  that  new  light  and  life  would 
«ome  into  this  somewhat  disheartened  and  disheartening  field. 
An  indebtedness  of  $1^00  rests  on  the  church.  Instead  of 
35  members  as  reported  last  year,  the  entire  list  reaches  only 
31,  including  the  pastor's  family.  While  leaving  out  those 
who  have  removed  outside  the  bounds,  there  is  a  working 
force  of  not  exceeding  a  dozen  members,  and  they  without  an 
organized  consistory.  There  are  8  unconfirmed  members,  6 
were  received  by  certificate,  12  communed,  1  Sunday-school 
of  15  scholars.  Appropriation,  $500.  The  missionary  is  not 
in  despair,  nor  is  the  board,  notwithstanding  these  facts. 

The  rehiovals,  involving  men,  means  and  influence,  have 
been  a  heavy  blow,  yet  the  city  with  its  thousands  remains, 
and  our  money  spent  and  labor  done  will  not  justify  the 
thought  of  abondoning  the  field.  But  the  indebtedness  which 
is  a  present  incubus  must  be  removed,  or  the  parties  holding 
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claiins,  at  least,  be  satisfied,  or  what  has  been  spent  on  this 
interest  will  be  lost,  and  the  life  and  hope  of  an  English  inter- 
est in  lima  be  gone.  Delay  beyond  a  month  or  two  is  worse 
than  dangerous — ^it  is  death.  The  mission  and  the  board  must 
have  more  than  *'  the  prayers  of  the  church." 

5.  Ft  Wayne^  Ind.  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher,  pastor,  organized 
Pentecost,  1883,  with  50  members,  present  number  102,  Sun- 
day-school scholars  66.  Outlook  promising.  People  active 
and  possessed  of  a  self-sacrificing  spirit. 

In  July  last  their  neat  chapel,  a  brick  structure  with  300 
sittings,  and  costing,  including  furniture,  $3,650,  was  dedi- 
cated free  of  debt.  The  indebtedness  of  $1^750  on  the  lot  is 
being  reduced  as  fast  as  the  interests  of  the  mission  will  allow. 
Pastor's  appropriation  is  $800. 

6.  Kentland^  Ind.  Rev.  G.  0.  Gerlach,  pastor  since  June 
l8t,1884,  the  former  pastor,  Rev.  S.  P.  Myers,  having  resigned 
last  spring.  Appropriation.  Congregations  2,  members  39, 
nnconfirmed  6,  infant  baptism  1,  adult  1,  certificate  5,  Sun- 
day-schools 2,  and  scholars  70.  Work  brightening  and  mis- 
donaiy  encouraged. 

7.  ffolton,  Kana.  Rev.  H.  Shumaker,  pastor ;  appropria- 
tion, 1400.  Congregation  1,  members  26,  unconfirmed  11, 
received  by  certificate  3,  no  organized  Sunday-school,  church 
lot  paid,  congregation  worships  in  court  house. 

Immediate  prospects  of  building  up  the  church  not  so  flat- 
tering. To  build  a  church  on  their  lot  involves  aid  from  abroad ; 
not  to  build  leaves  them  under  the  embarrassment  of  an  un- 
suitable place  of  worship.  The  mission  paid  during  the  year 
$175  for  all  purposes,  less  than  $50  of  which  was  paid  the 
pastor. 

8.  Lyons^  Kans.  Rev.  A.  R.  Holshouser,  pastor ;  appro- 
priation, $300.  Congregation  1,  communicant  members  20, 
a  number  being  lost  by  removal  during  the  year,  unconfirmed 
21,  a  Sunday-school  of  18  members,  a  new  church  dedicated 
last  spring,  the  cost  of  which  is  provided  for  by  subscriptions, 
4  members  added  by  certificate,  and  others  are  expected  to 
come'in  by  letter  and  confirmation  this  fall ;  benevolent  con- 
tribution $10,  congregational  purposes  $150. 

The  faithful  and  hopeful  pastor  sees  encouragement  in  the 
future,  and  is  zealously  engaged  in  looking  up  the  surrounding 
country. 
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9.  New  BiidU  Kana.  (German).  Rev.  A.  Bolliger,  pas- 
tor ;  appropriation,  $100.  Congregation  1 ;  salary  paid  by  the 
church,  $400.  Definite  statistics  for  the  year  not  reported.  A 
zealous  missionary  battles  against  the  common  evils  of  the 
world,  and  sees  the  work  prospering.  At  the  request  of  mis- 
sion and  missionary  the  field  will  be  self-sustaining  after  Jan- 
vary  1st,  1885. 

10.  Wathena^  Kana.  ( Oerman).  Rev.  J.  F.  Graf,  pastor ; 
appropriation,  $100.  Congregation  1,  members  82,  uncon- 
firmed 94,  1  Sunday-school  of  70  scholars;  benevolence 
$28.50,  congregational  purposes,  $410. 

The  faithful  pastor  sees  promise,  and  recommends  a  German 
English  minister  and  outside  work,  as  the  means  of  making 
the  field  self-supporting  at  an  early  day. 

11.  Altamant^  IlL  Still  vacant  as  reported  last  year^ 
though  board  has  made  repeated  efibrts  to  secure  a  pastor. 
Lately  the  churches  united  with  the  board  in  calling  Rev.  J. 
F.  Butler,  who  now  holds  a  commission  from  this  board,  and 
is  considering  the  question  of  its  acceptance.  The  appropria- 
tion is  $150,  and  the  mission  pledge,  $250. 

The  brother  called  has  been  rendering  acceptable  services 
as  supply  for  a  time,  and  it  is  hoped  he  will  see  his  way  clear 
to  accept.  Congregations  3,  members  59,  Sunday-schools  2, 
scholars  85,  and,  on  the  whole,  a  condition  of  things  is 
reported,  under  the  circumstances,  encouraging. 

12.  Liberty  Centre^  in  Tiffin  Classis,  appropriation,  $75. 
Recently  taken  under  the  care  of  the  board.  Now  vacant,  but 
arrangements  are  being  made  to  supply  the  vacancy. 

18.  Venice  Mission.  Rev.  S.  Shaw,  pastor ;  appropriation, 
$200.  This  lies  in  Seneca  County,  and  is  in  the  bounds  of 
Tiffin  Classis,  at  whose  request  it  was  taken  under  the  care 
of  the  board  at  its  last  meeting. 

Two  congregations,  one  at  Caroline,  organized  in  May,  1880, 
and  the  other  at  Carrothers,  in  May,  1883,  each  with  12  mem- 
bers ;  present  membership  67  confirmed,  and  36  unconfirmed. 
On  the  28th  of  September  last  the  new  church  at  Carrothers 
was  consecrated,  the  entire  cost,  $1,500,  being  provided  for. 
The  churches  pledge  themselves  for  $250,  and  the  board  has 
encouragement  that  they  will  need,  for  but  a  shore  time,  out- 
side aid.  Previous  to  May  last  they  were  supplied  by  the 
present  pastor,  in  connection  with  his  former  field. 
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14.  SpringAeld^  O.  Rev.  E.  R.  Williard,  pastor;  appro- 
priation,  $600. 

This  is  our  youngest  mission,  organized  September  2l8t,  1884. 
The  result  of  the  explorations  of  Miami  Classis,  in  whose 
bounds  it  is  located,  during  the  last  year.  Definite  classical 
action  last  spring  pointed  to  an  early  organization,  and  the 
board's  attention  was  called  to  the  ripening  field.  The  com- 
mission as  above  was  given,  and  an  organization  effected  with 
forty-two  members,  under  what  seem  to  be  most  favorable 
circumstances. 

The  pastor  has  already  settled  in  their  midst,  and  gone  to 
work  amid  the  encouragement  of  his  congregation,  the  classis 
and  the  board.  A  Sunday-school  numbering  56  members,  as 
the  board  has  been  advised,  has  since  then  been  organized, 
and  the  entire  machinery  for  church  work  has  been  put  in 
place  and  set  in  motion.  For  this  good  beginning  and  bright 
prospects  we  are  all  glad  and  thankful. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  board  has  not  been  able  to  see 
its  way  clear  to  explore  the  larger  cities  to  which  attention 
is  from  time  to  time  called,  as  Chicago,  Indianapolis,  and 
Cleveland.  The  treasurer's  statement  will  best  show  in  how 
far  we  come  short  of  synod's  apportionments. 

It  would  be  a  gratification  to  the  board,  as  to  the  entire 
church,  to  be  able  to  give  reports  from  each  of  the  above 
named  cities  as  encouraging  as  are  those  from  Ft.  Wayne  and 
Springfield. 

The  right  men  in  the  right  place,  when  spoken  of  these 
great  centers,  imply  large  appropriations  liberally  made,  and 
promptly  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer.  Without  that 
the  "  ri^t  man  "  would  be  in  the  wrong  place. 

Counting  on  the  present  number  of  missions  fields  and  their 
appropriations,  not  less  than  $5,000  will  be  required  during  the 
coming  year.  Any  new  fields  added  will  call  for  additional 
appropriations.  We  call  special  attention  to  this  subject  as 
well  as  the  ways  and  means  best  calculated  to  gather  the 
requisite  funds  for  this  end. 

In  this  connection  we  are  pleased  to  report  the  very  liberal 
donation  of  Mrs.  Magdalene  Betz,  of  Columbiana,  Ohio,  who 
gave  to  the  board,  for  immediate  use,  the  sum  of  $300  during 
the  year.    We  commend  this  liberal  act  to  others,  and  recom- 
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mend  that  pastors  throughout  the  church  seek  to  encourage 
others  to  like  good  deeds. 

Synod  is  reminded  that  the  term  of  Bevs.  J.  M.  Eendig  and 
J.  J.  Leberman  expires  at  this  meeting,  and  that  the  place  of 
Rev.  E.  D.  Wettach  is  also  made  vacant  by  his  removal  from 
our  synodical  bounds.    Kespectfnlly  submitted.

II.      REPORT  OF  STANDtNO  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  afternoon 
session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received,  discussed,  amended,  and,  together  with  the  reports 
of  the  board  and  the  treasurers,  adopted.    It  is  as  follows: 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following : 

We  have  received,  as  the  basis  of  our  action,  reports  from 
Uie  President  and  Treasurer  of  Missions,  and  also  of  Church 
Erection  Board.  Item  2,  from  report  of  Committee  on 
Minutes  of  Synod,  relating  to  large  and  important  fields  of 
labor,  and  instructing  Board  of  Missions  to  occupy  as  soon  as 
possible ;  item  3,  same  report,  relating  to  Ministers'  Church 
Erection  Fund;  item  20,  in  which  General  Synod  urges 
adoption  of  monsures  to  increase  contributions  for  missions, 
and  item  referring  the  Lima  Mission  to  this  committee. 

We  learn  iVtitn  these  pAi>ers  that  the  Board  of  Missions  has 
fourteen  nuHHioiiH  under  its  care,  the  most  of  which  are 
report chI  to  ho  in  an  encouraging  condition.  It  has  taken 
under  itN  cun^  llmu^  new  missions  during  the  yean  and  one 
has  been  declariMl  Helf-sustaining.  The  cities  referred  to  the 
board  by  IhiM  Hyniul  have  biH^n  considered,  but  owing  to  want  of 
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men  and  means,  they  could  not  be  occupied.  The  treasurer 
reports  the  receipt  of  $2,947.&7  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
$136  over  last  year.  The  board  will  require  the  sum  of  $5,000 
to  carry  on  the  work  now  on  hands,  and  more  if  the  field  be 
enlarged. 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  finds  itself  hindered  in  its 
work  because  of  the  lack  of  funds.  The  debt  assumed  by 
the  synod  in  1875  is  yet  unpaid,  and  the  creditor  is  anx- 
ious to  have  at  least  the  interest  due.  This  now  amounts 
to  $900,  and  ought  to  be  provided  for  if  at  all  possible. 

One  of  the  items  relates  to  the  Lima  Mission.  This  is  a 
mission  that  began  under  favorable  auspices.  A  church  was 
erected,  costing,  with  lot,  about  $2,600.  A  debt  of  over  $1,300 
was  incurred.  This  becomes  a  heavy  burden.  But  in  addi- 
tion to  this,  removals  from  the  city  of  several  of  the  most 
prominent  and  active  families  have  so  weakened  its  Working 
force  as  to  render  the  case  almost  hopeless.  And  yet  if  the 
debt  were  removed  a  congregation  might  be  built  up ;  but  it 
will  require  the  fostering  care  of  the  church  for  years.  It  has 
been  a  perplexing  question  before  the  Board  of  Missions 
whether  to  stop  at  this  point,  or  whether  they  shall  continue 
under  circumstances  so  discouraging. 

With  all  the  difficulties  in  the  way  the  cause  of  missions 
may  be  regarded  as  in  a  reasonable  degree  of  prosperity. 
More  funds  have  been  secured,  and  more  missions  occupied. 
If  at  all  possible  we  ought  to  increase  our  labors,  and  so 
increase  the  results  in  our  missionary  activities. 

As  a  solution  to  some  of  the  questions  arising  in  the  con- 
sideration of  this  whole  subject,  we  respectfully  recommend 
the  following : 

JSesolved^  That  this  synod,  in  behalf  of  its  ministers,  elders, 
and  members,  promise,  that  by  the  help  of  God,  we  will  raise 
the  amount  of  $5,000  for  missions  during  this  year. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  recognizes  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  regard  to  the  occupancy  of 
large  cities  as  directed  a  year  ago,  and  while  it  does  not  cen- 
sure nor  blame,  yet  expresses  its  desire  that  as  soon  and  as 
rapidly  as  the  way  is  open,  such  cities  shall  be  occupied. 

Whereas,  Our  Church  Erection  work  is  seriously  hindered 
through  a  lack  of  funds  necessary  to  give  the  needed  encour- 


agement  to  such  points  of  promise  as  require,  to  begin  wilh, 
some  outBide  material  aid  in  order  to  encourage  the  work  in 
the  beginning,  and  insure  success  to  the  interest ;  therefore, 

Reaolved,  That  this  synod  appropriate  for  this  purpose 
$4,000,  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  <-l!is.ses  as  fol- 
lows: One-third  and  the  interest  the  first  year,  one-third  the 
second,  and  one-third  the  third  year. 

Reaolved,  That  the  Church  Erection  Board  be  instructed 
to  borrow  this  amount  at  once,  with  directions  to  expend  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  three-fourths  of  it  on  the  Sprintrtieid  Mis- 
sion, and  the  balance  on  the  Lima  Mission,  provided,  in  the 
judgmentof  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  Church  Erection,  such 
last  appropriation  be  deemed  judicious.  But  wilh  the  proviso, 
inboth  cases,  that  the  Board  of  Church 'Erection  take  a  mort- 
gage on  the  property  in  every  case  where  such  appropriation 
is  made.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  missions,  designated 
in  the  first  resolution  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions, was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance 
to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  classes. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  following  reports  were  received,  considered  and 
adopted : 

I.      THE  ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Report  of  the  Boa/rd  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Synod  of  Ohio  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States 
would  submit  the  following  report: 

The  board  organized  immediately  after  the  meeting  at  West 
Alexandria,  October  16, 1883,  by  electing  the  following  officers : 
Bev.  H.  M.  Herman,  D.  D.,  President 
Rev.  I.  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Treasurer, 
Mr.  G.  G.  Prugh,  Secretary, 
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The  past  year  has  been  of  deep  anxiety  and  solicitude  on 
the  part  of  the  board.  This  being  the  memorial  year  it  was 
hoped  that  ^eat  things  would  be  accomplished  toward  the 
fuller  endowment  of  the  seminary.  Circulars  were  sent  out 
among  the  people  calling  their  attention  to  this  matter  and 
every  means  available  was  used  to  further  the  object  in  hand. 
Six  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  at  each  of  which  the 
all  absorbing  topic  was  finance — ^the  full  endowment  of  the 
seminary  and  providing  means  for  the  i>ayment  of  the  pro- 
fessors' salary.  The  collections  for  the  immediate  use  of  the 
seminary  were  inadequate.  The  Treasurer  has  been  embar- 
rassed and  the  professors  are  not  paid  in  full. 

The  treasurer  has  done  his  whole  duty  in  the  effortfi  he 
made  to  collect  the  interest  due  on  notes  and  investments,  and 
yet  the  treasury  is  empty. 

Some  addition  has  been  made  to  the  endowment,  which  has 
mainly  arisen  from  the  special  efibrts  put  forth  during  this 
memorial  year.  But  the  endowment  is  still  inadequate  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  seminary^  and  a  change  in  our  mode  of 
operation  seems  to  be  imperative.  Experience  has  demon- 
strated the  uselessness  of  depending  on  collections  for  the 
immediate  use  of  the  seminary,  instead  of  a  further  increase 
of  the  endowment.  Indeed  the  time  apx)ears  to  be  at  hand, 
when  the  work  for  a  full  endowment  must  be  inaugurated. 
The  "  School  of  the  Prophets,"  which  has  already  been  kept  too 
long  in  the  back-ground,  must  come  to  the  front,  or  cease  to 
exist.  The  special  work  of  tlie  seminary  is  too  important  to 
think  of  abandoning  it,  and  the  proper  course  is  to  devise 
ways  and  uumuik  to  complete  the  endowment. 

Last  year  the  board  submitted  the  propriety  of  appointing 
an  agent,  whoHO  business  it  should  be  to  collect  for  the  per- 
manent endownjont  «t  least  $20,000.  The  board  would  ven- 
ture this  rtu>;>?eHti(>n  once  more.  The  time  of  resolutions  has 
gone  by,  and  ^^ynoclioal  and  classical  apportionments  have 
been  tried  iind  lomul  wanting.  And  while  the  present  a8x>ect 
of  thinj^K  Ih  enihurrassinj;  to  the  Iward,  it  is  discouraging  and 
dishoartinM;  in  onr  \um\  worked  and  poorly-paid  professors, 
and  diHanlroiiH  U\  the  UHelulness  of  the  seminary. 

The  clainiN  of  lljo  M<>nnnary  art>  as  important  as  those  of  mis- 
Bionn  or  ben"*'  '  *  l,     U^t  it  he  seen  that  one  is  not  for- 
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gotten  in  the  zeal  for  the  other.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
synod  will  devise  some  definite,  positive,  effectual  measure 
for  the  relief  of  the  seminary. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  it  was  resolved  that  a 
Committee  on  Finance  should  be  appointed  by  the  board  di- 
rectly after  its  organization,  and  said  committee  to  co-operate 
with  the  treasurer  and  into  whose  hands  all  our  investments 
should  be  placed  and  by  them  duly  considered  as  to  their 
«afety. 

One  of  said  committee  to  be  an  attorney  at  law,  if  i)088ible, 
or  tiiat  said  committee  shall  have  the  x>ower  of  securing  an 
attorney  to  co-operate  with  them  without  any  expense  to  the 
board.  This  step  has  been  taken  in  view  of  losses  sustained 
in  the  past,  and  appreciating  the  delicacy  involved  in  any 
one  person  assuming  so  much  responsibility. 

The  work  intrusted  to  your  board  is  a  solemn  and  impor- 
tant trust.  The  money  given  to  the  seminary  is  given  to  the 
Lord,  and  as  such  we  are  the  guardian  of  the  Lord's  posses- 
sions. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  synod  will  be  solemnly  im- 
pressed with  the  present  attitude  of  affairs,  and  take  such  ac- 
tion as  will  afford  speedy  and  permanent  relief.

In  order  to  briDg  the  subject  of  our  finances  before  the 
synod  in  an  intelligent  and  satisfactory  manner,  it  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  submit  a  brief  statement  of  facts. 

The  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary  was  begun 
about  the  year  1850,  and  by  subsequent  eflbrts  it  was  increas- 
ed, so  that  in  1874  it  amounted  (on  paper)  to  about  $32,000. 
But  the  real  available  funds,  perhaps,  never  exceeded  ¥28,000, 
Rnd  this  for  a  number  of  years  yielded  but  six  per  cent  inter- 
est which  was  never  all  promptly  nor  fully  paid,  Then,  for 
the  last  fifteen  years,  preceding  this  memorial  year  of  1884, 
very  little  has  been  contributed  towards  the  endowment  of 
the  seminary,  inasmuch  as  so  many  other  interests  laid  claim 
to  the  benevolence  of  the  church.  This  fact,  in  connection 
with  the  losses  sustained  meanwhile,  for  a  part  of  which  the 
synod  is  itself  responsible,  has  greatly  interfered  with  the 
financial  success  of  the  seminary. 

The  following  summary  statement  will  exhibit,  with  some 
degree  of  definiteness,  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the 
seminary,  and  will  perhaps  answer  queries  that  mny  be  in  the 
minds  of  some.  The  funds  consist  of  "PlainfieJd"  bonds, 
promissory  notes,  invested  funds,  obligations  payable  after 
the  death  of  the  donors,  and  cash.  As  these  several 
obligations    and    funds    are   different    in    value,    they    are

For  the  year  ending  October  1,  1884,  there  was  due  and 
owing  on  salary  to  Prof.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  $1,217.32  and  to 
Prof.  H.  Rust,  D.  D.,  $1,156.31,  making  a  total  of  $2,373.63. 
If  it  be  asked,  why  this  deficiency?  or  why  the  salary  of  the 
professors  has  not  been  paid  regularly  and  promptly?  the  an- 
swer is,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement,  (1)  be- 
cause only  a  little  over  one-fourth  of  the  two  synodical  ap- 
portionments for  1882  and  1883  has  been  paid,  (2)  because  in 
too  many  instances  the  interest  on  notes  is  not  promptly  paid,, 
and  (3)  for  the  last  four  months  it  has  been  unusually  diffi- 
cult to  collect  out-standing  interest.  In  these  facts  are  to  be 
found  the  main  causes  why  the  professors'  salary  has  not  been 
paid,  as  it  should  have  been,  and  as  they  were  justly  entitled 
to  receive  it.  '  Efforts  were  not  wanting  on  the  part  of  the 
treasurer  to  do  so,  but,  alas !  in  many  cases  empty  promises 
became  the  substitutes  for  money.  Had  but  two-thirds  of 
the  amount  of  said  apportionments  been  paid,  together  with 
the  amount  of  interest  due,  the  claims  of  the  professors  on 
salary  could  have  been  settled  in  full. 

There  is  notwithstanding  one  encouraging  feature  in  the- 
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finances  of  the  seminary.  While  the  fonds  for  ^immediate 
nse^^  have  fallen  short  to  meet  the  existing  wants  or  daims, 
the  endowment  has  been  increased  $3,238.26.  This  amount 
has  been  secured  through  the  Zwingli  memorial  movement, 
and  the  generous  gift  of  |300  (in  note)  by  Mrs.  Lucinda 
Miller,  of  Springboro,  Ohio.  And,  it  is  believed,  that  if  all 
our  pastors  and  congregations  had  taken  proper  advantage  of 
the  opx>ortunities  and  incitements  of  this  grand  memorial 
year,  the  Zwingli  Memorial  Fund  might  havs  been  swelled  to 
$10,000  or  $20,000,  and  thus  secured  permanent  fiixancial  re- 
lief to  the  seminary. 

The  further  or  full  endowment  of  the  seminary  is  a  ques- 
tion of  vital  importance  respecting  the  prosx)erity  of  the  semi- 
nary itself,  and  of  far-reaching  significance  with  reference  to  the 
needed  supply  of  the  ministry,  and  the  welfare  and  progress 
of  the  church.  It  deserves  and  demands  the  candid,  prayer- 
ful and  earnest  attention  of  this  synod.  It  requires  some- 
thing more  tangible  than  paper  resolutions  and  apportion- 
ments. It  demands  well-matured  plans  and  methods,  and 
the  faithful  efforts  of  consecrated  hearts  and  liberal  hands. 
Thus  may  we  expect  to  establish  a  x)ermanent  financial  basis, 
and,  under  Ood's  blessing,  make  our  seminary  a  power  of 
usefulness  and  a  blessing  to  the  church.

3.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren : — ^The  Board  of  Education  re- 
«pectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  as  their 
annual  report : 

The  work  of  this  Board  is  twofold,  viz :  that  which  has  re- 
ference to  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  the  inter- 
nal workings  of  the  Theolegical  Seminary. 

I.      EDUCATION. 

To  make  judicious  selections  from  applicants  to  be  received 
under  the  care  of  the  board  with  an  annual  appropriation,  ex- 
ercise proper  care  over  them  when  received  and  provide  for 
their  pecuniary  wants,  is  no  small  matter.  We  have  endeavor- 
•ei  to  be  faithful  to  the  high  trust  committedlo  us,  but  with  all 
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our  care  we  occasionally  bestow  the'  charities  of  the  church  up- 
on an  unworthy  x>6r8on,  or  on  one  who  has  a  false  zeal  for  the 
gospel  ministry.  The  number  of  such  persons,  however,  is 
very  small,  and  the  board  is  not  slow  to  correct  such  mistakes 
when  they  occur.  Three  of  the  students  that  received  aid 
from  the  board  completed  their  seminary  course  last  May,  and 
are  now  engaged  in  the  active  work  of  the  ministry.  Ten  new 
applicants  have  been  received,  making  the  roll  of  beneficiaries 
at  present  as  follows:  Messrs.  Jacob  P.  Stahl,  George  £.  Met- 
ger,  William  H.  Tussing,  Henry  8.  Bailey,  Adolph  J.  Meyer, 
Luther  P.  Gross,  Alfred  G.  Berkey,  David  A.  Winter,  William 
A.  Bodell,  Martin  L.  Fox,  John  A.  Ketrow,  Solomon  U.  Sny- 
der, William  Grether,  J.  V.  Cover,  H.  O.  Joerris,  Henry  S. 
Gekeler,  Frederick  H.  Keller,  Jacob  A.  Kepner,  George  B. 
Bolenbach,  John  Grether  and  Freeman  Ware,  making  in  all 
21.  These  all  require  the  full  appropriation,  which  will  make 
it  necessary  for  the  classes  to  pay  their  synodical  apportion- 
ment for  education  more  fully  and  promptly  than  they  have 
done  hitherto.  Out  of  an  assessment  of  $2,200  made  last  year, 
the  board  received  but  $972  of  that  amount,  as  the  treasurer's 
account  will  show.  Of  the  $1,540  reputed  as  receipts  for  the 
synodical  year  just  ending,  $226  are  a  balance  from  last  year ; 
$144  is  interest  on  legacies,  and  a  large  sum  from  miscellan- 
eooB  sources.  If  the  board  is  to  carry  forward  its  work  during 
the  present  collegiate  year,  without  incurring  a  large  indebt- 
edness, the  synodical  apportionment  must  be  more  fully  met 
than  heretofore.  We  need  not  recommend  an  assessment,  as 
the  Synod  resolved  a  few  years  ago  to  apportion  for  the  cause 
of  education  the  sum  of  $2,000  annually. 

II.  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  internal  workings  of  the  seminary  are  very  seriously  af- 
fected from  the  want  of  proper  financial  support,  a  matter  for 
which  this  board  is  in  no  way  responsible.  The  difficiency  in 
our  professors'  salaries  is  so  great  that  they  are  obliged  to  en- 
gage in  ministerial  labors  in  order  to  make  it  up.  This,  in 
connection  with  their  regular  professorial  work,  makes  their 
labors  very  burdensome.  They  are,  however,  doing  the  best 
they  can  under  the  circumstances.  If  the  endowment  of  the 
seminary  could  be  increased  so  as  to  enable  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  pay  the  professors  without  depending  upon  collections 
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from  pastoral  charges,  and  also  to  call  an  additional  professor, 
more  effective  work  could  be  done,  and  our  seminary  would 
command  a  much  larger  patronage  than  it  does. 

Notwithstanding  these  difficulties  the  number  of  new  stu- 
dents matriculated  at  the  opening  of  the  seminary  this  year 
is  very  encouraging.  Three  new  members  have  been  added 
to  the  senior  class,  while  the  junior  class  numbers  eight,  mak- 
ing the  additions  eleven  in  all,  and  the  whole  number  in  attend- 
ance sixteen.  At  the  close  of  the  senior  year  last  May  all 
the  students  were  examined  in  the  presence  of  the  board,  and 
the  examinations  pronounced  satisfactory.  The  members  of 
the  senior  class  were  regularly  dismissed,  and  recommended 
to  their  respective  classes  for  examination  and  licensure.  The 
graduating  exercises  compared  favorably  with  those  of  former 
similar  occasions.  We  again  commend  our  school  of  the 
prophets  to  the  synod,  asking  for  it  your  earnest  prayers  and 
hearty  support. 

The  board  would  ask  permission  of  the  synod  to  change  the 
rules  in  regard  to  the  obligation  of  the  beneficiary  students, 
so  as  to  read  hereafter  in  substance  as  follows : 

That  the  amount  received  be  a  loan,  and  repayable  without 
interest,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  annum,  after  entering  the  min- 
istry, or  earlier  at  the  pleasure  of  the  beneficiary. 

The  time  for  which  the  following  named  x>^r8ons  were 
elected  members  of  the  board  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
synod,  viz  :  Revs.

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n.     REPORT  OF  COMXITTKR  ON  THEOLOOICAL  SKMIKART. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminaiy,  dar- 
ing the  morning  session  on  Monday^  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  received,  considered,  and,  together  with  the  pro- 
ceeding reports,  adopted.    It  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and  the 
cause  of  Beneficiary  Edncatlcm  would  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

Reports  from  the  Tnistees  and  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  from  the  Board  of  Education  and  from 
its  Treasurer,  have  come  to  us  and  been  thoughtfuUy  con- 
sidered. 

These  reports  are  so  clear  and  explicit  that  our  duty  is 
simply  to  state  the  general  condition,  and  suggest  remedies. 
The  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiflin  is  an  imperative  necessity 
to  the  highest  and  permanent  interests  of  our  church ;  and 
yet  the  seminary  is  most  seriously  embarassed  financially. 
All  the  facts  indicate  clearly  that  there  is  a  lack  of  the  proper 
feeling  of  warm  sympathy  and  the  disposition  to  support  this 
great  institution  aright.  We  believe  that  the  ministry  of  the 
synod  are  lai^ly  to  blame  for  this,  and  that  it  is  absolutely 
impossible  either  to  provide  sufficiently  even  for  the  immedi- 
ate and  pressing  wants  of  the  seminary  until  the  ministry 
and  eldership  of  synod  are  imbued  with  the  right  spirit  as  to 
the  liberal  support  of  our  theological  institution.  Much  less 
then  are  we  prepared  to  accomplish  much  towards  the  in- 
crease of  the  endowment.  We  are  thoroughly  convinced 
that  the  first  great  work  to  be  done  in  the  interests  of  our 
seminary  is  an  educational  and  spiritual  work  in  its  behalf 
among  the  pastors  and  churches,  and  that  thus  the  way  will 
be  most  truly  and  successfully  prepared  for  the  financial  work, 
that  will  be  the  legitimate  result  and  the  ripe  fruit  of  the 
right  spirit  in  the  hearts  of  ministers  and  people  throughout 
svnod. 

We  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 

1,  That  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Seminary,  and  also  of  the  Board  and  Treasurer  of  Bene- 
ficiary Education  l>e  adopteil. 
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2.  That  the  change,  in  regard  to  the  obligation  of  Bene- 
ficiary Students,  as  proposed  by  the  Board  in  their  report,  be 
adopted. 

3.  That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  apportioned  for  Beneficiary 
Education  by  this  synod. 

4.  That  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  on  Finance  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  as  stated 
in  their  report  is  most  heartily  endorsed. 

5.  That  this  synod  api>oint  one  i>erson  in  each  classis  to 
make  special  efforts,  in  his  classis,  in  the  interests  of  the  semi- 
nary as  to  students,  and  for  funds  for  both  the  immediate  use 
and  the  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  these 
persons  so  appointed,  in  connection  with  the  two  theological 
professors,  shall  be  a  Permanent  Committee  on  this  special 
work;  and  this  syndd  insists  upon  the  theological  professors 
to  visit  each  classis  of  this  synod  in  the  State  of  Ohio  at  least 
once  during  the  year  to  bring  the  interests  of  the  seminary 
before  the  classes  and  the  church,  and  co-operate  with  the 
classical  member  appointed  by  the  synod  ;  and  the  theologi- 
cal professors  shall  arrange  between  themselves  as  to  their 
visits  to  the  different  classes  and  are  requested  to  visit  as 
many  of  the  classes  at  their  annual  meetings  as  possible.  All 
pastors  in  the  synod  are  most  earnestly  enjoined  to  co-operate 
heartily  with  this  committee,  consisting  of  the  theological 
professors  and  one  member  from  each  classes. 

6.  As  vacancies  in  this  committee  may  occur  from  year  to 
year,  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  synod.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  towards 
the  close  ofxthe  morning  session  on  Thursday,  reported  in 
item  7  that  the^professors  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tif- 
fin were  requested  to  discontinue  their  pastoral  labors,  and 
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devote  their  entire  time  to  the  work  in  the  seminary.  The 
subject  matter  of  this  item,  under  several  different  motions, 
was  discussed  during  the  whole  of  the  afternoon  session  on 
Thursday.  At  the  close  of  the  discussion,  the  substitute  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Resolved^  That  the  action  of  synod,  requesting  the  pro- 
fessors in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin  to  discontinue 
the  practice  of  supplying  congregations  in  the  vicinity  of 
Tiffin,  is  hereby  revoked. 


During  the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  were  received  and  adopted : 

Whereas,  It  is  understood  that  Rev.  Moses  Kieffer,  D.  D., 
may  be  willing  to  labor  in  and  for  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  by  being  appointed  Special  Lecturer;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  Dr.  Kieffer  on  the  subject  and  report  to  this  synod. 

The  committee  appointed  consists  of  Revs.  Samuel  Z. 
Beam,  John  I.  Swander,  Dr.  Henry  M.  Herman,  Elders  Horace 
Ankeney,  and  Isaac  W.  Holt.  This  committee,  during  the 
afternoon  session  on  Saturday,  submitted  the  following 
report: 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  confer  with  Dr.  M.  Kieffer, 
have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them.  We  have  ascer- 
tained that  he  is  willing  to  deliver  lectures  in  the  seminary, 
and,  as  opportunity  may  permit,  to  labor  in  securing  bequests 
and  donations  towards  the  endowment  of  the  seminary,  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  seminary.  Dr.  Kieffer  has  assurances 
from  his  family  and  other  friends  on  which  he  is  willing  to 
rely  for  his  support,  and  is  willing  to  devote  his  declining 
years  to  the  interests  of  the  seminary  in  this  way. 

The  advantages  of  this  plan,  both  to  the  seminary  and  the 
synod,  are  obvious,  and  your  committee,  therefore,  offer  the 
following  resolution  for  adoption : 

Resolved^  That  Rev.  Moses  Kieffer,  D.  D.,  be  and  is  hereby 
appointed  special  lecturer  in  our  seminary  on  the  terms  stated 
in  the  above  report,  on  such  branches  of  theological  science  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  him  and  the  faculty  of  the  sem- 
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inary,  aoij  that  in  case  he  accepts  the  appoiDtment,  we  give 
him  our  cordial  co-operation.

ARTICLE  XV. 
HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 
The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered : 

I.      THE   ANNUAL   REPORTB. 

1.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Beloved  Brethren: — In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Heidelberg  College,  TifSn,  Ohio,  we  present  the  following 
report  for  the  year  1883-4:  The  board  had  two  meetings 
durins  the  year,  and  has  endeavored  faithfully  to  attend  to 
the  work  intnisted  to  it.  To  manage  and  direct  successfully 
the  educational  interest  of  a  body  like  the  Synod  of  Ohio  is  a 
serious  trust,  especially  where  the  endowment  is  inadequate 
to  carry  it  forward  on  a  broad  and  liberal  basis,  and  much  of 
the  income  has  to  be  collected  from  notes  of  small  dimensions 
scattered  over  the  entire  synod.  Yet  the  board  has  done  the 
best  it  could,  and  is  pleased  to  say  the  college  is  doing  a  good 
work,  notwithstanding  all  the  difficulties  it  has  to  contend 
against. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  attendance  during  the 
year  was  good,  there  having  been  141  present  in  the  college 
and  academy.  The  studiousness  and  general  deportment  of 
the  students  have  been  commendable.  Fifteen  were  grad- 
uated at  the  last  Commencement,  making  the  present  number 
of  alumni  2ti5.    The  accession  at  the  fall  term  in  September 
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was  sixty  hew  students,  being  the  largest  we  have  had  for 
some  years. 

The  board,  whilst  encouraged  by  the  attendance  and  work 
of  the  college,  believes  that  its  efSciency  ought  and  can  be 
greatly  increased  by  an  earnest  and  united  effort,  throughout 
the  bounds  of  the  synod.  More  of  the  youth  of  the  church 
ought  to  receive  the  benefit  of  a  higher  education  than  that 
which  may  be  obtained  in  our  public  schools.  The  teaching 
force  and  accommodations  are  amply  sufficient  for  a  much 
larger  attendance  of  students,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  church 
to  put  forth  renewed  efforts  to  increase,  if  possible,  the  num- 
ber in  attendance,  so  that  the  benefits  of  a  collegiate  educa- 
tion may  be  more  widely  diffused. 

But  little  was  done  during  the  year  to  increase  the  endow- 
ment, much  as  this  is  needed,  as  it  was  thought  the  claims  of 
the  new  college  building  were  paramount,  and  that  the  funds 
for  this  object  should  be  raised  before  attempting  any  thing 
else.  This  may  occasion  some  embarrassment  in  meeting  the 
current  expenses  of  the  college,  but  is  thought  best  upon  the 
whole  in  the  hope  that  God  may  in  the  meantime  raise  up 
some  one  to  provide  for  the  present  need. 

The  board  regrets  to  say  that  notwithstanding  its  urgent 
request  for  several  years  past  that  synod  pay  its  indebtedness, 
there  are  still  nearly  $900  due  the  college  as  interest  on  the 
notes  it  holds  against  the  synod.  This  ought  not  to  be,  as  the 
board  is  unable  in  consequence  thereof  to  pay  the  salary  of 
the  professors  as  it  becomes  due.  The  board  would,  there- 
fore, a^ain  urgently  request  the  synod  to  make  some  definite 
provisions  for  the  payment  of  its  indebtedness  to  the  college. 

The  board  rejoices  in  being  able  to  inform  the  synod  that 
after  a  long  and  provoking  delay  that  ground  has  at  last  been 
broken  for  the  new  college  building,  and  that  the  work  is 
progressing  finely.  What  the  causes  of  this  delay  were,  need 
not  here  be  mentioned.  We  may,  however,  here  say  that 
the  board  did  all  in  its  power  to  push  the  enterprise  forward 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  was  delayed  for  the  want  of  funds, 
and  by  the  slowness  of  the  architects  in  getting  up  the  plans 
and  specifications. 

The  new  building  when  finished  will  be  large,  commodious, 
and  in  all  respects  adapted   to  the  object  for  which  it  is 
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Intended.  Three  things  have  been  kept  in  view  in  its  con- 
struction, stability,  adaptability,  and  architectural  proportion 
and  fitness,  so  that  it  may  stand  for  generations  to  come,  and 
be  a  credit  and  honor  to  the  church.  Its  dimensions  from  the 
west  or  front  to  the  rear  end  of  the  building  are  139  feet,  and 
104  from  side  to  side,  furnishing  ample  space  for  recitation, 
library,  cabinet,  and  society  rooms,  with  a  chapel  large  enough 
to  accommodate  all  who  may  be  present  on  the  public 
occasions  of  the  college. 

The  contract  for  its  erection  has  been  made  with  Messrs. 
Chamberlain  &  King,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  for  $46,558,  about  $7,000 
more  than  was  at  first  contemplated.  The  committee  thought 
it  best  to  go  forward  at  once,  as  any  change  in  the  plans  and 
specifications  would  have  so  delayed  the  work  as  to  have 
made  it  impossible  to  begin  it  before  next  spring,  which  could 
not  have  been  done  without  seriously  endangering  the  whole 
enterprise.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  synod  will  approve 
of  the  action  of  the  board  and  of  the  Building  Committee, 
and  commend  it  to  the  church,  that  it  may  receive  the  moral 
and  financial  support  necessary  to  carry  the  enterprise  to  a 
speedy  and  successful  completion.  The  undertaking,  although 
a  great  one  for  the  synod  amid  all  its  other  pressing  obligations, 
is  a  necessity,  and  can,  with  an  earnest  and  united  effort,  be 
accomplished  if  the  church  has  only  a  mind  to  work,  and  to 
give  according  to  its  ability.  What  is  wanted,  therefore,  is  a 
kind  and  hopeful  word  of  cheer  from  all  the  friends  of  the 
enterprise,  and  a  united  movement  all  along  the  line  to  make 
it  a  success. 

The  new  building,  according  to  the  contract,  is  to  be 
finished  and  ready  for  occupancy  the  15th  of  June,  1886,  at 
which  time  it  is  hoped  it  may  be  dedicated,  and  set  apart  to 
the  object  for  which  it  is  intended  free  of  all  debt  About 
$32,000  have  been  secured  in  notes  and  subscriptions  for  the 
new  building,  which,  after  making  an  allowance  for  shrink- 
age, &c.,  will  leave  about  $18,000  yet  to  be  provided  for,  which 
although  a  large  sum  in  these  times  of  depression  in  business 
and  scarcity  of  money  can  be  secured  if  those  portions  of  the 
synod  which  have  not  as  yet  been  visited  will  do  as  well  as 
those  which  have  already  been  canvassed. 

The  agent,  H.  Leonard,  will  give  a  report  of  his  agency  dur- 
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ing  the  year,  so  that  I  need  not  here  refer  to  it  further  than  to 
say  that  his  heart  is  still  in  the  work  of  the  college,  and  he 
has  lost  none  of  his  interest  in  it  in  his  declining  years,  and  is 
now  ready  for  an  earnest  canvass  of  the  church  in  any  charge 
to  which  he  may  be  invited.  Seeing  the  straightened  cir- 
cumstances in  which  the  college  is,  he  has  generously  offered  to 
donate  his  service  for  the  past  year  in  the  hope  that  others 
may  be  enconraged  by  his  example  of  self-denial  to  give 
liberally  and  freely  to  this  object. 

Thankful  to  the  synod  for  its  past  favor  and  support,  the 
board  would  respectfully  ask  its  continued  co-operation  in  the 
hope  that  the  college  may  be  a  still  greater  power  for  good  in 
the  future  than  it  has  been  in  the  past,  and  that  it  may  accom- 
plish to  the  fullest  extent  the  object  had  in  view  by  its 
founders.    Respectfully  submitted,  in  behalf  of  the  board.

2.    Report  of  the  Financial  Agent,  . 

This  was  a  year  of  anxiety  to  the  agent  who  felt  consider- 
ably hampered  in  his  work  on  account  of  the  delay  or  pro- 
crastination of  the  Building  Committee,  which  did  not  feel 
warranted  to  put  under  contract  the  new  building  until  more 
funds  would  be  secured.  I  did  much  correspondence  during 
the  year  to  remind  some  of  our  old  subscribers  of  their  delin- 
quencies. 

We,  as  a  church  and  a  college  board,  have  an  important 
task  before  us  this  year.  It  is  now  hoped  that  our  people 
and  the  friends  of  Christian  education  will  not  only  welcome 
the  financial  agent  to  their  families,  but  will,  of  their  own 
free  will,  come  forward  and  bring  their  contributions  for  this 
noble  structure,  which,  when  completed,  according  to  the 
architects'  plans  and  specifications,  will  be  an  honor  and  last- 
ing monument  to  our  Reformed  Zion  and  friends  of  Christian 
education.

n.      REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  received,  amended,  and,  together  with  that  of  the  board 
and  of  the  financial  agent,  adopted  : 

The  papers  placed  before  your  committee  are  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  and  the  report 
of  the  Financial  Agent,  Henry  Leonard.  From  these  reports 
we  learn  that  the  work  of  the  college  has  been  carried  for- 
ward with  commendable  progress  and  success.  This  work 
has  been  done,  it  should  be  remembered,  under  great  difS- 
culty.  The  inadequate  endowment  and  the  slow  payment  of 
outstanding  dues  is  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  financial  man- 
agement, causing  much  perplexity.  While  the  endowment  is 
insufficient,  we  must  here  also  notice  that  synod  is  in  debt  to 
the  college,  the  interest  of  which  is  about  $900. 
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The  attendance  of  students  is  encouraging,  and  a  larger 
number  of  students  is  reported  than  for  many  years.  The 
conduct  of  students  is  also  reported  as  having  been  commend- 
ably  good.  ' 

It  is  gratifying  to  all  friends  of  the  college  that  after  long 
delay  the  erection  of  the  new  building  has  been  commenced, 
and  it  will  cost  mc^e  than  was  intended.  It  will  require 
earnest  and  hard  work,  the  opening  of  liberal  hands,  to  raise 
the  funds  necessary  to  dedicate  the  building  free  of  debt. 
Surely,  it  must  not  be  that  so  splendid  a  building  should  be  a 
monument  of  the  church's  want  of  liberality.  There  is  yet 
about  $18,000  to  be  raised  to  meet  the  amount  contracted  for. 
To  do  this  will  require  united  effort  and  increased  liberality. 
Though  the  new  building  costs  more  than  was  originally 
intended,  it  will,  as  the  board  reports,  be  constructed  with  a 
view  to  "  stability,  adaptability,  and  architectural  proportion 
and  fitness,  so  that  it  may  stand  for  generations  to  come,  and 
be  a  credit  and  honor  to  the  church." 

Further;  much  credit  is  due  President  Williard  for  his 
earnest  and  self-denying  energy  and  effort  made  to  collect 
funds  for  the  new  building,  and  also  to  the  Financial  Agent, 
Henry  Leonard,  who  is  yet  vigorously  at  work,  and  who  gener- 
ously offers  to  donate  his  services  for  the  past  year.  For  more 
complete  information  we  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Financial  Agent,  and  the  College  Catalogue. 

In  view  of  the  above  we  recommend  that  the  following 
action  be  taken  by  this  synod  in  reference  to  the  greater 
efficiency  of  Heidelberg  College : 

Resolved^  That  synod  approves  the  action  of  the  board  and 
of  the  Building  Committee  in  going  forward  with  the  erection 
of  the  new  college  building,  though  costing  more  than  the 
proposed  $40,000^nd  that  we  commend  this  great  work  to 
the  church,  that  it  may  receive  the  moral  and  financial  sup- 
port necessary  to  bring  the  enterprise  to  a  successful  comple- 
tion. 

Besolved^  That  the  stated  clerk  draw  an  order  on  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Ohio  Synod  for  $250  in  favor  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  and  that 
the  apportionment  of  synod  for  contingent  expenses  be 
increased  $300  until  synod's  indebtedness  be  liquidated.

Resolved^  That  a  vote  of  synod's  most  hearty  thanks  be 
given  to  President  Williard  for  his  self-denying  and  gratuitous 
labors  in  the  eollection  of  college  funds,  and  also  to  our  ven- 
erable, yet  earnest  and  active  Financial  Agent,  Henry  Leonard, 
for  the  gratuitous  services  rendered  during  the  past  synodical 
year,  and  that  we  trust  that  their  self-denying  labors  may 
stimulate  the  church  at  large  to  increased  exercise  in  the 
grace  of  liberal  giving  to  Heidelberg  College.

BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

On  Friday  evening,  after  a  brief  address  by  Rev.  Samuel 
B.  Tockey  in  regard  to  St  Paul's  Orphan^'  Home,  at  Butler, 
Pa.,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  on  the 
subject  of  the  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home. 

The  committee  consists  of  Revs.  S.  B.  Yockey,  Dr.  H.  H. 
W.  Hibshman,  Geo.  H.  Leonard  and  Elder  George  B.  Krum- 
lauf. 

Also  during  the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  a  communi- 
cation was  received  from  the  President  of  the  St.  Paul's 
Orphans'  Home,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  aforesaid  commit- 
tee. This  committee,  towards  the  close  of  the  same  session, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

The  special  committee  to  whom  the  interests  of  St.  Paul's 
Orphans'  Home  at  Butler,  Pa.,  were  referred,  would  respect- 
fully report : 

That  the  only  paper  coming  into  our  hands  in  reference  to 
this  matter,  was  the  statement  of  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  from  which  we  learn  that  quite  extensive  re- 
pairs have  been  made  during  the  year,  so  that  the  home  pre- 
sents a  more  attractive  appearance,  while  its  capacity  for 
^fulness  has  also  been  largely  increased. 

The  superintendent  with  his  aids  commands  the  implicit 
confidence  of  the  members  of  the  board.  According  to  the 
report  most  efficient  wbrk  has  been  done.  The  children  are 
being  trained  in  a  proper  way,  so  that  they  promise  to  grow 
up  into  good  citizenship,  while  their  spiritual  welfare  is  by  no 
means  neglected. 

The  home  is,  therefore,  entitled  to  the  most  favorable 
consideration,  and  especially  so  since  its  doors  are  open  to 
orphans  within  oiir  bounds. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  for  your 
favorable  consideration : 

Besolved^  That  the  home  in  all  its  interests  is  most  cordially 
commended  to  the  liberality  *^f  *it^  "^urch,  and  that  collec-

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  after- 
hood  session  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  2  that  a  communica- 
tion was  received  from  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Deatrick,  President  of 
the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  Widows  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States.  This  communication 
was  refeiTed  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Sebastian  C. 
Goss,  John  D.  Neff  and  Elder  Joshua  Scott.  This  committee, 
during  the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Your  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commun- 
ication of  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Deatrick,  President  of  the  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows  of  the  Reform- 
ed Church  in  the  United  States,  begs  leave  to  report : 

The  society  organized  about  the  close  of  the  last  century, 
but  since  modified  by  state  legislation,  embraces: 

1.  Two  classes  of  membership,  both  limited  to  ministers 
of  the  Reformed  Church. 

a.    Life  members,  who  contribute  $65. 
h.    Contributing  members,  who  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $5, 
^nd  annually  thereafter,  $3. 

2.  Three  classes  of  beneficiaries. 

a.  The  widows  and  children  of  deceased  members  of  t^ 
society  who  are  in  indigent  circumstances. 

J.  The  widow  and  family  of  any  deceased  minister  of  the 
Reformed  Church  if  needing  assistance. 

c.  Disabled  ministers  themselves,  members  of  the  society 
and  requiring  pecuniary  aid. 

3.  The  source  of  income. 

a.  Interest  of  invested  fund,  now  aggregating  about  $20,- 
000. 

J.    Annual  dues  from  contributing  members. 

c.    Gifts  and  collections. 

The  society  aims  to  relieve  as  far  as  possible  all  cases  of 
distress,  but  finds  the  number  of  claimants  growing  annually 
and  asks  for  favorable  action  on  the  part  of  this  body. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following: 
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1.  The  attention  of  our  ministers  is  called  to  this  deserving 
institution,  as  a  method  of  securing  for  their  families  or 
others  in  case  of  need,  the  required  material  assistance. 

2.  The  several  classes  are  urged  to  bring  the  subject  be- 
fore their  churches  and  secure  as  far  as  possible  collections, 
daring  the  synodical  year,  for  the  society  and  purpose  above 
named.

ARTICLE  XVII. 
SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

I.      BEPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

In  submitting  the  ninth  annual  report,  it  affords  your  Sun- 
day-School Board  great  pleasure  to  say  that  the  Sunday- 
school  work  of  synod  has  been  more  generally  and  fully  re- 
ported during  the  pa^t  year  than  ever  before,  so  that  we  are 
prepared  to  state  more  intelligently  and  satisfactorily  just 
what  the  condition,  prospects,  merits  and  demerits  of  our 
Sunday-school  work  really  are. 

The  board  convened  at  West  Alexandria,  O.,  on  October 
13, 1883,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Kev.  E.  R.  Williard, 
President,  and  Rev.  I.  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Secretary.  Two  sub- 
sequent regular  meetings  and  one  informal  meeting  were  held 
during  the  year.  Much  laborious  workf  has  been  done,  and 
every  reasonable  eflFort  made  to  advance  the  Sunday-school 
interests  intrusted  to  our  care.  While  some  classes  have 
furnished  but  comparatively  meager  and  unsatisfactory  re- 
ports, others  have  made  most  excellent  and  full  reports,  in  re- 
spect to  both  Sunday-school  statistics  and  the  general  con- 
dition, work  and  prospects  of  the  schools.  Strange  and  sad 
to  say,  Miami  Classis,  the  oldest  and  strongest  classis  in  the 
synod,  has  been  the  most  dilatory  and  derelict  in  its  Sunday- 
school  reports.  Iowa  Classis  perhaps  may  be  correctly  named 
the  banner  classis  of  the  whole  synod,  having  had  forty-five 
delegates  present  at  its  recent  Sunday-school  convention,  in 
addition  to  large  numbers  of  the  people  of  Zwingli,  Iowa, 
where  the  meeting  was  held.  Its  report  to  the  Ixiard  is  a 
model  in  itself,  and  was  most  complete  and  accurate  in  its 
details. 
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I.       SUNDAY-SCHOOL  CONVENTIONS. 

Official  reports  have  come  to  your  board,  showing  that  nine 
different  Sunday-school  conventions,  the  programmes  of  which 
we  herewith  transmit  to  synod,  were  held  within  the  bounds 
of  synod  during  the  past  five  months.    Seven  out  of  the  ten 
classes  of  this  synod  now  have  regular  annual  Sunday-school 
conventions.    Shelby  Classis  has  made  definite  arrangements 
for  a  Sunday-school  convention  to  immediately  precede  its 
next  annual  meeting,  and  Northern  Illinois  Classis  has  elected 
officers  for  a  convention  to  be  held  within  its  bounds  this  com- 
ing year.    This  is  cheering  news,  indeed,  and  almost  com- 
pletes our  Sunday-school  organization  throughout  the  whole 
synod.    It  leaves  Kansas  Classis  as  the  only  one  that  has  not 
yet  complied  with  synod's  instructions  on  this  subject  Pecul- 
iar local  considerations  are  the  cause. of  this;  for  the  pastors, 
churches  and  Sunday-schools  within  the  bounds  of  that  classis, 
unfortunately  are  widely  separated  from  each  other  and  the 
expense  and  inconvenience  of  a  special  Sunday-school  con- 
vention would  be  considerable.    These  difficulties  do  not. 
however,  wholly  excuse  their  non-compliance  with  the  action 
of  synod,  nor  render  a  Sunday-school  convention  in  connec- 
tion with  their  annual  meeting  of  classis  impossible,  imprac- 
ticable or  unprofitable.    The  greatest  hindrance  to  the  true 
success  of  those  conventions,  that  have  been  held,  is  the  un- 
pardonable negligence  and  unfaithfulness  of  those  assigned  to 
special  duty  on  the  psogrammes.  For  instance,  in  one  classis, 
out  of  thirteen  different  persons,  mostly  ministers,  who  were 
assigned  important  Sunday-school    subjects  for  discussion, 
only  four  responded.    In  another  classis,  only  four  out  of 
eight  responded.    This  is  a  great  ii^ustice,  which  brethren 
do  themselves,  the  community  and  church  where  the  con- 
vention is  held,  and  also  the  general  Sunday-school  cause 
and    interests  of  the  synod  and  the   church.     True,  it  is 
often  the  case  that  those,  who  are  assigned  duty  and  whose 
hearts  are  sincerely  in  the  Sunday-school  work,  and  who 
appreciate  most  highly  and  keenly  the  practical  value  of  these 
conventions,  may  be  necessarily  and  unavoidably  detained, 
but  we  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  there  has  been  much 
absence  on  the  part  of  delegates  and  Sunday-school  workers 
and  much  neglect  of  duty  in  these  conventions,  which  cannot 
be  reasonably  excused  or  overlooked. 
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n.     DIFFICULTIES  AND  THEIR  REMEDY. 

One  of  the  most  serious  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
the  board  has  been  the  faulty  and  imperfect  machinery,  by 
which  we  have  been  vainly  tr3ring  for  years  past  to  gather 
complete  reports  and  reliable  information  and  accurate  sta- 
tistics of  our  Sunday-school  work.  To  remedy  this,  the  board 
instructed  its  president  to  prepare  and  present  to  this  synod 
such  resolutions  as  would  bring  about  the  abandonment  of 
the  old  plan  and  the  establishment  of  a  new  and  better  sys- 
tem. Two  new  and  improved  Sunday-school  blanks  have 
been  prepared  by  your  board — one  for  the  use  of  charges  and 
the  other  for  the  classes.  As  soon  as  synod  shall  have  given 
the  proper  authority  these  blanks  will  be  published  and  dis- 
tributed.   A  copy  of  each  blank  accompanies  this  report. 

in.      BENEVOLENCE  IN  THE  SUNDAr- SCHOOLS. 

From  all  parts  of  the  synod  there  have  come  to  your  board 
outspoken  regrets  and  strong  condemnations  of  the  ineffic- 
iency of  our  Sunday-schools  in  benevolence,  and  the  pressing 
necessity  is  urged  for  a  change  from  the  old  selfish  plan  of 
the  Sunday-schools  expending  all  their  collections  upon  them- 
selves. The  statistics,  so  far  as  reported  to  this  board,  are 
appalling.  They  show  $4,441.79  contributed  for  school  pur- 
poses by  159  Sunday-schools,  while  only  $422.06  were  contrib- 
uted for  mission  purposes.  This  was  considerably  less  than 
t3  per  school  for  mission  purposies  during  the  entire  year,  and 
where  $1  was  given  to  missions,  each  school,  on  the  average, 
spent  more  than  $10  on  itself.  How  long  will  it  take,  at  this 
rate,  to  train  up  a  liberal  church-membersiiip,  and  educate 
the  rising  generation  in  our  church  to  sustain  the  great  char- 
itable and  missionary  causes  aright?  If  the  Sunday-school  is 
a  natural  and  legitimate  part  of  the  church,  as  we  surely 
believe  it  to  be,  then  it  ought  to  co-operate  more  heartily  and 
efficiently  in  the  great  departments  of  church  work  and  life, 
prominent  among  which  is  that  of  benevolence.  Happily  we 
believe  that  the  dawn  of  better  things  is  breaking  upon  us ! 
Lancaster  Classis,  for  instance,  reports  advanced  ground 
taken  in  regard  to  mission  work  in  the  Sunday-schools,  and 
its  recent  Sunday-school  convention  voted  $20  to  foreign  mis- 
sions. This  amount  has  already  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.

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lY.     THE  CHURCH  IN  THE  SUNBAT-SCHOOL. 

Possibly  a  more  correct  heading  for  this  paragraph  wonld 
be  the  church  out  of  the  Sunday-school,  as  seems  to  be  really 
the  case  in  some  parts  of  synod.  St.  Joseph  Olassis,  for  in- 
stance, reports  less  than  one-fifth  of  those  attending  the  Sun- 
day-school as  being  over  eighteen  years  of  age.  According 
to  last  year's  minutes,  the  total  enrollment  of  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  was  3,000  less  than  that  of  the 
membership  of  our  congregations.  When  we  consider  that 
the  vast  proportion  of  those,  who  attended  our  Sunday- 
schools  are  little  children  and  youth,  we  must  conclude  that 
there  is  an  alarmmg  absence  of  the  membership  of  the 
church  from  this  great  intellectual  and  spiritual  workshop 
and  school  of  the  church,  such  as  the  Sunday-school  really 
ought  to  be,  if  properly  attended  and  conducted.  So  com- 
paratively small  is  the  attendance  of  adults  in  some  cases, 
that  it  can  truthfully  be  asked, "  Where  are  the  nine  "  out  of 
every  ten.  This  subject  demands  the  most  thoughtful  con- 
sideration of  synod  and  all  our  Sunday-school  conventions. 

V.      SUNDAY-SCHOOL  PUBLICATIONS. 

Our  report  would  be  incomplete  if  we  failed  to  recognize 
the  noble  work  that  is  being  done  for  our  Sunday-school  inter- 
ests by  the  Reformed  Pubblishing  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
They  publish  three  grades  of  Lesson  Leaves^  one  for  the  Infant 
Department,  a  second  for  the  Intermediate  and  Adult  Depart- 
ments, and  a  third  for  Teachers.  They  also  issue  two  large 
semi-monthly  Sunday-school  papers,  and  the  lesson  for  the 
Infant  Department  is  published  in  the  form  of  beautiful  Little 
Pearls,  These  publications  are  very  generally  used  through- 
out the  synod,  and  are  much  appreciated.  We  hope  that  our 
Publishing  Company  may  yet  be  able  to  issue  a  special  grade 
for  the  Juvenile  or  Intermediate  Department,  and  that  the 
'  -church  will  give  them  such  generous  support  that  they  may 
make  still  further  improvements  in  the  varied  Sunday-school 
literature  which  they  furnish  us. 

VI.    children's  day. 

Your  board  unanimously  urges  and  overtures  this  synod  to 
set  apart  the  first  Sunday  in  September  as  an  annual  Chil- 
dren's  Fruit  and  Flower  Day,  when  our  churches  and  Sunday- 
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schools  shall  be  decorated  with  fruits,  flowers,  and  vines,  and 
special  children's  exercises  be  held  suitable  to  such  a  day. 
All  collections  taken  on  this  day  shall  be  devoted  to  purely 
benevolent  purposes.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-School  and  Catechisa- 
tion  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and, 
together  with  that  of  the  board,  adopted : 

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  report  of  the 
board  referred  to  us  presents  a  more  satisfactory  statement  of 
facts  respecting  our  Sunday-schools  than  have  been  sub- 
mitted for  a  number  of  years. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report  there  is  an  evidence  of  an 
increased  interest   in   the    Sunday-school  work    in    certain 

classes. 

There  is  still,  however,  a  gross  indifference  and  negligence 
manifested  on  the  part  of  some  with  reference  to  attending 
the  Sanday-school  Conventions,  and  performing  the  duties 
assigned.  With  a  view,  therefore,  of  directing  attention 
anew  to  the  importance  of  the  Sunday-school  work,  and  pro- 
moting an  increased  interest  in  the  cause,  your  committee 
would  offer  for  your  consideration  the  following  suggestions : 

1.  That  the  overture  of  the  board  respecting  the  observ- 
ance of  the  first  Sunday  of  September  as  an  annual  Chil- 
dren's Fruit  and  Flower  Day  be  adopted. 

2.  Every  minister  is  expected  and  earnestly  requested  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Classical  Sunday-school  Conven- 
tions, and  perform  the  duties  assigned,  and  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  classis  the  roll  shall  be  called,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  members  have  attended  to  their  duties.

SUGGESTIONS  AND  DIRECTIONS  IN   SUNDAY-SCHOOL  WORK. 

The  following  action,  with  the  view  of  securing  improved 
methods  and  better  results  in  Sunday-school  work,  was 
adopted  by  synod : 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  Sunday-school  is  one  of  the 
most  vital  and  important  activities  of  the  Church  of  Christ, 
deserving  the  hearty  support  and  the  consecrated  energy  of 
all  Christians,  as  well  as  needing  to  be  carefully  watched  and 
wisely  directed,  so  that  it  may  always  have  the  true  churchly 
spirit,  and  accomplish  proper  results ;  and. 

Whereas,  Classes,  Sunday-school  Conventions,  pastors,  and 
Sunday-schools  have,  in  former  years,  neglected  to  transmit 
such  reports  as  would  enable  synod  to  have  full  knowledge  of 
the  condition  of  this  work  within  its  bounds,  and  as  would 
furnish  it  the  data  upon  which  to  base  intelligent  action,  and 
make  useful  suggestions  and  directions  in  reference  to  our 
Sunday-school  work ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  the  plan  of  gathering  Sunday-school  statis- 
tics from  the  Sunday-school  Conventions  of  the  diiferent 
classes  be  and  is  hereby  abandoned. 

Resolved^  That  this  action  is  not  meant  in  any  way  to  dis- 
courage the  holding  of  Sunday-school  Conventions,  but  synod 
again  urges  upon  all  the  classes  the  necessity  and  value  of 
these  conventions,  which  ought  to  be  interesting  and  profit- 
able conferences  about  Sunday-school  ideas,  methods,  work* 
and  results.  These  conventions  should  be  regularly  main- 
tained, well  attended,  and  fruitful  of  great  good  in  all  the 
classes. 
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Resolved^  That  the  officers  of  the  different  classical  Sun- 
day-school Conventions  are  hereby  constituted  a  committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a  general  report  upon  the 
condition  of  the  Sunday-schools  within  the  bounds  of  the  con- 
vention, the  general  state  of  Sunday-school  interest  in  their 
midst,  and  also  any  suggestions  they  may  see  proper  to  offer 
in  connection  with  the  Sunday-school  work.  A  copy  of  such 
report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  Sunday- 
school  Board  of  Synod  as  soon  as  x)ossible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  convention. 

Resolved^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  stated  clerk  of 
synod  to  keep  constantly  on  hand  a  sufficient  supply  of  such 
Sunday-school  statistical  blanks  as  the  Sunday-school  Board 
of  Synod  may  direct.  These  he  shall  furnish  to  the  stated 
clerks  of  the  different  classes  as  they  may  be  needed.

every  charge,  and  make  due  provision  for  any  delinquents. 
Sach  {)astors  or  charges  that  wilfully  neglect  to  transmit  these 
reports  shall  be  censured. 

Resolved^  That  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  of 
each  classis,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  stated  clerk  of  such 
classis  to  forward  a  general  classical  statistical  Sunday-school 
report  to  the  stated  clerk  of  synod,  according  to  such  form 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  addi- 
tional reports  he  shall  send  in  as  rapidly  as  they  are  received.

DELIVERANCE  ON  RECEPTION  OF  STUDENTS  UNDER  CARE  OF  CLASSES. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the 
aitemoon  session  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  6  that  Tiffin 
Classis  requested  synod  to  give  a  deliverance  on  the  %«cep- 
tion  of  students  or  candidates  for  the  ministry  under  the  care 
of  a  classis,  who  have  not  transferred  their  church  member- 
ship to  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  the  classis  under 
whose  care  they  request  to  be  taken.  The  subject  matter  of 
this  item  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting 
of  Revs.  Abner  R.  Kremer,  James  Heffley,  Samuel  B. 
Yockey,  and  Elder  Horace  Ankeney.  This  committee,  dur- 
ing the  morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  item  6  in  report  of 
Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  as  the  action  of  synod  :- 

It  \ioes  not  appear  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Church 
requires  students  or  candidates  for  the  ministry  to  transfer 
their  church  membership  to  churches  within  the  bounds  of 
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the  classis  under  whose  care  they  request  to  be  taken, 
especially  if  they  desire  to  be  connected  with  a  church  in  the 
place  where  the  institutions  of  learning  are  located.  But  it  is 
here  affirmed  by  this  synod  that  all  students  for  the  ministry 
should  be  under  the  care  of  the  classis  specially  interested  in 
them,  and  particularly  of  the  one  within  whose  bounds  they 
may  reside,  unless  for  good  and  valid  reasons  to  the  contrary. 
This  general  view  of  the  case  is  intended  to  apply  especially 
to  all  students  receiving  beneficiary  aid.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Saturday,  rei>orted  in  item  22  that  the 
General  Synod  had  commendingly  set  apart  the  third  Sun- 
day in  January  of  each  year  as  a  Memorial  Festival  of  the 
Refonnation.

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  the  observance  of  such  a 
memoral  festival  would  tend  to  unfold  the  great  principles 
and  living  issues  of  Christianity,  proving  a  means  of  educat- 
ing the  people  to  a  fuller  apprehension  of  those  principles^ 
and  of  deepening  the  interest  in  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
Christ;  therefore, 

Reeolved^  That  the  Ohio  Synod  cordially  approves  of  this 
action  of  the  General  Synod. 

Reeolved^  That  the  attention  of  our  ministers  and  congre- 
gations is  earnestly  directed  to  said  action,  and  that  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  observe  in  some  proper  manner  this 
memorial  festival  from  year  to  year. 
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PERMISSION  TO  PBGANIZE  A  N£W  SYNOD. 

On  motion,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Friday,  the  fol- 
lowing action  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  a  new  synod 
was  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  time  seems  to  have  fully  arrived  for  the 
organization  of  a  new  synod,  to  embrace  the  States  of  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Minnesota,  and  Dakota;

I.      REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  PUBLICATION. 

The  Board  of  Publication  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  board  was  organized  in  Miamisburg,  February  12, 1884, 
by  the  election  of  the  following  officers : 

Rev.  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  President. 

Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman,  Secretary. 

Rev.  Joseph  Q.  Shoemaker,  Treasurer. 
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The  Christian  World  has  been  regularly  published  during 
the  year  and  made  its  weekly  visits  to  all  subscribers.  These 
are  mostly  members  of  our  church,  yet  it  finds  a  limited  cir- 
culation beyond  our  borders.  The  paper  being  evangelical  in ' 
'Character,  while  still  representative  of  our  denomination,  its 
circulation  should  not  only  be  encouraged  among  our  own 
people,  but  among  families  not  our  own,  and  among  those 
who  do  not  sustain  any  church  relationship,  for  these,  most  of 
alt,  need  the  silent  influence  of  a  Christian  paper;  here  its 
salatary  influences  would  be  felt  most  of  all. 

The  Sabbath-school  literature  has  been  regularly  issued  and 
promptly  delivered.  Its  circulation,  we  are  happy  to  state, 
is  larger  now  than  at  any  former  period,  proving  the  general 
acceptance  with  which  it  is  received.  The  Christian  Worlds 
however,  has  not  increased  in  circulation  as  anticipated  both 
by  the  publishers  and  the  board,  doubtless  owing  to  a  want  of 
proper  effort  on  the  part  of  the  ministers  with  whom  its  more 
general  circulation  rests.  To  efiect  a  more  general  introduc- 
tion of  the  paper,  the  publishers  make  the  following  generous 
propositions : 

1.  The  publishers  agree  to  furnish  the  Christian  World 
from  now  to  the  first  of  January,  1886,  for  $1.76  in  clubs  of 
ten  new  subscribers,  or  for  $1.60  in  clubs  of  fifteen  to  twenty. 

2.  jPhe  publishers  also  agree  to  give  the  paper  one  year 
free  to  the  getter-up-of  the  club. 

3.  Thd  publishers  desire  either  the  pastors  to  assume  the 
work  or  appoint  an  agent  in  their  charges  or  congregations 
who  shall  faithfully  attend  to  the  getting-up-of  the  club. 

Your  board  most  earnestly  commends  the  above  ofler  to 
the  consideration  and  acceptance  of  the  ministry,  and  trusts 
that  a  large  increase  of  subscribers  may  be  thereby  effected. 

The  board  also  recommends  the  Sabbath- school  literature 
of  our  own  publishing  house  to  a  more  general  introduction 
into  our  schools,  and  ministers  and  superintendents  are  ur- 
^ntly  requested  to  labor  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  publishing  house  has  also  made  such  arrangements 
by  which  they  will  issue  another  periodical  called  The 
Inland  Monthly.  It  is  to  be  eminently  a  literary  periodical, 
and  while  edited  and  published  by  members  of  our  own 
x^hnrch,  it  seeks  favor  and  patronage  from  the  public  gener- 
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ally,  yet  our  own  church  is  expected,  and  reasonably  so,  to 
pve  this  new  enterprise  all  possible  encouragement.  The 
first  number  will  make  its  appearance  in  November.  Its 
price  is  two  dollars  per  year. 

The  ,time  of  Rev.  Dr.  H.  M.  Herman  and  S.  B.  Yockey,  as 
members  of  this  board,  expires  at  this  synod. 

The  Ohio  Synod,  during  its  annual  meeting  at  West  Alex- 
andria in  1883,  instructed  its  president  and  stated  clerk  to 
fulfill  all  needful  requirements  to  effect  the  incorporation  of 
the  Board  of  Publication  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio.  The  following  papers  procured  by  said  officers  of 
synod,  and  formally  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Publication, 
are  herewith  submitted  to  the  synod  for  its  approval,  namely:

The  charge 
was  delivered  by  Rev.  H.  H.  W.  Hibshman,  D.  D.,  and  the 
prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  I.  H  Reiter,  D.  D.,  both  of  whom 
united  with  Rev.  H.  Rust,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  S.  C.  Qoss  in  the 
solemn  act  of  ordination  by  the  laying  on  of  hands. 


ARTICLE  XII. 
RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 


Tne  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and 
Statistical  Reports,  during  the  session  on  Monday  evening, 
presented  their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 
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Dbar  Fathsbs  and  Brbthren: — It  becomes  us,  as  pensioners 
of  the  bountiful  grace  of  God,  to  express  devout  gratitude  for 
all  his  mercies,  both  temporal  and  spiritual. 

His  goodness  toward  us,  as  a  synod,  has  been  abundantly 
manifested  in  the  success  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  its 
ministers.  From  the  reports  of  the  various  classes,  we  are 
enabled  to  glean  much  that  is  encouraging,  while  at  the  same 
time  there  are  other  facts  which  are  not  so  pleasant  to  con- 
template. 

Among  the  encouraging  features,  we  note  that  the  gospel 
has  been  faithfully  proclaimed  by  the  brethren,  and  it  has 
proved  to  be  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  who  be- 
lieved. While  it  is  true  that  skepticism  and  infidelity  are 
abroad,  seeking,  if  it  were  possible,  to  •'  deceive  even  the  very 
elect,"  the  words  of  Him  who  "spake  as  never  man  spake" 
have  been  gloriously  triumphant  in  leading  scores  of  souls  out 
of  the  labyrinths  of  doubt  into  the  clear  light  of  day.  This 
fact  most  positively  assures  us  that  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  the  church. 

As  a  supplement  to  the  preached  word,  the  sacrament  of  the 
Holy  Supper  has  been  dispensed  regularly  in  all  our  congre- 
gations. And  while  some  have  neglected  to  avail  themselves 
of  its  blessed  benefits,  the  many  have  had  their  faith  increased, 
and  their  hope  confirmed,  in  the  lawful  use  of  this  most  com- 
forting service.  like  Elijah  of  old,  who,  partaking  of  angels' 
food,  went,  in  the  strength  of  that  meat,  to  Horeb,  the  mount 
of  God,  so  these  have  been  strengthened  for  their  journey  to 
the  Mount  Zion  above. 

We  also  mention  with  pleasure,  that  the  time-honored  and 
scripture- warranted  mode  of  catechisation  has  been  receiving 
increased  attention.  The  youth  of  our  congregations  have 
been  taught,  by  this  means,  what  they  are  by  nature,  and 
what  they  must  be  by  grace  in  order  to  be  saved ;  or,  as  the 
catechism  more  fully  expresses  it,  they  have  learned  how 
great  their  sins  and  miseries  are,  how  they  may  be  delivered 
from  their  sins  and  miseries,  and  how  to  express  their  gratitude 
to  God  for  such  deliverance. 

Closely  alUed  to  this  method  of  Christian  work,  we  mention 
that  more  modem  form  of  instruction,  the  Sunday-school. 
This  important  branch  of  church  work  has  received  increased 
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attention  during  the  past  year.  The  various  reports  indicate 
that  new  zeal  has  been  manifested  in  this  direction.  The 
encouraging  number  of  scholars  which  have  been  converted 
within  the  year,  fully  warrants  the  belief  that  the  Sunday- 
school  is  a  powerful  agency  for  good,  and  deserves  still  greater 
encouragement.  Especially  should  parents  be  more  interested 
in  it,  since  by  this  means  their  sons  and  daughters  are  brought 
to  Ohrist.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  classical  Sun- 
day-school conventions  are  becoming  more  numerous,  thus 
greatly  increasing  its  efficiency. 

The  new  departure  which  has  been  inaugurated  in  the 
appointing  of  a  Children's  Day,  has  been  attended  by  most 
happy  results.  Our  children  are  made  to  feel,  in  such  a 
service,  that  they  are  of  some  account  in  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  church.  The  training  it  will  give  them  in  cultivating 
the  grace  of  liberality  can  not  well  be  over-estimated. 

As  a  denomination  we  are  coming  to  realize,  more  and  more^ 
that  the  women  of  the  church  may  be  real  help-meets.  In 
many  of  our  pastoral  charges  they  have  organized  themselves 
into  societies,  and  are  doing  a  noble  work  in  the  way  of 
developing  a  missionary  spirit,  and  in  raising  funds  to  carry 
on  this  department  of  church  work.  At  least  two  of  our  classes,. 
Miami  and  Northern  Illinois,  have  organized  classical  woman's 
missionary  societies,  and  we  trust  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  every  synod  shall  have  its  society,  and  when  the  General 
Synod  shall  devote  at  least  one  evening  of  its  triennial  sessions 
to  the  nobie  women  of  the  church,  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness pertaining  to  their  societies.  Why  not  ?  Women  were 
last  at  the  cross  and  first  at  the  sepulcher,  and  should  we^  in 
this  age  of  progress,  refuse  to  invite  them  into  our  ecclesiastical 
conventions,  since  they  have  shown  themselves  so  willing  and 
capable  of  doing  the  work  so  auspiciously  begun? 

We  come,  now,  to  a  sadder  feature,  the  consideration  of 
which  will,  we  trust,  lead  to  the  adoption  of  some  plan  by 
which  the  matter  may  be  remedied.  We  refer  to  the  scarcity 
of  ministers.  Overgrown  charges  must  be  divided  into  new 
fields  of  labor,  and  new  territory  is  constantly  opening  up  ta 
us,  which  requires  more  laborers.  From  the  far  west  comes 
the  cry  for  more  ministers.    But,  alas!  we  are  unable  to  sup- 
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ply  the  demand.  To  meet  this  pressing  want,  pastors  should 
seek  out  young  men  of  piety,  and  lay  this  matter  before  them, 
and  urge  them  to  consider  whether  God  has  not  called  them 
to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

And  here  again  the  help  and  influence  of  pious  mothers  is 
in  demand.  Like  Hannah  of  old,  they  can  offer  their  infant 
sons  to  the  Lord,  and  by  prayer  consecrate  them  to  this  holy 
calling.  By  so  doing,  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  may  be  so 
replenished,  that  when  the  Macedonian  cry  is  raised,  the 
church  will  be  able  to  respond  promptly,  and  send  them  mes- 
sengers of  peace  and  salvation. 

We  are  further  reminded  of  the  necessity  in  this  direction, 
by  the  fact  that  five  of  the  ministers  belonging  to  the  Ohio 
Synod  have  fallen  since  our  last  meeting.  Several  of  them 
had  been  pioneers  of  the  church  in  the  west,  and  had,  there- 
fore, long  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day,  while  at  least 
one  of  the  number  was  just  in  the  prime  of  his  ministerial 
career.  These  now  sainted  dead  have  fought  a  good  fight, 
have  finished  their  course,  and  are  now  waving  the  victor's 
palms  in  the  elysian  fields  above.  The  places  made  vacant 
by  their  removal  must  be  filled  frem  the  ranks  of  young  men 
who  have  been  called  to  the  work.  "The  harvest  truly  is 
great,  but  the  laborers  are  few.''  Let  us  pray  that  the  Lord 
will  send  more  laborers  into  his  harvest. 

We  are  admonished,  by  the  departure  of  thesa  men,  to  be 
more  earnest  and  faithful  in  our  work,  since  we  know  not  the 
day  nor  the  hour  when  the  Son  of  Man  shall  come.  Let  us  so 
labor,  that  when  he  cometh  he  may  say  to  us :  "  Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servants;  enter  thou  into  the  joys  of  thy 
Lord." 

And,  finally,  "  Unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from 
our  sins  in  His  own  blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests 
nnto  God  and  His  Father,  to  Him  be  glory  and  dominion  for- 
ever and  ever.    Amen."

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ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS. 

The  following  reports  on  missions  were  received  and  consid- 
ered respectively,  and  also  afterwards  adopted : 

I.    ANNUAL  BEPORTS. 
i.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 

To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :— A  faithful  review  of  our  work  during  the 
past  year,  an  honest  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the  field, 
and  an  intelligent  outlook  into  the  future,  will  furnish  reason 
for  gratitude  and  regrets,  hopes  and  fears. 

We  have,  in  all,  twelve  missions  now  under  our  care.  One, 
New  Basil,  Kansas,  became  self-sustaining,  according  to  last 
year's  expectation,  January  1,  1885.  Another,  Springfield, 
Ohio,  against  ail  our  expectations  a  year  ago,  has  been,  for  the 
time  being  at  least,  abandoned.  It  is  needless  to  enter  into  a 
full  detail  of  particulars  as  to  all  the  causes  which,  in  the  end, 
led  to  this  decision.  Unforeseen  circumstances  and  obstacles 
seemed  to  rise  before  the  eyes  of  the  board  and  the  mission, 
soon  after  the  last  annual^meeting  of  this  synod;  and  when 
the  missionary  was  allowed  to  withdraw,  and  the  field  was  at 
least  temporarily  abandoned,  it  seemed  to  the  board;  under  all 
the  circumstances,  as  we  can  see  them  now,  the  best  thing  to 
do.  This  belief,  it  was  understood,  was  shared  by  the  mission- 
ary and  by  the  classis  in  whose  bounds  the  mission  was  located. 

The  following  detailed  statement  of  the  several  missions 
now  under  our  care,  is  respectfully  submitted : 

1.  Jerusalem  Mission.  Served  during  the  year  by  Rev.  F. 
M.  Shults ;  146  communicants  in  4  congregations.  Commend- 
able efforts  seem  to  have  been  put  forth  by  the  missionary, 
and  numerically  the  churches  have  been  increased.  The  sup- 
port of  the  churches,  however,  does  not  give  encouragement 
that  the  mission  is  rapidly  approaching  a  self-sustaining 
condition,  which,  under  the  board's  action,  must  be  reached  at 
least  during  the  next  three  years. 

2.  Oreenville.  For  over  a  year  vacant,  save  as  supplied  by 
the  classis.  The  promised  reconstruction  was  not  secured.  At 
the  suggestion  of  the  classical  committee,  and  the  church's 
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call,  Rev.  J.  C.  Beade  has  lately  been  commissioned,  and  from 
reports  the  spirit  of  the  mission  seems  revived.  Appropria- 
tion, $400. 

3.  Paulding.  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  supplied 
by  R  R.  Lackey,  a  student  of  the  seminary.  The  board  com- 
missioned Rev.  J.  W.  Barber,  July  1, 1885,  at  an  appropriation 
of  $250.  The  condition  of  the  mission,  owing  to  changes  and 
vacancies,  has  been  somewhat  discouraging,  but  it  is  hoped 
now  that  the^work  will  go  on  more  prosperously. 

4.  Lima.  R^v.  S.  Z.  Beam,  the  missionary  one  year  ago, 
under  the  circumstances  found  it  better,  in  his  judgment,  to 
be  relieved,  and  accordingly  the  mission  was  again  vacant  from 
March  1st  to  July,  1885,  when  M.  Z.  Hittel,  of  the  seminary, 
was  commissioned,  licensed,  and  ordained,  and  has  since  been 
prosecuting  the  work  with  great  energy.  He  promises  to 
stand  by  the  work,  and  hopes  for  success.  His  entire  time 
will,  from  this  date  forward,  be  given  to  the  city.  Appropria- 
tion, $500. 

5.  Ft  Wayne^  Ind.  The  promising  outlook  of  this  mission 
from  the  beginning  has  been  unchanged.  Pastor  and  people 
are  united  in  the  work,  and  encouraged  at  the  blessing  of  God. 
A  steady  growth  gives  encouragement  to  the  church  at  large 
to  believe  that  this  work  is  not  in  vain.  The  appropriation 
remains  unchanged  at  $800.  The  self-sacrificing  spirit  in 
which  the  people  go  about  the  liquidating  of  their  own  church 
debt  is  most  commendable. 

6.  Kentland^  Ind.  This  mission  again  became  vacant,  by 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  G.  C.  Gerlach,  July  1,  1885.  The 
board,  at  its  a^ssion  three  months  ago,  commissioned  Luther 
P.  Gross,  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Tiffin.  This  brother 
has  already  entered  upon  his  work,  and  reports  a  good  pros- 
pect The  standing  of  the  mission  is  substantially  unchanged 
from  last  report.    Appropriation,  $300. 

7.  Holtans  Kansas.  The  missionary.  Rev.  H.  Shumaker, 
under  some  discouragement,  asked  to  be  relieved  three  months 
ago.  This  the  board,  under  all  the  circumstances,  did  not 
deem  best,  and  accordingly  the  brother  is  still  at  work.  It  is 
needless  to  conceal  the  fact  that  the  work  in  this  field  has  been 
laborious  and  slow  of  progress.  The  future  is  still  somewhat 
doubtful.    Appropriation,  $350. 
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8.  Lyans^  Kansas.  Rev.  A.  R.  Holshouser  continues  the 
missionary.  His  present  appropriation  is  $275.  Present  con- 
dition probably  nothing  in  advance  of  one  year  ago. 

9.  Waihena^  Kansas  ( Oerman).  This  field  became  vacant 
during  the  yfear,  by  the  removal  of  its  faithful  pastor,  Eev.  J. 
F.  Graf,  who  felt  called  to  another  work,  and  who  believed 
the  time  had  come  when  an  English-speaking  minister  ought 
to  be  in  the  field.  Up  to  this  time  the  desired  successor  has 
not  yet  been  obtained.    The  appropriation  has  been  $100. 

10.  Altamont^  III.  Served  during  the  year  by  Rev.  J.  F. 
Butler.  His  resignation,  however,  has  just  been  accepted,  and 
the  field  is  again  without  a  shepherd. 

11.  Liberty  Center^  in  the  bounds  of  Tiffin  Olassis,  remains 
substantially  as  one  year  ago,  nothing  having  been  done  by 
the  board  during  the  year. 

12.  Venice  Mission.  Also  in  the  bounds  of  Tiffin  Classis. 
Pastor,  Rev.  S.  Shaw.  By  classical  reconstruction,  the  field 
of  labor  has  been  enlarged,  and  promises  soon  to  be  self- 
sustaining.    The  appropriation  is  $200. 

It  is  easy  to  see,  from  the  foregoing,  that  the  condition  of 
our  churches  and  missionary  charges  has  by  no  means  been  so 
encouraging  as  we  might  desire.  Our  scattered  field,  meager 
funds,  and  scarcity  of  laborers,  will  serve  to  explain  the  nature 
of  the  difficulties  we  have  to  encounter. 

Small  appropriations  may  explain  the  frequent  changes^  and 
these  again  the  slow  progress  made  in  the  permanent  growth 
of  our  missions.  The  same  conditions  have  also  precluded  the 
board  from  opening  up  new  fields,  as  in  more  instances  than 
one  it  has  been  suggested  we  ought  to  do.  For  a  fuller  state- 
ment and  clearer  view  of  the  situation  in  this  regard,  reference 
may  be  made  to  the  treasurer's  report,  also  submitted  to  this 
body. 

The  attention  of  the  synod  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  terms 
of  office  of  Rev.  S.  C.  Goss  and  Elder  Robert  Bell  expire  with 
this  date.

S,  Report  of  Board  of  Church  Erection, 

That  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  as  well  as  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  has  overlooked,  to  a  certain  extent,  the 
special  work  of  church  erection,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
it  has  not  even  laid  the  foundation  of  a  fund  for  that  particular 
^ork.    At  the  meeting  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  at  Delaware,  two 
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important  mission  points  were  under  consideration,  and  it  was 
proposed  to  place  the  board  in  a  position  to  assist  these  two 
points,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  appropriate  for  this  purpose 
$4,000,  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  classes  as  follows: 
One-third  and  the  interest  the  first  year,  one-third  the  second, 
and  one-third  the  third  year. 

Resolved^  That  the  Church  Erection  Board  be  instructed  to 
borrow  this  amount  at  once,  with  directions  to  expend  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  three-fourths  of  it  on  the  Springfield  Mission, 
and  the  balance  on  the  Lima  Mission;  provided,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  Church  Erection,  such 
last  appropriation  be  deemed  judicious.  But  with  tlie  proviso, 
in  both  cases,  that  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  take  a  mort- 
gage on  the  property  in  every  case  where  such  appropriation 
is  made. 

With  this  action  before  it,  the  board  met,  organized,  and 
proceeded  to  its  work.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  secure 
the  funds  necessary  to  save  the  mission  at  Lima,  and  assist 
the  new  enterprise  at  Springfield.  One  thousand  dollars  was 
readily  secured,  and  it  was  proposed  to  devote  this  to  the  Lima 
Mission.  Dr.  Reiter  was  appointed  a  committee  to  proceed  to 
Lima  to  ad^just  the  matter.  He  did  so,  paying  off  claims  to 
the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  having  procured  from  the 
trustees  of  the  church  a  deed  conveying  the  property  to  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection  in  trust  for  the  church.  Also,  the 
insurance  policy  was  transferred  to  the  board,  the  incumbrance 
still  remaining  on  the  property  to  about  $200. 

Thus  far  the  board  has  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the 
synod.  In  regard  to  the  mission  at  Springfield,  we  have  not 
so  favorable  a  report  to  make.  The  prospects  of  that  mission 
were  represented  to  the  board  as  mo-^t  encouraging,  and  the 
idea  held  out  that  if  the  means  were  provided  there  would  be 
no  difficulty  in  making  great  progress,  and  firmly  establishing- 
our  church  in  that  city.  The  mission  at  Springfield  was  urgent 
in  its  demands  for  assistance,  and  set  the  1st  of  February  as 
the  time  by  which  the  amount  appropriated  must  be  raised,  or 
the  enterprise  suffer.  The  board  labored  hard  to  secure  the 
money  by  that  time,  but  on  account  of  various  circumstancea 
were  not  able  to  secure  it  by  that  time.    In  the  meantime 
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variouB  hindrances,  among  which  were  a  permanent  place  of 
worship,  and  the  removal  of  many  members  because  of  the 
lack  of  work,  and  the  business  depression  in  the  city,  the 
membership  became  discouraged.  The  board  received  a  com- 
munication from  the  official  members  of  the  mission,  express- 
ing the  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  cease  further 
efforts  to  secure  $3,000,  for  even  were  that  amount  secured,  it 
would  not  be  sufficient,  under  the  circumstances,  to  make  the 
mission  a  success.  With  this  information,  coming  from  the 
mission  itself,  the  board  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  effort  to  procure  the  needed  funds. 
The  following  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  board : 

Resolved^  That  we,  as  a  board,  feel  solemnly  impressed 
with  the  great  importance  of  the  church-erection  work  as  an 
indispensable  branch  of  mission  work,  and  that  it  deserves,  in 
a  large  degree,  the  fostering  care  and  liberal  support  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  and  the  Reformed  Church. 

Resolved^  That  inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Church  Erection 
has  been  seriously  hindered  in  its  special  work,  because  of  the 
want  of  a  permanent  fund,  and  though  it  is  not  regarded 
advisable,  in  the  present  state  of  things,  to  proceed  with  the 
investment  of  |3,000  at  Springfield,  we  hereby  respectfully 
and  earnestly  overture  the  Ohio  Synod,  and  its  several  classes, 
to  carry  into  full  effect  the  action  of  the  synod  in  regard  to  the 
appropriation  of  $4,000  for  church-erection  work,  and  that  the 
amount  of  said  appropriation  be  collected  according  to  the 
plan  of  the  synod,  with  the  view  of  establishing  a  permanent 
fund  for  church-erection  work,  and  thus  enable  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection  to  render  efficient  and  valuable  aid  in  estab- 
lishing and  aiding  missionary  points  of  promise. 

We  trust  the  synod  will  carry  out  this  suggestion,  and  thus 
lay  the  foundation  for  more  efficient  work  in  the  future.

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II.    REPORT  OP  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON   MISSIONS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  morning 
session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received 
and  discussed,  and,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  boards 
and  treasurers,  adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

Toar  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  documents  submitted  to  us  for  examination  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Report  of  the  President  of  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Board  of  Missions. 

3.  A  petition  from  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
tliami  Classis. 

On  church  erection  we  have : 

1.  Report  of  the  President  of  Board  of  Church  Erection. 

2.  Report  of  the  treasurer  of  said  board. 

3.  A  petition  from  Miami  Classis,  relating  to  a  permanent 
fund  for  church  erection. 

The  reports  from  the  Board  of  Missions  indicate  that  much 
earnest  work  has  been  done  during  the  year.  Fourteen  mis- 
sions have  been  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  church.  Of 
these,  twelve  remain  under  the  care  of  the  board,  one  became 
self-supporting,  and  one  was  discontinued.  Of  these  twelve, 
ten  are  supplied  with  pastors,  and  two  are  vacant.  They 
indicate  varied  degrees  of  prosperity.  Some  are  in  a  highly 
prosperous  condition,  others  less  so,  and  some  almost  at  a 
stand-still. 

The  financial  report  of  the  board  indicates  a  healthy  condi- 
tion. The  missionary  pastors  are  paid  their  appropriations. 
There  has  been  collected  during  the  past  year  the  sum  of 
(3,488.19 ;  expended,  $3,301.98 ;  an  excess  of  receipts  over  last 
year  of  $540.22.  We  have  cause  to  congratulate  ourselves  on 
even  such  a  small  increase.  May  we  not  hope  that  all  our 
pastors  and  people  will  continue  this  work  with  renewed 
energy  ? 

The  cause  of  missions  ever  finds  its  warmest  friends  and 
heartiest  supporters  among  the  women  of  the  church.  This  is 
shown  to  some  degree  by  the  petition  from  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  Miami  Classis.    They  recommend  to  the 
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warm  sympathies  of  the  church  this  cause,  and  ask  this  body 
to  give  all  needed  help  toward  the  organizing  of  woman's 
missionary  societies  in  all  congregations  where  it  can  be 
accomplished,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  are  required  to  estab- 
lish a  general  society,  that  shall  include  the  whole  Refornaed 
Church.  The  desire  is  a  laudable  one,  and  it  is  to  be  earnestly 
hoped  that  it  may  find  a  speedy  consummation. 

In  order  to  carry  forward  the  work  for  the  present  year,  and 
to  put  in  operation  measures  that  promise  a  permanent  good, 
your  committee  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  apportion  the  sum  of  $5,000 
among  the  various  classes,  and  urge  the  pastors  and  people  to 
engage  in  an  earnest  effort  to  secure  the  same. 

Resolved^  That  we  heartily  commend  the  organization  of 
woman's  missionary  societies  in  all  of  our  congregations, 
wherever  such  action  is  practicable,  and  that  the  officers  of 
classes  be  committees  to  take  such  measures  as  may  lead  to 
the  organization  of  these  societies  into  classical  societies. 

Resolved^  That  every  effort  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of 
our  most  holy  religion,  be  made  to  acquaint  our  people  with 
the  absolute  necessity  of  increased  donations,  of  more  fervent 
prayer,  of  persistent  labors,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  greatest 
possible  good  in  this  holy  cause. 

The  work  of  church  erection  is  one,  also,  that  lies  at  the 
very  foundation  of  successful  missionary  activity.  As  a  synod^ 
but  little  has  been  done  in  this  direction,  though  there  are 
several  churches  and  congregations  that  owe  their  present  ex> 
istence  to  the  timely  aid  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  But  much  more 
has  been  accomplished  than  appears  on  the  records  of  the 
synod.  Glasses  have  been  active  in  this  direction,  and  many 
more  churches  have  reason  to  rejoice  because  of  the  benefi- 
cence of  the  brethren.  The  Board  of  Church  Erection  has 
been  the  instrument  of  doing  some  excellent  work,  though  the 
means  given  them  have  been  meager  indeed.  Durinfic  the 
year  past  $1,279.59  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this 
board,  and  $1,215.59  paid  out,  leaving  a  balance  of  $68.41  in 
hand. 

Your  attention  has  been  called,  both  by  the  board  and  by 
an  action  of  Miami  Classis,  to  the  importance  of  beginning  a 
movement  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  fund 
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for  church  erection  purposes.  Atteution  has  also  been  called 
to  the  debt  of  the  synod,  through  its  action  taken  some  years 
ago,  to  Heidelberg  College.  About  $800  interest  is  due  on  the 
amount  borrowed — ^i.  e.,  $1,200.  Frequent  efforts  have  been 
made  to  liquidate  this  debt,  but  because  of  a  want  of  unity  in 
action  it  has  as  frequently  failed.  Your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  before  efforts  are  made  to  begin  a  fund  for  this 
purpose,  that  the  most  strenuous  efforts  ought  to  be  made  to 
liqaidate  the  present  debts.  These  will  only  embarrass  us 
until  they  are  paid,  and  they  become  the  more  embarrassing 
by  delay  in  payment 

The  instruction  to  the  board  to  borrow  $4,000  for  church 
erection,  was  only  complied  with  in  part.  One  thousand  dol- 
lars were  borrowed,  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debt  at 
lima,  Ohio.  The  amount  intended  for  Springfield,  Ohio,  was 
not  required,  owing  to  the  suspension  of  the  mission.  The 
entire  amount  was,  however,  apportioned  to  be  paid  in  three 
years.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  earnest  effort  ought  to 
be  made  to  obtain  this  from  the  churches,  and  used  for  the 
purpose  indicated  above.    We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  apportionment  of  last  year  be  continued,  and 
tliat  oar  classes  and  pastors  be  earnestly  exhorted  to  collect 
the  amount  from  their  people — i.  e.,  $1,653.75  the  first  year, 
11,333.33^  the  second  year,  and  $1,333.33^  for  the  third  year. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Ohurch  Erection  be,  and  hereby  is, 
instructed  to  use  the  funds  thus  collected  for  the  liquidation 
of  the  debts. 

3.  That  said  board  be  instructed  to  keep  this  cause  before 
the  people,  by  means  of  our  church  papers,  and,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, by  personal  appeal  to  the  churches,  and  thus  to  assist 
the  pastors  in  this  work.

This  condition 
of  things  was  made  to  be  more  sensibly  felt  by  the  failure  of 
crops  among  the  husbandry  of  the  country.  Financial  embar- 
rassments in  business  enterprises,  and  a  failure  of  the  wheat 
crop,  evidently  made  itself  felt  in  the  benevolent  operations 
of  the  church. 

Your  board  could  not  well  be  an  exception.  It  is  with 
gratitude,  however,  that  your  board  can  devoutly  pay  homage 
to  the  guiding  hand  of  Divine  Providence,  by  which  our  affairs 
were  brought  to  a  measure  of  success  not  behind  that  of  former 
years.    In  some  respects  we  are  in  advance  of  the  years  before. 
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Some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  endowment.  Col- 
lections have  not  come  far  below  the  usual  standard,  if  not 
quite  up  to  the  full  measure  of  former  years.  The  salaries  of 
the  professors,  while  not  paid  in  full  as  they  should  be,  are 
not  farther  in  arrears  than  in  other  years,  and  the  plans  adopted 
by  your  board  for  the  future  are  full  of  promise.  We  are 
anticipating  good  results.  A  kind  Providence  seems  to  be 
opening  up  new  avenues  of  hope.  It  becomes  us,  as  a  church, 
to  put  on  new  garments  of  strength,  to  utilize  our  unused 
talents  with  which  the  great  Head  of  the  church  has  blessed  us. 
The  necessity  is  upon  us<,  as  a  church,  to  do  more  and  better 
for  her  Theological  Seminary,  if  the  best  results  are  to  be 
attained  and  the  blessings  of  God  to  be  enjoyed.  "^  The  Lord 
loveth  the  cheerful  giver."  He  also  says  that  he  that  with- 
holdeth  shall  not  prosper. 

The  endowment  is  too  much  limited.  The  collections  for 
the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary  are  inadequate,  and  the 
api)ortionments  are  not  promptly  paid.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  this  state  of  things  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  mind  of 
the  church  has  been  led  to  believe  that  the  seminary  was  fully 
endowed,  and  that  the  necessities  of  the  institution  were  pro- 
vided for.  Under  such  circumstances  it  would  be  reasonable 
to  expert  the  proper  interest  to  be  diverted.  The  church  is 
turning  its  nund  toward  the  great  and  imi)ortant  work  of 
missions,  home  and  foreign,  as  it  never  did  before.  These 
interests  are  very  important — ^indeed,  second  to  none.  The 
seminary  is  none  the  less.  Its  place  in  church  economy  is  too 
important  even  to  be  trammeled  by  an  inadequate  support. 

The  action  of  the  board  last  year,  and  your  favorable  action 
in  view  of  the  appointment  of  a  financial  committee,  has 
demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  new  departure  in  the  conduct 
of  affairs  during  the  last  year.  All  the  investments  have  been 
placed  in  their  hands,  and  delinquents  are  made  to  understand 
that  promptness  in  a(^usting  the  dues  at  the  proper  time  is 
the  only  way  to  keep  peace  with  the  board.  The  committee, 
consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Reiter,  Elders  G.  G.  Prugh  and  James 
C.  Reber,  merit  your  commendation. 

Your  board  has  been  gratified  with  the  results  thus  far 
arising  from  the  labors  of  Rev.  Drs.  Good  and  Rust,  in  behalf 
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•of  the  seminary,  and  would  euggest  the  propriety  of  the  good 
doctors  remaining  in  the  field  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  board  would  also  suggest  the  propriety,  and  urge  the 
necessity,  of  the  Permanent  Committee  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  appointed  by  the  synod  at  Delaware  (see  Minutes, 
page  51),  reporting  the  results  of  their  work  each  year  to  the 
board,  at  its  annual  meeting,  so  that  the  board  could  note  its 
work  in  its  annual  report  to  the  synod. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board,  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  some 
discussion  was  had  with  reference  to  the  scope  and  work 
intrusted  to  the  board.  It  was  felt  by  all  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  meant  more  than  a  financial  committee,  as  it  is  in  its 
present  limited  sphere  of  work,  a  fact  which  can  not  fully 
meet  the  idea  involved  in  the  creation  of  a  board  of  trustees. 
The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  are 
hereby  submitted  for  your  consideration : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary, feeling  that  the  scope  of  its  operations  is,  under  the 
present  circumstances,  entirely  too  circumscribed,  inasmuch 
as  the  legitimate  work  belonging  to  this  board  is  now  diverted 
from  it,  and  brought  before  the  synod  independently  of  the 
board,  which,  in  our  opinion,  ought  to  be  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  therefore.

S,  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submits  the  following 
as  its  annual  report: 

The  board  was  reorganized,  with  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D,  D., 
as  President,  and  Rev.  L  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

During  the  last  year  the  health  of  the  professors  in  the 
seminary  was  such  as  to  enable  them  to  discharge  their  duties 
without  any  interruption  by  sickness.  The  action  of  the  synod 
last  year,  however,  requesting  the  professors  to  visit  the  sev- 
eral classes  at  their  annual  meetings,  to  present  to  them  the- 
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subject  of  a  more  complete  endowment  of  the  seminary, 
required  the  board  to  dismiss  the  students  of  the  Junior  Class 
at  the  time  of  the  Senior  Commencement.  The  professors 
complied  with  this  request,  and  feel  persuaded  that  the  results 
of  their  labors  in  this  particular  were  beneficial  to  the  sem- 
inary, notwithstanding  it  required  a  short  suspension  of  its 
fuDctions. 

The  following  named  students,  after  Having  stood  an  ap- 
proved examination  in  the  different  branches  of  study  required, 
were  recommended  for  graduation,  and  were  regularly  dis- 
missed from  the  seminary  to  enter  the  several  fields  of  labor 
to  which  they  had  been  called :  Messrs.  William  Grether, 
Luther  P.  Gross,  M.  Z.  ftittel,  R  R.  Lackey,  S.  U.  Snyder, 
William  E.  Ludwick,  Israel  Rothenberger,  and  Addison  C. 
Snyder.  The  graduating  exercises  were  held  on  the  evening 
of  May  20th,  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  in  TiflBn,  in  the 
pr^ence  of  a  large  and  appreciative  audience,  and  were  alike 
creditable  to  the  professors  and  graduates.  The  students  of 
the  Junior  Class  stood  an  approved  examination. 

There  are  at  present  fourteen  students  in  the  seminary. 
Ten  of  this  number  are  in  the  Senior,  and  four  in  the  Junior 
Class.  W.  E.  Shaley  and  A.  J.  Toensmeier  were  received  into 
the  seminary  as  Seniors,  and  David  A.  Parks.  David  A.  Win- 
ter, John  A.  Danner,  and  H.  S.  Gekeler  (the  last  in  part)  into 
the  Junior  Class.  The  professors  report  favorably  upon  the 
studious  habits  and  Christian  character  of  the  students,  and 
also  upon  the  internal  condition  of  the  seminary  in  general. 

EDUCATION. 

The  board  has  under  its  care  nineteen  beneficiary  students. 
With  one  exception,  these  are  receiving  the  full  annual  appro- 
priation. In  order  that  \re  may  meet  our  obligations  to  the 
students  this  year,  we  will  need  $1,850.  This  will  require  the 
annual  apportionment  of  $2,000  by  the  synod.  If  all  the 
classes  would  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  synod's  assessment, 
the  sum  assessed  would  npt  need  to  be  so  large.  The  follow- 
ing named  persons  constitute  the  roll  of  beneficiary  students : 
Messrs.  J.  P.  Stahl,  G.  E.  Metzer,  A.  G.  Berkey,  J.  A.  Ketrow, 
F.  H.  Keller,  John  Grether,  D.  A.  Winter,  H.  S.  Gekeler,  A. 
J.  Meyer,  W.  A.  Bodell,  W.  H.  Tussing,  H.  S.  Bailey,  George 
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B.  Bolenbaugh,  J.  A.  Kepner,  M.  L.  Fox,  A.  J.  Toensmeier,  J. 
A.  Danner,  Clem.  Alspach,  and  Parley  Zartman.  Six  of  this 
number  are  in  the  Senior  Class  in  the  seminary,  and  will  com- 
plete their  studies  next  May.  While  the  cost  of  educating 
young  men  for  the  ministry  seems  to  be  great,  yet  some  of  our 
most  successful  ministers  have  been  educated  by  the  church, 
and  she  is  now  reaping  the  profits  of  her  investments.  Let 
the  good  work  go  on. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  synod  the  receipt 
of  a  bequest  amounting  to  $3,546.51,  provided  for  in  the  last 
will  and  testament  of  the  late  John  G.  Lefler,  of  Philadelphia, 
in  honor  of  his  deceased  wife,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Zion 
Reformed  Church  in  Philadelphia,  Rev.  Dr.  N.  Gehr,  pastor. 
The  expenses  of  collecting  this  legacy  reduced  it  to  $3,500, 
which  amount  has  been  loaned  on  first  mortgage  security, 
bearing  $250  interest  annually.  We  here  record  our  thanks 
for  this  liberal  bequest,  hoping  that  it  will  be  an  example  for 
others  to  follow  in  the  near  future.

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J.   Report  of  Permanent  Committee  of  Seminary. 

The  Permanent  Committee  of  the  Theological  Seminary^ 
composed  of  one  member  from  each  classis,  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  is  a& 
follows : 

Dear  Brethren: — ^The  Permanent  Committee  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  offers  the  following  report: 

The  committee  had  no  meeting  during  the  year,  because  of 
the  expense  involved  to  meet,  and  the  distance  they  live  apart. 
For  want  of  a  definite  understanding  as  to  the  duty  obligatory 
upon  each  member  in  his  respective  classis,  and  without  a 
well-matured  plan  to  lay  before  the  classes,  to  accomplish 
good  results,  your  committee  can  not  report  that  the  inadequate^ 
endowment  of  the  seminary  has  much  improved.  Yet  some 
very  satisfactory  work  was  accomplished  in  some  of  the  classes. 
The  professors  of  the  seminary  visited  nearly  all  of  the 
classes.  The  majority  of  them  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with 
our  contemplated  work. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  took  pains  to  write  to  all  or 
the  members  of  the  committee,  in  order  to  learn  from  them 
what  action  the  various  classes  took,  and  received  replies  to 
enable  him  to  state  the  following : 

Miami  Classis  did  not  take  any  steps  toward  increasing  the 
endowment. 

Lancaster  Classis  ^^  may  be  placed  on  the  list  of  those  who 
are  willing  to  work  for  our  institutions,'^  writes  Bro.  Gteorge 
H.  Leonard. 

St  Joseph  Classis  resolved  to  assume  $750  of  the  present 
needed  endowment,  and  pay  8  per  cent  on  said  amount  until 
the  principal  is  fully  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board. 

Northern  Illinois  Classis  took  no  action. 

■ 

Tuscarawas  Classis  adopted  the  action  of  the  synod  at  Del- 
aware, but  took  no  special  action. 

Tiffin  Classis  assumed  the  sum  of  $1,050  toward  increasing 
the  endowment,  and  will  pay  the  interest  thereon  until  the 
whole  amount  is  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board. 

Eastern  Ohio  Classis  assumed  the  amount  of  $1,500  for  the 
completion  of  the  present  needed  endowment,  and  pays  8  per* 
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cent  thereon  until  the  whole  amount  is  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  board  of  the  seminary.  This  classis  took  the  most 
vigorous  measures  to  carry  out  its  part  of  the  contemplated 
endowment. 

Shelby,  Iowa,  and  Kansas  classes  did  not  reply  to  my  letter 
of  inquiry.

n.    REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  SEMINARY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary, 
daring  the  afternoon  session  on  Thursday,  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received,  discussed,  amended,  and,  together 
with  the  preceding  reports,  adopted.  The  report  as  amended 
is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Benefi- 
ciary Education  begs  leave  to  report  the  following : 

Reports  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  their  treasurers,  have  come  into  our  hands, 
and  were  carefully  considered. 

These  reports  speak  for  themselves  in  emphasizing  the  im- 
portance of  the  work  committed  to  these  boards,  and  indicate 
to  as,  in  a  general  way,  the  action  which  should  be  taken  at 
this  synod. 

We  recommend  the  following  for  adoption : 

Resolved^  That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  apportioned  by  this 
synod  for  beneficiary  education. 
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Resolved^  That  the  beqaest  of  John  G.  Lefler,  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania,  by  which  the  Board  of  Education  receives 
as  a  permanent  fund  the  net  sum  of  $3,500,  is  gratefully 
acknowledged,  and  commended  to  the  living  as  an  act  worthy 
of  their  imitation. 

Resolved^  That  the  professors  of  the  seminary  be  instructed 
to  visit  annually  the  several  classes  in  their  meetings,  so  that 
the  good  impressions  made  by  these  good  doctors  may  be 
annually  repeated  in  the  severed  communities  where  our  class- 
ical assemblies  occur. 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  appointed  one  year  ago,  con- 
sisting of  one  member  from  each  classis,  to  co-operate  with 
the  professors,  be  instructed  to  arrange  with  the  professors  and 
classes,  so  as  to  secure  such  time  of  classical  meetings  as  to 
make  the  above  action  possible. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  can  not  grant  the  overtures  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  asking 
that  certain  work  now  done  by  the  Board  of  Education  be 
transferred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  believ- 
ing, as  we  do,  that  the  different  boards  already  have  sufficient 
work  in  hand,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  church  would  not, 
at  this  time,  justify  any  change  in  their  present  spheres  of 
work  and  dutv. 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  consisting 
of  three  ministers  and  two  elders,  who  shall  report  to  the 
synod,  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  what  are  and  should  be  the 
respective  relations,  functions,  and  duties  of  these  two  boards. 

Resolved^  That  the  reports,  including  the  treasurers',  which 
we  find  correct,  be  adopted. 

Resolved^  That  the  attention  of  the  synod  is  called  to  the 
following  vacancies :

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered,  and 
adopted : 

I.    ANNUAL  REPORTS. 
1,   Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Beloved  Brethren: — We  submit  the  following  report  of 
Heidelberg  College,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for 
your  consideration  and  approval.  ^ 

Heidelberg  College  has  a  history  of  over  thirty  years,  and 
is  most  intimately  associated  with  the  growth  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  West.  Without  it  the  church  would  not  be 
what  it  is  to-day,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  ministers  of 
this  synod  having  been  reared  and  educated  at  our  institutions- 
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at  Tiflin,  Ohio,  a  fact  which  ought  to  remind  the  synod  that, 
while  it  has  done  much  for  the  college  and  seminary,  it  has 
also  received  much  in  return  as  the  reward  of  its  liberality. 

■r 

The  synod  having  founded  and  8upi>orted  the  college,  it  is 
but  right  and  proper  that  those  who  have  the  control  and 
management  of  it  should  make  an  annual  report  of  its  condi- 
tion and  of  the  work,  so  that  those  who  have  contributed  to  it 
may  see  that  their  funds  are  judiciously  and  wisely  expended. 
It  is  for  this  reason,  as  well  as  the  long-established  custom 
that  has  prevailed,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  submit  the  report 
we  now  make,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg 
College,  to  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  trust  it  may  meet  your 
approval,  so  that  the  coUege  may  continue  to  epjoy  tlie  foster- 
ing care  of  the  synod  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

The  board  is  pleased  to  report  that  although  the  past  year 
has  been  one  of  great  financial  pressure,  affecting  every 
department  of  life  more  or  less,  making  it  necessary  for  men 
to  curtail  their  expenses  and  contributions,  the  college  has, 
notwithstanding  the  cry  of  ^^  hard  times,''  pursued  the  even 
tenor  of  its  way,  and  has  at  present  a  larger  attendance  of 
students  than  for  some  years  past.  The  catalogue  of  last  year, 
a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  presented  to  the  synod,  has  an 
enrollment  of  150  students,  while  the  present  attendance  is  80 
in  the  college  and  60  in  the  academy,  nearly  as  many  as  were 
present  during  the  whole  of  last  year,  which,  although  encour- 
aging, is  still  not  what  we  might  and  ought  to  have,  if  the 
church  were  as  much  interested  in  the  cause  of  education  as 
it  should  be.  With  the  membership  the  Synod  of  Ohio  has, 
there  ought  to  be  double  the  number  of  students  in  attendance 
at  the  college,  especially  of  such  as  have  the  ministry  in  view, 
seeing  the  great  need  there  is  of  more  laborers  in  the  vineyard 
of  the  Lord. 

The  finances,  although  not  what  might  be  desired,  are  in  a 
healthful  condition,  the  college  having  more  than  met  all  its 
liabilities.  The  income  last  year  from  the  interest  on  the 
endowment  fund,  tuition,  ftK>m  rent,  etc.,  was  $6,613.90,  while 
the  outlay,  including  the  salaries  of  the  professors  and  other 
incidental  expenses,  was  $6,435.13,  being  $178.67  less  than  the 
receipts,  thus  reducing  the  debt  of  the  incidental  fund  to 
$1,906.16,  of  which  amount  the  synod  owed  the  board,  August 
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13, 1885,  $846.44,  being  the  interest  on  the  money  borrowed 
jears  ago  in  the  interest  of  the  Hamilton  Church.  The  board 
has  80  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the  synod  to  this 
indebtedness,  that  it  feels  reluctant  to  refer  to  it  again.  But 
necessity  compels  us  to  do  so,  in  the  hope  that  provision  will 
be  made  for  its  payment  so  that  the  board  does  not  appear  to 
such  disadvantage  year  after  year,  when  the  cause  of  it  is 
largely  the  fault  of  the  synod.  Only  $93  have  been  paid,  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  synod,  on  the  assessments,  $250  having 
been  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  synod,  according  to  the  action 
at  Delaware.  There  is  more  than  enough  interest  due  the 
■college  to  pay  its  entire  indebtedness,  if  those  in  arrears  would 
-only  respond. 

Nothing  has  been  added  to  the  endowment  fund  the  last 
year,  as  the  heavy  outlay  for  the  new  building  has  more  than 
taken  all  the  funds  that  could  be  raised.  We  trust  this  burden 
may  soon  be  removed,  after  which  special  attention  will  have 
to  be  given  to  the  increase  of  the  endowment,  so  that  the 
-operations  of  the  college  may  be  enlarged^ 

The  new  building  is  progressing  finely,  and  is  entirely  under 
roof;  the  floors  are  laid,  the  windows  in,  and  a  large  part  of 
the  plastering  and  painting  done.  The  work  has  progressed 
80  rapidly  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  collect  the  funds  as 
fast  as  the  monthly  estimates  became  due,  so  that  we  have 
been  necessitated  to  borrow  several  thousand  dollars.  We 
Jhave  now  paid  all  the  bills  of  the  contractors  up  to  September 
15ta,  amounting  to  $32,692.09,  and  $700  on  the  estimate  for 
this  month,  leaving  $1,651  to  be  provided  for  at  once,  making 
it  necessary  for  all  who  have  not  paid  their  subscription  to  do 
«o  at  once^  and  those  who  have  not  as  yet  given  anything  to 
come  to  our  relief  without  delay.  There  is  surely  wealth 
enough  in  the  Ohio  Synod  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  new 
college  building  by  the  time  it  is  finished,  if  all  will  do  their 
duty.  That  this  may  be  the  case,  we  ask  the  cordial  and  full 
co-operation  of  the  synod  and  friends  of  the  college  in  all  the 
plans  and  measures  that  may  be  devised  to  provide  the  funds 
that  may  be  needed  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  new  building 
by  the  time  it  is  completed.  It  will  certainly  be  a  grand 
achievement,  of  which  the  synod  and  friends  of  the  college 
may  well  feel  proud,  if  a  result  so  desirable  can  be  attained. 
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About  $14,000  will  yet  be  needed,  beside  the  subscriptions 
on  band,  to  pay  the  contract  for  the  new  building,  and  sach 
other  incidental  matters  as  are  necessarily  connected  with  it. 
This  does  not  include  the  heating  and  furnishing  of  the  build- 
ing, which  must  be  provided  for,  when  the  time  comes,  by 
some  special  effort.  This  may  seem  a  large  sum  to  raise  in 
these  times  of  depression  in  business,  when  the  cry  of  '*  hard 
times''  is  heard  on  all  sides;  and  so  it  is.  But  still  it  is  not 
an  impossibility,  and  can  be  done  by  an  earnest  and  united 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  education.  The  members 
of  the  synod  can  also  help  the  matter  greatly  by  talking  it  up 
and  commending  it,  whenever  the  occasion  presents  itself,  and 
by  assisting  those  who  have  the  work  in  hand,  by  their  indi- 
vidual contributions,  and  by  introducing  them  to  those  who 
ought  to  give. 

The  board  contemplates  dedicating  the  new  building  at  the 
annual  Commencement  of  the  college,  in  June,  1886,  and 
hereby  extends  a  cordial  invitation  to  all  the  members  of  this 
synod  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  festivities  of  this 
occasion,  hoping  it  may  constitute  a  new  era  in  the  history  of 
the  college. 

The  new  building,  we  are  pleased  to  say,  presents  an  impos- 
ing appearance,  and  surpasses  the  expectations  of  all  who 
have  seen  it.  It  is  built  substantially,  showing  no  sign  of  any 
defect  in  its  construction,  and  will,  if  no  calamity  befalls  it, 
stand  for  generations  to  come,  as  a  monument  of  the  devotion 
and  liberality  of  its  friends. 

When  the  new  building  is  completed  and  dedicated,  the 
board  hopes  to  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  college,  by 
enlarging  its  work  and  increasing  its  facility  for  a  thorough 
education,  and  will  need  the  hearty  support  and  co-operation 
of  its  friends.  There  is  a  bright  future  for  Heidelberg  College, 
if  its  friends  will  but  rallv  around  it,  and  do  for  it  what  thev 
can.    Never  before  were  its  prospects  brighter. 

Our  agent,  H.  Leonard,  will,  as  usual,  present  a  separate 
report  of  his  operations  during  the  year,  so  that  no  reference 
is  here  made  to  his  work.  We  are  glad  to  say  he  has  lost  none 
of  his  interest  in  the  college,  and  is  as  ready  to  labor  in  its 
behalf  as  he  was  in  the  more  youthful  period  of  his  life.  May 
he  live  to  see  it  enter  upon  an  enlarged  field  of  usefulness. 
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We  are  sorry  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that  the  meetings  of 
the  board  are  not  attended  as  fully  and  regularly  by  the  mem- 
bers as  is  desired,  so  that  the  board  has  felt  constrained  to 
send  an  overture  to  this  synod  on  the  subject,  hoping  that  such 
action  may  be  taken  as  will  remedy  the  evil  complained  of,  or 
at  least  induce  the  members  elected  on  the  board  by  this  synod 
to  feel  a  sufficient  interest  in  its  meetings  as  to  have  themselves 
excused  if  they  can  not  attend. 

Thanking  the  synod  for  what  it  has  done  in  the  past,  the 
board  would  kindly  ask  its  continued  co-operation,  and  will 
pledge  itself  to  do  all  it  can  to  make  the  college  worthy  of  the 
taTor  and  support  of  its  friends.

S.  Report  of  the  Financial  Agent, 

This  being  now  my  twenty-eighth  annual  report,  I  am  glad 
to  state  that  I  have  enjoyed  a  year  of  uninterrupted  good 
bodily  health,  and  now,  as  in  the  past,  I  still  find  a  welcome 
among  the  friends  and  patrons  of  our  institutions  at  Tiffin, 
Ohio.  Although  the  field  has  been  canvassed  again  and  again 
by  both  Dr.  Williard,  president  of  the  college,  and  myself,  yet 
we  still  have  been  able  to  find  some  gleanings  left  for  us  to 
gather. 

I  am  also  glad  to  say  that  we  now  seldom  hear  any  more 
objections  brought  against  this  new  enterprise.  All  can  now 
see  the  work  done  on  the  new  building,  which  gives  general 
satisfaction  to  all  reasonable-minded  persons.  All  can  see 
that  their  contributions  have  not  been  misapplied.  The  truth 
is,  all  who  have  seen  the  new  building  of  Heidelberg  College, 
and  witnessed  the  progress  of  the  work,  from  the  laying  of  the 
first  foundation  stone  to  the  last "  brick,"  with  one  voice  seem 
well  pleased,  both  as  to  the  architectural  plan  and  workman- 
ship. 

I  have  this  year  again,  as  in  the  past,  spent  considerable 
time  in  looking  after  delinquents  who  owe  interest  on  old 
endowment  notes.    How  shall  this  be  avoided?    Our  good 
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brethren  should  know,  without  being  specially  dunned  everj- 
year,  that  the  interest  on  their  obligations  is  due,  and  should 
be  paid. 

I  have  traveled,  during  the  year,  4,209  miles.    Total  number 

of  miles  traveled  since  the  22d  day  of  January,  1857, 102,642.

II.    REPOBT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON   HEIOELBERO   COLLEOK. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Thursday,  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  received,  and,  together  with  that  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  of  the  financial  agent,  adopted : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  begs  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  papers  that  have  been  placed  in  our  hands,  and  from 
which  we  make  this  report,  are  the  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  and  of  the  financial  agent, 
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together  with  an  overture  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Heidelberg  College,  requesting  this  synod  to  adopt  measures 
to  secure  a  better  attendance  of  its  members  at  its  annual 
meetiDgs. 

From  these  papers  we  learn  that,  notwithstanding  the  gen- 
eral depression  in  all  lines  of  business,  Heidelberg  College  has 
been  enabled  to  keep  on  the  road  of  progress^ 

Notwithstanding  the  encouraging  feature  contained  in  the 
reports  before  us  (which  show  that  the  receipts  during  the  past 
year,  from  interest  on  endowment  funds,  from  tuition,  and 
from  room  rent,  exceeds  the  expenditures  on  salaries  and  other 
incidental  expenses,  during  the  same  period  of  time,  to  the 
amount  of  $178.67,  thereby  reducing  the  debt  of  the  incidental 
fund  down  to  $1,906.16),  yet  they  also  disclose  a  discouraging 
feature  in  the  financial  department,  which  greatly  obstructs 
and  embarrasses  it  on  its  progressive  march.  This  serious 
hindrance,  causing  much  x>erplexity  and  discouragement  to  the 
financial  management  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  is  largely  due 
to  the  indifference  and  negligence  of  the  synod  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  principal  borrowed  years  ago  in  behalf  of  the 
Hamilton  Church. 

The  new  college  building,  which  has  been  occupying  the 
attention  of  the  church  for  some  time  during  the  past,  has  at 
last  reached  almost  completion,  and  to-day  stands  an  imposing 
structure,  an  ornament  to  the  city  in  which  it  is  located,  a 
crown  to  the  self-denying  efforts  of  President  G.  W.  Williard, 
financial  Agent  H.  Leonard,  and  all  others  who  have  responded 
to  their  calls  with  liberal  hands,  and  a  monument  to  the  church 
for  generations  to  come.  Its  erection  has  been  carried  forward 
with  unexpected  rapidity,  and  its  completion  is  assured  by 
June  18,  1886,  when  it  will  be  dedicated,  and  when  it  is 
hoped  that  all  of  its  friends  will  be  present  to  witness  the  cere- 
mony and  enjoy  the  festivities  of  the  occasion. 

This  great  enterprise  undoubtedly  calls  for  the  exertion  of 
all  the  managing  powers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  yet  the 
overture  plainly  indicates  that  the  work  has  been  resting  upon 
only  a  portion  of  its  members,  and  that  some  do  not  manifest 
the  proper  interest  and  activity,  in  their  attendance  at  its  ses- 
sions, as  is  incumbent  upon  them.  In  view  of  the  above,  we 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 
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Resolved^  That  each  member  of  this  synod  be  requested  to 
make  a  special  effort  to  raise,  daring  the  next  synodical  year^ 
his  portion  of  indebtedness  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
the  principal  borrowed  years  ago  in  behalf  of  the  Hamilton 
Church. 

Resolved^  That  all  the  members  of  the  synod  co-operate,  as 
much  as  possible,  with  the  financial  agent,  H.  Leonard,  to  col- 
lect the  interest  on  endowment  funds  from  delinquents. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  requires  of  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  elected  by  this  synod,  to 
be  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or 
to  send  to  the  board  a  reasonable  written  excuse  for  their 
absence.  x 

Resolved^  That  this  synod,  with  grateful  feelings,  gives  its 
cordial  thanks  to  President  Williard,  for  his  self-denying  labor 
in  the  collection  of  college  funds,  and  for  his  superintendence 
and  untiring  effort  in  completing  the  erection  of  the  new  col- 
lege building. 

Resolved.  That  the  synod  also  returns  thanks  to  the  financial 
agent,  H.  Leonard,  for  the  admirable  interest  he  manifests  in 
the  completion  and  prosperity  of  the  college.

During  the  morning  session  on  Friday,  Rev.  Frederick 
Strassner,  of  St  John's  Classis,  Central  Synod,  appeared  in 
the  synod,  and  having  the  privilege  accorded,  made  a  clear 
and  interesting  statement  respecting  the  condition,  working, 
and  prospects  of  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

During  the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  Rev.  Peter  C. 
Prugh,  Superintendent  of  the  Orphans'  Homcat  Butler,  Pa., 
made  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  operations  and  prospects  of 
this  home.  He  also,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  delivered  an  address, 
possessed  of  interest  and  instruction,  on  the  subject  of  church 
orphanages. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon 
session  on  Thursday,  reported,  in  Item  6,  that  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  St.  Paul's  Orphan's  Home,  at  Butler, 
Pennsylvania,  was  received.    This  was  referred  to  a  special 
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committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  William  H.  Shults,  John  J.  M.. 
Oniber,  3eorge  H.  Leonard,  and  Elder  William  Yeager.  This 
committee,  during  the  session  on  Monday  morning,  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted: 

The  special  committee,  to  whom  the  interests  of  St.  PauFs 
Orphans^  Home,  at  Butler,  Pennsylvania,  were  referred,  would 
respectfully  report: 

That  your  committee  have  had  before  them  a  paper  from 
the  president  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  presenting  an  encour- 
aging statement  of  facts  concerning  the  condition  of  the  St 
PauPs  Orphans'  Home. 

We  have  also  had  the  pleasure  of  gathering  additional 
information,  by  a  i>ersonaI  conversation  with  the  efficient- 
superintendent  of  the  home. 

There  is  a  heartfelt  expression  of  appreciation  given,  because 
of  the  sympathy  and  material  aid  received.  The  individuals, 
congregations,  and  Sunday-schools,  may  feel  assured  that  their 
contributions  have  been  applied  to  a  worthy  cause,  and  in  a 
most  wise  and  judicious  manner. 

Orphans  within  the  bounds  of  our  synod  may  be  received,, 
upon  making  the  proper  application. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  for  considera- 
tion the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  we  reassure  the  superintendent  and  mana- 
gers of  our  continued  interest  in  the  home. 

Resolved^  That  we  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  the  super- 
intendent of  the  home  to  visit  our  congregations  or  charges,  a& 
he  may  desire,  and  present  the  nature  and  importance  or 
church  orphanages.

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ARTICLE  XVII. 
SUNDAY^CHOOLS. 

I.    REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OF  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS, 

Dear  Brethren  and  eo-laborere  in  the  Sunday-school: 

It  is  ten  years  since  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  this  synod 
was  established.  Their  decennial  report  is  submitted  to  you 
with  feelings  of  glad  thanksgiving  and  holy  joy ;  for  this  past 
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synodical  year  has  been  the  most  happy  and  auspicioos  Sunday- 
school  year  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  WesL 
Your  board  has  been  in  correspondence  with  every  clasms  in 
the  synod,  and  has  endeavored  to  exercise  faithful  and  diligent 
watchfulness  over  the  Sunday-school  interests  and  work  of  the 
synod.  Much  laborious  work  has  been  done,  and  God  has 
blessed  our  Sabbath-schools  greatly. 

i.   Statistics, 

Your  board  had  3,000  blanks  printed  for  the  use  of  charges, 
in  reporting  their  Sabbath -school  statistics,  and  300  blanks  for 
the  use  of  stated  clerks.  These  have  all  been  distributed  to 
the  classes  in  this  synod,  and  if  there  is  any  lack  of  supply  for 
pastors  and  charges,  the  stated  clerks  of  the  cla*>8es,  to  whom 
these  blanks  have  been  sent,  must  be  held  responsible.  These 
blanks  are  somewhat  different  from  any  previously  issued,  and 
the  present  supply  ought  to  last  five  or  eight  years.  We  here- 
with submit  a  copy. 

It  is  very  easy  to  ask :  ^'  What  use  is  there  in  gathering  these 
Sunday-school  statistics?'^  And,  as  it  requires  considerable 
care  and  labor  to  furnish  these  reports  to  the  classes  and  synod, 
there  always  will  be  some  who  are  ready  to  abolish  the  whole 
effort.  But  reason  and  experience  both  tell  us  that  there  is 
no  better  way  to  get  at  the  actual  facts  in  the  case^  or  to  form 
an  intelligent  and  reliable  opinion  as  to  the  condition,  results, 
efficiency,  and  outlook  of  the  Sunday-schools  of  a  diurch, 
than  to  see  and  study  the  Sunday-school  statistics  of  that 
denomination.  The  time  surely  has  gone  by,  in  our  history  as 
a  church,  to  tolerate  such  laxness  and  indifference  as  has  been 
manifested  (in  Northern  Illinois  Olassis,  for  instanee,  and  also 
in  some  parts  of  other  classes,  this  past  year),  in  reference  to 
pastors  and  charges  reporting  the  condition  and  work  of  so 
important  a  sphere  of  churchly  activity  as  that  of  the  Sabbath- 
school.  A  little  discipline  here  would  be  wholesome,  and 
secure  greater  respect  and  honor  for  our  church  goTemment, 
which  surely  gives  suflScient  authority  to  the  classes  and  synods, 
if  only  they  will  exercise  it 

The  accompanying  summary  of  the  general  classical  reports 
in  reference  to  the  Sunday-school,  is  the  most  complete, 
instructive,  and  satisfactory  of  any  such  report  ever  submitted 
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by  your  board.  We  are  under  special  obligations  to  the  stated 
clerks  of  the  different  classes,  for  the  care  which  they  have 
exercised,  and  the  special  efforts  put  forth  by  some  of  them, 
in  securing  reports  by  earnest  persistence  and  almost  unceas- 
ing importunity.  We  recommend  to  the  synod,  that  the  brief 
general  statistical  report  herewith  presented,  be  published  in 
the  minutes,  and  that  thus  these  comprehensive  and  instructive 
facts  be  spread  before  the  church  at  large. 

S,  Sunday-school  Conrentiong, 

Miami,  Tuscarawas,  Lancaster,  Tiffin,  Eastern  Ohio,  St. 
Joseph,  Northern  Illinois,  and  Iowa  classes,  held  Sunday- 
school  conventions  during  the  year.  The  programmes  of  most 
of  them  accompany  this  report,  for  the  examination  of  your 
Committee  on  Sunday-schools.  St.  Joseph  Classis,  whose 
strength  and  efficiency  the  past  year  have  been  so  much  de- 
pleted by  the  many  vacancies  in  its  charges,  and  Tiffin  Classis, 
in  which  our  institutions  of  learning  are  situated,  and  where 
we  would  naturally  look  for  more  than  usual  interest  in  such 
a  cause  as  that  of  the  Sabbath-school,  are  the  only  classes  that 
report  a  small  attendance  at  the  conventions;  all  the  other 
classes  report  unusually  interesting  and  well-attended  conven- 
tions. The  report  from  Lancaster  Classis  says:  ^^We  have 
never  held  a  convention  in  which  the  interest  has  been  so 
deep  and  the  attendance  so  large.''  The  report  from  Eastern 
Ohio  Classis  says:  ^^Notwithstanding  the  place  of  meeting 
was  very  inconvenient  to  reach  from  the  various  points  in  the 
elassis,  yet  the  attendance  was  good.  Nearly  every  charge 
and  Sunday-school  was  represented.  All  on  the  programme 
were  present,  with  one  exception,  and  presented  carefully 
prepared  papers  or  addresses."  Tuscarawas  Classis  reports  a 
"  very  interesting  and  profitable  convention."  In  the  North- 
em  Division  of  Miami  Classis,  "eighteen  out  of  twenty-two 
schools  were  represented  at  the  convention,  which  was  the 
most  pleasant  and  profitable  ever  held  since  the  classis  was 
first  divided  into  two  Sunday-school  districts."  Kansas  and 
Shelby  cla^^ses,  we  regret  to  say,  held  no  convention  during 
the  year.  This  neglect  to  comply  with  the  synod's  instruc- 
tions should  be  duly  considered  and  remedied  by  the  synod,  in 
some  way. 
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The  ministry  of  the  church  are  mainly  responsible  for  the 
existence,  character,  and  success  of  these  Sunday-school  con- 
ventions. We  suggest  that  the  synod  instruct  Uie  different 
classes  to  enforce  the  rule  in  reference  to  the  attendance  of 
ministers  at  Sunday-school  conventions  (see  Minutes  of  1884, 
page  67)  with  special  strictness  and  care. 

S,   Children*^  Day, 

The  one  feature  of  the  year  in  our  Sunday-school  work  that 
calls  for  special  mention  is  the  joyful  and  successful  observ- 
ance of  our  first  annual  Children's  Day,  on  September  6, 1885. 
From  all  parts  of  the  synod  we  have  received  the  most  grati- 
fying reports.  The  day  designated  has.  we  believe,  been  well 
chosen.  It  affords  the  best  time  in  the  year  for  tasty,  beauti- 
fal,  and  elaborate  decorations  of  the  house  of  God.  Coming 
as  it  does,  also,  just  at  that  season  of  the  year  when  spiritual 
interest  in  the  church,  as  well  as  the  attendance  in  the  Sunday- 
school  itself,  begins  to  revive,  it  gives  a  blessed  impetus  to  the 
whole  church-life,  and  quickens  every  department  of  chuf chly 
activity  with  its  holy  joy,  its  thrill  of  praise,  and  its  spiritual 
enthusiasm. 

Your  board  prepared  a  "  Service "  appropriate  to  the  day, 
and  the  publication  of  it  was  assumed  by  the  Reformed  Pub- 
lishing Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  A  copy  of  this  "  Service  " 
is  herewith  transmitted.  It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  report 
that  this  **  Service  "  was  very  extensively  used,  and  seems  to 
have  given  general  satisfaction.  Nearly  ten  thousand  copies 
were  sent  out  to  the  Sunday-schools  of  our  church. 

Some  Sabbath-schools  outside  of  the  bounds  of  this  synod 
joined  with  us  in  the  glad  observance  of  Children's  Day,  and 
used  the  "  Service  "  prepared  by  your  board.  We  believe  that 
the  possibilities  of  good  that  may  be  accomplished  through 
the  proper  observance  of  a  Children's  Day  in  our  church,  are 
just  beginning  to  be  truly  appreciated.  We  believe,  also,  that 
what  has  been  done  by  this  synod  within  the  past  year,  is  the 
pledge  and  assurance  of  appropriate  action  on  the  subject  by 
the  General  Synod  in  1887. 

The  total  amount  contributed  toward  benevolence  in  the 
Children's  Day  services,  within  the  bounds  of  this  synod,  was 
$1,000.    About  $100  were  contributed  by  Sabbath-schools  out- 
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side  of  the  bounds  of  this  synod.  Were  such  a  day  observed 
throughout  the  entire  Reformed  Church,  and  each  synod 
simply  to  give  for  benevolence  as  the  Sabbath-schools  of  this 
synod  contributed  to  various  benevolent  purposes  on  our  first 
Children's  Day,  the  sum  of  at  least  $7,000  could  thus  be 
secured  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom  on  one  such 
day  alone.  Surely  the  district  synods  and  General  Synod 
ought  not  to  delay  action  in  regard  to  this  blessed  movement 
among  our  Sunday-schools ! 

4*  Siifns  of  Progress. 

The  numerical  strength  of  our  Sabbath-schools,  as  a  rule,, 
has  steadily  increased  during  the  year.  The  spiritual  progress 
has  been  plain  and  marked.  The  Sunday-school  is  entering, 
more  and  more,  into  the  true  life  and  mission  of  the  Church 
of  Christ,  and  realizing  its  true  purpose  as  being  only  a  part 
of  the  church,  not  a  separate,  moral  or  philanthropic  institu- 
tion existing  alongside  of  the  church.  The  number  of  mem- 
bers ()f  the  Sabbath-school  professing  religion  during  the  year* 
has  been  greater  than  heretofore.  There  is  deeper  consecra- 
tion on  the  part  of  ofScers  and  teachers.  And,  not  counting 
the  contributions  of  the  Children's  Day,  more  tlian  five  times 
as  much  has  been  given  toward  benevolence  the  past  year* 
than  the  year  before. 

We  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption : 

Resolved^  That  while  this  synod  positively  enjoins  upon  all 
the  classes  within  its  bounds  the  observance  of  the  first  Sun- 
day in  September  as  the  annual  Children's  Day,  yet  where  it 
is  necessary,  because  of  the  number  of  congregations  in  a 
charge,  to  observe  more  than  one  Sabbath,  we  designate  the 
second  Sunday  in  September  to  be  observed  by  such  charges 
in  connection  with  the  first  Sunday  in  that  month. 

Resolved^  That  we  hereby  cordially  invite  all  the  district 
synods  and  the  various  classes  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  to  join  with  us  in  observing  Children's  Day  in 
September  of  each  year,  until  the  General  Synod  shall  take 
suitable  action  in  reference  to  this  subject  for  the  church ;  and 
the  stated  clerk  of  this  synod  is  hereby  instructed  to  com- 
municate this  request  to  them  in  due  season,  before  their  next 
annual  meeting. 
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Resolved^  That  we  hereby  overture  the  General  Synod^ 
which  meets  in  Akron,  Ohio,  in  June,  1887,  to  establish  a  Chil- 
dren's Day  for  the  entire  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States ;  and  we  most  respectfully  suggest  the  first  Sunday,  or 
the  first  two  Sundays,  in  September  as  the  most  suitable  time 
in  the  year  for  such  services. 

Resolved^  That  we  express  our  profound  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Reformed  Publishing  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio,, 
in  providing  an  excellent  Sunday-school  literature,  and  efficient 
helps  on  the  lessons,  and  we  most  heartily  commend  these 
Sunday-school  publications  to  the  use  and  patronage  of  all 
our  Sunday-schools. 

Resolved*  That  we  hereby  declare  it  to  be  the  sense  of  this 
synod,  that  in  reporting  statistics  of  ^^  Union  Sunday-schools,^'* 
only  the  proportion  of  officers,  teachers,  scholars,  etc.,  justly 
due  the  Reformed  Church,  should  be  reported  in  the  blanks 
furnished  pastors  and  charges. 

Resolved^  That  having  discovered  a  marked  discrepancy 
between  the  reports  sent  in  on  the  Sunday-school  blanks  and 
in  the  reports  on  the  usual  statistical  parochial  blanks,  in  re- 
spect to  the  number  of  Sunday-schools  and  the  number  of 
Sanday-school  scholars,  this  synod  specially  enjoins  upon  the 
stated  clerks  of  the  classes  to  bring  this  matter  before  their 
classes,  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  so  that  means  may  Jt)e 
devised  to  rectify  this  difierence  in  the  two  reports  on  these- 
points.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  and  Catechisa- 
tion,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Friday,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  board,  adopted : 

Tour  committee  have  heard,  with  great  interest  the  report 
of  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  hope  that  the  members  of 
the  synod  will  catch  from  it  that  enthusiasm  which  will  carry 
on  our  work  with  and  for  the  children  of  the  church  to  a  glo- 
rious success. 
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With  the  evidenoes  of  the  advance  made  during  the  last 
year  before  us,  we  have  every  reason  to  thank  Ood  and  take 
courage. 

We  recommend  the  following  items  for  your  adoption :

2.  The  synod  hereby  instructs  the  classes  to  enforce  the  rule 
about  the  attendance  of  ministers  at  the  Sunday-school  con- 
ventions. 

3.  The  synod  urges  Kansas  and  Shelby  classes  to  organize 
and  hold  yearly  Sunday-school  conventions. 

4.  The  synod  orders  the  general  statistical  Sunday-school 
report  to  be  published  in  the  minutes  this  year. 

5.  The  synod  suggests  that  the  Sunday-school  Board  publish 
a  *'  Service  "  for  "  Children's  Day  "  next  year. 

6.  The  I  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board 
as  a  whole,  and  that  it  be  published  in  the  Christian  World, 
for  the  general  information  of  the  church.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon 
-session  on  Thursday,  reported,  in-  Item  7,  that  an  appeal  was 
received  from  Rev.  G.  W.  H.  Smith,  of  Lancaster,  Ohio,  against 
the  action  of  Miami  Classis,  with  reference  to  his  claim  of  a 
balance  on  salary  against  the  Caesar  Creek  charge ;  and  that 
-said  appeal,  and  the  papers  relating  thereto,  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the 
morriing  session  on  Friday,  reported,  in  Item  1,  that,  as  stated 
therein,  Rev.  G.  W.  H.  Smith  appealed  from  the  action  of 
Miami  Classis,  dissolving  his  relation  with  the  Caesar  Creek 
^charge,  and  confirming  a  call  to  his  successor  before  the  charge 
had  met  their  temx>oral  contract  with  him  as  the  former  pastor. 

The  same  committee  also  reported,  in  Item  2,  that  Revs.  L 
H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  D.  R.  Taylor,  and  J.  B.  Henry,  were  appointed 
as  counsel  to  defend  the  action  of  Miami  Classis  in  said  appeal 
•case  before  the  Ohio  Synod.  The  counsel  for  the  defense  were 
in  attendance  at  synod,  but  the  appellant  was  not  present, 
neither  in  person  nor  by  authorized  counsel. 

The  appeal,  and  papers  relating  thereto,  were  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver, 
Abner  R.  Eremer,  Emil  P.  Herbruck^  and  Elders  Edward 
Andre  and  William  Yeager.  This  committee,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which, 
'^^  declaring  the  appeal  not  in  order,^'  was  received  and  adopted. 
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Thereupon,  on  motion,  the  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  report 
i^as  reconsidered.  The  report  was  then  amended  by  ^^  striking 
H)ut^^and  ^^  adding  to,"  and  after  some  discussion  the  report 
as  amended  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Rev. 
G.  W.  H.  Smith  from  an  action  of  the  Miami  Classis,  respect- 
fully rei)ort : 

That  they  have  examined  the  documents  placed  in  their 
hands^  and  also  the  minutes  of  the  Miami  Classis,  from  which 
it  appears  that  the  appellant  failed  to  observe  the  constitu- 
tional provision,  in  cases  of  appeals,  to  lodge  his  reasons  for 
appealing  with  the  president  of  the  body  from  which  the 
appeal  is  taken.  But,  whereas,  this  synod,  from  all  the  facts 
now  before  if,  feels  that  the  case  requires  further  investigation 
for  the  benefit  of  all  parties  concerned ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  requests  Miami  Classis  to  review 
the  whole  case  again.

At  the  opening  of  the  aftemoon  session  on  Friday,  the 
stated  clerk,  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  presented,  in  tlie 
name  of  the  author,  a  copy  of  the  "  Historic  Manual  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  "  to  the  Ohio  Synod, 
and  it  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  submit  a  report 
thereon.  The  committee,  as  appointed,  consists  of  Revs.  Dr. 
Isaac  H.  Reiter,  Dr.  George  W.  Williard,  William  C.  B.  Shu- 
lenberger, and  Elders  Edward  Andre  and  William  Yeager. 
This  committee,  during  the  session  on  Monday  morning,  sul)- 
mitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  unani- 
mously adopted : 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  some  action  in  regard 
to  the  work  entitled  the  "  Historic  Manual  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,"  would  respectfully  report: 

That  we  have  examined  this  ^''  Historic  Manual,"  which  was 
prepared,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  our  General  Synod,, 
by  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Dubba,  D.  D.,  Audenried  Professor  of  His- 
tory and  Archoeology  in  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  at 
Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  and  gives,  in  a  condensed  form,  a 
history  of  the  Reformed  Cbiirch  in  Europe  and  America,  from 
the  sixteenth  century  to  the  present  time,  with  a  special  refer- 
ence to  the  Reformed  Church  in  this  country.    It  is  supple- 
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menled  with  an  Appendix,  which  contains  brief  sketches  of 
our  deceased  ministers,  tables  of  the  meetings  of  synods,  and 
comparativestatistics  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Reformed 
Church  throughout  the  world. 

This  "  Historic  Manual,"  written  in  a  terse  style  and  excel- 
lent spirit,  is  a  book  of  real  merit,  and  contains  much  interest- 
ing and  valuable  matter;  and  while  it  meets  a  long-felt  wnnt 
in  our  church,  and  furnishes  instructive  reading  for  the  people, 
it  will  be  very  useful  as  a  book  of  reference.  It  is  well-pro 
portioned  in  its  general  make-up,  beautifully  printed,  and 
forms  a  handsome  volume  of  433  pages. 

We  would  suggest  the  following  action  for  adoption  by  the 
synod: 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  a  synod,  hereby  heartily  recommend 
the  "  Historic  Manual  "  to  all  our  minii^ters,  consistories,  and 
members  of  the  church,  believing  it  does  not  only  deserve  to 
be  widely  circulated  and  generally  read,  but  that  thereby  use- 
ful historical  knowledge  will  be  imparted,  and  real  good 
accomplished. 

Eeaolved.  That  the  copy  presented  to  the  synod,  for  which 
the  author  has  its  thanks,  be  placed  in  the  Library  of  the  The- 
ological Seminary,  at  Tilfin,  Ohio.

We  have  considered  the  statement,  and  while  there  seems 
to  be  a  misapplication  of  funds,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  synod  has  no  present  jurisdiction.  We  would,  therefore, 
recommend  the  complainant  to  present  his  cause  to  the  classis, 
and  there  seek  such  redress  as  can  be  made.

CONSOLIDATION  OP  SHELBY   AND    NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  CLASSES. 

The  following  action  was  adopted  by  the  synod : 
Whereas,  Some  of  the  western  classes,  owing  to  their  re- 
moteness from  the  usual  places  of  synodical  meetings,  are  often 
not  represented  by  either  clerical  or  lay  delegates,  and  thus 
there  is  always  some  danger  of  our  not  having  a  synodical 
quorum ;  therefore, 

Besolved,  That  this  synod  most  kindly  and  urgently  requests 
the  classes  of  Shelby  and  Northern  Illinois  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  their  uniting  in  one  classis,  under  such  name 
as  they  may  prefer,  and,  if  at  all  possible,  to  perfect  arrange- 
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.meut8  to  this  end  at  an  early  date.  To  facilitate  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  consolidation  of  these  two  classes,  their 
respective  officers  are  hereby  instructed  to  call  a  special  meet- 
ing of  these  two  classes,  within  the  next  three  months,  to 
consider  this  matter. 


St.  Joseph  Classis,  as  reported  by  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Minutes  of  Classes  in  Item  6,  requests  the  Ohio  Synod  to 
ratify  the  action  of  its  special  meeting,  held  April  7, 1885,  at 
T^hich  time  there  was  not  a  quorum  present. 

With  respect  to  this  request,  the  following  action  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That,  under  the  circumstances,  the  action,  though 
irregular  in  form,  be,  and  hereby  is,  ratified  and  confirmed. 


Northern  Illinois  Classis,  as  reported  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  Classes  in  Item  17,  adopted  the  action  of 
the  synod  with  reference  to  the  formation  of  a  new  synod  in 
the  West 

Kansas  Classis,  as  reported  by  the  same  committee  in  Item 
18,  rejected  the  action  of  the  synod  in  regard  to  forming  a  new 
synod,  as  it  regarded  such  a  project  inexpedient  and  uncon- 
stitational. 

It  appeared  that  Shelby  and  Iowa  classes,  which  were 
included  in  the  synod's  action,  had  furnished  no  report  in 
regard  to  the  matter,  either  affirmatively  or  negatively. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  constitutional  number  of  classes 
favored  the  formation  of  a  new  synod,  as  authorized  by  the 
Ohio  Synod  in  1884  (Minutes,  page  72),  the  president  of  the 
synod  announced  and  declared  that  the  project  had  failed. 


On  motion,  the  following  action  was  adopted  by  the  synod : 
Whereas,  It  is  of  great  importance,  for  the  advancement 
of  the  church,  that  the  best  feeling  and  most  cordial  co-opera- 
tion exist  between  this  synod  and  the  Central  Synod  of  Ohio, 
occupjing  largely  the  same  territory ;  therefore, 

Besolved^  That  the  Ohio  Synod  appoint  a  delegate  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  Central  Synod,  in  Vermillion,  Ohio,  on  the 
20th  of  October,  1885,  and  request  said  synod  to  appoint  a 
delegate  in  return  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  our  synod. 
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In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  action,  the  following  min- 
isters were  elected  to  represent  the  Ohio  Synod  in  the  Central 
Synod,  namely :  Rev.  George  W.  Willard,  D.  D.,  primarius^ 
and  Rev.  Nathaniel  H.  Loose,  secundus.

PUBLICATION. 
The  following  rejwrts  were  received  and  considered: 

I.    REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

Your  board  was  organized  October  13, 1884,  at  Delaware, 
by  the  election  of  the  following  officers ; 

Rev.  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  President, 

Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman,  Secretary. 

Rev.  Joseph  G.  Shoemaker,  Treasurer. 

We  have  carefully  read  the  statements  by  the  publishers  of 
our  periodicals,  and  from  these  we  learn  the  following  facts, 
which  we  submit  to  the  synod: 

During  the  past  year  the  Christian  World  has  widened  its 
circulation,  yet  not  to  the  extent  its  merits  would  seem  to 
justify.  All  its  departments  are  well  sustained,  and  bring  to 
all  the  patrons  of  the  paper  useful  information.  It  should, 
therefore,  receive  a  more  general  support.  Grood  results  have 
invariably  followed  the  personal  efforts  of  either  pastor  or 
agent  in  securing  new  subscribers.  From  this  it  becomes 
quite  evident  that  the  circulation  of  the  World  depends  largely 
upon  the  personal  efforts  of  its  friends.  To  do  this,  some  pro- 
visions should  be  made. 

The  publishers  open  their  columns  to  contributions  from  its 
patrons,  hoping  thereby  to  identify  pastors  and  people  with 
the  progress  of  the  paper,  a  most  desirable  end  to  be  secured. 

The  Sabbath-school  i)eriodicals  have  been  sustained  to  a 
most  encouraging  extent,  the  circulation  of  these  being  larger 
now  than  at  any  previous  time.  A  change  is  contemplated  in 
the  matter  of  the  catechetical  department,  this  to  be  left  out 
entirely  for  the  year  1886,  the  l)lace  thus  to  be  vacated  to  be 
filled  by  notes  and  explanations.  This  conclusion  on  the  part 
of  the  publishers  was  reached  only  after  the  most  thorough 
canvass  of  all  the  interests  of  our  Sabbath-schools.  An 
expression  by  this  synod,  through  its  committee,  on  the  con- 
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templated  change,  will  be  most  acceptable  to  the  publishers. 

The  Interior  Monthly  has  been  published  for  nearly  a  year, 
and  has  proven  its  merits.  Its  more  general  circulation  would 
be  a  valuable  factor  in  the  growth  of  our  church,  and  should, 
therefore,  receive  the  cordial  support  of  all  our  people. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Hale^s  time,  with  Elder  A.  H.  Baughman's, 
expires.    Rev.  J.  G.  Shoemaker's  place  is  vacant,  he  having 
moved  into  the  bounds  of  another  synod.

U.    REPORT  OF  THK  8TANDIN0  COMMITTKE  ON  PUBLICATION. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  the  only  document  which 
came  into  their  hands  was  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion, from  which  we  learn  that  the  Christian  Worlds  and  the 
different  Sunday-school  periodicals,  have  been  published  regu- 
larly during  the  year,  and  that  their  circulation  is  gradually 
increasing,  which  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  this  synod, 
as  it  is  not  possible  for  any  church  to  carry  forward  its  work 
successfully  without  some  organ,  or  organs,  through  which  it 
may  acquaint  its  membership  with  the  work  to  be  done,  and 
the  way  it  should  be  done.  The  experience  of  this  synod 
establishes  the  fact  that  those  congregations  which  take  and 
read  the  periodicals  of  the  church,  and  in  this  way  keep  them- 
selves posted  as  to  what  is  and  should  be  done  are,  as  a  rule, 
the  most  liberal,  active,  and  prosperous.  This  being  the  case, 
yoar  committee  would  suggest  the  importance  of  our  ministers, 
elders,  and  members  generally,  co-operating  with  the  editors 
and  publishers,  in  every  laudable  way,  to  increase  the  circula- 
tion and  efficiency  of  the  publications  of  the  church,  so  that 
they  may  accomplish  the  greatest  good. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  your  commit- 
tee learns  that  a  new  periodical,  entitled  "7%^  Interior 
MoniJily^'^  was  started  during  the  year  by  the  enterprising 
publishing  company  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  the  object  of  which  is 
to  awaken  a  more  general  interest  in  the  literature  of  the  day, 
and  in  this  way  be  an  educator  in  the  church.  The  object 
being  a  laudable  one,  and  the  periodical  itself  of  a  high  literary 
character,  we  would  commend  it  to  the  favorable  notice  of 
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the  church,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  receive  a  suflScient  support 
to  justify  the  publishers  in  carrying  it  forward. 

It  18  also  gratifying  to  this  synod  to  know  that  the  Christian 
Worlds  and  different  Sunday-school  papers,  are  receiving  a 
wider  circulation,  and  thus  increasing  the  circle  of  their  influ- 
ence. This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  indicates  that  our  people 
appreciate  more  fully  the  literature  of  the  church.  The  work 
should  go  on  until  the  Christian  World  finds  its  way  into  every 
family  able  to  pay  for  it,  and  all  our  Sunday-schools  co-operate 
fully  in  the  circulation  of  our  own  literature. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  publish- 
ing company  continuing  the  Scholars*  Quarterly  in  the  same 
form  as  heretofore,  with  the  catechism  in  it,  and  would  request 
the  publishers  to  enlarge  the  explanations  in  the  Quarterlyy^ 
so  that  it  may  compare  favorably  with  other  publications,  and 
in  this  way  secure  a  more  general  result  in  our  Sunday-schools. 

We  also  take  pleasure  in  saying  that,  as  far  as  we  can  learn, 
the  periodicals  of  the  church  are  well  and  ably  conducted, 
and  would  recommend  them  to  the  patronage  of  the  church.

Note.— This  tabular  gtatement  was  to  exhibit  the  amonnta  of  the  apportion ments- 
and  of  the  papnenta  for  the  laat  eight  years;  but,  on  examination,  It  was  fonnd  that 
the  ■ystem  of  apportionments  among  the  claaeet  in  ita  more  regular  and  complete 
fonn  did  not  properly  begin  until  in  1881.  Previous  to  this  time  apportionments  were 
mainly  made  to  liquidate  arrearages,  and  it  is  also  somewhat  dilBcuIt  to  ascertain, 
from  some  of  the  reports  of  treasurers,  how  much  each  dassls  contributed  in  payment 
of  the  amount  respectively  apportioned.  It  was,  therefore,  thought  best  to  commence 
the  tabular  statement  with  the  year  1881.  which  indicates  the  practical  working  and 
results  of  the  apportionmeut  system. 

In  the  case  of  the  church  erection  fund,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  apportionments 
of  three  years  (namely,  for  1879, 1700;  for  1880,  $200;  and  for  1881.  |113;  making  a  toUl 
of  11.013)  are  included  in  that  of  1881,  and  so,  also,  the  payments  thereon. 

The  current  year  of  the  apportionments,  which  are  made  by  the  synod  at  its  annual 
meetings,  as  well  as  of  the  payments  made,  runs  from  October  to  October  of  each 
year.  Thus,  for  instance,  and  by  way  of  explanation,  the  apportionment  of  1881  has 
the  amount  paid  set  opposite,  to  the  right,  on  the  same  line,  but  to  find  this  amount, 
see  minutes  of  1882;  and  so  in  regard  to  each  subsequent  year.— [Stated  Clerk.

On  motion,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Friday,  the 
synod  proceeded  to  fix  the  time  and  select  the  place  for  the 
next  annual  meeting.

ARTICLE  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and 
Statistical  Reports,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Thursday, 
submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  : — Your  Committee  on  the 
State  of  Religion  and  Morals  offer  the  following  report : 

First  of  all,  it  l^ei^omes  us  to  acknowledge  God's  goodness 
and  mercy,  vouchsafed  in  Christ  Jesus  unto  us  as  ministers 
and  elders  during  the  last  synodical  year:  "O  come,  let  us 
sing  unto  the  Lord:  let  us  make  a  jo>iul  noise  to  the  rock  of 
our  siUvalion.  Let  us  come  before  his  presence  with  thanks- 
giving, and  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  him  with  psalms.  For 
tlie  lx>nl  is  a  great  Ciod,  and  a  great  king  above  all  gods/' 
Psalms  xcv.  1--3. 

The  rejmrts  from  the  various  cla^^es  reached  us  according 
to  the  standing  rule  of  the  svnod.  These  indicate  clearlv  that 
thn>\ighout  our  }x>nlers  Christ's  ministers  have  been  faithful 
in  tlie  discharge  of  their  responsibilities — that  their  labor  of 
love  in  tlie  lx>r\l  has  not  been  without  gratifWng  results. 
Sinners  wort*  admonished  to  come  with  repentance  toward 
Cltnl  and  faith  in  the  honX  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  saints  were 
St rtMvgthomHl  in  their  faith  and  ho^^e  through  the  preaching 
of  the  jiw^iH^l  and  the  administration  of  the  sacraments.  All 
the  !\^iH>rts  evidenw  that  the  ohun*hes  ei\joyed  the  grace  and 
iut\\UMUv  of  the  Holy  Ghi^,  the  abiding  Divine  Presence 
with  the  Ivlieving  hiv>t. 

Tho  \u>rk  of  the  y^^r  is  testimonv  anew  that  Christianity 
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is  a  life — a  divine  thing  in  the  earth.  The  congregations  have 
made  increase.  Progress  has  been  made.  We  have  gone 
forward,  lengthening  the  cords  and  strengthening  the  stakes 
of  our  Reformed  Zion.  Few  of  our  classes  have  reason  for 
discouragement.  True,  there  have  been  hindrances,  here  and 
there,  with  which  pastors  had  to  contend  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.  One  report  on  the  state  of  religion  "is  not  very 
complimentary  in  a  few  of  its  parishes."  May  it  please  the 
Lord  to  remove  the  hindrances  through  his  own  ordained 
means.  His  promise  is  faithful;  his  word  shall  not  return 
unto  him  void. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  to  your  venerable  body  that 
our  ministers  have  been  faithful  in  the  preaching  of  the 
Word,  in  the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  in  the  cate- 
chisation  of  the  youth,  in  the  visitation  of  the  sick,  in  com- 
forting the  sorrowing,  and  in  the  reception  of  members  into 
the  church  bv  our  time-honored  custom  of  confirmation. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  necessity  for 
complaint  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  pastors  that  they  find 
apathy  among  their  people  to  catechisation.  It  should  not 
be  80.  Nothing  is  more  helpful  to  parents  to  bring  their  chil- 
dren to  a  clear  apprehension  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.  It  is  a  most  gracious  and  blessed  benefit  to  children 
to  be  thoroughly  catechised  by  a  pious  and  faithful  pastor. 
We  are  most  happy  to  state  that  the  catechisation  of  our 
youth  is  not  the  exception,  but  the  rule.  So  it  should  be. 
God  wants  the  children  in  covenant  relation  with  himself, 
taught  industriously  the  way  in  which  they  are  to  go.  God 
wants  them  thoroughly  prepared,  through  faithful  instruction, 
for  the  full  communion  and  fellowship  of  the  church. 

The  reports  speak  favorably  of  the  moral  state  of  the  people, 
and  represent  their  spiritual  condition  commendable.  The 
people  are  developing.  They  are  going  on  toward  the  per- 
fection of  our  heavenly  Father.  There  are  shining  examples 
of  piety,  zeal,  and  godliness  in  our  churches.  The  Christian 
virtues  and  graces  of  the  religion  of  our  blessed  Master  are 
manifested.  Yet  we  are  not  without  spots  and  blemishes,  as 
already  indicated.  We  are  yet  in  the  militant  sphere.  Let 
us  fight  on  until  God  calls  us  into  the  realm  of  bliss  and  in- 
expressible felicity. 

There  has  been  encouraging  progress  in  our  Sunday-school 
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operations.  Proper  account  is  made  of  the  Sunday-school  as 
auxiliary  to  the  upbuilding  of  a  true  church  life.  It  is  felt  more 
and  more  that  the  children  can  be  depended  upon  as  efficient 
helpers  to  carry  forward  benevolent  enterprises.  Our  Chil- 
dren's Day  services  demonstrate  clearly  what  a  spiritual  force 
the  little  ones  of  the  fold  are. 

It  is  well  also  to  note  the  fact  that  all  along  the  line  of  our 
educational  enterprises  we  have  had  measured  success.  Both 
the  college  and  the  School  of  the  Prophets  are  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  Many  of  our  youth  are  seeking  higher  education. 
We  give  thanks  to  God  for  this.  Christian  education  is  the 
strong  arm  of  the  church  in  her  conflict  with  the  kingdom  of 
darkness.  Let  iis  remember  this  as  pastors  and  elders,  and 
give  our  hearty  support  to  the  college  and  seminary.  Let  ns 
encourage  our  children  to  become  educated  in  our  denomina- 
tional schools  of  learning.    It  is  the  part  of  wisdom. 

The  health  of  our  ministers  has  been  very  good.  Few  were 
hindei^  by  sickness  from  attending  to  the  care  of  the 
churches.  Yet,  we  have  to  report  .the  death  of  our  brother, 
Rev.  J.  Meckley.  He  has  joined  the  saints  in  glory.  '^Blessed 
are  the  dead  who  die  in  tlie  Lord.  .  .  .  Their  works  do  follow 
them."  We  are  admonished  by  the  removal  of  this  servant 
of  God  that  we  too  must  pass  from  the  present  stage  of  action. 
As  we  do  not  know  the  hour  nor  the  day  when  the  Lord  will 
call  us  by  death,  let  us  redouble  our  energy  in  his  blessed 
service,  and  keep  ourselves  ready  for  his  appearing. 

And  now — '*Unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from 
our  sins  in  His  own  blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests 
unto  God  and  His  Father,  to  Him  be  glory  and  dominion  for- 
ever and  ever.    Amen."    Rev.  i.  5.

MISSIONS. 

The  foUowinst  reports  on  the  subject  of  missiolu  were  re- 
ceived and  considered,  and  also 
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1.      ANNUAL  REP0BT8. 
1.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  MisMioru  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 
To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Respected  Brethren  : — In  presenting  its  annual  report  to 
the  Ohio  Synod,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  feels  that  there 
is  special  reason  for  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  church, 
in  view  of  the  pro6i)erity  that  has  attended  the  work  during 
the  year,  and  the  higlily  encouraging  prospect  for  continued 
and  increasing  success.  ^^Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us, 
bat  unto  thy  name  give  glory  for  thy  mercy,  and  for  thy 
truth's  sake/' 

The  usual  obstacles  that  hinder  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
missions — such  as  are  found  in  the  large  field  lying  within 
our  borders,  tbe  meager  supply  of  funds  placed  in  the  treas- 
urer's hands,  and  the  scarcity  of  ministers,  and,  above  all,  the 
want  of  a  suitable  man  to  superintend  the  work — are  still 
found,  and  yet  the  following  brief  statement  of  each  mission 
will  at  least  give  some  idea  of  wjiat  has  been  done,  and 
present  a  hopeful  outlook  for  the  future : 

1.  Jerusalem  Mieeion,  The  Rev.  F.  M.  Shults  has  served 
this  mission  since  June  1, 1884.  He  reports  steady  growth 
and  a  very  encouraging  prospect  for  increase,  and  for  the 
establishing  of  a  self-supporting  charge.  This  is  our  oldest 
mission,  and  has  been  so  long  under  the  care  of  the  board  that 
we  hoi)e  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  they  will  be  able  to 
get  along  without  any  aid  from  the  church  at  large.  To 
stimulate  them  to  more  earnest  endeavor,  the  board  has  been 
decreasing  the  appropriation  $50  annually.  This  year  the 
appropriation  is  $100. 

2.  Oreenville^  Ohio.  Vacant  part  of  the  year.  The  classis, 
in  whose  bounds  the  church  is  situated,  recently  added  some 
neighboring  congregations,  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Kessler  was  com- 
missioned to  take  charge  of  the  same.  He  reports  very 
favorably  concerning  the  prospects  of  the  iqission.  The  ap- 
propriation is  $200. 

3.  Paulding^  Ohio.  This  mission  was  taken  charge  of  by 
Rev.  J.  W.  Barber,  about  the  Ist  of  July,  1885,  and  although 
the  mission  was  for  a  long  time  vacant,  which  had  a  tendency 
to  cripple  the  mission,  it  has  a  larger  membership  than  it  had 
a  year  ago,  and  the  pastor  expects  to  add  another  congrega- 


lion  ill  the  near  future,  and  intimateB  that  if  he  could  I)e  sup- 
porlcd  BO  as  to  give  all  his  time  to  tlie  work,  much  more 
iimid  lie  accomplished,  but  for  the  present  he  must  devote  a 
linninn  of  his  time  to  manual  labor  to  support  his  family. 
AiJiiropriation,  1^250. 

4.  Lima.  Ohio.  The  mission  has  been  vacant  for  nearly  a 
veitr.  and  although  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  succeeded 
id  borrowing  money  and  securing  the  property  for  the  time 
beiiifi,  the  mission  waain  such  a  condition  that  the  board  re- 
quest eii  Tiffin  Olaasis  to  investigate,  and  report  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  continuance.  Tiffin  ClaeeiB  succeeded  in  adding  two 
cnii^ie^'ations  of  the  Ada  charge  to  the  congregation  at  Lima, 
anil  now,  we  believe,  il'  a  pastor  can  be  secured  at  once,  who 
will  stand  by  the  work,  that  his  labors  will,  in  due  time,  under 
the  Idessing  of  our  gracious  Ix)rd,  be  abundantly  rewarded- 
Theit^  are  no  peculiar  hindrances  to  the  success  of  our  cause 
at  Lima,  but  everything  in  our  favor.  The  city  with  ita  thou- 
sands, and  the  discovery  of  oil  adding  largely  to  the  wealth 
and  I'opulation  of  the  city,  gives  it  a  more  hopeful  appearance 
than  it  had'  a  year  ago.    Appropriation,  $500. 

5.  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher.  The  same  decided 
advance  that  has  characterized  thiB  oiission  from  the  begin- 
ning, in  all  the  elements  that  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  a 
con>;re;;ation,  are  manifest,  and  with  a  people  so  active  and 
jjosfii? asing  80  much  self-sacrificing  devotion,  may  we  not  ei- 
pecl  the  most  encouraging  reporta  in  the  future!  Appropria- 
tion. #eoo. 

(>.  ICentland,  Ind.  This  mission,  under  the  pastoral  care 
ol'  litfv.  L.  P.  Gross,  has  been  steadily  gaining  ground,  and  if 
ciiunh  buildings  such  as  the  mission  needs  were  only  secured, 
greiiiff  progress  might  be  expected.    Appropriation,  $300. 

7.  Holton,  Kansas.  Rev.  H.  Shumaker,  pastor.  Appro- 
priiiljon,  $400.  Owing  to  discouragements,  caused  by  failure 
ot  iT<>i)s,  not  much  progress  has  been  made  during  the  last 
yea  r.  The  missiyo,  however,  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  So  far 
a»  ciui  yet  be  seen,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  ultimate  suc- 
cess, but  under  present  cii-cumstances  the  growth  must  be 
slow. 

8.  Lyons,  Kansas.  Rev.  A.  R.  Holshouser,  pastor.  Ap- 
pro] iriiition,  $250.  The  hopeful  paator  always  sees  encourage- 
ments in  the  future,  but  reports  very  little  progress  during 
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the  year.  He  is  zealously  engaged  in  looking  up  the  suiTOund- 
ing  country,  and.  will  doubtless  be  able  to  orgjtnize  other 
congregations  in  the  near  future. 

9.  Wathena  and  Baker ^  Kansas,  When  the  former  pastor 
left  the  mission,  he  recommended  a  man  who  could  preach 
in  both  languages  and  do  outside  work.  As  a  means  of  making 
the  field  «elf-supporting  at  an  early  day,  Baker  was  therefore 
added  to  Wathena,  and  Rev.  F.  H.  Keller  was  commissioned 
to  take  charge  of  the  mission.  All  has  not  been  accom- 
plished that  was  anticipated,  yet  the  prospect  for  steady 
growth  is  quite  favorable.    Appropriation,  $100. 

10.  Altamont^  III.  Rev.  J.  F.  Butler,  pastor.  Appropria- 
tion, $150.  The  missionary  has  repeatedly  asked  the  board  to 
secure  another  man  to  take  his  place  and  relieve  him,  and  yet 
the  board  feels  that  the  missionary  is  doing  faithful  work,  and 
have  requested  him  to  remain  at  his  post  for  the  present. 

11.  Liberty  Center^  Ohio.  Rev.  Q.  C.  Gerlach,  pastor. 
Appropriation,  $100.  The  pastor  sends  in  a  very  encouraging 
report,  and  anticipates,  under  the  blessing  of  the  Master,  a 
successful  development  for  our  work  in  that  region. 

12.  Venice  Mission^  Ohio.  Rev.  S.  Shaw,  pastor.  Appro- 
priation, $150.  This  mission  has  been  making  steady  ad- 
vancement this  year,  and  a  number  of  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  congregations — some  of  them  heads  of  families. 
The  pastor  has  labored  hard,  and  his  work  has  not  been  in 
vain  in  the  Lord. 

13.  Sahetha^  Kansas.  Rev.  A.  G.  Lohman,  pastor.  Until 
recently  the  self-sacrificing  pastor  has  watched  over  the  mis- 
sion without  asking  any  aid  from  the  board;  but  the  hard 
times,  occasioned  by  hog  cholera  and  failure  of  com  crop, 
made  it  necessary  for  the  board  to  render  some  aid,  and  $100 
were  appropriated  for  one  year. 

U.  Colon^  Mich.  Rev.  J.  H.  Albright,  pastor.  Appropria- 
tion, $200. 

15.  Neriah^  Mich.  Rev.  Freeman  Ware,  pastor.  Appro- 
priation, $100. 

Very  little  can  be  said  of  the  last  two  as  they  have  but 
recently  come  under  the  care  of  the  board  at  the  request  of 
St.  Joseph  Classis,  in  whose  bounds  they  lie. 

Our  attention  is  repeatedly  called  to  the  large  cities,  as 
Cleveland,  Chicago,  Indianapolis,  and  Toledo.  The  treasurer's 
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statement,  showing  how  far  we  came  short  of  synod's  appor- 
tionments, will  show  one  of  the  reasons  for  ?>ur  not  occupying 
these  promising  fields.  It  would  certainly  be  very  gratifjing 
to  the  board  to  be  able  to  give  encouraging  reports  from  these 
large  cities,  but  to  do  this  the  church  must  come  forward  with 
large  donations,  and  pay  them  promptly  into  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer,  that  men  who  are  willing  and  able  to  do  suc- 
cessful work  in  such  centers  might  be  able  to  live. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  present  missions  under  our  care, 
not  less  than  $5,000  will  be  required  during  the  coming  year. 
If  we  are  to  take  up  any  new  fields,  additional  appropriations 
must  be  made;  and  in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  do  more 
work  this  year,  and  that  the  Reformed  Church  may  prosecute 
her  work  with  renewed  vigor  and  with  increased  confidence  of 
success,  the  board  would  recommend  the  election  of  a  super- 
intendent of  missions. 

Synod  is  reminded  that  the  term  of  Rev.  J.  J.  M.  Gruber 
expires  at  this  meeting,  and  that  the  places  of  Revs.  A.  R 
Kremer  and  C.  M,  Schaaf  are  also  made  vacant  by  their  re- 
moval from  our  synodical  bounds.

S.    Report  of  Board  of  Church  Erection, 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  met  in  the  First  Reformed 
Church,  Dayton,  Ohio,  November  13, 1885,  and  organized  by- 
electing  Rev.  E.  Herbruck,  President;  Rev.  J.  B.  Henry,  Secre- 
tary^ and  Elder  A.  H.  Baughman,  Treasurer.  Very  little  of  im- 
portance came  before  the  board,  and  a  reference  to  the  treas- 
urer'g  report,  which  accompanies  this,  will  reveal  the  fact  that 
the  board  can  do  verv  little  efficient  work  because  of  the  lack 
of  funds.  We  would  call  the  attention  of  svnod  to  the  fact 
that  of  the  two  apportionments  made  by  your  body  at  Dela- 
aware,  in  1884,  and  at  Louisville,  in  1885,  but  very  little  haa 
been  paid.  Pastors  have  had  their  attention  called  to  the 
matter,  but  by  the  majority  no  regard  has  been  paid  to  the 
appeal.  The  money  borrowed  jlbr  the  mission  at  Lima,  will 
be  due  in  January,  and  unless  the  pastors  comply  with  the 
behests  of  synod,  there  will  be  nothing  to  pay  the  note  with 
when  due.  It  seems  to  us  a  strange  and  inconsistent  course 
on  the  part  of  pastors  who  go  to  synod,  vote  money  to  a  cer- 
tain measure,  thus  obligating  themselves,  and  yet  return  to 
their  charges  and  ignore,  or  neglect  what  they  have  promised 
to  do. 
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We  attain  call  the  attention  of  eynod  to  the  necessitj'  of  es- 
tablishing a  church  erection  fund,  so  that  a  greater  stimulus 
may  be  given  to  church  building,  and  struggling  churches 
aided  in  their  work  of  building  up  the  Master's  kingdom.  It 
would  take  some  years  before  such  a  fund  would  increase  to 
Buoh  an  extent  as  to  be  available,  but  the  foundation  should 
be  laid.  Tliere  ie  no  reason  why  we  should  delay.  The  mat- 
ter has  already  been  neglected  too  long.

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n.     BSPORT  OF  STANDING  OOHMITTEB  ON    MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  morning 
session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived, considered  item  by  item,  and,  together  with  the  reports 
of  the  said  boards  and  of  their  treasurers,  adopted;  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  in  regard  to  $5,000  for 
home  missions,  and  $2,000  for  church  erection,  was  referred  to 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  for  apportionment  among 
the  several  classes.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  papers  refen^^d  to  us  are  the  reports  of  the  President 
and  Treasurer  of  Synod's  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  reports 
of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  Synod's  Board  of  Church 
Erection.  These  reports  have  been  carefully  examined  by 
your  committee. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  is  expressive  of  "  hearty 
gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  in  view  of  the 
prosperity  that  has  attended  the  work  during  the  year,  and  the 
highly  encouraging  prospect  for  continued  and  increasing 
success."  A  brief  statement  concerning  the  fifteen  missions 
under  its  care  gives  some  idea  of  the  work  being  done  by  this 
board.  Yet  the  report  clearly  reveals  the  fact  that  the  funds 
and  means  placed  at  their  disposal  are  not  adequate  to  the 
work  that  could  and  ought  to  be  done,  and  some  of  the  ground 
most  promising  and  essential  to  the  future  of  our  church  can- 
not be*  occupied.     . 

The  treasurer's  report  shows  a  falling  off  in  receipts  as  com- 
pared with  last  year  and  that  only  about  three-fifths  of  the 
apportionment  have  been  paid.  The  board  states  that  about 
$5,000  will  be  required  to  maintain  the  work  now  in  hand ; 
and  also  advises  the  election  of  a  superintendent  of  missions. 

We  therefore  recommend ; 

1.  The  apportionment  of  $5,000  among  the  classes  to  be 
used  in  prosecuting  the  work  of  this  board. 

2.  The  election  of  a  missionary  superintendent. 

The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  are  not  so 
encouraging.  The  treasurer's  report  shows  that  he  has  received 
but  $674.10  during  the  year,  and  that  for  the  lack  of  funds  the 
board  has  been  able  to  do  but  little.    While  the  report  shows 
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a  balance  in  hand  of  $197.26,  the  board  has  an  indebtedness 
of  $2,800.  For  some  reason  the  members  of  synod  seem  to  be 
indifferent  to  the  interests  of  this  Board.  The  board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Board  of  Church  Erection  are  co-laborers  in  the 
same  field  and  one  cann6t  well  succeed  without  the  other. 
The  working  ability  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  ought 
to  be  kept  on  equality  with  that  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
Perhaps  a  small  minority  of  this  body  is  aware  that  the  most 
vital  interests  and  largely  the  future  of  the  Ohio  Synod  rests 
with  these  two  boards.  It  is  apparent  to  your  committee  that 
the  required  work  is  not  being  done  under  the  present  method 
of  apportionments.  The  unwillingness  of  some  and  indiffer- 
ence of  others  make  it  necessary  for  the  synod  to  devise  some 
other  method,  by  which  to  secure  the  necessary  means  for 
aggressive  work  in  the  church.  The  board  calls  the  attention 
of  synod  again  to  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  permanent 
Church  Erection  Fund. 

Your  committee  recommends : 

1.  That  $2,000  be  apportioned  among  the  classes  to  be  ap- 
plied on  the  interest  bearing  debt  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection. 

2.  That  this  synod  earnestly  requests  the  classes  to  urge 
their  delinquent  congregations  to  pay  promptly  all  the  ap- 
portionments made  for  the  Board  of  Church  Erection. 

3.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  be 
authorized  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  its  members  may 
incur  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  boacd. 

4.  That  synod  devote  one  evening  during  its  next  annual 
session  to  the  discussion  of  the  interests  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection. 

JEROME  B.  HENRY,  Chairman. 

On  Saturday  evening,  as  proposed  in  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Religious  Services,  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions  w^as  taken  under  consideration.  The  opening  ad- 
dress was  delivered  by  Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey,  on  the  spirit  of  mis- 
sions in  our  congregations,  followed  in  an  address  by  Rev.  J.  J. 
Leberman,  on  the  helpfulness  in  the  work  of  missions,  suc- 
ceeded by  some  general  discussion.  >The  meeting  was  char- 
acterized by  attentive  interest,  and  an  excellent  spirit  of  mis- 
sions pervaded  the  audience.    That*  which  seemed  specially 
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needed  to  secure  avfull  measure  of  activity  and  success  in  the 
mission  work,  is  increased  consecration,  more  ministers  fired 
with  missionary  zeal,  and  a  larger  amount  of  funds,  with  the 
attending  favor  and  blessing  of  God. 


ni.      ELECTION  OF  MISSIONARY  SUPERINTENDENT. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation,  contained  in  the 
reports,  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mis- 
fiions,  the  synod  in  adopting  said  reports  decided  to  elect  a 
General  Superintendent  of  Missions  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  The 
election  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  opening  of  the 
session  immediately  after  the  preparatory  services  on  Satur- 
day afternoon.  At  the  appointed  time,  the  synod,  after  a 
season  of  special  prayer,  led  by  Rev.  John  J.  Leberman,  pro- 
ceeded with  the  election  by  ballot.  Revs.  Francis  M.  Shults 
and  Isaac  A.  Sites  were  appointed  tellers,  who  received  and 
counted  the  ballots,  the  Stated  Clerk  keeping  the  tally.  The 
election  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  Jerome  B.  Henry,  by  a' 
decided  migority,  and,  on  motion,  his  election  was  declared 
unanimous  by  a  rising  vote  of  ^e  synod. 

*  Thereupon,  on  motioA,  it  was 

Resolved^    That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  be  instructed 
to  extend  a  call  to  him  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

Resolved^    That  he  be  paid  eight  hundred  dollars  salary  per 
year,  and  his  necessary  transportation. 


In  immediate  connection  with  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  be  hereby 
instructed  to  begin  at  this  synod  the  creation  of  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  Progressive  Church  Erection  Fund,  all  the 
money  of  which  shall  be  used  in  the  establishment  of  new 
missions  at  promising  and  prominent  points. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  shall  put 
forth  special  efforts,  in  such  way  as  the  board  shall  deem  wise 
and  expedient,  to  accumulate  funds  as  rapidly  as  possible  for 
the  Progressive  Church  Erection  Fund. 
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Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  is  hereby  instructed  to  open  a  list  for  this  purpose  at 
once. 

A  subscription  was  at  once  started  with  the  members  of 
synod,  and  in  a  short  time  $266.00  were  subscribed  for  the 
object  specified.

VI.      women's  missionary  ORGANIZATIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon 
session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  4  that  an  overture  was 
received  from  representatives  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  Miami  Classis  on  the  subject  of  Women's  organ- 
ization for  missionary  work.  This  overture  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  John  J.  Leberman, 
Isaac  A.  Sites  and  Elder  Albert  Cort.  This  committee,  during 
the  evening  session  on  Thursday ,  submitted  their  report,  which 
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was  received  and,  after  having  been  variously  and  earnestly 
discussed,  was  adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  overture  from 
the  representatives  Mrs.  S.  B.  Yockey  and  Miss  Sallie  Leaman^ 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  Miami  Classis  would 
respectfully  present  the  following  report : 

The  synod  desires  to  express  its  gratification  and  most 
hearty  appreciation  of  the  missionary  work,  and  operations 
in  which  the  women  of  the  church  have  engaged,  and  in  the 
increased  interest  that  is  manifestly  taken  in  the  formation  of 
Women's  Missionary  Societies  throughout  the  Reformed 
Church.  This  synod  recognizing  the  importance  of  having 
Women's  Missionary  Societies  in  all  the  congregations  of  our 
church  would  recommend : 

That  each  pastor  in  the  bounds  of  this  synod  be  requested  to 
preach  a  special  sermon  on  the  subject  of  "  woman's  work  in 
the  church,"  and  that  he  in  connection  with  the  consistory 
cooperate  in  the  formation  of  Women's  Missionary  Societies 
in  the  congregations. 

That  the  officers  of  the  different  classes  be  appointed  a 
committee  by  this  synod  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  Women's 
Classical  Missionary  Associations. 

That  the  different  women's  missionary  organizations,  both 
of  congregations  and  classes,  be  requested  to  send  representa- 
tives to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  synod,  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  their  claims,  as  also  to  organize  a  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 

That  this  synod  fixes  the  Thursday  evening  during  its  next 
annual  sessions  as  the  time  for  the  consideration  of  Women's 
Missionary  Organizations  in  connection  with  the  missionary 
vork  of  the  church. 

That  this  synod  hereby  invites  Mrs.  S.  B.  Yockey  to  present 
tliis  imxwrtant  subject  before  this  synod  at  the  time  appointed.

VII.      THE  CAUSE  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon 
session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  2  that  a  communication 
was  received  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
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Missions  through  their  Secretary,  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Johnston, 
D.  D.,  asking  for  the  Ohio  Synod's  co-operation  and  assistance 
in  carrying  forward  the  missionary  work  under  the  leading  of 
Providence  with  success  in  Japan.  The  subject  matter  of  this 
item  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs. 
Frank  Wetzel,  John  R  Skinner  and  Elder  John  W.  Bishop. 
This  committee,  during  the  morning  session  on  Friday,  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted: 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 
We  recommend  the  subjoined  action. 

Whereas,  The  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioaors 
of  Foreign  Missions  has  given  us  a  report  of  the  good  and  eflS- 
<cient  work  done  by  our  missionaries  in  Japan ;  and 

Whereas,  He  has  asked  this  synod  for  its  prayers  and 
support;  therefore, 

Besolved^  That  this  synod  heartUy  approves  of  the  work 
being  done  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Jiesolved^  That  this  synod  rejoices  to  know  that  the  mis- 
sionaries are  doing  such  efScient  work,  and  by  the  blessing  of 
Ood  are  succeeding  so  well  in  bringing  souls  to  Christ. 

Beaolved<i  That  tliis  synod  set  apart  Sunday  evening  for 
the  special  purpose  of  discussing  the  subject  of  Foreign  Mi^- 
flions,  and  that  Dr.  6.  W.  Williard  open  the  subject  with  a 
thirty  minutes^  address,  to  be  followed  with  a  fifteen  minutes 
address  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig  and  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey,  and  gen- 
eral discussions. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  recommand  that  the  pastors 
take  up  special  collections  during  the  holiday  season  for 
Foreign  Missions,  where  they  have  not  some  plan  of  their 
own  to  accomplish  this  work.

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY.

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I.      ANNUAL  REPORTS, 
i.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Trusteei. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  met  in 
the  Keformed  Church,  Dayton,  Ohio,  November  13,  A.  D. 
1885,  for  organization.    The  following  officers  were  elected : 

Rev.  H.  M.  Herman,  D.  D.,  President. 

Rev.  I.  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  TVeastirer. 

Elder  G.  G.  Prugh,  Secretary, 

Your  board  held  four  meetings  during  the  year,  at  which 
the  interests  of  the  seminary  w^ere  taken  under  consider- 
ation.   At  times  there  seemed  to  be  new  avenues  opening 
up  that  gave  promise  of  favorable  results.    These  prospects 
were  faithfully  followed  up  and  every  agency  available  was 
utilized,  but  thus  far  nothing  tangible  we  are  sorry  to  say  has 
been  attained.    The  main  object  before  us  was  to  increase  the 
endowment.     The  present  endowment  is    inadequate — and 
unless  additions  are  made  to  it  the  seminary  will  continue  to 
he  embarrassed.    The  collections  for  the  immediate  use  are 
not  conmiensurate  with  the  demands  upon  the  treasury.    The 
result  is  anything  but  satisfactory  to  the  board,  honorable  to- 
the  church — and  discouraging  to  the  faculty  of  the  seminary. 
The  professors  have  not  been  paid  in  full.    Their  salaries  are 
small  enough — indeed  too  small.    It  is  becoming  that  they 
should  be  paid  in  full.    A  glance  at  the  following  statement 
will  present  a  clear  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case.    Oct- 
ober 1st,  1886,  the  end  of  the  current  y^ar,  there  was  due  on 
salary  to  Prof.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  $1,425.33,  and  Prof.  H.  Rust, 
D.  D.,  $1,452.55,  making  a  total  indebtedness  to  the  professoi^ 
of  12,877.88.    Much  of  this  deficiency  is  owing  to  the  fact  that, 
notwithstanding  the  earnest  and  persistent  efforts  of  the  treas- 
urer, a  large  proportion  of  interest  on  notes  is  not  paid  promptly, 
and  only  about  two-fifths  of  the  synodical  apportionments  for 
the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary  of  1882  and  1883  have  been 
paid.    This  is  shown  by  the  tabular  statement  officially  auth- 
orized and  published  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  in  1885,  page 
74.    The  facts  in  regard  to  these  apportionments  are  as  follows :

3.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submit  the  following 
a«  their  annual  report: 
The  board  was  re-organized  one  year  ago  by  re-electing 
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Eev.  John  1.  Swander,  D.  D.,  President ;  L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D., 
continuing  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Two  meetings  were 
held  during  the  year,  and  the  Executive  Committee  held  a 
number  of  meetings  at  intervening  periods. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  seminary  year,  the  following  stu- 
dents, after  having  stood  an  approved  examination  in  the 
various  branches  of  theology  laid  down  in  the  seminary 
curriculum,  were  recommended  for  graduation,  and  regularly 
dismissed  from  the  seminary,  viz.:  Alfred  G.  Berkey,  Henry 
Dieckman,  Frederick  H.  Keller,  John  A.  Ketrow,  G.  H.  Mar- 
tinke,  George  E.  Metger,  Solomon  W.  Seemah,  William  E. 
Shaley,  Jacob  P.  Stahl,  and  Augustus  J.  Toensmeier.  The 
commencement  exercises  were  held  on  the  evening  of  the 
12th  of  May  last,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  assembly  of  in- 
terested people,  and  were  equal  in  merit  to  those  of  former 
years.  B.  F.  Shults,  L.  E.  Martin,  A.^  Hocker,  Charles  B. 
Alspach,  Charles  E.  Miller,  Adolph  J.  Meyer,  George  A. 
Snyder,  Edwin  C.  Hibschman,  Joseph  D.  Peters,  and  William 
J.  Gerlach  were  received  as  students  into  the  seminary. 

The  professors  are  applying  themselves  diligently  to  the 
work  assigned  them,  which  has  been  made  more  pleasant 
than  formerly  by  the  comfortable  rooms  now  occupied  by  the 
seminary  in  the  new  college  building.  The  students  general- 
ly are  studious  in  their  habits,  as  the  examinations  prove,  and 
their  teachers  testify  to  their  universal  good  moral  character 
and  diligence.  The  year  was  cut  short  again  five  weeks  by 
the  repeated  action  of  synod  last  .year,  requiring  the  pro- 
fessors to  visit  the  several  classes  during  their  annual  se68ioni».

The  board  has  under  its  care  twenty-two  beneficiary  stu- 
dents, who  are  receiving  aid  to  the  amount  of  $2,200.  Last 
year  six  of  the  beneficiaries  graduated  in  the  seminary,  and 
are  now  serving  the  church,  that  aided  them  financially,  in 
the  ministry.  The  health  of  J.  A.  Kepner  failed  during  the 
year,  which  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  quit  his  studies  and 
abandon  his  cherished  desire  to  enter  the  ministry.  John 
Grether,  a  promising  student,  was  also  compelled  to  give  up 
his  studies  by  sickness,  which  proved  fatal.  He  would  have 
graduated  in  the  seminary  next  summer,  with  fine  prosi)ect8 
for  usefulness  in  the  gofepe^ 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  present  seminary  year  the  follow- 
ing young  men  made  application  to  be  received  under  the 
care  of  the  board,  and  also  asked  for  pecuniary  assistance, 
viz.:  William  W.  Troup,  J.  A.  Patterson,  Benjamin  H.  Roth, 
Joseph  C.  Smith,  Albert  H.  Zechiel,  M.  J.  Roth,  Ellsworth 
Kiinkle,  Harry  W.  Knox,  Clifford  Cost,  J.  W.  F.  Belser,  and 
('alvin  Mueller.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  pastors,  con- 
flistories,  and  classes,  these  young  men  were  received  and  aid 
promised  them,  and  are  now  prosecuting  their  studies  in  the 
college  and  academy. 

In  order  that  the  board  may  meet  its  financial  obligations 
to  the  beneficiaries,  the  annual  apportionment  of  synod 
($2,000)  for  beneficiary  education  must  be  more  fully  and 
promptly  raised  than  has  been  done  in  previous  years.  Less 
than  two-thirds  of  the  apportionmont  made  last  year  was 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  board.  Had  it  not  been  for 
funds  received  from  miscellaneous  sources,  the  board  would 
have  been  cumbered  by  a  debt  of  not  less  than  $500  at  the  close 
of  the  last  year.  The  treasurer's  report  will  show  what 
classes  are  deficient  and  to  what  amount.  Synod  should  call 
the  attention  of  the  delinquent  classes  to  their  deficiency, 
and  request  them  to  meet  it.  At  least  $400  more  than  was 
contributed  last  year  to  this  good  cause  will  be  required  the 
present  year.  The  board  does  not  ask  for  an  increased  ap- 
portionment, but  more  prompt  payment  than  there  has  been 
previous  years. 

The  following  suggestions  and  resolutions  were  adopted  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  board  at  it«  late  meeting 
held  September  30, 1886 : 

The  board  is  glad  to  report  that  the  number  of  pious  and 
promising  young  men  who  feel  a  call  to  the  ministry  is  in- 
creasing somewhat  rapidly,  and  that  therefore  a  call  is  upon 
the  church  for  increased  liberality  in  the  beneficiary  cause. 

Your  board  recommends,  as  the  result  of  their  experience, 
the  adoption  of  the  following  rules  by  the  synod  for  the  guid- 
ance of  the  board  and  the  students,  in  order  to  set  forth 
clearly  what  is  now  involved  in  some  uncertainty : 

1.  All  students  who  are  assisted  pecimiarily  by  the  church 
must  be  under  the  care  of  some  classis. 

2.  Those  who  are  assisted  by  a  particular  classis  are  under 
the  care  of  that  classis,  whether  formal  action  has  been  taken 
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by  that  clasnis  or  not  to  receive  them  under  its  care.    But  if 
classis  judges  it^best,  it  can  dismiss  them  to  another  classin. 

3.  In  the  case  of  those  who  are  assisted  by  the  board,  and 
do  not  come  under  Rule  2,  it  shall  be  the  right  of  the  board 
to  decide  as  to  the  classis  under  whose  care  they  shall  l)e 
placed. 

The  board  would  express  it  as  its  opinion,  which  ought  to 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  synod,  the  classes,  and 
especially  the  pastors,  that  no  student,  as  a  rule,  should  re- 
ceive the  full  appropriation  until  he  enters  the  Sophomore 
Class  of  the  college. 

The  time  for  which  Kovs.  Orange  E.  Lake,  H.  H.  W.  Hibsh- 
man,  D.  D.,  Silas  B.  Mase,  and  John  J.  Leberman  were  elected 
as  members  of  the  board,  expires  at  this  meeting  of  Synod.

5,    Report  of  the  Permanent  Committee  of  Seminary. 

The  Permanent  Committee  of  the  Theological  Seminan', 
offers  the  following  report: 

As  stated  a  year  ago  your  committee  held  no  meeting  on 
account  of  expense  involved.  Neither  was  it  very  essential. 
All  of  the  members  fully  understand  the  plan  for  securing 
the  additional  sum  of  $10,000,  in  order  to  place  the  Theological 
Seminarv  on  a  more  satisfactorv  financial  basis.    Each  classis 

■  a 

is  to  assume  its  apportionment.  The  apportionment  of  this 
amount  is  to  be  made  on  each  classis  per  capita  of  its  mem- 
bership, and  the  interest  to  be  paid  on  the  principal  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 
Four  of  our  classes  assumed  their  aj)portionment8,  namely : 
St.  Joseph  Classis,  $750;  I^ncaster  Classis,  $1,500;  Tiffin 
Classis,  $1,050,  and  Miami  Classis  assumed  the  interest  on  its 
apportionment,  $2,500  for  this  year. 
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During  the  year  our  professors  visited  as  many  of  our 
classes  as  they  could,  and  eflforts  are  being  made  by  the  pastors 
throughout  our  bounds  to  impress  pious  young  men  to  conse- 
crate themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministrv. 

If  the  classes  heartily  fall  in  with  the  proposed  plan  the 
Board  of  the  Seminary  will  soon  be  in  a  condition  to  take  an 
advanced  step  to  increase  the  teaching  force  of  the  institution. 

We  would  recommend  the  following: 

That  the  classes  that  have  not  assumed  their  apportionments 
be  urged  to  do  so  at  their  next  annual  meeting  if  possible. 

Re»olved^  That  Shelby,  Northern  Illinois,  Kansas  and  Iowa 
Classes  be  excused  from  assuming  their  pro  rata  share. 

Resolved^  That  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminan* 
be  requested  to  visit  as  many  of  the  classes  at  their  next  an- 
nual meetings  as  they  possibly  can.

II.      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SEMINARY   AND  EDUCATION. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
Education  during  the  morning  session  on  Thursday,  submitted 
their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  pre- 
ceding reports,  adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  and  Beneficiary 
Education  would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  reports  of  the  Board  of 
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Education  and  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  together 
with  the  reports  of  their  treasurers,  and  would  recommend 
the  following  for  adoption : 

1.  That  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  be  apportioned  among  the 
classes  for  beneficiary  education ;  and  the  classes  be  earnestly 
requested  to  make  provision  to  raise  said  amount  in  full. 

2.  We  recommend  that  rule  1,  2  and  3  of  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Education  concerning  the  relation  of  beneficiary 
studwits  to  classes  be  adopted. 

3.  Your  committee  fails  to  see  the  force  of  the  board's  re- 
quest, viz :  That  students  for  the  ministry  should  not  receive 
the  full  appropriation  until  they  reach  the  Sophomore  Class^ 
but  recommend  it  to  begin  with  the  Freshman  Class. 

4.  The  board  complains  of  the  want  of  funds  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  professors.  To  remedy  this  your  committee 
would  resi)ectfully  urge  all  who  have  given  notes  toward  the 
endowment  of  the  seminary  to  pay  the  interest  promptly,  and 
further,  that  the  classes,  not  excused,  at  once  pay  their  assess- 
ments for  the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary. 

5.  That  the  classes  which  have  not  already  done  so,  at 
once  assume  their  share  of  the  proposed  $10,000  endowment. 

6.  The  board  complains  that  the  college  has  been  receiving 
more  attention  through  the  church  papers  than  the  seminary. 
This,  we  are  persuaded,  is  not  the  fault  of  our  periodicals,  but 
because  our  ministers  have  allowed  the  interests  of  the  semi- 
nary to  lag.  We  hope  they  will  interest  themselves  more 
fully,  in  the  prosperity  of  the  seminary.  We  have  heard  with 
pleasure  of  two  prospective  donations  amounting  to  $21,000 
for  the  use  of  the  seminary. 

7.  The  Board  of  Education  reports  that  the  seminary  was 
closed  five  weeks  in  order  to  enable  the  professors  to  obey 
the  repeated  action  of  synod  to  visit  the  classes.  Your  com- 
mittee ventured  to  express  the  opinion  that  such  action  is  not 
necessarily  involved  in  synod's  instruction,  inasmuch  as  it 
do^  not  require  five  weeks  to  visit  the  classes,  and  synod  re- 
quests that  the  seminary  be  not  closed. 

8.  Finally  we  call  the  attention  of  the  synod  to  the  fol- 
lowing vacancies :

IV.   RELATION   OF  THE  TWO  SEMINARY    BOARDS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on'  Syiiodical  Minutes,  during  the 
afternoon  session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  5  that  a  com- 
mittee had  been  appointed  by  the  last  synod,  who  were  to 
report  to  this  synod  as  to  "what  are  and  should  be  tlie  respet'- 
tive  relations,  functions  and  duties"  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Said  committee  consists  of  Revs.  Edwin  R.  Williard,  Amos 
Casselman,  William  H.  Shults,  and  Elders  Horace  Ankeney 
and  Robert  M.  Kinney.    This  committee,  in  accordance  Ynih 
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their  appointment,  submitted  their  report  during  the  after- 
noon session  on  Thursday,  and  it  was  received  and  adopted, 
and  is  as  follows : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  report  what  are  and  what 
should  be  the  respective  relations,  functions  and  duties  of  the 
two  Boards  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows: 

Practically  these  two  boards  have  been  counter-parts  and 
complements  to  each  other  in  the  oversight  and  advancement 
of  the  varied  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  so  far  as 
this  can  be  accomplished  through  synodical  boards.  We  are 
convinced  by  the  experience  of  these  two  boards  in  their  op- 
erations for  years  past,  as  well  as  by  the  principles  that  seem 
to  be  reasonably  and  naturally  involved  in  their  very  exist- 
ence and  constitution,  that  each  board  has  a  legitimate  and 
nsefdl  sphere  of  activity  and  influence,  but  the  necessity  of  an 
explicit  definition  of  their  respective  relations,  functions  and 
duties  to  the  Theological  Seminary  itself  and  to  each  other  is 
dearly  recognized,  and  we  believe  that  each  board  will  be 
able  to  serve  synod  more  satisfactorily  to  all  concerned,  if  it 
knows  more  definitely  just  what  synod  expects  and  desires  it 
to  do. 

1.  The  Board  of  Trustees.  By  a  careful  study  of  the  an- 
nual reports  of  this  board  for  well-nigh  fifteen  years  past, 
your  committee  finds  that  the  thoughts,  time  and  efforts  of 
this  board  have  been  given  almost  exclusively  to  matters  of 
Unance  in  connection  with  the  Theological  Seminary.  As  the 
board  itself  stated  to  synod  in  1884,  "  the  all-absorbing  topic," 
at  it«  meetings,  has  been  ^^  finance,"  and,  in  its  report  to 
synod  in  1885,  the  board  speaks  of  itself  as  "a  financial 
committee  in  its  present  limited  sphere  of  work."  Sure- 
ly this  synod  means  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  is  to  be  more  than  simply  a  financial 
committee.  The  Reformed  Church  of  the  Ohio  Synod  itself  is 
mostly  to  blame  for  the  almost  exclusive  attention,  which  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has  given  to  the  finances  of  the  Theological 
Seminarj%  because  sufficient  funds  have  not  been  furnished 
with  which  to  carry  on  the  Theological  Seminary  successfully, 
and  the  board  has  therefore  been  forced  by  the  pressing  finan- 
cial necessities  of  the  case  to  devote  itself  to  devising  ways  by 
which  sufficient  funds  might,  if  possible,  be  provided  for  the 
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ably setured.  And  yet  without  attaching  any  blame  to  the 
lioard  in  its  operations,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  has  allowed 
its  sphere  of  work  lo  be  so  limited  and  circumscribed.  There 
are  other  interests  of  tlii'!  Theological  Seminary  properly  com- 
ing within  tlie  jurisdirtiun  of  this  board  that  are  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  permajn'Til  prosperity  of  the  institution,  and, 
also  to  the  welfareoI'lln-Keformed  Church.  All  the  interests 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  if  wisely  and  efficiently  man- 
afied.  will  be  mutually  helpful  and  productive  of  Messed 
reKiilte.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  following  impor- 
tant interests  legitimately  belong  to  the  functions  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary:  1.  The 
oversight  of  the  character,  conduct  and  teaching  of  the  pro- 
leBsors,  their  work  and  influence  in  the  institution  of  learning 
at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  tln'ir  relation  to  the  general  interests  of 
the  Reformed  Ohuri'h  within  the  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod-  , 
■2.  The  discipline  In  be  exercised  over  the  theological 
students  and  their  relations  to  their  professors.  3.  The  in- 
crease of  the  number  of  students  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  and 
the  devising  and  suggesting  of  means  by  which  this  desirable 
result  can  be  accomplished,  i.  The  permanent  endowment 
of  the  seminary,  how  best  to  secure  it,  and  the  safe  and  judi- 
cious' investment  and  successful  management  by  thelboard  of 

the  endowment  funds  obtained.  5.  The  holding  intrust 
of  all  proi>erly  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  seminary,  and  the 
preservation  and  impruvement  of  said  property.  6.  The  de- 
vising and  suggesting  of  means  and  plans,  when  necessary, 
whereby  funds  may  be  provided  for  the  immediate  use  of  the 
seminary.  7.  To  exeicise  careful  oversight  of  the  course  of 
stuily  in  resjx^t  to  its  leiigtli|and  fullness,  its  different  branches 
and  the  general  character  of  the  text-books  used.  8.  To 
temporarily  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  sem- 

Lry  that  may  be  nirii-^iuiied  by  the  death,  absence,  resigna- 
or  suspension  til  iiiiy  professor.    9.    To  have  chargeof 

.the  necessary  a[r:iiii;iments  in  regard  to  the  graduation  of 

students  as  sliall  have  completed  the  regular  course  of 

)gical  Htudy.    10.    To  have  at  least  one  member  of  this 

present  at  the  annual  examinations  and  the  commence- 

if  ,the  Theulogi<al  .Seminary,  who  shall  in  'dae  season 

■rt  to  the  board  of  said  examination  and  com- 
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mencement,  and  offer  such  suggestions  in  reference  to  the 
interests  of  the  seminary,  legitimately  within  the  scope  of 
the  authority  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

2.  The  Board  of  Education,  The  very  name  of  this  board 
is  expressive  of  much  of  its  true  function.  It  is  the  Board  of 
Education  and  also  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Theological 
Seminary.  To  it  is  committed  especially  the  cause  of  benefi- 
ciary education,  which  is  so  closely  and  vitally  related  to  the 
supreme  welfare  of  the  Reformed  Church.  It  is  also  through 
this  board  that  synod  expects  to  receive  most  of  its  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  internal  operations  and  the  practical 
work  and  condition  of  the  seminary.  To  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion belongs:  1.  The  examination  of  all  applicants  for  ad- 
mission into  the  seminary  as  students.  2.  The  oversight  of 
all  the  students  in  the  seminary  and  the  beneficiary  students 
in  the  college,  as  to  their  progress  in  theological  studies,  their 
moral  character  and  their  religious  habits.  3.  The  super- 
vising of  all  the  seminary  examinations.  4.  The  honorable 
dismissal  to  the  respective  classes  of  such  students  as  have 
completed  the  full  theological  course,  of  study  and  graduated 
regularly.  5.  To  devise  and  suggest  means  for  securing 
sufficient  funds  for  the  cause  of  beneficiary  education,  to  act 
as  the  custodian  of  all  bequests  and  legacies  in  befalf  of  this 
cause,  and  to  receive  and  pay  out  all  money  to  beneficiaries  ac- 
cording to  the  prescribed  rules  and  constitution  of  this  board. 
6.  To  receive  the  resignation  of  any  of  the  professors,  who 
may  wish,  at  any  time,  to  sever  his  connection  with  the  sem- 
inary and  communicate  the  same  to  synod.  7.  To  inform  the 
different  classes  regularly  as  to  the  standing,  conduct,  habits 
and  scholarship  of  the  students  under  the  care  of  these  classes 
respectively. 

It  is  the  duty  of  each  board  to  faithfully  discharge  its  legi- 
timate functions  a«  defined  above ;  to  communicate  with  the 
professors  of  the  seminary  often  in  regard  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  institution,  and  especially  to  require  a  written  report 
from  them  at  the  close  of  each  seminary  year;  to  submit  an 
annual  written  report  to  synod;  and  to  confer  with  each  other 
as  much  as  possible,  so  that  they  may  be  thoroughly  satisfied 
in  regard  to  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  seminary ; 
and  these  two  boards  shall  do  all  in  their  power  to  mutually 
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advance  the  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  this 
synod. 

Any  previous  synodical  action  that  conflicts  with  the  fore- 
going definition  of  the  re8i)ective  relations,  functions  and 
duties  of  the  two  boards  of  the  seminary  is  hereby  revoked

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  following  reports  were  received,  referred,  considered, 
and  adopted: 

I.      ANNUAL  REPORTS, 
i.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Tnutees. 

Thanking  the  synod  for  the  support  and  patronage  it  has 
given  the  college  in  the  past,  the  Board  of  Trustees  hereby 
presents  its  annual  rex>ort,  in  the  hope  that  the  college  may, 
by  its  continued  and  increased  usefulness,  render  itself 
worthy  of  and  receive  the  same  sympathy  and  good  will  of 
the  synod  in  the  future  as  it  has  heretofore  eqjoyed.  To  be 
true  to  the  trust  committed  to  its  care,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
had  two  meetings  during  the  year,  at  which  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  interest  of  the  college  were  duly  considered 
and  provided  for  as  fully  as  the  means  at  hand  would  allow. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  more  than  usual  interest, 
and  will  ever  be  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  college,  it 
being  the  year  in  which  the  new  building  was  finished  and 
dedicated  with  appropriate  services  to  the  interests  of  science 
and  religion.  This  important  event  took  place  on  the  l©th  of 
June,  1886,  in  connection  with  the  annual  commencement,  in 
the  presence  of  an  unusually  large  -concourse  of  i)eople,  who 
came  with  glad  hearts  to  participate  in  the  festivities  of  the 
occasion.  We  feel  sure  we  do  but  express  the  general  senti- 
ment of  all  who  were  present  when  we  say  they  were  greatly 
delighted  with  what  they  saw  and  heard,  and  went  away  with 
the  conviction  that  the  new  building  is  a  credit  and  honor  to 
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the  church,  and  that  with  it  the  college  entered  upon  a  new 
era  of  extended  usefulness  and  prosperity.  That  they  were 
not  mistaken  in  their  belief,  is  apparent  from  the  fact  that 
we  now  have  in  the  several  departments  of  the  college  and 
seminary  182  students  in  active  attendance,  the  largest  num- 
ber ever  present  at  one  time  in  the  history  •of  the  college,  for 
which  we  should  be  devoutly  thankful  to  God,  and  be  en- 
couraged to  renewed  efforts  in  our  educational  work. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  college  building,  corres- 
ponding improvements  had  to  be  made  in  the  curriculum  and 
teaching-force  so  as  to  meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends 
and  patrons.  The  course  of  study  has  therefore  been  revised 
and  enlarged,  and  the  academy  placed  under  the  care  of  a 
principal,  who  is  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  it  so  as  to  give  it 
a  broader  scox)e  than  it  has  thus  far  had  of  being  a  mere  pre- 
paratory department  of  the  college,  which  will,  as  might  be 
expected,  add  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  college,  and  so 
make  an  increase  of  the  endowment'  fund  an  absolute 
necessity. 

To  make  adequate  provision  for  the  necessary  teaching 
force,  the  board  elected  Prof.  E.  J.  Shives,  a  man  of  consider- 
able experience,  to  the  principalship  of  the  academy,  and 
Rev.  E.  R.  Williard,  A.  M.,  a  member  of  this  synod,  to  the 
professorship  of  Latin,  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Prof.  C.  M.  Lowe.  The  former  accepted  the  position  ten- 
dered him,  and  entered  upon  his  work  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term  with  gratifying  results,  while  the  latter,  for 
special  reasons,  still  has  his  call  under  consideration,  pro- 
vision having  been  made  in  the  meantime  for  the  chair  by 
the  temporary  appointment  of  Prof.  Sonnedecker. 

A  Conservatory  of  Music  was  also  inaugurated  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  college  year,  under  Professors  Griffith 
and  Adams,  men  eminently  qualified  for  their  position  and 
well  calculated  to  make  it  a  success.  The  attendance  of  stu- 
dents in  this  department  is  larger  than  was  anticipated,  there 
being  up  to  this  time  over  thirty  admissions,  from  which  we 
may  infer  that  the  action  of  the  board  was  a  wise  one,  and 
that  it  was  a  movement  in  the  right  direction.  The  board 
would  hereby  call  the  attention  of  the  synod  to  this  new  de- 
partment, in  the  hope  that  it  may  receive  the  patronage 

necessary  to  make  it  a  success. 
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Seeing  how  many  of  our  young  people  who  do  not  wish  to 
take  a  regular  college  course  go  to  the  normal  and  businees 
schools  of  the  day,  the  board  contemplates,  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  and  its  means  will 
allow,  to  provide  for  this  want,  and  so  afford  all  the  educational 
facilities  which  the.  times  demand. 

Such  an  enlargement  of  our  work  as  we  have  just  refwrred 
to  has,  as  might  be  expected,  involved  the  board  in  some 
financial  embarrassment.  An  earnest  effort  was  made  to 
dedicate  the  new  college  building  free  of  debt,  but  the  amount 
required  was  more  than  we  could  possibly  meet.  As  it  was. 
our  people  did  nobly,  having  raised  over  $40,000,  which  only 
left  about  $5,000  uni)rovided  for  at  the  time  of  the  dedication 
over  and  above*  the  subscription  still  unpaid.  As  the  build- 
ing, however,  had  to  be  furnished  and  heated,  the  latter  of 
w^hich,  when  completed,  will  cost  about  $6,000,  we  still  need 
$12,000  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  building  furnished  and 
fitted  up  for  use. 

This  is,  without  doitbt,  a  large  sum  to  raise  in  these  times 
of  financial  embarrassment,  especially  as  all  the  well  estab- 
lished charges  of  the  synod  have  been  canvassed.  Some 
have  also  given  so  liberally  that  we  almost  hesitate  to  ask 
them  to  give  again.  And  yet  the  necessity  is  upon  us,  as  the 
debt  must  be  paid,  as  it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  carry  it  and 
pay  interest  thereon  without  seriously  embarrassing  the  col- 
lege in  its  work,  so  that  the  only  wise  course  for  us  to  pursue 
is  to  make  an  immediate  and  earnest  effort  to  provide  for  it. 
To  do  this  with  as  little  interference  as  possible  with  the 
general  work  of  the  church,  the  board  has  adopted  the  plan 
of  taking  subscriptions,  and  allowing  those  who  may  need  it 
to  give  their  obligation  payable  within  three  years,  with  in- 
terest so  that  the  debt  may  not  increase.  A  good  beginning 
has  been  made,  and  it  is  believed  that  if  the  friends  of  the 
college  and  of  the  church  w^ill  unite  in  one  more  earnest 
effort,  the  amount,  large  as  it  is,  can  be  raised,  as  it  will  in 
this  way  be  distributed  amongst  so  many  that  the  burden 
will  not  fall  heavy  upon  any  one,  a  result  earnestly  to  )>e 
desired. 

As  the  debt  ought  to  l)e  provided  for  without  delay,  and  it 
is  not  possible  for  those  who  have  the  matter  in  hand  to  visit 
all  the  pastoral  charges  within  the  synod,  it  might  be  well  if 
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take to  raise  the  amount  required  of  thek  congregations,  and 
«)  help  the  work  along.  It  is  certainly  asking  too  much  of 
the  president  to  leave  his  work  in  the  college  and  devote 
most  of  his  time  to  the  finances,  when  a  little  effort  on  the 
part  of  others  might  often  relieve  him.  To  this  end  it  might 
be  well  if  the  synod  would  appoint  a  day  when  each  minister 
would  be  expected  to  lay  the  claims  of  the  college  before  his 
people,  so  that  all  may  have  an  opportunity  to  give  and  bear 
their  part  of  the  burden. 

The  college  is  too  intimately  associated  with  the  work  of 
the  church  to  be  crippled  in  its  operation  for  the  want  of  a 
few  thousand  dollars.  For  the  synod  to  allow  this  would  be 
to  incur  the  displeasure  of  God  and  to  prove  itself  recreant 
to  the  trust  committed  to  its  care,  so  that  the  only  thing  for 
U8  to  do  is  to  give  ourselves  to  the  work  before  us  with  un- 
tiring zeal,  and  not  relax  our  efforts  until  the  entire  debt  is 
provided  for  and  the  college  is  put  on  the  highway  of  success 
and  prosperity.    So  may  it  be.

2,    Report  of  the  Financial  Agent, 

This  being  my  twenty-ninth  annual  report,  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  I  can  repeat  what  I  said  last  year;  that  is,  I  have  en- 
joyed a  year  of  bodily  good  health.  As  to  my  success,  I  can 
say  again,  it  was  a  year  of  "working  over  old  territory." 
Many  of  the  old  patrons  and  friends  of  our  TiflBn  institutions 
were  willing  to  give  again,  although  Rev.  Dr.  Williard  and 
myself  have  so  frequently  canvassed  the  same  territory. 
Then  I  am  gratified  to  say  that  we  find  our  people  generally 
well  pleased,  since  they  can  see  and  hear  for  themselves  what 
a  fine  and  substantial  new  building  has  been  erected. 

It  is  now  earnestly  hoped  that  the  friends  of  our  institutions 
will  send  in  the  needed  amount  to  pay  the  debt  yet  resting  on 
the  building.  We  have  many  able  and  good  men  and  women 
in  the  church  who  are  able,  if  they  can  only  think  so,  who 
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could  give  a  thousand  dollars;  if  not  able  to  give  that  much, 
give  one  hundred  or  three  hundred  dollars. 

I  have  one  more  kind  request  to  delinquents,  and  that  is, 
please  pay  up  your  old  indebtedness.  If  you  cannot  pay  the 
principal  now,  then  be  sure  to  pay  the  interest  immediately. 

I  traveled,  during  the  year,  five  thousand  and  ninety-di 
miles  (5,096).  Total  number  of  miles  traveled  since  the  22d 
day  of  January,  1857,  one  hundred  and  seven  thousand, 
seven  htmdred  and  thirty -eight  miles  (107,738).

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Tliursday,  presented  their  report,  which 
was  received,  and,  together  with  those  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  of  the  financial  agent,  adopted : 
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Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Two  papers  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee, 

viz.:  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  financial 

agent 

From  these  papers  we  learn  with  great  pleasure  that  the 
college  has  had  an  unusually  prosperous  and  profitable  year. 
Many  advances  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
way  of  accommodations  and  in  the  course  of  study.  The  new 
college  building  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  June  last 
with  a  debt  of  only  $5,000,  wliich  to  the  whole  church  was  a 
source  of  great  surprise.  The  building  itself  is  a  marvel  to 
all,  and  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  matter  of  laudable  pride  to 
the  Reformed  Church.  The  debt  still  remaining  at  the  dedi- 
cation, and  that  incurred  in  furnishing  and  heating,  calls  for 
the  exertion  and  contributions  of  every  member  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  Ohio  Synod. 

This  synod  cannot  look  on  the  progress  and  growth  of  our 
educational  interests  without  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  his  blessing.  It  feels  esi)ecially  grateful  for  the  in- 
terest manifested  by  the  board  and  faculty  of  the  college  in 
adding  to  and  improving  the  course  of  study  and  providing 
competent  teaching-force,  thus  increasing  the  facilities  for  a 
liberal  education  to  the  church. 

In  view  of  the  above,  we  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  regards  the;;  establishment  of  a 
Conservatory  of  Music  in  connection  with  Heidelberg  College 
an  advance  in  the  right  direction,  and  commends  it  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  church  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved^  That  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  church 
in  the  Ohio  Synod  use  every  possible  effort,  during  the  year, 
to  raise  the  amount  of  the  debt  on  the  college,  and  that  the 
suggestion  of  the  board,  that  a  day  be  appointed  by  the 
synod  when  each  minister  shall  be  expected  to  lay  the  claims 
of  the  college  before  his  congregations,  be  recommended. 

Resolved^  That  the  ministers  of  the  synod  be  hereby  re- 
quested to  aid  the  Financial  Agent,  H.  Leonard,  in  collecting 
delinquent  claims. 

Reslavedy  That  we  express  our  gratification  at  the  election 
of  Prof.  E.  J.  Shives  to  the  principalship  of  the  academy,  and 
Rev.  E.  R.  Williard  to  the  professorship  of  Latin  in  the  college, 
and  assure  them  of  the  confidence  and  approval  of  synod. 
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Besolved^    That  we  again  return  our  thanks  to  President 
Williard  and  Financial  Agent  H.  Leonard  for  their  earnest 
work  in  behalf  of  the  college  during  the  year.

As  we  come  up  from  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the  past 
year  within  the  boimds  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  it  behooves  us  to 
fdve  hearty  thanks  unto  God  and  lift  up  the  voice  of  grateful 
praise.  The  glad  tidings,  which  we  rejoice  to  bring  before 
synod  in  our  report,  that  considerably  more  than  a  thousand 
members  of  our  Sunday-sc^hool  have  made  a  profession  of 
religion  during  the  past  year,  are  sufficient  to  thrill  every 
heart  with  thankful  joy.  There  is  also  no  department  of  the 
church  that  enlists  so  many  of  her  workers  as  the  Sunday- 
eehool,  and  here  we  learn  experimentally  the  great  lesson, 
that  the  best  way  to  get  good  is  to  do  good  ia  the  name  and 
spirit  of  Christ. 

Your  board  organized  by  electing  Rev.  E.  R.  Williard 
President  and  Rev.  A.  E.  Baichly,  Secretary.  Three  regular 
meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  and  much  hard 
work  done  in  behalf  of  the  Sunday-school  interests  of  this 
synod. 

i.    Cofweniions, 

As  far  as  your  board  has  been  able  to  learn  from  official 
and  private  sources,  all  the  classes  within  the  bounds  of  synod, 
except  Kansas  Classis,  have  held  regular  conventions  during 
the  year.  Now  that  Kansas  Classis  has  received  many  ad- 
ditions to  the  ranks  of  the  ministry,  and  is  the  only  classis  in 
the  whole  synod  without  a  Sunday-school  convention,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  she  will  at  once  proceed  to  the  organization  of 
her  Sunday-schools  into  a  regular  classical  association. 

The  programme  of  the  conventions  of  Lancaster,  Tiffin, 
Eastern  Ohio  and  St.  Joseph  Classes,  and  also  of  the  Southern 
Divigion  of  Miami  Classis  accompany  this  report  to  synod. 
A  mere  glance  at  these  programmes  will  show  how  largely 
the  spiritual  and  intellectual  aims  of  the  Simday-sohool  have 
been  discussed  and  emphasized.    The  missionary  and  benev-

oleiit  work  of  the  Sunday-school  has  also  received  special 
consideration,  and  the  agitation  of  this  subject  is  doing  much 
good  to  the  Sunday-schools  themselves,  as  well  as  to  the 
Tarious  benevolent  operations  of  the  church.  The  Sunday- 
schools  of  this  synod  are  to  be  credited  with  at  least  one- 
sixth  of  all  the  funds  now  raised  for  benevolence  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Ohio  Svnod,  and  some  of  our  Sundav-schools 
give  one-half  of  all  their  collections  to  benevolent  purposes. 
We  regret  to  say  that,  with  the  praiseworthy  exceptions  of 
Rev.  J.  R.  Skinner,  President  of  the  Sunday-school  convention 
of  St.  Joseph  Classis,  Rev.  J.  Ihle,  of  Tiffin  Classis,  Rev.  J.  P. 
Stahl,  of  Lancaster  Classis  and  Rev.  Joshua  Wolbach,  of 
Northern  Illinois  Classis,  the  officers  of  all  the  classical  Sunday- 
school  conventions  neglected  to  furnish  your  board  with  the 
report  called  for  by  synod's  instructions  on  page  69,  Minutes 
of  1884.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  there  is  not  this  direct  com- 
munication between  the  different  classes  and  the  synodical 
Sunday-school  board  as  to  the  general  condition,  efficiency, 
wants  and  prospects  of  the  Sunday-schools  within  the  bounds 
of  this  synod. 

S.    Statiitical  Report  from  the  Claises. 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  come  before  this  synod  and 
say  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Sunday-school 
work,  we  have  pretty  full  official  statistical  reports  from  all 
the  classes.  We  appreciate  most  profoundly  the  labor  and 
pains,  which  most  of  the  stated  clerks  of  the  classes  have 
spent  in  the  preparation  of  these  reports.  In  some  cases  it 
would  almost  seem  to  demand  the  forbearance  of  an  angel 
and  the  patience  of  a  veritable  saint  to  endure  the  tardiness, 
the  indifference,  the  carelessness,  and  we  might  almost  say 
the  unwillingness  of  some  brethem .  in  reference  to  this  mat- 
ter of  fumisliing  respectable  and  intelligent  reports  to  their 
respective  stated  clerks.  Some  of  the  classes  surely  are  not 
credited  with  the  full  strength,  efficiency  and  results  of  their 
Sunday-schools,  notably  the  classes  of  Miami,  Northern 
Illinois  and  Kansas.  Every  pastor,  every  Sunday-school 
superintendent,  every  stated  clerk,  and  every  classis  ought  to 
feel  that  these  reports  go  to  make  up  the  history  of  our  work 
from  year  to  year,  and  hence  should  take  a  commendable 
pride  in  having  them*  as  complete  and  exact  as  possible. 
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The  figures  of  the  accompanying  statistical  report  are  very 
suggestive  and  expressive  in  a  general  way  of  the  real  con- 
dition of  the  Sunday-schools  of  synod  and  what  work  they 
are  doing  in  the  name  of  Christ.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  of  much  value  for  present  and  future  reference,  we 
recommend  that  the  accompanying  general  summary  be  em- 
bodied in  the  published  minutes. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  some  of  the  classes  still  adhere  to 
the  old  custom  of  gathering,  their  statistical  reports  at  their 
conventions.  This  is  wrong  for  various  reasons ;  1.  Synod 
has  ordered  that  these  reports  be  made  and  received  at  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  classes,  and  not  at  the  conventions. 
t  It  consumes  valuable. time  in  the  conventions,  that  ought 
to  be  spent  in  the  earnest  discussion  of  practical  Sunday- 
school  topics.  3.  It  is  a  breach  in  that  uniformity,  which 
should  and  must  exist  in  our  methods  of  work,  if  we,  as  a 
church,  are  ever  to  have  our  work  and  business  properly 
systematized.  4.  Such  reports  are  always  sure  to  be  imper- 
fect and  incomplete,  as  the  conventions  are  never  as  largely 
attended,  nor  can  they  devote  as  much  time  and  care  to  such 
business  as  the  annual  meetings  of  the  classes.  « 

S.    Children^ 9  Day, 

This  is  no  longer  a  novel  feature,  nor  even  an  experiment 
in  our  Sunday-school  work.  Our  experience  in  the  second 
annual  observance  of  Children's  Day  proves  that  the  action  of 
this  synod  in  1884,  establishing  this  beautiful  and  significant 
festival  at  the  recommendation  of  your  Sunday-school  board, 
was  more  far  reaching,  providential  and  fortunate  than  we 
could  then  suppose  it  to  be.  We  can  now  see  what  an  auspi- 
cious and  golden  time  it  was  for  the  establishment  of  Children's 
Day  in  the  Reformed  Church.  Three  other  synods  have  fol- 
lowed in  the  wake  of  this  synod,  and  shared  with  us  this  year 
the  joy  of  such  a  delightful  annual  children's  festival.  From 
the  b^  information  that  your  board  has,  we  believe  that  at 
least  $3,000.00  have  been  raised  lor  the  various  objects  of 
benevolence  on  children's  day  of  1886  in  the  four  English 
Synods.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  $1,500.00  were  con- 
tributed for  benevolent  purposes  within  the  bounds  of  this 
synod  alone  on  our  children's  day. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  synod,  your  board  again 
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prepared  a  "  Mrvice  for  Childten's  Day."  The  publication  of 
this  was  assumed  by  t^e  Reformed  PubHshing  CompanT  of 
Dayton,  Ohio.  A  copy  of  this  printed  service  accompanies 
our  leport  We  are  glad  to-  say  that  it  met  with  a  large  and 
ready  sale,  20,600  copies  having  been  issued  in  various  editions 
and  sent  out  for  use  i«  the  church.  The  board  is  under  many 
obligations  to  Rev.  J.  J.  Excell  of  Reedsburg,  Ohio,  for  music, 
that  he  kindly  furnished,  and  to  Mrs.  J.  H.  Good,  of  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  Rev.  W.  H.  Shults,  of  Springboro,  Ohio,  and  BCss  Helen 
Kern,  of  Germantown,  Ohio,  for  poems,  which  they  con- 
tributed. 

It  may  be  proper  to  say  that  we  kindly  invited  the  Sunday- 
school  boards  of  the  Pittsburg  and  the  Potomac  Synods  to 
join  us  in  the  preparation  of  a  children's  day  service,  inasmuch 
as  their  day  came  in  the  same  month  as  ours.  While  neither 
board  deemed  it  prudent  to  prepare  a  "  service  •'  of  its  own, 
nor  to  join  with  the  board  of  any  other  synod  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  joint-service,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  they  cheerfully 
commended  our  "  service "  as  well  as  that  published  by  the 
Reformed  Publication  Board  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  both 

• ''  services ''  were  extensively  used  in  both  synods.

4*     The  Sundayschool  and  the  Church. 

If  the  Sunday-school  is  a  legitimate  and  natural  part  of  the 
church,  as  we  believe,  and  as  this  synod  has  repeatedly 
affirmed,  then  the  Sunday-school  surely  ought  to  be  brought 
more  fdlly  and  really  imder  the  control  and  sfipervision  of  the 
church.  The  entire  consistory,  especially  the  eldership,  ought 
to  be  regularly  and  heartily  identified  with  the  Sunday-school, 
so  that  they,  as  well  as  the  pastor,  may  be  intelligently  and 
experimentally  satisfied  with  its  teachings,  its  general  spirit, 
its  legitimate  influences  and  tendencies,  its  services  and  its 
management.  The  very  least  that  the  consistory  of  the  church 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  do  in  reference  to  the  Sunday-school, 
is  that  the  consistory  should  nominate  the  candidates  for  the 
various  offices  in  the  Sunday-school,  and  that  the  appointment 
of  teachers  for  the  Sunday-school  should  be  subject  to  the 
ai)proval  or  disapproval  of  the  consistory  as  such.  Tour 
board  suggests  to  this  synod  the  propriety  of  giving  a  deliv- 
erance upon  this  subject,  and  then  referring  it  for  further  con- 
sideration to  the  several  o^^aaam  with  instructions  to  take  such 
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action  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Grave  and  seiious  evila 
are  to  be  apprehended,  if  the  Sunday-school  and  the  church 
are  not  brought  into  mol*e  vital  union,  and  i£  the  Sunday- 
school  is  not  placed  under  the  control  of  the  official  head  of 
the  congregation,  which  is  the  consistory. 

5,    Services  for  Sunday  school  Festivals, 

The  remarkable  success,  which  has  attended  the  preparation 
of  the  two  annual  printed  services  for  Children's  Day,  indi- 
cates that  such  exercises  supply  a  felt  want  in  the  proper 
observance  of  the  Sunday-school  festival  occasions  of  the 
year.  Not  only  is  it  a  great  convenience  to  the  Sunday- 
schools  to  have  these  printed  services,  which  are  now  issued 
by  the  two  English  Publication  Houses  of  our  church,  but  it 
affords  us  the  opportunity  to  have  some  churchly  uniformity 
and  some  delightful  harmony  in  our  celebration  of  these 
festival  days.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  practice  of  a  few 
of  our  Sunday-schools  in  substituting  other  printed  services 
for  children's  day,  or  other  exercises  in  place  of  those  officially 
authorized  by  synod,  or  published  by  either  one  of  our  two 
Engfish  Publication  Houses,  is  to  be  severely  condemned. 
Synod,  however,  can  afford  such  a  breach  in  this  churchly  uni- 
formity, which  is  so  desirable  and  important  in  the  observance 
of  these  Sunday-school  Festivals,  better  than  the  Sunday- 
schools  and  congregations  themselves  can  afford*  such  extreme 
individualism  and  diversity  in  service  and  worship. 

The  question  arises  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  pro- 
vide printed  services  for  Christmas  and  Easter,  similar  in 
many  respects  to  those  which  have  been  issued  for  Children's 
Day.  Your  board  is  prepared  to  say  that,  if  synod  should 
dleem  it  wise  to  give  instructions  to  this  effect,  we  can  arrange 
for  their  publication  without  involving  synod  in  any  financial 
responsibility.  It  is  a  question,  that  may  well  claim  our 
thoughtful,  prayerful  consideration,  and  your  board  will  await 
instructions. 

We  recommend  the  following : 

1.    Requests  from  synod  to  the  classes : 

a.  All  the  classes  are  hereby  instructed  to  inquire  whether 
their  stated  clerks  are  using  the  official  blanks  for  Sunday- 
school  statistical  reports,  both  as  to  their  regular  distribution 
annually  to  all  pastors  and  vacant  charges,  and  in  the  annual

c.  Kansas  Classis  is  instructed  to  ascertain  why  its  pastors 
fail  to  ^re  complete  and  satisfactory  reports  to  its  stated 
clerk. 

d.  The  attention  of  Northern  Illinois  Classis  is  called  to 
the  action  of  8>Tiod  in  reference  to  reporting  "  Union  Sunday- 
scho*i1e.''  see  minutes  of  1SS5,  page  59. 

2.  Synod  again  insists  upon  the  classes  gathering  their 
Sundiiy  school  statistical  reports,  not  at  their  conventions, 
but.  in  connection  with  the  parochial  reports  at  the  regular 
aiinii:i]  meetings  of  the  classes,  see  minutes  of  1S&4,  page  6S.

Your  delegate  to  the  Central  Synod  would  respectfully  re- 
port that  he  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Central  Synod  in 
VermUlion,  Ohio,  in  October,  1885;  that  he  was  kindly  re- 
ceived, and  laid  the  action  of  this  synod  witli  reference  to  an 
interchange  of  delegates  before  the  Central  Synod,  which  was 
cheerftiUy  agreed  to.  His  expenses  in  attending  said  meeting 
were  $1.25.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  after- 
noon session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  Item  3,  that  a  letter  of 
greeting  was  received  from  R-ev.  Joseph  A.  Keller,  delegate 
from  the  Central  Synod,  in  behalf  of  said  synod,  and  ex- 
pressing regret  that  he  could  not  greet  this  synod  in  person. 

On  motion,  the  following  action  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  regrets  that  the  delegate  from 
the  Central  Synod  could  not  meet  with  us,  and  rejoices  in  the 
success  of  the  work  of  the  church  in  said  synod,  and  would 
hereby  order  the  publication  of  the  letter  of  the  delegate  in 
the  minutes  of  our  synod. 
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The  letter  of  the  delegate,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of 
synod,  is  here  given  in  full : 

To  the   Ohio  Si/nod  of  the  Reformed  Churchy  meeting  at 
Cedarville^  Illinois^  October  tS^  1886: 

Dear  Brethren  in  the  Lord  : — In  response  to  your  action 
requesting  an  exchange  of  delegates,  and  to  the  friendly 
greetings  of  your  delegate,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Williard,  D,  D., 
the  Central  Synod,  in  its  sessions  at  Vermillion,  Ohio,  "re- 
solved to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Ohio  Synod^'  (Min- 
utes, page  18),  and  electe^l  the  undersigned,  delegate /?nma- 
Wt^,  and  the  Rev.  F.  Strassner,  delegate  secundtis^  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Ohio  Synod  in  1886. 

We  deeply  regret  that  neither  delegate  is  permitted  to 
appear  in  person  before  your  body,  and  share  in  your  labors 
and  devotions.  The  Central  Synod  recognizes  the  fact  that 
its  relations  to  the  Ohio  Svnod  are  so  close  and  varied  that 
friendly  relations  should  be  diligently  cultivated  in  order  to 
the  greater  success  in  our  common  work  of  extending  and 
building  up  our  beloved  Reformed  Church. 

The  difference  of  language  separates  us  only  in  part^  and 
the  transition  in  progress  in  all  parts  of  our  territory  steadily 
diminishes  that  difference.  We  not  only  touch  each  other  in 
our  membership  occupying  the  same  territory,  and  churches 
standing  side  by  side,  as  it  were;  but  also  in  our  educational 
and  benevolent  operations.  It  is  gratifying  that  our  schools 
and  orphan  homes  are  diret*ted  more  than  ever  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  whole  chuivh,  and  thus  indicate  that  the  imity 
of  the  chxin'h  is  gn>wing  stronger  continually. 

We  rt\joii'e  in  the  success  of  the  Ohio  Synod  in  its  work, 
and  wisli  it  "(UhI  speetl"'  for  the  future.  The  Central  Synod 
is  also  endeavoring  to  do  its  part  in  building  up  the  Redeem- 
<»rV  kingdom.  In  l>enevolent  and  educational  work,  the 
iVntral  and  the  Northwest  Synod  operate  through  joint 
boards.  Tlio  Joint  Boanl  of  Missions  has  thirty  (30)  missions 
under  its  caiv,  for  wliost*  aid  about  $5,000  were  dispensed 
<l\inui:  tlie  last  year  ivporttni. 

Our  cluirt*h  eiwtion  work  has  l>een  kept  well  in  hand,  and 
is  nuikiugslow  but  encourauing  prt\srress.  The  new  Orphans' 
Home  at  Kt»  Wayne  has  Ihhmi  established  and  sustained  with 
marked  -  '  v  of  our  ptn^ple.    During  the  year  recently 
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closed,  $2,000  of  the  indebtedness  was  paid.  The  present 
amount  of  the  debt  is  about  $5,000.  Forty  orphans  are  now 
sharing  the  benefits  of  the  home.  We  rejoice  that  in  the 
bounds  of  your  synod  a  growing  interest  in  this  home  is 
being  manifested.  God  has  blessed  this  work,  and  may  we 
not  hope  that  it  will  prove  a  new  bond  of  union  to  our 
churches  and  svnods. 

The  Mission  House  in  Wisconsin  has  attained  the  stature 
of  a  college  and  theological  seminary,  with  an  attendance  of 
70,  and  118  former  students  in  the  gospel  ministry.  This  in- 
stitution has  outgrown  its  accommodations,  and  the  work  of 
erecting  a  new  and  more  conmiodious  edifice  is  already  taken 
in  hand.  We  trust  that  the  same  enthusiasm  which  carried 
your  new  college  building  at  TiflSn,  and  the  Orphans'  Home 
at  Ft.  Wayne  through  to  successful  completion,  will  also  at- 
tend this  effort  to  place  our  institutions  in  the  northwest  in  a 
position  for  enlarged  usefulness. 

When  your  synod  meets,  the  annual  meeting  of  Central 
Synod  will  already  have  taken  place;  but  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  1887,  we  trust  Central  Synod  will  have  the  pleas- 
ure of  again  greeting  a  delegate  of  your  body. 

In  conclusion,  we  tender  affectionate  greeting,  and  wish 
you  the  divine  guidance  in  your  deliberations  and  abundant 
blessings  on  all  your  churches.

THE  SUBJECT  OF    CHURCH  UNION. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Friday,  reported  in  Item  5,  that  the 
classes  of  Miami,  Tuscarawas,  Northern  Illinois,  Iowa,  St. 
Joseph,  and  Kansas  requested  the  Ohio  Synod  to  take  suita- 
ble action  with  respect  to  effecting  a  union  between  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  and  also  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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The  subject  matter  of  this  item  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  George  W.  Williard,  D.  D., 
H.  H.  W.  Hibshman,  D.  D.,  Daniel  Lantz,  G.  WilUam  H. 
Smith,  and  Elder  John  R.  Wetherell.  This  committee,  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  session  on  Friday,  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  committee  to  which  the  action  of  several  classes  on 
church  union  was  referred  would  respectfully  report  that  the 
action  of  Miami,  Iowa,  Kansas,  and  Tuscarawas  classes  re- 
quests a  union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  America;  and  that 
St.  Joseph  and  Northern  Illinois  classes  requests  a  union  l)e 
tween  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  and  that  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and  the  Presbvterian 
Church. 

The  subject  of  church  union  is  one  that  ought  to  interest 
the  hearts  of  all  Christian  people,  as  it  looks  towards  the 
time  when  all  the  divisions  that  now  exist  in  the  church  shall 
be  happily  removed  and  there  be  one  fold  as  there  is  one 
Shepherd.  Divided  as  we  now  ai-e,  the  church  is  shorn  of 
much  of  its  strength  and  must,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  be 
impeded  in  the  work  of  the  evangelization  of  the  world.  The 
synod  therefore  rejoices  in  the  deliverances  that  have  come 
before  it  from  the  classes  here  referred  to,  and  would  hereby 
overtuiv  the  General  Svutni  to  take  such  action  as  mav  l^e 
calculated  to  further  the  consummation  of  the  desired  end.

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Your  committee  on  Item  6,  referring  to  the  request 
of  Eastern  Ohio  Classis,  that  synod  express  its  judgment  on 
the  question,  How  long  ought  unconfirmed  members  of  the 
church  to  be  rei)orted  as  such  ?  would  report  the  following 
for  adoption : 

Whereas,  The  constitution  of  the  church  recognizes  all 
baptized  persons  as  members  of  the  church  (Article  87); 
therefore, 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  synod  that  the  uncon- 
firmed members  should  be  reported  as  long  as  they  have^  not 
been  disciplined  and  suspended,  or  their  names  erased  from 
the  church  records  because  of  removal  from  the  bounds  of 
conojegations. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  also  of  this  synod  that  un- 
confirmed members  should  be  dismissed  by  letter  as  such, 
when  removing  from  the  bounds  of  one  congregation  into 
another.

2.  That  the  pastors  and  delegated  elders  of  the  charges  in 
said  new  classis  are  instmcted  to  meet  in  the  Refonned 
Church  at  Emporia,  Kansas,  on  Wednesday  evening  after 
£aster,  A.  D.  1887,  at  7  o'clock,  to  complete  the  organization 
of  the  new  classis. 

3.  That  Rev.  J.  W.  Love  shall  preside  at  the  organization 
until  the  oflScers  are  elected.

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most,  if  not  altogether. impossible,  and  therefore  hazftrdons^ 
to  re-organize  Shelby  Classis  at  this  time,  and  recommend, 
therefore,  that,  for  the  present,  Shelby  and  Northern  Illinois 
classes  remain  as  they  are,  thus  united. 
Respectfully  submitted.

Your  boanl  effected  its  organization  November  13, 1886,  in 
the  city  of  Dayton  by  the  election  of  the  following  oflScers:

Rev.  H.  M.  Herman,  D.  D.,  Secretary, 

Rev.  ,J.  B.  Henry,  Treamrer. 

The  only  paper  placed  in  our  hands  is  the  report  of  the 
Reformed  Publishing  C\)nipany,  Dayton,  Ohio,  from  which 
we  learn  the  following,  and  which  we  most  respectfully  sub- 
mit for  syncnrs  consideration :  The  efforts  made  for  the  more 
general  circuhition  of  the  Christian  World  have  been  meas- 
urably suc<ossrul.  and  now  several  hundred  families  are  read 
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ing  our  church  paper,  where  a  year  ago  our  religous  litreature 
was  unknown.  This  result  was  secured  by  personal  effort, 
either  by  an  agent  or  some  other  interest/ed  party,  plainly 
indicating  that  the  paper's  universal  circulation  will  only  be 
obtained  by  the  aggressive  activity  of  its  friends.  In  this 
connection  we  can  but  insert  the  suggestion  of  the  Publishing 
Company,  that  a  day,  by  synodical  action,  be  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  religious  litreature,  and  that  at  that  time  the 
claims  of  our  church  paper  be  presented.  The  editors  also 
si^ify  their  desire  to  visit  i)astoral  charges  in  the  interests  of 
ihe  Christian  World. 

The  Sabbath-school  papers  have  widened  their  circulation, 
and  80  far  as  learned  give  general  satisfaction.  This  is  most 
gratifying  to  the 'Publishing  (company,  as  it  is  also  to  the 
board. 

The  catechism  is  continued  in  the  Qtmrterly  in  harmony 
with  the  direction  of  synod's  request  of  a  year  ago.  It  si 
published  in  such  form  as  to  be  conveniently  used  for  respon- 
sive service.  So  far  as  known  this  has  been  most  favorably 
received. 

Twenty  thousand  copies  of  the  Children's  Day  service  were 
published,  and  from  many  sources  it  was  learned  that  it  was 
quite  acceptable.    This  is  double  the  number  of  a  year  ago. 

The  only  suggestion  which  the  board  feels  the  liberty  of 
making  is  that  a  column  of  church  news  be  inserted  iji  the 
paper;  this  to  be  gathered  from  sister  denominations. 

Revs.  Dr.  I.  H.  Reiter,  and  W.  H.  Shults'  time  expire  at 
thin  synod  as  members  of  this  board.

Your  committee  on  publication  would  report  that  the  only 
paper  that  came  into  our  hand,  was  the  report  of  the  board  of 
publication,  from  which  we  learn  that  the  Christian  World 
and  the  Sunday-school  periodicals  have  been  regularly  pul)- 
ILshed  during  the  past  year.    We  also  learn  from  their  report 
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that  the  circulation  of  the  Christian  World  has  been  consid 
erably  increased.  This  is  truly  gratifying,  and  is  as  it  should 
be.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  learn  that  our  Sunday-school  lit 
erature  is  gradually  gaining  favor  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Ohio  Synod,  and  wherever  used,  general  satisfaction  is  given. 
This  being  so,  your  committee  would  suggest  the  importance 
of  ministers  and  oflScers  of  the  various  charges  to  co-operate 
with  the  publishers  in  endeavoring  to  increase  its  circulation. 
both  of  the  Christian  World  and  the  Sunday-school  literature 
— so  that  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  the  church 
paper  will  be  found  in  every  family,  and  the  Sunday-gchool 
Quarterlies  used  in  every  Sunday-school. 

Your  committee  would  further  suggest  that  the  catechism 
be  continued  in  the  the  Quarterlies  in  its  present  form. 

In  reference  to  the  board's  suggestion  of  devoting  one 
column  in  the  Christian  World  to  news  jotted  from  sister 
denominations,  your  committee  would  recommend  jthat  such 
a  column  be  inserted. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  learn  that  double  the  number  of  the 
Children's  Day  service  was  published  from  that  of  a  year  ago. 
From  this  widening  circulation  of  the  different  i)eriodicals,  is 
an  evidence  that  they  are  gradually  gaining  favor  among  our 
people.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  is  an  evidence,  that  our 
periodicals  are  well  and  ably  conducted,  and  that  we  would 
recommend  them  to  the  patronage  of  the  church.

Whereas,  Those  engaged  in  the  traffic  arecombining  their 
forces  more  and  more  in  defiance  of  both  human  and  divino 
law,  unscrupulously  trampling  under  their  feet  the  most 
saered  things  of  earth,  disregarding  even  the  appointed  in 
i-titutions  of  God — the  home,  the  church,  the  Sabbath — and 
sparing  neither  the  property  nor  the  life  of  others,  if  it  seems 
to  be  in  the  way  of  the  accomplishment  of  their  vile  purpose : 
therefore. 
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Resolved^  That  we  hereby  declare  that  we  are  unalterably 
opposed  to  the  present  trafSc  in  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  bev- 
erage and  in  favor  of  its  total  annihilation. 

Resolved^  That  we  call  upon  our  people,  and  all  lovers  of 
good  order,  to  take  a  bold  stand  against  this  traffic  and  encour- 
age and  support  with  heart  and  voice,  every  effort,  looking 
toward  its  moral  and  legal  prohibition. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  appoint  a  standing  committee 
on  Temperance  who  shall  report  a  paper  on  this  subject  at 
the  next  annual  meeting.

AKTICLE  L 

OPENING  OF  SYNOD. 

The  Ohio  JSynod  convened  in  Grace  Reformed  Church  at 
Lancaster,  Ohio,  on  Tuesday  evening,  October  25,  A.  D.  1887, 
at  7.30  o'clock,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  retiring  president, 
(Rev.  Dewalt  8.  Fouse),  the  opening  sermon  was  preached 
by  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  from  I.  John  5:  11  and  12, 
^'And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath  given  to  us  eternal 
life,  and  this  life  is  in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son,  hath 
life ;  and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God,  hath  not  life." 
Whereupon  the  stated  clerk  called  the  synod  to  order  and 
constituted  it  with  prayer.  Rev.  John  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  was 
appointed  president  pro  tern.  The  synod  then  proceeded  to 
complete  the  roll,  and  effect  a  penr  ^ization.

ARTICLE  IV. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod, 
during  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednesday,  reported  in  item 
1  that  the  General  Synod  directed  the  attention  of  the  dis- 
trict synods  and  classes  to  the  amended  Rules  of  Order,  and 
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etuoined  these  Bubordinate  judicatories  to  revise  their  former 
action  on  the  subject  accordingly.  Thereupon,  on  motion, 
the  following  action  was  adopted : 

Whbrzas,  The  General  Synod  direct«  the  attention  of  the 
district  synods  and  classes  to  the  amendments  of  the  Rnlee  of 
Order,  and  enjoins  the  subordinate  judicatories  to  revise  their 
former  action  on  this  subject  accordingly ;  therefore, 

Besolved,  That  we,  as  a  synod,  hereby  approve  of  said 
amendmentfl,  and  adopt  the  Rules  of  Order,  as  now  amended, 
for  the  government  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  to  take  immediate  ef- 
fect ;  and  that,  as  such,  they  be  embodied  in  the  printed  min- 
utes  of  this  synod. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  action,  these  rules,  u 
amended,  are  here  published  as  the 

RULES  OF  ORDER  OF  THE  OHIO  SYNOD. 

I.    ORGANIZATION,  ETC. 

1 .  The  preflident  aball  Uhe  the  chair  at  the  boar  to  which  the  jadka- 
torf  had  been  adjourned,  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  lod 
open  the  Hsaion  with  the  prescribed  religions  services. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  the  stated  clerk  shall  call  the 
members  to  order,  and  pot  in  nomination  a  president  pro  tan.,  who 
shall  preside  until  the  president  is  present,  or  until  an  election  has  been 
held.  Shonld  the  president  and  stated  clerk  b«)th  be  abaent,  then  the 
oldest  minister  present  shall  perform  this  office. 

3.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  on  which  the  names  of  all  those  en- 
titled to  a  seat  and  having  proper  credentiala  aball  have  been  entered, 
and  abont  whose  right  there  is  no  contnst.  If  a  qaonim  be  praaent,  tbe 
judicatory  may  proceed  to  businesB ;  but  if  not,  any  two  members  piM- 
ent  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  to  give  opporttmity  for  a  qnonun  to 
assemble. 

4.  If  a  contest  be  made  as  to  the  right  of  any  one  claiming  a  sett,  or 
there  be  present  two  or  more  sets  of  delegates  from  a  lower  judicatory, 
the  matter  shall  at  once  be  referred  to  a  committee,  who  shall  examine 
into  the  case,  and  report  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

6.  As  soon  aa  an  organisaUon  has  bsen  fully  effected  an  election 
ehall  be  held  for  sacb  officers  as  may  be  required  by  the  consUtution  of 
the  church  or  tbe  custom  of  the  judicatory. 

B.  The  limits  which  define  the  bar  of  the  boose  shall  be  determined 
immediately  on  the  organization,  by  the  president,  and  no  one  without 
it  shall  be  able  to  nee  any  right  of  a  member  of  the  judicatory. 

7.  A  quorum  to  transact  bnsinesB  in  any  judicatory  of  the  church 
shall  consist  of  the  number  of  members  prescribed  by  tiie  conatitntioa. 


II.    DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

8.  When  the  president  has  opened  the  session  and  finds  a  qnoram 
present  after  the  first  day,  he  shall  cause  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
day  to  be  read,  and,  if  necessary,  to  be  corrected,  when  he  shall  declare 
them  approved ;  and  before  the  final  adjournment  the  remaining  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  read  and  corrected ;  and  when  no  further  corrections 
are  required  the  president  shall  say:  "Shall  the  minutes  be  now  ap- 
proved?" If  no  objections  be  made,  he  shall  declare  them  to  stand 
approved. 

9.  He  shall  preserve  order,  guard  against  the  violation  of  the  consti- 
tntion  of  the  church  and  the  rules  of  order,  and  endeavor  to  conduct  all 
bosiness  to  a  speedy  and  proper  conclusion. 

10.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  organization  has  been 
effected,  appoint  the  several  standing  committees  required  for  the 
prompt  accomplishment  of  the  business  before  the  judicatory  to  the 
number  designated  by  the  constitution  or  its  custom ;  and,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for,  he  shall  appoint  all  temporary  committees  that  may 
be  called  for  in  the  process  of  business. 

11.  He  shall  keep  exact  account  of  all  items  of  business  that  have 
been  laid  over  or  assigned  to  a  particular  day,  and  call  them  up  at  the 
proper  time. 

12.  He  shall  receive  all  minutes,  reports,  communications,  etc.,  ad- 
dressed to  or  intended'  for  the  judicatory,  and  with  its  consent  refer 
them  to  their  appropriate  committees. 

13.  He  shall  sign  the  minutes  and  all  addresses  or  circulars,  etc., 
issued  by  the  judicatory,  and  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal. 

14.  He  may  state  a  question  sitting,  but  shall  rise  to  put  it,  and  in 
this  form:  "As  many  as  are  in  favor  (as  the  question  may  be)  say 
'aye.' "  After  the  affirmative  is  expressed, — "As  many  as  are  opposed 
say  'no.'  '  If  in  doubt  as  to  the  result,  or  a  division  is  called  for,  those 
voting  in  the  affirmative  shall  rise,  stand,  and  be  counted ;  after  which 
those  voting  in  the  negative  shall  also  rise,  stand  and  be  counted^  when 
the  president  shall  announce  the  result. 

15.  The  president  shall  vote  in  all  cases  when  the  vote  is  by  ballot, 
or  when  his  vote  would  be  decisive.  In  all  cases  of  a  tie  the  question 
shall  be  lost. 

III.    DUTIES  OF  THE  STATED  CLERK. 

16.  The  stated  clerk  shall  have  prepared  in  advance  of  the  time  of 
the  meetings  of  the  judicatory  a  complete  roll  of  its  members,  and  as 
soon  as  possible  perfect  a  roll  of  those  members  present  for  the  use  of 
the  president. 

17.  He  shall  make  a  correct  and  concise  minute  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings, and  carefully  preserve  the  same.  He  shall,  if  required,  make  np 
a  correct  and  authenticated  copy  of  the  same,  and  transmit  the  same  in 
dae  time  to  the  higher  judicatory  for  rp^'"'-'     ^'^  '^all  read  all  papers 
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hf  order  of  the  preaident ;  shall  pnbliah  da«  notice  of  the  time  aid 
plue  of  all  stated  meetiags,  and,  by  order  of  the  president,  of  all  spe- 
cial meetings. 

18.  No  memorial,  communication  or  other  paper  confided  to  his  ran 
shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  files  without  the  warrant  of  the  jadicslorjr. 

19.  He  shall  make  a  digest  of  the  legislative  actions  and  all  dediions 
made  on  constitutional  questions,  or  the  rules  of  order,  by  the  jodiu- 
tory,  for  convenient  reference. 

IV.    THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

20.  After  the  minntes  have  been  read  and  approved,  an  opportuDit;! 
shall  be  given  to  announce  the  presence  of  recently  arrived  raemben  or 
eecundi,  in  order  that  they  may  be  recognized. 

21.  Business  unfinished  at  a  previous  session  shall  be  first  taten  up, 
unleftH  a  special  order  has  been  set  for  that  hour. 

22.  Reports  from  permanent  committees  shall  have  precedence,  ei- 
«ept  in  cases  where  a  matter  has  been  set  for  a  special  hour. 

V.    MEMBERS— THEIR  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES. 

23.  Every  member  shatl  be  present  n-ithin  the  bar  of  the  house 
while  the  judicatory  is  in  session,  unless  excused  or  necessarily  pre- 
vented, and  shall  vote  on  each  question  put,  unless  previously  exciued, 
or  unless  he  has  a  direct  persona!  or  pecuniary  interest  in  the  detennio- 
ation  of  such  question. 

24.  Every  member,  in  s{>eaking,  shall  rise  and  address  himself  re- 
spectfully to  the  president,  and,  being  recognized,  may  proceed  le  ad- 
dress the  judicatory.  He  shall  treat  his  fellow-members,  and  especislly 
the  president,  with  decorum  and  respect,  confining  himself  to  thesnb- 
ject  under  discussion,  and  avoiding  all  personalities. 

25.  During  the  transaction  of  business  members  shall  not  engage  in 
private  conversation ;  nor  in  debate  shall  one  address  himself  to  anoth- 
er, or  to  any  one  present  except  the  president. 

28.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  president 
shall  name  the  one  who  is  first  U>  speak.  Mo  member  shall  speak  more 
than  twice,  nor  longer  than  one  hour,  on  the  same  qneetion,  unless  by 
consent  of  the  body.  The  chairman  of  a  committee,  however,  may 
open  and  also  close  when  general  debate  has  been  had  on  a  motion  re- 
ported by  him.  A  member  who  has  spoken  to  the  main  question  may 
speak  again  to  an  amendment. 

27.  When  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall  transgress 
the  rules  of  order,  or  deviate  from  the  subject  under  diecnesion,  or  in 
any  way  act  disorderly,  the  president  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call 
him  to  order,  when  he  shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted 
to  explain,  when,  if  the  judicatory  be  satisfied,  he  may  proceed  in  ar- 
dor; but  if  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure  or  repri- 

28.  No  member  when  speaking  shall  be  liable  to  interruption,  except 
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with  his  pennisBion  or  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  a  mistake  or  a  mis- 
representation. 

29.  While  the  president  is  patting  a  question,  or  a  member  is  speak- 
ing, no  one  shall  pass  between  the  president  and  the  speaker,  or  walk 
across  the  floor. 

30.  No  motion  can  be  made  while  a  member  is  speaking,  or  after  the 
president  has  begun  to  take  a  vote. 

31.  A  member  may  change  his  YOte  if  it  be  done  before  the  president 
has  announced  the  result,  or  afterward  in  a  case  where  it  will  not  affect 
the  result. 

VI.    COMMITTEES— THEIR  POWERS. 

32.  The  first  named  member  of  each  committee  shall  be  the  chair- 
maoi  unless  the  committee  prefer  to  elect  their  own  chairman.  In  the 
absence  or  refusal  of  the  first-named  member  to  preside,  the  second 
member  on  the  committee  shall  take  his  place,  and  so  on  as  often  as  a 
vacancy  may  occur. 

33.  A  committee  to  whom  papers  have  been  referred  shall  return 
them  with  its  report ;  and  no  paper  can  go  before  a  committee,  or  be- 
come matter  for  its  action,  unless  it  has  been  properly  referred  to  it. 

34.  A  majority  of  a  committee  constitutes  a  quorum,  and  only  can 
make  a  report.  A  minority  may  submit  its  views  in  writing,  or  any 
member  may  submit  a  motion  that  contains  the  view  of  such  minority. 

35.  A  committee  may  appoint  one  or  more  sub  committees  in  order  to 
facilitate  its  work,  by  thus  distributing  it  among  its  several  members, 
but  the  final  report  must  come  from  the  whole  committee. 

36.  All  special  committees  when  they  have  made  their  report  and  it 
is  received  are  by  this  act  discharged ;  but  a  matter  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committee,  or  it  may  be  revived  for  another  purpose. 

37.  A  judicatory  may  at  any  time  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole  to  consider  any  special  matter,  when  the  president  shall 
name  some  one  to  preside,  and  vacate  the  chair.  Such  committee  may 
rise  at  any  time,  when  the  president  shall  resume  the  chair,  and  the 
chainnan  of  the  committee  shall  report  its  action,  or  report  progress,  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Vn.    MOTIONS— THEIR  PRECEDENCE. 

38.  Ev6ry  motion  made  to  a  judicatory  and  entertained  by  the  presi- 
dent shall,  on  the  demand  of  any  member,  be  reduced  to  writing.  The 
president  shall  then  state  the  question,  or  cause  it  to  be  read  by  the 
clerk  before  being  debated,  and  it  shall  then  be  in  possession  of  the 
house,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  it  has  been  amended 
or  a  decision  had  upon  it. 

39.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained, 
but— 

a.  To  adjourn. 

b.  To  take  recess. 

e.    To  lie  on  the  table. 
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d.  To  take  the  praTioiu  qoMtion. 

e.  To  postpone  to  &  certun  day. 
/.    To  reler  or  commit. 

g.    To  Amend. 

h.    To  poatpooe  indeflnitelj. 

These  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  nuoed ;  ud 
□o  motion  to  refer,  postpone  to  a  certidn  day,  or  to  postpone  indefinitctf, 
being  decided,  shall  be  allowed  again  en  the  some  day  at  the  suds  suge 
of  the  question. 

40.  On  the  demand  of  any  member  before  a  question  is  pat,  it  ahkll 
be  divided,  if  it  include  two  distinct  snbatantire  propositions,  bat  t 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  not  divisible. 

41.  When  different  motions  are  made  with  respect  to  filling  blsoks, 
the  longest  time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  first  pat. 

42.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless  it  bu 
been  seconded  and  the  mover  recognized  by  the  president. 

Vni.    AMENDMENTS. 

43.  When  a  moUon  or  proposition  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to 
amend  and  a  motion  to  amend  that  amendment  shall  be  in  order,  and 
it  shall  also  be  in  order  to  offer  a  further  amendment  in  the  Ions  of  t 
substitute  for  the  entire  proposition,  and  to  this  substitute  an  smeod- 
ment  may  be  offered,  but  which  shall  not  be  voted  upon  until  theorig- 
iaal  motion  is  perfected. 

44.  A  motion  to  amend  con  not  be  modified  after  the  previous  qnes- 
tion  is  seconded. 

46.    An  amendment  to  the  rules  of  order  shall  not  be  entertained 
unless  it  be  seconded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 
IX.    RECONSIDERATION. 

46.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  has  been  offered  and  carried  or  loat. 
It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  (who  has  voted  with  the  msjaritf 
on  the  same  or  succeeding  day)  to  move  the  reconsideration  thereof, 
and  such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  motions,  except  to  adjaom 
or  to  take  recess. 

47.  A  motion  to  reconsider  is  not  debatable,  unless  the  questiou  pro- 
posed to  be  reconsidered  was  debatable. 

X.    THE  PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

48.  The  previous  question  on  any  motion,  after  a  reasonable  time  has 
been  allowed  to  discuss  it,  may  be  called.  Tbe  call  to  be  entertained, 
must  be  made  by  at  least  one-fifth  of  tbe  members  present,  rising  is 
their  places  for  the  purpose.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  ttiis  form : 
Shall  the  mun  question  be  now  put?  And  until  it  is  decided,  it  shall 
preclude  all  further  amendment  or  debate  on  the  main  question.  The 
effect  of  this  motion,  when  sostained,  shall  be  to  bring  the  judicatory  to 
a  direct  vote  on  all  the  amendments  then  pending  in  their  proper  order. 
Hid  on  the  main  question  itself. 
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48.   The  pravioas  question  shall  apply  in  oases  of  privilege, 
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other  cases. 


XI.    QUESTION  OF  PRIVILEGE. 


50.  Qaestions  of  privilege  shall  be:  1.  Those  affecting  the  rights 
of  the  judicatory  collectively ;  its  safety,  dignity,  and  the  integrity  of 
its  proceedings.  2.  The  rights,  the  reputation  and  condact  of  the 
members  individoally  in  their  representative  capacity.  And  shall  have 
precedence  of  all  qaestions,  except  to  adjourn  and  to  take  recess. 

51.  It  shall  not  be  a  matter  of  privilege  to  have  received  and  entered- 
npon  the  minutes  a  protest  of  a  member  or  members  against  the  action 
of  a  judicatory. 

52.  Any  member  who  may  feel  himself  personally  aggrieved  by  the 
action  of  a  judicatory,  may,  if  he  require  it,  have  the  ayes  and  nays  re- 
corded on  the  matter  of  grievance. 

XII.    APPEALS. 

53.  An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  president  on  any  point  of 
order  may  be  taken  by  any  member,  who  may  briefly  state  the  reasons 
for  his  appeal,  and  to  which  the  president  may  reply,  if  he  deem  it 
needful,  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  without  further  debate.  The  form 
of  stating  the  question  shall  be:  ''Shall  the  decUion  of  the  chair  $iand 
(u  the  decision  of  this  judicatory  f  ** 

54.  A  question  of  appeal  can  not  be  reconsidered  after  other  business- 
has  been  done. 

55.  An  appeal  is  not  in  order  while  another  appeal  is  pending. 

Xni.    THE  MOTION  TO  LIE  ON  THE  TABLE. 

56.  The  motion  to  lie  on  the  table  may  be  used  to  make  room  for 
more  important  matters,  in  order  to  take  up  the  matter  at  a  more  con- 
venient time,  or  quickly  to  make  a  final  disposition  of  it. 

57.  This  motion  takes  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except  to  ad* 
joom  and  take  recess,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

58.  All  that  adheres  to  the  subject  of  the  motion  goes  on  the  table 
with  it,  except  it  be  a  motion  to  correct  the  minutes. 

59.  When  this  motion  is  made  and  lost,  it  can  not  again  be  made 
nntil  some  change  or  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  question  under 
consideration. 

60.  A  negative  vote  on  a  motion  to  lie  on  the  table  may  be  reconsid- 
ered ;  but  if  a  vote  to  reconsider  be  laid  on  the  table,  that  can  not  be 
reconsidered. 

XIV.    MISCELLANEOUS. 

61.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  by  unanimous  consent. 

62.  A  motion  to  amend  the  rules  of  order  shall  lie  over  one  day,  and 
it  shall  require  a  two-third  vote  to  carry  the  amendment.

66.  A  motion  to  take  recess  may  be  offered  while  another  questioQ  is 
pending,  or  while  the  floor  is  faeld  by  another  member  with  his  codmhI. 

67.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  to  take  recess,  to  lie  on  the  table,  and  (ot 
the  previous  qnestjon,  shall  be  taken  withont  debate. 

68.  Tbe  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be  recorded  on  the  de- 
mand of  any  member. 

69.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  judicatory  tbe  roll  shill  be 
called,  and  all  members  absent  without  permiseioii  shall,  by  the  sttted 
clerk,  be  reported  to  the  body  which  they  were  sent  to  represent 

70.  At  tbe  final  adjonmment,  after  the  judicatory  has  united  vitb 
the  president  in  tbe  repetition  of  tbe  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  he  Aaii 
pronounce  tbe  apostolic  benediction,  and  declare  tbe  judicatory  do* 
adjourned,  to  meet  as  already  ordered.

and  References. 
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The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  appointed 
to  report  on  said  minutes  to  the  synod  during  its  next  annual 
meeting,  consists  of  Revs.  John  J.  Leberman,  John  M.  Ken- 
dig  and  John  J.  M.  Gruber.

Resolved,  That  Rev.  Henry  Shrader  be  referred   to  the 
Classis  of  Lancaster,  under  whose  supervision  he  shall  be  re- 
quired to  study  theology  for  at  least  one  year.

ARTICLE  XIL 

RELIGION  AND.  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Coxnmittee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Sta- 
tistical Reports,  during  the  evening  session  on  Monday,  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  op  Synoi): — As.  we  review  another 
year's  work  for  Christ  in  the  manifold  departments  of 
churchly  activity,  the  first  impulse  of  the  true  Christian 
heart  is  that  of  devout,  profound  gratitude.  "  Unto  thee,  O 
God,  do  we  give  thanks,  unto  thee  do  we  give  thanks;  for, 
that  tliy  name  is  near  thy  wondrous  works  declare."  God's 
works  in  nature  inspire  us, with  reverence  and  awe;  but  the 
operations  of  his  grace,  especially  in  his  blessed  church,  may 
well  call  out  our  truest  thanksgivings. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  ceaseless  activity  in  the  var- 
ious classes  of  synod.  And,  while  we  feel  confident  that  it  has 
not  been  a  millennial  year,  "with  Satan  bound  and  shut  up, 
and  the  great  seal  set  upon  him  so  that  he  should  deceive  the 


naliooe  no  more,"  yet  we  do  feel  that  we  have  been  living  and 
toiling  for  Cfariet  in  a  grand  and  blessed  time ;  a  time  of  great 
duties,  great  posBibilities,  great  mercies  and  bleesinp,  great 
joys  and  a  precious  hope  amid  all  the  trials  and  spiritual  dit 
cipline  through  which  Grod  has  allowed  us  to  pass. 

The  reports  epread  before  us  tell  of  the  general  health  of 
the  ministry ;  how  they  have  preached  the  Word  and  admin- 
istered the  sacramente;  how  the  Sunday-school  work  and  the 
devotional  services  of  the  church  have  been  emphasized ;  how 
the  pure,  warm  love  of  woman  and  her  [>erBistent,  unfaltering 
taith  and  devotion  to  ChriBt  and  the  church  have  intensified, 
at  a  most  opportune  period  in  our  hiatory  as  a  church,  the 
rising  tide  of  missionary  spirit  and  enthusiasm;  how  Chil- 
dren's Day  and  the  Christmas  and  Easter  Festivals  have  been 
seasons  of  spiritual  joy  and  holy  ftiiitage  among  oar  Sunday- 
schools  ;  and  the  statistics  show  at  least  the  average  resnlto  of 
a  year's  synodical  work  for  Christ 

Taking  a  general  outlook  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
Ohio  Synod,  we  are  convinced  that  perhaps  our  greatest  hope 
now  is  in  the  fact,  that  possibly  never  before  in  oar  histoiy 
liave  we  been  so  thoroughly  aroused  and  so  profoundly 
moved  as  to  the  immediate  duties  and  responsibilities  that 
weigh  upon  us  as  a  church.  Realizing  that  this  next  year's 
work  will  necessarily  go  far  towards  shaping  our  destiny  for 
a  decade  and  possibly  for  a  whole  generation,  we  certainly 
tan  hope  that,  out  of  the  profound  convictions  as  to  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  the  hour,  there  shall  be  large  and  gen- 
f  rouB  things  done  for  Zion's  welfare. 

We  feel  grateful  to  God  and  we  believe  that  our  people  are 
to  be  commended  for  the  spirit  and  practice  of  benevolence. 
While  the  past  five  years  have  been  times  of  special  demands 
upon  the  liberality  of  the  church  particularly  because  of  the 
erection  of  our  magnificent  new  college  building  and  the 
enlargement  of  our  missionary  work,  yet  we  are  glad  to  know 
that  the  people  have  liberally  brought  their  offerings  and 
gifts  unto  the  Lord.  This  indicates  that  we  are  holding  fast 
to  the  genuine  principles  of  our  faith,  namely,  that  giving  is 
an  essential  part  of  worship,  and  that  systematic  giving 
should  be  preached  and  practiced  among  our  people. 

It  behooves  us  to  give  special  thanks  to  God  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  lives  of  the  ministry.    When  we  realize  that 
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there  has  been  only  a  very  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
ministers  during  the  past  year,  the  life  and  health  of  each  and 
every  workman  is  of  vital  moment  to  us.  It  is,  therefore,. 
with  deep  regret  that  we  report  the  death  of  one  of  our 
beloved  ministerial  brethren,  Bev.  J.  Klingler.  He  has  fallen 
asleep  in  Christ ;  he  was  faithful  in  his  work  for  the  Master ; 
and  those  who  are  faithful  unto  death  are  assured  of  the 
crown  of  life.  He  '^  shall  shine  as  the  stars  forever  and  ever.'^ 
^'Orace  be  with  all  them  that  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in. 
sincerity."

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS-HOME  AND  FOREIGN. 

The  following  reports  on  the  subject  of  missions  were- 
received,  duly  considered,  and  also  adopted : 

I.      ANNUAL  REPORTS, 
i.    RepCTt  of  Board  of  Home  Mt8$ion$  of  Ohio  Synod, 

To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Respected  Brethren: — It  is  with  pleasure  and  humble 
gratitude  that  we  offer  our  annual  report,  believing  as  we  da 
that,  whilst  the  year's  record  shows  some  losses — the  harvest 
of  errors  in  judgment  for  the  sowing  of  which  we  are  not 
responsible — yet  there  has  been  a  steady  advance  in  our  mis- 
sion-field as  a  whole.  The  minority  of  our  mission  points 
have  never  stood  upon  a  firmer  basis,  nor  been  more  satisfac- 
torily manned.  One  of  our  mission-experiments,  that  at 
Holton,  Kans.,  after  mature  deliberation,  has  been  dropped 
for  the  present  from  our  list  of  appropriations,  the  work  there 
seeming  to  make  no  headway,  and  to  offer  no  promise. 

Another,  that  at  Sabetha,  Kansas,  has  been  removed  from 
our  list,  having  become  able  to  stand  alone  through  the 
faithful  ministrations  of  Rev.  A.  G.  Lohman,  who  has  literal- 
ly sacrificed  himself  to  the  cause,  having  been  compelled  to- 
retire  from  the  active  ministry  in  consequence  of  bronchial 
troubles.  A  third.  Liberty  Center,  O.,  has  become  self-sus- 
taining.   Whilst  our  former  mission-roU  has  been  decreased 


liy  the  dropping  of  these  two,  five  new  missions  have  been 
added  to  it,  giving  us  at  present  eighteen.  We  feel  assured 
that  the  condition  and  prospects  of  these  new  recruits  amply 
justify  the  favorable  action  taken  by  the  board  on  their 
application. 

We  still  labor  under  the  disadvantage  incident  to  a  vacant 
mission-Buperintendency,  Rev.  J.  B.  Henry,  after  careful 
deliberation,  having  declined  the  call  to  that  office  extended 
to  him  by  your  reverend  body  one  year  ago. 

We  offer  the  following  outline  sketch  of  the  present  stand- 
ing of  the  missions  now  under  our  care : 

1.  Jerusalem  Mission.  This  mission  is  now  vacant,  Bev. 
F.  M.  Shults,  who  has  served  it  with  eo  much  energetic  zeal 
and  pronounced  success  for  some  years,  having  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  lima  Mission.  The  charge  now  numbers  two 
hundred  and  three  members,  thirty-eight  accessions  having 
been  reported  for  the  last  year.  Believing  that,  in  cflnse- 
quence  of  its  altered  circumstances,  through  internal  growth. 
and  some  proposed  reconstruction  work,  this  charge  no  longer 
stands  in  need  of  aid  from  the  board,  we  have  referred  to  the 
<:lassis  within  whose  bounds  it  lies,  and  hope  shortly  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  historic  Jerusalem  Mission  has  been 
permanently  removed  from  our  mission  schedule  and  placed 
upon  a  firm  basis  of  independence. 

2.  Oreenville  Mission.  This  mission  also  seems  to  have 
entered  uiMn  a  new  era  of  prosperity  and  promise  under  the 
pastorate  of  Eev.  W.  E.  Ludwick,  who  commenced  his  labors 
here  during  the  past  year.  Unprecedented  harmony  seems 
to  prevail  amongst  the  membership,  to  whose  number  six 
have  been  added  since  the  last  report.  The  financial  status 
of  this  point  is  encouraging,  about  $400  having  been  raiseti 
aside  from  the  contributions  for  the  pastor's  support.  The 
appropriation  for  the  first  year  of  the  present  pastorate 
{beginning  April  1887)  is  *3«0. 

3.  Paulding  Mission.  The  report  of  this  mission  must  be 
somewhat  indefinite,  as  heretofore  the  continued  efibrts  of  the 
board  have  failed  to  secure  sufliciently  detailed  statistics,  and 
we  are  unable  to  supplement  a  comparatively  meagre  report 
from  the  classical  tables  as  we  find  the  same  lack  there. 
Nevertheless,  the  general  tenor  of  such  data  as  we  have  seems 
to  be  encouraging.    There  have  been  nineteen  additions  to 
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the  membership  within  the  year.    Eev.  J.  W.  Barber,  Payne, 
0.,  is  the  missionary  in  charge.    Appropriation  $250. 

4.  Lima^  (?.  This  point  has  been  unoccupied  for  more 
than  eighteen  months.  Still  your  board  believes  itself  to  be 
free  from  all  culpability  in  the  premises.  Amid  widely  dif- 
fering convictions,  and  conflicting  advice,  we  have  endeav- 
ored to  promote  the  Master's  interests  and  those  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  this  locality.  Almost  as  much  time  and 
thought  and  effort  have  been  expended  on  this  one  field  as  on 
all  our  other  mission-fields  combined.  Until  recently  we 
made  many  unavailing  efforts  to  secure  a  missionary,  and 
were  well-nigh  discouraged  by  the  futility  of  our  attempts. 
Within  the  last  few  weeks,  however,  Rev.  F.  M.  Shults  being 
warmly  recommended,  for  the  peculiar  demands  of  the  work 
there,  by  various  members  of  your  synod,  has  been  prevailed 
on  to  enter  upon  the  arduous  labors  of  that  field.  We  have 
commissioned  liim,  praying  and  hoping  that  the  Master  may 
again  so  bless  his  efforts  as  to  permit  us  to  reap  an  abundant 
harvest  from  another  of  the  heretofore  wasteful  places  of  our 
beloved  Zion.  Heidelberg  and  Washington  congregations 
have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  Lima  Charge.  The 
appropriation  is  $500. 

5.  Ft  Wayne^  Ind.  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher.  This  mission  has 
been  called  upon  to  experience  "  troublous  times "  for  some 
part  of  the  past  year.  Reports  from  them  of  late,  however, 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  mission  has  at  last  come  successfully 
through  them.  The  net  increase  of  membership  for  the  past 
year  has  been  eight.  The  debt  resting  upon  the  mission  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  has  been  diminished  by  nearly  half, 
and  the  congregation  expects  to  cancel  the  balance  within  the 
next  few  months.    Appropriation  $600. 

6.  Kentland^  Ind.  Rev.  L.  P.  Gross.  This  charge  reports 
one  hundred  and  four  members.  The  field,  in  consequence  of 
its  comparative  isolation,  and  lack  of  the  support  and  encour- 
agement of  Reformed  traditions  and  surroundings,  is  a  some- 
what trying  one.  It  seems,  however,  to  be  holding  its  own. 
Appropriation  $300. 

7.  Lyons^  Kansas.  Rev.  Amos  Casselman;  pastorate 
commencing  September,  1887.  The  Lyons  Mission,  which 
has  been  lying  at  the  point  of  death  for  some  time,  has 
already,  in  the  first  month  of  the  present  efficient  pastorate,. 
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ffvea  very  hopeful  indications  of  revival.  The  membenhip, 
including  a  handful  who  are  identiiled  with  the  organization 
at  Sterling,  (a  town  about  ten  milea  from  Lyons)  about  forty 
in  all  have  rallied  'round  the  new  pastor  right  royally,  und 
your  board  feels  extremely  sanguine  of  most  gratifying 
results.  For  the  present  the  missionary  will  hold  services 
monthly  at  Sterling.  It  has  been  determined,  however,  by 
those  composing  that  organization,  eventually  to  abandon  it. 
Many  of  them  live  nearly  midway  between  Lyons  and  Ster- 
ling; and  all  of  them  consent  to  give  their  financial  support 
and  influence  to  the  Lyons  organization.  There  are  already 
tea  congregations  in  Sterling,  the  population  of  the  Iovd 
being  only  2,500.  Our  mission  has  a  good  church  building  is 
Lyons.    Population  3,000.    Appropriation  $650. 

8.  Wathenor-Baker  Miation.  Rev.  F.  H.  Keller.  The 
condition  of  the  mission  is  very  favorable.  Bro.  Keller 
reports  a  healthy  growth  and  a  prevailing  good  feeling.  A 
large  class  of  catechumens  will  be  confirmed  October  30. 
Appropriation  $100. 

9.  Altamontt  III.  Rev.  Joshua  Wolbach.  This  point 
seems  to  have  received  a  new  lease  of  life.  The  present  pas- 
tor, since  his  entrance  on  the  work,  April  1,  1887,  by  his 
vigorous  aggressiveness,  seems  to  have  inspired  the  people 
with  new  zeal.  Six  accessions  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  The  immediate  future  promises  an  encouraging  out- 
come. Bro.  Wolbach's  labors  are  arduous  while  his  compen- 
sation is  wholly  inadequate.    Appropriation  #250. 

10.  Liberty  Center,  0.  Vacant.  An  encouraging  acces- 
sion to  the  membership  has  been  made — twenty  having  been 
received  during  the  year.  The  names  on  the  communicant 
list  now  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-four.  Over  against 
these  cheering  features,  however,  the  pastor  reports  some 
discouraging  facts,  amongst  them  some  internal  dissensioDB, 
which  threaten  to  involve  some  of  the  members  in  scandal- 
breeding  litigation.  It  is  hoped  that  our  Master  may  overrule 
these  experiences  for  the  good  of  those  concerned.  The  two 
years  for  which  the  board  arranged  ta  aid  this  point  have 
expired.  The  mission  passes  off  our  list  with  the  present 
month. 

11.  Venice  Mission,  O.  Vacant.  This  charge  was  made 
vacant  some  months  since  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Shaw. 
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Beconstruction  measureB  are  contemplated  by  TifSn  Glassis, 
which  will  probably  make  this  point  self-sustaining. 

12.  Colon,  Mich.  Rev.  J.  H.  Albright.  The  news  from 
Colon  is  gratifying.  There  have  been  large  additions  during 
the  year.  The  missionary  is  sanguine  of  continued  success. 
Appropriation  $175. 

13.  Neriah  Mission,  {Erie  Mich,)  Vacant.  Rev.  Free- 
man Ware,  who  last  filled  this  post,  states  that  the  prospects 
of  the  mission  are  far  from  bright.  Several  ministers  have 
visited  the  charge  with  a  view  to  settling  there,  but  as  yet  no 
settlement  has  been  effected.  The  appropriation  has  been 
<100. 

14.  Dayton,  0.  This  congregation  has  been  so  prominent- 
ly before  the  church  of  late  that  little  needs  be  said  here.  In 
growth  and  prospects  it  is  beyond  doubt,  our  "banner"  mis- 
sion. Rev.  D.  W.  Ebbert  has  recently  entered  upon  its  pas- 
torate under  most  auspicious  circumstances.  The  member- 
ship numbers  118,  with  all  prosx>ects  of  rapid  increase.  Ap- 
propriation $600. 

15.  Damascus  Mission,  Rev.  Jos.  Sechler,  Lena,  111. 
Has  but  just  been  taken  under  the  care  of  the  board.  Mem- 
bership forty-eight.    Appropriation  $200. 

16.  BedAeld,  Dakota.  Rev.  F.  W.  Stump.  After  labor- 
ing in  this  field  for  several  years,  largely  at  his  own  expense, 
the  board  responded  favorably  to  the  request  of  the  mission- 
ary for  a  $500  appropriation^  subject  to  an  annual  decrease 
of  $100.  There  are  two  organizations  of  twenty-six  mem- 
bers, with  four  additional  preaching  places  from  which  Bro. 
Stump  hopes  shortly,  by  consolidation,  to  form  a  third  con- 
gregation. 

17.  Ada  Mission.  Rev.  I.  A.  Sites.  The  prospects  here 
are  brightening.  A  house  of  worship  is  about  to  be  erected 
in  Ada,  and  when  this  has  been  accomplished  it  is  confident- 
ly expected  that  this  point  will  push  steadily  forward.  Ap- 
propriation $235. 

18.  Warren  Mission,  (Ohio).  Vacant.  This  charge  is 
the  outcome  of  recent  reconstniction  efforts  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Canfield- Warren  charge  of  Eastern  Ohio 
Classis.  No  pastor  has  as  yet  been  secured.  Appropriation 
$300. 

The  board  would  respectfully  ask  for  instructions  as   to 
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what  disposition  is  to  be  made  of  misaion  poiDts  lying  withio 
tlie  bounds  of  the  newly  constituted  Interior  Synod. 

For  the  maintainance  of  the  missions  now  under  our  caie 
for  the  coming  year  }5,500  must  be  forthcoming. 

Synod  is  reminded  that  the  terms  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Lebennan 
and  Rev.  Jno.  M.  Kendig  expire  at  this  meeting.

S,    Report  of  Board  of  Church  Erection, 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  herewith  presents  its  annual 
report,  and  as  usual  we  are  compelled  to  say  that  we  have 
been  able  to  do  very  little  because  of  the  lack  of  funds.  The 
board  held  frequent  meetings  during  the  year  to  discuss  mat- 
ters and  endeavor  to  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  the  work  of 
Church  Extension.  While  very  little  aggressive  work  has 
been  done,  yet  we  are  pleased  to  notice  that  there  is  the  be- 
ginning of  an  interest  in  the  matter  which  may  grow  to  such 
proportions  as  will  result  in  good  at  last';  Many  of  the  pas- 
tors are  beginning  to  see  the  importance  of  more  and  better 
work  in  this  direction,  and  are  presenting  the  cause  to  their 
people.  Unless  this  is  done  more  generally  the  work  might 
as  well  be  abandoned.  We  believe  that  the  main  cause  of  so 
little  interest  in  the  work  is  the  neglect  of  the  pastors  to  inform 
their  people  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work.  There  are 
congregations  whose  only  information  about  the  work  is  the 
annual  statement  of  the  pastor  that  their  apportionment  for 
Church  Erection  is  so  much. 

During  the  year  the  board  prepared  and  published  a  Church 
Erection  service,  with  the  hope  that  it  might  help  to  bring 
about  what  the  board  desires — more  enthusiasm  in  the  work. 
Tliis  service  is  to  be  furnished  free  of  charge  to  all  churches  or 
Sunday-schools  who  desire  to  use  it,  and  who  will  take  up  a 
collection  for  Church  Erection.  At  the  meeting  of  synod  at 
redarville  about  $300  were  subscribed  to  what  was  called  the 
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Progressive  Church  Erection  Fund.  This  amount  has  not 
yet  all  been  paid  in,  we  believe,  however,  that  it  will  be,  and 
the  fund  should  be  increased  several  hundred  dollars  at  tlie 
present  meeting  of  synod.  The  money  subscribed  was  to  be 
used  for  some  special  work,  and,  though  tbe  amount  iu  haiid 
was  small,  yet  it  was  invested  in  a  lot  upon  which  a  chapel  is 
to  be  built  in  Ada,  Ohio.  This  was  done  at  the  earnest  solici- 
tation of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  of  Tilfin  Olassis.  The  lot 
purchased  cost  $500.  Of  this  |200  is  to  be  paid  by  the  1st  of 
November,  tbe  balance  in  one  year.  It  will  require  a  lillle 
extra  effort  to  collect  the  balance,  and  we  trust  it  will  be  done 
before  Synod  adjourns.  This  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  work 
which  may  by  care  on  the  part  of  the  board  and  the  bleBsiiig 
of  God  lead  to  more  and  greater  work  in  this  direction.  The 
heavy  debt  resting  upon  the  board  is  a  great  impediment  in 
the  way,  and  synod  should  devise  some  way  by  which  it  could 
be  wiped  out,  and  then,  with  a  clean  record,  the  board  might 
move  on  to  more  efficient  work.  Who  knows  what  with  per- 
severance and  the  help  of  God,  we  could  accomplish  in  the 
work  of  Church  Extension.  It  is  true  our  church  is  not  so 
large  numerically,  nor  are  we  foremost  in  wealth,  but  in  true 
earnestness  and  piety  we  are  behind  none.  If  we  are  earnest 
and  aggressive,  we  shall  find  that  the  little"  plant  will  grow 
into  a  mighty  tree;  and  churches  established  here  and  there 
over  the  land  and  filled  with  eager  worshipers  will  be  evidence 
of  this.  We  ask  synod  to  urge  upon  the  pastoral  charges  the 
necessity  of  promptly  collecting  their  api>ortionmenta  for  tliis 
cause.  The  board  also  asks  synod  to  make  the  following 
changes  and  amendments  to  its  constitution : 

1.  The  following  substitute  for  Article  VI.  of  the  constitu- 
tion :  There  shall  be  at  least  two  regular  meetings  of  the 
board  each  year.  One  for  organization,  etc.,  shall  be  held 
either  at  or  soon  after  synod ;  the  other  meeting  shall  be  held 
in  the  spring.  These  meetings  shall  always  be  held  in  &  com- 
munity where  there  is  a  Reformed  congregation,  and,  except 
when  the  Board  iueets  for  organization  at  synod,  the  bueioess 
sessions  of  the  board  shall  be  held  during  tbe  day,  and  the 
evening  shall  be  devoted  to  a  public  meeting  in  behalf  of  the 
Church  Erection  cause.  The  officers  of  the  board  shall  consti- 
tute an  Executive  Committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  the  evening  meetings.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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secretary  of  the  board  to  prepare  a  report  of  these  public 
meetinge  for  publication  in  the  Christian  World.  Special 
meetings  of  the  board  may  be  held  at  any  time  upon  the  call 
of  the  officers. 

U.     AMENDMENTS. 

1.  At  least  once  in  three  years  ^  " Service"  in  the  interest 
of  Church  Erection  and  suitable  for  use  in  the  congregations 
and  Sunday-schools  of  synod  shall  be  published  by  the  board. 

2.  After  the  re-organization  of  the  board  each  year,  a 
Standing  Committee  on  Church  Erection  Literature  shall  be 
appointed.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  two  mem- 
bers of  the  board.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  secure  articles  on  the  subject  of  Church  Erection  for 
the  Christian  World,  to  prepare  tracts  and  such  other  litera- 
ture as  the  interests  of  the  board  may  require,  and  to  super- 
intend their  publication  and  distribution.  At  least  four 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  synod,  this  committee  shall  file  a 
written  report  of  its  work  with  the  president  of  the  board. 

3.  Every  alternate  year  the  president  of  the  board  shall, 
immediately  after  synod,  have  his  annual  report  published  in 
tract  form,  to  which  shaU  be  appended  a  tabulatea  statement 
of  the  classical  apportionments  for  the  General  Church  Erec- 
tion Fund  of  synod  for  the  two  preceding  synodical  years, 
giving  both  the  amounts  of  the  apx)ortionments  and  the 
amounts  actuaUy  paid  by  each  charge  up  to  that  date. 

4.  Each  year,  after  the  reorganization  of  the  board,  a 
Standing  Committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed  on  Classical 
Co-operation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  urge 
the  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  in  each  classis  upon 
the  subject  and  work  of  Church  Erection.  The  board's  com- 
mittee shall  co-operate  with  the  classical  committee  (or  with 
the  officers  of  classis  where  no  standing  committee  has  been 
appointed)  to  agitate  frequently  the  subject  of  church  erec- 
tion, to  secure  prompt  payment  of  all  apportionments  for  this 
cause,  and  arrange  for  a  public  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the 
board  on  some  evening  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
classis.

U.     REPORT  OF  STASDISQ  COUUITIEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Miaeions,  during  the  morning 
eeBSion  on  Friday,  including  a  part  of  the  afternoon  Beasion, 
submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  considered  item 
by  item,  and,  together  with  the  reports  of  Boards  of  Home 
MiBsionB  and  of  Church  Erection,  and  of  their  treasurers, 
adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  MiBsionB  would  report  as 
follows : 

The  following  named  documents  have  been  referred  to  as: 
1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Miaeions.  2.  The 
report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Home  MisBiODB.  3. 
A  letter  from  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  requesting  instruction 
as  to  arrangement  of  mission  work  between  that  and  the  Ohio 
Synod.  4.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection.  5- 
The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection. 


The  report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  is  full  of  hope. 
The  record  is  that  the  gains  are  far  greater  than  the  losses, 
and  that  several  of  the  stations  have  become  Belf-Bustaioing 
during  the  year.  This  is  certainly  gratifying.  While  not  the 
full  amount  has  been  collected  which  was  asked  for  a  year 
ago,  yet  by  the  judicious  management  of  the  board  the  fields 
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receiving  attention  and  aid  have  nearly  all  been  kept  in  a 
most  hopeful  condition,  and  we  trust  that  during  the  year 
now  beginning,  many  other  points  may  gain  sufficient 
strength  and  courage  to  stand  alone,  so  that  the  limited  funds 
with  which  the  board  must  manage  may  be  applied  to  other 
new  points  where  we  have  great  reason  to  believe  such  aid 
would  avail  much  for  the  future  honor  and  power  of  the 
Reformed  Church.  As  of  the  eighteen  missions  now  under 
the  care  of  the  board,  quite  a  number  are  receiving  only 
small  amounts,  we  hope  that  they  may  very  soon  pass  off 
this  list,  and  the  above  desired  privilege  afforded  the  board 
of  exploring  new  territory  and  giving  timely  aid  to  the  help- 
less scattered  abroad. 

In  comparing  the  treasurer's  report  of  the  present  year 
with  that  of  the  previous  year  we  find  that  the  receipts  are 
on  the  increase.  However  the  actual  amount  of  increase  is 
not  the  most  assuring,  and  we  need  only  be  reminded  that  a 
very  little  more  indifference  and  the  very  slightest  decrease 
in  the  gifts  of  a  number  of  our  churches  would  land  us  below 
the  present  standard,  to  our  shame  and  to  the  most  positive 
detriment  of  the  sacred  interests  of  this  important  board. 
Let  our  humble  but  earnest  prayer  to  God  be,  that  he  may 
keep  as  from  falling  into  a  stat«  of  indifference,  a  decreased 
enthusiasm,  and  may  our  every  energy  be  directed  in  the  line 
of  our  petition  that  more  liberal  things  may  be  devised  and 
that  in  the  providence  of  God  new  fountains  of  help  will  open 
to  the  strengthening  of  our  heart  in  charity  and  love. 

We  would  ask  your  consideration  of  the  following  under 
this  head : 

1.  The  treasurer's  report  has  been  carefully  examined,  and 
being  found  correct  we  hereby  ask  its  adoption. 

2.  That  as  the  board  most  positively  and  unequivocally 
claims  that  to  satisfy  the  pressing  demands  for  aid,  $5,500 
must  be  forthcoming,  we  would  recommend  that  this  amount 
be  apportioned  among  the  several  classes. 

3.  The  terms  of  office  of  Revs.  J.  J.  Leberman  and  J.  M. 
Kendig  expire  at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

4.  As  to  the  letter  from  the  Synod  of  the  Interior,  asking 
instruction  as  to  the  management  of  missions  in  western  ter- 
ritory, we  would  submit  the  following  as  a  reply:  That 
whereas  the  General  Synod  of  the  Keforro^- '  '    '^^  the 
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United  States  has  arranged  for  the  niaiiagement  of  all  Home 
Mission  interests  by  a  board  of  its  own,  therefore  unlil  all 
such  interests  are  committed  into  the  hands  of  said  board,  ve 
deem  it  advisable  that  the  missionary  interesta  of  this  s,vdoi1, 
in  the  meantime,  be  left  committed  to  its  own  board  to  man- 
age according  to  its  judgment. 

II.      CBL'RCH   ERECTION. 

WhiJe  this  department  of  synodic  work  has  not  yet  attained 
that  stage  of  development  which  is  desired,  or  which  meets 
the  demand  of  the  times,  yet  the  synod  can,  to  some  degree, 
congratulate  itself  in  the  increased  collections  and  the  pro- 
gressive movement  which  is  almost  if  not  quite  equal  to  a 
new  epoch.  After  a  careful  perusal  of  the  reports  we  woutd 
note  the  following  matters  as  claiming  attention  of  synod: 

1.  The  board  most  earnestly  and  repeatedly  urges  that 
additional  subscriptions  be  solicited  to  the  Progressive  Churcb 
Erection  Fund  at  this  meeting  of  synod. 

2.  That  we  urge  upon  the  pastoral  charges  the  necessity 
of  promptly  collecting  their  apportionment  for  the  General 
Church  Erection  Fund, 

3.  Certain  changes  and  amendments  to  the  constitution 
governing  the  board,  are  pioposed  by  the  board,  and  we 
would  recommend  their  adoption  excepting  that  in  amend- 
ment 1.  The  committee  requests  substituting  the  words,  "As 
often  as  the  board  may  deem  it  proper,"  for  the  words,  ''At 
least  once  in  three  years." 

i.  The  reports  of  the  treasurer— a)  of  regular  fund,  and  i) 
progressive  fund — have  been  examined  and  found  correct, 
and  would  therefore  recommend  their  adoption. 

5.  The  terms  of  office  of  Revs.  S.  Ream  and  £.  Herbruck 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  expire  at  this 
meeting  of  synod.

VI.     woman's  SYHODICAL  missionary  SOCIETY.* 
The  following  action  was  adopted  by  synod  in  regard  to  the 
organization  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  synod, 
and  woman's  work  in  the  cause  of  missions : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  such  an  increased  interest  and 
enthueiaem  has  sprung  up  amongst  the  Christian  womeu 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  in  behalf  of  the  greal 
cause  of  missions,  and  as  a  considerable  and  encoiiragiiig 
number  of  these  devoted  women  have  complied  with  the 
request  of  this  synod  a  year  ago  in  sending  delegates  from 
various  missionary  organizations  to  this  synod,  and  have 
effected  a  Synodical  Missionary  Society;  and  as  they  have 
most  respectfully  asked  that  their  organization  be  duly  recog- 
nized, and  that  the  ministers  extend  their  personal  influeoce 
and  aid  in  organizing  missionary  societies  in  all  the  conije- 
gationb  of  this  synod;  therefore,

Vn.     THE  GAU8B  OF  FORBION  MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  morning 
session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  5  that  an  official  paper 
was  received  from  the  Central  Synod  containing  its  action 
respecting  Foreign  Missions,  and  asking  the  co-operation  of 
this  synod  to  the  same  end. 

Also  official  communications  were  received  through  Rev. 
AUen  R.  Bartholomew,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sione/s  for  Foreign  Missions,  with  reference  to  the  progi'ess, 
Deeds  and  prospects  of  our  foreign  mission  work  in  Japan. 

These  sevei*al  papers  were  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Revs.  John  M.  Kendig,  B.  Frank  Davi& 
and  Elder  John  O.  Kremer.  This  committee,  during  the 
afternoon  session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  w|is  received  and  adopted : 

Your  committee,  on  item  5  in  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Overtures,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report :  There  was  referred  to  us  an  overture  from  the  Cen- 
tral Synod  to  this  synod,  relating  to  a  certain  action  contem- 
plated by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Foreign  Missions. 
In  addition  to  this  document,  to  consider  which  this  commit- 
tee was  created,  there  were  also  refe.rred  to  us  several 
documents  from  the  said  board  relating  to  its  work  in  gener- 
al, to   proposed   enlarged   operations,  to   the  necessity  of 
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increased  funds,  and  also  informing  us  of  the  latest  action  oi 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  board,  in  regard  to  Tokio. 
These  documents  are 

1.  A  rejwrt.  from  Rev.  A.  R  Bartholomew,  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  said  Board. 

2.  An  appeal  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  Boaid. 

3.  An  address  from  said  committee  to  the  various  B>'noda. 

4.  A  report  of  secretary  from  same  source  conveying 
information  concerning  the  appointment  of  Kev.  D.  B. 
Schneder  aa  missionary  to  Japan  and  of  several  others  now 
being  considered. 

It  appears  from  the  overture  from  the  Central  Synod  thai 
the  Exeautive  Committee  has  detennined  upon  the  sale  of 
the  missionary  property  in  Tokio,  and  to  transfer  all  our 
forces  to  the  northern  part  of  the  Empire.  This,  of  course, 
means  that  Tokio  will  be  abandoned  as  a  missionary  point  of 
our  church.  Against  this  action  the  Central  Synod  earnestly 
protests,  and  requests  this  synod  to  unite  with  them  in 
requesting  the  Executive  Committee  to  reconsider  said  actiou 
and  to  continue  our  work  in  Tokio.  The  first  document 
noted  above  received  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Foreign  Board  informs  us  that  such  an  abandonment  was 
decided  upon,  and  the  property  was  offered  for  sale.  But  no 
report  of  sale  has  been  received  by  the  board,  and  they  now 
hold  its  sale  under  further  advisement 

Your  committee  express  the  hope  that  if  any  way  can  be 
devised  to  retain  our  hold  on  Tokio,  that  it  ought  to  be  done, 
and  yet  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  board,  as  well  as  its 
Executive  Committee,  will  do  what  is  best  for  our  interest. 

We  suggest  the  following  action :  , 

Resolved,  That  this  synod  hereby  records  that  it  has  full 
confidence  in  the  ability  of  the  board  to  manage  the  trust 
committed  to  them. 

Betolved,  Tliat  we  can  heartily  sympathize  with  the  ansie- 
ty  of  the  Central  Synod  in  regard  to  Tokio,  and  with  them 
also  regret  that  it  is  contemplated  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  board  to  abandon  said  mission  in  Tokio  as  a 
mission  under  the  care  of  our  church,  and  we  unite  in  the 
request  of  the  Central  Synod  that  the  board  shall  reconsider 
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said  action,  and  if  at  all  possible  retain  our  mission  and 
property  there. 

Eesolvedy  That  we  heartily  commend  anew  to  our  people 
the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  urge  upon  them  increased 
liberality. 

Your  committee  further  recommend,  that  the  documents  in 
our  hands,  and  hereby  returned  to  synod;  be  published  in  the 
Minutes  of  Synod,  so  as  to  more  fully  explain  this  action.

VUl,     OFFICIAL  DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  proposed  action  in  the  last  para- 
graph of  the  foregoing  report,  the  following  papers  are  here 
embodied  in  the  printed  Minutes  of  Synod : 

i.    Communication  from  the  Secretary. 

To  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:— In  the  providence  of  God, 
it  becomes  my  duty  to  transmit  to  your  reverend  body,  a 
report  of  the  progress  and  prospects  of  our  mission  in  Japan. 
The  hand  that  wrote  the  last  annual  report  is  silent  in  death, 
and  the  whole  church  mourns  the  loss  of  the  late  efficient 
secretary. 

You  will  pardon  my  reference  to  a  coincidence,  which  to 
me  is  remarkable,  since  I  have  been  chosen  the  successor  of 
dear  Doctor  Johnston.  By  a  singular  providence  I  was  the 
last  friend  to  visit  this  good  brother  before  he  died.  I  felt 
that  the  place  was  holy,  for  the  angels  were  already  waiting 
to  bear  his  spirit  into  the  home  of  the  blest.  When  I  bade 
him  the  final  farewell,  he  gave  me  his  usual  blessing  at  part- 
ing—" The  Lord  be  with  you."  And  now,  I  pray  God,  that 
his  mantle  may  have  fallen  on  me  then  and  there.' 

It  is  very  difficult  to  furnish  an  accurate  report  of  the  con- 
stantly growing  work  in  Japan.  The  experiences  are  so  var- 
ied that  a  new  statement  becomes  needful  every  day.  The 
little  tract,  which  I  enclose  for  your  consideration,  will  give 
you  some  idea  of  our  present  interests  in  Japan.    Our  church 
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has  done  a  great  and  noble  work  there  in  a  short  time.    Let 
UB  thank  the  Lord  for  it. 

The  board  feels  the  importance  of  increasing  our  present 
force,  in  order  to  reap  a  lai^  harreat  of  souls  in  that  heathen 
empire.  Time  is  precious  everywhere,  but  it  is  especially 
precious  in  Japan.  We  can  not  tell  what  a  day  may  bring 
forth.  We  have  met  an  urgent  demand  by  establishing  a 
Girls'  School  in  Sendai,  but  we  need  the  proper  buildinp  to 
carry  out  our  grand  project. 

In  a  recent  letter,  one  of  the  lady  teachers,  Miss  Lizzie  R. 
Poorbaugh,  writes:  "Only  yesterday  I  was  told,  on  good 
authority,  that  the  educational  department  of  the  govern- 
ment is  only  waiting  to  give  us  a  chance,  and  that  if  we  do 
not  improve  our  chance  at  an  early  day,  a  government  school 
for  girls  will  be  opened.  Such  an  event  would  work  a  com- 
plete change  in  our  affidrs."  I  fear,  if  the  government  will 
start  a  rival  school  at  Sendai,  it  will  impede  our  mission 
work. 

God's  kingdom  will  come  in  Japan  as  it  has  come  in  Amer- 
ica, but  whether  we,  as  a  church,  will  receive  the  blessing 
from  the  Lord  for  its  coming  depends  upon  a  right  use  of  our 
golden  opportunities. 

It  seems  to  me,  our  church  can  not  withdraw  from,  and  vilt 
not  tarry  in,  the  present  conflict  of  light  against  darkness 
among  that  interesting  and  promising  people. 

Japan  is  on  the  eve  of  a  mighty  change.  There  is  no  other 
nation  in  the  wide,  wide  world  that  bids  so  fair  to  enlist  itself 
under  the  crimson  banner  of  King  Emmanuel.  Japan  is  ripe 
for  the  Christian  religion.  Souls  hunger  for  the  bread  of  life. 
Crowds  gather  even  in  theatres  to  hear  the  preachers  of  the 
Word.  Delay  to  supply  them  with  the  gospel  is  dangerous. 
Do  we  realize  out  solemn  responeibilityf  Will  we  help  to 
make  Japan  a  Chrittian  nation? 

Let  me  earnestly  commend  the  glorious  cause,  which  our 
senior  missionary — the  Kev.  A.  D.  Gring — will  present  to  yoa 
at  this  meeting.  He,  a  "  beloved  brother  and  faithful  minis- 
ter in  the  Lord,  will  make  known  to  you  all  things;  whom 
we  have  sent  unto  you  for  the  same  purpose,  that  ye  migbt 
know  our  affairs,  and  that  he  might  comfort  you  he^le." 

May  his  presence  amongst  you  feed  the  sacred  flame  of 
love  for  missions  in  your  hearts. 
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Thanking  you  for  your  liberality  in  the  past,  and  believing 
that  you  will  abound  in  this  grace  also,  in  the  future,  we 
commit  our  foreign  cause  to  the  Lord,  to  whom  be  all  the 
glory.

t.    Appeal  of  the  ExecxUive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  obedience  to  the  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  adopted  at  their  meeting  in 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  October  18,  1887,  are  making  arrangements 
to  send  Rev.  David  B.  Schneder  and  wife  to  Japan,  to  sail  by 
the  steamer,  leaving  San  Francisco,  November  19,  1887. 
They  therefore  earnestly  request  that  the  several  synods  of 
the  church,  and  all  persons  who  have  pledged  or  intend  to 
give  monies  for  his  outfit  and  traveling  expenses  should  trans- 
mit the  same  to  Hon.  Rudolph  F.  Kelker,  Treasurer,  at  Har- 
nsburg.  Pa.,  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  committee  further  wish  that  the  church  at  large  should 
distinctly  understand  that  as  no  other  person  has  applied  to, 
or  been  appointed  by  the  board,  and  there  being  no  present 
necessity  for  an  additional  male  missionary,  no  money  for 
that  specific  puri)ose  can  be  received  by  the  treasurer. 

On  the  other  hand  we  hereby  inform  the  church  that  as 
Miss  Mary  B.  Ault,  in  consequence  of  her  intended  marriage 
to  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy,  will  serve  as  teacher  in  the  Girl's  School 
at  Sendai,  only  till  June  1, 1888,  it  has  therefore  become  im- 
peratively necessary  that  another  lady  missionary  be  secured, 
who  shall  leave  this  country  not  later  than  the  first  of  May 
next  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Miss  Lizzie  R.  Poorbaugh. 

The  committee  therefore  earnestly  solicit  the  church  at 
large,  and  particularly  the  various  woihan's  missionary  soci- 
eties, to  take  this  important  matter  into  consideration,  and  to 
forward  during  the  coming  winter  their  contributions  for  this 
purpose.  We  also  request  such  Christian  women  in  our 
church  as  feel  called  to  the  work  of  foreign  missions  to  for- 
ward their  names  with  proper  reconmiendations  for  the 
position  to  Rev.  A.  R.  Bartholomew,  Secretary,  Pottsville, 
Pa.,  who  will  present  the  same  to  the  board  at  their  next 
meeting  for  consideration.    No  one  need  apply  not  eiyoying 
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the  work,  as  also  a  willingness  to  labor  at  all  times  under  the 
direction  of  the  board. 

We  {dso  desire  it  to  be  understood  that  although  Miss  Ault, 
for  the  reason  assigned,  will  cease  her  connection  with  the 
school,  she  has  advised  the  board  that  she  expects  to  labor 
among  the  women  of  Japan,  and  by  no  means  to  relinquish 
her  original  intention  of  devoting  her  life  to  the  work  of 
making  known  the  gospel  of  the  Savior  in  that  far-off  land 
in  which  her  lot  has  been  cast  by  the  providence  of  God. 

The  suggestion  of  the  misBion  in  1886  that  the  property  at 
Tokio  be  sold,  and  that  we  concentrate  our  men  and  means 
at  Sendai,  as  also  a  personal  letter  from  Rev.  A.  D.  Uring, 
March  8,  1887,  in  which  he  says,  "  We  have  since  our  meet- 
ing been  able  to  get  our  people  here  to  unite  with  their  eistei 
churches  of  the  union  in  the  same  neighborhood,  and  tlius  re- 
lieve us  from  any  further  support,"  led  the  board  to  offer  the 
mission  house  in  Tokio  for  sale.  The  pressing  need  for  funds 
to  provide  suitable  accommodations  for  our  missionaries  in 
Sendai,  both  in  regard  to  their  domestic  comfort  and  their 
work,  is  the  principal  reason  why  the  board  ent«rt^ns  this 
proposition. 

Since  the  mission  reports  no  purchaser  for  the  property, 
and  as  the  house  brings  a  rental  of  $40  per  mouth,  its  sale 
will  be  held  under  advisement. 

It  is  highly  important  that  our  good  people  provide  imme- 
diately $10,000  with  which  to  erect  the  necessary  buildings  at 
Sendai. 

Believing  that  the  God  of  missions  will  incline  his  people 
to  contribute  liberally  to  this  urgent  need,  we  propose  to  go 
forward  with  the  work.  Help  us,  dear  brethren,  to  give  our 
pleading  missionaries  the  appliances  and  comforts  which  they 
so  richly  merit  and  so  greatly  need.  Yours  in  the  Lord.

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PRESENCE,  ADRRE8S  AND  APPEAL  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY. 

Rev.  Ambrose  D.  Gring,  our  senior  missionary  in  Japan, 
who  has  returned  to  America  to  recuperate  his  health,  and  to 
inspire  increased  interest  in  foreign  missions,  was  cordially 
welcomed  and  spent  several  days  with  synod.  On  Friday 
evening,  having  been  set  apart  for  foreign  missionary  service, 
he  delivered  an  interesting  and  instructive  address  in  regard 
to  Japan,  its  people,  government,  religion  and  customs,  and 
the  progress  of  Christianity  in  the  empire,  and  his  experi- 
ence in  the  foreign  work;  and  during  Saturday  morning 
session  he  made  some  statements  before  synod  respecting  the 
results,  cost  and  wants  of  mission  work  in  Japan,  with  an 
earnest  apx>eal  to  synod  for  practical  sympathy  and  generous 
support.  At  the  close  of  his  statement,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted: 

Besolvedy  That  the  synod  has  heard  with  pleasure  our  for- 
eign missionary,  Eev.  Ambrose  D.  Gring,  and  that  the  roll  be 
called  at  once,  with  the  view  of  having  members  of  synod 
pledge  themselves  for  certain  amounts  to  be  appropriated  in 
carrjring  forward  our  missionary  work  in  Japan. 

Thereupon  the  roll  was  called,  and  as  a  result  $735  were 
pledged,  of  which  $65  were  paid  in  cash. 


The  following  action  with  respect  tp  Foreign  Missions  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Wherras,  God  in  his  providence  and  in  pursuance  of  his 
divine  purpose  to  shed  the  light  of  his  glorious  gospel  ui)on 
aJl  the  nations  of  the  world,  has  moved  the  heart  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  in  behalf  of  the  unen- 
lightened and  unsaved  in  the  Empire  of  Japan ;  and 

Whereas,  Our  blessed  Savior  has  so  signally  manifested 
his  approbation  and  vouchsafed  such  constant  benediction  in 
this  work — encouraging  the  mission  so  greatly  in  fulfillment 
of  his  great  promise,  "  Lo  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto 
the  end  of  the  world;"  and 

Whereas,  We  have,  with  a  holy  joy  and  thanksgiving  to 
God  who  loves  the  lost  sheep  of  earth,  and  to  Jesus  Christ, 
the  chief  missionary,  who  ^^  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost,''  been  permitted  to  see  and  to  hear  our  be- 
loved brother,  our  first  missionary  of  the  cross  to  the  Empire 
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of  Japan — the  one  whose  consecration,  devotion,  self-sacrifice 
and  fervent  zeal  God  has  bo  accepted  and  blessed— Rev. 
Ambrose  D.  Gring;  and 

Whereas,  We  have  with  great  pleasure  and  profit  b«anj 
our  brother's  statement  of  the  progress  of  tlie  work  of  evan- 
gelizing the  Japanese  and  of  the  most  auspicious,  encoun^* 
ing  and  reassuring  prospects  of  the  mission  of  the  Reformed 
Church  and  the  pressing  demand  for  more  teachers  and 
preachers  at  this  time ;  therefore 

Retolvedy  That  we  hereby  declare  an  increased  interest 
and  confidence  in  our  Japan  mission  and  in  all  the  ministerf 
and  teachers  both  foreign  and  native. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  in  the  future  give  more  attention  to 
this  great  cause,  take  more  frequent  collections  for  its  sup- 
port, and  plead  witli  God  in  -prayer  in  the  pulpit  in  our 
prayer-meetings  and  at  our  family  altars  for  his  continued 
blessing  upon  the  work  until  the  island  empire  shall  belaid 
entire  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  as  a  rich  trophy  of  his  saving  grace. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerk  be  instructed  to  furnish  a 
copy  of  these  resolutions  to  Rev.  A.  D.  Gring  and  a  copy  to 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  following  reports  were  received,  referred,  considered 
and  afterwards  adopted  as  a  whole ; 

I,       ANNUAL  REPORTS. 
1.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Truflees. 

The  t)oard  was  organized  in  Dayton,  January  13. 18S7.  by 
tiie  election  of  the  followinf;  officers : 

Rev,  S.  B.  Yockey,  President. 

Rev.  I.  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Treasurer. 

Elder  G.  G.  Prugh,  Secretary. 

Four  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  and  at  all  of 
these  the  interests  of  the  seminary  were  thoroughly  discusswl. 
We  a^'ailed  ourselves  of  every  opportunity  to  increase,  if 
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poBsible,  the  efficiency  of  the  seminary.  We  are  now  com- 
pelled to  bring  facts  before  you  which  indicate  our  disap- 
pointment, but  which  we  hope  will  arouse  this  synod  to  such 
vigorous  legislation  as  will  secure  substantial  support  to  our 
Theological  Seminary.. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  which  is  the  property  of  the 
synod  and  is  presented  for  its  examination,  gives  a  complete 
statement  of  the  finances  entrusted  to  our  keeping;  and 
reveals  our  indebtedness,  the  insufficiency  of  the  endowment, 
and  the  small  amount  received  from  collections. 

It  is  but  justice  to  say  that  the  present  board  is  not  respon- 
sible for  the  decrease  in  the  endowment,  as  compared  with 
what  it  was  years  ago. 

The  protracted  illness  of  Bev.  Dr.  Good,  president  of  the 
seminary,  has  created  a  feeling  of  uncertainty  as  to  what  its 
future  would  be.  This  has  had  a  very  injurious  effect  upon 
our  efforts  to  secure  a  more  cordial  support  for  our  seminary 
work.  This  synod  should  remove  this  uncertainty,  and  by 
such  aggressive  legislation  in  behalf  of  the  seminary  chal- 
lenge and  keep  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  entire  church. 
The  seminary,  by  the  action  of  this  synod,  must  be  declared 
to  occupy  no  secondary  place  in  its  consideration.  Possibly, 
for  once  it  should  take  precedence,  for  the  mind  of  the  church 
has  been  directed  upon  other  objects,  the  seminary  has  been 
neglected,  and  now  it  is  but  fair  to  place  it  in  conspicuous 
view,  and  pledge  it  such  warm  support  as  will  be  the  guaran- 
tee of  its  prosperity.  It  is  but  wisdom  to  do  so.  What 
department  of  our  church  work  will  not  share  in  its  success  'i 
A  better  equipped  ministry  will  be  the  direct  result.  This  in 
turn  will  produce  a  membership  better  instructed  in  all 
church  enterprises,  and  this  will  help  more  than  any  other 
cause  to  fill  our  treasuries,  for  no  uninstructed  people  in  Bible 
principles  have  ever  been  known  to  be  reliable  workers  in 
the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  to  produce  an  argument.  Simple 
attention  is  all  that  is  needed,  and  the  required  support  will, 
doubtless,  be  given.  The  needs  of  the  seminary  are,  firsts 
additional  teaching  force.  The  impaired  health  of  Dr.  Good 
makes  it  unwise  to  depend  only  upon  him.  Beyond  question 
the  correct  plan  is  to  elect  a  professor  for  the  seminary  at  this 
synod,  and  then  if  Dr.  Good  recovers  his  health — for  which 
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we  all  hope  and  pray,  for  we  have  now  all  discoTered  the 
great  difficulty  in  filling  his  place— the  seminary  will  then 
not  be  too  well  manned.  We  deem  this  an  essential  step, 
and  must  be  taken  if  the  Beminaiy  is  to  merit  the  confidence 
of  the  church. 

Arrangements  must  be  made  at  once  to  enlarge  the  endow- 
ment of  the  seminary.  The  past  two  years  have  abundantly 
established  the  unreliability  of  the  collection  plan.  It  ie  not 
a  policy  upon  which  the  seminary  can  rest  or  be  maintained. 
It  must  not  depend  one  day  longer  upon  this  system  than  is 
absolutely  necessary. 

A  financial  agent  should  at  once  be  placed  in  the  field  to 
secure  such  resources  as  shall  place  the  seminary  upon  a  sure 
foundation,  removing  it  as  far  as  possible  from  the  contingen- 
cies which  must  ever  accompany  dependence  upon  collec- 
tions. This  highest  school  of  the  church  must  represent 
strength  in  financial  resources,  literary  skill,  and  theological 
ability. 

At  OUT  meeting  in  Dayton,  June  22, 1887,  having  learned  of 
the  inability  of  Dr.  Glood  to  continue  his  work  in  the  semin- 
ary, and  the  improbability  of  his  resuming  it  before  the 
meeting  of  this  synod,  your  board  requested  the  Rev.  H,  H. 
W.  Hibshman,  D.  D.,  and  Prof.  A.  S.  Zerbe,  Ph.  D.,  to  give  as 
much  assistance  ae  possible  to  Bev.  H.  Gust,  D.  D.,  in  carry- 
ing forward  the  work  of  the  seminary.  This  these  brethren 
have  done,  with,  we  believe,  the  best  of  results.  Dr.  Hibsh- 
man has  addressed  a  letter  to  the  president  of  this  board, 
expressing  his  pleasure  in  being  able  to  serve  the  church  in 
this  capacity,  but  at  the  same  time  asking  to  be  relieved  of 
this  responsibility  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  these  brethren,  and  trust  that  synod  will  make 
provision  to  express  its  gratitude  and  indebtedness. 

It  is  doubtless  known  to  all  that  because  of  illness  Rev.  Dr. 
Good  has  been  unable  to  attend  to  his  duties  in  the  seminary 
since  last  spring.  This  has  occasioned  universal  regret,  for 
the  loss  is  very  great.  It  is  most  seemly  then,  that  while  we 
acknowledge  this  our  affliction,  we  also  pray  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  to  restore  our  brother  to  health  and 
strength,  that  the  church  may  enjoy  the  benefit  of  his  ser- 
vices for  many  years  to  come. 
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The  board  at  its  last  meeting,  believing  that  a  distinct  and 
definite  incorporation  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  would  tend  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  seminary,  adopted  the  following 
action  for  the  consideration  of  the  synod : 

Resolved^  That  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States  be  and  hereby  is  respectfully  requested  to 
adopt  the  necessary  preliminary  measures  to  secure  the  incor- 
poration of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

The  terms  of  Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey  and  Mr.  G.  G.  Prugh 
expire  as  members  of  the  board  at  this  synod.

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  eubmit  the  following 
ae  their  annual  report  to  this  reverend  body ; 

The  officers  of  the  board  of  the  previous  year  were  contin- 
ued in  their  respective  offices.    Your  board  has  endeavored  to 
discharge  its  duties  to  the  best  of  its  abilities. 
THBOLOGICU.  SEMINARY. 

The  examinations  of  the  students  in  the  seminary  were 
satisfactory,  not  as  much  so,  however,  as  in  former  years. 
This  may  have  been  owing  somewhat  to  unavoidable  circum- 
stances. The  following  named  persons  were  regularly  dis- 
missed from  the  seminary,  having  studied  all  the  branchee  in 
the  curriculum,  viz :  Messrs.  John  A.  Danner,  Henry  S.  Geke- 
ler,  Andrew  Hooker,  Louis  0.  Martin,  Adolph  J.  Merer. 
David  A.  Parks,  Bechtolt  Ruef,  Reuben  F.  Shultz  and  David 
A.  Winter,  and  were  recommended  for  graduation.  The 
graduating  exercises  were  held  in  the  college  chapel  on  the 
evening  of  the  18th  of  May  last. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  Messrs.  A.  H.  Zechiel. 
Harry  L.  Beam,  E.  E.  Weller,  M.  H.  Brensinger  and  D.  X. 
Frantz  were  received  as  students  in  the  seminary  in  the 
junior  class.  The  number  of  students  in  the  seminar}"  at 
present  is  nine,  W.  A.  Bodell  and  C.  B.  Alspach  withdrew 
from  the  seminary  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  themselves 
at  Springfield,  Mass.,  for  Y.  M.  C.  A,  work.    J.  D.  Peters,  a 
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member  of  the  senior  class,  also  withdrew,  not  wishing  to 
comply  with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  board  at  its  last 
sessions,  regulating  the  number  of  times  that  the  students  are 
allowed  to  preach. 

About  the  first  of  last  April,  Dr.  J.  H.  Good,  Professor  of 
Dogmatic  and  Practical  Theology,  and  President  of  the  Sem- 
inary Faculty,  was  prevented,  by  ill-health,  from  attending  to 
his  professorial  duties  in  the  seminary.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  your  board,  held  on  the  11th  of 
April,  the  afflicted  professor  was  granted  a  vacation  until  the 
end  of  the  spring  term.  At  the  same  time  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees was  notified  of  Prof.  Good's  inability  to  teach,  and  Dr. 
H.  Rust  was  respectfully  requested  to  teach  the  branches  in 
Dr.  Good's  department  as  far  as  possible,  with  which  he  com- 
plied. Owing  to  engagements  made  by  Dr.  Rust  while  his 
celleague  was  in  good  health,  which  he  felt  in  honor  bound  to 
meet,  and  to  the  pressing  demands  of  indigent  students  for 
time  to  replenish  their  finances,  the  seminary  was  closed 
four  weeks  before  the  regular  time,  with  great  reluctance. 

In  view  of  the  frequent  calls  upon  the  students  to  preach 
and  their  willingness  to  respond,  a  fact  which  your  board  felt 
was  injurious  in  more  than  one  respect,  the  following  reso- 
lutions were  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  seniors  be  allowed  the  privilege  of 
preaching  but  once  a  month. 

Resolved^  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  board,  it  is  not  pro- 
per for  students  to  preach  as  candidates  for  pastoral  fields 
before  they  become  licentiates. 

Resolved^  That  the  professors  of  the  seminary  be  requested 
to  prohibit  the  members  of  the  junior  class  from  preaching  on 
any  Sunday  during  the  sessions  of  the  year. 

Dr.  Grood's  inability  to  fill  his  position  has  had  a  serious 
effect  upon  the  seminary.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  judi- 
ciously supplied  the  place  temporarily,  but  any  temporary 
arrangement  will  seldom  meet  the  demands  as  fully  as  a  per- 
manent arrangement.  We  have  no  suggestion  to  offer  in 
regard  to  this  important  matter,  as  the  filling  of  vacancies  in 
the  teaching  force  temporarily  is  the  duty  of  another  board. 
That  Dr.  Good's  greatly  impaired  health  may  be  restored 
soon,  and  he  be  permitted  to  take  his  position  again  in  the 
seminary,  is  the  humble,  but  earnest  prayer  of  your  board.

Bue  his  studies  at  home  during  the  present  collegiate  year, 
without  support  from  the  board. 

Geo.  H.  Snyder  and  C.  E.  Stoner  were  placed  under  the 
care  of  the  Tuscarawas  ClasBis,  D.  A.  Frantz  nnder  the  care 
of  Northern  Illinois  Classis,  D.  F.  Boomershine  under  the 
care  of  Miami  ClasBis,  and  S.  E.  Neikirk  under  the  care  of 
Tiffin  ClasBis.  There  are  at  present  Beventeen  students 
receiving  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education.  The  amount  of 
their  appropriation,  in  connection  with  an  indebtedness  of 
nearly  five  hundred  dollars,  from  last  year's  deficiency,  will 
require  the  full  apportionment  for  the  cause  of  Beneficiary 
Education,  unless  the  delinquencies  of  last  year  be  re-appor- 
tioned to  the  delinquent  classes.  This  latter  your  board 
most  earnestly  recommends.  The  amount  is  given  in  a  state- 
ment by  the  treasurer  in  his  report.  Your  board  regrets  that 
so  little  has  been  refunded  by  those  who  received  aid  from  its 
treasury  while  preparing  for  the  ministry,  without  which  they 
would  not  have  been  able  to  meet  their  cherished  purpose. 
The  Rev.  J.  P.  Stahl,  pastor  of  the  newly  constituted  Glen- 
ford  Chftfge,  is  the  only  ex-beneficiary  that  has  refunded 
anything  under  the  late  rule,  who  not  only  paid  into  our 
treasury  twenty-five  dollars  of  his  own  funds,  but  also  col- 
lected for  the  board  in  his  charge,  sixty  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
towards  cancelling  his  indebtedness  to  the  board:  This  ia  an 
example  worthy  of  imitation. 

Your  board  most  urgently  recommends  pastors  and  others, 
who  apply  for  aid  in  behalf  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry, 
first,  to  fully  satisfy  their  own  minds  of  the  necessary  qualifi- 
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cations  of  the  candidate,  and,  if  possible,  have  the  proper 
classis  also  to  examine  him  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  office  of 
the  holy  ministry  and  his  worthiness  of  supjwrt.  In  observ- 
ing this  recommendation  your  board  will  be  released  from 
many  complications  arising  out  of  the  receiving  unworthy 
persons,  and  will  be  able  to  invest  the  church's  money  more 
judiciously  than  it  has  done  in  the  past. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  but  comparatively 
few  students  are  in  attendance  at  Heidelberg  College  who 
have  the  ministry  in  view.  This  is  to  be  deplored  for  many 
reasons.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  whatever  efforts  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  whose  duty  it  is  to  "increase  the 
number  of  students  for  the  gospel  ministry,  and  devise  and 
suggest  means  by  which  this  desirable  result  may  be  accom- 
plished," may  put  forth  for  this  laudable  object,  that  such 
plans  may  be  heartily  endorsed  by  pastors  and  church-mem- 
bers throughout  the  bounds  of  the  synod,  and  carried  into  effect. 

Your  reverend  body  is  reminded  that  the  terms  of  office  of 
Revs.  S.  C.  Goss,  M.  Loucks,  G.  H.  Leonard  and  J.  I.  Swan- 
der,  D.  D.,  as  members  of  this  board,  expire  at  this  meeting 
of  synod,  and  that  the  attention  of  your  standing  committee 
on  nominations  is  called  to  this  fact. 

With  the  prayer  that  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the 
church  rest  ujwn  our  Theological  Seminary  and  the  cause  of 
Beneficiary  Education,  we  respectfully  submit  our  report.

5.    Report  of  the  PermanerU  Committee  on  Seminary, 

The  Permanent  Committee  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report: 

Your  committee  had  no  meeting  during  the  year.  There 
has  been  nothing  of  importance  to  call  the  members  together. 
We  have  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  progress  in  secur- 
ing additional  pledges  for  the  increase  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Seminary. 

Whether  the  classes,  that  assumed  their  proportion  of  the 
ten  thousand  dollars  proposed  to  be  raised  in  the  spring  of 
A.  D.,  1885,  pay  the  interest  promptly  can  be  learned  from 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  unless  one  of  the 
professors  of  the  seminary,  or  some  one  else,  wUl  give  the 
work  personal  and  continuous  attention,  the  amount  required 
to  plant  the  school  on  a  substantial  financial  basis  will  not 
be  secured. 

Without  such  a  head  to  the  committee  nothing  of  practical 
benefit  will  be  accomplished. 

Your  committee  suggest  that  the  synod  discontinue  this 
Permanent  Committee  of  the  Theological   Seminary,  and 
instruct  its  board  to  take  the  matter  vigorously  in  hand.

II.     BEPOBT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SEMINARY  AND  EDUCATION. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
Education,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Thursday,  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  received  and  considered,  and^, 
together  with  the  preceding  reports,  adopt-ed : 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  would  respect- 
fully report : 

The  following  documents  have  been  referred  to  this  com- 
mittee, namely.  The  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  Keports  of 


of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Seminary,  and  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  tiie  SeminaTT, 
aa  also  aeveral  other  documents  relative  to  the  present  needi 
and  interests  of  the  seminary. 

From  the  different  papers  coming  into  our  hands  we  learn 
that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  trial  to  the  seminur, 
and  the  work  done  in  the  preparation  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry  very  unsatisfactory,  not  meeting  the  demands  of  tbe 
church.  This  state  of  things  has  been  the  result  largely  of 
unavoidable  circumstances,  yet  much  blame  can  be  laid  at 
our  own  door,  in  that  synod  has  allowed  this  important  insti- 
tution and  interest  of  the  church  to  suffer  by  not  making 
proper  preparations  for  such  contingencies  as  have  now  arisen. 

The  seminary  for  years  has  in  a  measure,  at  least,  been 
kept  in  the  background,  and  has  been  permitted  to  shift 
along  without  sufficient  aid  and  proper  provision  for  her 
endowment,  as  also  insufficient  teaching  force  for  the  present 
demands  of  the  seminary.  The  reports  both  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  also  that  of  the  treasurer,  call  attention  to  the 
fact  of  the  continual  indebtedness  of  the  seminary,  and  the 
insufficiency  of  the  funds  to  pay  tbe  salaries  of  tbe  profeeson 
— there  being  a  deficiency  of  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  in 
this  respect — proving  conclusively  that  the  present  financial 
policy  of  the  synod,  that  of  apportionment,  does  not,  br  any 
means,  meet  the  case  and  needs  of  the  seminary.  Year  after 
year  the  seminary  is  becoming  more  and  more  in  debt  It  is 
a  patent  fact  that  such  action  must  here  be  taken  by  this 
synod  that  shall  for  once  place  this,  our  "  school  of  the  pro- 
phets," into  better  and  permanent  financial  condition. 

By  reason  of  the  sickness  of  the  president  of  the  seminary 
during  a  large  part  of  the  year,  temporary  arrangements 
were  made  by  the  trustees  of  the  seminary,, by  appointing 
Rev.  H.  H.  W.  Hibshman,  V.  V.,  and  Rev.  A.  8.  Zerbe,  FL 
D.,  as  instructors.  This  has  been  an  onerous  and  laborious 
work  for  these  brethren  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties. 
Nor  can  this  temporary  arrrangment  by  any  means  accom- 
plish the  work  and  results  of  regular  professors.  It  is  veiy 
evident  that  better  provisions  must  be  made  in  the  way  of 
instructors,  so  that  the  seminary  no  longer  suffer  in  this 
respect 

Another  point  causing  much  anxiety  to  those  who  have  the 
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interests  of  the  seminary  at  heart,  is  that  of  the  small  number 
of  students  for  the  ministry,  both  in  the  college  and  seminary. 
While  there  is  a  general  complaint  throughout  our  church 
concerning  the  very  few  who  are  willing  to  consecrate  them- 
selves to  the  holy  ministry,  yet  there  is  a  lack  evidently  both 
in  the  management  of  the  seminary  as  also  a  lethargy  and 
indifference  among  our  ministry  and  membership  as  to  the 
duty  of  supplying  the  church  with  men  for  the  ministry. 
Action,  such  as  shall  meet  the  demands  of  the  church  in  this 
respect,  ought  be  here  taken. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  sorrow  that  this  synod  has  heard  of 
the  continuous  sickness  of  the  venerable  Rev.  J.  H.  Good, 
D.  D.,  president  of  the  seminary.  Dr.  Good,  during  a  period 
of  forty  years,  has  been  intimately  connected  with  our  insti- 
tutions in  the  West,  no  one  man  having  done  more  to  bring 
our  church  and  her  institutions  into  prominence.  He  was 
the  founder  of  Heidelberg  College  and  Seminary  in  Tiffin, 
Ohio;  the  establisher  of  the  Western  Missionary^  now  Chris- 
tian Worlds  Dayton,  Ohio ;  and  for  the  last  twenty  years  the 
honored  president  and  distinguished  instructor  of  the  semin- 
ary. For  his  self-sacrifice,  and  for  his  very  eminent  useful- 
ness to  the  Reformed  Ohurch,  he  shall  have  our  lasting 
gratitude;  and  in  his  present  affliction  the  sympathy  and 
prayers  of  the  entire  church.  It  is  also  the  duty  and  high 
privilege  of  this  synod  to  give  expression  in  a  substantial 
way  of  the  high  esteem  with  which  he  is  held,  and  the  sympa- 
thy the  church  has  for  him  in  this  his  time  of  affliction. 

A  paper  presented  by  Rev.  L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  in  behalf 
of  many  friends  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Good,  presents  this  in  a  forcible 
way. 

In  view  of  the  eminent  services  rendered  by  our  honored 
instructor,  as  also  the  hope  of  his  recovery  and  further  use- 
fulness and  counsel  in  the  future,  this  synod  is  asked  to 
establish  an  office  in  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  the  incumbent  of  said  office  to  be  called  the  Emeritus 
President  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  This  is  but  just  and 
due  to  Dr.  J.  H.  Good,  and  wq  therefore  recommend  the 
following  action: 

Resolved^  That  we  establish  and  do  hereby  establish  an 
office  in  our  Theological  Seminary,  the  incumbent  of  which 
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shall  be  called  EmerituB  Preeidenl  of  the  Theological  Semin- 
ary. 

Reaolwd,  That  Rev.  J.  H.  Qood,  D.  D.,  be  and  hereby  a 
invited  to  accept  ttuB  poeition  at  a  salary  of  |600  annually. 
Salary  to  commence  January  1, 1888. 

Resolved,  That  a  fund  called  the  Emeritua  Fund  ie  hereby 
established  to  be  set  apart  for  the  benefit  of  the  Emeritus 
President  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Emeritus  Fund  shall  consist  of:  First, 
voluntary  contributions  by  the  alumni  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States.  Second,  by  contributions  by  the  friends  of  Dr. 
J.  H.  Good  in  the  whole  church.  Third,  by  surplus  in  the 
Synodical  Treasury. 

Resolved,  That  the'  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorised  to 
appoint  agents  to  collect  for  this  fund. 

Resolved,  That  this  synod,  in  honor  to  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Good,  D.  D.,  establish  a  chair  of  theology  in  the  Theological 
Seminary,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  to  be  known  as  the  J.  H.  Cktod  Chair. 

Resolved,  That  this  synod  appoint  a  financial  agent,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  funds  for  the  present  needs  of  the 
seminary,  as  also  to  increase  the  endowment  fund,  and  espe- 
cially to  endeavor  to  raise  funds  to  endow  the  chair  just 
established. 

Resolved,  That  this  synod  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  pro- 
fessor of  the  Theological  Seminary,  whose  duty  shall  be 
assigned  him  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary. 

Resolved,  That  this  synod  enter  upon  the  election  of  this 
professor  to-morrow  at  10  a.  m.,  at  a  salary  of  |l,OO0  per 
annum. 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  reports  of  their  respective  treasurers,  be  adopted-, 
and  that  the  recommendations  therein  contained  be  approved. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education,  regu- 
lating the  preaching  of  theological  students,  meets  with  the 
hearty  approval  of  synod,  and  that  the  Faculty  of  Seminary 
be  requested  to  enforce  the  rules. 

Resolved,  That  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  be  incorporated  according  to  the  laws  of  tlie  State  of 
Ohio. 
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Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Theo- 
logical Seminary  shall  henceforth  consist  of  fifteen  members, 
of  whom,  at  the  first  election  by  the  Ohio  Synod,  five  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  and  five  for 
three  years ;  and  thereafter  the  syDod  shall,  at  each  annual 
meeting,  elect  five  members  who  shall  hold  their  oflSce  for 
three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

liesolvedj  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations  is 
hereby  instructed  to  put  in  nomination  a  double  number  of 
candidates  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  in  the  pre- 
vious resolution. 

Resolved  J  That  the  ministers  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio  are  here- 
by requested  on  some  Sunday  of  the  year  to  preach  on  the 
subject  of  parents  dedicating  their  sons  to  the  Christian  min- 
istry, and  that  the  membership  of  the  church  be  asked  to 
assist  the  pastors  to  increase  the  number  of  students  for  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin.

D.  D.,  the  synod  proceeded  to  the  election.  Revs.  George 
H.  Leonard,  Jerome  B.  Henry,  Charles  W.  Good  and  Elder 
Victor  P.  Van  Home  were  appointed  tellers.  The  election 
being  had  resulted  as  follows :  Rev.  James  I.  Good  received 
forty-two  votes,  Rev.  David  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  twenty-three, 
and  Rev.  John  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  eleven.

their  sons  to  the  Lord  for  this  holy  office;  and 

Whkeeab,  There  are  now  so  few  students  in  the  theologic- 
al seminary,  and  such  a  small  number  in  the  college  classes 
with  the  ministry  in  view ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  such  a  great  demand  for  more  minis- 
ters, and  no  hope  of  supplying  this  demand  for  at  least  the 
next  five  years;  therefore

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  following  reports  in  regard  to  the  college  were  received, 
referred,  considered  and  adopted : 

I.     Al^NUAL  REPORTS. 
1.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

According  to  a  requirement  of  synod,  it  becomes  my  duty 
to  make  a  report  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  the 
<x>ndition  and  work  of  Heidelberg  College  during  the  last 
synodic  year.  This,  although  it  may  seem  a  formal  task,  is 
fit  and  proi>er,  as  the  college  owes  largely  its  present  prosper- 
ous condition  to  the  encouragement  and  financial  support 
which  it  has  received  from  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  under  whose 
iraspices  it  was  founded  and  has  continued  to  flourish. 
Thanking  the  synod  for  what  it  has  done  in  the  past,  and 


invoking  its  continued  co-operation,  I  will  proceed  to  the 
taek  assigned  me. 

The  board  would  congratalate  the  synod  upon  the  increased 
interest  that  is  taken  in  Christian  education,  as  is  eyidenl 
from  the  growing  attendance  at  college  and  in  the  enlarged 
liberality  of  our  people.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the 
college  has  there  been  such  an  interest  in  its  prosperily. 
New  friends  have  arisen  in  every  part  of  the  synod,  who  are 
willing  to  do  what  they  can  in  its  support.  The  many  contri- 
butions given  within  the  last  few  years  towards  the  erectiou 
of  our  spacious  uew  building,  which  stands  as  a  monument  of 
of  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  church,  is  truly  wonderful, 
and  may  be  referred  to  as  a  proof  of  the  growing  interest  that 
is  abroad  in  the  education  of  the  young.  This  is  as  it  should 
be,  as  no  church  can  prosper  which  does  not  keep  pace  with 
the  advancing  spirit  of  the  day. 

Much  has  been  done  during  the  year  by  frequent  visitatioDS 
in  different  parts  of  the  synod  to  bring  the  college  prominent- 
ly before  the  people,  so  as  to  secure  Uieir  hearty  and  willing 
support,  while  the  instruction  and  discipline  in  the  college 
itself  have  been  thorough  and  complete,  so  that  those  in 
attendance  might  become  interested  in  their  studies  and 
become  well  prepared  for  their  life's  work.  Thirteen  were 
graduated  at  the  last  commencement,  while  there  was  an 
actual  attendance  in  the  several  departments  of  nearly  200 
students  during  the  year,  who  were  in  daily  contact  with  the 
ten  professors  who  constitute  the  present  teaching  force.  No 
one  can  estimate  the  results  of  a  year's  work  like  this  in 
molding  the  lives  and  characters  of  those  in  whose  hands  the 
the  destinies  of  the  church  and  nation  will  soon  be  placed. 

The  opening  of  the  present  college  year  is  very  encourag- 
ing, there  being  about  190  students  in  actual  attendance, 
whilst  new  recruits  are  still  coming  in.  This,  consideiing 
the  vast  number  of  colleges  we  have  in  Ohio,  and  the  limited 
membership  of  the  synod,  should  be  gratifying  to  the  friends 
of  the  college. 

The  synod  can  not  afford  to  allow  a  debt  to  remain  upon 
the  new  college  building  after  the  noble  effort  it  has  put  forth 
in  its  erection,  as  this  would  seriously  cripple  the  college  in 
its  work,  and  be  a  reHection  upon  the  synod  itself.  One  more 
eifort  like  that  of  last  year  would  remove  the  entire  debt  yet 
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resting  upon  the  new  building,  and  put  the  college,  in  a  posi- 
tion of  usefulneps  of  which  the  synod  might  well  be  proud. 
We  would,  therefore,  suggest  the  propriety  of  synod  Adopting 
such  measures  at  its  present  meeting,  as  will  provide  for  the 
entire  debt  during  the  present  collegiate  year,  and  of  appoint- 
ing a  day  of  general  thanksgiving  to  God  for  his  goodness  at 
the  next  annnal  commencement  in  June,  1888,  and  request 
all  the  friends  of  the  college  to  be  present  and  Join  in  the  fes- 
tivities, as  a  fitting  and  crowning  service  of  such  a  grand 
enterprise  happily  cpmpleted  and  paid  for. 

The  board  would  express  its  appreciation  of  the  action  of 
synod  one  year  ago  in  appointing  a  day  on  which  its  pastors 
were  requested  to  present  the  claims  of  Christian  education 
and  solicit  contributions  in  behalf  of  the  college  in  view  of 
the  benefits  that  resulted  therefrom  financially  and  otherwise, 
and  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  making  it  a 
permanent  arrangement.  Considering  the  central  position 
which  the  QoUege  occupies  and  the  intimate  connection  it  has 
with  the  prosperity  of  the  church,  it  would  seem  eminently 
fitting  that  its  claiips  to  a  liberal  support  should  be  presented 
at  least  once  a  year  to  the  prayerful  consideration  of  those  for 
whose  special  benefit  it  has  been  founded.  We  feel  sure  the 
observance  of  College  Day  last  year  did  much  to  awaken  new 
and  increased  interest  in  Heidelberg  College,  by  the  vast 
amount  of  information  that  was  spread  abroad  in  reference  to 
its  origin,  history,  struggles,  and  general  influence  upon  the 
church.  Our  people  were,  in  this  way,  made  to  feel  that  they 
have  institutions  of  learning  which  ought  to  receive  their 
hearty  support,  as  it  is  not  possible  for  the  church  to  succeed 
and  fulfill  her  mission  without  them.  The  many  prayers 
offered  and  contributions  made  had  their  effect  both  upon  the 
spirituality  of  the  church  and  the  efficiency  of  the  college. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  charges 
within  the  bounds  of  synod  complied  with  its  action  one  yean 
ago.  Some  made  a  regular  canvass  in  the  interest  of  the  col- 
lege with  the  assistance  of  Prof.  E.  R,  Williard  and  myself, 
whilst  others  took  up  collections,  the  result  of  which  was  a 
reduction  of  the  debt  on  the  new  college  building  to  about 
15,000  at  the  present  writing.  This  was  certainly  a  grand 
result,  and  calls  for  devout  gratitude  to  God.  We  would  be 
pleased  to  make  honorable  mention  of  the  aid  which  many 
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pastors  and  lajrmeQ  gave,  if  space  would  pennit.  As  Uiis  can 
not  be  done  we  would  merely  say  that  the  Eastern  Ohio 
Classis  took  the  lead,  as  every  charge  within  its  boundi 
observed  College  Day  excepting  two,  which  are  ready  for  s 
canvase  at  any  time,  and  raised  about  11,200  for  the  coll^, 
some  of  the  miuistere  assisting  each  other  in  the  work. 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  report  that  8.  S.  Sickly  of 
Columbus,  O.,  has  generously  furnished  the  means  for  fres- 
coeing  the  chapel  of  the  new  building,  making  his  contribu- 
tion for  this  and  the  furniture  he  put  into  the  chapel  one  year 
ago,  11,000,  a  most  timely  offering  for  which  he  has  the 
thanks  of  all  the  friends  of  the  college,  whose  prayer  is  that 
the  richest  blessing  of  heaven  may  rest  upon  him  for  his  lib- 
erality. Would  that  his  example  might  induce  others  to  do 
likewise. 

We  would  also  inform  the  synod  that  an  effort  is  now  being 
made  by  the  alunmi  of  the  college  to  complete  the  alnmni 
professorship  undertaken  some  years  ago,  but  suffered  to  lie 
quiet  for  the  time  being.  We  would  be  glad  if  the  synod 
would  give  all  proper  encouragement  to  the  movement 

There  are  other  things  we  would  like  to  bring  to  the  favor- 
able notice  of  synod  as  having  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
future  prosperity  of  the  college,  to  which  we  can  only  briefly 
refer,  in  the  hope  that  both  the  synod  and  the  friends  of  the 
collegemay  take  up  the  suggestions  and  act  accordingly: 

1.  The  cabinet  and  library  ought  both  to  be  put  in  a  better 
condition  and  increased.  For  the  want  of  funds  the  rooma 
designed  for  these  departments  in  the  new  building  are  not 
yet  fitted  up.  Are  there  no  friends  of  the  college  willing  to 
come  forward  and  provide  the  means  to  furnish  and  fit  them 
for  their  intended  use,  as  Mr.  Eickly,  of  Columbus,  did  the 
chapel?  Five  hundred  dollars  or  whatever  sum  may  be 
required  for  each,  whether  more  or  less,  would  be  a  timely 
'  gift,  and  place  the  giver  among  the  benefactors  of  the  college. 
Who  will  do  it! 

3.  The  attendance  ought,  if  possible,  to  be  increased,  as 
we  now  have  good  accommodations  for  double  the  number  of 
students  we  have.  There  are,  without  doubt,  young  gentle- 
man and  ladies  enough  in  the  Synod  of  Ohio  to  increase  the 
number  of  students  to  400,  if  the  proper  efforts  were  mada 
More  of  our  young  people  need  to  be  educated  and  fitted  for 
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greater  usefulness.  The  means  are  at  hand  if  we  can  only 
get  our  people  more  fully  interested  in  the  cause  of  Ohristian 
education.  We  also  need  more  ministers,  which  should  lead 
us  to  seek  out  pious  young  men  for  this  work.  There  are 
comparatively  few  young  ladies  at  the  college.  This  is  not  as 
it  should  be.  They  need  a  thorough  education  as  well  as  the 
sons  of  the  church.  Why,  too,  is  it  that  we  have  so  few  of 
the  children  of  the  church,  even  those  of  ministers  and 
elders  at  the  college  ?  What  the  cause  of  this  scarcity  can  be 
is  a  question  that  should  be  seriously  considered. 

3.  The  endowment  of  the  college  should  be  increased, 
making  it  to  be  the  duty  of  those  whom  God  has  blessed  with 
an  abundance  of  this  world's  good  to  remember  the  college 
not  only  in  their  last  will  and  testament,  but  during  their  life 
when  they  can  see  the  fruit  of  their  beneficence.  There  are 
members  within  the  bounds  of  this  synod  who  could  spare 
from  fifty  to  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of  the 
college  without  seriously  lessening  their  comforts,  or  crip- 
pling their  business.  There  never  will  be  a  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  college  when  such  gifts  will  be  more  needed  than 
at  present  Would  that  such  influences  could  be  brought  to 
bear  upon  such  of  the  alumni  and  friends  of  education  as  are 
able  to  induce  scores  to  make  such  special  contributions  dur- 
ing the  present  year  as  would  provide  for  all  our  needs.  How 
appropriate  in  this  connection  are  the  words  of  Paul  to  Tim- 
othy, ''  Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world  not  to  be 
highminded,  nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches,  but  in  the  living 
God  who  giveth  us  richly  all  things  to  enjoy ;  that  they  do 
good,  that  they  be  rich  in  good  works,  ready  to  distribute, 
willing  to  communicate ;  laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a 
good  foundation  against  the  time  to  come  that  they  may  lay 
hold  on  eternal  life."    (I.  Tim.  6: 17, 18.) 

4.  It  would  be  well  if  synod  could  devise  some  measures 
by  which  the  membership  of  the  church  could  be  induced  to 
take  more  interest  in  Christian  education,  as  there  ia  reason 
to  fear  we  are  not  doing  what  we  might  and  could  in  this  re- 
spect. The  demands  of  the  age  require  a  foreward  move- 
ment 

The  board  would  in  conclusion  be  thankful  to  the  synod 
for  any  suggestions  which  it  may  in  its  wisdom  see  fit  to 
make.    The  work  before  us  is  great,  requiring  the  united 
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cation,  or  a  kindred  topic,  on  the  first  Sunday,  or  any  other 
Sunday,  in  the  month  of  February  and  take  a  collection  for 
the  benefit  of  our  colleges,  and  that  we  urge  ui>on  our  minii- 
ters  and  members  to  make  one  more  final  vigoroue  effort  to 
wipe  out  the  debt  on  the  college. 

E«$olv«d,  That  we  should  be  pleased  to  have  Rev.  G.  W. 
Williard,  D,  D,,  prepare  a  tract  presenting  the  work  of  Hei- 
delberg College  for  distribution  among  our  people. 

Retolvtd,  That  the  renewed  efforts  of  the  Alumui  AssociH' 
tion  of  Heidelberg  College  to  raise  an  alnmni  profeseonhip 
fund  be  commended  to  the  sympathy  and  substantial  co-ope- 
ration of  our  ministers  and  people. 

Beaolved,  That  Heidelberg  Oollege  has  just  claims  apon 
the  patronage  of  our  people  and  that  we  regard  with  disap- 
proval the  sending  of  students,  by  our  members,  to  other  in- 
stitutions in  preference  to  our  own.

I.      60CIETT  FOB  BELIEF  OF  MINISTERS  AND  THEIB  WIDOWS.

The  Standing  Oommittee  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod, 
during  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednesday,  reported  in  item 

6,  that  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Wid- 
ows was  commended  to  the  synods,  with  the  request  that  a 
collection  be  taken  for  the  use  of  the  society  in  the  month  of 
September.  The  subject  matter  of  this  item  was  referred  to 
a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  H.  M.  Herman, 
Dr.  L.  H.  Kefauver,  and  Elder  John  Kagy. 

This  committee,  during  the  morning  session  on  Friday,  pre- 
sented their  report,  which  was  received  and  as  amended 
adopted: 

Your  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  item  6  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  Greneral  Synod, 
having  reference  to  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of  aged  ministers 
and  their  families,  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  as 
foDows : 

In  the  mind  of  the  committee  it  would  he  useless  to  insist 
upon  the  duty  of  the  church  in  the  matter  before  us.  It  is 
self-evident.  Our  forefathers  recognized  the  necessity  as 
weU  as  the  righteousness  of  this  cause.  Our  blessed  religion 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  providing  for  the  servants  of 
Gk>d,  who  have  become  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  age^ 
It  thus  becomes  to  be  one  of  the  supreme  duties  of  the 
church  to-day. 

In  response  then  to  the  expressed  desire  of  the  General 
Synod  by  endorsing  the  action  of  said  synod  and  by  sharing 
in  this  noble  work  of  Christian  beneficence,  we  would  offer 
the  following  resolutions  for  your  consideration : 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  apportion  the  sum  of  five  hun> 
dred  dollars  among  the  several  classes  for  this  purpose. 
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Beaolved,  That  synod  request  the  several  clasBee  to  make 

one  or  more  of  its  minlBters  a  life  or  life  members  of  the 

society  for  the  relief  of  disabled  miniBters  and  their  widows 

from  year  to  year.     Respectfully  submitted, 

HENRY  M.  HERMAN,  Chairman. 


u.    BKPOBT  OF  coHUrrrEE  ON  orphans'  homes. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  OvertureB,  during  the  morn- 
ing Bession  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  9  that  a  statemeQl 
was  received  from  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Scbmertz,  President  of  thf 
St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home  at  Butler,  Fa.,  callinf;  for  cootin 
aed  sympathy,  prayers  and  gifts. 

During  the  afternoon  session  On  Friday,  Rev.  Frederick 
Strassner,  of  St.  John's  Classis,  Central  Synod,  by  permission. 
made  some  statements  in  regard  to  the  condition  and  pros- 
pects of  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

These  statements  were  referred  to  a  special  committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  Wm.  H,  Xanders,  Wm.  H.  Shnlte  and 
Elder  Frank  D.  PauluB.  This  committee,  during  the  after- 
noon session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  received  and  as  amended  adopted : 

Your  special  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  interests 
of  and  communications  from  the  Orphans'  Homes  at  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.,  and  Butler,  Fa.,  have  listened  with  no  little  in 
terest  to  the  address  and  overture  of  Rev.  F.  Strassner,  and 
also  read  witli  care  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  St. 
Paul's  Home. 

We  find  that  these  institutions  are  a  blessed  means  of  use- 
fulness in  providing  for  our  church  orphans.  What  we  have 
done  in  the  past  seems  to  have  been  appreciated ;  what  we 
are  further  willing  to  do  in  the  future  will  be  gratefully  :ic- 
«epted. 

These  Homes  have  hopes  of  soon  being  free  from  debt,  aud 
we  commend  them  to  the  attention  of  our  synod.  We  there- 
fore oflFer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Ohio  Synod  is  in  cordial  sympathy  with 
these  institutions,  and  heartily  commends  the  adn^nistration 
of  their  boards  of  managers. 

Resolved.,  That  we  commend  the  Ft.  Wayne  and  St.  Paul's 
Orphans'  Homes  as  worthy  of  at  least  a  liberal  share  of  our 
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collections  of  our  Sunday-schools,  or  congregations  annually^ 
Resolved^  That  we  continue  to  oflFer  our  sympathy,  prayera 
and  gifts,  as  our  appreciation  of  the  work  done  in  these  insti 
tutions. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  appoint  a  representative  to  meet 
with  the  Board  of  the  Home  at  Ft.  Wayne  at  its  next  an- 
nual meeting  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  closer  co-oper- 
ation, and  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  synod.

I.      KBPOBT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUNDAT-SCHOOLS. 

By  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God  we  are  permitted  ta 
again  come  up  from  the  trials  and  victories  of  another  yearns 
active  service  in  the  Sunday-school  cause,  bringing  grateful 
praise  ^'  unto  him  that  has  loved  us  and  washed  us  from  our 
sins  in  his  own  precious  blood."  The  Lord  has  been  in  his 
work,  graciously  inclining  the  hearts  of  his  people,  more 
largely  than  ever,  to  this  particular  branch  of  Christian  en- 
deavor, the  glorious  fruits  of  which  have  been  the  ingather- 
ing of  a  strong  and  valiant  army  of  the  young  into  the  fold 
and  kingdom  of  the  Master,  for  which  great  triumph  of  grace 
the  board  most  prayerfully  asks  the  church  and  this  synod  to 
join  with  them  in  devoutest  gratitude  to  almighty  God.  But 
^  not  unto  us  but  unto  thy  name  give  glory." 

Your  board  organized  during  the  meeting  of  synod  at 
Cedarville,  111.,  October,  1886,  by  the  election  of  Revs.  A.  E. 
Baichly,  President,  and  E.  R.  Williard,  Secretary,  who,  with 
the  other  members  of  the  board,  viz ;  Drs.  H.  M.  Herman  and 
L  H.  Reiter,  and  Revs.  G.  H.  Leonard  and  E.  P.  Herbruck, 
have  labored  diligently,  and  as  we  hope  successfully,  in  build- 
ing up,  caring  for  and  enlarging  the  interests  and  efficiency 
of  the  Sunday-school  work  of  our  synod. 


i^it: 
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A  numberof  meetings  were  held  and  much  correspondence 
done  during  the  year  in  the  transaction  of  such  bnsinesa  as 
«ame  before  us,  the  preparation  of  festival  services,  dsTidng 
plans  and  methods  for  extending  our  work,  with  an  especial 
view  of  establishing  our  Sunday-school  interests  on  an  equal 
footing  with  those  of  any  other  denomination  in  the  state. 

1.    State  and  ItUemalionai  CortverUiont. 

Early  in  the  year  steps  were  taken  by  the  board  to  secure 
a  representation  from  our  church  in  Ohio  to  the  International 
Suuday-S(^Dol  Convention  in  Chicago,  that  met  in  the 
month  of  June  last.  This  effort  resulted  in  the  appointment 
of  Revs.  E.  R  Williard,  G.  H.  Leonard,  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander  and 
A.  E.  Baichly  by  the  International  Executive  Committee.  Two 
members  of  your  board,  viz :  A.  E.  Baichly  and  G.  H.  Leon- 
ard, attended  that  meeting  and  were  much  gratified  at  the 
presence  there  of  ministers  of  our  synod  from  other  states, 
and  still  others  from  other  synods  of  our  churcli,  a  thing 
lamentably  unusual  in  the  past.  The  delegates  present  ai 
that  meeting  report  a  profitable  time,  and  returned  full  of 
enthusiasm  in  the  work.  If  synod  be  disposed  to  give  the 
time,  we  would  suggest  the  eminent  propriety  of  a  report  of 
the  international  to  this  body  by  Rev.  G.  H.  Leonard,  one  of 
our  delegates.  The  secretary  of  yoar  board.  Rev.  E.  R 
'Williard,  was  already  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  State  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Ohio  State  Sunday-School  Union, 
and  a  place  on  the  programme  for  the  Ohio  State  Sunday- 
School  Convention  had  been  assigned  to  Rev.  J.  B.  Shontz,  of 
Akron,  Ohio,  who  was  to  have  delivered  an  address  at  its 
meeting  in  Elyria,  in  June,  but  for  reason,  and  much  to  oui 
regret,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

We  cannot  but  feel  a  commendable  pride  in  thus  having 
brought  to  that  public  recognition,  to  which,  equally,  with  all 
others,  the  interests  of  the  Reformed  Church  are  entitled, 
thus  enlarging  our  field  and  giving  us  advantages  which  ve 
otherwise  could  not  have  had. 

The  Sunday-School  Union  of  Ohio  requests  all  Sunday- 
schools  in  the  state  to  allow  it  the  fifth  Sunday  collection  in 
each  of  the  four  months  of  the  year  in  which  five  Sundays 
occur  for  state  and  international  work.'  The  attention  of 
synod  is  called  to  this  request 
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S.    ConverUumi. 

As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  all  the  classes  of  the 
synod  have  this  year  held  Sunday-school  conventions.  Pro- 
grammes of  Northern  and  Southern  Districts  of  Miami,  Lan- 
caster, Eastern  Ohio,  St.  Joseph,  and  three  districts  of  Tus- 
carawas and  Ti£Bin,  accompany  this  report. 

As  last  year,  it  is  to  be  greatly  lamented  that,  notwithstand- 
ing, the  most  earnest  efforts  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board,  by  large  correspondence,  published  notices,  &c., 
the  reports  of  conventions  required  by  the  action  of  Dela- 
ware Synod  in  1884  (see  minutes,  page  69,  first  resolution) 
were  not  furnished  the  board.  The  action  of  synod  at  Cedar- 
ville  in  1886  (see  minutes,  page  60)  requesting  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  to  transmit  a  copy  of  synod's  action  upon  this  sub- 
ject to  the  conventions,  was  fully  complied  with,  but  the  re- 
sult was  still  not  reached.  It  is  indeed  to  be  regretted  that 
synod's  action,  in  this  and  many  other  matters,  is  so  disre- 
garded by  the  persons  from  whom  such  requests  are  made. 
The  commendable  exceptions  of  the  officers  of  two  districts 
of  Tuscarawas,  those  of  Lancaster,  Tiffin,  and  St.  Joseph 
Classes  should  be  mentioned  here  as  complying  with  the  ac- 
tion. 

These  reports  to  your  body  might  be  made  of  larger  inter- 
est if  the  helpful  aid  and  interest  of  all  the  church  were  given 
as  in  its  preparation.    Nevertheless  by  a  careful  examination 
of  the  convention  programmes  and  through  advices  gathered 
incidentally  from  private  sources,  your  board  has  been  led  to 
believe  that  the  conventions  were  fruitful  in  greater  g^Kxl, 
promotive  of  general  Sunday-school  intelligence  and  activity, 
and  hence  should  be  encouraged.    One  thing  needs  in  this 
connection  to  be  regretted,  viz :  the  i^ersigtent  absence  of  no 
many  ministers  at  each  or  most  of  these  classical  conventions. 
One  thing  else  we  feel  like  commending,  as  brought  to  our 
notice  in  the  prognunme  of  Lancaster  Classis  Convention 
viz :  the  assignment  of  so  large  a  share  of  the  prograrnrnif  Up 
the  active  lay  Sunday-school  worker.    This  is  certainly  a  HU-.p 
rightly  taken,  and  deserves  to  be  followed  by  othnr  dsm^fn. 
Again  your  attention  is  called  to  the  peculiar  ixTTfiU%itnutui  iff 
the  programme  of  Eastern  Ohio  Chumutzl  iUmyauium^  \tri' 
senting  an  entire  new  featnre  which  is  said  Uf  Uara  prov^^'l 
intensely  interesting. 


By  one  who  has  attended  the  conventione  of  that  classis, 
from  their  first  one,  it  is  said,  "  The  last  was  the  beet." 

The  new  feature  consisted  in  preeenting  a  general  topic  for 
discuseion,  then  sub-dividing  it  into  special  topics  utilizing 
ministry  and  laity,  male  and  female  in  discussion,  essays,  •&«. 
The  programme  is  commended  to  this  synod. 

On  Sunday-school  conventions  your  board  has  this  to  say, 
that  strong  efforts  should  be  made  to  sustain  them  and  make 
them  interesting  by  wisely  and  thoughtfully  constructed  pro- 
grammes. Second,  that  this  synod  should  insist  upon  and 
urge  the  different  classes  to  require  the  attendance  of  her 
ministers  upon  these  conventions,  and  thus  add  entbuBiaem 
to  this  noble  work. 

S.    StatUtiet. 

Our  statistical  report  this  year,  as  in  other  years,  gives 
tangible  evidence  of  the  same  work  done  and  with  better  and 
larger  results  than  before.  The  statistics  this  year  from  the 
different  classes  are  fully  as  complete,  if  not  more  so,  than  in 
any  former  year,  and  yet  there  is  room,  by  care,  for  greater 
improvement. 

From  these  we  gather  the  facts  that  are  most  interesting 
and  encouraging  to  the  church.  They  indicate  the  real  pro- 
gress, activity  and  even  the  growth  of  grace  in  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  synod,  and  are  to  be  greatly  prized,  as  in  them 
we  read  kiatory,  that  aassures  the  fidelity  of  the  past,  and 
prophecy,  that  insures  "  more  and  better  work  for  Christ  in 
the  future."  The  board  recommends  in  connection  with  the 
statistics,  (1.)  That  the  table  accompanying  this  report  be 
printed  in  the  synodical  minutes.  (2.)  The  following 
changes  in  the  statistical  blank  used  by  synod,  as  soon  as  the 
supply  of  present  blanks  are  exhausted,  (o.)  The  omission 
of  column  for  "Average  attendance."  (S.)  The  omission  of 
column  for  "  Scholars  over  sixteen  years  of  age,"  (c. )  Omis- 
sion of  column  for  "Average  attendance  of  officers  and 
teachers." 

In  the  case  of  {a.)  and  (c),  because  the  enrollment  of 
schools  or  number  of  persons  in  our  schools  is  the  point  of 
interest,  and  the  average  attendance  column,  without  accom- 
plishing any  particular  end,  often  gives  our  stAtistics  au 
imsightly  showing,  often  largely  reduced  by  epidemic,  inclem- 
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ent  weather,  and  many  other  nnavoidable  causes.  In  the  case 
of  (i.),  because  hard  to  be  determined  and  so  seldom  reported 
as  again  to  give  a  bad  impression  to  the  public  concerning 
our  work  among  the  young  men  and  ladies,  e8i>ecially  of  the 
church. 

We  are  glad  to  report  this  year  that  the  statistics  have 
come  to  us  more  in  the  regular  way  required  by  synod  than 
usual,  viz :  through  classes  instead  of  conventions,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  error,  so  often  committed  in  the  past, 
stands  forever  corrected. 

Among  the  encouraging  features  of  this  report  you  will  be 
glad  to  learn  an  increase  in  nearly  all  the  columns  reported, 
over  those  of  the  same  classes  for  last  year,  especially  in  those 
of  "Total  Enrollment,"  and  "Collections  for  Benevolence." 
ludeed,  with  two  classes  less  reported,  each  column  still 
exceeds  the  corresponding  one  o^  last  year,  and  quite  largely 
in  some  cases. 

4.    Sunday-school  Festivals. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  received  from  synod 
last  year,  the  board,  in  addition  to  a  "Children's  Day  Ser- 
vice," published  this  year  services  for  Easter  and  Christmas. 
Copies  of  each  of  these  services  are  presented  to  synod  with 
this  report.  Each  of  these  services  met  with  a  goodly  sale, 
but  not  so  large  as  they  might  if  all  our  churches  and  Sun- 
day-schools, loyal  to  the  authorized  services  of  the  synod,  had 
used  them  instead  of  substituting  "  Foreign  and  Independent 
Exercises,"  with  any  of  which  we  flatter  ourselves,  ours  com- 
pare for  merit  and  interest,  and  have  been  so  pronounced  by 
the  public  when  used  side  by  side  with  them  in  other 
churches.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  and  is  indeed  to  be 
very  deeply  deprecated,  that  our  pastors,  superintendents 
and  schools  do  not  support  and  use  these  with  all  the  other 
puldications  of  the  church,  in  preference  to  throwing  their 
support  and  influence  elsewhere. 

But  these  services  have  found  a  place  in  our  church  and 
have  come  to  stay.  They  have  been  of  great  good  in  build- 
ing up  a  new  interest  and  in  filling  up  the  benevolent  treas- 
uries of  the  church.  Children's  Day  alone  contributing  in  all 
the  83mod8  east  and  west  at  least  three,  and  perhaps  more, 
thousand  dollars. 
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The  board  has  labored  diligently  and  prayerfully  to  meet 
the  taetee  and  needs  of  the  church,  and  at  ver}'  small 
expense,  and  through  the  helpful  aid  of  the  Reformed  Pub- 
lishing. Company  at  Dayton,  has  issued  the  services  as 
requested,  nearly  25,000  of  "  Children's  Day  Service "  alone 
having  been  sold. 

Your  board  now  asks  the  synod  again  affectionately  to 
recommend  and  request  her  pastors  and  Sunday-schools  to 
use  the  services  and  publications  of  our  own  church,  and  that 
she  advise  all  her  schools  to  properly  observe  these  festivals. 

S.    Ohio  State  Sundan-iehool  Exhibit. 

The  attention  of  synod  is  called  to  the  proposed  State  Sun- 
day-school Exhibit,  to  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Oliio 
Centennial  Exposition  at  Columbus  in  the  fall  of  18SS.  The 
proposition  is  this:  Every  denomination  in  the  state  is 
invited  to  show  up  its  Sunday-school  work,  its  present 
strength,  its  former  growth,  its  progress  and  all  matters  ol' 
interest,  by  maps,  charts,  diagrams,  a  display  in  samples  ol' 
denominational  Sunday-school  literature  and  publications. 
with  all  Sunday-school  appliances.  It  is  intended  to  make 
an  exhibit  worthy  the  cause.  In  connection  with  the  exhibi- 
tion, a  great  centennial  mass- meeting  will  be  held  on  the  Fair 
Grounds,  and  on  a  certain  Sabbath  it  is  proposed  to  hold 
appropriate  public  services  all  over  the  state.  The  aim  is  to 
show  up  the  real  strength  and  power  of  the  Sunday-Bcbool, 
and  kindle  a  general  enthusiasm  in  the  cause. 

Many  denominations  are  already  moving  actively  in  the 
matter.  Each  denomination  is  asked  to  appoint  one  clerical 
and  one  lay  delegate  to  serve  upon  the  Board  of  Managers. 
The  project  has  the  hearty  endorsement  of  Director  General 
Hurst  and  Governor  Foraker. 

The  board  recommends  to  this  synod  the  indorsement  of 
this  movement  and  the  appointment  of  the  two  delegates  to 
serve  on  the  Board  of  Managers, 

In  addition  to  the  recommendations  in  the  body  of  tiiis 
report,  the  board  would  also  recommend  and  request  the 
following : 

1,  That  in  view  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  Sunday- 
school  cause  to  our  church,  one  evening  of  each  synodioal 
meeting  be  devoted  to  Its  interests,  in  hearing  the  report  oi' 
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the  board  and  discussion  of  topics  relating  to  the  work.    Said 
service  to  be  in  charge  of  the  board. 

2.  The  board  asks  to  be  instructed  with  reference  to  its 
relation  to  General  Synod's  Board. 

3.  That  the  thanks  of  this  synod  be  extended  to  Bev.  J.  J. 
Excell  for  music  kindly  furnished,  and  to  others  for  contribu- 
tions, for  the  services  prepared  by.  the  board  during  the  year. 

The  attention  of  synod  is  respectfully  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  terms  of  the  following  members  of  the  board  expire  at 
this  session,  viz :  Rev.  I.  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  G.  H. 
Leonard.

n.     REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  and  Catechisa- 
tion,  during  the  morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received,  and  as  amended,  adopted,  togeth- 
er with  that  of  the  board : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  and  Cate- 
chisation,  would  report  that  several  papers  have  come  into  our 
hands;  the  first  of  which  is  the  report  of  the  Synodic  Sunday- 
school  Board. 

From  this  we  learn,  with  no  little  degree  of  satisfaction, 
that  the  Sunday-school  work  within  our  bounds  is  progressing 
in  a  commendable  way;  and  that  a  deeper  interest  in  this 
line  of  Christian  work  seems  to  be  awakening  throughout  the 
bounds  of  our  synod. 

Based  upon  this  report,  and  as  suggested  by  it,  we  recom- 
mend the  following  for  your  favorable  action : 

1.  That,  inasmuch  as  the  attention  of  synod  is  called  to  a 
request  from  the  Ohio  State  Sunday-school  Union  to  contrib- 
ute to  its  finances,  the  attention  of  our  churches  is  herebv 
directed  to  said  request. 

2.  As  certain  classes  have  failed  to  comply  with  synod's 
action  taken  at  Delaware,  0.,  relative  to  securing  and  fur- 
nishing statistical  reports,  we  therefore  recommend  that  the 
attention  of  these  classes  be  called  to  said  action,  and  they  be 
urged  to  comply. 
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3.  We  would  also  recommend  the  favorable  action  of 
Byood  on  the  following  recommendationa  of  the  board :  a.) 
That  the  statiBtical  table  accompanying  this  report,  be  printed 
in  the  minutes  of  synod,  b.)  The  following  changes  in  the 
statistical  blanks  used  by  synod :  1.  The  omission  of  col- 
umns for  average  attendance  of  officers,  teachers  and  scholais. 
2,  The  omission  of  column  for  scholars  over  sixteen  years  of 
age. 

4.  We  also  call  attention  to  the  proposed  Ohio  State  Son- 
day-Bchool  Exhibit,  referred  to  in  the  board's  report,  to  be 
held  in  Columbus,  O.,  in  the  fall  of  1888,  and  recommend  the 
following  action : 

Resolved,  That  we  ask  the  Board  of  Sunday-schools  of  tlie 
Ohio  Synod,  if  in  their  Judgment  they  think  best  to  arrange 
for  and  make  such  exhibit ;  and  that  synod,  during  its  present 
sesaions,  elect  one  clerical  and  one  lay  delegate  to  act  on  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  said  Exposition. 

5.  We  recommend  the  setting  apart  of  one  evening  of  the 
synodic  sessions  to  the  discussion  of  topics  relating  to  Sunday- 
school  work,  and  that  said  meeting  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  board. 

6.  The  Sunday-school  Board  of  Ohio  Synod  asks  your  rev- 
erend body  to  define  its  relation  to  General  Synod's  Board. 

7.  That  the  thanks  of  this  synod  be  tendered  to  Bev.  J.  J. 
Excel]  for  music,  and  others  for  contributions  for  the  services 
prepared  by  the  board,  during  the  present  year.

V.      RELATION  OP  BDNDAY-BCHOOL  B04ROS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-BchoolB,  during  the 
morning  aeseion  on  Monday,  reported  in  the  Biitli  resolution 
that  the  Board  of  Sunday-schools  requested  this  synod  to  de- 
fine the  relation  between  the  Sunday-school  Boards  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  and  of  the  General  Synod.  This  request  was  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  John  M. 
Kendig,  Wm.  H.  Shults  and  John  R  Skinner.  This  commit- 
tee, during  the  afternoon  seasion  on  Monday,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  Special  Committee  on  Item  6,  in  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools,  would  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  Item  is  founded  upon  a  request  made  by  the  Sunday- 
school  Board  to  synod,  asking  synod  to  define  the  relation  be- 
tween the  Board  of  the  Ohio  Synod  and  the  Board  of  the 
General  Synod. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  us  at  so  late  an  hour,  that  it  be- 
came impossible  for  us  to  consider  it  as  its  importance  de- 
mands. Your  committee  recommend  that  the  item  be  refer- 
red to  a  special  committee,  who  shall  thoroughly  investigate' 
the  matter,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Bvnod.  Respectfully  submitted,

VI.     THE  I8B0E  OF  BUNDAY-SCHOOL  PUBLICATIONS. 
The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  General   Synod, 
during  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednesday,  reported  in  Item 
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7  that  the  District  Synods  were  to  take  such  action  as  would 
enable  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  General  Synod  to  issue 
the  required  Sunday-school  publications  for  th^  whole  Re- 
formed Church.  The  subject  matter  of  this  item  was  refer- 
red to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  John  M.  Ken- 
dig,  Theo.  J.  Bacher  and  Elder  Irvin  Yost.  This  committee, 
during  the  afternoon  session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  as  amended  adopted : 

The  Special  Committee  on  Item  7  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  would  report  the 
following : 

The  item  referred  to  your  committee  is  based  on  the  follow- 
ing instructions  from  the  General  to  the  District  Synods  found 
on  page  95,  of  the  Minutes  of  the  late  General  Synod : 

"That  the  District  Synods  take  such  action  as  will  enable 
the  General  Board  to  issue  for  the  use  of  the  whole  church,  an 
Instructor  for  teachers.  Lesson  Helps  for  schools,  and  Sunday- 
school  papers,  in  English  and  German,  without  however,  re- 
quiring that  the  one  shall  be  a  translation  of  the  other ;  the 
benefit  of  the  publications  to  be  distributed  among  the  publi- 
cation houses,  by  having  the  publications  issued  from  each  of 
them  as  at  present." 

The  x>oint8  involved  in  this  action  are  mainly  these :  first, 
the  preparation  of  the  literature  for  our  Sunday-schools  by 
the  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  and  for  the  whole  church ; 
second,  the  method  of  publishing  these  supplies  by  the  vari- 
ous publishing  houses  of  the  church. 

The  desire  that  we  shall  unite  in  the  preparation  and  publi- 
cation of  literature  for  the  whole  church,  is  one  that  is  gener- 
ally expressed  by  our  best  Sunday-school  workers.  Our  own 
synod  has  taken  positive  action  in  regard  to  this  very  point, 
and  overtured  the  General  Synod  to  take  measures  to  secure 
this  result. 

As  to  the  second  point,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
to  have  each  of  our  publication  houses  publish  separate  edi- 
tions of  the  Sunday-school  periodicals,  will  not  reach  one  de- 
sirable point  looked  for  in  such  united  action.  This  is  in  re- 
gard to  cheapness  in  our  publications.  We  believe  our  papers 
and  supplies  are  now  published  as  cheaply  as  our  publishers 
can  afford  to  do,  but  we  also  believe  that  if  the  whole  edition 


could  come  from  one  house  prices  might  be  lower,  and  t)iU 
would  assist  largely  in  the  more  general  use  of  our  publica- 
tions in  our  schools. 

But  we  are  conscious  of  the  fact  that  serious  difficulties  ei- 
ifit  in  regard  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  end,  and  that  time 
will  be  required  before  all  can  be  attained.  The  committee 
express  the  ardent  hope  that  before  very  long  our  entire  work 
in  this  respect  may  be  unified. 

Whether  this  synod  can  take  any  definite  action  "  as  will  en- 
able the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  General  Synod  "  to  make 
8uch  issues  of  literature  as  General  Synod  desires  does  not  ap- 
pear clear  to  us.  If  we  knew  th»t  this  General  Synod's  Board 
would  immediately  set  itflelf  to  work  to  do  this,  the  problem 
might  be  left  to  work  it*  own  solution.  But  they  do  not  ap- 
pear ready  to  do  so.  As  tlie  matter  now  stands,  it  seems  bet- 
ter to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  our  board,  with  instructions  to 
execute  General  Synod's  desire  as  early  as  possible,  but  also 
with  instruction  to  continue  our  publications  until  the  other 
board  has  completed  its  plans  and  is  ready  to  execute  them. 

We  recommend  the  following  as  suflScient  action : 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Ohio  Synod's  Sunday- 
school  Board  be  called  to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  re- 
lating to  the  joint  issue  of  Sunday-school  publications,  and 
that  so  far  as  tliey  find  it  practicable,  and  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible, they  endeavor  to  secure  the  results  desired  by  the  Gen- 
eral Synod. 

Resolved,  That  until  tliis  end  be  attained  of  united  publi- 
cation, our  Board  and  Publishing  House  shall  continue  to  pro- 
vide all  publications  called  for,  or  required  by  the  Sund;iy- 
schools  of  our  synod.

APPEALS  AND  REFERENCES. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the 
aftemoonsessiononWediiesday,  reported  in  item  ITthatan  ap- 
peal was  taken  by  Rev.  Anson  L.  Hassler  from  a  certain  ac- 
tion of  St.  Joseph  Classis  to  tlie  Ohio  Synod,  and  tliat  Rev>. 
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William  H.  Xanders,  John  R.  Skinner  and  Allen  K.  Zartman, 
were  appointed  as  counsel,  with  authority  to  associate  other 
counsel  with  themselves,  if  they  saw  fit,  to  defend  said  classis 
before  the  Ohio  Synod. 
On  motion,  it  was 

Besolvedj  That  this  appeal,  with  all  the  papers  bearing  on 
the  case,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  examine  wheth- 
er it  is  in  order,  and  if  found  in  order  to  report  the  manner  in 
which  it  shall  be  considered  before  synod. 

The  committee  consists  of  Revs.  George  H.  Leonard,  John 
J.  Leberman,  Dr.  Henry  M.  Herman,  and  Elders  Horace  An- 
keney  and  Victor  P.  Van  Home.  This  committee,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Friday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted.  Then,  on  motion,  it  was  reconsidered, 
and  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present.  Subsequently  the  re- 
port was  taken  up  and  further  considered.  It  was  amended 
and  put  on  its  adoption;  but  ai'ter  some  discussion,  it  was 
again  laid  on  the  table  for  the  time  being. 

During  Friday  afternoon  session,  the  report  was  again  taken 
up  and  further  discussed.  The  "  previous  question  "  was  mov- 
ed and  sustained.  Thereupon  the  report  as  amended  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows :

A  book,  entitled  "The  Origin  of  the  Keformed  Church  in 
Germany,"  by  Eev.  James  I.  Good,  D.  D.,  was  presented  to 
the  synod  by  order  of  the  author.  The  book,  on  motion,  was 
thankfully  accepted,  and  then  referred  to  a  special  committee 
to  report  thereon.

1.  To  give  the  history  of  the  origin  of  the  Refonned  Churcii 
in  Germany,  as  distinct  from  its  rise  and  progress  in  Switzer- 
land and  other  countries.

To  show  the  causes  that  called  into  existence  the  Re- 
fonned  Church  as  distinct  and  separate  from  the  Lutheran 
type  of  Protestantism. 

The  book  abounds  with  useful  knowledge,  that  ought  to  be 
disseminated  among  our  congregations.  The  facts  and  histo- 
ry, which  are  here  spread  out,  are  such  as  are  absolutely  nec- 
essary for  a  full,  clear  and  intelligent  comprehension  of  the 
great  Reformation  of  the  16th  century,  and  its  subsequent 
glorious  fruitage  in  the  Protestant  churches. 

One  characteristic  of  this  book  impresses  us  most  favorably,. 
namely,  the  fervid  spirit  of  church-love, — not  in  a  sectarian 
spirit,  but  in  true  churchly  fealty.  We  feel  confident  that  in 
this  respect  the  circulation  of  the  book  among  our  churches 
will  have  a  most  salutary  influence. 

The  closing  chapter  on  the  "Reformed  World"  is  well  cal- 
culated to  inspire  our  zeal  for,  and  our  interest  in  the  Reform- 
ed faith  in  its  world-wide  character.    Therefore,

In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion, the  said  "  official  communication  "  is  here  annexed,  yix : 
To  the  Ohio  Si/nod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  Uaited 

States :     Greeting  : 

It  is  hereby  certified  that,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of 
the  Ohio  Synod  at  it«  last  annual  meeting,  and  the  authority 
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granted  by  the  General  Synod  at  its  late  triennial  sessions  at 
Akron,  the  proposed  new  synod,  including  the  classes  of  North- 
em  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas  and  Wichita,  was  regularly  organ- 
ized by  the  election  of  the  required  oflBcers,  under  the  name 
of  "7%e  Synod  of  the  Interior ^^'^  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Septem- 
ber 29th,  1887. 

And  as  expressive  of  the  purpose  and  aim  of  its  organiza- 
tion, the  said  synod  adopted  the  following  action : 

Whereas,  The  Synod  of  the  Interior  now  organized  by  per-

future  well-being  and  prosperity  of  the  church,  it  places  upon 
record  the  minute  following  : 

In  its  separate  organization — last  bom  in  the  family  of  dis- 
trict synods — there  is  no  change  and  much  less  a  diminution 
of  that  relationship  of  Christian  sympathy,  fellowship  and 
love  which  hitherto  existed,  it  would  avow  its  allegiance  and 
purposed  adherence  in  time  to  come  to  the  tried  doctrine  and 
earnest  piety  of  the  Reformed  faith ;  the  doctrine  and  faith 
predominant  in  Protestant  history,  and  moving  evermore 
abreast  in  the  progress  of  Christianity. 

Its  earnest  purpose  is  and  shall  be  the  glory  of  God  in  ad- 
vancing His  Kingdom  in  the  conversion  of  men,  and  extend- 
ing His  reign  of  "peace  and  good  will"  on  earth;  recogniz- 
ing its  feebleness  in  number,  capacity  and  means  for  the  great 
work  before  it  in  the  immense,  rapidly  filling  and  important 
territory  assigned  it,  it  pleads  most  earnestly  to  the  church  in 
every  part  for  her  faith,  prayer,  sympathy  and  help.  Our 
whole  country,  yea  the  whole  world,  for  Jesus,  is  the  glorious 
aim  in  view.

The  Board  of  Publication  was  organized  in  Cedarville,  111., 
October  15, 1886,  with  the  election  of  the  following  officers : 
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Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey,  President. 

Rev.  H.  M,  Herman,  D.  D.,  Secretary. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Henry,  TreatureT. 

From  the  report  of  the  publiehere,  the  only  paper  coming 
into  our  hands,  we  learn  that  the  Christian  World  has  been 
regularly  issued  during  the  year,  and  that  its  circulation  has 
been  enlarged.  This  has  been  effected  through  an  agent 
employed  for  this  purpose.  Assistance  has  been  given  by 
different  pastors,  which  ii  highly  appreciated  by  the  editors 
of  our  paper.  The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  synod  fix 
one  Lord's  day  service  in  the  interest  of  our  religious  litera- 
ture. It  is,  of  course,  for  synod  to  determine  the  advisability 
of  this.  The  Sabbath-school  literature  has  widened  its  circu- 
lation. This  has  been  gained  by  the  help  of  the  differeDt 
schools.  In  some  schools  where  papers,  not  of  our  denomin- 
ation, were  taken,  ours  have  found  their  way.  The  publieliers 
believe  that  synod  should  declare  that  all  schools  should 
patronize  our  own  publishing  house.  They  believe  that  tbey 
are  morally  entitled  to  synod's  interest,  in  their  behalf. 

During  the  year  two  books  have  been  issued,  one  by  Dr. 
Zerbe,  "  Europe  Through  American  Eyes;"  the  other  by  the 
iinancial  agent  of  Heidelberg  College,  Elder  Henry  Leonanl. 
entitled  "The  Fisherman's  Allegories."  The  generous  offer 
is  made  by  the  author  of  the  allegories,  that  whatever  is  made 
in  their  sale  shall  accrue  to  the  interesta  of  the  college.  Both 
books  highly  commend  the  workmanship  of  our  pubUshing 
house,  and  should  find  many  purchasers  within  our  own 
church. 

All  the  work  done  by  the  publishing  house  at  Dayton,  is 
before  the  church,  and  we  believe  the  judgment  passed  upon 
it  to  he  most  favorable.  The  increased  circulation  of  all  tiie 
periodicals  would  plainly  indicate  this.  Let  the  church  then 
heartily  join  in  support  of  this  branch  of  our  general  work. 
Prompt  payment  of  all  subscriptions  is  requested  by  the 
board,  as  a  means  of  not  only  showing  appreciation,  but  help 
in  this  department  of  Christian  activity. 

The  board  feels  abundantly  justified  in  commending  all  our 
periodicals  to  the  families  of  our  church,  and  aaks  that  our 
editors  and  publishers  may  be  generously  sustained  by  a 
more  general  patronage.  The  management  from  the  finan- 
cial standpoint  is  also  commended  to  the  confidence  of  the 
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church,  and  we  can  most  appropriately  congratulate  all  inter- 
ested parties  in  the  work  done  in  the  past  year,  and  because 
of  that  prosperity  which  has  followed.

Your  Committee  on  Publication  would  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  their  report : 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  we  glean  that 
our  church  and  Sunday-school  periodicals  have  been  regular- 
ly issued  during  the  year.  The  combined  efforts  of  the 
pastors  and  the  agent  of  the  publishers  have  largely  increased 
the  circulation  of  the  Christian  World.  This  is  gratifying, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  soon  all  the  families  shall  become  readers 
of  this  organ  of  the  synod.  The  literary  merit  and  mechanic- 
al execution  of  these  periodicals  are  deserving  of  praise. 

Two  books  were  issued  by  the  publishing  company, 
Europe  Through  American  Eyes,"  by  Dr.  A.  S.  Zerbe,  and 
'*The  Fisherman's  Allegories,"  by  Henry  Leonard.  These 
books,  in  the  judgment  of  your  board,  should  find  many  pur- 
chasers within  the  bounds  of  this  synod.

THE  SUBJECT  OP  TE3IPERANCB. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Ohio  Syn- 
od, during  the  morning  session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item 
5  that  a  Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  was  appointed 
to  report  a  paper  thereon  to  this  synod.  This  item,  having 
been  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present,  was  subsequently  taken 
up,  when  said  committee  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted : 
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The  Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  respectfully  pre- 
sentfl  the  following : 

Since  there  is  a.  universal  agreement  that  the  church  abould 
utter  no  uncertain  Bound,  but  occupy  an  equivocal  position  in 
reference  to  any  danger  which  may  threaten  the  peace  or  en- 
danger the  epiritual  progresa  of  her  people,  and  since  there  ii 
uoirersal  agreement  among  all  Christians  that  the  liquor  traf- 
fic does  both ;  therefore 

Seaolved,  That  we  as  a  synod,  representing  the  most  sacied 
interests  of  our  people,  declare  relentless  war  ui>on  the  nun 
power,  and  we  declare  that  we  will  accept  no  compromiBe, 
and  agree  to  no  settlement  as  a  finality,  until  it  shall  he  pro- 
hibited by  a  constitutional  enactment  in  our  national  congreu 
proscribing  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  all  intoxicants  as  & 
beverage. 

Retolved,  That  we  regard  with  abhorence  all  efiTort^  to  reg- 
ulate the  traffic,  either  by  taxation  or  license.  It  is  repugnant 
to  Christian  morality,  and  we  hereby  refuse  to  become  the 
voluntary  beneficiaries  of  a  business  whose  prosperity  men- 
aces our  churches,  cripples  our  Sabbath-school  work,  and  de- 
stroys the  peace  of  our  homes. 

Resolved,  That  we  denounce  the  saloon  as  the  greatest  en- 
emy of  the  Sabbath,  and  of  that  tranquility  of  community  so 
essential  to  human  happiness,  for  within  its  walls  resistance 
to  all  law  is  planned.  Here  gambling,  theft,  arson,  political 
debauchery,  the  degradation  of  women,  murder,  assassination, 
riot,  have  their  conception,  and  often  their  birth. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  employ  all  the  means  at  our  disposal 
so  to  revolutionize  the  sentiment  of  the  people,  that  the  open 
saloon  will  be  an  impossibility.

in  liie  overthrow  of  the  liquor  power ;  and  that  we  ask  all 
our  people  to  unite  with  us  in  prayer  to  Almighty  God.  for 
deliverance  from  the  thraldom  of  intemperance.

4.  Avoid  erasures  and  interlineations,  write  names  and  numbers  dis^ 
tincily  legible,  and  punctuate  properly. 

5.  Carefully  add  up  and  verify  every  column  of  figures,  revise  and 
correct  your  report  if  necessary,  and  authenticate  the  same  with  your 
signature. 

6.  Moreover,  prepare  the  official  copy  of  your  minutes  for  synod  on 
large  letter  sheets,  eight  by  ten  inches,  regularly  paging  the  copy,  and 
designate  by  marginal  notes  with  red  ink  the  items  of  business  that 
will  in  any  manner  claim  the  consideration  of  the  synod. 

7.  You  are  also  enjoined  by  synod  to  furnish  the  president  (of  synod)- 
with  a  copy  of  the  Report  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Morals,  within 
at  least  three  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  synod.

ARTICLE  IV. 
REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Item  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Tbeological  Seminary, 
onder  item  1  in  the  official  call,  submitted  their  report,  which  waa  re- 
ceived and  considered  item  by  item,  and  finally  adopted  aa  a  whole. 
The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  board  respectfully  submita  the  following  report: 

The  present  organization  was  made  at  Lancaster,  Ohio,  October  31, 
1887,  by  the  election  of  the  following  ofiicers : 

Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey,  President,  Xenia,  Ohio. 

Mr,  G.  G.  Prugh,  Secretary,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Mr.  Horace  Ankeney,  Treasurer,  Alpha,  Ohio. 

At  this  meeting  the  president  of  the  board  waa  requested  to  urge  Rev. 
H.  H.  W.  Hibahman,  D.  D.,  and  Prof.  A,  S,  Zerbe,  Ph.  D.,  to  continue 
their  services  in  the  seminary ;  the  latter  haa  continued  to  do  ao,  the 
former  abortty  after  the  adjournment  of  synod  withdrew,  leaving  the 
seminary  with  an  inadequate  teaching  force,  as  Professor  Zerbe  could 
give  but  a  portion  of  his  time  to  tbia  work. 

A  second  meeting  of  the  board  was  held  in  Dayton,  December  7, 1887. 
At  this  time  an  Executive  Committee  was  created,  to  act  for  the  board, 
sfaoold  necessity  demand  it.  It  was  also  learned  ofiicially  that  Rev.  Dr. 
Hibshman  had  retired  from  the  seminary.  It  therefore  became  neces- 
sary to  fill  the  vacancy,  which  was  accordingly  done  by  the  unanimous 
appointment  of  Rev.  John  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  to  this  position  for  the 
balance  of  the  seminary  year.  He  was  immediately  informed  of  this 
action  of  the  board,  and  urged  to  help  in  this  crisia  of  the  seminary. 

At  the  opening  of  the  seminary,  after  the  holiday  vacation,  Dr.  Swan- 
der responded  to  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  board,  and  began  teaching 
those  branches  formerly  taught  by  the  president  of  the  eeminary,  the 
lamented  Dr.  Good. 

By  the  means  here  indicated,  the  board  waa  enabled  to  carry  forward 
this  department  of  our  church  activity ;  and  it  is  hut  juat  in  tbia  public 
way,  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  rendered  by  Dr.  Hibshman, 
Dr.  Zerbe  and  Dr.  Swander.  These  brethren  came  to  our  relief  in  the 
very  crisis  of  the  seminary's  difficulties.  The  aeminary  year  of  1887-'88 
will  be  successfully  closed  May  1,  and  this  was  made  possible  by  the

In  view  of  our  greiit  liuancial  ueeil,  the  board  felt  jiipiified  in  i- 


an  appeal  to  all  the  pastors  in  our  borders.  We  have  been  grievously 
disappointed,  especially  because  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  called 
the  attention  of  the  entire  church  to  the  importance  of  proper  support 
for  our  seminaries.  Only  a  few  responded  to  this  appeal.  Had  a 
general  response  followed,  our  finances  would  be  in  a  much  better  con- 
dition than  we  are  now  able  to  report.  Among  other  problems  to  be 
solved  in  the  interest  of  our  seminary,  is  the  money  problem.  It  is 
known  to  all  that  our  endowment  must  be  increased.  How  shall  this  be 
done  ?  Shall  we  expect  our  newly  elected  professor  or  professors  to 
take  the  field  and  canvas  in  the  interest  of  the  cause?  This  possibly 
can  be  done — and  if  done  during  the  vacation,  the  seminary  would  not 
suffer;  but  we  should  not  even  think  of  having  it  done  at  the  expense 
of  having  less  teaching  in  the  seminary. 

The  board  would  suggest  that  this  synod  appoint  a  financial  agent — (1) 
to  increase  the  endowment,  and  (2)  to  raise  funds  for  the  immediate  use 
of  the  seminary. 

6.  The  board  also  recommends  that  the  officers  of  this  synod  request 
presidents  of  the  different  classes  to  call  the  roll  at  their  next  annual 
meetin}{8  to  ascertain  whether  the  several  pastors  have  responded  to 
General  Synod's  instructions  to  commend  the  seminary  with  all  its  in- 
terests, to  the  liberality  of  our  people. 

7.  Tlie  following  action  was  adopted  by  the  board,  with  respect  to 
the  lamented  Dr.  J.  H.  Good  ; 

Whereas,  In  the  providence  of  God,  after  many  wearisome  months  of 
afiiiction  and  sufiering,  Rev.  Jeremiah  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  the  honored 
President  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  efficient  Professor 
of  Dogmatic  and  Practical  Theology,  has  been  called  away  from  his 
responsible  labors  to  his  blessed  rest ;  and 

Whereas,  He  has  been  the  prominent  factor  in  the  founding  of  our 
Western  Institutions,  and  rendered  eminent  service  in  the  sphere  of 
edacation  and  church  enterprises,  proving  himself  an  able  theologian,  a 
successful  teacher  and  a  forcible  writer ;  and 

Whereas,  Through  his  lamented  death,  the  seminary  and  the  church 
have  sustained  a  great  loss ;  therefore 

Raolved,  That,  while  we  as  a  board  unite  with  the  church  in  express- 
ing our  sorrow  because  of  his  departure,  we  will  ever  cherish  his  mem- 
ory, and  gratefully  recognize  his  unsullied  Christian  character,  his 
seholariy  attainments,  his  versatile  genius,  his  extensive  information, 
his  genial  nature,  and  his  great  usefulness  to  our  institutions  and  the 
church. 

Remlvedy  That  as  a  Christian  educator,  a  clear  expounder,  a  faithful 
worker  and  an  earnest  defender  of  the  truth  "as  it  is  in  Jesus,"  his  life 
may  be  pointed  out  to  students  in  general,  and  especially  to  students  of 
theology  and  sacred  literature,  as  an  example  eminently  worthy  of  their 
study  and  emulafion. 

Radved,  That  the  board  tenders  its  sincere  sympathy  to  his  greatly 
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bereaved  widow  and  sod,  and  iovokes  upon  them  the  BOBUitiiDg  tnd 
i-oiiBoling  grace  of  the  Lord. 

Baolved,  That  the  Kcretary  be  instructed  to  funush  a  copy  of  tiie 
foregoing  action  to  the  bereaved  family,  and  also  for  publication  in  Uie 
Chbistiak  World  and  the  Beformed  Church  Mrmaiga:

ARTICLE  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics,  dur- 
ing the  evening  session  on  Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted : 

Dear  Brethben  in  the  Lord: — From  the  Classical  Minutes  and 
other  proper  means  of  information,  as  well  as  from  opportunities  for  ob- 
servation during  the  past  Sy nodical  year,  your  committee  is  able  to  re- 
port that  our  God  is  marching  on.  The  state  of  the  Church  within  the 
bounds  of  our  synod  is  manifestly  such  as  to  call  for  devout  gratitude  to 
Him  whose  we  are,  and  whom  we  serve  in  the  gospel  of  his  dear  Son. 

Tliat  there  is  cause  for  deep  humiliation,  continued  rei>entance  and 
greater  Christian  acti%dty  in  the  future,  is  not  only  felt  in  our  conscious- 
ness of  imperfection,  but  also  manifested  in  the  fact  that  we  have  not 
accomplished  as  much  in  the  cause  of  our  Master  as  He,  through  his 
abundant  grace,  has  made  possible  for  his  stewards  and  servants. 

We  have  also  oiX'asion  to  bow  in  sad  bereavement,  and  yet  with 
Christian  submission  to  that  Providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father  who 
has  seen  fit  to  remove  from  our  ranks  by  death  three  of  our  ministerial 
brethren,  viz :  Rev.  Jeremiah  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  respecting  whose  depart- 
ure this  synod  has  already  taken  proper  action  ;  Rev.  Jonas  Michael, 
and  our  young  brother.  Rev.  Adolph  J.  Meyer.  "These  all,  having  ob- 
tained a  good  report  through  faith,"  have  gone  to  that  "better  country, 
that  is,  an  heavenly."  May  the  God  of  all  grace  "enable  us  to  follow 
their  faith,  that  we  may  enter  at  death  into  their  joy." 

There  are  obvious  evidences  that  our  synod  is  making  both  intensive 
and  extensive  progress.  New  churches  have  been  built  and  consecrated 
to  the  worship  of  God.  Our  educational  institutions  have  been  encour- 
agingly supported  and  patronized.  Heidelberg  is  noM'  a  center  of  at- 
traction, where  our  sons  "may  be  as  plants  grown  up  in  their  youth, 
and  our  (laughers  as  comer-stones  polished  after  the  similitude  of  a 
palace."  Our  Theological  Seminary  has  safely  passed  the  crisis  of  its 
history,  and  proven  itself  well  worthy  of  the  church's  enlarged  patron- 
age and  material  support.  The  membership  of  our  synod  has  increased 
about  eight  hundred,  or  four  and  a  half  per  cent,  during  the  year.  The 
increase  in  benevolent  contributions  during  the  past  year  has  been 
$1,500,  or  three  times  the  per  cent,  of  increase  in  membership. 

These  evidences  of  outward  growth  are  both  testimonials  and  results 
of  a  corresponding  progress  in  the  powers  of  the  inner  life.  And  why 
.««houldit  be  otherwise,  indeed?  We  should  not  be  surprised  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  has  used  Heaven's  own  ordained  means  to  producre  such 
fruits  of  the  Christian  life  in  and  among  the  elect  of  God. 

Upon  the  whole  we  report  that  the  state  of  religion  among  us  is  en- 
couraging to  our  faith  and  hopes.    While  there  is  no  less  disposition  to 
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defend  the  truths  of  the  gospel  and  the  customs  of  our  church,  there  is  a 
growing  conviction  that  it  is  now  our  special  mission  to  strengthen  the 
things  that  remain,  by  practical  Christian  work  and  enlarged  ChriBtian 
benevolence.  God  being  our  helper,  this  is  what  we  propose  to  do,  as 
a  Synod,  as  a  Church,  and  as  consecrated  members  thereof. 

And  now,  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly,  above 
all  that  we  ask  or  think,  according  to  the  power  that  worketh  in  ub,  be 
glory  in  the  church,  by  Christ  Jesus,  throughout  all  ages,  world  without 
end.    Amen.  Respectfully  submitted,

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS.— HOME  AND  FOREIGN. 

The  following  reports  on  the  subject  of  missions  were  received,  duly 
considered,  and  also  adopted : 

I.    ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Report  of  Board  of  Home  Missums  of  Ohio  Synod, 

To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Bbab  Brbtiirkn: — We  herewith  present  you  a  report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  missions  under  your  care  during  the  year  just  closed. 

There  have  been  sixteen  missions  receiving  aid  during  the  year;  one 
of  the  number — viz:  Trinity  Mission  of  Dayton,  having  become  self- 
sustaining,  drops  from  our  list.  To  say  the  least,  we  believe  there  has 
been  retrogression  in  none  of  the  Missions,  save  the  Kentland,  Indiana, 
field,  and  as  this  has  been  vacant  several  months,  it  is  difficult  to  pre- 
cisely determine  its  present  standing. 

The  earnest  and  successful  labors  of  the  faithful  missionary  at  Lyons, 
Kansas,  seem  to  have,  under  God's  blessing,  secured  for  that  point, 
which  we  had  been  led  to  fear  a  year  ago  was  nigh  unto  its  end,  a  new 
lease  of  life,  and  we  consider  it  now  one  of  our  most  hopeful  missions. 

Our  Lone-Star  Mission  in  far  off  Dakota  is  steadily  justifying  the  an- 
tipications  of  its  pastor,  and  encouraging  the  Board  to  believe  that  that 
venture  was  not  ill  advised. 

We  have  been  terribly  crippled,  and  our  earnest  and  self-denying 
missionaries  have  been  sadly  discouraged  in  the  work,  by  the  failure  of 
many  of  our  congregations  to  meet  the  meager  assessments  asked  for  by 
the  Board  and  apportioned  by  Synod.  The  Treasurer's  Report  will  fur- 
nish figures  eloquently  emphasising  this  complaint.  The  prospects  of 
our  missions  are  flattering.    We  believe  our  force  of  mission-pastore  to 
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be  composed  of  competent  and  consecrated  men.  But  this  seemingly 
incurable  habit  into  which  our  church  has  fallen,  of  responding  to 
Synod's  mission  appropriation  with  about  one-half  of  the  amount  asked 
for,  will  preclude  all  possibility  of  aggressive  work,  and  is  a  rank  injus- 
tice perpetrated  upon  the  men  who  are  giving  their  best  energies  to  the 
work.  Of  the  $5,000  needed  to  carry  on  your  mission  work  for  the  year, 
not  quite  $2,800  have  been  received  during  the  whole  twelve  months. 

While  we  feel  grateful  for  being  able  to  report  the  real  and  solid  pro- 
gress which  has  been  made,  our  gratitude  has  almost  been  forgotten  in 
oar  surprise  that  a  practically  bankrupt  board  has  been  able  to  report 
anything  but  a  total  cessation  of  missionary  operations,  and  we  earn- 
estly urge  upon  this  honorable  body  the  devising  of  some  plan  by  which 
this  distressing  state  of  affairs  may  be  avoided,  and  this  catastrophe 
averted. 

We  would  again  call  Synod's  attention  to  the  impulse  which  would 
undoabtedly  be  given  to  our  mission  work  by  the  labors  of  a  capable 
missionary  superintendent ;  and  in  this  connection  we  would  urge  upon 
synod  w^hat  we  believe  to  be  an  imperative  alternative,  viz:  Either 
that  synod  secure  a  superintendent  for  our  own  work,  or  that  as  a 
synod  we  comply  with  General  Synod's  recommendation  with  refer- 
ence to  the  unification  of  our  Home  Mission  Work  and  at  once  trans- 
fer our  missions  to  General  Synod's  Board,  on  condition  that  they  con- 
sent to  use  the  authority  General  Synod  has  given  them  for  the  appoint- 
ing of  a  General  Mission  Superintendent. 

We  submit  the  following  birds-eye  view  of  the  general  condition  and 
out-look  of  the  several  mission  stations : 

1.  GreenrUU  MiMton.  Rev.  W.  E.  Ludwick  began  his  second  year  as 
pastor  of  this  charge,  the  first  of  last  April.  The  benevolent  contribu- 
tions of  the  charge  cover  about  one-third  of  the  appropriation,  which 
was  $200.  Whilst  this  field  affords  no  very  striking  indications  of  pro- 
gress, the  missionary  has  done  faithful  work,  and  this  historic  mission 
seems  gradually  creeping  towards  a  self-sustaining  existence. 

2.  Paulding  Mission,  Rev.  J.  W.  Barber,  pastor.  Twenty-seven  new 
members  have  been  added  during  the  year.  $600  has  been  raised  for 
congregational  purposes.  The  work  has  been  moving  steadily  forward, 
and  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  bright.    Appropriation,  $250. 

3.  Lima  Mtmon.  Rev.  F.  M.  Shults  has  concluded  his  first  year  as 
pastor  of  this  field.  His  efforts  have  been  attended  by  encouraging 
results.  The  work  in  Lima  is  reviving  the  interest  of  the  litttle  flock 
which  has  experienced  so  many  vicissitudes,  and  been  so  long  unshep- 
herded;  and  the  two  country  appointments  included  with  it  in  the 
charge  are  regathering  their  scattered  strength.  Twelve  new  members 
have  been  received  during  the  year.  The  total  membership  is  76.  The 
money  raised    by   the  mission   itself  was  $400.    Appropriation  $500. 
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4.  Ft,  Wayne,  Indiana,  Mmion,  Rev.  A.  K.  Zartman  aasumed  the 
pastorate  June  1st,  1888.  In  consequence  of  there  being  a  vacancy  in 
the  pastorate  for  several  months,  the  congregation  routine  was  inter- 
rupted, and  the  statistics  of  the  year's  work  are  imperfect.  The  new 
pastor  has  been  warmly  received  by  the  membership,  and  their  hearty 
mutual  co-operation  promises  to  place  this  charge  on  a  sound  and  self- 
supporting  basis  in  the  near  future.    Appropriation  $500. 

5.  JfCentland,  Indiana,  Afusion.  Vacant.  The  Board  is  now  ^holding 
the  interests  of  this  mission  under  consideration,  and  in  spite  of  its  un- 
promising condition,  hopes  that  some  measures  may  yet  be  deviae^i 
which  will  rescue  this  point  from  its  oft-times  infirmities. 

6.  Lyons,  Kamat*,  Mission.  Rev.  A.  Casselman  has  baen, doing  excel- 
lent work  at  this  point  since  taking  charge  of  it  a  year  ago.  He  found 
the  mission  in  debt ;  its  members  ready  to  scatter,  and  the  Reformed 
Church  having  no  standing  in  the  community.  Provision  has  been 
made  to  cancel  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  debt  shortly ;  the  membership 
has  been  .solidified,  and  the  organization  has  won  the  respect  and 
good  will  of  the  town.  The  missionary  contemplates  organizing  another 
congregation  about  five  miles  from  Lyons,  in  the  near  future,  among  a 
population  entirely  destitute  of  church  facilities.  Ten  members  have 
been  received  during  the  year.    Appropriation  36'>0. 

7.  WcUhena  Mission.  Rev.  F.  H.  Keller.  In  consequence  of  the 
Baker  congregation  having  been  added  to  the  Hiawatha  charge,  thi.** 
mission  now  has  but  the  one  point.  In  spite  of  this  loss  it  has  more 
than  held  its  own,  and  now  reports  107  members,  13  having  been  ad(le<l 
during  the  year.  JS38  have  been  raised  for  benevolence,  and  $325  for 
pastor's  support.     Appropriation  $300. 

8.  AUamont  Mission.  Rev.  Joshua  Wolbach's  faithful  labors  in  this 
arduous  field  have  been  attended  by  very  encouraging  results.  Twenty- 
two  accessions  are  reported  for  the  year,  with  a  total  membership  of 
112,  and  $45  contributed  for  benevolent  work.     Appropriation  $350. 

9.  Liberty  Center  Mission.  Rev.  S.  Shaw,  who  has  recently  under- 
taken the  work  of  this  field,  reports  a  hopeful  out-look,  antl  a  condition 
of  things  promising  well  for  desired  results.  There  are  three  congrega- 
tions with  113  members.  $500  raised  for  pastor's  support,  and  $75  for 
benevolence.    Appropriation  $100. 

10.  Colon,  {Michigan,)  Mission.  Rev.  J.  H.  Albright.  Two  congrtnpi- 
tions  with  a  total  membership  of  120;  16  of  whom  have  been  receiveil 
during  the  year  just  closed.  The  charge  has  raised  nearlj'  $400  for  var- 
ious purposes.    The  appropriation  was  $175. 

11.  Neriah,  {Eine,)  Michigan,  Mission.  Has  been  vacant,  and  no  efibrt 
was  made  to  secure  a  missionary,  in  consequence  of  some  proposed  rt"- 
construction  measures.  A  missionary,  however,  is  now  about  to  be  se- 
cured, and  a  small  apporpriation  of  $100  has  been  granted  the  mission. 
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12.  Danuucus  Mission,  Rev.  Job.  Sechler,  pa«tor.  ConHisto  of  two 
small  congregations  near  Lena,  IlUnoiB,  whoee  combined  membership  is 
58.  Seventeen  have  been  recently  added.  About  $260  has  been  raised 
by  the  people  for  congregational  and  benevolent  uses,  and  an  appropria- 
tion of  ^200  was  granted  them  for  the  past  year. 

13.  Redfield,  (Dakota,)  Mission.  Bev.  F.  W.  Stump.  Already  three 
small  organizations  have  been  formed  with  a  charter  membership  of  36, 
and  four  Sundcy-«chools  with  116  children.  The  people  themselves 
have  contributetl  about  $100  towards  their  ex])enses.  The  appropriation 
for  the  year  has  been  $600.  The  missionary  feels  cheered  by  the  pros- 
pects of  the  mission,  and  anticipates  steady  growth. 

14.  Ada  Mission.  Bev.  I.  A.  Sites.  The  record  for  the  year  in  this 
field  is  exceedingly  good.  A  church  building  has  been  erected  in  Ada, 
where  heretofore  the  congregation  has  gathered  in  a  room  of  the  school 
building.  Repairing  and  decorating  have  been  done  in  the  rest  of  the 
churches  of  the  charge,  and  a  marked  impulse  has  been  given  to  the 
work  in  general.  Fourteen  members  have  been  added,  and  nearly 
$1,500  raised  by  the  people.    Appropriation  $236. 

15.  Dayton  Mission,  Rev.  D.  W.  £bbert.  After  one  year's  connec- 
tion with  the  Board,  this  congregation  has  become  self-sustaining,  and 
in  consequence  been  removed  from  our  list.  The  Cburch-at-large  is  too 
familiar  with  the  phenomenal  growth  of  this  interest,  to  make  an  ex- 
tended notice  necessary.    The  appropriation  for  the  year  was  $600. 

16.  Warren  Mission,  Supplied  in  part  by  Bev.  J.  M.  Kendig.  No 
regular  pastor  has  as  yet  been  secured. 

For  sustaining  Missions  under  our  care  for  the  coming  year  $6,600.00 
will  be  required.  Some  prospecting  has  been  done  by  agents  of  the 
Board  in  the  cities  of  Cleveland  and  Columbus.  It  is  probable  that 
daring  the  coming  year  steps  will  be  taken  looking  towards  the  estab- 
lishment of  Missions  at  both  of  these  points. 

We  would  respectfully  urge  upon  synod,  in  order  that  our  treasurer 
may  be  able  to  credit  amounts  reported  in  Thb  Christian  World,  to 
individual  congregations,  insted  of  merely  to  classes.  That  classical 
treasurers  be  enjoined  to  itemize  all  monies  sent  in  to  the  Missionary 
Treasurer. 

The  attention  of  synod  is  respectfully  called  to  the  fact  that  the  terms 
of  Revs.  Emi]  P.  Herbruck  and  John  H.  Bomberger  expire  at  this  time.

4*    Report  of  Board  of  Church  Eredum, 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  offers  its  annual  report.  If  is  humiliat- 
ing that  your  board  for  want  of  funds,  was  unable  to  undertake  the 
building  of  another  chapel  this  year.  It  is  to  be  regretted.  The  church 
should  deeply  realize  the  necessity  of  sustaining  generously  our  board 
and  enable  the  same  to  assist  in  carrying  forward  our  Home  Misraonary 
operations. 

There  is  no  way  by  which  mission  congregations  can  be  made  more 
rapidly  efficient  to  do  solid  and  cheering  work  for  the  Master  and  be- 
come self-sustaining,  than  by  aiding  the  same  to  secure  houses  of  wor- 
ship. For  this  reason,  the  building  of  a  church  by  a  newly  organized 
congregation  creates  interest,  sympathy  and  co-operation  in  any  com- 
munity. This  was  fully  demonstrated  during  the  last  year  in  the  town 
of  Ada,  Ohio. 

Whilst  we  deplore  that  we  were  unable  to  do  great  things  for  the 
lengthening  of  the  cords  of  our  Reformed  Zion,  we  are  not  without  fruit 
to  show  for  our  encouragement. 

1.  The  Synod's  indebtedness  to  Heidelberg  College  is  being  reduced. 
The  accumulated  interest  was  gradually  lessened,  and  on  December  let, 
1887,  fully  paid  up.  In  addition  to  this,  our  treasurer  also  reduced  the 
principal  to  the  amount  of  $300.  This  incubus  should  be  entirely  re- 
moved as  speedily  as  possible. 

2.  Your  board  purchased,  as  reported  last  year,  at  a  cost  of  $500,  a  lot 
of  ground  in  the  town  of  Ada,  Ohio,  upon  which  the  Mission  congre- 
gation agreed  to  erect  a  Reformed  Church,  not  to  cost  less  than  $1,000. 
The  deed  for  the  lot  of  ground  is  held  by  your  board. 

The  small  congregation,  with  the  energetic  pastor.  Rev.  I.  A.  Sites,  did 
more  than  it  promised ;  and  more  than  met  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tion of  your  board,  by  building  a  chapel,  with  annex  for  Sunday-schriol 
purposes.  The  building  is  externally  churchly  in  appearance,  disi^lay- 
ing  proper  architectural  design.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  for  about  30C> 
people.  The  building  and  furniture  cost  the  round  sum  of  $1,500,  which 
amount  was  raised  and  paid  by  the  members,  and  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  vicinity,  and  dedicated  free  of  indebtedness.  The  synod  will 
find  that  it  made  a  judicious  investment  in  Ada,  and  that  the  congrega- 
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tioD  will  become  self-sustaining  before  very  long,  and  that  which  our 
last  year's  report  set  forth  will  be  realized,  **  The  little  plant  will  grow 
into  a  mighty  tree. " 

Your  board  would  suggest  that  synod  take  the  following  action  : 

1.  That  the  pastors  and  consistories  be  requested  to  urge  upon  their 
congregations  the  last  year's  apportionment  for  church  erection  work. 

2.  That  the  amount  of  $500  be  apportioned  for  this  year's  work. 

3.  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  instructed  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  oar  Board,  out  of  the  contingent  fund,  $150,  to  be  paid  on  the  college 

note. 

Tlie  work  before  us  in  the  Ohio  Synod  is  great  and  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  vigorous,  persevering  and  prayerful  effort.  It  requires 
combined  strength  and  energy  as  brethren,  to  discharge  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  us.  By  honest  and  earnest  co-operation  all  along  the  line,  we 
will  honor  and  glorify  God  our  Savior,  and  our  hearts  will  be  gladdened 
with  unparalleled  prosperity.

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6.    Report  of  Board  of  Foreign  Mtuions. 

To  the  OhioSifnod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brbthrex: — ''The  Lord  hath  done  great  things, 
whereof  we  are  glad."  With  this  note  of  praise  to  Almighty  God  for  hi* 
great  mercies  through  another  year,  permit  me  to  lay  before  your  Rever- 
end Body  a  brief  report  of  our  foreign  missionary  work. 

The  record  of  the  past  year  is  a  grand  recital  of  magnificent  prosperi- 
ty. And  this  saying  applies  to  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  church  at 
home  as  well  as  to  the  work  of  our  &dthful  band  of  missionaries  in 
Japan.  The  church  has  paid  more  attention  to  the  cause  of  foreign  mis- 
sions than  at  any  other  time  in  her  history.  Our  people  have  been 
awaking  from  a  deep  slumber,  and  we  confidently  hope  that  it  may  be 
a  resurrection  which  knows  of  no  second  death. 

The  royal  command  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  ''Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  has  struck  a  responsive  chord  in 
the  hearts  of  the  people,  for  they  take  more  interest  in,  and  give  more 
liberally  for,  the  spread  of  the  gospel. 

Our  contributions  for  the  last  twelve  months  amount  to  $20,000.  This 
sum,  however,  includes  in  part,  the  special  ofTerings  for  the  girls'  school 
building  at  Sendai,  the  dwelling  for  the  lady  teachers  and  missionary 
Hoy,  and  the  sending  forth  of  two  new  missionaries  and  a  lady  teacher 
for  the  girls*  school. 

OUR  MISSIONARIES. 

Rev.  A.  D.  Gring  and  wife  are  still  with  us.  Since  he  is  unable  to 
return  with  his  family  to  Japan  this  fall,  he  will  continue  his  visits 
among  the  churches  in  this  country  in  the  interest  of  the  board  for  its 
mission  in  Japan.  His  stay  in  America  has  had  a  healthful  influence 
on  our  pastors  and  people,  to  whose  confidence  and  affection  we  com- 
mend him  anew. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Moore  and  wife  labor  at  Yamagata.  He  is  the  principal  of 
an  English  Japanese  school.  His  success  as  a  teacher  has  been  a  great 
help  to  him  in  his  evangelistic  work.  He  writes:  " Our  school  has  been 
a  sort  of  advertising  medium  to  Christianity."  He  has  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  a  flourishing  congregation.  The  membership  comprises  the 
best  people  of  the  town,  and  with  the  new  chapel,  the  growth  of  the 
congregation  is  assured.  Mrs.  Moore  is  an  invaluable  help,  and  she  is 
never  weary  in  doing  good  to  the  poor  and  needy.  She  is  an  angel  of 
mercy  to  the  infirm  of  the  hospitals. 

The  board  is  very  anxious  to  secure  another  missionary  family  for 
Yamagata,  for  which  provision  has  already  been  made,  but  up  to  this 
date  our  efforts  have  been  in  vain.  We  trust  that  the  proper  man  may 
be  found  very  soon. 

Bev.  W.  E.  Hoy  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  B.  Ault  on  the  27th  day  of 
December,  1887.  He  is  the  Elijah  in  the  school  of  the  prophets  at  Sen- 
dai, and  with  his  amiable  wife  will  accomplish  great  things  for  the  Lord. 
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The  Misses  Poorbaugh  have  charge  of  the  girls'  school  at  SendaL 
Miss  Lizzie  is  one  of  the  founders  of  that  noble  institution.  Miss  Emma 
arrived  at  Yokohama  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  1888.  The  board  awaits 
great  results  from  the  joint  labors  of  these  sistere.  We  believe  that  the 
statement  made  by  a  missionary  in  regard  to  two  sisters  of  another 
church,  will  be  verified  in  this  instance:  "I  never  knew  better  work 
than  that  done  by  two  sisters,  so  permanent,  so  steady  and  every  way 
successful  and  admirable,  and  they  are  still  at  it  and  apparently  good  for 
another  quarter  century. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Schneder  and  wife  arrived  at  Yokohama  on  the  21  st  day  of 
December,  1887.  He  is  making  rapid  progress  in  the  study  of  the 
Japanese  language,  and  is  wielding  a  good  influence  in  the  Theological 
Training  School  at  Sendai. 

SALE  OF  THK  TOKIO  HOUSE. 

For  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  board,  the  28  Tsukiji  property  was  sold 
on  the  14th  day  of  July,  1888,  for  $3,000.  (Mexican  currency.)  We  are 
confident  that  the  future  will  make  it  plain  to  the  church  that  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  as  well  as  the  judgment  of  the  mission  has  been  cor- 
rect in  this  matter.  The  sale  of  the  house  will  in  no  wise  interfere  with 
our  work  in  and  around  Tokio.  The  churches  at  Bancho  and  Nihon 
Bashi  will  remain  as  heretofore  under  the  care  of  the  mission,  and 
receive  appropriations  from  the  board.  The  money  realized  from  the 
sale  of  the  Tokio  house  will  be  used  in  the  erection  of  the  buildings  at 
Sendai. 

THE   NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  girls'  school  building  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  the  teachers 

expect  to  occupy  it  by  next  Christmas.  Besides  the  school-building, 
the  board  is  erecting  two  dwellings,  one  for  the  lady  teachers  and  the 
other  for  missionary  Hoy.  The  cost  of  the  several  structures  will 
exceed  the  fund  on  hand  for  these  specific  purposes,  but  the  Board  has 
full  confidence  in  the  liberality  of  the  people,  and  in  faith  we  go  forward. 

FIFTIETH   ANNIVERSARY. 

On  the  29th  day  of  September,  1838,  at  the  synod  in  Lancaster,  Pa., 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  organized  with  the  following  minis- 
ters and  elders  as  its  members:  Revs.  Dietrich  Willers,  Elias  Heiner, 
Bernard  C.  Wolff,  John  Cares,  Samuel  Gutelius,  Joseph  F.  Berg,  Samuel 
R.  Fisher  and  Elders  John  J.  Mayer,  Matthew  Shaw,  Daniel  Buckcy, 
John  B.  Seidenstricker  and  Burchert  Mayer.  It  is  proper  that  we 
should  celebrate  such  a  memorable  event.  The  board  has  set  apart  the 
month  of  November  as  a  suitable  season  for  missionary  services  in  honor 
of  its  fiftieth  anniversary.  A  historical  sketch  will  soon  appear  contain- 
ing many  interesting  facts.  An  order  of  service  will  also  appear  in  due 
time.  The  board  also  requests  the  Reverend  Synods  to  take  such  action 
as  will  help  to  make  the  month  of  November  a  Jubilee  of  Missions. 
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STATISTICS  OF  THE  WORK. 

The  statistical  table  of  the  mission  for  the  fiscal  year'*ending  June  1, 
1888,  presents  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the  work  done  by  our  faithful  band  of 
workers  in  Japan.  Truly  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  been  graciously 
smiling  upon  their  efforts  to  save  souls.  And  the  half  has  not  been 
told.  Back  of  the  cold  figures  are  the  throbbing  hearts  of  thankful 
men,  women  and  children,  who  greatly  rejoice  that  Jesus  Christ  dwells 
in  them — "  the  hope  of  glory."  These  cheerful  tidings  of  the  marvelous 
success  of  our  dear  brethren  and  sisters  in  the  Empire  of  the  Rising 
Son,  should  fill  us  with  fresh  zeal  and  new  courage. 

In  behalf  of  these  precious  ''first  fruits,"  we  kindly  ask  for  the  earnest 
prayers,  the  warm  sympathy  and  the  liberal  support  of  all  the  churches, 
and  we  affectionately  urge  upon  the  Reverend  Synod  to  impress  upon 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  people  the  urgent  claims  of  foreign  missions. 

There  is  a  great  work  for  us  to  do  in  Japan,  and  the  present  is  the 
missionary  opportunity  of  our  church.  Let  us  improve  the  golden 
opportunity,  and  the  Lord  will  cause  the  light  of  our  dear  Zion  to  shine 
more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day.

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STATISTICAL  REPORT. 
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II.    REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  afternoon  session 
on  Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  considered 
item  by  item,  and  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions,  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  and  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  and  of  their  respective  treasurers,  adopted.  The  report  is 
as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Missidns  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  report  that 
three  documents  have  been  placed  in  their  hands,  viz :  The  report  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  for  this  synod ;  and  a  Report  and  Appeal 
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from  the  Board  of  GommiBsioners  for  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Church ;  and  the  Report  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Chnrch 
Erection  Board. 

The  fint  named  document  states  that  this  Synod  has  at  the  present 
time  sixteen  missions  under  its  care ;  that  the  board  has  carried  forward 
its  work  during  the  past  year  without  incurring  the  expense  required 
for  the  support  of  a  superintendent,  and  that  owing  to  the  failure  of 
many  charges  to  meet  their  apportionments,  there  is  now  a  deficit  in 
the  treasury  amounting  to  about  $2,000.00.  The  importance  of  this 
branch  of  church  activity  requires  the  continued  effort  of  synod  in 
order  to  raise  the  needed  funds,  to  occupy  the  new  locations  ever  open- 
ing before  it,  and  to  secure  suitable  men  to  have  oversight  of  the  work. 
The  Board  requests  synod  to  make  an  apportionment  of  $5,500.00  upon 
the  various  charges,  in  order  to  cover  arrearages,  and  also  to  provide  for 
the  coming  year ;  and  also  calls  the  attention  of  synod  to  the  important 
matter  relating  to  the  appointment  of  a  local  superintendent,  or  if 
deemed  advisable,  to  place  the  work  under  the  care  of  General  Synod's 
Snperintendent,  should  such  an  officer  be  appointed  soon,  by  General 
Synod's  Board.  In  view  of  these  requests  your  committee  suggests  the 
following  action: 

Raolved,  1.  That  this  synod  commit  its  missionary  work  to  the 
Home  Mission  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  oif  condition  that  they  ap- 
point a  General  Missionary  Superintendent,  and  fulfill  the  existing  obli- 
gations, or  those  which  may  be  hereafter  created  by  our  board  to  our 
own  missionaries,  previous  to  the  time  of  transfer ;  and  that  thereafter 
oar  Board  sustains  an  advisory  and  auxilliary  relation  to  General  Sy- 
nod's Board  with  reference  to  the  missionary  operations  within  our 
bounds. 

Resolved,  2.  That  in  case  they  fail  to  appoint  a  Missionary  Superin- 
tendent, our  Board  of  Missions  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  Missionary 
Superintendent  for  this  Synod,  tendering  him  a  salary  of  not  less  than 
$1,000  per  annum,  and  offering  to  pay  his  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

Raolved.  3.  That  we  apportion  $5,500.00  among  the  various  classes 
within  the  bounds  of  synod,  to  provide  for  the  work  of  the  coming  year. 

Your  committee  further  remind  the  synod  that  successors  to  Rev.  J. 
H.  Bomberger  and  Rev.  E.  P.  Herbruck,  should  be  elected  at  the  pres- 
ent session,  inasmuch  as  their  terms  of  office  now  expire. 

The  Report  and  Appeal  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Church,  states  that  the  offerings  received  into  the  treasury  during  the 
past  year,  amount  to  over  $20,000.00.  That  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Gring  and 
wife  expect  to  remain  in  this  country  during  'the  coming  winter ;  that 
the  Rev.  J.  P.  Moore  and  wife  are  going  forwanl  with  the  work  at  Yam- 
agata,  energetically,  and  with  promise  of  success ;  that  the  Rev.  W.  £. 
Hoy  is  encouraged  with  the  work  of  the  Training  School  at  Sendai, 
assisted  as  he  is  efficiently  by  Rev.  D.  B.  Schneder.  Also,  that  the  sis- 
ters, Miss  Ldzde  and  Miss  Emma  Poorbaugh  are  greatly  encouraged  with 
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the  prospects  of  their  work  in  the  Girls'  School  in  Sendai,  and  that  all 
the  missionaries  and  helpers  now  in  the  field  are.  enthosiastie  and  fsaih- 
ful,  and  the  out-look  for  the  immediate  future  is  very  encouraging. 
The  Girls'  School  building  at  Sendai  is  in  process  of  erection,  with  the 
expectation  that  they  will  be  able  to  occupy  it  l^  next  Christmas ;  and 
two  missionary  residences  are  also  in  process  of  erection. 

The  Board  also  requests  us  to  join  in  anniversary  services,  on  the  oc- 
casion of  its  fiftieth  year  since  organization,  during  the  coming  month  of 
T^^ovember,  and  further  asks  our  prayers  and  counsels,  in  order  that  a 
suitable  missionary  family  may  be  selected  for  the  work  at  Yamagata. 
In  view  of  the  foregoing  statement  and  appeal,  your  committee  recom- 
mend the  following  action : 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  have  heard  with  great  satisfaction  of  the  con- 
tinued progress  and  prosperity  of  the  work  of  our  foreign  missionaries 
in  the  Empire  of  Japan,  and  that  we  unite  in  sincere  thanks  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  for  the  favor  he  has  manifested  to  this  work, 
from  the  time  our  first  missionary  went  abroad  in  1879,  up  to  the 
present  time. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  express  our  hearty  satisfaction  with  the  char- 
acter and  spirit  of  the  work  of  our  missionaries  now  in  the  foreign  field, 
and  also  of  the  faithful  and  energetic  course  pursued  by  the  Board  in 
the  past,  and  we  will  continue  to  pray  that  both  the  members  of  the 
board  and  the  missionaries  may  be  spared  for  many  years  of  service  in 
the  future. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  urge  all  our  churches  to  hold  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Anniversary  Services  during  the  coming  month  of  November,  and 
that  subscriptions,  collections  and  contributions  be  raised  at  that  time, 
and  statedly  thereafter,  for  the  support  of  the  cause ;  the  same  to  he 
forwarded  to  Hon.  R.  F.  Kelker,  treasurer,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  approve  of  the  plan  of  the  Board  having  in 
view  the  sending  of  an  additional  missionary  family  to  Yamagata,  and 
we  unite  in  the  hope  tliat  suitable  persons  may  soon  be  selected,  and 
the  necessary  means  supplied. 

CHURCH  ERECTION  BOARD. 

The  report  presents  the  gratifying  statement  that  the  entire  interest 
on  the  college  note,  and  three  hundred  dollars  on  the  principal,  has 
been  paid  during  the  past  year.  The  fact  that  this  long  standing  debt 
is  now  thus  reduced,  is  very  encouraging. 

The  report  states  further  that  a  lot  of  ground,  suitable  for  the  purpose 
of  a  church  building,  located  in  Ada,  Ohio,  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Board  during  the  past  year,  for  the  sum  of  $500.00,  and  that  the  title  for 
the  same  is  held  by  the  board.  The  church  building  erected  thereupon 
at  a  cost  of  $1,500.00,  has  been  entirely  paid  for  by  the  members  of  the 
congregation  and  citizens  of  Ada,  and  the  future  prospects  of  the  con- 
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gregation  are  said  to  be  very  encouraging.  The  board  complains  of  a 
lack  of  funds  sufficient  for  the  enlargement  of  its  work,  and  your  com- 
mittee heartily  commends  this  important  branch  of  aggressive  church 
work  to  your  earnest  sympathy  and  support.  The  following  resolutions 
accompany  the  report,  which  we  present  for  action  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  and  consistories  are  requested  to'  urge 
upon  their  congregations  the  payment  of  last  year's  apportionment  for 
church  erection  work. 

Resolved,  2,  That  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars,  ($500.00,)  be 
apportioned  for  this  year's  work. 

Resolved.  3.  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  instructed  to  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Church  Erection  Board,  out  of  the  surplus  in  the  con- 
tingent fund,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ($150.00,)  to  be 
applied  on  the  college  note.

S,    Report  of  the  Board  of  Fintors  and  EdncaJtion. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  and  Education  respectfully  submit  their  annnal 
report  for  your  consideration. 

The  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  was  re-elected  president,  and  the  Re?. 
L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  continued  as  secretary  and  treasurer.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  consists  of  the  Revs.  H.  Rust,  D.  D.,  H.  H.  W.  Hibeh- 
man,  D.  D.,  Prof.  A.  8.  Zerbe,  Ph.  D.,  L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  and  Rev. 
D.  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  professor  elect. 

Your  board  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Tiffin  is  at  present  in  a  very  promising  condition.  Since  the  last  meet- 
ing of  synod  it  lost,  in  the  death  of  Prof.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  an  efficient 
teacher,  a  profound  theologian,  a  wise  counsellor  and  a  tried  friend. 
For  a  time,  the  death  of  this  eminent  divine  and  scholar  cast  a  gloom 
over  our  school  of  the  prophets,  and  those  having  its  management  felt 
that  the  loss  could  not  be  easily  repaired.  But  after  a  season  of  moam- 
ing,  which  was  befitting,  the  cloud  passed  away  and  the  light  broke 
upon  their  vision.  The  Lord  said  to  his  servant,  "  Come  up  higher,'' 
and  then  placed  in  his  stead  two  other  of  his  servants,  whose  short 
experience  at  their  new  post  of  duty  has  already  proven  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt  their  fitness  for  their  respective  positions.  Your  board 
feel  fully  convinced  that,  in  calling  Drs.  Van  Home  and  Zerbe  to  the 
positions  they  respectively  occupy  in  our  seminary,  your  Reverend  Body 
has  displayed  great  wisdom  in  their  selection,  notwithstanding  the  emi- 
nent qualifications  of  the  other  candidates.  With  the  proper  financial 
support  from  the  synod,  the  seminary,  equipped  as  it  now  is  with  an 
efficient  corps  of  professors,  will  continue  to  be  a  blessing  to  the  chonrh. 

Your  board  was  largely  represented  at  the  examinations  of  the  stu- 
dents in  the  various  branches  of  theology  taught  in  the  seminary.  Dr. 
J.  I.  Swander,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  taught  with 
acceptance  the  branches  belonging  to  the  department  of  Dogmatic  and 
Practical  Theology  during  its  vacancy.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Pro- 
fessor Zerbe's  work.    And  in  Dr.  Rust's  department  it  was  not  different 
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The  examinations  were  exceptionally  good,  and  reflect  credit  upon  pro- 
fessors and  pupils  alike. 

MeflSTB.  Charles  E.  Miller,  Goo,  A.  Snyder  and  VV.  H.  Tussing  were,  at 
their  own  request,  regularly  diBmissed  from  the  seminary,  having  pai^sed 
an  approved  examination  in  the  studien  required,  and  were  recommend- 
fd  for  graduation.  The  graduating  exennsc'S  tf»ok  place  in  the  College 
Chapel,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  appreciative  audience.  The 
juniors  were  ativanced  to  the*  position  of  seniors,  and  in  connection 
with  new  arlditions  to  the  seminary,  the  class  is  composed  of  Messrs.  H. 
L.  Beam,  D.  N.  Frantz,  A.  H.  Zechiel,  Henry  Gramm,  Conrad  Hassel  and 
A.  Franz.  The  junior  class  is  composed  of  Henry  S.  Bailey,  Albert  H. 
Hibshman,  Benj.  H.  Roth,  Jos.  C.  Smith  and  Noah  Ernst,  graduates  of 
Heidelberg  College,  and  Benj.  Mehr  of  Calvin  Institute  at  Cleveland. 
The  aforesaid  are  all  young  men  of  good  natural  abilities,  industrious  in 
their  habits,  earnest  in  their  work  and  of  excellent  Ciiristian  character. 
When  fuUy  panoplied  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  they  will  do  go«xi 
!»ervice  for  the  Master. 

EDUCATION. 

Your  board  is  by  far  too  circumscribed  in  this  branch  of  its  work  by 
the  limited  means  placed  at  its  disposal.  At  least  six  others,  besides 
those  now  receiving  the  necessary  aid,  (;ould  hav(f  been  added  to  the 
list  of  beneficiary  students  had  the  means  of  support  been  at  hand.  If 
the  ranks  of  the  ministry  are  to  be  kept  full,  the  cause  (if  beneficiaiy 
education  must  receive  greater  attention  than  it  has  received  hitherto. 
Of  the  twelve  students  in  the  seminary  at  present,  ten  are  beneticiaries. 
This  makes  it  very  apparent  that  the  men  of  wealth  are  not  educating 
their  sons  for  the  ministry,  but  for  secular  callings.  It  is  the  sons  of 
poor  parents  that  are  offering  themselves  for  the  ministry.  And  not  one 
of  them,  in  their  noble  aspirations,  should  be  denied  for  the  want  of 
money  to  encourage  them  in  their  holy  ambition  to  become  ministers  of 
the  gospel.  Yet  the  board,  greatly  to  its  sorrow,  has  been  compelled  to 
respond  unfavorably  to  at  least  a  half  dozen  calls,  during  the  last  year, 
by  young  men,  well  recommended,  desiring  to  enter  the  ministry  but 
•an  not  prepare  themselves  for  the  want  of  the  means  to  do  so. 

This  is  the  result  principally  of  the  failure  of  the  ministers  to  raise 
the  apportionments  recommended  by  the  synod,  for  the  cause  of  bene- 
ficiary education.  This  year  the  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  not 
fifty  per  cent,  of  last  year's  apportionments  has  been  paid  in.  This  is  to 
l>e  deplored. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  congregations  have  failed  to  meet  the 
full  amount  of  their  apportionments,  there  is  a  serious  deficiency  in  the 
treasury  of  the  board.  That  this  should  be  removed  at  once,  is  the 
unanimous  view  of  the  board,  and  we  think  of  the  members  of  the 
synod  also.  But  how  can  this  be  best  accomplished?  (1)  Either  by 
increasing  the  apportionments,  which  will  bear  heavily  upon  the  con- 
irregations  that  have  been  raising  their  full  apportionments  heretofore. 
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Or  (2)  by  referring  all  arrearages  to  the  congregations  which  have  been 
delinquent  heretofore,  which  will  likely  end  in  disappointment;  or  (o» 
by  making  an  earnest  effort  to  raise  the  amount  of  $1,500  daring  the 
year  by  apportionments  as  formerly,  supplemented  by  private  gifts  from 
those  in  the  church  blessed  with  the  requisite  means,  to  the  amount  of 
$500  at  least,  but  if  possible  to  a  still  larger  sum. 

There  are  now  eighteen  students  receiving  aid  from  the  board.  Of 
the  three  graduates  last  year  two  were  beneficiary  students.  To  the  list 
of  last  year  the  following  names  have  been  added:  Messrs.  Conrad 
Haasel,  Henry  Gramm,  Benj.  Mehr,  A.  Franz  and  S.  Y.  Bohrbaogh. 
One  has  been  compelled  by  a  lack  of  funds  to  absent  himself  for  a  year 
and  another  has  released  the  board  from  any  further  obUgations  for 
support.  The  literary  and  moral  standing  of  the  beneficiaries  need  not 
be  commented  upon,  as  each  classis  has  been  informed  of  this  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board. 

The  time,  for  which  Revs.  L.  H.  Kefauver,  A.  S.  Zerbe,  Ph.D.,  Prof.  R. 
Good  and  N.  H.  Loose  were  elected  as  members  of  the  board,  expires  at 
the  meeting  of  this  synod.

n.      REPORT  OP  COMMITTEB  ON  SEMINARY   AND  EDUCATION. 

The  Standing  Ck>mmittee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Education, 
(luring  the  morning  session  on  Friday,  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  received  and  considered,  and,  together  with  the  preceding  reports, 
adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  would  respectfully  report. 
The  follow'ing  documents  have  been  referred  to  this  committee,  namely, 
the  secretary's  and  treasurer's  reports  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  treasurer  of  the  seminary. 
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From  the  variouB  reports  coming  into  our  hancl^  we  have  reasons  to 
congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  hopeful  outlook  of  our  TheolqgicAl  Sem- 
inary, at  least  in  some  particulars,  while  in  some  other  respei*t«  we  an- 
confronted  with  the  same  difficulties  as  in  former  years.  This  institu- 
tion of  the  church  is  now  "well  manned,"  but  8a<.l  to  know  it  is 
not  well  moneyed.  Synod  has  now  secured  an  efficient  teaching  foife 
for  this  school  of  theologry,  but  we  still  find  ourselves  in  the  same  finan- 
cial straights  as  heretofore — ^a  shortage  of  funds  and  an  airumulatinu 
debt.  The  Board  of  Education  finds  itself  distressed  for  the  want  ui 
means  to  support  its  beneficiaries,  and  has  felt  itself  necessitate^!  to  turn 
away  a  number  of  promising  young  men  who  had  applied  to  the  lx)anl 
for  aid  to  prosecute  their  studies  in  their  preparation  for  the  gospel 
ministr>'.  With  the  cry  for  men  upon  every  hand,  the  church  is  unwill- 
ing to  help  itself. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  for  many  years  been  laboring  in  the  dis- 
tressing throes  of  an  almost  total  bankrupt  treasury.  And  it  must  \*e 
apparent  to  this  synoii,  as  it  is  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  to  your 
committee,  that  something  must  now  l)e  done  forthwith  to  relieve  this 
institution  of  the  church  of  its  financial  burden  or  the  ship  must  nnk. 
The  immediate  needs  of  our  seminary  and  the  further  en<iownu'nt  of 
this  institution  are  upon  us.  These  needs  must  be  met.  The  time  lia& 
not  only  come  when  our  seminary  should  receive  the  foremont  attention 
of  synod,  and  by  the  natural  order  of  things  its  turn  has  come  to  reaive 
support  of  the  church  and  to  be  relieved  of  its  financial  embarrassiiKntis, 
but  something  must  be  done. 

Your  committee  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  church  will  now  omv 
more  rise  in  her  strength  and  come  to  the  help  of  this  institution,  ami 
that  with  a  judicious  and  vigorous  effort  our  Theologic^il  8eminar\'  mn 
l)e  placed  upon  a  fair  financial  basis. 

Your  committee  has  the  following  resolutions  to  recoraniend  for 
Hvnod's  action : 

Rewired y  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  report*  oi 
their  respective  treasurers  be  adopted,  and  that  the  recommendations 
therein  be  approved. 

Retolvtd,  That  we  apportion  $2,000  for  beneficiary  etlucation,  and  that 
the  charges  be  urged  to  pay  arrearages. 

Resolredy  That  in  the  matter  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Hyno^l 
take  such  action  as  it  deems  best  in  the  premises. 

Resdredy  That  synod  adopts  the  program  as  formu]at<^d  by  the  Boanl 
of  Trustees  of  the  seminary  for  the  Inauguration  of  the  new^ly  elected 
professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 

Remlvedy  That  the  election  of  the  President  of  the  Heidelberg  Theohig- 
ical  Seminary  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  |K)wer  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  matter.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  following  reports  relating  to  the  college  were  received,  considered 
and  adopted : 

I.      ANNUAL  REPORT. 

2.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  presenting  our  annual  report  to  the  synod  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  last  col- 
lege year  which  closed  on  the  14th  of  June,  was  one  of  encoaraging 
results,  as  the  work  done  was  greater  than  in  any  previous  year.  The 
attendance  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  college,  there  having 
been  270  in  the  several  departments,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  catalogue. 
This,  considering  the  number  of  colleges  and  academies  in  Ohio,  the 
improved  condition  of  our  pubUc  schools,  the  numerical  strength  of  the 
synod  under  whose  patronage  the  college  is,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  no 
auxiliaries  from  which  it  can  draw  support,  must  be  regarded  as  a  fair 
showing,  and  proof  of  the  thoroughness  of  its  instruction,  coarse  of 
study,  and  prudent  management. 

The  general  conducts  and  habits  of  the  students  were  such  as  to  meet 
the  approval  of  the  faculty.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  college 
were  respected,  and  a  pleasant  feeling  existed  between  all  concerned,  so 
that  there  was  but  little  need  of  the  exercise  of  discipline,  the  students 
having  been  taught  the  duty  of  self-government  and  a  cheerful  submis- 
sion to  authority  as  of  essential  importance  to  the  development  of  the 
highest  type  of  manhood  and  womanhood. 

The  graduating  class,  twenty-five  in  number,  was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  college,  a  result  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  college  as 
it  gives  evidence  of  its  growing  popularity. 

The  opening  of  the  fall  term  of  the  present  collegiate  year  on  the  5lh 
of  September,  was  marked  by  an  accession  of  over  sixty  new  students  to 
the  college  and  academy,  making  ninety-three  in  the  college  and  sixty- 
five  in  the  academy,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  Coneervat43ry 
of  Music  which  has  about  forty  on  its  roll.    The  Art  and  Business 
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Departments  having  just  opened,  it  will  require  time  to  work  up  a  good 
attendance.  The  prospect,  however,  is  encouraging.  The  present 
attendance  in  all  the  departments  of  the  college  is  nearly  200,  which 
although  encouraging,  is  not  as  large  as  it  might  be  hy  a  united  and 
earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  its  friends. 

An  earnest  effort  was  made  last  year  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  the  new 
college  building.  In  this,  however,  we  failed,  as  but  few  pastoral 
charges  seemed  ready  to  co-operate  in  the  movement.  Where  an  effort 
was  made  the  result  was  gratif3dng,  so  that  the  sum  of  $2,911  was  raised, 
which,  in  addition  to  the  collections  made  on  former  subscriptions, 
rwluced  the  debt  last  June  to  $6,800,  against  which  there  were  notes  and 
subscriptions  sufficient,  with  $3,000  additional,  to  pay  off  the  entire  debt. 
We  are  glad  to  say  that  one-third  of  the  indebtedness  at  the  meeting  of 
the  board  in  June  has  now  been  secured,  so  that  if  $2,000  more  can  be 
obtained  the  entire  debt  will  be  cancelled,  provided  the  shrinkage  of  the 
notes  and  subscriptions  on  hand  for  this  purpose  is  not  greater  than 
might  be  expected.  The  board  whilst  thanking  the  synod  for  its  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  past,  would  respectfully  request  that  one  more 
earnest  effort  be  made  to  wipe  out  the  entire  debt  on  the  new  building 
by  the  next  annual  commencement,  so  that  the  college  may  no  longer 
be  encumbered  and  embarrassed  by  it. 

The  board  also  feels  gratified  to  the  synod  for  its  action  last  year  in 
setting  ax>art  the  first  Sunday  in  February,  1888,  as  College  Day,  and 
requesting  its  ministers  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education, 
and  take  up  collections  for  the  benefit  of  the  college ;  but  regrets  to  say 
that  a  comparatively  small  number  complied  with  the  request.  Why 
this  was  so  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know.  The  action  of  synod  was  wise  and 
judicious,  as  it  gave  a  fitting  opportunity  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
Christian  Education  over  against  that  which  is  merely  secular,  to  pre- 
sent the  claims  of  our  own  college  in  all  our  congregations,  and  to  urge 
upon  the  youth  of  the  church  the  desirableness  of  availing  themselves 
of  the  educational  facilities  at  hand  to  enable  them  to  fit  themselves  for 
the  work  and  business  of  life.  As  the  time  fixed  for  College  Day  by  the 
Synod  at  its  last  annual  session  was  only  a  few  weeks  later  than  the  time 
when  collections  were  requested  for  the  Theological  Seminary,  this  may 
have  been  one  reason  why  so  few  observed  it,  as  they  did  not  want  to 
take  two  collections  so  close  together.  To  avoid  the  same  thing  in  the 
future,  we  would  suggest,  that  in  case  it  is  thought  best  to  present  the 
claims  of  the  seminary  on  Reformation  Day,  that  the  time  for  College 
Day  be  changed  to  the  first  Sunday  in  May,  or  any  other  time  that  may 
1)6  thought  preferable,  and  so  avoid  the  semblance  of  antagonism 
between  these  two  interests  which  are  so  closely  allied.  The  board, 
believing  that  the  general  observance  of  College  Day  will  be  attended 
with  good  results,  would  be  glad  if  it  be  continued. 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  inform  synod  that  Elder  A.  H.  Baugh- 
inan,  of  Xenia,  O.,  who  has  been  one  of  the  fast  friends  of  the  college 
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president's  seal  and  perseverance,  and  the  cherished  dream  of  a  multi- 
tude of  friends  entirely  fulfilled.  To  bring  about  this  desired  end 
demands  the  continued  co-operation  of  clergy  and  laity,  which  it  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  will  be  cheerfully  granted  until  the  "  uttermost 
farthing"  has  been  paid,  and  thus  the  powers  now  devoted  to  this 
unpleasant  task  be  turned  into  other  channels.  This  synod  must  look 
with  generous  sympathy  upon  the  institution  which  is  the  intellectual 
mother  of  many  of  its  members  and  indispensable  to  the  effective  prose- 
cution of  its  work.  While  other  claims  are  now  being  pressed  upon  the 
attention  of  the  people,  and  justly  so,  the  interests  of  the  college  should 
not  be  entirely  forgotten.  By  the  sleepless  efforts  of  the  management, 
and  the  faithful  work  of  the  faculty,  the  institution  has  been  pushed  to 
the  front  among  the  thirty  or  more  colleges  of  the  State,  and  has  a  moet 
promising  future.  We  may  well  feel  proud  of  Heidelberg  as  it  now  is 
and  enthusiastic  over  what  it  may  yet  be  made  to  be. 

Deserving  of  special  mention  in  this  report  is  the  liberality  of  Mr.  A. 
H.  Baughman,  one  of  the  old  and  staunch  friends  of  the  institutioD,  who 
has  decided  to  endow  a  college  professorship  in  the  near  future.  Such 
kingly  generosity  is  so  rare  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church  that 
it  can  not  but  create  universal  rejoicing,  and  call  out  the  warmest  appre- 
ciation of  our  people. 

The  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Be9olvedf  That  thia  synod  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Elder  A.  H. 
Baughman  of  Xenia,  Ohio,  for  the  very  tangible  evidence  of  his  love  to 
Heidelberg  College  in  the  proposed  endowment  of  a  professorial  chair, 
and  that  we  hold  him  in  high  esteem  for  his  extraordinary  liberality, 
and  commend  his  course  worthy  of  imitation  by  all  our  people. 

Retolvedy  That  the  effort  of  the  faculty  to  fit  up  a  laboratory  and  pro- 
vide apparatus  for  a  more  practical  study  of  chemistry,  is  deserving  of 
favorable  mention  here,  and  of  the  encouragement  of  the  friends  of  the 
institution. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  limited  observance  of  College  Day  in  the 
past  year  and  the  meager  results  attained,  the  day  be  changed  to  the 
first  Sunday  in  May,  and  the  attention  of  the  ministry  be  called  to  the 
desirableness  of  its  more  general  observance. 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  has  learned  with  regret  of  the  physical 
infirmities  of  the  Financial  Agent  of  the  College,  Eider  Henry  Leonard, 
who  has  spent  so  many  years  of  hard  work  for  the  college  but  whoee 
earthly  activity  in  that  direction  seems  ended  forever,  and  that  we  heart- 
ily sympathize  with  him  in  his  aflftiction,  and  pray  that  the  Divine 
Father  may  sustain  him  in  his  sickness  and  grant  him  all  needed  grace 
to  the  last. 

Raolvedy  That  the  Treasurer  of  Heidelberg  College  be  respectfully 
requested  to  submit  a  report  to  this  body  annually. 

Beaolvedf  That  the  comparatively  small  number  of  graduates  devoting 
themselves  to  the  Christian  ministry  is  a  fact  deserving  the  serious 
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attention  of  the  synod,  and  that  we  will  use  our  best  efforts  to  persuade 
more  of  our  young  men  to  select  the  ministry  in  preference  to  other      \ 
vocations.  EMIL  P.  HERBRUCK,  Chairman,

ARTICLE  XVI. 

BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  during  Friday  after- 
noon session,  reported  in  item  15  that  synod  had  appointed  a  representa- 
tive to  meet  with  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Fort 
Wayne  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  with  the  view  of  entering  into  closer 
co-openition.  The  said  representative,  through  the  stated  clerk,  sub- 
mitted a  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 
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Home,  as  you  know,  primarily  is  guardianship.  To  minister  to  the 
physical  and  temporary  necessities  of  suffering  children  is  well ;  but  the 
Home  has  done  idl  that,  and  more.  It  has  taken  children,  lifted  them 
out  of  their  unhappy  circumstances,  and  in  some  cases  placed  them  in 
good  homes,  and  taken  care  that  their  minds  and  hearts,  as  well  as 
bodies,  were  also  nurtured. 

We  realize  that  the  benefit  of  such  an  institution  is  not  merely  to  the 
child,  but  to  ourselves  also,  and  the  common-weal.  For  every  child 
rescued,  the  community  is  spared  a  pauper,  the  county  a  prisoner,  and 
the  gallows,  perhaps,  a  victim.  We  all  know  the  expense  to  society  of 
paupers  and  criminal  classes,  and  this  increases  as  their  kind  increases. 
What  is  the  expense  of  this  and  other  Homes  of  like  character  compared 
with  the  expense  of  punishing  criminals?  The  good  work  depends 
entirely  upon  the  benevolent  contributions  of  the  church,  for  it  has  no 
endowment  fund  upon  which  to  depend.  There  is  never  an  idle  dollar 
in  the  treasury.  Whatever  is  given  for  the  work  is  more  than  welcome 
—it  is  pressingly  needed.  The  managers  are  very  grateful  to  this  synod, 
and  especially  instructed  your  delegate  to  tender  you  their  most  cordial 
greetings  and  thanks  for  favors  in  the  past,  and  pray  you  to  continue 
your  aid. 

Brethren,  this  is  the  church's  work,  the  people — the  Christian  people 
are  its  support.  Surely,  no  charity  touches  the  sympathies  and  holds 
the  confidence  of  a  Christian  people  more  strongly  than  this,  and  it 
appeals  to  us  as  a  synod,  for  at  least  one  collection  during  the  year,  as  a 
contribution  for  such  a  most  worthy  object.  Remember  the  injunction 
of  our  Savior:  "Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones;" 
"  Whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones,  it  were  better  for  him  if  a 
millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned  in 
the  depths  of  the  sea."  Respectfully,

After  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  report,  it  was,  on  motion, 

Jtetolvedf  That  a  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes  be  appointed,  to 
whom  all  matters  relating  to  such  institutions  shall  be  referred  to  report 
thereon. 

This  committee  consists  of  Revs.  Wm.  H.  Shults,  Nathan  W.  Bloom 
and  Elder  Henry  L.  Crider. 

Also,  according  to  item  3  in  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures,  a  communication  was  received,  respecting  the  St.  Paul's 
Orphans'  Home. at  Butler,  Pa.,  from  the  superintendent,  Rev.  P.  C. 
Prugh,  P.  D.,  who  also  made  a  verbal  statement  of  its  condition  and 
wants. 

Also,  Rev.  L.  M.  Kerschner,  delegate  from  the  Central  Synod,  made  a 
statement  in  behalf  of  the  interests  of  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Fort 
Wayne,  presenting  its  claims  to  the  generous  support  of  the  church.

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These  papers  and  statemepts  were  referred  to  the  aforesaid  eommitt^, 
who  daring  Monday  evening  session  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  received  and  adopted: 

Your  special  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes,  heard,  and  were  highly 
pleased  with  the  remarks  of  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh,  D.  D.,  in  the  interest  of 
St.  Paul's,  and  Rev.  L.  M.  Kerschner  in  behalf  of  the  Ft.  Wayne 
Orphans'  Homes.  From  these  sources,  together  with  a  communication 
from  the  superintendent  of  St.  Paul's  Home  and  the  report  of  our  dele- 
gate to  the  Ft.  Wayne  Home,  to  which  special  attention  is  directed,  we 
are  able  to  report  the  following: 

Whereas,  These  institutions  have  done  a  noble  work  in  the  past,  and 
promise  even  better  results  in  the  future ;  and 

Whereas,  They  are  still  in  need  of  our  continued  support,  in  order  to 
enable  them  to  enlarge  their  usefulness ;  therefore, 

IU9olved,  That  the  Ohio  Synod  cordially  commends  the  management  of 
these  Homes  for  our  providentially  needy. 

Baolved^  That  they  deserve  and  should  receive  our  liberal  aid  so  as  to 
be  able  to  administer  to  the  necessities  and  comforts  of  our  charch 
orphans,  and  that  our  Sunday-schools  be  reconmiended  to  make  at 
least  one  contribution  annually  for  these  worthy  institutions.

ARTICLE  XVn. 
SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

I.      report  op  the  board  of  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

• 

The  Lord,  our  God,  has  been  with  us  for  another  year  of  prayerful 
soul-saving  and  large  ingathering  through  the  Sunday-school  work  of 
the  synod.  He  needs  to  be  praised  and  magnified  for  his  grace  and 
goodness.  Glad  tidings  from  the  schools  of  the  kingdom  come  to  thif^ 
synod  from  all  sections  gf  the  church,  and  your  board  once  again  asks 
that  you  join  with  us  in  that  song  of  gracious  triumph,  "Thanks  be 
unto  God  who  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Another  year's  labors  and  their  results  demonstrate  the  greatoeas  of 
our  cause,  serving  to  press  more  urgently  and  earnestly  its  high  claims 
upon  the  church  and  clearly  indicate  the  divine  approval  of  him  who 
commands  us  in  his  word,  "  Feed  my  lambs." 

Your  board  organized  in  May,  1888,  at  Tiffin,  O.,  by  the  re-election  oi 
Rev.  A.  E.  Baichly,  President,  and  Rev.  E.  R.  Williard,  Secretarr. 
These,  with  the  remaining  members  of  the  board,  have  been  watchful  of 
the  Sunday-school  interests  of  the  synod,  have  done  much  in  the  way  of 
correspondence,  contributions  to  church  papers,  the  gathering  of  statis- 
tics, and  in  other  matters,  claiming  the  attention  of  such  a  board  as  ours, 
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and  congratulate  ourselves  that  in  the  Providence  of  God  and  guided  by 
his  Spirit,  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  good,  and  in  a  goodly 
measure  to  strengthen  and  advance  this  important  interest  in  our 
beloved  Zion. 

In  view  of  the  present  organization  of  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  under  the  Board  of  General 
Synod  (of  which  this  synod  has  two  members,  and  in  whose  Executive 
Committee  of  three,  it  has  one),  there  has  been  less  for  our  District 
Synodical  Board  to  do,  and  yet  it  has  not  been  without  its  labor,  and 
this  particular  labor  has  nmi  been  without  its  fruit. 

I.      SUNDAY-SCHOOL  HELPS. 

The  board  congratulates  the  church  upon  the  great  and  rapid  advance 
it  has  made  in  the  Sunday-school  Lesson  Helps  and  other  literature  for 
the  use  of  our  schools.  The  overture  which  the  Ohio  Synod  had  the 
honor  to  send  up  from  its  session  at  Cedarville,  111.,  resulted,  happily, 
in  the  appointment  by  General  Synod,  in  session  at  Akron,  O.,  June, 
1887,  of  a  Greneral  Synodical  Sunday-school  Board,  whose  province  it 
shoold  be  to  take  charge  of  the  Sunday-school  interests  of  the  entire 
charch,  issue  its  helps,  provide  its  literature,  festival  services,  <Scc. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  General  Synod,  and  according  to  its 
instruction,  that  board  was  organized  at  Altoona,  Pa.,  November,  1887, 
and  by  July  1, 1888,  had  abready  a  uniform  series  of  Lesson  Helps  pre- 
pared for  use,  which,  after  several  months  of  trial,  have  proven  the 
wisdom  of.  our  action.  Because  of  the  superior  character  of  the  new 
series,  the  ability  with  which  they  are  edited,  the  cheapness  at  which 
they  are  published,  and  other  reasons,  it  is  hoped  by  this  board  that  the 
whole  church  may  enter  heartily  into  this  new  effort  and  give  this  enter- 
prise its  patronage  and  prayers,  assuring  in  these  helps,  sound,  whole- 
some food  for  our  children,  and  doctrine  according  to  the  confessions 
and  symbols  of  the  Reformed  Church.  This  arrangement  has  relieved 
your  board  of  much  of  its  former  labor  and  service,  and  yet  in  our  judg- 
ment it  should  not  be  dissolved,  but  permitted  to  serve  as  a  co-laborer 
with  General  Synod's  Board. 

It  might  be  well  for  synod  to  define  what  it  conceives  to  be  the  duty  of 
this  bofuxi  under  the  circumstances,  and  we  so  recommend. 

The  church  may  well  flatter  herself  in  this  new  and  successful  move- 
ment, and  rejoice  that  her  Sunday-school  Helps  are  now  equal  in  merit 
to  those  published  anywhere. 

II.     SUNDAY-SCHOOL  FE8TIVAUI. 

The  time  honored  custom  of  the  church  in  observing  Christmas  and 
Easter  has  prevailed  very  largely  in  our  Sunday-schools.  In  addition  to 
these,  the  Children's  I^y  Festival,  to  us,  as  yet,  a  new  institution,  is 
growing  in  favor  and  in  its  observance  by  the  schools.    This  synod 
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should  instruct  its  schools  to  observe  this  day  each  year,  and  where  at 
all  possible  to  use  the  second  Sunday  in  September,  instead  of  allowing 
themselves  the  liberty  as  observed  in  the  published  notices  of  the  ser- 
vices, as  held  in  the  different  schools,  to  use  any  day  they  may  choose. 

The  Sunday-schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  use  the  September  SandAy 
appointed  by  General  Synod,  and  in  enthusiasm,  decorations,  collections, 
&c.,  seem  to  have  compared  with  other  years,  though  in  consequence  of 
the  almost  entire  failure  to  report  collections  as  directed  by  synod,  the 
board  is  unable  to  report  the  amount.  « 

By  the  action  of  General  Synod,  the  board  this  year  was  relieved  of 
the  publication  of  the  service,  which,  by  General  Synod's  Board,  was 
committed  to  the  publishing  houses  at  Philadelphia  and  Dayton.  The 
service  generally  used  was  the  very  excellent  one  published  by  the 
Heformed  Publishing  Company  of  Dayton,  which  had  a  sale  of  more 
than  20,000  copies.  These  brethren  deserve  to  be  greatly  commended 
and  largely  patronized  for  the  diligence  and  neatness  with  which  they 
issue  the  helps  and  services  for  our  Sunday-schools.  A^copy  of  this 
service  accompanies  this  report. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  far  the  idea  of  a  uniform  Christmas  and 
Children's  Day  Service  has  not  been  secured.  This  board,  at  a  meeting 
in  Tiffin,  0.,  in  May,  1888,  directed  communication  witli  the  publishers 
east  and  west,  with  reference  to  this  matter,  and  failed  to  get  the  consent 
of  the  Eastern  Publishing  House  to  enter  the  arrangement  of  General 
Synod's  Board,  whilst  the  Reformed  Publishing  Company  expressed  to 
the  board  its  willingness  to  acquiesce,  and  hence  the  service  as  issued 
from  Dayton.*  This  board  now  expresses  itself  willing  to  comply  with 
synod's  action  at  Lancaster  upon  this  subject,  (See  Minutes,  page  88, 
Resolutions),  but  at  the  same  time  expresses  the  hope  that  these  sen-ices 
may  soon  become  uniform,  and  declares  its  judgment  to  be  that  they 
should  be  issued  directly  by  General  Synod's  Board,  instead  of  by  either 
District  Boards  or  publishing  houses. 

in.      CONVENTIONS. 

All  the  Classes  of  Synod  held  their  conventions  this  year.  Pro- 
grammes of  Miami,  Tiffin,  Lancaster,  St.  Joseph  and  Tuscarawas  Chis^s 
accompany  this  report.  The  programmes  and  reports  from  the  different 
conventions  indicate  more  than  usual  interest,  and  that  a  good  work  has 
been  done.  Where  conventions  have  failed,  if  at  all,  it  has  been  because 
of  the  lamentable  indifference  and  absence  of  the  ministers.  Subjects 
upon  the  programmes  were  selected,  and  were  discussed  with  enthusi- 
asm and  profit. 

The  evidences  are  abundant,  in  the  hands  of  the  board,  to  show  that 
the  organized,  classical  convention  work  is  a  good  one,  and  that  there- 
fore the  synod  should  affectionately  insist  upon  both  ministers  and 
laymen  giving  this  subject  proper  attention  and  attendance,  and  that 
conventions  should  use  both  in  the  construction  of  programmes. 
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Because  of  the  interest  and  profit  of  this  kind  of  work,  the  board  is 
encooraged  to  suggest  the  organization  of  a  Synodical  Sunday-school 
Convention,  made  up  from  the  different  classes,  to  meet  in  connection 
with  synod,  say  biennially  or  triennially,  if  not  annually,  on  Monday  or 
Tuesday  evening,  and  Wednesday,  until  synod  assembles.  We  recom- 
mend this  subject  to  the  consideration  and  discussion  of  this  synod. 
8ach  a  convention  bringing  together  the  Sunday-school  workers  of  the 
synod,  could  not  help  but  be  inspiring  and  helpful. 

IV.      STATISTICS. 

The  statistics  this  year  aj*e  very  hopeful  and  encouraging.  It  will  be 
observed  that  in  the  total,  one  classis  less  than  last  year  appears, 
Northern  Illinois  Classis  which  reported  last  year,  now  belonging  to 
another  synod. 

These  statistics  came  into  the  hands  of  the  board  in  good  time  and 
according  to  the  regular  order  of  synod.  They  are  perhaps  the  complet- 
est,  though  not  altogether  full,  of  any  year  within  the  history  of  this 
board.  From  these  reports  a  very  growing  state  of  things  is  clearly 
shown. 

It  is  a  source  of  special  joy  that  there  is  a  constant  yearly  swelling  of 
the  stream  flowing  into  the  church  from  this  cause,  a  tide  of  human 
souls  moving  church-ward  and  heaven-ward  from  the  Sunday-schools, 
guided  by  faithful  teachers,  God's  Word  and  Spirit. 

Then  they  show  another  thing  that  should  not  be  passed  in  silence, 
viz:  that  the  Sunday-schools  have  been  doing  a  larger  mission  work, 
home  and  foreign,  in  the  way  of  ingathering  from  the  world  and  contri- 
butions to  benevolence. 

The  figures  are  gratifying  and  should  be  printed  with  this  report  in 
the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

v.      OHIO  CENTENNIAL  EXHIBIT. 

At  the  meeting  in  LancaAter  last  year,  synod  indorsed  the  movement 
of  the  "Ohio  Sunday-school  Exhibit"  in  connection  with  the  State  Cen- 
tennial, and  directed  the  board,  if  in  their  judgment  they  should  see 
best  to  make  such  an  exhibit,  to  proceed.  Synod  elected  Rev.  R.  Keller 
and  Elder  V.  P.  Van  Home,  clerical  and  lay  member  respectively,  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  board  did  see  best  and  has  a  creditable 
exhibit  in  Educational  Hall  on  Ohio  Centennial  Grounds  at  Columbus, 
in  which  the  Reformed  Church  may  take  pride.  A  map  of  good  size 
indicating  the  locality,  number  and  other  matters  of  interest  concerning 
the  Reformed  Sunday-schools  of  Ohio,  occupies  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  exhibit.  This  map  is  artistically  designed,  of  handsome  appearance 
fall  of  information,  and  gives  at  a  glance  a  complete  showing  of  not 
only  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  but  of  the  German  Synods 
as  well,  within  the  State  of  Ohio.  It  is  pronounced  decidedly  the  finest 
and  most  complete  map  of  the  exhibit,  and  shows  our  strength  to  be 
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greater  than  that  of  some  other  churches  in  Ohio,  and  hence  not  the 
**  least  among  the  giants  of  the  earth/' 

Much  merited  praise  is  due  Rev.  R.  Keller  and  Elder  Van  Home  for 
the  earnest  service  and  unspared  lahor  used  in  the  gathering  of  material 
and  in  the  preparation  of  the  map  for  this  exhibit;  also  to  the  publish- 
ing houses,  English  and  German,  for  the  gratuitous  aid  they  rendered  in 
furnishing  exhibits  of  literature,  <Scc.,  appropriate  to  and  entering  into 
this  matter. 

We  may  proudly  congratulate  ourselves  upon  our  success  in  this 
enterprise  and  upon  the  favorable  mention  we  receive ;  and  let  us  hope 
that  it  is  labor  and  money  invested  that  will  enlarge  our  influence  and 
usefulness  in  the  cause  of  the  Master,  as  we  stand  equal  and  shoulder  to 
shoulder  with  the  advancing  Sunday-school  workers  of  our  sister 
churches  in  Ohio.  For  further  particulars  of  this  exhibit  and  of  the 
grand  State  Sunday-school  Rally  on  September  26,  in  which  we  also 
were  represented,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  synod's  commissioners, 
whose  known  modesty  we  feared  might  prevent  them  from  speaking  in 
such  terms  of  our  and  their  part  in  the  exhibition  as  it  justly  deserved. 

In  addition  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  body  of  this 
report,  the  board  would  suggest  the  follo^nng: 

1.  Since  synod,  at  its  last  session,  ordened  certain  changes  in  the  sta- 
tistical blanks,  we  suggest  that  it  now  order  the  printing  of  a  supply  of 
the  same. 

2.  That  the  Sunday-school  statistical  table  be  published  annually  in 
Minutes  of  Synod. 

3.  That  synod  expresses  its  thanks  to  Rev.  R.  Keller  and  Elder  V.  P. 
Van  Home,  and  the  publishing  houses,  for  their  earnest  service  in 
behalf  of  our  exhibit  in  the  Ohio  Sunday-school  Centennial. 

4.  The  attention  of  synod  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  terms  of  Rev. 
A.  E.  Baichly  and  Rev.  E.  P.  Herbruck  on  this  board,  expire  at  this 
meeting.

Resolved,  That  synod  orders  the  printing  of  the  authorized  statistical 
blanks  for  the  use  of  the  various  schools,  and  that  the  statistical  tables 
be  annually  published  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Inasmuch  as  our  Sunday-school  Commissioners,  Rev.  Reuben  Keller 
and  Elder  Victor  P.  Van  Home,  at  the  Ohio  Centennial  Sunday-school 
Exhibit,  did  their  work  with  so  much  credit  to  themselves  and  the 
church;  therefore, 

Re&olvedy  That  synod  hereby  gives  expression  of  great  satisfaction  for 
the  very  satisfactory  work  done,  With  our  thanks,  and  also  that  the 
Reformed  Publishing  Company  and  the  German  Publishing  House  be 
similarly  recognized  for  the  efficient  assistance  rendered  in  connection 
with  said  exhibit. 

lUtolredf  That  the  Chart  on  exhibition  at  Columbus  be  in  charge  of 
Synod's  Sunday-school  Board,  after  the  close  of  the  Centennial,  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  finally  placed  in  the  library  of  Heidelberg 
Theological  Seminary.

V.      REPORT  ON  RELATION  OF  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  BOARDS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  during  the  afternoon 

session  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  9  that  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
define  the  relation  between  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Ohio  Synod 
and  of  the  General  Synod.  Thereupon  the  committee  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Your  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  synod, 
to  consider  a  request  from  the  Bo&rd  of  Sunday-schools  "  to  be  instructed 
with  reference  to  its  relation  to  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod,''  beg 
leave  to  report. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  definition  of  relation  and 
duties  should  proceed  from  the  Higher  Court,  and  we  recommend  this 
body  to  overture  the  Greneral  Synod  to  pronounce  upon  this  matter. 
Awaiting  such  decision,  we  offer  the  following  as  sufficient  for  the 
present: 

Resolved,  That  the  relation  of  the  Ohio  Synod's  Board  of  Sunday- 
echools  to  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  is  that  of  a  subordinate  to  a 
superior. 

Resolved,  That  as  a  subordinate  board,  it  is  its  duty  to  execute  as  far  as 
possible,  the  plans  and  instructions  of  the  General  Board;  to  advise 
and  inform  that  board,  when  requested  to  do  so,  of  all  facts  in  their 
possession  relating  to  the  condition  of  this  cause  in  this  synod,  to  assist 
that  board  in  gathering  statistics,  to  supervise  the  Sunday-school  Con- 
ventions in  our  classes,  receive  their  reports  and  transmit  the  same^or 
copies  of  them  to  the  General  Board  for  its  inforination. 

Resolved,  That  this  synod  has  direct  oversight  of  the  Sunday-schools 
within  its  bounds,  shall  inform  itself  of  the  condition,  operations,  statis- 
tics, <fec.,  of  the  Sunday-school  cause,  and  may  give  any  instructions  that 
do  not  conflict  with  those,  previously  given  by  the  General  Synod. 
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IU9olvedf  That  the  Board  of  Sunday-schools  of  this  synod  shall  con- 
tinue to  report  on  these  matters  annually  to  this  synod,  and  execute 
such  instructions  as  may  be  given. 

Retoived,  That  this  synod  respectfully  overtures  the  Greneral  S3mod  to 
define  the  relation  and  render  instructions  to  be  observed  by  both  the 
superior  and  the  subordinate  boards.

VI.      REPORT  OF  COMMISSIOXERS  ON    CENTENNIAL  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  EXHIBIT. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  during  the  afteraooD 
session  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  8  that  Rev.  Reuben  Keller  and 
Elder  Victor  P.  Van  Home  were  appointed  as  commissioners  to  be 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ohio  State  Sunday-school 
Exhibit  at  Columbus  in  1888,  in  view  of  the  Centennial  Celebration  of 
the  State  of  Ohio.  In  response  the  commissioners,  during  the  morning 
session  on  Saturday,  presented  their  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted: 

Dear  Brethren: — We,  the  undersigned  commissioners,  appointed  by 
the  synod  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Sunday-school  Exhibit  at  the  Columbus  Centennial,  would 
report  as  follows: 

It  was  a  new  field  of  service  to  which  you  invited  us.  While  in  the 
main  the  time  and  effort  devoted  to  it  were  pleasantly  and  profitably 
given,  yet  there  was  a  great  deal  more  time  and  labor  necessary  than 
was  anticipated.  A  few  things  were  annoying  and  more  that  were  dis- 
appointing. Because  of  some  of  these,  the  gathering  of  statistics  and 
other  data  did  not  proceed  as  rapidly  as  we  desired,  and  all  material  was 
not  crystallized  into  the  chart  as  soon  as  we  had  hoped. 

Work  was  begun  in  due  time,  after  a  consultation  with  your  Sunday- 
school  Board  at  a  meeting  at  Tiffin.  It  was  the  opinion  of  all  that  a 
map  or  chart  should  be  prepared  that  would  fully  and  fairly  represent 
the  Sunday-school  strength  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  this  State.  Soon 
after.  State  maps  were  sent  to  the  several  classes  in  the  State,  both  Ger- 
man and  English,  and  a  full  report  asked  as  to  the  location,  membership 
and  other  facts  of  interest.  A  number  of  requests  came  in  for  privilege 
to  withhold  reports  till  after  the  spring  meetings  of  the  classes,  so  that 
the  freshest  statistics  possible  might  be  furnished.  When  all  these 
reports  were  in  they  were  condensed  into  one  map  for  the  artist. 

Another  delay  that  was  very  annoying  to  us,  as  it  may  have  been  to 
other  members  of  the  church,  occurred  after  the  artist's  work  was  com- 
pleted and  the  frame  ready,  in  that  no  glass  being  found  in  the  city  of 
Dayton  when  assurance  w^as  given  previously  that  one  of  the  required 
size  would  be  ready  when  wanted.  For  this  reason  the  chart  was  kept 
from  the  exhibit  somewhat  longer  than  otherwise. 
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As  the  work  is  now  complete  and  is  on  the  walls  of  the  Sunday-school 
alcoves,  it  gives  an  outline  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  all  schools  correctly 
located,  to  what  classis  each  belongs,  and  the  members  enrolled;  the 
largest  schools  of  the  several  classes  are  respectively  indicated  by  little 
fiags  being  raised  over  them,  and  the  larger  one  over  Akron  indicates 
that  Grace  School  is  the  largest  in  the  State.  Other  matter  has  been 
added  with  reference  to  history,  doctrine  and  government,  which  ren- 
ders the  whole  more  attractive,  instructive  and  complete.  Scrolls  and 
other  designs  of  various  sizes  and  forms  are  scattered  over  the  face  of  the 
map,  giving  it  quite  a  unique  appearance,  as  well  as  evincing  the  taste 
of  the  artist.  The  whole  is  neatly  and  substantially  framed  with  a  glass, 
by  which  it  is  rendered  more  finished  in  appearance  as  well  as  fits  it  for 
future  use  and  instruction.  In  its  present  form  it  can  be  preserved  for 
generations  to  come,  and  no  doubt  will  be  more  interesting  decades  and 
centuries  hence  for  purposes  of  exhibition  and  reference,  as  it  correctly, 
fairly  and  fully  gives  the  location  and  strength  of  our  Sunday-schools  in 
this  Ohio  Centennial  year  (1888). 

At  his  special  and  respectful  request,  privilege  was  given  Rev.  M. 
Loucks,  of  the  Christian  Worlds  to  have  a  photograph  view  of  the  map 
taken  before  it  was  forwarded  to  Columbus.  The  photographing  was 
successfully  done,  and  these  pictures  are  now  offered  for  sale,  and  as 
they  are  of  proper  size  for  framing,  we  would  recommend  them  to  the 
members  and  families  of  this  synod  as  worthy  of  a  place  in  their  house- 
holds. 

The  Reformed  Publishing  Company  of  Dayton,  and  the  German  Pub- 
lishing House  of  Cleveland,  in  answer  to  our  request,  placed  on 
exhibition  in  the  Sunday-school  department,  Sunday-school  and  other 
literature  and  publications,  which,  together  with  the  chart,  represents 
our  church  in  a  very  creditable  way.  While  statistics  prove  us  neither 
least  nor  largest  in  numerical  strength,  yet  we  do  say,  and  say  it  with 
some  degree  of  pride,  that  so  far  as  the  exhibit  at  Columbus  is  con- 
cerned, we  stand  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  all  the  churches  of  the  State. 

We  would  record  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  your  Sunday- 
school  Board  for  their  interest  and  early  suggestions;  to  Rev.  Dr.  I.  H. 
Reiter,  Stated  Clerk,  and  Rev.  H.  A.  Meier  of  the  German  Church, 
Dayton,  for  furnishing  valuable  statistics;  to  Rev.  D.  W.  Ebbert  of 
Trinity  Church,  Dayton,  and  the  editors  of  the  Christian  Worlds  for 
timely  and  helpful  suggestions  towards  the  elaboration  of  the  chart; 
and  to  the  Reformed  Publishing  Company  and  the  German  Publishing 
House  for  furnishing  material  for  the«exhibit. 

While  it  is  for  the  synod  itself  to  arrange  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the 
Chart  after  the  Centennial,  yet  your  commissioners  would  venture  sever- 
al suggestions  after  our  mutual  consideration  of  the  matter,  and  after 
consultation  with  the  Sunday-school  Board. 

1.  That  the  Sutiday-school  Board  of  this  synod  be  the  custodians  of 
the  same ;  that  they  order  it  to  be  shipped  at  the  close  of  the  Centennial 
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therefore,  according  to  Article  30,  chapter  I,  part  second  of  the  Conatitu> 
CioD.  "the  appeal  otuat  be  considered  as  abandoned,  and  the  sentence  ol 
the  lower  court  final."

RBBPECTINO    CONTRACT   OP   PUBLICATION    OK   "lIVMNAL." 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  during  the  morning  session 
on  Thursday,  presented  the  following  statement  of  the  contract  for  the 
publication  of  the  "  Reformed  Church  Hymnal,"  which  was  reeeivec 
and  adopted : 

It  is  hereby  reported  that  the  Ohio  Synod,  during  its  annoal  meeting 
St  Xenia,  in  May,  1878,  accepted  the  manuscript  of  the  "Reformed 
Church  Hymnal"  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  synod,  and  instructed 
its  trustees  to  at/cept  a  proposition  from  Rev.  Dr.  J.  H.  Good  for  its  pub- 
lication. In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given,  the  trustees,  after 
Borne  delay,  accepted  the  said  proposition,  and  made  a  formal  contrac: 
with  Dr.  Good  for  the  publication  of  the  book,  dated  July  29,  1880. 
This  contract,  which  expires  December  31, 1888,  and  requires  considera- 
tion by  this  synod,  is  as  follows :

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''THIS INSTRUMENT  18  WITNESS: 

That  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  the  first  part,  and  Jeremiah  H.  Good  of  the  second  part,  have  entered 
into  the  following  agreement : 

That  the  said  second  party  will,  at  his  own  risk  and  expense,  pablish, 
distribute  and  sell  the  '  Reformed  Church  Hymnal.' 

Pay  for  the  copyright  and  stereotype  plates  and  all  other  expeiuee 
connected  therewith. 

The  said  first  party  is  to  allow  said  second  party  or  assigns  to  so  pub- 
lish, distribute  and  sell  said  *  Hymnal,'  under  its  authority  for  the  period 
of  ten  years,  from  the  31st  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1878. 

At  the  end  of  said  period,  the  said  first  party  is  to  have  the  option  of 
taking  the  publication  of  said  '  Hymnal '  into  its  own  hands,  by  paying 
said  second  party  for  the  stereotype  plates  one-tenth  (1-10)  of  their  orig- 
inal cost. 

Said  second  party  further  agrees  that  the  price  for  said  'Hymnal' 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  ($12)  dollars  per  dozen  for  common  size  and 
style,  and  other  sizes  and  styles  to  be  proportionate  in  price."  (Minnies 
1880,  page  63.)

That  inasmuch  as  the  General  Synod  has  under  contemplation  the 
issuing  of  a  Hynm  Book  or  Hymnal,  which  may  be  accomplished  in  a 
few  years,  it  is  the  sense  of  your  committee  that  it  is  not  exi>edient  for 
this  synod  to  purchase  the  stereotype  plates  of  the  "  Reformed  Chnich 
Hynmal,"  and  we  accordingly  recommend  the  following^  action: 
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Re$olvedj  That  the  Ohio  Synod  hereby  annuls  the  contract  and  aban- 
dons all  claim  to  the  interest  involved  in  favor  of  the  legal  heirs  of  said 
estate.

A.  Paige  Peeke,  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  appeared 
in  synod  as  visiting  brethren,  and  having  been  introduced,  were  heartily 
welcomed  in  our  midst.  On  Saturday  morning,  after  the  opening  ser- 
vices, they  addressed  the  synod  in  a  kindly  and  fraternal .  manner. 
Their  addresses,  pervaded  with  union  sentiments,  were  of  a  very  cordial, 
frank  and  interesting  character,  and  met  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the 
synod. 

The  President  of  Synod  responded  in  an  appropriate  and  well  directed 
manner. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  fraternal  greeting  and  kindly  sentiments 
expressed,  as  well  as  the  delightful  Christian  intercourse  enjoyed,  a 
committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  submit  a  report,  breathing  a  spirit  of 
Christian  fellowsnip  and  having  a  bearing  on  the  subject  of  union  of  the 
two  Reformed  Churches. 

The  committee  consists  of  Revs.  Geo.  W.  Williard,  D.  D.,  Isaac  H. 
Reiter,  D.  D.,  and  Elder  Horace  Ankeney.  This  committee,  during  the 
afternoon  session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted : 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of  Christian  union 
suggested  by  the  remarks  of  Revs.  P.  Moerdyke  and  A.  P.  Peeke  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America,  would  respectfully  report. 

That  this  synod  has  recognized  and  welcomes  with  great  pleasure  the 
presence  of  Revs.  P.  Moerdyke  and  A.  P.  Peeke  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  who  have  come  into  our  midst  at  the  sohcitation  of  the 
chairman  of  this  committee,  moved  by  a  spirit  of  love  and  a  desire  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  us  in  the  hope  that  such  informal  associa- 
tions may  be  of  mutual  benefit,  and  contribute  to  Christian  union ;  and 
that  we  have  heard  with  delight  their  remarks  before  this  synod  on  the 
subject  of  a  closer  union  between  all  those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  their  own  personal  desire  of  a  closer  union  of  the  two 
Reformed  Churches  in  the  near  future.  Your  committee  would  hereby 
reciprocate  the  kind  Christian  feeling  which  they  have  manifested  and 
expressed  in  the  well  chosen  and  appropriate  remarks  made  on  the  floor 
of  synod,  and  assure  them  that  our  own  hearts  beat  in  unison  with 
theirs,  and  that  our  prayer  is  that  the  great  Head  of  the  church  may 
hasten  the  time  when  all  his  followers  shall  be  one  as  he  and  the  Father 
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are  one,  and  that  we  will  watch  and  foster  with  interest  everything  that 
may  in  the  least  contribute  to  an  organic  union  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  believing, 
as  we  do,  that  such  a  union  will,  in  a  variety  of  ways,  advance  the  glory 
of  God,  together  with  the  best  interest  of  the  two  Reformed  Chorches 
here  referred  to,  as  it  will  be  a  movement  in  the  right  direction,  looking 
to  the  final  unification  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  will  also  in  the 
meantime  add  to  our  efficiency  and  success  in  the  great  work  conunitted 
to  our  hands.

We  have  no  authority  in  ite       j 
management,  and  consequently  we  are  limited  to  such  recommendations       i 
which  will  possibly  help  in  the  work  of  widening  the  circulatioD  of  the 
Christian  World  and  all  other  publications  of  this  company. 
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The  Chrixtian  WoM  hiis  nuule  its  weekly  viHita  promptly  during  the 
ynir,  and  the  members  of  this  synod  will,  we  are  sure,  join  with  the 
board  in  most  cordially  conmiendinj?  it  to  all  our  families  as  worthy  a 
jilace  in  all  our  homt»«.  The  publishers  kindly  and  most  respectfully 
sr)Iicit  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  pastors  in  the  circulation  of  the 
Chrigtian  World. 

It  ought  to  be  remembered  that  the  church  absolutely  needs  this 
means  of  communication.  Our  jHJople  must  remain  ignorant  of  much 
that  is  essential  to  intelligent  church  membership  without  this  means  of 
information.  Hence  it  is  one  department  of  e<lucational  work,  and 
Hhould  be  cordially  8upi)ort^d. 

The  helps  for  Sabbath-school  work  are  under  the  management  of  the

and  its  immunity  from  well  deserved  extermination  a  reflection  upon 
the  zeal  of  the  church,  and  a  menace  to  the  souls  and  bodies  of  our 
youth;  therefore, 

Resolvedy  That  we,  members  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  place  ourselves  squarely  on  record  as 
irreconcilably  opposed  to  all  dalliance  with  this  monstrous  evil ;  that  we 
demand  legislative  measures  contemplating  its  state  and  national 
suppression ;  that  we  spurn  all  suggestions  of  compromise ;  and  that  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  conscientious  and  prayerful  co-operation  with  the 
noble  host  of  men  and  women  engaged  in  this  irrepressible  conflict.

ARTICLE  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics,  during 
the  afternoon  session  on  IVIonday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

Through  the  favor  of  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  assemble  as  a  Synod,  to  review  the  labors  of  the  past  year,  to 
take  counsel  for  the  future,  to  give  expression  to  the  demands  of  the 
Church  and  to  devise  means  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingtiom. 

An  examination  of  the  classical  reports  and  conclusions  drawn  from  the 
discussions  on  the  floor  of  this  Synod,  .as  well  as  other  sources  of  infor- 
mation, yield  altogether  promising  results,  as  they  show  a  steady  increase 
in  our  membership,  encouraging  attendance  upon  the  preaching  of  the 
word,  zeal  in  the  prosecution  of  the  w^ork  of  the  Sabbath-school,  and  the 
proper  valuation  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 
Evidences  are  not  wanting  that  by  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
through  an  increased  Reformed  consciousness,  the  work  of  grace  is 
going  forward  in  our  midst,  bringing  to  light  the  true  power  of  godliness 
and  glorifying  the  work  and  church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  may  adopt  the  language  of  one  of  the  classical  reports :  "The  year 
has  been  one  of  progress,  we  humbly  believe,  statistically  and  spiritu- 
ally, and  our  hearts  gratefully  recognize  the  loving-kindness  of  him  who 
has  graciously  blessed  our  efforts-,  over-ruled  our  errors,  and  counteracteil 
the  influence  of  our  negligence."    The  reports  speak  with  scarcely  any 
exception  of  the  fidelity  of  our  ministers  in  discharging  their  appointee! 
duties  in  preaching  the  gospel,  baptizing  the  infants  and  administering 
the  Lord's  Supper.    The  attendance  of  the  people  upon  the  ordinances 
of  the  Church  has  been  good  and  yet  we  must  deplore  that  according  to 
some  of  the  reports  many  of  our  people  do  not  regularly  attend  the  ser- 
vices of  the  sanctuary.    They  seem  to  be  influenced  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  by  the  evil  tendency  of  the  times,  current  in  some  quarters,  of 
lightly  estimating  the  services  and  ministrations  of  the  Church.    Per- 
haps the  consciousness  that  Sabbath  should  be  not  merely  a  day  of 
cessation  from  toil,  but  a  season  of  spiritual  refreshing  and  a  means  of 
grace  through  the  preached  word,  is  not  as  deep  and  far-reaching  a.^ 
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•would  be  desired.  The  state  of  the  Church  in  this  respect,  while  com- 
paring favorably  with  that  of  other  religious  bodies,  is  nevertheless  a 
matter  of  grave  import  and  should  direct  our  attention  to  the  value  and 
need  of  an  earnest  and  evangelical  proclamation  of  the  Gospel. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  several  of  the  classical  reports  on  the  state 
•of  religion  refer  to  the  use  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism.  One  of  them 
says:  "That  which  perhaps  is  to  be  most  lamented,  as  indicated  in  the 
reports,  is  the  growing  disuse  of  the  Catechism  in  the  instruction  of  the 
youth — that  persistent,  and  more  and  more  widespread  departure  from 
the  venerated  and  historic  customs  and  usuages  of  the  Reformed  Church 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  pastors  and  people  of  the  different  charges  of 
classes  who  should  conform  to  these  hallowed  customs  and  requirements.'' 
Another  says :  "A  single  charge  is  reported  as  still  practically  opposed  to 
the  regular  catechisation  of  the  children."  A  third  says:  "There  ap- 
pears to  be  among  the  ministry  a  most  hearty  regard  and  love  for  our 
venerable  and  imititable  Symbol  of  Faith,  the  Heidelberg  Catechism.'' 
It  is  not  within  our  province  to  enter  into  a  discussion  concerning  the 
use  of  the  Catechism,  but  simply  to  direct  attention  to  the  state  of  the 
Synod  in  this  matter  and  to  indicate  the  direction  in  which  we  may  per- 
haps be  drifting.  As  some  of  the  reports  speak  in  general  terms  of  this 
part  of  our  work,  while  others  are  silent,  we  are  not  able  to  arrive  at  a 
satisfactory  conclusion  with  respect  to  the  direct  use  of  the  Catechism. 
Doubtless  it  is  used  more  extensively  than  would  appear  from  the  sev- 
eral reports  of  classes,  and  yet  there  is  a  lack  of  uniformity. 

The  various  benevolent,  missionary  and  educational  boards  of  the 
Synod,  though  not  enjoying  the  very  highest  dcgrc'e  of  prosperity,  have 
been  very  successfully  and  judiciously  managed,  and  may  be  said  to  be 
in  a  promising  condition.  In  many  parts-of  the  Synod  the  movement 
toward  the  formation  of  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  is  meeting  with 
great  favor  and  has  already  led  to  very  encouraging  results.  This  im- 
portant phase  of  our  work  should  be  encouraged  and  agitated  until  every 
congregation  in  the  Synod  has  formed  such  a  society  and  engages  with 
spirit  in  this  great  cause.  When  we  consider  that  Christian  women 
exert  a  marvelous  influence  for  good  and  are  in  many  instances  more 
.active  and  devoted  workers  than  men,  the  Church  should  give  them 
every  opportunity  to  use  their  varied  talents  in  the  spread  of  Christian 
truth. 

It  is  furthermore  a  source  of  great*rejoicing  that  the  number  of  those 
-ofTering  themselves  for  the  gospel  ministry  is  steadily  increasing.  And 
yet  the  number  will  not  for  many  years  be  commensurate  with  our  wants. 
Every  pastor  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  should  consider  it  his  duty 
to  search  out  pious,  intelligent  and  capable  young  men  and  direct  their 
attention  to  the  ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the  highest  and 
most  noble  of  all  callings.  When  we  reflect  that  it  is  largely  from  the 
ranks  of  the  young  men  of  the  Church  that  the  ministry  is  to  be  replen- 
isheil,  it  should  be  our  constant  aim  to  devise  large  and  liberal  things 
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for  their  maintenance  and  instruction  in  the  Reformed  faith.  In  the 
language  of  one  of  the  classical  reports:  'The  demands  for  an  educated 
and  consecrated  ministry  were  never  greater  than  at  the  present  time. 
The  dawn  of  the  twentieth  Christian  century  is  already  breaking  in  Uie 
East.  Let  our  people  exclaim,  as  they  greet  our  young  and  rising  min- 
istry: 'How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the  goepelof 
peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things ! ' " 

Comparing  the  statistics  of  this  year  with  those  of  last  year  we  find  a 
slight  decrease  of  194  in  infant  baptism,  of  2  in  SundayHschools,  of  99  ia 
additions  and  of  $1,974.00  for  benevolent  purposes ;  but  an  increase  of  5 
ministers,  11  congregations,  280  members,  40  adult  baptisms,  278  Sunday- 
school  scholars,  and  of  7  students  for  the  ministry.  Whether  the  spirit- 
ual growth  and  development  have  varied  in  the  same^degree  of  light  and 
shade  we  are  of  course  not  able  to  determine  accurately. 

Two  of  our  ministerial  number  have  been  called  to  the  realities  of  an- 

jlAier  world,  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Winters,  of  Miami  Classls,  and  the 

Kev.  William  G.  Hackman,  of  St.  Joseph  Classis.    In  the  departure  of 

these  fathers  m  Israel  we  are  reminded  that  one  by  one  the  pioneers  of 

our  Church  in  the  West  are  passing  to  their  reward. 

Thus  there  has  been  prosperity  and  adversity ;  gain  and  loss ;  suecees 
and  failure ;  rejoicing  and  sorrow.  Yet  we  humbly  trust  that  there  has 
been  a  growth  in  grace  and  a  steady  advance  in  our  great  work.  With 
deep  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  His  efficient  presence 
in  the  part,  and  in  humble  supplication  for  his  continued  presence  in 
the  future  we  submit  this  report.  ALVIN  S.  ZERBE,  Chairman.

Since  that  time  all  our  missionaries  have  re- 
ported directly  to  that  boily  instead  of  to  your  Board  as  prior  to  that 
date. 

For  a  statement  of  the  standing,  &c.,  of  the  missions,  we  accordingly 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  Board,  which 
will  be  presented  for  your  consideration  at  this  meeting.

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It  is  known  to  you  that  the  conditions  of  the  transfer  require  us  to 
pay  all  arrearages  to  our  missionaries  up  to  the  date  of  transfer. 

The  hoard  has  pul  forth  more  than  ordinary  efforts  to  secure  the 
desired  end,  hy  special  contributions,  during  the  now  ended  sy nodical 
year. 

We  regret  to  have  to  report  an  unpaid  balance  of  $ ,  and  request 

this  body  to  take  such  measures  as  will  speedily  secure  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  these  self-sacrificing  men.

f .    Report  of  Board  of  Home  Misdont  of  General  Synod, 

To  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Dear  Bbbthren  :  At  a  session  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Synod,  held  in  this  city 
October  Ist,  and  2d,  1889,  the  president  was  directed  to  present 
to  your  reverend  body,  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  General  Board 
since  April  1st,  1889,  at  which  date  the  missions  recently  under  your 
immediate  care  were  transferred  to  the  care  and  supervision  of  our  Board. 
At  a  session  of  our  Board  held  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  December  12,  1888, 
the  action  taken  by  the  Ohio  Synod  at  Dayton,  0.,  in  October  1888, 
formally  committing  its  missionary  work  to  our  care  and  supervision, 
was  presented  to  our  consideration  and  after  prayerful  deliberation  your 
tender  was  accepted,  the  transfer  to  go  into  effect  from  and  after  April 
Ist,  1889. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  Board  held  at  Pitts- 
burfifh,  Pa.,  March  26th,  1889,  the  formal  transfer  from  the  Board  of 
your  synod  to  our  Board  was  effected,  the  only  condition  expressed  in 
this  transfer  being  that  the  past  indebtedness  of  the  Ohio  Synod's  Board 
be  paid  by  its  own  treasurer  from  the  funds  raised  for  that  purpose. 

The  following  missions  constitute  the  list  made  in  the  transfer,  with  the 
names  of  the  respective  missionaries  and  their  appropriations  at  present, 
to  wit:

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At  both  quarterly  meetings  of  our  Executive  Committee,  held  ance 
the  above  transfer  was  made,  the  above  named  missionaries  have  regu- 
larly reported  to  us  the  state  and  condition  of  ^their  respective  fields. 
In  the  main,  the  work  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  with  good  prospects 
for  growth  in  the  future.  Owing  to.the  limited  time  we  have  had  in 
which  to  prepare  this  report,  we  have  not  been  able  to  present  to  you  a 
report  of  each  mission  in  detail,  such  as  you  have  heretofore  been  accD»- 
tomed  to  receive,  but  in  the  future  we  expect  to  have  the  work  so  well 
in  hand  as  to  continue  this  good  feature  of  presentation.  We  hope,  in 
the  circumstances,  you  will  pardon  the  omission. 

In  December  last,  our  Board  commissioned  Rev.  F.  B.  Hahn  to  begin 
the  work  of  an  English  mission  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  O.,  with  an  ap- 
propriation of  $1,150,  of  which  $650,  was  to  be  furnished  by  your  Board, 
the  balance  by  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  of  the  East  and  special  contribu- 
butions  privately  given.  An  organization  of  a  church  was  accomplished 
in  March  last,  under  very  favorable  auspices.  After  laboring  in  the  field 
effectively  for  six  months.  Rev.  Mr.  Hahn,  with  the  consent  of  onr 
Board,  retired  from  the  work,  his  resignation  going  into  effect  with 
September  1st,  last.  We  expect  at  an  early  day  to  have  this  vacant  pas- 
torate filled,  and  would  ask  the  continued  prayers,  sympathy  and  finan- 
cial support  of  your  reverend  body  in  behalf  of  this  important  field  with- 
in your  synodical  territory. 

New  fields  in  the  West  have  been  brought  to  our  attention,  which 
seem  to  present  to  our  church,  open  doors  for  effective  missionary  work. 
The  only  obstacle  which  has  stood  in  the  way  of  our  entering  in  and 
taking  possession  of  every  inviting  field,  has  been  the  lack  of  funds. 
At  our  recent  meeting,  however,  we  have  taken  steps  to  occupy  two  ad- 
ditional points,  to  wit:  Baker,  Kansas,  and  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  With 
aid  promised  by  the  Tri-Synodic  Board,  for  the  former  point,  $100,  and 
for  the  latter,  $600,  we  would  respectfully  ask  your  body  to  supplement 
these  amounts  with  $100,  and  $400,  respectively,  so  as  to  enable  us  to 
occupy  these  fields  with  efficient  missionaries  at  an  early  day. 

Besides  these,  we  are  holding  other  very  important  fields  in  the  West 
under  advisement,  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  occupy,  simply  for 
the  reason  mentioned  above,  viz :  lack  of  means.  Chief  among  these 
are  Columbus,  0.,  Indianapolis  and  Plymouth,  Ind.,  which  are  repre- 
sented to  us  as  ripe  for  the  harvest.  We  trust  the  church  may  soon 
come  to  our^help  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  go  in  and  possess  the  land. 

In  accordance  both  with  the  instruction  of  the  last  General  Synod  and 
the  recommendation  of  your  reverend  body  at  its  last  session,  we  have 
elected  a  General  Missionary  Superintendent,  Rev.  D.  S.  FouseyOf  Iowa, 
who  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  Oct  1,  1889.  His 
labors  for  the  coming  year  will  be  lai^ly  confined  to  your  territory. 
We  would  therefore,  ask  for  him  your  sympathy,  your  prayers,  and  a 
cordial  welcome  into  all  your  charges  and  churches.     With  your  sym-

Board  in  the  effort  of  raising  the  necessary  fnnds  for  the  support  of  the 
missions  now  broDght  under  the  supervision  of  this  Board,  and  to  coun- 
sel and  advise  this  Board  in  anything  that  may  lead  to  a  successful 
management  and  prosperous  advancement  of  the  cause  of  miseioDS. 

Reiolved,  That  District  Synods'  Boards  that  bring  their  missionary 
operations  under  the  supervisioo  of  General  Synod's  Board  before  the 
next  tegular  session  of  General  Synod  ore  requested  to  refer  all  matters. 
in  regard  to  starting  new  missions  within  the  bounds  of  their  synod  to 
tliis  Board.  Openings  that  may  come  under  their  observation  as  proper 
fields  for  mis^onary  operations  of  our  church  should  be  referred  by  the 
district  Board  to  the  General  Board  which  shall  have  final  authority  ia 
the  matter. 

Our  Treasurer,  Charles  Santee,  under  date  of  the  30th,  ult.,  reports 
the  finances  encouraging,  having  about  XI, 800,  in  the  treasury.  Tliis- 
will  pay  all  our  missionaries  and  other  incidental  expenses  up  to  this 
date,  and  leave  about  $700,  as  a  balance.  Orders  iiave  accordingly  been 
issued  by  us  on  this  basis,  which  leaves  us  free  of  debt  at  this  writing. 
Our  Board  congratulates  your  reverend  body  on  your  increased  contri- 
butions  to  this  work  during  the  past  year,  which  will  appear  more  par- 
(icularly  in  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  your  Board  hereunto  attached. 
For  the  work  during  the  coming  year,  according  to  the  plana  we  have 
already  projected,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  foresee,  at  the  minimum  fig- 
ures, we  will  need  $6,500.  To  provide  for  any  unforseen  contingency 
we  would  therefore,  respectfully  request  your  reverend  body  to  provide 
for  $7,000  as  your  quota  for  this  very  important  and  sacred  work. 

In  conclusion  we  congratulate  this  synod  in  being  the  pioneer  ia 
unifying  the  Home  Mission  work  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  our 
Board,  as  directed  by  the  General  Synod.  You  have^gone  forward  ia 
faith.  We  as  a  Board  have  endeavored  by  God's  help  to  be  faithful  t«> 
the  troBt  you  have  committed  to  our  hands.  For  the  coming  year  w& 
ask  your  continued  prayers  and  co-operaUon,  and  with  the  Divine  bless- 
ing we  feel  assured  that  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ  will  be  more  and  more  established  and  extended.

4.    Report  of  Board  of  Chur^  Erection. 

Dear  Brethren: — That  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  is  a  medium 
through  which  the  cause  of  home  missions  can  be  very  much  aided 
can  no  longer  be  questioned.  The  Christian  denominations  that  are 
most  aggressive  in  planting  churches  do  also  sustain  their  Church  Erec- 
tion Boards  heartily  and  liberally.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  do  not 
appreciate  this  arm  of  church  service  as  it  deserves  and  as  we  hope  it 
will  be  in  the  near  future. 

We  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  missionary  work  can  be  most  suc- 
cessfully prosecuted  through  the  agency  of  your  Church  Erection  Board. 
It  is  true  the  board  could  not  accomplish  much  during  its  past  history 
for  the  simple  reason  that  it  was  circumscribed  in  its  operations  for  want 
of  financial  means.  This  limitation  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  our 
synod  did  not  and  does  not  bring  this  cause  more  prominently  before 
the  people  as  one  of  greatest  importance.  We  should  emphasize  this 
cause  as  of  great  moment  and  as  an  agency  through  which  mission  enter- 
prises can  be  greatly  assisted  to  become  speedily  self-sustaining. 

Nevertheless  the  limited  means  your  board  had  in  hand  during  the 
past  year,  the  result  of  its  management  is  very  satisfactorv  and  encour- 
aging. The  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  the  old  debt  is  being 
reduced.  The  college  claim  with  accrued  interest  is  now  entirely  can- 
celled. The  other  indebtedness  of  the  board  is  also  reduced  to  about 
$1,200.  The  interest  of  this  debt  is  promptly  paid.  Your  board  endeav- 
ored to  manage  its  business  strictly  from  a  business  standpoint ;  and  if 
the  synod  gives  the  support  required  this  coming  year  we  will  be  pre- 
pared to  come  to  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  help  struggling 
mission  congregations  in  securing  places  of  worship.  To  do  this  our 
indebtedness  must  be  liquidated.  This  is  of  paramount  importance  to 
the  whole  church.  We  can  no  longer  afford  to  be  inefficient  for  the 
want  of  funds.  Our  Reformed  Zion  has  a  great  work  to  do  in  the 
rapidly  developing  cities  of  our  land  and  nation.  For  us  the  field  is 
ripe.  We  must  increase  our  activity.  The  times  require  it,  or  the  land 
will  not  be  possessed  by  us  as  a  people. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  synod  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
service  of  Prof.  E.  R.  Williard  and  Elder  Andrew  H.  Baughman.

6,  Report  of  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 

TotheOkioStpiod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — God's  gracious  work  of  sowing  and 
reaping  continues  in  Japan.  The  growth  of  the  work  there  has  been 
simply  marvelous.  The  summary  of  our  own  Mission  for  the  past  year 
shows  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  converts  and  in  the  offerings 
for  benevolence. 

The  Board  realizes  the  solemnity  of  the  hour  and  feels  the  need  of  en- 
tire consecration  to  the  service  of  the  Lord,  if  His  work  is  to  be  done, 
with  credit  to  ourselves,  with  justice  to  the  Japanese  and  with  the  honor 
due  His  name. 

Our  Mission  is  no  longer  an  experiment ;  it  is  a  success.  Our  mission- 
aries occupy  an  important  place  in  the  missionary  operations  of  Japan, 
and  they  enjoy  the  full  confidence  of  the  best  people  of  Sendai.  It  is 
therefore  of  the  highest  importance  that  they  should  be  sustained  not 
only  by  the  prayers,  but  also  by  the  contributions  of  our  people.  The 
extraordinary  expenses  incurred  last  (fiscal)  year,  in  the  erection  of  the 
Girls'  School  building,  and  two  dwelling  houses  on  our  property  in 
Sendai,  have  been  met,  but  these  have  depleted  our  treasury  and  lor  the 
first  time  in  our  history^  we  have  been  unable  to  transmit  the  amount 
due  them  for  their  salary. 
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This  failare  to  meet  our  obligations,  makes  apparent,  the  necessity  of 
taking  immediate  measures  to  replenish  the  treasury. 

Since  my  last  report  to  Reverend  Body,  a  number  of  changes  have 
taken  place  in  our  foreign  missionary  work,  which  are  set  forth  at 
length  in  the  accompanying  letter  to  the  pastors  and  members  of  the 
Church.  From  it,  the  Reverend  synod  will  also  gather  the  following 
facts  which  merit  favorable  action. 

The  Board  is  anxious  to  send  a  suitable  teacher  for  the  Training  School 
and  also  a  lady  of  broad  and  liberal  culture  for  the  Girls'  School,  as  soon 
as  the  contributions  of  the  Church  will  warrant  it  Men,  who  hare 
made  the  work  of  Missions  in  Japan  a  careful  study,  are  agreed,  that  the 
triumph  of  the  Gospel  there  depends  upon  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
by  the  native  converts. 

It  is  plain  therefore  that  "the  work  of  training  young  men  for  the 
ministry  is  far  the  most  fruitful  and  permanent  method  of  doing  mis- 
sionary work  in  Japan.  A  good  native  minister  can  preach  more  el- 
oquently and  make  more  converts  than  almost  any  one  of  the  foreign 
missionaries ;  he  preaches  in  his  mother  tongue,  understands  his  own 
people  better,  becomes  more  intimate  with  them,  and  has  more  influence 
over  them.  All  this,  however,  presupposes  the  direct  personal  contact 
of  the  native  evangelist  with  the  foreign  missionary.  By  training  native 
young  men,  the  missionary  multiplies  himself  manifold.  He  makes 
eonvert'tnaken ;  and  if  he  can  make  twelve  efficient  convert-makers,  he 
does  better  than  if  he  would  make  a  hundred  converts.'' 

In  view  of  these  indisputable  facts,  the  Church  should  promptly  far- 
nish  the  Five  Thousand  Dollars  necessary  for  the  New  Training  School 
Building.  It  is  an  urgent  need  that  the  erection  of  the  Seminary  build- 
ing begin  early  in  1890,  the  time  of  the  formal  adoption  of  the  new  con- 
stitution of  Japan.  Upon  the  Church  at  home  devolves  the  solemn  re- 
sponsibility to  extend  the  usefulness  of  this  very  important  department 
of  Christian  work.  Let  it  be  the  subject  of  much  fervent  prayer  and 
liberal  giving. 

Allow  me  to  refer  to  the  efforts  that  are  being  made  to  secure  the 
money  for  the  ''Oshikawa  Memorial  Building."  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  offers 
^ve  prizes  to  the  Sunday-school  scholars  raising  the  five  highest  sums  of 
money,  by  soliciting  contributions  of  five  cents  a  person.  The  list  of 
names  and  the  money  must  be  sent  to  Hon.  R.  F.  Kelker,  Harrisbnrg, 
Pa.,  not  later  than  January  1, 1890.  A  sketch  of  Rev.  M.  Oshikawa,  the 
pioneer  native  missionary  in  the  north  of  Japan,  and  at  present  on  a 
visit  to  America,  will  soon  be  ready  for  sale  and  the  profits  thereof  will 
be  applied  to  the  Seminary  Fund.  If  our  pastors  and  elders  will  give 
their  friendly  aid  to  these  projects,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  doBan  can 
be  realized. 

Providence  permitting,  the  Board  expects  the  Rev.  M.  Oshikawa  to 
visit  the  several  synoiis  at  their  annual  meetings.    He  came  to  this 
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coantry  in  March  of  the  present  year,  to  find  the  rest  he  so  ranch  needs' 
and  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  our  richer  experience  in  grace  and  truth. 
We  bespeak  for  him  a  cordial  welcome  everywhere. 

Dear  Brethren  :  Religion  in  Japan  is  the  burning  topic  of  the  day. 
The  people  will  have  some  kind  of  religion.  There  is  no  difference  of 
opinion  about  the  having  or  not  having  a  religion.  The  question  of 
present  interest  is,  WJuU  kind  of  religion  shall  itbef  Christianity,  Budd- 
hism and  Scepticism  are  the  three  rival  forces  at  work  for  the  mastery^ 
Prom  the  tidings  that  come  to  us  from  the  missionaries  on  the  field,  we 
may  infer  that  the  contest  will  be  a  fierce  but  brief  one.  A  few  years- 
will  determine  the  issue.  If  Christianity  fails  to  triumph  in  the  con- 
flict,  the  censure  will  rest  upon  us. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  membership  of  the  church  do  not 
ordinarily  go  beyond  their  pastors  and  elders  in  zeal  and  activity,  in 
knowledge  and  liberality.  Our  people  need  more  light  on  the  subject 
of  missions,  and  they  look  to  us  for  it.  In  charges  where  the  church 
paper  is  not  a  regular  visitor  in  every  family,  the  pastor  should  tell  the 
people  of  the  work  from  the  pulpit  and  in  his  pastoral  visitations,  and 
thus  awaken  an  interest  in  missions.  Every  pastor  who  is  conversant 
with  the  progress  of  missions  has  the  fuel  in  his  hands  wherewith  to  en^ 
kindle  the  fire  of  missions  in  the  most  indifferent  hearts.  He  is  the 
great  medium  through  which  the  wants  of  the  missionaries  are  to  be 
made  known,  the  mouth-piece  for  heathendom  as  it  pleads  with 
Christianity. 

In  order  that  we  as  a  church  may  share  in  the  joy  of  gathering  the^ 
large  harvest  of  souls  for  Christ  in  Japan,  we  must  be  up  and  doing. 
The  missionaries  ask  for  our  prayers ;  they  crave  our  sympathy ;  they 
need  our  help.    The  Board  earnestly  pleads  for  more  iponey  to  prose- 
cute the  work. 

Give  us  the  means  and  we  will  cheer  your  hearts  with  the  glad  tid- 
ings of  the  progress  of  the  Gospel  among  a  people  who  are  not  yet  the 
people  of  Grod.  God's  word  cannot  be  broken.  God's  cause  will  prevaiL 
The  crowns  of  rejoicing  will  appear  when  they  and  we  shall  stand  in 
the  presence  of  the  Eternal.  God  be  with  us  until  we  meet  then,  for 
His  name's  sake.

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II.    REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Miasions,  daring  the  afternoon  session  on 
Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  considered  item 
by  item,  and  together  with  the  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Home  MiBsiong 
of  the  Ohio  Synod  and  of  the  General  Synod,  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Erwtion,  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  of  their  respectire  treas- 
urers, adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

The  doi^uments  placed  in  our  hands  are,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Secretary's  Re-  . 
port  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  also  an  ex-  j 
planatory  statement  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  SUtes,  together  with  the 
Rejwrt  of  Board  of  Churi^h  Erection. 

From  these  documents  we  learn  that  the  transfer  of  the  Missions  of 
this  Vyno*l  to  tlie  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Synod  has  been  con- 
sumiuatod  in  harmony  with  instructions  of  General  Synod.  The  wis- 
dom of  the  new  9>*8tem  of  carrying  forward  our  missionary  work  bia 
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received  but  a  partial  test,  yet  this  seems  to  indicate  that  success  will 
crown  this  new  departure  in  this  department  of  our  church  activity. 
It  seems  obvious  that  the  work  can  be  carried  forward  with  greater 
economy  than  when  under  the  management  of  the  different  synods 
which  were  more  or  less  independent  of  each  other.  Of  course  the  co- 
operation of  all  the  district  synods  is  necessary  to  make  the  work  effi- 
cient and  progressive.  The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Gen- 
eral Synod's  Board  asks  in  the  following  resolution  for  such  co-op- 
eration : 

Raolvedj  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Ohio  Synod  is  re- 
spectfully requested  to  keep  up  its  organizations  and  unite  with  this 
Board  in  the  effort  of  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  the  support  of  the 
missions  now  brought  under  the  supervision  of  this  Board,  and  to  coun- 
sel and  advise  in  anything  that  may  lead  to  a  successful  management 
and  prosperous  advancement  of  the  cause  of  missions. 

Resolved,  That  district  synods  are  requested  to  refer  all  matters  in  re- 
gard to  starting  new  missions  within  the  bounds  of  their  synods,  to  this 
Board.  Openings  that  may  come  under  their  observation  as  proper 
fields  for  missionary  operations  of  our  church  should  be  referred  by  the 
district  Board  to  the  General  Board  which  shall  have  final  authority  in 
the  matter. 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  action  that  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod 
wishes  to  be  in  full  sympathy  with  this  synod  in  all  its  mission- 
ary operations.  Full,  and  cordial  co-operation  will  doubtless  be  felt 
for  good,  and  give  our  missionary  work  an  impetus  which  will  be  help- 
ful in  securing  desired  results.  Let  this  synod  pledge  itself  to  greater 
missionary  efforts  than  ever  before,  for  the  time  seems  auspicious,  and 
now  is  the  time  to  go  in  and  take  the  land  for  our  Lord  and  King.  We 
should  not  omit  to  state  the  treasury  has  a  surplus  of  seven  hundred 
dollars.  This  is  exceptional  in  all  our  experience,  and  we  are  tempted 
to  receive  it  as  a  prophecy  of  the  brighter  days  which  await  us  in  all  our 
future  church  work. 

The  statement,  in  detail,  of  the  present  conditions  of  our  different 
missions  is  omitted  in  the  Board's  Report  to  this  synod,  with  the  re- 
mark that  as  the  transfer  has  been  but  of  recent  date  it  was  not  possible 
for  the  Board  to  bring  to  our  attention  such  information  as  would  be 
desirable.  Hereafter  this  valuable  feature  will  find  a  place  in  its  report. 
The  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  is  asked  as  the  amount  that  this  syn- 
od will  be  expected  to  raise. 

At  the  time  of  the  transfer,  our  Synod's  Board  i^as  indebted  to  our 
missionaries,  twenty-one  hundred  dollars.  This  synod  should  make 
provision  for  the  liquidation  of  this  debt  by  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  all  congregations  within  our  bounds,  which  have  not 
already  done  so,  are  hereby  requested  to  take  up  collections  for  this 
special  purpose,  and  that  this  be  at  their  next  communion. 
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Your  committee  feels  constrained  to  congratulate  this  synod  on  our 
missionary  progress  in  Japan.  Here  our  labors  have  been  abundant- 
ly blessed.  Let  the  whole  church  gratefally  realize  this,  and  let  it  be 
an  inspiration  for  greater  zeal  and  greater  liberality,  that  the  ingathering 
may  increase  from  year  to  year.  We  have  suggested  that  the  same 
method  employed  last  year  in  securing  the  necessary  funds,  be  adopted 
for  this  year. 

Be9olved,  That  we  urge  all  our  congregations  to  hold  Foreign  Mission- 
ary services  during  the  coming  synodical  year,  and  that  subflcription 
collections,  and  contributions  be  raised  at  that  time  and  statedly  there- 
after, for  the  support  of  this  cause ;  the  same  to  be  forwarded  to  Hon. 
R.  F.  Kelker,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

Resolved,  That  this  S3mod  most  heartily  endorses  the  management  of 
our  missionary  interests  in  Japan,  and  that  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  oar 
X>eople  that  it  may  enjoy  the  church's  full  co-operation  and  sympathy. 

The  Board  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Rev.  D.  S. 
Fouse  as  Missionary  Superintendent.  Our  brother  in  his  work  should 
have  from  all,  hearty  support  and  co-operation,  that  his  work  may  be 
blest  to  our  own  people  and  those  for  whom  we  labor. 

In  this  connection  we  would  call  attention  to  the  efforts  of  the  women 
in  many  of  our  congregations  in  the  cause  of  missions.  They  are  unsal- 
aried workers.  They  have  cheerfully  assumed  burdens,  and  made 
themselves  responsible  for  the  accomplishment  of  definite  ends.  They 
have  helped  in  many  a  chaige  to  raise  not  only  funds,  but  to  educate 
the  young  people  of  our  churches  into  intelligent  and  helpful  church 
membership.  It  is  but  just  and  bit  that  they  should  in  this  most  laud- 
able work,  have  the  help  and  encouragement  of  the  ministry.  The 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  is  a  recognized  necessity  in  order  that  the 
congregation  may  be  fully  responsive  to  the  needs  of  our  aggressive 
church  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  pledge  our  cordial  co-operation  in  organiz- 
ing the  women  of  our  charges  into  missionary  societies,  and  the  chUdren 
into  mission  bands,  and  that  we  constantly  encourage  these  organiza- 
tions by  giving  all  possible  help. 

Resolved,  That  we  would  here  suggest  to  the  members  of  these  so- 
cieties the  propriety  of  publishing  a  Magazine  devoted  to  the  cause  of 
woman's  work  in  the  church  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  whole  church  which  will  be  organized  at 
Lebanon,  Pa.,  next^June. 

Resolved,  That  this  synod  learns  of  the  election  of  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse  as 
missionary  superintendent,  and  his  acceptance  of  the  same,  with  the 
utmost  gratification,  and  hereby  pledges  its  help  and  prayers  Uiat  his 
work  may  be  crowned  with  success. 

Resolved,  i?hat  this  synod  rejoices  in  the  unification  of  our  missionary 
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work  under  the  Board  of  General  Synod,  and  that' we  give  it  all  possible 
assistance  in  its  great  responsibility. 

Badvedy  That  synod  recognizes  in  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  a  department  of  missionary  enterprise,  and  that  it  is  heartily 
commended  to  the  liberality  of  the  church. 

Raolved,  That  the  following  sums  be  apportioned  to  the  classes: 
$8,000  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  $1,500  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection. 

Finally,  dear  brethren,  our  success  and  propriety  as  a  church  depends 
entirely  upon  the  degree  of  enthusiasm  we  manifest  and  devotion  we 
have  for  this  great  cause.  No  church  can  maintain  itself  upon  its  his- 
tory however  lustrous  with  glory  it  may  be.  Armies  fall  to  pieces  under 
the  disintegrating  forces  born  of  inactivity.  Churches  die  when  they 
conclude  that  their  work  is  finished.  The  need  of  missionary  work  is 
also  a  need  of  the  church  and  an  essential  to  its  compact  organization. 

Let  us  then  go  back  to  our  field  resolved  to  do  our  full  duty.  Let  us 
raise  all  our  apportionments,  and  thus  meet  all  our  financial  obligations. 
This  can  be  easily  accomplished  if  we  will  but  employ  all  the  honorable 
instrumentalities  within  our  reach.  The  women  of  my  congregation  can 
and  will  cheerfully  secure  this  amount  if  they  are  but  informed  of  the 
needs  of  the  church. 

Let  us  remember  our  missionaries  in  our  prayers,  and  show  our  sin- 
cerity by  seeing  that  they  receive  their  hard  earned  money  when  it  is 
due.

WnsRSAS,  He,  in  his  present  personal  efforts,  is  not  only  giving  valu- 
able information  respecting  the  moral  condition  and  needs  of  Japan,  but 
also  awakening  increased  interest  in  our  foreign  work ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  grateful  reco^ition  of  him  as  a 
devoted  and  faithful  minister  of  Christ,  and  invoke  God's  blessing  upon 
him  and  his  work ;  and  that  we  also  guarantee  our  earnest  support  to 
the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  as  we  feel  assured  by  the  **  signs  of  the 
times  "  that  Japan  is  fully  ripe  for  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that 
a  great  work  is  to  be  accomplished  for  the  glory  of  God  and  human 
salvation.

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I.    ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

2,    Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Tnutees  to  the  Ohio  Synod  qf  the  Reformed  Church, 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  endeavored  to  be  faithful  and  active  in  the 
responsible  and  honorable  position  to  which  they  have  been  chosen  by 
your  reverend  body. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Board  was  effected  at  Dayton,  O., 
October  3d,  1888,  by  the  election  of 

Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  President, 
Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey,  Vice  President, 
Mr.  Gideon  G.  Prugh,  Secretary, 
Mr.  Horace  Ankeney,  Treasurer, 

The  Board  held  two  additional  meetings  during  the  last  synodic  year. 
At  the  first  of  these  the  incorporation  of  the  seminary  was  fully  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  instructions  given  at  the  Dayton  session  of 
synod,  and  as  reported  and  published  on  page  54  of  the  Minutes  thereof. 
At  the  same  meeting  the  Rev.  David  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  was  elected 
President  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  in  accordance  with  the 
authority  conferred  by  the  action  of  synod  as  recorded  on  page  52  of  its 
Minutes  for  1888. 

Elder  Horace  Ankeney  having  made  his  calling  and  election  sure  by 
accepting  the  position  to  which  he  had  been  chosen  as  synod's  financial 
agent  for  the  seminary,  the  Board  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
said  agent  that  his  salary  should  be  $500,  per  year  and  that  he  should 
be  allowed  his  necessary  traveling  expenses  and  a  vacation  of  two 
months  during  the  harvest  season  of  each  year.  The  Board  believes 
that  if  these  terms  are  unreasonable,  they  are  unreasonably  favorable  to 
synod's  side  of  the  contract. 

Our  agent  was  in  the  field  during  the  greater  part  of  the  last  synodic 
year.  There  is  no  want  of  evidence  that  he  is  applying  himself  to  the 
work  in  accordance  with  synod's  action  recorded  on  page  53  of  its  Min- 
utes. For  a  more  detailed  account  of  his  assiduous  labors,  and  the  first 
fruits  thereof,  the  synod  is  respectfully  referred  to  Elder  Ankeney's 
reports  as  financial  agent  and  treasurer,  and  to  any  statement  that  he 
may  be  pleased  to  make  in  connection  therewith. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  believes  itself  in  full  accord 
of  sentiment  with  the  Board  of  Education  as  regards  the  great  in^or- 
tance  of  increasing  both  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Seminary  Faculty 
and  the  number  of  fully  consecrated  students  now  in  their  course  of 
preparation  at  Heidelberg  for  the  ministry  of  the  Everlasting  Gospel ; 
and  yet  it  is  generally  felt  and  acknowledged  that  the  over-shadowing 
and  imperative  necessity  of  the  present  time  is  more  means  with  which 
to  lift  the  Theological  department  of  Heidelberg  from  its  chronic  state 
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•of  dependency  into  that  financial  condition  of  princely  power  which 
would  enable  it  to  perform  the  full  measare  of  the  important  work 
^'hich  God  has  given  it  to  do. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  a  good  start  has  now  been  made  in 
that  direction.  Our  Seminary  has  not  yet  come  up  out  of  the  wilder- 
ness of  financial  embarrassment,  but  the  sun-lit  hills  of  the  promise 
land  are  already  rising  in  broad,  bright  splendor  before  our  raptured 
vision.  It  is  reasonably  hoped  that  by  another  year,  lead  forward  by 
our  noble  agent,  we  will  have  crossed  the  red  sea  of  our  long-standing 
i  ndebtedness  with  our  hearts  fully  tuned  to  Miriam's  delightful  music. 
If  so,  we  will  all  join  in  the  chorus  and  thunder  it  back  to  the  skies: 
•'  *  the  Lord  hath  triumphed  gloriously" 

The  statement  of  facts  set  forth  in  the  report  of  our  agent,  while  not 
fully  up  to  our  reasonable  expectations,  is  nevertheless  sufficient  to 
make  it  clearly  manifest  that  synod's  ''plan  of  systematic  giving  by 
annual  subscriptions"  is  practicable  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation.  By 
continued  earnest  work  it  can  be  made  entirely  successful.  No  back- 
ward step  should  be  taken  in  this  matter:  neither  should  we  allow  our- 
selves to  tarry  at  the  point  already  reached.  Let  positive  progress  on 
this  line  of  action  be  our  principle  ai{d  our  policy.  Carnality  and  cow- 
ards to  the  rear!  Consecrated  courage  to  the  front!  -The  embannered 
hosts  of  God  have  turned  their  faces  toward  the  rising  sun  of  a  glorious 
future.  That  future  is  close  at  hand.  In  view  of  these  facts,  let  synod 
send  forth  its  authoritative  announcement  that  every  minister,  every 
member,  every  congregation  throughout  its  bounds  is  expected  to 
•co-operate  with  our  agent  according  as  God  hath  dealt  to  every  one  the 
measure  of  faith. 

Yes;  the  work  undertaken  can  be  fully  accomplished.  The  seminary 
must  not  only  be  relieved  from  present  embarrassment,  but  also 
endowed  for  greater  future  usefulness.  It  can  be  done.  Why  not? 
There  is  no  lion  in  the  way.  A  church  which  could,  in  a  few  short 
months,  collect  and  secure  two  grand  educational  and  popular  museums, 
:and,  on  a  very  brief  notice,  give  birth  to  a  university,  can  certainly  com- 
plete the  full  and  necessary  endowment  of  that  department  without 
which  the  university,  with  all  its  other  equipments  and  attractions, 
would  fail  to  serve  the  ultimate  end  that  our  sainted  fathers  had  in  view 
when  they  laid  the  broad  foundation  of  Heidelberg  with  tears  and 
prayers,  in  Christian  faith  and  hope. 

Encouraged  and  prompted  by  all  the  aforesaid  facts,  we  offer  the 
following  for  hearty  and  unanimous  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  systematic  giving,  already  adopted  by  synod, 
jind  to  a  reasonable  extent  already  put  into  practical  and  satisfactory 
operation  by  our  worthy  agent,  be  continued ;  and  that  all  our  ministers 
and  members  be  urged  to  give  their  individual  and  collective  co-opera- 
tion to  our  agent  according  as  they  possess  the  Spirit  and  feel  themselves 
^constrained  by  the  love  of  Christ. 
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Reioivedy  That  all  our  ministers  be  also  urged  to  continue  the  proper 
observance  of  Reformation  Day,  and  to  give  such  memorial  services  a 
practical  turn  by  appealing  to  young  men  to  consecrate  themselves  to 
the  holy  ministry,  and  the  taking  of  collections  for  the  same  general 
cause  of  the  world's  complete  evangelization. 

Id  conclusion,  the  attention  of  synod  is  called  to  the  fact  that  vacan- 
cies on  the  board  are  about  to  occur  by  the  expiration  of  the  time  for 
which  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Michael  Loucks,  Rev.  James  H. 
Steele,  Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman,  D.  D.,  and  Elder  Horace  Ankeney  were 
elected.

2.    Report  of  the  Financial  Agent, 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary ,  Tiffin,  0. : 

Dear  Brethren  : — In  making  this  my  first  report  to  your  Board  and 
through  you  to  the  Synod,  I  would  ask  that  a  charitable  construction  be 
placed  upon  it,  seeing  that  I  am  only  a  beginner  in  the  work  and  the 
work  in  its  "beginning."  It  is  now  nine  months  since  I  entered  upon 
my  duties.  Beginning  January  1,  1889,  the  first  two  weeks  were  spent 
in  getting  "personal  matter"  letters,  "promise  cards",  "small  envelopes," 
<&c.,  printed  and  folded  ready  to  be  addressed  from  the  Church  Roll, 
and  enough  of  them  put  into  the  hands  of  pastors  to  distribute  one  to 
each  member.  The  circular  of  explanation  specially  for  pastors  was 
also  sent  to  each  one,  accompanying  which  I  wrote  and  sent  a  personal 
letter  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

I  began  visiting  the  congregations  to  explain  the  Seminary's  interests 
and  help  inaugurate  the  "Special  Plan"  on  Sabbath,  January  13th,  and 
have  continued  steadily  until  the  present,  with  the  exception  of  four 
Sabbaths.  In  this  time  I  have  presented  the  matter  to  fifty-seven  con- 
gregations and  secured  in  each,  helpers  to  continue  the  work.  Few  col- 
lections have  been  lifted,  regard  always  being  had  to  the  wishes  and 
judgment  of  the  pastor.  Reports  have  not  yet  been,  received — as  they 
could  not  be — from  all  the  congregations  visited,  but  as  the  work  was 
fitarted  in  several  without  my  presence,  I  am  enabled  to  give  partial  re- 
ports from  sixty  congregations — I  say  partial,  for  in  none  of  them  is  the 
work  completed  for  the  first  year's  offerings,  and  in  many  of  them  it 
w  hut  started, 

I  have  also,  in  the  furtherance  of  the  work,  written  to  pastors,  helpers 
and  others  upwards  of  400  letters  and  100  postals. 

Owing  chiefly  to  certain  business  matters,  I  was  necessitated  to  begin 
and  continue  the  work  for  quite  a  while  in  the  congregations  nearest 
home,  and  in  no  way  has  there  been  any  effort  made^to  make  a  good 
flouring  by  working  among  those  thought  most  able  and  willing.  In 
fact  many  of  the  congregations  visited  have  been  the  very  weakest  in 
the  synod. 
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It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say,  that  notwithstanding  the  general  an- 
tipathy to  '^financial  agents,"  my  treatment  by  the  people  to  whom  I 
have  been  enabled  to  present  the  Plan  in  person,  has  been  that  of  un- 
iform kindness  and  courtesy.  Every  week  only  seems  to  convince  me 
the  more,  of  the  wisdom  and  suitableness  of  the  "Plan,"  both  for  the 
work  to  be  accomplished  and  the  condition  of  the  people'among  whom 
the  work  is  to  be  done.  The  Plan,  though  it  must  be  remembered,  i^ 
distinctively  one  ofpertonal  effort. 

It  is  my  most  earnest  desire  that  synod  might  be  emphatic  in  its  con- 
tinued endorsement  of  it,  and  as  it  were,  issue  its  edict  to  our  people  that 
the  work  begun  is  to  grow  and  spread  in  accordance  with  this. Plan,  un- 
til it  reaches  every  congregation  in  the  Ohio  Synod  and  every  member 
in  the  same. 

The  Seminary  is  ours.  Trained  men  we  need,  and  we  cannot,  as  we 
do  not,  expect  any  other  denomination  to  step  in  and  do  our  worh.  Mar 
Synod  say,  that  it  expects  every  member  to  do  his  duty,  and  may  the 
Lord  help  all  to  respond,  We  wHL!

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4'    Report  of  Board  of  Visitors  and  of  EdtuxUion, 

To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  : — Your  Board  was  re-organized  by  the  re-election  of 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  I.  S wander  for  President,  and  continuing  Rev.  L.  H.  Kefau- 
ver,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Executive  Committee  confiists  of 
Revs.  Drs.  H.  Rust,  D.  Van  Home,  A.  S.  Zerbe,  L.  H.  Kefauver  and 
Prof.  R.  Good,  The  principal  part  of  the  business  that  claimed  the  at' 
tention  of  the  Board  during  the  year  was  transacted  by  its  Executive 
Committee,  which  held  frequent  meetings. 

As  the  years  roll  on  and  each  cycle  brings  to  light  new  enterprises  and 
institutions,  and  improvements  in   old  ones,   we  feel  warranted  in  the 
declaration  that  our  Seminary  is  not  an  exception  to  the  latter  class. 
With  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  past,  we  rejoice  in  the  present  favorable  condition  of  our  school  of 
the  prophets,  and  also  in  its  future  prospects.    This  is  true  especially 
with  reference  to  the  teaching  force  in  the  Seminary.    And  while  this 
is  the  case,  the  number  of  students,  which  is  not  as  large  as  we  could 
desire,  will  most  certainly  be  on  the  increase.    The  professors  are  assid- 
uously engaged  in  their  labors,  which  are  producing  good  fruit.     The 
fc. Indents  are  pursuing  their  studies  with  an  unusual  degree  of  intereBt 
and  good  success.    All  this  was  demonstrated  by  the  examinations 
which  took  place  at  the  close  of  the  Seminary  year  in  May  last    The 
addresses,  by  the  graduates  at  the  commencement  exercises,  were  of  a 
high  order,  eliciting  the  encomiums    of  the  audience,  and    showing 
that  the  art  of  sacred  eloquence  receives  its  share  of  attention.     Pains 
are  taken  to  cultivate  a  high  degree  of  moral  and  spiritual  sentiment 
among  both  the  professors  and  students,  so  as  to  avoid  the  danger  of 
falling  into  the  routine  work  of  the  study  and  the  class-room,  to  the 
neglect  of  the  spiritual  duties  so  necessary  to  an  effective  ministry. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  chronicle  the  death  of  Joseph  B.  Mehr, 
a  member  of  the  senior  class,  which  occurred  at  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  in 
the  month  of  August,  while  successfully  supplying  a  German  congrega- 
tion* at  that  place,  with  the  gospel.  Brother  Mehr  was  a  diligent  stu- 
dent, and  had  his  life  been  spared  to  the  church,  would  have  become 
one  of  its  useful  ministers. 

After  having  stood  approved  examinations,  the  following  persons 
were  recommended  for  graduation  and  were  regularly  dismissed  from 
the  Seminary :  viz,  Messrs  Daniel  N.  Frantz,  Henry  Gramm,  Conrad 
Hassel,  Harry  L.  Beam  and  Albert  H.  Zechiel.  These  young  brethren 
are  all  serving  pastoral  charges  with  acceptance.  The  students  who 
matriculated  in  the  Seminary  at  its  opening  this  year,  are  Messrs.  J.  P. 
Buehrer,  Frederickf  Emmer,  James  S.  Keppel,  Parley  E.  Zartman,  Irwin 
M,  Beaver,  A.  Frank  Henning  and  Morgan  A.  Peters.  The  Seminary  as 
constituted  at  present  comprises  three  professors,  five  seniors  and  six 
juniors. 


In  the  line  of  Bfiieflriary  Kilucation  your  Boarit  lias  done  what  it 
could  with  the  means  placed  at  its  dinpoaal.  During  the  last  year  twen- 
ty rtudenta  received  aiil,  but  not  all  of  them  thi'  full  appropriation. 
Four  of  this  numher  graduated  in  the  Seminary  and  need  not  the  help 
of  the  Board  any  longer.  The  following  pereons  were  added  to  the  list 
ol  beneficiaries:  vis.  Messrs.  Willie  H.  Souder,  H.  J.  Cliristnaan,  J. 
W.  Miller,  J.  V.  McMillen,  Otis  Barter,  J.  D.  Buehrer  and  Frederick 
Emmer.  These  yonng  men  came  highly  recommended  by  paslorB,  con- 
sJjtorjeB  and  classes,  as  not  only  being  worthy  of  aid  from  your  Board, 
but  also  as  being  in  need  of  it.  These  additions  increase  the  list  of 
b«neficiarieB  over  last  year  to  twenty-two.  Others  have  applied  for  aid, 
but  for  the  want  of  funds  and  failure  to  reach  the  required  standard  of 
srliolarship,  their  names  could  not  be  enrolled  witli  beneficiary  students. 
With  the  number  in  the  Seminary  and  College  classes,  the  'wisdom  of 
tlie  mle  granting  aid  to  none  below  the  freshman  class  in  their  studies, 
basbeen  proven. 

The  rule  (or  refunding  moneys  received  by  beneficiary  student*  being 
objectionable  to  many  friends  of  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  the 
following  action  of  the  Bonrd  is  submitted  to  your  reverend  body  for 
consideration:  viz. 

Rtiolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Ohio  Synof!  for  adoption  the 
lolloicing  rules  in  substituiion  for  numbers  Qand  U  of  the  present  rules. 

S.  The  beneficiary  aid  advanced  to  any  student  preparing  for  the 
work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  under  the  care  of  this  Board,  is  not  regard- 
ed as  a  loan  to  be  refunded  by  the  recipient,  but  asacheertul  contribution 
towards  the  expense  of  his  education,  subject  to  the  conditions  named 
in  rules  10  and  11. 

10.  Any  young  man  under  the  care  of  this  Board,  who  may  voluntar- 
ily abandon  his  purpose  to  prepare  himself  for  the  ministry,  or  who 
may  be  discontinued  in  consequence  of  a  failure  to  comply  with  the 
rules  of  the  Board,  or  nho  after  graduation  iloes  not  continue  in  the 
active  ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  for  at  least 
lea  years,  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  or  Executive  Committee 
is  providentially  hindered,  shall  be  required  to  pay  hack,  at  once,  the 
amount  he  may  have  received. 

11.  The  ahove  named  ohligation,  required  in  rale  8,  covering  the 
entire  amount  advanced,  shall  be  secured  by  bondsmen,  or  otherwise, 
b)  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  or  Executive  Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations  will  please  take  notice  that 
the  term  of  office,  for  which  Eevs.  Dr.  H.  H.  W.  Hibshman,  J.  J.  Leber- 
nan,  I.  A.  Sites  and  Mr.  John  Keller  were  elected,  expires  at  the  prea- 
•■nt  meeting  of  synod,

The  Staoding  Committee  on  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  during 
the  afternoon  sesaion  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  waa 
received  and  considered,  and,  together  with  the  preceding  reporte, 
adopted: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  would  herewith 
respectfully  report. 

The  following  documents  have  been  referred  to  this  committee :  viz. 
The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  tboee  of  the  Board  of  TruBt«ee,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  TbeoI<^- 
ical  Seminary. 

From  various  caueea  we  are  able  to  sound  a  keynote  of  well  founded 
hnpefulness  such  ae  have  been  foreign  to  the  reports  of  this  committee 
for  some  years. 

We  congratulate  synod  upon  her  manifold  reaaons  (or  thankfulness  to 
Hioi  whose  gospel  our  seminary  is  so  successfully  training  young  men 
to  proclaim. 

-\moDg  the  causes  of  this  brightened  outlook  are;  the  thorough 
professorial  equipment  of  the  institution  at  the  present  time;  the  con- 
sequent revival  of  confidence  in  it  throughout  the  church,  and  the  suc- 
cesHful  work  of  our  efficient  and  energetic  agent,  who,  for  nine  months, 
has  been  bestowing  consecrated  effort,  not  merely  upon  the  raising  of 
funds,  but,  what  is  far  more  important,  seeking  to  revolutionize  the 
whole  financial  system,  by  placing  it  upon  a  basis  of  principle  rather 
than  of  mere  Bt  and  start  eraotionalism.  The  several  reports  dwell  at 
leneth  upon  the  present  favorable  condition  of  things  in  the  Seminary 
work. 

The  occupanU  of  various  chairs  are  zealously  discharging  their  duties 
as  teachers  and  trainers.  The  eleven  students  enrolled  are  showing  an 
QDusual  degree  of  earnestness  in,  and  devotion  to  their  work.  There 
are  twenty-two  young  men,  having  the  ministry  in  view,  receiving  finan- 
cial aid,  and  a  small  balance  reported  in  the  Beneficiary  Treasury. 

The  Agent  reports  that  the  claims  of  the  seminary  have  been  person- 
ally presented  to  fifty-seven  congregations,  and  that  a  cordial  welcome 
was  given  him  everywhere,  He  has  been  vigorously  pushing  the  plan 
for  securing  a  definite,  immediate  income,  both  in  person,  land  by  cor- 
respondence. 

Your  committee  rejoices  in  the  firm  belief  that  the  seminary  is  stead- 
ily emerging  from  the  clouds  of  depression  and  discouragement  that 
had  gathered  about  it,  and  that  henceforth  it  is  assured  of  the  warm 
conlidence  and  liberal  support  of  our  church. 

The  following  resolutions  are  suggested  for  your  action. 

Raolved,  That  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  i  of  the  Board  of 
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Education ;  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  and  of  the  Treasorer  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  be  adopted  and  their  recommendationfl  earnest- 
ly urged  upon  the  members  of  synod. 

Resolvedj  That  we  apportion  ^,000  for  Beneficiary  Education,  and 
that  congregations  in  arrears  have  their  attention  called  to  that  inex- 
cusable fact. 

Reiolved,  That  the  ''plan  of  systematic  giving,"  already  adopted  bv 
synod,  be  continued,  and  that  all  ministers  and  members  be  urged  to 
co-operate  in  pushing  it  to  a  successful  issue. 

Renolved,  That  we  endeavor  to  secure  a  special  observance  of  Refor- 
mation Day  in  every  charge  of  the  synod,  and  that  ministers  be  urged 
to  fittingly  improve  this  opportunity  by  presenting  to  the  young  men 
the  claims  of  the  gospel  ministry  upon  them ;  and  by  gathering  fnnds 
for  the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary. 

Resolved^  That  we  approve  of  the  rules  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Education  as  substitutes  for  rules  9  and  11  of  the  present  rules. 

Resolved^  That  we  express  our  warm  approval  of  the  work  and  meth- 
ods of  Seminary  Agent  Ankeney,  and  extend  him  a  pressing  invitation  to 
visit  our  charges  in  the  interests  of  the  institution  he  represents.

III.    REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  TREASURER'S  PAPERS  AND  ACCOUNTS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  afternoon 
session  on  Saturday,  reported  in  item  7,  that  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  examine  the  records,  notes,  papers,  accounts  and  moneys,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  and  to  transfer  them  to  the  new  Tre^urer. 
Thereupon  the  committee  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hnddberg  Theological  Seminary,  Ohio  Syfiod, 

Refanned  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  papers  and  securities  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer.  Horace  Ankeney,  of  Alpha,  Ohio,  coming  into 
his  hands  from  the  former  Treasurer,  Rev.  Dr.  I.  H.  Reiter,  have  dis- 
charged their  duty  and  find : 

1.  Twenty-one  thousand,  four  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and 
nineteen  cents  ($21,413.19)  in  first  mortgage  notes. 

2.  Notes  payable  after  death  to  the  amount  of  three  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents.  ($3,348.32).  This 
amount  includes  the  $500  of  Daniel  Hapner  for  Beneficiary  Education. 

3.  Zwingli  Memorial  notes  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  and  Eighty- 
six  dollars.  ($1,086). 

4.  Notes  called  good  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred 
and  fifteen  dollars.    ($1,815). 
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5.  NotcB  and  Flainfield  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  four  thousand,  seven 
faandred  and  sixtj  doUara  and  ninety-two  cent«,  ($4,760.92)  regarded  as 
vorthlesa  by  the  former  Treasurer,  and  also  by  the  Board,  as  weU  as  by 
the  present  Treasurer. 

S.  Doubtful,  three  thousand,  three  hundred  and  eigbty-one  dollars 
uid  eight  cents.    ($3,381.08). 

The  Treasurer  had  in  his  bands,  elKty-six  dollars  and  10  cents  of 
Endowment  Fund,  and  of  Current  Expense  Fund,  tor  Dr.  Zerbe's  salary, 
two  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  twenty  cents.  The  Treasurer 
having  advanced  this  amount,  viz :  $222,20,  he  balanced  his  books  and 
was  able  in  this  way  to  report  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  as  not  in  debl 
to  Horace  Ankeney. 

The  books,  so  far  as  your  committee  were  able  to  judge,  were  in  good 
and  regular  form,  ajid  all  papers  belonging  to  the  Treasurer  had  been 
placed  into  Bro.  Ankeney's  hands.

Afl  reported  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in 
item  8,  during  Saturday  afternoon  aeaaion,  a.  committee  was  appointed 
to  define  the  relation,  fuactions  and  duties  of  the  several  synodical 
boards.  This  committee,  during  Monday  morning  sessions,  submitted 
their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  synod  to  consider  whether  any 
further  action  was  necpssary  in  regard  to  the  relation,  functions  and 
duties  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Heidelberg  Theolostical  Seminary,  and  it  deemed  necessary 
to  have  some  further  action  adopted  to  deHne  what  that  action  should 
be,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  we  have  given  the  whole  subject  a  thorough  and  candid  examin- 
atiOD,  and  Gnd  that  former  actions  in  the  premise^  however  honestiv 
formulated  and  sincerely  presented,  do  require  some  changes  and  molli- 
fications in  order  to  harmonize  the  objects  of  the  organization,  and  lh<' 
relative  function  and  duties  of  those  Boards  with  reB|)ect  to  the  seminnrv 
and  to  each  other;  and  thereby  gain  an  intelligent  idea  and  dear  under- 
Standing  thereof,  and  enable  each  Board  to  follow  a  proper  line  of  work 
in  its  legitimate  sphere  of  activity. 

These  three  Boards,  being  authorized  agencies  of  the  synod  to  do  :i 
particular  part  of  one  great  work,  should  ever  be  animated  by  the  eeanr 
spirit,  moved  by  the  same  motives,  and  prompted  by  the  same  purpose 
to  be  mutually  helpful  in  securing  the  common  end  desired.  But  while 
tliie  is  true  and  desirable,  there  are  also  certain  interests  and  dutiei:i 
legitimately  requiring  the  special  attention  of  each  of  these  Boards 
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respectively;  and,  it  is  believed,  that  just  in  proportion  as  each  of  them 
will  properly  perform  the  work  assigned,  will  the  synod's  object  of 
official  appointment  be  realized  and  the  success  of  the  seminary  secured. 
Each  Board,  therefore,  should  know  definitely  what  the  synod  deares 
and  expects  in  the  premises,  and  thus  become  fully  prepared  to  serve 
the  syno<l  with  the  greatest  degree  of  satisfaction  and  with  the  best 
possible  results.  To  this  end,  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  Constitution, 
the  general  practice  of  other  theological  seminaries,  and  the  anticipated 
results  to  be  achieved,  your  committee  would  recommend,  with  respect 
to  the  functions  and  duties  of  each  Board,  the  following  for  adoption: 

/.     The  Board  of  Trustees. 

1.  The  trustees  are  the  legal  representatives  of  the  seminary  in  mat- 
ters of  law,  conveyances,  bequests,  legacies,  funds,  property,  &c. 

2.  The  permanent  endowment  of  the  seminary,  the  plan  and  manner 
of  securing  it,  and  the  judicious  investment  and  successful  management 
by  the  Board  of  all  the  endowment  funds  obtained. 

3.  The  holding  in  trust  of  all  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
jseminary,  and  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  said  property. 

4.  The  devising  and  suggesting  of  plans  and  means,  whenever  neces- 
sary, whereby  funds  may  be  provided  for  the  immediate  use  and 
adequate  support  of  the  seminary. 

5.  The  custody  and  disbursement  of  the  funds,  as  prescribed  by  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation,  the  constitution  of  the  seminary,  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  synod  and  the  Board. 

//.     Th€  Board  of  Vmiors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Visitors  have  the  general  oversight  of  the  internal 
working  and  discipline  of  the  seminary ;  of  the  character,  conduct  and 
teaching  of  the  Professors;  and  of  their  work  and  influence  in  the  insti- 
tution, and  of  their  relation  to  the  students. 

2.  The  examination,  in  connection  with  the  Faculty,  of  all  applicants 
for  regular  admission  as  students;  and  the  discipline  to  be  exercised 
over  the  students,  and  their  relation  to  the  Professors. 

3.  The  observance  of  the  students  in  the  seminary,  with  respect  to 
their  diligence  and  progress  in  their  studies,  their  moral  character  and 
standing,  and  their  religious  habits  and  example. 

4.  The  supervising  of  the  subjects  taught,  the  methods  and  manner 
of  instruction,  and  the  regular  examinations  in  the  seminary. 

6.  To  exercise  careful  oversight  of  the  Course  of  Study  in  r^ard  to 
its  length  and  fullness,  its  different  branches,  and  the  general  chancter 
and  adaptation  of  the  text-books  used. 

6.  The  honorable  dismission  to  the  respective  classes  of  all  tho« 
student>4  who  have  completed  the  full  course  of  study  and  graduated 
regularly  from  the  seminary. 

7.  To  have  charge,  together  with  the  Faculty,  of  all  the  arrangements 
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for  the  Commencement  Exercises  or  graduation  of  students  who  shall 
have  completed  the  regular  course  of  theological  study. 

8.  To  receive  the  resignation  of  any  of  the  Professors,  who,  at  any 
time,  may  wish  to  sever  his  connection  with  the  seminary,  and  to  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  synod;  and  also  to  fill  temporarily  any 
vacancy  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  seminary  that  may  be  occasioned 
by  the  death,  resignation,  absence  or  suspension  of  any  Professor. 

IIL     The  Board  of  Education, 

The  Board  of  Education  in  its  sphere  of  duty  is 

1.  To  endeavor  to  increase  the  number  of  students  for  the  gospel 
ministry,  and  to  devise  and  suggest  the  plan  or  manner  in  which  this 
desirable  result  may  or  can  be  accomplished. 

2.  To  keep  an  oversight  of  all  the  beneficiary  students,  both  in  the 
college  and  seminary,  and  take  cognizance  of  their  application  and 
progress  in  their  studies,  as  well  as  of  their  moral  character  and  conduct. 

3.  To  devise  and  suggest  means  for  securing  the  necessary  funds  to 
sustain  the  cause  of  beneficiary  education,  to  act  as  the  custodians  of  all 
bequests  and  legacies  in  behalf  of  this  cause,  and  to  receive  and  pay  out 
all  moneys  to  beneficiaries  according  to  the  prescribed  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  board. 

4.  To  report  regularly  to  the  diflferent  classes,  respecting  the  stand- 
ing, conduct,  habits  and  scholarship  of  the  beneficiary  students  under 
the  care  of  those  classes  respectively. 

5.  To  submit  annually  a  report  to  synod  of  its  work,  of  the  deport- 
ment and  success  of  the  beneficiary  students,  the  condition  of  the  funds, 
and  the  results  achieved. 

IV.     Comparative  and  Co-operative  Work. 

While  each  of  these  Boards  has  a  specific  part  or  work  to  perform,  the 
three  Boards,  having  a  common  origin,  definite  purpose  and  noble  mis- 
sion in  accomplishing  a  blessed  object,  should  ever  be  mutually  co-oper- 
ative and  helpful  in  promoting  the  general  interest  and  welfare  of  the 
seminary ;  and  also  in  increasing  its  efficiency,  in  extending  its  useful- 
ness, in  encouraging  its  agencies,  in  enlarging  its  library,  and  in  crown- 
ing its  operations  with  great  success. 

To  this  end,  the  three  boards  should  not  only  strive  to  do  faithful  and 
earnest  work  in  their  special  sphere  respectively,  but  endeavor  in  their 
mutual  and  co-ordinate  relation  to  be  of  one  mind  and  spirit,  to  be 
co-operative  in  the  common  work  in  which  they  are  engaged,  to  dis- 
chai^e  their  legitimate  functions  and  duties  with  fidelity,  to  keep  posted 
in  regard  to  the  needs  and  wants  of  the  seminary,  to  devise  *'  ways  and 
means  "  to  relieve  its  wants  by  substantial  support,  to  put  forth  united 
efforts  to  gather  in  students  having  the  gospel  ministry  in  view,  and  to 
do  all  in  their  power  by  mutual  conferences  and  co-operative  work  to 
promote  the  interests  and  efficiency  of  the  seminary. 
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And  to  give  meaning  and  effect  to  this  report,  we  recommend  for 
adoption  the  following  action : 

Ruolvedy  That  all  resolutions  and  actions  of  the  synod,  heretofore 
adopted,  and  being  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  definitions  of  the 
respective  relations,  functions  and  duties  of  the  said  three  Boards  of 
Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  be  and  hereby  are  revoked  and 
annulled.  Respectfully  submitted,

V.      REl»ORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for 
Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  referred  to  in  item  8  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  submitted  their  report  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  session  on  Monday  morning.    The  report  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   SEMINARY   CONSTITUTION. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  at  its  annual  meeting 
in  1888  to  prepare  a  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

1.  That,  as  preliminary  to  the  presentation  of  the  result  of  the  work 
directly  intrusted  to  us,  it  may  be  said,  that  we  examined  the  Minutes 
of  the  Ohio  Synod  from  1850  to  18H8,  and  found  that  at  different  times 
a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitution  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  but  that  according  to  the  official  record  no  such  consti- 
tution was  ever  reported  to  or  adopted  by  the  synod. 

2.  That  we  also  found  that  neither  the  B<^ard  of  Trustees  nor  the 
Board  of  Visitors  had  ever  ado])ted,  in  any  full  and  complete  form,  a 
constitution  and  by-laws  for  their  government.  The  latter  of  these 
Boards,  after  being  consolidated  with  the  Board  of  Education  in  1880, 
was  indeed  governed  by  certain  rules  and  regulations,  but  these  were 
not  co-extensive  with  the  original  purpose  of  the  organization  of  the 
Board,  or  with  the  scope  of  its  official  functions  and  required  duties. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  E<lucation  in  1880  became  an  incoporated  body 
acconling  to  law,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  synod  adopted  a  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  for  its  government,  indicating  the  powers  belonging 
to  it  and  the  duties  required  of  it,  including  as  aforesaid  certain  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  Boanl  of  Visitors.  But,  in  order  to  avoid  con- 
fusion and  misunderstanding,  and  to  simplify  and  harmonize  all  per- 
taining to  the  relative  and  legitimate  functions  and  duties  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors  and  the  Boanl  of  Education,  as  designed  by  the  proposed 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  Heidelberg  Theological 
Seminary,  it  is  hereby  recommended  that  the  following  changes  and 
modifications  be  made  in  the  Bv-Laws  and  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation,  to  wit : 
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1.)  That  section  1  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Education,  as  pub- 
lished in  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  1880,  page  41,  be  so  modified  as  to  read : 

The  Board  of  Education,  which  is  also  to  be  a  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theoloi^ical  Seminary  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  synod,  shall  be 
governed  by  this  Constitution  and  these  By-Laws. 

2.)  That  sections  8  and  9  of  the  said  By-Laws  of  the  Board,  contained 
in  Minutes  of  Synod,  1880,  page  42,  be  so  modified  dnd  condensed  as  to 
form  one  section,  and  this  section  to  be  section  8,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

The  Board  of  Education,  through  its  proper  officers,  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  synod  a  detailed  report  of  its  work  during  the 
current  year,  with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary. 

3.)  That  with  respect  to  the  five  "Rules"  prescribed  for  the  guidance 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  adopted  by  synod 
and  published  in  the  minutes  of  1880,  pages  45  and  46,  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  the  following  action  be  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  said  five  "Rules"  be  and  are  hereby  rescinded  and 
expunged,  in  as  much  as  the  requirements  and  duties  therein  con- 
tained, relating  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  are  embodied  in  substance  in  the 
proposed  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the 'government  of  Heidelberg 
Theological  Seminary. 

4.)  'That,  with  the  view  of  bringing  all  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  seminary  into  a  convenient  compass,  so  that  they  may  be  easily 
referred  to,  examined  and  compared,  it  is  proposed  that  the  subjoined 
action  be  adopted : 

Renolvedf  That  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  modified  and  amended  as  aforesaid,  he  embodied  in  the 
printed  Minutes  of  Synod  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Constitution 
and  General  By-Laws  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary. 

Now,  after  having  made  these  preliminary  statements,  including  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations,  we,  as  your  committee,  would  herewith 
submit,  as  the  result  of  our  investigation  and  labor,  the  following  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  for  the  con- 
sideration and  adoption  of  the  same  by  the  synod.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  HEIDELBERG  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THK 
REEORMED  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Navfie  and  Object  of  the  Seminary. 

Sbction  1.  The  general  name  of  this  Institution  shall  be  the  Heidel- 
berg Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United State6> 
located  at  Tiffin,  Ohio. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Seminary  shall  be  to  educate  men  of  ap- 
proved piety  and  talents  for  the  Gospel  Ministry ;  to  cultivate  in  them 
the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  confers  by  his 
Spirit  upon  those  whom  he  calls  to  the  sacred  office ;  to  provide  for  the 
Reformed  Church  an  adequate  supply  and  succession  of  able  and  faith- 
ful ministers  of  the  Word ;  to  furnish  our  congregations  with  intelligent 
and  efficient  pastors,  who  shall  watch  for  the  good  of  souls,  zealously 
aiming  to  win  them  to  the  Savior,  and  build  up  the  membership  in 
faith,  knowledge  and  holiness ;  to  preserve  the  unity  of  the  church,  by 
educating  her  ministers  in  an  enlightened  attachment,  not  only  to  the 
same  doctrine,  but  also  to  the  same  system  of  government  and  cnltus,. 
and  to  found  a  nursery  for  the  training  and  qualifying  of  young  men, 
under  the  Divine  blessing,  to  be  missionaries  to  the  heathen  and  to 
such  as  are  destitute  of  the  state<l  preaching  of  the  gospel  of  grace  and 
salvation. 

Sec.  3.  This  Seminary,  with  the  view  of  accomplishing  the  objects 
desired,  shall  be  under  the  general  government  and  direction  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  which  shall 
from  time  to  time  appoint  the  necessary  Boards  and  Agencies  to  carry 
into  effect  the  plans,  decrees  and  measures  of  said  synod,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  furthering  the  interests  and  operations  of  said  seminary. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Board  of    Visiton, 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Seminary  shall  consist  of 
twelve  members,  of  whom  one-third  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  hold  their  office  respectively 
for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected ;  and  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  being  met  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  members  of  tbi& 
Board  shall  also  compose  the  Board  of  Education,  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Ohio  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  elect  annually,  from  its  own  number,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  mar 
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be  deemed  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  from  the  time  of 
their  election  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until  their  successors 
are  daly  elected. 

Sec.  6.  The  President,  or  in  case  of  his  ahsence  or  inability  to  act,, 
the  Vice-President,  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  appoint. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  full  and  true  record  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Board,  have  in  custody  all  the  records,  books  and  papers, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  shall  direct. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  shall  annually  appoint  from  its  own  number  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  persons,  of  whom  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary shall  be  ex-officio  members,  and  three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  attend  to  all 
matters  of  business  during  the  int€f1*im  or  recesses  of  the  Board,  when 
such  become  necessary. 

Sec.  9.  The  principle  place  of  business  of  the  Board  shall  be  Tiffin,, 
Ohio. 

Sbc.  10.  The  Board  shall  hold  two  annual  meetings;  the  one  at 
synod,  at  8  A.  M.,  after  the  day  of  their  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  possible,  for  the  purpose  of  organization  by  the  election  of  officers 
and  the  appointment  of  the  Executive  Committee ;  and  the  other  at 
Tiffin,  at  2  o'clock  on  the  commencement  day  of  the  Seminary.  The 
Board  may  also  meet  at  any  other  time  on  its  own  adjournment,  and  on. 
extraordinary  occasions  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

Sec.  11.  The  Board  shall  have  charge  of  the  inauguration  of  the 
Professors  of  the  Seminary,  and  order  and  direct  all  matters  relating  to 
the  place  and  time  as  well  as  the  form  and  manner  of  the  services 
pertaining  thereto. 

Sec.  12.  The  Board  of  Visitors,  in  whom  is  vested  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  shall  examine  into  the  whole 
course  of  its  instruction  and  study,  superintend  by  itself  or  by  a  com- 
mittee, the  annual  examinations  of  the  students,  appoint  such  other 
exercises  in  connection  therewith  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and  en- 
deavor to  promote  the  interests  and  efficiency  of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  13.  The  Board  shall  carefully  inspect  the  method,  fidelity  and 
devotion  of  the  Professors  in  the  work  they  are  severally  engaged,  and 
keep  a  strict  oversight  in  regard  to  their  doctrinal  teaching,  their  moral 
conduct,  and  their  influence  exerted ;  and  if,  at  any  time,  for  cause,  it 
shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  of  discipline  against 
a  Professor  of  the  Seminary,  the  Board  shall  be  guided  in  its  procedure 
by  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  church.  In  case  of  the 
removal  of  a  Professor  by  death,  x-esignation  or  otherwise,  the  Board 
shall  temporarily  supply  the  vacancy. 

Sec.  14.  The  Board  shall  annually  submit  to  the  Ohio  Synod,  in 
written  form,  a  full  and  faithful  report  of  the  working  and  condition 
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of  the  Seminary,  as  well  as  of  the  transactions  of  the  Board,  and 
when  required,  furnish  its  records  for  the  inspection  of  the  synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Professorf, 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Professor  of  The- 
ology in  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  who  is  not  a  regularly  or- 
dained minister  of  the  Word  in  good  standing,  and  whose  views  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  standard  of  faith  and  doctrines  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  who  does  not  approve  its  mode  of 
government,  forms  of  worship,  and  distinctive  customs. 

Sec.  16.  The  Professors  of  the  Seminary  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Ohio  Synod,  which  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  Professorships 
therein,  and  also  determine  the  number,  titles,  duties  and  salaries  of  the 
Professors. 

Sec.  17.  Every  Professor,  at  the  time  of  his  inauguration,  shall  in  the 
public  assembly  solemnly  afhrm  the  formulated  declaration  contained  in 
the  Constitution,  as  by  an  oath  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  subscribe 
the  same  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  thereby  obligate 
himself  to  make  the  divine  authority  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the 
truth  of  the  doctrine  contained  in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  the  6o*y 
of  all  his  instructions,  and  faithfully  maintain  and  defend  the  same  in 
his  preaching  and  writing,  as  well  as  in  his  irLstructions,  so  long  as  he 
shall  continue  a  Professor  in  the  Seminarv. 

Sec.  18.  The  professors  shall  be  of  equal  rank  an<l  authority  ow 
with  another;  and  each  Professor  shall  have  the  right  to  conduct  the 
course  of  instruction  in  the  studies  assigned  to  his  particular  depart- 
ment, to  preserve  onler  and  secure  attention  therein,  and  to  appoint 
such  other  exerci-si's  of  religious  worship  in  connection  therewith  as  be 
may  deem  proi)er  and  benelicial  for  the  students. 

Sec.  It).  Every  Professor,  if  required,  shall  lay  before  the  Boanl  of 
Visitors  a  true  and  full  statement  of  all  the  text-books  used  by  him,  and 
of  his  course  and  metho<ls  of  instruction,  and  shall  treat  with  resiH*ct- 
ful  consideration  any  suggestion  or  advice  the  Board  may  give. 

Sec.  20.  The  Professors  are  9j)ecially  charged,  by  all  proper  means  in 
their  power,  to  encourage,  cherish  and  promote  devotion  and  personal 
piety  among  their  students,  both  ])y  precept  and  example. 

Sec  21.  When  special  duties  are  assigneii  to  any  of  the  Profess»>T?, 
either  by  the  Faculty  or  the  Boarti  of  Visitors,  such  duties  shall  he  per- 
formed without  extra  compensation,  unless  special  provision  shall  have 
been  previously  made  for  such  comi>ensation  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

SEi\  22.  When  a  Pn>fessor  desires  or  intends  to  resign  his  offit^e,  he 
shall  in  written  form  notify  the  Presiiient  of  the  Board  of  ViMlors  of  hL« 
intention  at  least  six  months  l^efore  his  resignation  shall  take  place,  and 
this  notice  shall  be  tiuly  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Faculty, 

Sec.  23.    The  Faculty  shall  consist  of  the  President  and  Professors  of 

the  Seminary,  and  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  24.  The  President  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  dur- 
ing its  annual  meeting,  and  he  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  the 
seminary.  He  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Faculty,  (and  in  his 
absence  any  member  may  be  appointed  to  preside),  and  discharge  such 
other  duties  as  properly  belong  to  his  oflfice ;  and  in  behalf  of  the  Fac- 
ulty submit  annually  a  report  of  the  work  and  condition  of  the  sem- 
inary to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  with  such  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions as  may  tend  to  promote  the  prosperity  and  efficiency  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

Sec  25.  The  Faculty  shall  appoint  from  their  own  number  a  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  their  proceedings  in 
a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  per- 
tain to  his  office,  or  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Faculty. 

Sec.  26.  The  Faculty  shall  have  the  immediate  care,  instruction  and 
government  of  the  students,  subject  to  the  advice  and  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors;  regularly  adroit  and  dismiss  students;  determine  their 
proper  classification  and  daily  duties ;  and  exercise  paternal  and  watch- 
ful care  over  them. 

Sec.  27.  •  The  Faculty  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  their  own  meet- 
ings, which  shall  be  held  as  often  as  the  interests  of  the  seminary  may 
require ;  be  faithful  in  the  work  of  instruction  and  discipline ;  and  mu- 
tually co-operate  in  efforts  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  Institution 
with  success. 

Sec.  28.    The  Faculty  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty : 

1.)  To  appoint  the  portion  of  the  time  and  the  particular  hours  that 
the  students  shall  attend  the  instructions  of  the  Professors  respectively, 
and  direct  all  the  public  exercises  of  the  seminary. 

2.)  To  determine  and  arrange  the  Course  of  Study  and  select  the 
Text  Books  to  be  used,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

3.)  To  enforce  the  laws  and  exactments  of  the  Synod  and  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  and  they  may  add  such  rules  of  order,  decorum  and  duty  for 
the  conduct  of  students  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

4.)  To  keep  a  regular  Register,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name 
of  each  and  every  student,  his  place  of  residence,  and  the  church  of 
which  he  is  a  member ;  the  Classis,  if  any,  of  which  he  is  a  candidate ; 
the  College,  if  any,  of  which  he  is  a  graduate ;  and  the  time  of  his  enter- 
ing, and  the  time  and  mode  of  his  leaving  the  Seminary. 

Sec  29.  The  Faculty,  as  a  body,  shall  have  joint  advisory  oversight 
of  the  conduct  of  each  individual  Professor,  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
his  duties  are  discharged  and  the  results  achieved. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Students — Their  Admisgion  and  Duties. 

Sbc.  30.  The  qualifications  required  in  every  person,  desiring  to  be 
admitted  into  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  with  the  view  of  pre- 
paring for  the  gospel  ministry,  are  these :  he  must  furnish  testimonials 
that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church,  or  of  some  other  evan- 
gelical church,  in  regular  standing ;  that  he  sustains  an  approved  rep- 
utation of  Christian  character  and  life ;  that  he  Is  possessed  of  good  nat- 
ural talents ;  that  he  has  an  adequate  preparatory  education,  equivalent 
to  that  of  the  classical  or  scientific  course  of  Heidelberg  College,  or  sub- 
mit to  an  examination  by  the  Faculty,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors;  and  that,  if  from  another  theological  seminary,  a 
written  certificate  of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission. 

Sec.  31.  Every  student,  at  the  time  of  his  admission  into  the  Sem- 
inary, as  a  pledge  that  his  life  and  conduct  shall  be  consistent  with  the 
holy  ministry  which  he  has  in  view,  shall  subscribe  the  following  de- 
clared engagement,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Faculty,  namely: 

"Deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  my  duty  to  God  and  this  Seminary, 
I  do  hereby  solemnly  promise  that  I  will  diligently  prosecute  my  as- 
signed studies  and  attend  regularly  on  all  the  instructions  and  exercises 
of  the  Seminary;  that  I  will  conscientiously  and  vigilantly  observe  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  established  for  its  instruction  and  government,  as 
far  as  the  same  relate  to  the  students;  that  I  will  readily  obey  the  lawful 
requisitions  and  duly  respect  the  counsel  and  admonitions  of  the  Pro- 
fessors, the  Faculty  and  the  Board  of  Visitors;  and  that  I  will  obsene 
and  do,  according  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  all  other  things  pertaining 
to  my  relation  and  duties  as  a  student  of  theology  in  the  Seminary,  wbiie 
I  shall  continue  a  member  thereof." 

Sec.  32.  Equal  privileges  of  admission  and  instruction,  with  all  the 
advantages  of  the  Institution,  shall  be  allowed  to  students  of  every  e^'an- 
gelical  denomination  of  Christians. 

Sec.  33.  The  Classes  formed  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary 
shall  be  divided,  according  to  the  respective  years  of  the  Course  of  Study, 
into  Junior,  Middle  and  Senior  Classes;  and  students  may  be  admitted 
into  either  of  these  classes,  provided  they  shall  be  found  qualified  by 
the  Faculty  on  actual  examination. 

Sec.  34.  The  work  of  the  students  in  their  studies  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Professors,  and  diligence  and  industry  in  study  shall  be  considered 
indispensable  in  every  student,  as  well  as  exemplary  moral  conduct, 
and  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  dress  and  habits. 

Sec.  35.  Students,  besides  their  regular  recitations,  shall  write  upon 
subjects  as  the  Professors  may  assign  them  or  as  the  students  may  select 
with  the  approval  of  the  Professors,  and  every  member  of  the  Senior  and 
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Middle  Classes  shall  present  a  prepared  sermon  to  the  Board  of  Visitors 
for  examination  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  36.  No  student  shall  absent  himself  from  recitations,  or  from  the 
institution,  without  permission  from  the  President,  or  one  of  the  Profess- 
ors, and  in  case  any  student  shall  be  absent  four  weeks  without  leave, 
his  connection  with  the  Seminary  shall  cease  at  the  discretion  of  the  Fac 
ultv. 

Sec.  37.  Any  student,  who,  after  matriculation,  withdraws  during 
term  time  from  the  Seminary,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  resume  his  con- 
nection with  the  Institution,  without  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Sec  38.  If  any  student  shall  be  guilty  of  any  immorality,  violation  of 
roles,  indiscretion  or  impropriety  of  deportment,  negligence  in  study  or 
other  duties,  he  shall  be  called  to  account,  and  be  subjected  to  whatever 
discipline  or  penalty  the  Faculty  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Course  of  Study. 

Sec.  39.  The  regular  Course  of  Study  in  the  Seminary,  embracing  a 
period  of  three  years,  shall  include  all  the  essential  elements  of  a  thor- 
ough theological  education,  as  prepared  by  the  Faculty,  with  the  approv- 
al of  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  Ohio  Synod;  and  no  student  shall  be 
admitted  into  the  Seminary  with  the  view  to  pursue  any  other  than  the 
prescribed  course,  nor  be  dismissed  with  a  view  to  abridge  his  full  course 
except  in  a  special  or  extraordinary  case,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

Sec.  40.  The  regular  instructions  of  the  students,  prescribed  in  the 
course,  shall  be  given  by  the  Professors,  and  in  case  of  an  imergency  or 
necessity,  by  such  other  persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Visitors  or  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  time  being. 

Sbc.  41.  Miscellaneous  and  oroiwional  lectures,  which  may  take  place, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Board  of  Trustees, 

Sec.  42.  This  board  shall  be  known  by  its  corporate  name  and  title, 
as  Th^  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidleberg  Theological  Seminary,  and  shall  con- 
sist of  fifteen  members,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and,  when  so 
elected,  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies in  its  own  membership  that  may  occur  during  the  current  year 
by  resignation,  death,  or  otherwise,  and  such  appointment  shall  be  valid 
for  the  unexpired  term  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  Synod.  Six 
members  regularly  convened  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  excepting  the  purchase 
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and  conveyance  of  real  estate,  the  planning  and  erection  of  buildings  for  the 
use  of  the  Seminary,  and  matters  of  an  extraordinary  character,  which 
shall  require  an  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  eight  members.  Any 
two  members  so  met  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  a  qaorum 
shall  be  present. 

Sec.  43.  The  Board  shall  annually  elect,  from  their  own  namber  hy 
ballot,  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  respectively  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  44.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the  Vice  President,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  see  that  due  notice  be  given  to 
each  member  of  all  the  meetings,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  nat- 
urally belong  to  his  office  and  as  the  Board  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  45.  The^Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board,  give  the  notices  for  its  meetings  as  directed  by  the 
President,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  relate  to  his  office,  and  as 
shall  be  assigned  by  the  Board.  The  minutes  and  the  records,  of  which 
he  is  custodian  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the 
Board. 

Sec.  46.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  with  satisfacto- 
ry security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  when  approv- 
ed by  the  Board  or  Finance  Committee,  it  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary. And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  true  and  ac- 
curate account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed;  to  have  the  custo^iy 
of  all  books  of  account,  securities,  and  other  papers  and  documents  re- 
lating to  the  finances;  to  disburse  funds  according  to  the  order  and  di- 
rection of  the  Board;  and  to  present  to  the  Board  annually,  and  oftener 
when  required,  a  clear  and  full  report  of  the  state  of  the  finances,  and 
the  transactions  of  the  current  year. 

Sec.  47.  The  Board  shall  annually  appoint  from  its  own  number  a  Fi- 
nance Committee  of  five  persons,  of  which  the  President,  Vice-President 
and  Secretary  shall  be  ex-offi/cio  members.  Thrse  members  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  the  Committee,  during  the  interim  or  recesses  of  the 
Board,  may  transact  any  business  not  requiring  an  affirmative  vote  of 
eight  in  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  its 
proceedings,  and  submit  a  report  of  its  transactions  to  the  Board  when- 
ever required. 

Sec.  48.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  subject  in  all  things  to  the  Ohio  Syn- 
od of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  shall  have  in  charge  all 
the  property  and  funds  of  the  Seminary,  whether  real,  personal  or  mix- 
ed, now  possessed,  or  hereafter  acquired  by  purchase,  gift  donation,  col- 
lection, grant,  bequest  or  otherwise,  with  power  to  contract,  execute, 
collect,  receive,  invest,  control,  direct,  buy,  sell,  or  otherwise  hold  or 
dispose  of  the  same  as  an  endowment  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  said  Seminary.  The  objects  to  be  specially  and  immediately  aimed  at 
in  the  management  of  the  said  property  and  funds  shall  be  the  current 
support  of  the  Seminary  on  a  substantial  and  effective  hoM;  the  disburse- 


mentof  the  funrte  forwbich  thef  wereappropriate<)orcontributed;ati<i  at 
intervola  the  collection  of  additional  funds  or  property  for  the  grail- 
nal  enlargement  of  the  Library. 

8bc.  49.  All  periD&nent  fnnds  established  for  thesupport  and  advance- 
ment of  the  Seminary  shall  be  eacredly  preserved  inviolate  by  the  Trna- 
te«s,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Board,  Association  or  person  to 
withdraw,  or  borrow,  for  any  purpose,  from  any  such  fund,  any  money, 
Becuritiea  or  property,  without  at  the  same  time  placing  to  the  credit  of 
each  fund  or  property  a  value  clearly  and  fully  equivalent;  and  all  moneys 
OT  funds  on  hand  shall  be  invested  on  mortgage  or  other  approved  se- 
enrity. 

Sac.  50.  The  Board  shall  also,  through  its  Treasurer,  pay  as  stipulat- 
ed the  salaries  of  the  Professors,  and  the  other  necessary  and  current  c>:- 
penses  of  the  Seminary. 

Bkc.  51.  The  Board  shall  annually  appointtwoof  its  members  an  Au- 
diting Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  toexamine  the  accounts,  papers 
and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  and  audit  his  account  and  annnal  report. 

Sec,  52.  The  Board  shall  annually  submit  to  the  Ohio  Synod  during 
its  annual  meeting,  and  at  other  times  when  requested,  a  full  detailed 
report  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  seminary,  and  tlie 
transactions  of  the  current  year. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Thf  Library. 

Sec.  53.  As  a  Library,  carefully  selectetl  and  properly  arranged,  m  of 
Kreat  value  to  the  Seminary,  especially  to  the  students  of  theology,  lili- 
eral  thingsahould  be  devised  and  constant  eiforts  put  forth  to  inereastt 
its  endowment  and  resources,  so  as  to  give  it  a  high  rank  among  the  . 
theological  libraries  of  the  land.  Donations  to  the  Library,  whether  of 
l)Ooks,  or  of  funds  tor  the  jiurchaae  of  books,  or  library  endowments  of 
any  kind,  will  be  gratefully  received  in  belmlf  of  the  institution  by  the 
Librarian,  the  Financial  Agent  of  the  Seminary,  any  member  of  the  Fac- 
ulty, or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  or  of  the  Board  of  TruBlces. 

Sbc,  54.  The  Librarian,  appointed  by  the  Faculty  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library;  be  responsible 
fur  its  management  and  the  safe-keeping  of  the  books  and  papers;  en- 
force the  rules  and  regulations  established;  and  may,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Faculty,  appoint  a  substitute,  who  shall,  in  his  temporary  absence, 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Librarian. 

ARTICLE  IX. 


Stc.  56.    The  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  deemed  requis- 
ite for  the  founding  of  a  Professorship  in  Heidelberg  Theological  Semi- 
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nsLTj ;  and  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  pay  this  amount  into  the 
treasury,  or  bequeath  it  by  will,  for  this  purpose,  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  naming  the  Professorship. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Donations  and  Endowments. 

Sec.  56.  All  devises,  bequests,  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the 
iunds  of  the  seminary  shall  be  sacredly  considered  as  made  to  uphold 
and  teach  the  doctrinal  basis  contained  in  Article  III,  Section  15  of 
this  Constitution,  and  in  Chapter  II,  Section  2  of  the  Greneral  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Amendments  of  Constitution, 

Sec.  57.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  at  a  regular  annual  meeting  of  tiie 
Board ;  and  such  alteration  or  atnendment  to  take  effect,  and  be  in 
force  only  when  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Ohio  Synod; 
and  the  said  synod,  at  all  times,  shall  have  the  power  of  adding  to  the 
Articles  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  and  of  abrogating,  alter- 
ing or  amending  them. 


GENERAL  BY-LAWS  AND  RULES. 
CHAPTER  L 

«  Rules  and  RegulaUons  of  Boards. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  i>ower  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rulee  and 
regulations  for  their  government  in  the  transaction  of  business,  and  to 
change  and  amend  the  same  from  time  to  time ;  provided  they  be  not  in 
conflict  with  the  decrees,  acts  and  resolutions  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  or  the 
Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  or  the  Laws 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  the  Constitution  of  Heidelberg  Theological 
Seminary. 

CHAPTER  II. 
Doctrinal  Standard. 

m 

Sec.  2.  In  matters  of  faith  and  doctrine  the  Confession  of  Faith, 
known  as  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  embodying  fundamentally  the 
truth  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  the  New  Testament,  shall  he 
the  Standard. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

Preaching  as  Students, 

Sbc.  3.  The  students  of  the  Junior  Class  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
preach  in  term-time  during  the  seminary  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  members  of  the  Middle  Class  may  preach  occasionally 
daring  term-time,  on  invitation  of  pastors  or  congregations,  agreeably  to 
the  terms  of  the  constitution  of  the  church,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Faculty. 

Ssc.  5.  The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  may  preach  to  congrega- 
tions inviting  them  to  do  so,  during  term-time,  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  constitution  of  the  church,  and  by  permission  of  the  Faculty, 
with  a  view  to  ultimate  settlement  in  the  pastorate ;  but  they  shall  not 
enter  into  any  formal  arrangements  to  supply  statedly  a  charge,  congre- 
gation or  mission  in  term-time  during  the  seminary  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  students,  in  order  to  exercise  their  gifts,  are  encouraged 
to  do  missionary  and  Sunday-school  work  during  summer  vacations,  in- 
cluding public  addresses  or  preaching,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  constitution  of  the  church. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Dismission  of  Students, 

Sbc.  7.  The  Faculty  shall  not  recommend  any  student  to  a  classis  or 
synod  for  licensure  before  the  expiration  of  his  regular  course  or  before 
the  close  of  the  Senior  year. 

Sbc.  8.  Every  student  who  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  study,  and  sustained  a  creditable  examination,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  is  entitled  to  receive  the  diploma 
of  the  institution,  signed  by  the  Faculty. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  any  student  pursues  only  an  abridged  course,  having 
otherwise  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  seminary,  the  Faculty 
shall  give  him  a  certificate  stating  the.  length  of  time  spent,  and  the  por- 
tion of  the  course  of  study  pursued  by  him  in  the  seminary. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Graduate  Students. 

Sec.  10.  Persons  who  have  honorably  completed  a  regular  course  of 
theological  study,  including  such  as  may  have  already  entered  the  min- 
istry, may  as  graduate  students  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  institution, 
under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Faculty,  in  concur- 
rence with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Devotional  Services, 

Sec.  1 1.    The  Professors  shall  accompany  their  recitations  and  lec- 
tures -with  prayer  as  frequently  as  they  may  judge  proper,  in  addition  to 
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those  daily  public  prayers  or  services  in  the  chapel,  or  in  some  other 
place  if  so  directed  by  the  Faculty,  on  which  all  the  students  are  re- 
quired to  attend. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Pencfrud  JReligion. 

8bc.  12.  It  shall  be  regarded  by  all  connected  with  the  Seminary,  as 
a  matter  of  primary  importance,  to  lay  great  stress  on  Christian  chanc- 
ter  and  spiritual  life,  and  to  promote  a  high  grade  of  personal  piety  in 
students,  as  being  an  essential  qualification  for  eminent  usefnlnese  in 
the  ministry. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professors,  by  all  proper  means, 
to  set  forth  the  nature  and  obligation  of  true  godliness  and  the  means  of 
promoting  it,  and  to  encourage  and  cherish  in  the  students  its  life  and 
power,  and  the  unreserved  consecration  of  themselves  to  God. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  students,  remembering  their 
great  and  peculiar  obligations  to  holiness  with  its  bearing  on  their  nae- 
fulness  in  the  ministry,  to  maintain  and  promote,  by  the  divinely  ap- 
pointed means,  in  their  own  hearts  and  conduct,  the  spirit  of  true  and 
active  religion ;  to  observe  the  public  and  private  ordinances  of  divine 
worship,  and  in  all  things  to  have  a  conversation  becoming  their  Chris- 
tian relation  and  profession. 

CHAPTER  Vni. 

Seminary  Year, 

Sec.  15.  The  Seminary  Year,  divided  into  three  terms,  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  Wednesday  in  September,  and  end  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May  following. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Annual  Examination. 

Sec.  16.  There  shaU  be  in  each  year  a  public  examination  of  all  the 
classes,  beginning  on  Monday  before  Commencement  Day,  and  conducted 
by  the  Professors,  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  or  a  com- 
mittee of  the  same. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Commencement  of  Seminary, 

Sec.  17.  The  annual  commencement  exerdsea  of  the  seminary  shall 
be  held  on  the  last  day  of  the  seminary  year. 

Saa  1&  At  each  commencement  the  members  of  the  Senior  Glass, 
having  satisfactorily  completed  the  prescribed  course,  shall  have  such 
part  of  the  program  of  exercises,  as  may  be  ordered  and  approved  by 
the  Faculty. 
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Sec.  19.  The  Faculty,  if  deemed  advisable,  may  take  measures  to 
provide  for  an  annual  address  before  the  alumni  and  students  of  the 
seminary,  either  on  or  before  the  day  9f  the  commencement  exercises. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

Eeformaiion  Day. 

Sec.  20.  The  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  may  provide  for  the  proper 
observance  of  "Reformation  Day"  by  special  service,  including  address- 
es or  sermons  on  topics  connected  with  the  origin,  growth,  doctrine  and 
genius  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Societies  of  the  Seminary. 

Sec.  21.  No  Society  or  Association  shall  be  formed  or  established  by 
the  students  of  the  seminary,  without  permission  of  the  Faculty ;  and 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  all  the  societies  must  have  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty,  and  at  all  times  be  open  to  their  inspection. 


On  motion,  Revs.  David  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  Alvin  S.  Zerbe,  PhD., 
and  Lewis  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Monday, 
were  appointed  a  Committee  to  define  when  the  new  Constitution  and 
General  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Semina- 
ry shall  go  into  effect,  and  present  a  report  thereon. 

This  Committee  later  in  the  same  session  submitted  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  received  and  adopted: 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved,  That  the  new  Constitution  and  General  By-Laws  for  the 
government  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  adopted  by  this  Synod, 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  this  date  forward,  (Oct.,  7,  1889.) 

Resolved,  However,  that  the  rule  requiring  the  students  to  pass 
through  the  full  course  of  three  years'  study,  be  so  far  modified  that  the 
present  Senior  Class  in  the  Seminary,  be  requested,  and  not  required,  to 
remain  the  third  year.

CONCERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Synod,  the  Constitution,  By- 
Laws  and  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Education,  which  were  adopted  in  1880, 
and  modified  and  amended  during  the  present  sessions  of  Synod,  are 
here  embodied  in  the  printed  minutes,  in  connection  with  the  general 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary: 
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I.   ITS  CX)N8TITUTI0Nt 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Ohio  Synod  is  an  incorporated  body, 
and  the  following  Articles  of  Incoporation  shall  be  its  Constitution: 

1.  The  name  and  title  of  this  corporation  shall  be  **  The  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States," 

2.  The  principle  place  of  business  of  this  Board  shall  be  at  TiffiOt 
Seneca  County,  Ohio. 

3.  The  object  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  obtain  funds  by  gifts,  be- 
quests, collections  and  otherwise,  for  the  education  of  pious  but  indigent 
young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

4.  This  body  is  formed  for  purposes  other  than  profit. 

5.  All  the  property  of  the  corporation,  real,  personal  and  mixed, 
.-shall  be  managed  by  the  Trustees  in  trust  for  the  B<mrd  of  Education. 

6.  The  following  persons  shall  be  the  Trustees:  Rev.  Michael 
Louchs  for  one  year,  Rev.  Reuben  Good  for  two  years,  and  Rev.  Lewis 
H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  for  three  years;  Rev.  Jeremiah  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  for 
four  years  and  Rev.  Herman  Rust,  D.  D.,  for  hwe  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  chosen. 

7.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  accordingto  its  own  rules  and  regulations. 

8.  The  mode  in  which  the  income  of  the  Board  shall  be  applied 
to  reach  the  end  in  view,  and  the  conditions  under  which  it  shall  be 
given  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

II.    ITS  BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  Board  of  Education  which  is  also  to  be  a  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  Synod,  shall 
be  governed  by  this  Constitution  and  these  By-Laws. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Secretar>', 
and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
after  each  annual  meeting  of  Synod. 

3.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  hold  their  offices  permanently, 
that  is  until  they  resign  or  cease  to  be  members  of  the  Board,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  and  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Board.  He  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to 
Synod  (to  be  first  laid  before  the  Board  or  Executive  Committee,  if  pos- 
sible,) and  whenever  the  funds  of  the  Board  shall  need  replenishing,  it 
shall' be  his  duty  (in  connection  with  the  President)  to  make  appropriate 
efforts  to  obtain  additional  funds,  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  require  the 
signature  of  each  beneficiary  student  when  taken  on  the  Board  to  two 
copies  of  the  Rules  of  the  Board,  one  to  be  kept  by  the  student  and  one  to 
be  deposited  with  the  Secretarv 
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5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  hold  and  disburse  all  funds  according 
to  the  regulations  and  directions  of  the  Board. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  two  annual  meetings:  one  at  Synod,  at  S  a.  m  . 
after  the  day  of  their  election,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  electing  a 
President  and  Executive  Committee;  and  one  at  4  p.  m.  on  the  day  of  the 
annual  commencement  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  professors  in  the 
Seminary,  together  with  such  members  resident  in  Tiffin  and  vicinity 
as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board,  and  shall  hold  their  office  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  attend  to  all  business  ad  interim^  when  such  becomes  necessary. 

8.  The  Board  of  Education  through  its  proper  officers,  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  report  of  its  work  during  the 
current  year,  with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary. 

9.  These  By-IjEiwB  may  from  time  to  time  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  such  amendments  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  at  a  previous  meeting. 

10.  At  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  five  members 
present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

11.  Whenever  rendered  necessary  the  President  and  Secretary,  or  the 
Executive  Committee,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 

12.  The  following  shall  be  the  Rules  of  the  Board  with  reference  to  the 
young  men  assisted  for  the  ministry,  which  shall  be  printed  and  strictly 
enforced: 

III.      RULES  OP   THE  BOARD. 

1.  Every  young  man,  applying  for  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  his  stud- 
ies for  the  holy  ministry,  must  give  the  Board  satisfactory  evidence  that 
he  has  given  the  subject  serious  and  prayerful  consideration,  and  has 
come  to  the  settled  conclusion  that  he  has  been  called  of  God  to  this 
work,  and  that  he  will  remain  fixed  in  his  present  purpose. 

2.  Young  men  applying  for  aid  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimo- 
nialfifrom  their  Pastors  and  the  Consistories  of  the  congregations  to 
which  they  belong,  of  good  standing  as  to  their  moral  and  Christian  char- 
acter, and  aptness  to  learn. 

3.  It  is  required  that  all  the  beneficiaries,  receiving  aid  from  this 
Bo£U-d,  place  themselves  under  the  care  of  one  of  the  Classes  of  the  Syn- 
od of  Ohio,  to  which  they  must  report,  at  least  once  a  year,  either  in 
person  or  in  writing,  so  that  the  classes  may  be  informed  of  their  moral 
character  and  their  standing  in  their  studies. 

4.  This  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  several  classes  of 
the  conduct  of  students  under  their  special  care. 

5.  AH  the  young  men  under  the  care  of  the  Board  are  expected  to 
maintain  an  upright  and  Christian  deportment;  to  give  due  attention  to 
their  studies  and  recitations;  to  be  punctual  in  their  attendance  upon 
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the  religioas  services  connected  with  the  College  and  Seminary;  abso 
lutely  to  refrain  from  such  tricks  and  improprieties  as  are  calculated  to 
weaken  the  moral  force  of  the  Institution,  and  injure  the  cause  of  bene- 
ficiary education.  Any  one  disregarding  these  requirements,  or  absenting 
himself  repeatedly  from  the  regular  religious  services  of  the  chapel, 
without  being  excused  by  the  President  of  the  College,  or  of  the  Semina- 
ry, shall  forfeit  his  appropriation. 

6.  The  young  gentlemen  under  the  care  of  this  Board  are  enjoined 
to  exercise  strict  economy  and  self-denial,  so  as  to  make  it  apparent 
that  they  really  need  the  support  they  receive.  They  are  to  contract  no 
debts  which  they  have  no  means  to  pay,  and  to  indulge  in  no  unneces- 
sary or  expensive  habits,  such  as  the  use  of  tobacco,  buggy  or  sleigh- 
riding,  frequent  attendance  upon  concerts,  and  places  of  amusement,  and 
such  things  as  would  not  be  approved  of,  by  at  least  a  very  large  number 
of  those,  who  contribute  the  funds  with  which  they  are  supported. 

7.  Any  one  finding  it  necessary  to  absent  himself  from  the  College, 
or  Seminary,  so  as  to  raise  funds,  by  teaching  or  otherwise,  to  help  him 
along  in  his  studies,  shall  obtain  permission  from  the  Faculty  before 
leaving,  and  shall  report  during  his  absence  from  time  to  time. 

8.  Every  beneficiary,  on  receiving  his  appropriation  shall  sign  the 
following  obligation,  which  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
for  safe  keeping:

One  day  after  date,  for  value  received,  1  promise  to  pay  to  REV. 
LEWIS  H.  KEFAUVER,  D.  D.,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  or  to  his 
successor  in  office,  or  order,  the  sum  of Dollars. 

9.  The  beneficiary  aid  advanced  to  any  student  preparing  for  the 
work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  under  the  care  of  this  Board,  is  not  to  be 
regarded  as  a  loan  to  be  refunded  by  the  recipient,  but  a  sa  cheerful  con- 
tribution towards  the  expense  of  his  education,  subject  to  the  conditions 
named  in  rules  10  and  11. 

10.  Any  young  man  under  the  care  of  this  Board  who  may  volun- 
tarily abandon  his  purpose  to  prepare  himself  for  the  ministry,  or  who 
may  be  discontinued  in  consequence  of  a  failure  to  comply  with  the 
rules  of  the  Board,  or  who  after  graduation  does  not  continue  in  the  ac- 
tive ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church,  in  U.  S.  for  at  least  ten  years,  un- 
less in  the  judgement  of  the  Board  or  Committee  is  providentially  hin- 
dered, shall  be  required  to  pay  back,  at  once,  the  amount  he  may  have 
received! 

11.  The  above  named  obligation,  reiiuired  in  rule  8,  covering?  the  en- 
tire amount  advanced,  shall  be  secured  by  bondsmen  or  otherwise,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  The  young  men  under  the  care  of  this  Board,  are  earnestly  re- 
quested not  to  enter  into  matrimonial  engagements,  at  least  in  the  earlv 
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part  of  their  course.    If  any  one  shall  enter  the  married  state,  during  his 
course,  his  appropriation  shall  cease. 

13.  Every  beneficiary  under  the  care  of  this  Board  is  enjoined  to  re- 
gard it  as  an  object  of  primary  importance  to  grow  continually  in  a  spirit 
of  enlightened  devotion,  and  fervent  piety,  deeply  impressed  with  the 
sentiment  that  without  this,  all  other  acquisitions  will  be  of  compara- 
tively little  worth  either  to  himself,  or  the  Church.  It  is,  therefore,  affec- 
tionately recommended  to  each  one  that  he  give  himself  to  the  diligent 
study  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  so  that  while 
lie  is  advancing  in  his  studies,  he  may  at  the  same  time  grow  in  the 
knowledge  and  grace  of  the  Lord,  and  so  be  an  example,  in  word  and 
in  doctrine. 

14.  Every  young  man  on  being  received  under  the  care  of  this  Board, 
sliall  subscribe  to  these  rules,  and  promise  to  conform  himself  to  them, 
and  also  use  his  influence  to  get  all  his  fellow-students  to  do  the  same.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  following  reports  having  reference  to  the  college  were  received, 
considered  and  adopted : 

I.      ANNUAL  REPORT. 

i.    Report  of  the  Board  of  TrugUes. 

Dear  Brethren  : — Heidelberg  College,  like  most  of  the  colleges  of 
Ohio,  is  the  child  of  the  chnrch.  It  is  well  this  is  so,  as  the  college  in 
this  way  does  not  only  secure  the  fostering  care  and  support  of  the 
church,  but  is  also  made  to  partake  of  its  life  and  spirit,  so  that  the  eda- 
cation  which  it  imparts  is  Christian  and  not  merely  secular.  This  is  a 
point  of  such  importance  that  we  wish  to  give  special  prominence  to  it 
in  our  report,  and  would  congratulate  the  synod  in  the  noble  work  in 
which  it  is  thus  engaged.  Knowledge  being  a  power  for  good  or  evil  as 
it  is  used,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  culture  which  our 
children  receive,  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  fit  them  for  the  bestdti- 
asenship  and  most  extensive  usefulness  in  life. 

Heidelberg  College,  we  are  glad  to  say,  has  endeavored  to  remain  true 
to  its  original  character  and  purpose,  so  as  to  meet  the  expectations  of 
its  founders,  who  were  men  of  prayer  and  of  great  religious  earnestness. 
As  proof  of  this  it  points  with  pride  to  the  large  number  of  its  graduates, 
who  have  entered  the  Christian  ministry  and  are  giving  their  lives  to 
the  blessed  work  of  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ,  so  that  the  church 
while  it  has  been  liberal  in  its  support  has,  in  turn,  been  benefitted  by 
the  influence  and  labors  of  those  to  whom  it  has  extended  the  privilege 
and  means  of  a  li>^'«i  *»^«cation. 
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The  work  of  the  college  during  the  last  year  has  been  like  that  of  the 
former,  wholly  in  the  interest  of  Christian  education,  and  has  been 
marked  with  encouraging  results.  The  attendance  and  conduct  of  the 
students  have  been  gratifying,  and  give  ample  proof  that  the  young 
gentlemen  and  ladies  connected  with  the  college  have  not  only  improv- 
ed intellectually,  but  have  also  been  strengthened  in  their  endeavors 
and  purposes  to  fit  themselves  for  eminent  usefulness  in  life.  Accord- 
ing to  the  last  annual  catalogue  there  were  258  students  enrolled  in  the 
several  departments,  which,  when  we  call  to  mind  the  many  colleges 
all  around,  well  equipped  and  largely  endowed,  is  a  fair  showing  and 
ought  to  satisfy  its  friends  it  is  doing  a  good  work. 

But  while  the  attendance  last  year  was  encouraging,  we  are  pleased  to 
say  that  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term  of  this  year,  on  the  4th  of  Sep- 
tenaber,  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  college,  giving  evidence 
of  its  growing  popularity.  The  enrollment  of  new  students  for  this 
year  to  the  present  time  is  80  in  the  college  and  academy,  1 1  in  the 
Theological  Seminary,  10  in  the  Conservatory  of  of  Music,  6  in  the  Art  « 
and  10  in  the  Commercial  department,  making  117  in  all.  The  attend- 
ance in  all  the  branches  is  about  230,  of  which  number  114  are  in  the 
college  proper,  distributed  in  the  classes  as  follows ;  10  in  the  Senior, 
32  in  the  Junior,  33  in  the  Sophomore  and  39  in  the  Freshman  class, 
a  footing  that  must  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the 
college. 

There  are  now  12  professors  who  give  their  entire  attention  to  the 
work  of  the  college  including  those  who  have  charge  of  the  Conservatory 
of  Music,  Art  and  Commercial  branches.  There  are  three  courses  of  study, 
the  Classical,  Scientific,  and  Literary,  each  of  which  is  thorough  and 
complete  in  its  line,  and  well  adapted  to  promote  true  culture  and  dis- 
cipline. The  field  of  study  has  become  so  broad  that  some  limitations 
and  specialties  are  necessary  for  those  who  have  different  aptitudes, 
vocations  and  spheres  to  fill  in  life. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  debt  of  several  thousand 
dollars  which  rested  on  the  new  college  building  a  year  ago,  is  now 
all  paid.  It  has,  by  hard  and  persistent  efforts,  been  reduced  to  about 
$1000  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June,  when  to  the  joy  of  all, 
S.  S.  Rickly  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  had  already  shown  his  interest 
in  the  college  by  his  former  contributions,  assumed  the  entire  debt, 
thus  placing  the  church  and  friends  of  the  college  under  many  obhga- 
tions  to  him  for  his  liberality. 

The  college  has  been  fortunate  in  being  the  recipient  of  several  large 
donations  during  the  last  year,  which  will  place  the  Endowment  Fund 
upon  a  better  basis  than  it  has  ever  been.  Thus  far  the  income  has  not 
been  sufficient  to  cover  all  the  current  expenses,  so  that  we  closed  our 
last  year's  work  with  a  debt  of  $1,442  on  the  Contingent  Fund.  This 
we  hope  to  reduce  very  largely,  by  means  of  the  large  donation  made  a 
year  ago  by  Elder  A.  H.  Banghman  of  Xenia,  Ohio,  of  which  mention 
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was  made  in  our  last  annual  report.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we 
report  the  sum  of  $5,000  bequeathed  Heidelberg  College  by  Samuel  H. 
Bibighaus  of  Philadelphia.  This  was  altogether  unsolicited  and  un- 
known until  his  will  w^as  probated  in  the  early  part  of  this  year,  which 
makes  it  the  more  acceptable,  as  it  was  his  own  free,  spontaneous  act, 
prompted  by  a  pious,  generous  heart  full  of  love  to  God  and  his  cause. 
Long  may  the  name  of  Samuel  H.  Bibighaus  be  cherished  with  fond 
recollection  by  the  friends  of  the  college,  and  his  example  be  an  incen- 
tive to  others  to  do  likewise. 

The  present  endowment  of  the  college,  including  notes  that  are  pre- 
sumably good,  scattered  over  the  synod,  many  of  which  are  payable  at 
the  death  of  the  donors,  amounts  to  about  $1 15,000,  whilst  the  campus 
and  buildings  thereon  ought  to  be  worth  nearly  as  much.  The  Lord 
has  been  very  gracious  to  us  in  inclining  his  people  to  give,  and  pkce 
the  college  in  a  position  to  do  the  work  it  is  doing.  To  his  name  be  all 
the  praise. 

The  synod  will  also  be  pleased  to  learn  that  Rev.  JohnKo6t,LL.  D.,late 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Florida,  but  now  President  of  the  Poly- 
technic Institute  soon  to  be  established,  and  Professor  of  Paleontology 
in  our  college,  has  donated,  with  only  a  few  reservations,  his  large  and 
valuable  Museum,  estimated  as  worth  from  thirty  to  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  to  Heidelberg  College.  This  munificent  gift  was  made  upon 
the  condition  that  the  college  be  raised  to  a  University,  and  a  building 
be  erected  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  furnish  a  home  for  the  museum. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  held  a  meeting  on  the  10th  of  September  to  con- 
sider the  proposition,  and  after  mature  deliberation,  concluded  it  would 
be  unwise  to  refuse  an  offer  which  had  so  much  promise  of  good  in  it 
both  for  the  college  and  church,  and  therefore  gratefully  accepted  it,  and 
took  the  preliminary  steps  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  a  universi- 
ty, and  the  erection  of  a  building  such  as  would  meet  the  necessities  of 
the  case.  All  this  means  more  hard  work  and  enlarged  liberality  if  we 
would  succeed  in  our  undertaking.  But  coming  as  it  did  without  any 
solicitation  on  our  part,  it  seemed  as  if  the  hand  of  God  was  in  it,  open- 
idg  the  way  for  greater  prosperity  and  enlargement  in  our  educational 
work.  To  falter  under  such  circumstances  and  refuse  to  follow  the 
leadings  of  Providence  would  have  been  unwise  and  criminal,  and  would 
have  incurred  the  displeasure  of  God.  The  Board  therefore  cherishes 
the  hope  that  synod  will  approve  its  action  and  give  it  such  support  as 
will  guarantee  success  in  premises. 

We  regret  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  informing  the  synod  that  our 
Agent,  H.  Ix^onard  has  been  disabled,  in  consequence  of  severe  affliction, 
of  doing  any  work  for  the  college  during  the  year,  and  that  he  is  pros- 
tratoti  with  little  hope  of  recovery  at  his  advanced  age.  The  prayers  of 
the  synoil  are  asked  in  his  behalf  that  he  may  enjoy  the  sustaining 
grace  of  (nxi,  so  as  to  be  able  to  bear  up  under  his  affliction  with 
patience  and  submission  to  the  Divine  will  in  the  hope  of  a  blessed 
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reward  in  heaven  for  all  the  labor,  toil  and  self-denial  which  he  endared 
in  the  interest  of  the  college. 

There  is  much  that  we  ought  yet  add  to  our  report,  but  we  trust  suf- 
ficient has  been  said  to  enable  the  synod  to  form  a  just  conception  of 
the  work  done  in  our  college  in  the  advancement  of  Christian  education, 
and  that  its  Board  has  been  true  to  the  trust  committed  to  its  care. 

Wishing  the  synod  great  success  in  its  work,  and  asking  its  co>opera- 

tion  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  we  submit  our  report  in  behalf  of  the 

Board  of  Trustees.

Your  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Oar  report  is  based  on  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  of  the  continued  .prosperity  of  the  college. 
The  number  of  students,  we  are  glad;  to  learn,  is  larger  than  ever 
before.  The  work  of  paying  the  debt  on  the  new  building  has  met 
with  remarkable  success.  We  are  able  to  report  that  the  debt  of  sever- 
al thousand  dollars  resting  on  tlie  new  building  a  year  ago,  is  now  all 
paid.  There  is  indeed,  good  reason  for  thanksgiving  and  praise.  Be- 
sides we  learn  that  the  way  seems  open  for  Heidelberg  College  ^soon  to 
become  Heidelberg  University. 

We  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Retolvedy  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  given  by  Rev, 
Dr.  G.  W.  WiUiard,  be  adopted. 

Reffolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  this  synod  be  tendered  to  Pres- 
ident Williard,  and  all  who  assisted  in  continued  and  untiring  efforts  in 
behalf  of  Heidelberg  College. 

Resolved f  That  Christian  education,  and  the  claims  of  our  institution 
at  Tiffin,  be  kept  before  the  minds  of  the  people. 

W'HEREAS,  Rev.  John  Kost,  LL.  D.,  late  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Florida,  through  the  friendship  and  influence  of  Dr.  Swander,  author 
of  "The  Reformed  Church,"  has  shown  a  remarkable  interest  in  our  in- 
stitution at  Tiffin  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  synod  be  expressed  to  Dr.  Swander  for 
using  his  influence  in  behalf  of  Heidelberg,  and  to  Rev.  John  Kost,  LL. 
D.,  for  his  liberal  gift  to  the  institution. 

Resolved y  That  this  synod  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees

in  accepting  the  liberal  offer  of  Dr.  Kost  to  donate  his  entire  moseum 
to  Heidelberg  College,  with  a  few  exceptions,  npon  the  condition  that 
the  college  be  raised  to  a  university  and  erect  a  building  of  suffideDt 
dimensions  to  mount  and  exhibit  it  and  that  it  hereby  pledges  itaelf  to 
aid  in  carrying  out  the  conditions.

Kost,  by  urging  a  collection  on  College  Day  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
building  for  the  Museum. 

Resolved^  That  synod  has  heard  with  great  pleasure  and  gratitude  that 
Samuel  S.  Rickly  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  generously  relieved  the  college  of 
the  entire  indebtedness  upon  the  new  building  by  assuming  the  obliga- 
tion of  one  thousand  dollars  which  rested  upon  it.

ARTICLE  XVI. 

BENEVOLENT   AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

Society  for  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon  session 
on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  5  that  a  financial  statement  was  at  hand 
from  Rev.  Simon  S.  Miller,  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  Relief  of  Min- 
isters and  their  Widows,  requesting  our  prayers  and  alms  in  behalf  of 
said  society.  The  item  was  adopted,  and  the  subject  matter  thereof  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  Henry  M.  Herman, 
Samuel  Shaw  and  Elder  Henry  Stoner.  This  committee,  during  the 
same  afternoon  session,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and 

adopted : 

The  special  committee  on  item  5  in  report  of  committee  on  Overtures, 
referring  to  the  Society  for  Relief  of  aged  Ministers,  and  Widows  of  de- 
ceased ministers,  would  report  as  follows :  The  documents  placed  in 
oar  hands  are  as  follows :  A  communication  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Society  for  Relief  of  Ministers,  and  an  action  of  Miami  Classis  requesting 
synod  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $500  to  said  Board. 

Your  committee  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  this  department 
of  church  benevolence,  and  the  solemn  duty  of  the  membership  of  the 
Reformed  Church  to  provide  for  her  aged  and  indigent  ministers.  It 
needs  no  argument  to  convince  any  one  of  the  Christian  duty  involved. 
That  we  as  a  synod  have  reason  to  be  deeply  humiliated  because  of 
shortcomings  in  this  particular  need,  but  know  how  little  we  have  done 
in  this  direction. 

But  four  of  the  classes  of  the  Ohio  Synod  contributed  to  this  work  as 

follows : 

Miami  Clasgis  with  its  5,281  members  contributed  $126.61.  Tuscarawas 
with  3,927  members  contributed  $101.06.  Eastern  Ohio,  with  2,991  mem- 
bers contributed  $32.36,  and  Tiffin  with  2,214  members  contributed 
$28.45.  St,  Joseph  and  Lancaster  Classis  contributed  nothing.  The  Synod 
of  Ohio  with  19,400  members  contributed  the  small  sum  of  $288.48,  and 
received  in  return,  $155.00,  leaving  only  $133.48  for  an  endowment  not 
quite  one  and  a-half  cents  contributed  per  member  for  this  important 
and  well  deserving  object  of  Christian  benevolence. 

These  aged  and  worthy  brethren  are  not  objects  of  charity,  and  ought 
not  to  be  regarded  in  that  light.  They  served  the  church  faithfully  and 
well  until  the  infirmities  of  age  admonished  them  to  give  the  work  over 
to  others.    They  are  worthy  of  their  hire.    The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
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hire.  Woe  unto  them  who  withholdeth  their  wages  from  them.  Your 
committee  would  most  earnestly  urge  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  this  synod  to  this  work,  and  to  enjoin  upon  every  minister  of  synod, 
to  present  to  the  membership  of  his  charge  this  matter  and  ask  contri- 
butions for  the  same. 

'Eesolvedf  That  the  synod  grant  the  request  of  Miami  Glassis,  asking 
synod  to  contribute  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Board  for  the 
relief  of  disabled  ministers,  as  a  part  of  an  endowment  fund,  the  interest 
of  which  only  is  to  be  used. 

Resolvedf  That  synod  reiterates  its  action  taken  at  the  Synod  at  Lan- 
caster, viz :  That  each  classis  of  synod  be  requested  to  constitute  at  least 
one  of  its  ministers  a  life  member  of  said  society,  each  year  until  all  the 
ministers  of  classis  is  enrolled  as  a  life  member  in  said  society. 

Reaolved,  That  our  prayers  and  sympathies  shall  go  up  to  a  throne  of 
grace  in  behalf  of  our  aged  fathers  and  mothers  in  Israel,  who  becaoBe 
of  the  weight  of  years  and  labors  have  been  compelled  to  retire  from  the 
work  of  the  Master  in  his  vineyard.

The  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip. 

The  Standing  Ck>mmittee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon  session 
on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  4  that  a  communication  was  received 
from  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip, 
calling  the  attention  of  synod  to  the  relation  the  Brotherhood  sustained 
to  the  church.  The  item  was  adopted,  and  the  subject  matter  thereof 
referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  John  A.  Seits,  Isaac 
A.  Sites  and  Elder  Josiah  Rohrbaugh.  This  committee,  daring  the 
afternoon  session  on  Monday,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted : 

Your  special  committee  appointed  on  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew 
and  Philip,  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report. 

The  documents  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  were  a  coDunun- 
ication  firom  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Brotherhood,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  constitution,  manual  of  the  Brotherhood,  and  a  copy  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  first  annual  convention. 

After  carefully  examining  these  documents,  we  desire  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  synod  to  several  prominent  features  of  the  Brotherhood, 
which  should  commend  the  society  to  synod  as  an  organization,  worthy 
of  its  support,  sympathy  and  prayers,  and  eminently  fitted  to  enlist  the 
young  men  of  the  Reformed  Church  into  active  service  for  the  Haster. 
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The-  object  of  the  Brotherhood  is  certainly  a  commendable  one,  viz : 
"the  spread  of  Christ's  kingdom  among  young  men."  This  alone  should 
commend  it  to  the  hearty  support  of  every  pastor  and  elder  of  this 
synod.  And  especially  so,  when  we  consider  what  has  been  done  dur- 
ing its  brief  existence  of  little  more  than  a  year,  and  the  many  favorable 
endorsements  it  has  received  by  many  of  the  leading  men  throughout 
the  church. 

Another  feature  of  the  organization  is  its  simplicity  of  worship,  viz: 
"rule  of  prayer,  and  rule  of  service."  It  is  evident,  when  young  men 
once  form  habits  of  prayer,  and  attend  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  reg- 
ularly, we  may  hope  to  win  them  for  Christ,  and  thus  utilize  them  to  a 
better  advantage  in  the  Master's  work — this  is  what  the  Brotherhood 
aims  to  accomplish. 

Another  commendable  feature  of  the  Brotherhood  is,  that  none  but 
young  men  of  worthy  character  can  become  members,  and  upon  becom- 
ing members  they  pledge  themselves  "to  make  an  earnest  effort  each 
week  to  bring  at  least  one  young  man  within  hearing  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  as  set  forth  in  the  services  of  the  church,  young  people's 
prayer  meetings,  and  yoimg  men's  Bible  classes."  Moreover  it  is  not 
an  organization  independent  of  the  church,  but  it  is  an  organization  in 
the  church,  and  part  of  the  church,  and  renders  obedience  to  all  author- 
ity of  the  church,  so  that,  no  chapter  can  be  organized  in  any  congrega- 
tion without  the  consent  of  the  pastor  and  consistory  of  said  congrega- 
tion. Your  committee  therefore  recommends  the  following  resolutions 
to  this  synod  for  adoption : 

Betolved,  That  we  recognize  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip  to 
be  an  organization  eminently  fitted  to  bring  young  men  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

Re^olvedf  That  synod  calls  the  attention  of  the  several  classes,  and  the 
various  pastoral  charges  to  the  Brotherhood,  and  recommends  that 
wherever  practicable  chapters  of  the  Brotherhood  be  organized.

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  following  reports  were  received,  considered  and  adopted: 

i.  report  of  the  board  of  sunday  schools. 

Dear  Bbkthren:— 

Your  Board  organized  during  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Dayton,  0., 
October,  1888,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  A.  E.  Baichly,  President,  and  Rev. 
E.  P.  Herbruck,  Secretary. 
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'  That  was  the  only  meeting  held  daring  the  year. 

Since  the  concentration  of  the  Sunday-school  interests  of  the  church 
within  the  Board  of  General  Synod,  there  has  been  little  for  oar  Boaid 
to  do  besides  the  general  oversight  of  the  Sunday-school  work  of  oar 
Synod,  gathering  statistics,  &c.,  which  it  has  done  to  the  best  of  its  abili- 
ty, but  despite  its  best  efforts  were  only  able  to  secure  very  incomplete 
tables  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  those  whose  business  it  is  to  famish 
such  reports  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  would  again  ask  synod  to  caution  the  proper  persons 
against  such  indifference  and  insist  upon  complete  statistics  being  fur- 
nished. 

Since  synod  at  Dayton  ordered  the  publication  of  new  statistical 
blanks,  (an  order  which  has  not  yet  been  complied  with)  we  ask  again 
that  synod  now  have  the  new  blanks  printed  and  distributed. 

Conventions. 

All  the  classes  of  synod  held  their  regular  annual  Sunday-school  Con- 
ventions during  the  year.  The  programmes  of  Miami,  Tiffin,  Lancaster 
and  Tuscarawas  Classes,  accompany  this  report. 

From  reports  received  we  learn  that  the  conventions  were  full  of  inter- 
est, were  profitable  and  resulted  in  good  to  the  cause.  They  also  indi- 
cate that  the  interests  of  the  Sunday-school  in  the  different  sections  of 
the  church  are  being  well  cared  for,  and  that  the  church  is  reaping  great 
blessing  and  harvest  therefrom. 

Festivals. 

The  festivals  of  the  church  have  been  observed  in  an  appropriate  and 
fitting  manner.  ''Childrens'  Day''  has  been  more  largely  celebrated  than 
ever  and  with  increased  results. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  synod  designate  some  paHicu- 
lar  object  to  which  the  Children's  Day  collections  shall  be  devoted,  l)e- 
Ifeving  that  the  aggregation  of  these  collections  in  the  sight  of  the 
church  and  the  children,  as  is  done  by  other  churches,  will  be  an  help- 
ful inspiration  and  secure  even  larger  results.  The  synod  may  designate 
an  object  permanently  or  at  each  session. 

Your  Board  congratulates  the  church  upon  its  progress  in  the  Sun- 
day-school work  and  calls  upon  you  to  join  us  in  devoutest  praise  to  God. 
Let  us  be  zealous  for  the  salvation  of  the  children,  the  young  men  and 
maidens  of  the  church  and  the  world,  and  when  the  tide  comes  in,  it  will 
bear  upon  its  bosom  the  blessings  and  approval  of  God,  to  whom  with 
the  Son  and  the  Holy-Ghost  be  all  the  praise.    Amen. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  terms  of  Rev.  E.  R.  Wil- 
liard  and  Dr.  H.  M.  Herman,  expire  at  this  meeting  of  synod.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  daring  the  morDing 
session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  25  that  Bev.  James  T.  Hale  had 
taken  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  Miami  ClassiB,  adopted  at  a  spedal 
meeting  held  in  TremontCity,  Ohio,  July  29-31, 1889,  deposing  him  from 
the  office  of  the  holy  ministry. 

The  same  committee  also  reported  in  item  26  that  Miami  Claasis  had 
appointed  Revs.  I.  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  S.  B,  Yockey  and  R.  B.  Reichard  as 
counsel  to  defend  its  action  in  deposing  Rev.  James  T.  Hale  before  the 
Ohio  Synod. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon  session  on 
Thursday,  reported  in  item  1  that  an  appeal  of  Mr.  James  T.  Hale  from 
certain  actions  of  Miami  Classis,  according  to  which,  said  classia  foasd 
him  guilty  in  several  charges  and  deposed  him  from  the  gospel  ministry. 

Thereupon,  on  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Mr.  James  T.  Hale,  together  with  all  the 
papers  bearing  on  the  case,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  examine 
whether  it  be  in  order,  and  if  found  in  order  to  report  the  manner  in 
which  it  shall  be  considered  before  synod. 

The^'committee  consists  of  Revs.  David  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  H.  H.  W. 
Hibshman,  D.  D.,  Geo.  W.  Henning  and  Elders  Joseph  Yeager  and  Dan- 
iel W.  Souder.  This  committee,  during  the  afternoon  session  on  Thurs- 
day, submitted  their  report  which  was  received  and  adopted: 

Youifcommittee  appointed  on  the  appeal  of  Rev.  James  T.  Hale  from 
the  action  of  Miami  Classis,  taken  on  the  29th,  30th,  and  3Ist  days  of  last 
July,  deposing  him  from  the  holy  ministry,  would  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  documents  submitted  to  them,  viz:  the  Minutes  of  the 
Special  Meeting  of  the  Classis  relating  to  the  case;  the  articles  of  appeal 
of  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Hale  with  reasons;  and  the  written  statement  of  Rev. 
D.  W.  Ebbert,  President  of  Miami  Classis,  to  the  effect  that  the  reasons 
of  appeal  were  lodged  with  him  within  the  ten  days  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  meeting  at  which  the  trial  took  place,  required  by  Article  30 
of  the  Constitution. 

Your  committee  find 

1.  That  the  appeal  is  in  order. 

2.  That  we  respecf  ully  recommend  that  the  case  be  heard  by  synod  on 
Friday  morning,  immediately  after  the  hearing  of  the  address  of  the  del- 
egate of  the  Central  Synod. 

3.  That  all  the  documents  relating  to  the  case  be  read. 

4.  That  one  hour  be  allowed  to  the  appellant  or  his  attorneys;  and 
that  one  hour  be  allowed  the  classis  or  its  attorneys;  and  that  thirty  min  • 
utes  additional  be  allowed  the  appellant  to  cIoee« 
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5.    After  which,  that  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  synod.

At  the  time  proposed  in  the  report,  the  appeal  was  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration. As  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  coun- 
sel for  the  appellee,  Rev.  Rufus  C.  Zartman  was  appointed  stated  clerk 
pro  temf  who  read  the  papers  in  the  case.  It  was  ordered  that  only  that 
portion  of  the  testimony  relating  to  the  charges  sustained  by  the  class- 
is  be  read.  The  appellant  (James  T.  Hale)  was  heard  through  his  coun- 
sel Revs.  Dr.  H.  M.  Herman,  A.  E.  Baichly  and  Dr.  S.  C.  Goss;  and  the 
appellee  (Miami  Classis)  was  heard  in  reply  through  its  counsel,  Revs. 
Dr.  I.  H.  Reiter,  S.  B.  Yockey  and  D.  W.  Ebbert. 

In  the  progress  of  the  case,  when  the  consideration  of  the  third  charge 
was  reached  the  counsel  for  the  appellant  raised  a  constitutional  objec- 
tion to  it  and  presented  reasons  therefor.  The  ground  of  this  objection 
was  that,  as  theTdate  of !  the  offense  was  December,  30,  1887,  it  was  not 
preferred  within  the  time  required  by  Article  96  of  the  Constitution, 
and  therefore  ought  to  be  set  aside.  The  reply  on  the  part  of  the  counsel 
for  the  appellee  was  that  said  third  charge  did  not  come  within  the  cat- 
egory and  meaning  of  a  '^scandal,''  being  different  in  a  legal  and  moral 
aspect,  and  therefore  not  subject  to  the  prescribed  limitation  of  Article 
96,  nor  applicable  in  this  case. 

The  discussion  proceeded  at  some  length.  At  the  close  of  the  discus- 
sion, the  President  of  Synod  decided  that  the  point  made  by  the  ap- 
pellant be  sustained,  and  that  the  third  charge  and  the  testimony  under 
it  be  ruled  out.  From  this  decision  the  counsel  for  the  classis  appealed, 
and  stated  the  reasons  for  such  appeal.  A  rising  vote  was  ordered.  The 
decision  of  the  chair  was  not  sustained,  there  being  24  votes  for  and  27 
against  sustaining  it. 

Thereupon  the  counsel  for  the  appellant  gave  notice  of  the  exceptions 
taken  to  the  action  of  the  synod,  based  on  Article  96  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Then  the  reading  of  the  testimeny  was  continued  and  completed;  fol- 
lowed by  the  arguments  of  the  counsel  on  both  sides  according  to  the  or- 
der prescribed. 

At  the  close  of  the  arguments  in  the  case,  the  counsel  for  the  appellant 
and  for  the  appellee  asked  permission  to  confer  together  for  a  short  time, 
with  the  view  if  possible  to  agree  upon  some  action  as  a  substitute  for  a 
direct  vote  on  the  main  question, (viz:  shall  the  appeal  of  James  T.  Hale 
be  sustained?)  After  some  consultation  the  counsel  in  the  case  reported 
that  they  bad  reached  an  agreement.    Thereupon,  on  motion,  it  was 
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BeacHved^  That  the  order  of  procedure  adopted  by  synod  in  the  pending 
case,  be  suspended  so  as  to  enable  the  synod  to  hear  and  consider  the 
proposed  action  of  the  joint  counsel. 

Then  the  joint  counsel  submitted  the  following  action,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted: 

^  Whbbeas,  The  order  of  procedure  in  this  appeal  case  has  been  suspend- 
ed, and  thus  opens  the  way  to  propose  a  substitute  for  a  direct  vote  on 
the  main  question,  we,  the  undersigned  counsel  in  the  case  pending,  sub- 
mit by  mutual  agreement  the  following  action  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  synod  recommends  that  the  sentence  of  James  T. 
Hale  by  Miami  Classis  be  changed  from  deposition  to  suspension,  and 
that  upon  proper  evidence  of  penitence  and  reformation  Miami  Classis 
jestore  him  to  the  functions  of  his  office.

The  special  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  items  4  and  10  in  the 
report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  would  respect- 
fully report  the  following  action  for  adoption : 

Whereas,  The  pastoral  charges  in  St.  Joseph  Classis  are  widely  apart 
geographically,  and  the  holding  of  a  special  meeting  of  classis  is  the  oc- 
casion of  much  expense  and  inconvenience  to  those  attending  upon  it; 
and 

Whereas,  The  meeting  in  question  lacked  only  one  member  to  com- 
plete the  constitutional  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  afore-named  extenuating  circumstances, 
syiiod  does  hereby  excuse  St.  Joseph  Classis  for  the  irregularity  of  tnins- 
acting  business  without  a  quorum,  and  that  synod  grants  their  respect- 
ful overture  to  ratify  the  action  taken  by  a  quorum  minus  one  member.

PUBLICATION. 

The  following  reports  pertaining  to  publication  were  received,  consid- 
ered and  adopted : 

I.      REPORT   OF  THE    BOARD   OF   PUHLICATION. 

Your  Board  respectfully  presents  the  following  report : 
Because  this  church  interest  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the  synod  its 
importance  is  perhaps  too  generally  underestimated.  It  is  possible  that 
a  denomination  might  survive  the  death  of  its  publication  house,  but 
its  highest  point  of  usefulness  could  not  be  attained.  It  is  a  recognized 
helper  in  all  church  work.  The  missionary  claims  a  place  in  its  columns 
by  which  to  present  to  the'  membership  of  the  church  the  importance 
of  his  work  and  the  necessity  of  general  co-operation.  The  solicitor  for 
endowment  and  contingent  funds,  feels  that  he  is  neglecting  a  larger 
opportunity  to  accomplish  his  work  if  he  fails  to  make  use  of  the  relig- 
ious paper.  It  is  an  honorable  channel  through  which  he  can  make  his 
appeals  and  also  statement  of  work  already  accomplished.  On  its 
pages  from  week  to  week,  truths  may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  all 
which  will  be  immensely  helpful  to  both  ])astor  and  people.  A  liberty 
can  be  exercised  here  wliich  would  not  be  appropriate  on  the  pulpit. 
It  also  tends  to  create  a  unity  of  sentiment  and  sympathy  in  all  our 
church   enterprises.    '^^''^  •"  of  immeasurable  service.    To  be  of  one 
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mind,  having  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is  to  triumph.  The  church '  jmper  is 
perhaps  the  best  means  to  accomplish  this.  It  is  the  only  medium 
which  we  have  to  inform  the  people  in  reference  to  the  general  work  of 
the  church.  But  it  is  also  an  educator  in  piety  and  church  devotion. 
It  tells  of  the  advancing  army  of  Christ,  of  battles  fought  and  victories 
gained. 

The  results  of  missionary  effort  the  world  over  is  reported,  which  is 
often  of  an  inspiring  character  and  its  power  for  good  is  felt  in  every 
congregation.  For  these,  and  many  other  reasons  which  occur  to  all, 
we  are  under  the  necessity  of  supporting  our  publishing  house  at  Dayton. 

The  Board,  at  its  last  meeting  unanimously  adopted  the  following 
action,  believing  that  it  will,  by  the  action  of  this  synod,  be  endorsed  as 
expressive  of  the  sentiment  of  the  church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  hereby  expresses  its  gratifica- 
tion at  the  enterprise  of  our  publishing  house  and  the  ability  manifested 
in  our  publications. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  church  to  encourage  the  publishers  by 
extending  its  patronage  to  them. 

Resdved,  That  we  ucge  the  more  prpmpt  payment  of  subscriptions  to 
our  periodicals,  thus  aiding  the  publishers  to  prosecute  their  work 
more  effectually. 

The  publishers  have  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  reading  public, 
two  books,  viz :  *'Under  Eastern  Skies,"  by  Rev.  Dr.  Herbruck.  A 
book  of  great  interest  to  the  general  reader, — and  **The  Reformed 
Church,"  by  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.  D.  This  book  has  been  prepared 
for  the  Reformed  Church.  It  should  find  its  way  into  all  our  families, 
because  it  brings  within  a  very  small  compass,  information  essential  to 
intelligent  church  membership. 

There  was  also  issued  a  complete  Sunday-school  Record  for  secretar- 
ies and  a  Class  Book  to  correspond.  These  have  been  prepared  by 
Mr.  John  V.  Tussing,  of  Basil,  Ohio.  They  are  well  adapted  to  the  use 
for  which  they  are  intended.  The  Sabbath-schools  of  our  church 
should  pride  themselves  in  using  books  of  our  own  publication.  A 
copy  has  been  forwarded  to  this  synod  and  is  here  for  its  examination.

The  society  met  in  annual  session  in  the  First  Reformed  Church,  at 
Canton,  Ohio,  on  Thursday  afternoon,  October  3,  A.  D.  1889. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Vice-President,  and  opened  with  the  usual  devotional  services. 

The  Secretary  being  absent,  Mrs.  M.  Loucks  was  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tern. 

The  enrollment  of  delegates  indicated  that  the  classes  of  Miami, 
Lancaster,  Tuscarawas,  Eastern  Ohio,  and  St.  Joseph  had  organized 
societies  and  were  represented  here. 

The  delegates  present  were  as  follows :  From  Miami  Classis,  Mrs. 
M.  Loucks  and  Mrs.  Jno.  Blum,  Dayton ;  Mrs.  S.  B.  Yockey,  Xenia ; 
Mrs.  P.  F.  Cost,  Fairfield.  From  Tuscarawas  Classis,  Mrs.  Black  and 
Mrs.  Kebecca  Wise,  Canton ;  Mrs.  Frank  and  Miss  Pontius,  Akron ; 
Mrs.  Eggert,  Mrs.  Steele  and  Mrs.  Ihle,  Massillon ;  Miss  Clara  Miller, 
Woofiter.  From  Eastern  Ohio  Classis,  Mrs.  Henning  and  Mrs.  Nune- 
maker,  Osnaburg ;  Mrs.  Schwallen  and  Miss  Mazer,  Louisville.  From 
St  Joseph  Classis,  Miss  Emma  Neireiter  and  Mrs.  A.  K.  Zartman,  Ft. 
Wayne.  Many  other  ladies  were  in  attendance,  who  were  recognized 
as  advisory  members  of  the  society. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensueing  year :    President, 
Mrs.  M.  Loucks,  Dayton,  Ohio ;  Vice  President,  Mrs.  8.  B.  Yockey 
Xenia,  Ohio ;  Secretary,  Mrs.  A.  K.  Zartman,  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana ;  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Mrs.  Eggert,  Massillon;  Treasurer,  Mrs.    Hen- 
ning, Osnaburg,  Ohio. 

Encouraging  reports  were  read  by  the  delegates  present,  showing  an 
increase  in  membership  and  greater  activity  in  the  various  societies  rep- 
resented. The  aggregate  sum  raised  by  the  societies  represented, 
amounted  to  $1,695,  which  amount  has  been  used  for  Home  and  For- 
eign Missions  and  for  local  purposes. 

The  subject  of  mission  bands  was  discussed  at  length  and  the  follow- 
ing resolution  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Ohio  Synod 
recognizes  mission  bands  as  auxiliaries  and  invites  delegates  and  reports 
from  the  same  for  its  annual  conventions. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  paper,  or  request  to  be  printed 
in  the  Christian  Worlds  urging  the  treasurers  of  the  different  coDgifga- 
tional  societies  to  send  in  financial  reports  annually  to  their  respective 
classical  treasurers,  thus  enabling  the  Synodical  Society  to  have  a  com- 
plete report  at  its  annual  meetings. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  request  the  OhioJSynod  to  incorpor- 
ate in  its  Minutes,  the  Constitution  and  proceedings  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 

The  delegates  elected  to  represent  this  society  at  the  meeting  of  .the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  at  Lebanon,  Pa.,  in 
May,  1890,  are  Mrs.  A.  K.  Zartman  and  Mrs.  S.  B.  Yockey. 

The  society  decided  to  have  two  sessions  at  its  next  annual  meeting, 
beginning  Thursday  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Mrs.  Eggert,  Mrs.  Henning  and  Miss  Pontius  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  blanks  for  the  treasurers  of  congregational  societies, 
on  which  to  make  their  financial  reports  to  classical  treasurers. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  returned  to  the  First  Reformed  Cbuix'h  fur 
the  use  of  their  church  in  which  the  business  sessions  were  held,  aU>) 
to  the  members  and  friends  of  Trinity  Reformed  Church  for  their  hos- 
pitality and  entertainment  of  the  delegates  in  attendance. 

Minutes  were  read  and  adopted.  The  society  adjourned  to  meet  in

OF  THE 


Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Nayne  and   Objed, 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  the  advancement  of  the 
cause  of  missions,  both  home  and  foreign,  by  creating  funds  for  its 
support,  diffusing  missionary  intelligence,  and  organizing  missionary 
societies  in  congregations  of  the  different  classes  and  advising  the  for- 
mation of  classical  societies  where  none  such  already  exist. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Officers  and  their  Duties. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice 
President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  society,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  usually  devolve 
upon  this  office. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  President  to  act  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

Sbc.  4.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  cor 
rect  record  of  all  the  proceeMdings  of  the  society,  and  give  notice  of  all 
meetings  through  the  press  or  otherwise. 

Ssc.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  oon- 
dact  the  official  correspondence  of  the  society,  under  its  instruction 
and  direction. 

Sbc.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  funds  be- 
longing to  the  society,  and  disburse  the  same  upon  the  order  of  the 
Secretary,  countersigned  by  the  President. 

Ssc.  7.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  three  persons  in  ad- 
dition to  the  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Members  and  their  DuHes, 

6bc.  1.  This  sy nodical  sciciety  shall  be  composed  of  ministers'  wives, 
two  delegates  from  the  regularly  organized  classical  societies,  and  also 
two  properly  appointed  delegates  from  each  congregational  sodetv 
within  the  bounds  of  synod. 

Sbc.  ^.  If  any  congregational  society  shall  fail  to  send  delegates,  it 
shall  be  required  to  give  reasons  therefor. 

Sxc.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  classical  organisation  to  make  a 
full  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  synodical  society,  and  where 
there  is  no  such  organized  body,  the  report  shall  be  sent  in  by  the  con- 
gregational societies  or  by  a  committee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Eledums, 

Sec.  1.    Elections  shall  be  held  by  ballot  unless  otherwise  provided. 

Skc.  2.  The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  one  year.  No  previous  ten- 
ure of  office  shall  disqualify  any  member  for  re-election. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Finances. 

8ec.  1.  The  synodical  society  may  instruct  congregational  societies  to 
collect  funds  for  specific  objects  to  be  disbursed  by  the  synodical  society. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  each  congregational  society  shall  make  a 
financial  statement  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  synodical  society  at  each 
regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Tirne  of  Meeting, 

Sec.  1.  The  society  shaU  meet  annually  in  connection  with  the  Ohio 
Synod,  on  the  Thursday  that  occurs  during  its  session. 

ARTICLE  VIL 
Amendments, 

Sec.  1.  Any  part  of  this  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  repealed  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  due  notice  having  been  pre- 
viously given  at  any  regular  meeting.

The  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  accord- 
ing to  appointment,  convened  in  convention  in  the  Reformed  Church  at 
Blufifton,  Wells  County,  Indiana,  on  Wednesday,  October  1,  A.  D.  1890, 
at  7.30  P.  M.,  and  was  opened  with  a  sermon  by  the  retiring  president, 
Bev.  John  M.  Kendig,  from  John  6:  10  and  11 :  '*And  Jesus  said,  make 
the  men  sit  down.  (Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.)  Bo  the 
men  sat  down  in  number  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the 
loaves,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  disciples, 
and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down  ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes, 
as  much  as  they  would." 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  the  synod,  having  been  called  to  order, 
proceeded  to  make  out  the  roll  and  effect  a  permanent  organization.

MINUTES  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Friday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received 
and  considered  item  by  item,  and  afterwards  adopted  as  a  whole : 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  report  the  following  items  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  as  claiming  the  attention  of  this  synod: 

Item  1.  The  General  Synod  requests  (page  57)  the  Board  of  the  Dis- 
trict Synods  to  continue  their  organizations  and  unite  with  the  General 
Board  so  as  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  the  work. 

Item  2.  (a)  The  General  Synod  instructs  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions (page  78)  to  prepare  and  submit  a  plan  to  the  district  synods  at 
their  next  meeting  for  the  better  furtherance  of  the  work.  (5)  It  in- 
structs the  several  synods  (page  79)  to  see  that  the  classes  adopt  some 
systeoaatic  plan  so  as  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  carrying  on  the 
work  of  missions. 

Item  3.  The  General  Synod  instructs  the  district  synods  (page  100)  to 
take  such  action  as  will  bring  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  more  prom- 
inently before  the  church  so  as  to  cause  them  to  give  more  liberally.

Item  5.  The  General  Synod  requests  (page  127)  that  the  Sunday- 
school  literature  supervised  by  its  board  be  introduced  in  the  schools  of 
the  Reformed  Church. 
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4.  Tiffin  Classis  appointed  the  officers  of  classifl  to  constitute  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  according  to  the  new  constitution  before  it  was  finally 
passed  on  by  General  Synod. 

5.  Tiffin  Classis  at  a  special  meeting  held  in  Canton,  O.,  did  not  call 
the  roll,  neither  were  the  sessions  opened  or  closed  with  prayer.  Kho 
a  special  meeting  at  Tiffin  was  not  opened  or  closed  with  prayer,  a('<!or(l- 
ing  to  the  minutes.

7.  The  Stated  Clerks  of  Tiffin,  Tuscarawas,  and  St.  Joseph  Classes  do 
not  attest  that  the  minutes  of  their  special  meetings  are  official  copies 
from  original  minutes. 

8.  St.  Joseph  Classis  does  not  give  the  time  and  place  of  its  anniul 
meeting  at  its  final  adjournment. 

9.  St.  Joseph  Classis  incorporates  the  minutes  of  a  special  meeting  in 
its  printed  minutes  this  year  which  had  been  reported  to  the  last  annua) 
meeting  of  the  Ohio  Syno<l. 

II.    SUBJECTS  REFERRED  FROM  SYNOD  TO  CLASSIS.

15.  Miami  Classis  took  special  action  on  liquidating  the  mission  debt, 
as  well  as  upon  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip.

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ARTICLE  Xll. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

^  The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics, 
during  the  forenoon  seasion  on  Friday,  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  : — *'  Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace  from 
God  the  Father  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

We  present  herewith  a  summary  of  the  reports  that  have  come  into  oar 
hands  from  the  different  classes.  It  is  with  no  little  pleasure  and  grati- 
tude that  we  are  able  to  report  that  throughout  our  synod  there  are  evi- 
dences of  life  and  activity,  of  constant  efforts  to  advance  the  Master's 
kingdom,  and  of  encouraging  results  as  following  after  the  work  of  the 
church.  But  there  is  also  evidence  of  a  constant  need  for  more  work 
and  for  constant  watchfulness  against  the  churches  foes.  The  ministry 
are  reported  from  all  our  classes  as  having  been  able  to  attend  to  their 
work,  and  there  are  frequent  expressions  of  gratitude  for  the  good 
health  of  the  clergy.  Some,  indeed,  have  been  hindered  for  a  season  in 
their  work  through  sickness,  but  the  larger  part  reported  to  the  classes 
that  their  health  had  been  preserved,  thus  enabling  them  to  continoe 
the  duties  of  their  office.  For  this,  indeed,  we  ought  to  return  thanks 
to  a  kind  and  loving  God. 

There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  work,  good  work,  and  well  done,  on 
the  part  of  both  pastorate  and  members.  In  the  reports  the  work  done 
occupies  a  considerable  share.  The  preaching  of  the  gospel  has  been 
faithfully  attended  to,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  church  have  been  regn- 
larly  administered.  But  there  are  frequent  expressions  of  regret  that 
many  of  our  members  do  not  avail  themselves  of  these  privileges 
of  grace.  The  great  body  of  the  membership  are  faithful,  but  too  many 
neglect  these  divinely  appointed  means  of  grace.  One  report  says: 
'*  The  one  disheartening  feature  apparent  in  the  statistical  tables  is  this: 
the  few  infant  baptisms.*'  Another  says:  "The  children  are  not  as 
regularly  dedicated  to  the  Triune  God,  nor  are  they  as  regularly 
instructed  in  the  duties  of  our  holy  religion  as  the  Reformed  Church  is 
accustomed  to  emphasize."  The  statistics  indicate  also  that  too  large 
a  percentage  of  the  membership  do  not  attend  the  Holy  Supper.  There 
are  about  thirty  per  cent  of  this  class.  This  is  indeed  a  discouraging 
exhibit. 

The  same  state  of  affairs  exists  in  regard  to  the  instruction  of  the 
youth  in  the  catechetical  class.  While  largely  this  is  the  custom,  every- 
where there  are  evidences  of  the  reverse.  We  ought  to  watch  closely 
this  tendency  throughout  the  church.  If  catechisation,  which  is  so  im- 
portant an  element  in  our  Reformed  Church,  is  largely  neglected,  and  if 
observation  shows  this  tendency  to  neglect  is  increasing,  the  churcii 
should  see  to  it  that  measures  be  taken  to  correct,  or  serious  results  may 
follow.    We  must  be  true  to  our  distinctive  denominational  life  and 
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customs,  and  especially  true  to  matters  as  important  as  the  ordiances  of 
divine  institution,  and  the  no  less  divine  order  of  instructing  and  train- 
ing the  youth. 

In  the  Sabbath-schools  a  great,  and  we  believe,  a  good  work  is  being 
done.  There  is  a  deep  interest  in  the  cause,  manifest  in  all  our  bounds. 
The  number  of  helpers  as  well  as  of  scholars  is  increasing.  Better  helps 
are  at  hand,  and  increased  efficiency  in  the  teaching '  force  is  easily 
observable.  From  this,  great  results  may  be  looked  for.  Our  Sunday- 
schools  furnish  a  large  part  of  our  annual  increase  in  the  churches. 

The  work  thus  done  has  resulted  in  accessions  to  the  church  in  every 
part.  While  we  long  for  greater  increase,  yet  we  rejoice  that  so  many 
have  been  gathered. 

The  efforts  put  forth  to  increase  the  contributions  of  the  people  are 
yet  being  made.  The  returns,  though  far  from  what  they  ought  to  be, 
are  encouraging.  The  various  benevolent  objects  have  received  support, 
some  of  them  largely.  There  is  yet  room  for  growth,  but  the  seed  sown 
will  in  time  bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest. 

The  various  societies,  missionary  and  those  for  young  people,  are  to 
be  regarded  in  the  main  as  evidence  of  growth  and  progress.  They  are 
doing  much  to  increase  the  interest  of  our  young  men  and  women  in 
the  church.  They  assist  in  developing  the  various  talents  of  men  and 
women,  acquaint  them  with  the  w^orld's  need  for  Christ,  quicken  their 
interest  in  their  fellowmen,  and  from  such  work  we  may  look  for 
increased  almsgiving,  increased  work  for  the  I^ord's  kingdom. 

Cases  of  discipline  are  rare,  and  yet  enough  occur  to  indicate  a  use  of 
the  keys  of  Christian  discipline.  Discipline  by  excommunications  are 
few,  but  through  erasures  many  names  are  dropped  from  the  roll,  one 
classis  alone  reporting  409  cases. 

These  exhibits  should  warn  us  all  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  in- 
creased activity  in  every  part  and  in  every  department  of  church  work. 
As  one  report  expresses  itself:  "Evidently  we  are  not  moving  heaven- 
ward on  flowery  beSs  of  ease.  We  are  passing  through  many  trials  and 
tribulations.  The  ideal  of  the  Lord's  kingdom  has  not  been  fully  real- 
ized throughout  the  bounds  of  this  classis,  as  we  had  hoped.  We  can- 
not report  progress  along  the  whole  line.  At  some  points  the  kingdom 
of  darkness  seems  to  hold  the  balance  of  power,  while  at  other  parts  the 
kingdom  of  light  has  gained  victory  after  victory."  What  is  said  of  this 
claflsis  is  true  of  the  synod — indeed  of  the  church  throughout  thie  world. 
While  there  are  many  features  in  our  work  that  will  lead  us  to  "thank 
God  and  take  courage,"  there  are  others  that  teach  us  the  constant  ne- 
cessity of  watchfulness  and  prayer. 

There  yet  remains  for  us  to  report  the  departure  from  th.e  church 
militant  to  the  church  triumphant  of  two  of  our  fellow- workmen. 

Bev.  David  S.  Caldwell,  of  Tiffin  Classis  departed  this  life  in  Nevada, 
Ohio,  on  the  6th  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1889.    The  classical  report 
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says :  "His  labors  on  earth  are  ended  and  his  heavenly  reward  Becared. 
Peace  to  his  ashes  and  rest  to  his  soul  in  paradise.  And  may  his  death 
be  the  means  of  stimulating  us  to  increased  activity  in  our  ministenal 
labors,  not  knowing  the  day  nor  the  hour,  in  which  the  Lord  will  all 
us  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship." 

Miami  Classis  reports  the  death  of  another  minister,  of  whom  the  re- 
port says :  ''Our  congratulations  over  the  work  of  last  year,  are  hushed 
by  the  death  of  a  brother  minister.  Kev.  Jesse  Stoiner  answered  the 
summons  December  19th,  1889,  and  is  gone  to  his  reward.  He  answers 
not  our  roll  call  for  he  must  needs  be  at  his  coronation  and  take  his 
place  among  the  redeemed  in  heaven.  We  lament  his  absence,  and  feel 
an  additional  burden  resting  upon  us,  for  he  shared  to  the  full  measure 
of  his  strength  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  yet  rejoice  in  the  good- 
ness of  God,  that  doeth  all  things  well.'' 

Thus  gathering  lessons  from  the  past  year,  as  we  glance  over  its  var- 
ious features,  lessons  to  warn  and  encourage  us,  let  us  look  forward  to 
the  work  before  us,  and  w^th  firm  trust  in  Christ's  abiding  presence  let 
us  all  do  that  which  our  hands  find  to  do.

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^.    Report  of  Board  of  Borne  Missions  of  Generol  Synod, 

To  the  Synod  of  Ohio  : 

Brethren:  It  becomes  the  pleasant  duty  of  this  board  to  make  its 
second  annual  report  to  your  reverend  body  of  the  work  done  among 
the  missions  entrusted  to  its  care.    In  doing  so  it  is  meet,  right  And  our 
bounden  duty,  first  of  all,  to  give  thanks  to  God   for  His  goodnete 
toward  us,  and  especially  for  the  signal  success  with  which  He  has 
crowned  our  feeble  efforts  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary  interests 
of  the  church.    While  much  has  been  done  during  the  short  time  that 
the  board  has  been  in  active  operation,  and,  while  the  future  looks  hope- 
ful, yet  we  cannot  but  lament  the  fact  that  we  have  neither  the  men  nor 
the  means  to  answer  all  the  appeals  that  are  made  upon  us  for  help. 
From  every  direction  comes  the  Macedonian  Cry.    We  cannot  extend  a' 
helping  hand  to  all,  much  as  we  would  like  to  do  so.    These  numerous 
calls,  we  consider,  a  good  omen  for  our  Zion.    They  are  an  evidence 
that  the  church  is  awake  to  the  importance  of  the  missionary  work. 
They  are  an  assurance,  furthermore,  that  the  love  for  the  Church  of 
their  fathers,  still  burns  in  the  bosoms  of  those  who  have  been  denied 
the  privileges  of  her  ministrations.    But  it  is  an  evidence  also,  that  God 
is  honoring  us  in  committing  this  important  work  into  our  hands.    Are 
we  willing  to  honor  the  call  that  God  is  thus  making  upon  us?    The 
future  must  answer  this  question.    The  formal  transfer  of  the  missions 
of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  and,  also  tliose  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia, 
was  made  to  the  General  Board,  at  its  meeting,  or  rather  that  of  its  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  Pittsburg,  in  January  last.  The  field  of  operations 
of  the  General  Board  has  thus  been  greatly  widened  since  the  last  re- 
port was  made  to  your  honorable  body.    The  missions  from  these  bod- 
ies came  under  the  rule  laid  down  by  this  board,  namely,  that  the  board 
shall  have  full  and  complete  authority  over  them,  but  that  the  boards 
of  these  bodies  shall  sustain  an  advisory  relation  to  the  General  Board. 
During  the  year  two  missions  were  dropped.    Two  became  self-support- 
ing.   The  new  missions  enrolled  are,  Lincoln,  Neb.,  New  Basil,  and 
Hiawatha,  Kans.    Plymouth,  Ind.     Columbus,  North  Akron  and  Jeru- 
salem and  Mt.  Zwingli,  Ohio.    Cumberland,  Md.,  and  Franklin ville, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  making  nine  in  all.    The  whole  number  of  missions 
now  under  the  "board  is  thirty-four.    We  here  give  notes  on  these  mis- 
sions, making  it  a  special  point  to  state  how  long  these  fields  have  been 
missions,  also  giving  their  present  strength,  with  gain  and  loss  during 
the  past  year,  etc.    Those  in  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  are  as 
follows :

Appropri- 
ation last  year  $700.    The  present  year  $650. 

WUHndyargy  Pa,  Rev.  James  S.  Freeman,  pastor  for  four  years.  Has 
been  a  mission  nineteen  years.  Members  124.  Unconfirmed  sixty-eight 
GHiins  eight.  Losses  three.  Better  prospects  than  ever  before.  Appro- 
priation last  year  $300.    This  year  $250. 

McKeesportf  Pa,  Rev.  H.  D.  Darbaker,  the  present  pastor,  oiganized 
the  mission  seven  years  ago.  Has  aTaluable  church  property  centrally 
located.  Members  eighty-one.  Unconfirmed  fifty.  Gains  seventeen. 
Losses  eleven.  Appropriation  last  year  $500.  This  year  $450.^Proe- 
pects  good. 

ScoUdale,  Pa.  Rev.  J.  H.  Mickley,  pastor.  Has  been  a  mission  under 
its  present  form  five  years.  Has  just  finished  a  fine  parsonage.  Mem- 
bers 126.  Unconfirmed  fifty-«ix.  Gains  seventeen.  Losses'  twenty-six. 
Appropriation  last  year  $150.  This  year  the  same.  Prospects  reason- 
ably good. 

Dubois  f  Pa.  Rev.  R.  C.  Crum,  pastor.  Has  been  here  over  four  years. 
A  mission  ten  years.  Members  eight>'^-nine.  Unconfirmed  eighty-nine. 
Gains  sixteen.  Losses  eighteen.  Appropriation  last  year  $2^.  The 
same  this  year.  '  The  last  of  the  church  debt  has  been  provided  for. 
Prospects  fair. 

Jeannette^  Pa.  Rev.  N.  H.  Skyles,  pastor.  Has  had  charge  since  it  wa^ 
first  organized  sixteen  months  ago.  Members  seventy-eight.  Uncon- 
firmed fifty-eight.  Gains  thirty.  Losses  two.  Appropriation  $700. 
Prospects  very  fiattering.  House  of  worship  erecting  during  the  past 
year.     A  parsonage  will  be  erected  the  coming  year.

Gain  ten.    I^osses  four.     Prospects  fair.     Appropriation  $275. 
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GreenvUUt  Ohio.  Rev.  W.  £.  Ludwick,  pastor.  Has  been  a  miasion 
some  ten  years.  Members  fifty-six.  Unconfirmed  twenty-two.  Gains 
fourteen.    Losses  none.    Appropriation  $450.    Prospects  very  good.

Members  122r  Unconfinfied 
ninety.  Gains  sixteen.  Losses  eleven.  Appropriation  last  year  $200. 
This  year  $150.    Prospects  fair. 

Lima,  Ohio,  Rev.  N.  A.  Ernst,  pastor.  Has  been  pastor  six  months. 
Has  been  a  mission  eight  years.  Appropriation  last  year  $450.  This- 
year  $400.    Prospects  only  tolerably  good. 

Liberty  Center^  Ohio.  Rev.  J.  J.  Excell,  pastor.  Has  been  a  mission 
five  years.  Present  pastor  in  the  field  six  months.  Members  107.  Un- 
confirmed sixty-five.  Gain  three.  Appropriation  $100.  Hopeful  for 
the  future. 

Ada,  Ohio,  Rev.  I,  A.  Sites,  pastor.  Will  be  vacant  October  1, 1890. 
Has  been  a  mission  five  years.  Members  138.  Unconfirmed  seventy. 
Gain  thirt^een.  Losses  five.  Appropriation  last  year  $200.  This  year 
$175.    Prospects  only  middling  good.

The  missionary 
is  much  encouraged  in  his  work. 

lAncoln,  Neb,  Rev.  T.  F.  StaufTer,  pastor.  Mission  since  January  1. 
1890.  The  beginning  is  small  but  the  missionary  is  hopeful.  There  are 
now  twenty-three  members.  The  mission  will  require  careful  handling 
and  strong  support. 

AUamont,  IIU  Re  v..  J.  Wolbach,  pastor.  This  is  an  old  mission  and 
if  possible  should  be  attached  elsewhere.  Members  sixty-six.  Uncon- 
firmed fifty-three.  Gains  three.  Losses  two.  Appropriation  last  year 
$300.    This  year  $260.    The  outlook  is  rather  gloomy. 

Damascuft,  lU,  Rev.  J.  Sechler,  pastor.  Mission  three  years.  Mem- 
bers fifty-eight.  Unconfirmed  30.  Gain  two.  Losses  two.  Appropri- 
ation last  year  and  this  $150.  The  mission  is  noted  for  its  liberality. 
Outlook  favorable. 

Redfield,  South  Dakota,  Rev.  F.  W.  Stump,  pastor.  Will  be  vacant 
after  October  1 ,  1890.  There  are  only  twenty-three  members  and  some 
of  these  are  leaving  because  of  the  failure  of  crops.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  was  determined  to  discontinue  the^mia- 
sion  for  the  present.

This  mission 
is  some  five  years  old.'^Pastor  is  encouraged.  ^Appropriation  last  ywu*

The  sum  of  the  appropriations  includes  the  salary  of  the  superintend- 
ent, but  in  addition  to  this  are  the  appropriations  made  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  making  it  $14,790,  less  the  missions 
dropped  which  leaves  it  about  $14,000.  The  value  of  the  church  prop- 
erty includes  $5,400,  the  value  of  the  parsonage  property.  It  will  be 
seen  from  this  table  that  the  members  of  the  missions  average  nearly 
$1  per  member  for  benevolence,  and  over  $6  per  member  for  home  pur- 
poses, while  they  pay"  nearly  an  average  of  forty  cents  per  member  for 
missions.  iSeveral  of  the  missions  reported  have  not  yet  been  fully  or- 
ganized and  their  complete  statistics  could  not  be  obtained.  We  con- 
gratulate the  synod  upon  the  fact  that  the  missions  are  all  supplied  with 
pastors,  with  two  exceptions,  and  in  one  of  these  cases  arrangements 
are  being  made  by  which  it  will  become  self-sustaining,  while  in  the 
other  a  man  is  in  view  for  the  field.  Four  of  the  missions  lately  en- 
rolled are  in  large  cities.    Two  of  the  missions  should  be  connected  with 
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fore  asks  of,  and  urges  upon  the  synods  the  apportionment  of  this  sam 

upon  the  classes  as  follows :

This  may  seem  rather  a  large  sum,  but  the  work  is  enlaryring  upon  oar 
hands  and  we  believe  that  the  missionary  spirit  is  growing  amon^  the 
people,  and  that  by  the  grace  of  God  this  sum  can  and  will  be  freely  con- 
tributed by  them.  Nowhere  is  there  greater  need  of  earnest  missionary 
work  than  in  western  Pennsylvania  and  eastern  Ohio.  In  this  mano- 
facturing  region  of  our  land  seems  to  be  "  the  gathering  of  the  nations/* 
and  it  behooves  us  as  a  church  to  be  ready  to  claim  our  rightful  share  in 
the  great  work  of  leading  the  people  to  Christ.  There  should  be  more 
than  eight  missions  in  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and  the 
board  is  disposed  to  take  hold  of  the  work  more  vigorously  if  the  funds 
are  forthcoming,  and  your  board  wHl  advise  in  the  matter  of  determin- 
ing where  it  is  most  necessary  and  important  to  plant  the  minions. 
These  increased  contributions  will  be  the  more  necessary  if  we  open  the 
proposed  missions  among  the  Hungarians  of  this  country,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Synod  at  its  late  meeting  in  Lebanon,  and  for 
which  the  board  is  now  seeking  suitable  men  as  missionaries.  This  is 
the  time  in  the  history  of  our  church  when  a  great  work  can  be  done  for 
the  extension  of  her  borders.  Let  us  not  fail  to  improve  the  opportuni- 
ties that  are  within  our  reach. 

A   REQUEST. 

There  is  seemingly  a  disposition  among  those  who  are  called  to  the 
mission  fields,  to  disregard  the  relation  they  sustain  to  the  board.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  missions  themselves.  Pastors  are  called  without 
consulting  the  board.  Pastors  enter  the  mission  fiolds  or  vacate  them 
without  consulting  the  board.  This  is  the  subversion  of  lawful  authori- 
ty, and  has  a  tendency  to  demoralize  the  work  of  the  board.  We  there- 
fore earnestly  request  of  the  synods  that  they  instruct  the  Advisor)* 
B<iards  and  the  classes— that  when  pastors  are  to  be  called  for  fields 
under  the  rare  of  this  board — notice  shall  be  given  this  board  prior  to 
the  calling  of  such  pastol*— and  prior  also  to  the  election  of  such  pastor. 
Neither  shall  a  pastor  leave  a  mission  under  the  care  of  this  board  with- 
out giving  two  months  notice  to  the  superintendent  of  the  board. 

Finally  brethren— praying  that  the  churches  may  take  a  deeper  inter- 
ests in  the  work  of  missions,  and  that  God's  blessings  may  rest  upon  Ub 
as  a  denomination  in  the  great  and  important  work  committed  to  our 
hands,  we  submit  this  report  to  the  synods,  asking  that  liberal  things 
may  be  by  you  devised  for  the  advancement  of  the  work.

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4.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Brection. 

Dear  Brbthrkn  : — ^That  there  is  in  the  Ohio  Sjmod  a  Board  of  Cfaarcb 
Erection,  becomes  apparent  at  least  once  a  year,  at  the  time  of  present- 
ing the  annual  report. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  as  a  church  we  thus  comparatively  forget  ^ 
wise  purpose  of  synod  in  years  past  in  electing  a  board  of  this  kind,  and 
that  we  thus  allow  the  great  home  missionary  enterprise  of  the  chorcfa 
to  be  retarded  because  of  the  lack  of  funds. 

Hopeful  points  have  been  indicated,  cries  for  help  have  come  to  \a 
during  the  year.  Gladly  would  we  have  gone  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  io 
helping  to  found  these  churches,  but  were  not  able  because  of  lack  d 
funds.  We  notice,  with  gladness,  the  resolution,  page  79  in  report  of 
■General  Synod,  in  which  they  urge  the  establishment  of  a  ''Cbuch 
Building  Fund."  This  may  indicate  that  the  necessary  and  -proper 
interest  may  be  awakening  in  this  matter. 

It  is  apparent  in  certain  classes  that  if  there  is  any  part  of  the  appor- 
tionment not  paid  it  is  most  likely  to  be  that  for  the  work  of  cburrh 
erection.  This  should  not  be.  We  have  been  able,  during  the  year,  to 
reduce  the  debt,  so  that  only  one  note  remains  unpaid.  In  order  thit 
the  entire  debt  be  paid,  we  would  respectfully  ask  of  synod  an  appor- 
tionment that  will  entirely  relieve  us  of  debt.  The  treasurer's  report 
will  indicate  that  an  apportionment  of  $900  made  and  paid  wiU  aocooh 
plish  this  much  to  be  desired  object.

6.     Report  of  Board  of  Oommimonerg  for  Foreign  Mistnons. 

To  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Rbverknd  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Another  year  with  its  joys  and 
sorrows,  hopes  and  fears,  triamphs  and  defeats  has  run  its  course ;  and 
in  response  to  a  deep  sense  of  duty,  we  call  upon  our  souls,  and  all  that 
is  within  us,  to  bless  the  name  of  the  Lord.  The  God  of  Missions  has 
been  with  US|  and  we  will  not  forget  His  benefits. 

The  progress  of  the  Gospel  in  Japan  has  not  been  as  perceptible  as 
in  previous  years,  still  there  is  no  mission  field  that  shows  better  results. 
The  proclamation  of  the  new  constitution,  the  failure  of  the  treaty  re- 
vision, the  change  of  government  and  the  hatred  to  foreigners,  have  all 
combined  to  unsettle  the  public  mind  and  to  make  it  less  receptive  to 
the  Gospel.  That  there  has  been  no  serious  interference  to  the  work 
under  the  political  excitement  is  great  cause  for  special  gratitude  to  God, 
who  maketh  even  the  wrath  of  men  to  praise  Him. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Japanese  are,  at  present,  in  a  trans- 
itional period,  and  it  would  well  nigh  be  a  miracle,  if  the  transition, 
from  the  pagan  religion  and  the  ancestral  polity  to  Christianity,  were 
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not  accompanied  by  resistance,  even  unto  blood,  ^be  idea  that  Japan 
will  be  wholly  won  for  Christ  is  the  assertion  of  the  enthusiast.  No 
nation  is  wholly  Christian.  Perhaps  there  is  no  nation  so  strongly  tm- 
der  the  power  of  the  Gospel  as  our  own  native  land,  and  yet,  even  here, 
the  powers  of  evil  make  themselves  felt  in. many  ways.  Japan  will  be 
a  Christian  nation.  The  cross  will  overcome  the  scepter  of  heathendom 
in  the  empire  of  the  £ast  and  tower  high  above  the  wrecks  of  time. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  missionaries  breathe  the  spirit  of  entire  con- 
secration to  the  Master's  use.  For  the  information  of  the  reverend  std- 
od,  I  will  insert  a  few  extracts,  which  portray  their  labors  during  the 
past  year. 

HBV.  ^J.    p.   MOORE. 

As  is  known,  in  July  of  last  year,  I  removed  from  YamagatatoSendai, 
since  which  time  I  have  labored  with  the  brethren  of  the  missioo, 
, teaching  several  hours  a  day  in  the  Theological  Training  School,  and  aB 
I  had  opportunity  and  strength,  assisting  in  the  evangelistic  work  in 
and  around  Sendai.  I  also  made  several  visits  to  our  Tokio  statioDS, 
preaching  and  administering  the  sacraments ;  and  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  this  part  of  our  work  has  shown  signs  of  new  life  since  my  last  re- 
port. What  I  do  in  the  Training  School  is  an  investment  which,  1  be- 
lieve, will  bear  compound  interest  in  the  future  of  our  evangelistic 
operations. 

REV.  W.  E.  HOY. 

.  Teaching  has  been  my  primary  work  as  a  missionary.  Every  Monday 
evening  I  teach  a  Bible  class,  which  meets  in  my  library.  1  lecture  at 
the  congregational  prayer  meeting  on  the  books  of  the  Bible.  Mre. 
Hoy  teaches  a  Bible  class  at  our  house  on  Tuesday  afternoons.  Mj 
progress  in  the  vernacular  is  just  enough  to  give  me  confidence,  and  I 
am  beginning  to  see  how  much  there  is  yet  to  be  learned.  Hamanlj 
speaking,  much  of  our  comfort  and  well-being  can  be  traced  to  our 
board. 

REV.  D.  B.  SCHNBDER. 

My  work,  as  you  know,  has  been  mainly  that  of  a  teacher.  This  work 
brings  with  it  little  variety  of  experience,  and  all  that  I  need  record  l« 
that  the  work  of  teaching  young  men  is  becoming  dearer  to  me,  and  I 
hope  also,  correspondingly  more  beneficial  to  tlie  young  men  in  our 
cfiarge.  The  Sunday-schools  under  the  care  of  myself  and  Mrs^ 
Schneder  have  been  prosperous  during  the  year.  I  preach  frequently, 
partly  in  Japanese,  partly  by  interpretation. 

Miss  LIZZIE  R.  POORBAUOH. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  when  busied,  there  is  least  to  be  said 
about  one's  work.  Such  is  the  case  in  regard  to  my  work  for  the  pres- 
ent year.  In  addition  to  my  class-room  work,  the  oversight  of  twu 
households,  the  care  of  ten  supported  girls,  with  whom  we  come  in  closer 
and  more  constant  relations  than  with  self-supporting  girls,  impose  a 
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good  deal  of  care  upon  me.  I  go  into  the  echool-room  at  half  past  seven 
every  morning  and  continue  on  an  average  of  five  and  a  half  hours. 
Allowing  three  hours  for  meals  and  recreation,  there  remains  hut  three 
and  one-half  hours  between  six  in  the  morning  and  six  in  the  evening 
in  which  to  look  after  the  housekeeping  of  both  houses,  receive  accounts 
and  make  settlements,  attend  to  visitors,  workmen,  etc. 

MISS  EMMA  F.  POORBAUOH. 

Apart  from  my  work,  my  report  must  be  brief.  Five  hours  a  day  are 
spent  in  the  school-room,  where  in  addition  to  my  classes  in  English 
I  also  meet  my  catechetical  class  and  give  lessons  on  the  organ  to  six 
girls.  My  afternoons,  when  not  interrupted  by  visitors,  are  given  wholly 
to  the  language,  a  knowledge  of  which  seems  unattainable  as  it  is  nec- 
essary. Monday  evening  is  always  spent  in  consultation  with  the  Jap- 
anese teachers,  with  reference  to  the  needs,  progress,  etc.,  of  the  school. 
Wednesday  evening  I  go  to  the  prayer  meeting  and  on  Saturday  even- 
ing I  meet  the  girls  socially.  We  read  for  an  hour,  explain  what  we 
have  read,  engage  in  conversation  and  end  with  games.  The  object  of 
this  meeting  is  to  gain  closer  companionship  with  the  girls  than  can  be 
done  in  the  class-rooms.  This  kind  of  work  makes  them  feel  that  you 
are  their  friends  as  well  as  their  teacher.  Every  Friday  afternoon  I  give 
them  an  extra  hour  for  sewing,  knitting,  etc.  I  also  conduct  evening 
prayers  with  the  girls.  Evenings  not  otherwise  employed  I  give  to  the 
sewing  machine,  as  it  requires  considerable  of  that  kind  of  work  to  keep 
three  people  clothed. 

SBNDAI  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Sendai  Theological  School  has  had  a  fruitful  year.  Twenty-six 
young  men  are  preparing  for  the  holy  ministry.  Next  September  we 
shall  have  our  first  regula)*  class  in  the  Theological  Seminary  proper. 
This  course  will  be  three  years  of  thorough  work  in  the  branches  com- 
monly taught  in  American  Theological  Seminaries.  We  pray  that  a  new 
teacher  may  be  sent  to  us  not  later  than  September  1,  1890,  so  as  to  be 
in  time  for  the  new  scholastic  year. 

The  prospects  of  the  school  are  good.  A  goodly  number  of  promising 
young  men  have  already  signified  their  intentions  to  enter  the  new  class 
for  the  next  scholastic  year.  But  if  we  wish  to  keep  our  students  sat- 
isfied, we  must  enlarge  the  school  and  furnish  the  young  men  as  wide  a 
course  of  study,  training  and  culture  as  may  be  given  elsewhere.  That 
which  is  done  in  this  cause  must  be  well  done.  If  not  well  done,  it 
were  better  to  leave  it  undone. 

girls'  school. 

The  suddeit  revulsion  of  feeling  against  foreigners,  of  which  one  hears 
80  much  all  over  the  Empire,  is  felt  in  our  school,  less  perhaps  than  in 
some  others,  but  it  has  suffered  to  prevent  the  growth  we  fondly  ex- 
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pected.  The  girls*  that  are  in  the  school  are  loyal  pupils,  very  grateful 
for  the  comforts  provided  for  them,  and  evince  their  earnestness  bjh&rd 
work.  There  has  heeu  considerable  illness  among  them  daring  the 
winter,  nothing'  serious,  however,  except  in  two  instances.  Mian 
O'Hama  is  wasting  away  with  comsumption,  and  another  has  been  con- 
fined for  nearly  a  month  with  peritonitis.  The  Japanese  girls  are  frail, 
and  I  often  feel  the  need  of  fuller  gymnastic  appliances  than  we  have 
for  their  benefit.  Recently  we  received  from  the  officers  of  the  local 
government  a  proposition  to  make  such  changes  in  our  course  of  study 
as  will  give  young  women  an  opportunity  to  secure  a  thorough  Japanese 
education ;  this  change  in  nowise  to  afifect  the  moral  or  religious  charac- 
ter of  the  school.  In  consideration  of  such  change  the  Government  and 
Educational  Society  of  8endai  promise  to  bestow  the  weight  of  their  in- 
fluence in  favor  of  the  school.  Hoping,  believing,  that  this  may  prove 
our  opportunity,  we  are  making  every  effort  to  meet  their  requirements, 
in  so  far  as  the  policy  of  the  mission  will  permit.  This  will  involve  the 
employment  of  more  and  higher  grade  Japanese  teachers  during  the 
coming  year,  but  will  require  lees  of  English,  since  we  have  concluded 
to  teach  all  natural  sciences  and  mathematics  in  Japanese.  Whether 
the  result  will  be  what  we  desire,  remains  to  be  seen. 

THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  MISSION — NEW   SBHINART   BUILDING. 

The  necessity  of  a  new  seminary  building  has  been  keenly  felt  and 
strongly  urged  by  the  missionaries.  Those  who  have  read  their  appeals 
and  arguments,  can  not  help  feeling  the  absolute  necessity  of  prompt 
action.  Relying  upon  the  divine  help  and  the  liberality  of  the  people, 
the  board  has  authorized  the  mission  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  the 
use  of  the  Sendai  Theological  Seminary.  The  new  building  will  be 
located  between  the  John  Ault  Memorial  Hall  and  the  old  temple  used 
by  the  Sendai  Church.  The  designs  call  for  seven  recitation  rooms,  one 
reading  room,  a  library  and  a  chapel.  The  building  will  be  in  brick 
with  blue  stone  trimmings.  The  contract  has  been  made  from  July, 
1890,  to  August,  1891.  The  board  will  need  at  least  $4,000  additional  for 
the  building  fund. 

A   OOOB   LIBRARY. 

The  Theological  Seminary  needs  a  good  library.  The  necessity  is 
self-evident.  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  has  in  care  the  sum  of  |1,580,  raised  in 
Japan,  which  the  board  will  allow  the  mission  to  appropriate  for  the 
founding  of  a  library.  We  unite  with  the  mission  in  the  hope  that  all 
our  Reformed  authors  will  donate  copies  of  their  works  to  the  Sendai 
Thfu)lojri«'Bl  Seminary. 

NEW  TBACHBBS. 

'I'lui  Milttnton  Asks  for  a  new  teacher  for  the  seminary  who  will  be  in 
l«,»rt>i:l  «yiM|m!hy  with  the  work  as  now  carried  on  in  the  educational 
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policies,  and  also  for  a  new  lady  missionary  for  the  girls'  school.  The 
ideal  of  a  man  for  the  position  will  be  one  who  would  come  with  the  pur- 
pose of  throwing  his  whole  soul  into  the  work  of  giving  our  young  men  a 
knowledge  of  the  English  language.  The  lady  teacher  should  be  a  per- 
son of  broad  and  liberal  culture. 

STATISTICS. 

Owing  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  the  mission  has  sent  the 
statistics  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1890,  earlier  than  usual.  The  fig- 
ures given  at  the  end  of  this  report  represent  the  work  of  about  nine 
months.  The  table  is  a  study  for  the  mind,  a  feast  for  the  soul  and  an 
inspiration  for  every  friend  of  foreign  missions.  When  we  consider  the 
native  opposition  to  Christianity  and  the  other  obstacles  in  the  way,  the 
missionaries  did  very  well  during  the  past  year.  Full  of  zeal  and  cour- 
age, they  enter  upon  the  new  fiscal  year  with  great  expectations.  May 
they  realize  their  fondest  hope.  To  this  end  we  must  do  our  duty.  The 
Lord  help  us  to  appreciate  the  emphasis.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
reverend  synod  to  hear  the  latest  statistics  of  Protestant  missions  in 
Japan.  The  total  membership  in  the  Protestant  mission  churches  is 
31,181,  with  274  organized  churches,  153  of  which  are  wholly,  and  151 
partially,  self-supporting.  There  are  135  ordained  native  ministers  and 
409  unordained  preachers  and  helpers.  There  are  'SoO  Sabbath-schools, 
with  21,597  pupils,  and  17  theological  schools,  with  275  students.  The 
contributions  of  the  churches  during  the  year  1889  amounted  to  $53,503.- 
13.  The  United  Church  of  Japan,  of  which  our  mission  is  an  integral 
part,  reports  a  membership  of  8,690,  and  contributions,  $18,071.04.  This 
is  only  the  beginning  of  the  great  harvest.  The  Japanese  are  calling  for 
foreign  helpers.  Men  to  occupy  new  stations  and  money  to  support 
them,  is  the  great  cry  of  distress  that  comes  to  us  from  a^  people  who 
promise  so  much  towards  the  evangelization  of  the  Orient. 

FINANCIAL. 

• 

The  appeal  issued  by  the  board  to  the  pastors  a  few  months  ago, 
reveals  the  lamentable  fact  of  an  empty  treasury,  with  an  Indebtedness 
of  $5,000.  The  prospects  of  the  mission  have  never  been  brighter,  and 
with  sufficient  means  we  can  carry  forward  the  work  successfully. 

Bbsthren: — The  General  Synod  has  given  its  unanimous  endorse- 
ment to  the  educational  policy  of  the  board,  and  the  missionaries  have 
a  right  to  look  to  you  for  moral  and  financial  support.  It  is  not  the 
board  appealing  to  the  churches  for  means,  but  the  brave  and  inde- 
fatigable woiicers,  who  fulfill  the  divine  command,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the 
world,"  in  our  stead.  The  cause  of  foreign  missions  has  no  apportion- 
ments to  rely  on,  but  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  people.  The 
responsibility  of  maintaining  the  work  rests  with  the  pastors  and  the 
people.  To  the  pastors  the  Lord  looks  for  earnest  effort.  From  the 
people  the  Lord  expects  large  giving.    We  ask  your  prayers  and  sympa- 
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thies,  your  efforU  and  offeriogB  in  Bowing  tbe  seed  of  trntb  upon  the 
broad  acren  of  the  world's  epiritua.!  destitutioa,  in  the  confident  hope 
that  the  iruit  thereof  will  appear,  though  it  be  after  many  de.ye.  Utj 
the  loving  blaster  grant  us  the  light  of  his  countenance,  for  Iheo  ve 
shall  see  the  path  of  duty.

STATISTICAL   HEPOBT. 
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IL    REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  morning  seraion  on 
Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  considered  item 
by  item,  and  as  amended,  together  with  all  of  the  preceding  reports  re- 
lating to  missions,  and  ot  the  succeeding  Plan  of  I'niflcatioD  of  Miesions, 
adopted: 
To  the  Reverend  of  Ohio  Sijnod: 

Dkar  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  on  Missions,  Home  and  Foreign, 
have  examined  all  the  papers  that  came  into  their  bands,  and  liiii)  the 
following  items  claiming  the  attention  of  this  synod : 
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First  is  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
which  ahoands  in  encouragement  to  those  interested  in  the  spread  of 
the  Gospel  in  heathen  lands.  The  work  is  heing  extended,  and  the 
claims  upon  the  liberality  of  the  church  are  pressing,  and  the  plain  duty 
of  greater  efforts  for  enlarged  benevolence  and  information  at  home 
upon  the  subject  is  imperative. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  for  adoption : 

Resolvedy  That  the  entire  paper  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions  be  published  in  our  minutes,  and  that  our  ministers  call 
special  attention  to  its  contents  as  expressing  both  the  state  and  neces- 
sities of  our  foreign  work. 

Resolved,  That  our  ministers  and  churches  be  requested  to  take  up 
special  collections  for  the  foreign  work,  and  to  seek  to  create  increased 
interest  among  our  people  by  special  sermons  or  lectures  upon  this  im- 
portant subject. 

Resolved,  That  our  churches'  have  their  attention  called  to  the  library 
requests  of  our  missionaries  at  Sendai  and  urged  to  contribute  funds  and 
books. 

Resolved,  That  we  hail  with  delight  the  demand  for  more  missionaries, 
and  call  the  attention  of  our  own  synod  to  the  fact  that  some  one  found 
in  our  bounds  to  go  to  the  foreign  field,  would  greatly  increase  our  home 
interest. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  for  their  movement  in  home  work  in  large  cities  and  promise 
them  all  moral  and  financial  support. 

Resolved,  That  synod  indorses  the  action  of  the  board  in  requiring 
missions  and  missionaries  to  comply  with  the  board's  regulations  in  se- 
curing missionaries. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  five  dollar  subscription  plan  as  com- 
mended by  the  board  and  give  it  our  approbation. 

Resolved,  That  we  make  our  apportionment  of  ten  cents  per  member 
for  Church  Erection,  and  instruct  the  Bioard  of  Church  Erection  that 
they  shall  first  pay  the  debt  of  their  board  and  transfer  the  surplus  funds 
to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Synod  for  church  build- 
ing purposes. 

Resolved,  That  we  apportion  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for 
general  home  mission  work. 

We  audited  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  on  Home  Missions  and  found 
it  correct,  and  we  recommend  its  adoption. 

We  also  examined  the  Tract,  submitted  by  General  Synod's  Board, 
proposing  a  Plan  for  the  Unification  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  and  recommend  the  following  action : 

Resolved,  That  the  Ohio  Synod,  in  approving  the   efforts  put  forth 
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to  unify  our  Home  Mifieion  work  under  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod, 
adopts  the  Plan  of  Unification  submitted  by  General  Synod's  Board, 
and  regards  it  on  the  whole  as  an  equitable  adjustment  of  the  difficalties 
involved  in  the  matter  of  such  unification ;  and  that  the  said  Plan  for 
the  Unification  of  our  Home  Mission  work  be  embodied  in  the  printed 
minutes  of  synod. 

The  communication  from  Rev.  H.  N.  Cobb,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  request- 
ing two  men  to  take  charge  of  Educational  Institutions  of  said  church, 
one  located  at  Nyasaki  and  the  other  at  Amoy.    In  view  of  this,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  our  Board  of  Home  Missions  recommends  that  if  any 
young  men  are  found  in  the  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  who  feel  them- 
selves called  to  this  work,  they  make  application  to  Rev.  H.  N.  Cobb, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  26  Reade  street,  New  York. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  requested  to  acknowledge  the  re- 
ceipt of  this  letter  and  express  the  hearty  sympathy  and  desire  for  co- 
operation in  this  work. 

A  communication  from  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  oiir  church  in  reference  to  carrying  on  missionary 
work  among  Hungarians  in  this  country. 

Your  board  recommends  our  churches  to  take  special  collections  for 
this  cause.  Respectfully  submitted,

Whereas,  There  still  remains  an  indebtedness  upon  our  Synodical 
Mission  Board,  more  or  less  embarassing  to  us  as  a  synod ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Ohio  Synod  be  authorized  to  pay 
the  whole  out  of  the  contingent  funds,  provided  the  amount  does  not 
exceed  four  hundred  dollars. 


III.     PLAN  OF  UNIFICATION  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  at  its  late  session  in  Lebanon,  Pa.,  instructed  its  Board  of  Home 
Missions  to  formulate  a  plan  for  the  more  practical  unification  of  the 
Home  Mission  work  of  the  church,  to  be  submitted  to  all  the  district 
synods,  therefore,  the  board  would  submit  the  following  action  on  this 
subject  to  the  synods,  to  wit: 

Whereas,  General  Synod  has  constituted  its  Board  of  Missions,  by  its 
charter,  with  twelve  members  regardless  of  any  ratio  from  the  district 
synods  themselves,  as  district  synods  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  can  only 
be  represented  in  General  Synod's  Board,  in  their  advisory  capacity,  we 
would  therefore  recommend: 
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1.  The  coDtinuance  in  each  district  synod  of  a  board  as  advisory  in 
its  functions  to  the  general  board. 

2.  The  General  Board  of  Home  Missions  shall  have  supreme  control 
and  management  of  all  the  home  mission  interests  of  the  church,  sub- 
ject in  its  responsibility  to  the  General  Synod  alone.  (See  Section  III., 
Article  70,  of  the  Constitution.) 

3.  That  as  soon  as  the  German  Synods  of  the  church  shall  transfer 
their  missions  to  the  care  of  the  General  Board,  two  members  of  the 
board,  members  of  German  Synods,  shall  be  added  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  have  voice  and  vote  in  said  committee. 

4.  All  funds  to  be  paid  through  the  district  treasurers,  into  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Board. 

5.  A  "mission,"  in  the  strict  and  true  sense,  shall  be  regarded  as  an 
organization  of  Christian  people  in  a  locality  where  the  Reformed 
Church  has  hitherto  not  been  established,  or  if  established,  where 
another  church  may  be  called  for  and  needed.  Any  former  organization 
of  the  Reformed  Church  having  died  out,  or  a  former  effort  to  establish 
the  church  having  failed,  shall  not  be  regarded  as  a  barrier  to  the  loca- 
tion of  a  mission  in  any  locality  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  general  board 
a  mission  is  there  needed.  The  length  of  time  when  a  congregation 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  mission  shall  be  determined  by  circumstances  of 
the  validity  of  which  the  General  Board  shall  be  the  ultimate  judge. 

An  already  existing  congregation,  once  self-supporting,  but  which 
from  whatever  cause  has  become  unable  to  support  its  own  pastor, 
ordinarily  should  not  be  regarded  as  a  purely  mission  interest. 

6.  The  creation  in  each  district  synod  of  a  sustentation  fund  for  the 
help  of  weak  churches,  whicli  would  not  strictly  come  under  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

All  congregations  once  self-supporting,  but  which  can  no  longer  sup- 
port the  gospel  ordinances  without  aid,  should  be  assisted  by  sustenta- 
tion, not  by  mission  funds. 

7.  Each  synod,  through  its  board  or  the  classis,  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive care  and  management  of  all  such  weak  interests,  not  purely  mis- 
sionary in  their  character,  within  their  respective  territory,  and  shall 
disburse  all  sustentation  funds. 

8.  All  church  building  funds  which  have  been  raided  and  continue 
to  be  owned  by  District  Synods'  Boards,  shall  be  retained  and  managed 
at  the  discretion  of  said  boards.  Any  funds  of  this  character  obtained 
from  District  Boards  by  the  General  Board,  and  remaining  the  property 
of  District  Boards,  sliall  be  held  simply  as  a  trust  or  loan.  Nothing, 
however,  shall  stand  in  the  way  of  any  district  synod  directing  its  board 
to  transfer  any  cii^rch  building  funds  to  the  ownership  of  the  General 
Board, 

9.  All  church  building  funds  raised  by  the  General  Board  to  be  held 
and  loaned  at  its  own  discretion. 

10.  A  German  secretary  or  superintendent  to  be  elected  by  the  Gen- 
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eral  Board  as  soon  as  his  services  are  required,  (the  German  district 
synods  having  the  privilege  of  nominating  candidates)  for  work  among 
the  Germans  exclusively,  whose  salary  shall  be  provided  for  by  the 
General  Board  without  regard  to  the  source  from  which  the  funds  are 
derived,  said  secretary  or  superintendent  to  be  amenable  in  all  things  to 
the  General  Board. 

11.  Additional  English  secretaries  or  superintendents  to  be  elected 
by  the  General  Board  (the  English  district  synods  having  the  privilege 
of  nominating  candidates)  as  soon  as  the  necessities  of  the  work  demand 
and  the  funds  will  allow  it. 

12.  The  General  Board  shall  render  a  condensed  statement  or  report 
of  the  work  to  each  district  synod  at  every  annual  meeting ;  and  also 
designate  to  each  synod  an  estimate  of  its  pro  rata  apportionment  needed 
for  carrying  forward  the  Home  Mission  work,  as  also  for  church  building 
funds  to  be  held  and  managed  by  the  General  Board. 

13.  The  General  Board,  in  the  establishment  of  new  missions  in  the 
West,  shall  co-operate  with  the  Home  Mission  department  of  the  Alli- 
ance of  Reformed  Churches. 

14.  As  to  the  organization  of  new  missions,  and  looking  out  new 
points,  in  our  judgment  this  feature  has  been  covered  by  an  action  taken 
by  the  board  at  a  session  held  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  March  26,  1889,  to 
which  we  would  refer  the  synods,  and  reads  as  follows: 

Resolredj  That  the  Boards  of  District  Synods  and  Classes  are  requested 
to  refer  all  matters  in  regard  to  starting  new  missions  within  their 
bounds  to  this  board,  and  further,  openings  that  may  come  under  their 
observation  as  proper  fields  for  missionary  operations  for  our  church 
should  be  reported  to  the  General  Board,  which  shall  have  final  author- 
ity in  the  matter. 

15.  In  all  other  matters  missionaries  shall  stand  in  the  same  relation 
to  classes  and  synods  within  whose  bounds  they  labor  as  the  pastors  of 
the  regular  charges. 

10.  The  Executive  Committee  has  full  authority  to  carry] out  the 
plans  and  purposes  of  the  board.  Done  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  July  9,  A.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

HEIDELBERG  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

» 

The  following  reports  with   respect  to  the  seminary  were  received, 
considered,  and  adopted  as  a  whole : 

I.    ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

/.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

In  Canton,  O.,  October,  7,  1889,  the  following  organization  of  the  board 
was  effected: 

Rev.  8.  B.  Yockey,  Xenia,  Ohio,  President, 
Rev.  Ed.  Herbruck,  Dayton,  Ohio,  Vice  President* 
Mr.  Gideon  G.  Prugh,  Dayton,  Ohio,  Secretary, 
Mr.  Horace  Ankeney,  Alpha,  Ohio,  Treasurer. 
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The  board  held  four  meetings  during  the  year,  and  we  believe  it  has 
faithfully  considered  the  interests  of  the  seminary,  and  has  labored  dil- 
igently, not  only  to  maintain,  but  to  increase  its  usefulness.  Our  finan- 
cial agent  has  not  been  able  to  give  his  entire  time  to  his  work,  yet  we 
are  very  happy  to  be  able  to  make  the  statement  that  the  members  of 
the  Faculty  have  been  paid  in  full  for  their  year's  service,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  this  a  decrease  of  five  hundred  dollars  has  been  made  of  the 
board*8  indebtedness.  When  everything  is  considered  this  should  be 
regarded  a  good  year's  work.  It  is  known  to  all  that  our  endowment  is 
quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  annual  expenses,  and  that  the  deiiciBncy 
must  l^  secured  by  collections,  and  by  the  "Special  Plan."  This  in- 
volves a  great  amount  of  hard  and  persistent  work.  Our  help  up  to  this 
time  has  not  come  in  large  installments.  Largely  the  widow's  mite  has 
been  our  support. 

Our  seminary  should  be,  as  speedily  as  possible,  lifted  out  of  financial 
embarassment.  Its  yearly  income  should  leave  a  margin  in  the  treasury 
after  all  expenses  are  paid.  This  could  be  advantageously  expended  in 
increasing  the  library,  in  securing  the  services  of  lecturers  on  special 
subjects,  and  generally,  in  widening  its  educational  work.  Let  the 
church  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  board ;  let  it  be  its  beneficiary  until 
all  its  needs  are  supplied ;  and  then,  with  that  cordial  co-operation  that 
exists  between  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
results  can  not  be  other  than  such  as  will  both  delight  and  gratify  the 
synod.  Nor  should  such  generous  support  be  withheld.  Solemn  pledges 
have  been  made,  that  in  our  educational  work  our  chief  object  is,  the 
better  equipment  of  those  who  enter  the  gospel  ministry,  and  that,  by 
more  inviting  inducements,  the  number  entering  our  seminary  shall  be 
largely  increased.  It  is  barely  fair  to  our  people  to  emphasize  the  im- 
portance of  any  educational  interest  supported  by  the  church  which 
stops  short  of  giving  strength  and  efficiency  to  the  work  done  in  our 
Theological,  Seminary.  Here  is  to  be  found  the  ripened  fruit  of  all  our 
planting.  A  meager  support  here  minimizes  the  significance  of  the 
seminary  and  works  injuriously  against  its  real  prosperity.  A  gener- 
ously supported  School  of  the  Prophets,  will  on  the  other  hand,  bean 
influential  factor  working  silently  but  surely  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
church. 

There  has  been  an  unbroken  lamentation,  because  so  few  young  men 
are  attracted  to  the  gospel  ministry.  That  the  graduates  of  our  colleges 
find  their  way  into  other  professions.  Does  not  the  cause,  productive  of 
this  deplorable  fact,  rest  at  least  iu  part,  in  that  excessive  economy  that 
characterizes  the  support  given  this  department  of  our  church  activity? 
There  may  be  other  causes  at  work,  but  we  verily  believe,  that  if  the 
board  had  at  its  disposal  the  means  whereby  it  could  place  before  young 
men  better  facilities  so  that  they  could  more  eflficiently  equip  themselves 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  more  would  be  inclined  to  this  high  call- 
ing.   We  would,  therefore,  plead  for  a  more  generous  support.    Mag- 
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nify  before  the  whole  church,  the  overshadowing  importance  of  the 
seminary. 

To  this  end  the  board  suggests  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  Sem- 
inary Day  in  the  Calendar  of  the  Church.  This  is  not  to  supplant 
Reformation  Day.  Let  this  stand  with  its  grand  historical  significance. 
Tpon  this  rests  our  right  to  denominational  existence.  Let  Seminary 
Day  be  utilized  for  the  increase  of  the  seminary,  financial  strength,  and 
to  acquaint  our  people  with  its  needs,  and  with  that  which  it  is  expected 
to  accomplish.  If  we  do  this  we  will  establish  a  more  cordial  sympathy 
bet  wee  1  the  membership  of  our  church,  and  this  most  important  insti- 
tution of  the  synod.  Let  its  importance  be  universally  acknowledged. 
I^t  us  frankly  admit  that  the  life  of  our  loved  church  depends  upon  the 
vigor  and  aggressive  energy  of  our  seminary. 

The  board  also  ventures  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  alumni,  indeed 
to  all  who  have  received  instructions  in  the  seminary,  the  propriety  of 
reorganization  in  the  interests  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and  that  a  meeting 
be  held  each  year  immediately  preceding  the  annual  session  of  the  synod. 

The  board  also  repeats  the  suggestion  to  establishing  Seminary  Day  in 
behalf  of  lis  financial  needs.  Also  that  the  Special  Plan  reqeive  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors. 

The  time  for  which  the  following  brethren  were  elected  as  members 
of  this  board  terminates  with  this  synod,  viz :  Revs.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.  D., 
Ed.  Herbruck,  Ph.D.,  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.  D.,  S.  B.  Yockey  and  Elder

2,    Report  of  the  Financial  Agent. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  : 

Dear  Brethren  ; — Our  two  years*  report  to  you  embraces  about  four 
and  one-half  months  of  services  as  agent  among  the  charges,  and  seven 
and  one-half  months,  largely  the  workings  of  the  '*  Special  Plan  *'  of 
itself,  from  having  been  put  in  operation  last  year.    For  the  reason  that 
we  were  unable  to  give  much  personal  attention  to  the  work  in  the  way 
of  visiting  chargeis  and  congregations  in  1890,  there  is  no  charge  for  ser- 
vice for  the  work  done  in  1890.    We  append  a  statement  showing  the 
result  of  the  workings  of  the  ''Plan"  in  dollars  and  cents,  and  have 
marked  whether  the  ofiTerings  paid  us  are  on  first  or  second  year.  Although 
we  can  not  tell  how  much  more  we  will  receive  from  these  same  congre- 
gations to  complete  their  first  or  second  year's  ofierings,  yet  a  large  pro- 
portion say  their  "  report  is  not  complete,  having  some  ofiferiiigs  to 
^rather  yet."    A  few  congregations  adopting  the*"  Plan  "  last  year,  have 
not  as  yet  reported  on  second  year. 

The  '*  Plan  "  still  commends  itself  to  us  and  we  think  should  still  be 
enclorsed  by  synod  and  earnestly  and  heartily  commended  to  our  people.

4.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

To  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Deab  Brethren: — Hitherto  this  board  was  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  The  new  constitution  for 
the  government  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  the  synod,  provides  for  a  separate  and  distinct  board,  to  be 
called  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  in 
whom  is  vested  the  general  supervision  of  said  seminary,  and  who  shall 
examine  into  the  whole  course  of  Its  instruction  and  study ;  superintend 
by  itself,  or  by  a  committee,  the  annual  examinations  of  the  students, 
etc,  etc. 

This  board  was  elected  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  synod,  and  organized 
for  its  legitimate  work  on  the  7th  of  October,  1889,  in  Canton,  Ohio,  in 
accordance  with  Section  X,  of  Article  II,  of  the  aforesaid  new  consti- 
tution, by  the  election  of  Rev.  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander,  President ;  Rev.  Dr.  L. 
H.  Kefauver,  Secretary ;  and  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of 
RevB.  H.  Rust,  D.  D.,  D.  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  Profs.  R.  Good,  A.  S.  Zerbe, 
Ph.  D.,  and  L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.  One  meeting  of  the  board  was  held 
since  its  organization  and  a  numbeir  of  meetings  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee. From  the  annual  report  of  the  president  of  the  seminary  and 
observations  made  by  the  members  of  the  board,  we  have  the  following 
items  of  interest  to  communicate  to  your  reverend  body  for  prayerful 
consideration. 

The  health  of  both  the  professors  and  students  has  been  well  preserv'- 
ed.  Judging  from  the  examinations  of  the  students  we  feel  justified  in 
saying  that  the  professors  have  been  faithful  to  duty  in  their  high  call- 
ing. In  addition  to  the  examinations  we  have  the  testimony  of  the  pro- 
fessors that  the  students  in  the  main,  have  been  studious  and  attentive. 
Besides,  the  weekly  chapel  services  for  the  stud**"**  ^^  ♦^e  university, 
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Tuesday  evenings  were  set  apart  for  devotional  exercises  for  the  special 
benefit  of  the  theological  students.  It  is  believed  that  these  serviceft 
proved  edifying  to  all  who  took  part  in  them. 

The  three  years'  coarse  of  study,  called  for  by  the  new  constitution, 
of  necessity  is  not  yet  fully  inaugurated,  says  the  president  to  the  board. 
As  you  well  remember,  three  members  of  the  executive  committee  of 
board  were  appointed  by  the  synod  at  Canton,  one  year  ago  to  formQ- 
late  action  m  regard  to  the  time  when  the  three  years'  rule  should  go 
into  effect.  At  their  recommendation  your  reverend  body  passed  the 
following : 

Retolvedf  that  the  full  course  of  three  years'  study  3be  so  far  modified 
that  the  present  senior  class  be  not  required  to  remain  the  third  year. 

Inasmuch  as  the  class  now  pursuing  their  second  year's  study  had 
begun  their  course,  with  the  expectation  of  remaining  only  two  years, 
when  the  synod  was  in  session  at  Canton,  and  also  in  view  of  special 
circumstances  in  the  case  of  several  members,  it  is  thought  best  that  the 
privilege  given  to  the  last  class  be  extended  to  this  class  also. 

The  seminary  received  from  Elder  H.  Ankeney  a  donation  of  a  set  of 
Bible  maps  of  large  size  for  use  in  the  recitation  room.  Also  from  the 
same  friend  a  number  of  Oxford  Bibles  for  the  benefit  of  the  students; 
beside  the  gift  of  enough  linoleum  to  cover  the  floors  of  (the  ante-room 
and  one  recitation  room ;  mainly  from  Elder  Ankeney  and  family,  Misa 
Roney  of  Dayton,  and  Mrs.  Rev.  Reuben  Good.  For  these  needed  im- 
provements the  thanks  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Board  of  Visitor^are 
hereby  expressed.  A  few  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library  dur- 
ing the  year,  mainly  from  ministerial  families.  The  work  in  the  semi- 
nary could  be  greatly  facilitated  if  some  of  the  late  standard  works  on 
theology  could  still  be  added  to  the  library.  And  that  this  may  be  ac- 
complished it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  a  special  fund  for  this  pur- 
pose, to  which  contributions,  either  in  money,  or  books  could  be  made. 

Messrs.  Henry  S.  Bailey,  Frederick  Emmer,  Koah  A.  Ernst,  Benj.  H. 
Roth  and  Joseph  C.  Smith,  having  stood  approved  examinations  in  the 
various  branches  taught  in  the  seminary,  were  regularly  dismissed,  and 
graduated  from  that  institution  on  the  14th  of  May  last.  Each  one  \& 
now  filling  a  pastoral  charge  in  the  Reformed  Church.  The  additions 
to  the  seminary  during  the  last  year  are  Messrs  C.  L.  Alspach,  Albert 
C.  Schoepp,  Otto  C.  Renter,  Wm.  C.  Richter,  Charles  F.  Dewitz,  Albert 
C.  Derr,  and  Harvey  L.  Weltmer.  These,  with  others  whose  names  were 
enrolled  last  year,  make  the  number  of  students  thirteen. 

Owing  to  the  ambiquity  of  expression  in  the  new  constituUon'^ofJthe 
seminary  adopted  last  year,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  the^boardf 
viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  Ohio  Synod  be  requested  to  give  a  deliverance, 
explaining  whether  Section  24  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  is  to  be 
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80  construed  as  to  require  the  election  of  a  president  in  the  seminary 
each  year,  by  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

Besolved^  That  we  request  the  synod  to  amend  Section  16,  Chapter 
8,  so  as  to  read,  "The  Seminary  year,  divided  into  two  terms,  shall  com- 
mence on,'^  Ac. 

Upon  the  whole,  it  affords  us  pleasure  to  state  to  the  synod  that  our 
seminary  is  well  equipped  for  work,  and  now  affords  a  good  opportunity 
to  the  young  men  of  the  church,  desiring  to  prepare  for  the  gospel  min- 
istry, to  carry  out  their  wishes.  The  term  of  office  for  which  Revs.  8. 
C.  Goss,  John  I.  Swander,  G.^H.  Leonard,  and  M.  Loucks,  expires  at 
this  meeting  of  Synod.  *

5.    Report  of  the  Board  of  ^ucation. 

The  Board  of  Education  was  reorganized  on  the  7th  of  October,  1889, 
at  Canton,  Ohio,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  by  the  election 
of  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  President ;  Rev.  Herman  Rust,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
D.  Van  Home,  D.  D.,  Rev.  A.  8.  Zerbe,  Ph.D.,  Prof.  C.  O.  Knepper  and 
Rev.  L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  an  Executive  Committee.  Prof.  Knepper 
declining  his  election,  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee by  appointing  Rev.  Prof.  R.  Good  in  his  place.  Rev.  L.  H.  Kefau- 
ver was  continued  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  board  held  its  annual  meeting  on  the  14th  of  May  last  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  Frequent  meetings  of  the  Executive  Commits 
tee  were  held  also,  during  the  year.  Five  of  the  Beneficiary  students, 
having  graduated  in  the  seminary,  not  needing  further  aid  from  the 
board,  their  names  were  dropped  from  its  roll.  The  number  receiving 
support  during  the  year  was  twenty-five,  three  of  which  did  not  ask 
for  the  full  appropriation.  A  larger  number  of  new  applications  were 
made  this  year  than  the  board  could  see  its  way  clear  to  meet,  owing  to 
the  £act  that  the  apportioments  for  Beneficiary  Education  are  not  fully 
raised.  The  five  young  men,  who  had  to  be  turned  away,  may  be  com- 
pelled to  abandon  their  intention  to  prepare  for  the  ministry,  and  the 
church  be  deprived  of  their  services  in  that  holy  ofiice.  This  would  be 
sad  indeed.  The  names  of  those  added  to  the  list  are  Albert  C.  Schoepp, 
W.  C.  Richter,  and  Otto  C.  Renter,  graduates  of  Calvin  College  at  Cleve- 
land, and  at  present  students  in  our  Theological  Seminary.  Besides 
Ghauncy  W.  Switzer,  Cornelius  Hauge  and  Calvin  Foster,  were  received 
under  the  fostering  care  of  the  board.

We  need  not  speak  here 
of  the  standing  in  scholarship  and  deportment  of  beneficiaries  who 
were  on  the  board  previous  to  the  present  year,  as  the  various  classes 
under  whose  care  they  have  been  placed  have  been  informed  concern- 
ing this  by  the  secretary  of  the  board.  The  new  ones  have  come  highly 
recommended  by  classes  and  pastors,  who  already  give  signs  of  encour- 
agement. 

The  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education  should  receive  special  considera- 
tion in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  so  few  who  prepare  for  the  minis- 
try that  have  the  means  to  do  so. 

The  term  of  office  of  Revs.  S.  C.  Goss,  John  I.  Swander,  Geo.  H. 
Leonard  and  Michael  I^ucks  terminates  at  this  meeting  of  synod.

II.      REPORT  OP  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  SEMINARY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  during 
the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  considered  seriatinij  and,  together  with  the  preceding 
reports,  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  presents  the  following 
report: 

To  your  committee  were  referred,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  The- 
ological Seminary,  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
report  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
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the  Theological  Seminary,  and  report  of  the  Financial  Agent,  as  mater- 
ial lor  the  formulation  of  our  report. 

We  have  examined  these  reports.  It  is  a  matter  o(  gratification,  and 
gratitude  to  Almig^y  God,  that  we  can  state  that  our  school  of  the 
prophets  is  in  a  very  enooantging  condition.  The  professors  are  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  the  grave  responsibilities  imposed  upon  them  as 
instructors*  If  the  number  of  students  is  not  as  laiige  as  is  desirable  the 
work  of  the  professors  is  conscientiously  performed. 

The  young  men  enjoy  better  advantages  now  than  ever  before  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  studies.  They  are  earnest  and  devout  students,  and 
a  credit  to  this  school  of  the  church. 

The  agent  for  the  financial  relief  and  the  endowment  of  the  semina- 
ry has  made  progress  in  his  arduous  undertaking.-  He  is  doing  all  he 
can  to  place  this  part  of  our  educational  work  speedily  in  a  position  to 
relieve  us  from  financial  care  and  solicitude  in  this  direction.  He 
deserves  our  warmest  sympathy  and  zealous  co-operation. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  also  carrying  forward  its  work  most  com- 
mendably,  and  should  be  more  liberally  sustained  by  us  in  order  to  be 
able  to  aid  more  young  men  in  their  preparation  for  the  preachin^r  of 
the  Gospel.  Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  for 
your  adoption: 

Reiolvedf  That  the  reports  above  mentioned  be  adopted  and  the 
requests  and  suggestions  commended  to  our  people. 

JRefiolvedf  That  synod  requests  its  ministers  to  utilize  Seminary  Day 
in  making  special  collection^  for  the  increase  of  the  endowment  and 
financial  relief  of  the  seminary. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Alumni  of  the  seminary  is  called 
to  consider  the  propriety  of  forming  an  association  to  meet  annually 
before  the  meeting  of  synod  to  consider  the  wants  of  the  seminary. 

Resolved,  That  we  reiterate  our  confidence  in  the  special  plan  adopt- 
ed for  the  endowment  of  the  seminary  and  hereby  express  our  satisfac- 
tion with  the  management  of  our  agent,  Horace  Ankeney. 

fiemlved,  That  the  fixed  sum  of  $2,000  be  apportioned  for  the  use  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  classes  be  called  to  the  fact  that 
only  about  two-thirds  of  the  annual  apportionment  for  the  aid  of  yoan^ 
men  preparing  for  the  ministry  is  collected,  and  we  hereby  request  each 
classis  to  adopt  such  measures  as  Will  tend  to  increase  the  sum  total  for 
educational  purposes.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  UNIVERSITY. 

The  following  reports  having  reference  to  the  university  and  its 
operations  were  received,  considered  and  adopted : 

I.      ANNUAL  REI»ORTS. 

/.    Report  of  tfie  Board  of  Regents, 

To  the  Ohio  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren. — In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  last  Oiiio 
Synod,  as  reported  in  item  3  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Minutes 
of  said  synod,  I,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  here  submit  the  an- 
nual report  to  your  reverend  body  of  the  condition  and  working  of  Heid- 
elberg University,  and  the  transactions  of  the  Board  during  the  last  sp- 
odical  year ;  and  in  this  I  shall  aim  to  give  a  condensed  statement  of 
facts  rather  than  an  elaborate  report. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Tiffin  last  June,  organized  by  the 
election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  President,  Rev.  Harrison  H.  W. 
Hibshman,  D.  D.,  Secretary,  Rev.  John  J.  Leberman,  D.  D.,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, and  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  Acting  Treasurer. 

Heidelberg  University,  founded  in  1850  under  the  immediate  direction 
of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  incorporated  February  13. 
1851,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  was 
'established  for  the  purpose  of  affording  the  advantages  and  facilities  for 
obtaining  a  thorough  education  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  upon 
the  basis  of  Evangelical  Christianity.  The  end  aimed  at  by  the  institu- 
tion is  to  educate  the  whole  man,  and  its  true  ideal  is  the  Christian 
scholar.  And  while  the  institution,  in  its  organization,  government  an*] 
operations,  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Reformed  Church,  it  is  neither 
sectarian  nor  exclusive,  but  its  aim  and  endeavor  are  to  afford  a  favora- 
ble sphere  for  the  development  and  culture  of  the  mind  and  the  affec- 
tions of  man,  with  vital  tendencies  toward  symmetrical  and  perfect 
manhood,  and  a  high  and  noble  destiny! 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  we  live  in  an  intellectual  and  aggres- 
sive age,  and  that  knowledge  is  widely  diffused.    Great  progress  has 
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been  made  in  perfecting,  not  only  the  public  school  Byetem  of  our  coun- 
try, but  also  the  higher  system  of  Christian  education  committed  to  the 
colleges  and  universities.  This  fact  is  seen  and  recognized  everywhere. 
A  sound  and  thorough  Christian  education  is  generally  regarded  as  of 
paramount  importance,  and  as  the  best  antidote  to  ignorance  and  con- 
sequent crime ;  and  also  as  the  best  guarranty  of  the  future  welfare  and 
perpetuity  of  the  American  Republic,  and  the  strong  co-operative  helper 
in  promoting  the  cause  of  truth  and  righteousness. 

In  view  of  all  this,  we  should  feel  solemnly  impressed  that  Heidelberg 
University  is  an  important  factor  in  the  sphere  of  higher  or  Christian 
education,  and  deserves  to  be  liberally  sustained  by  the  church,  and  to 
be  made  even  more  effective  and  useful  in  the  future  than  in  the  past  in 
the  intellectual  and  moral  training  of  the  youth.  It  has  already  sent 
forth  many,  who  were  well  equipped  for  positions  of  honor  and  useful- 
ness, and  their  efforts,  counsel  and  influence  are  being  felt  and  recog- 
nized in  the  different  professions  and  vocations  of  life. 

The  educational  work  of  the  institution  during  the  past  collegiate  year 
has  been  very  commendable  and  was  attended  with  excellent  results. 
The  enrollment  of  new  students  in  September,  1889,  was  eighty,  and  the 
attendance  then  in  all  the  branches  230,  which  was  a  very  favorable 
showing.  While  these  facts  are  of  a  gratifying  character,  it  is  even  more 
encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  at  this  time  that  the  attendance  of 
students  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  September,  1890,  is  the  largest 
in  the  bihtory  of  the  institution,  including  about  130  new  students,  and 
making  the  total  attendance  about  300.  In  these  facts  we  may  discover 
evidence  of  continued  prosperity  and  general  satisfaction. 

It  may  be  added  here,  that  the  registeries  in  the  several  departments 
in  their  details  are  about  as  follows :

In  the  aggregate  of  126  students  in  the  Literary  Department,  there  are 

30  Seniors,  29  Juniors,  29  Sophomores  and  38  Freshmen. 
In  the  Polytechnic  Department  the  new  classes  are  not  yet  formed  in 

this  (fall)  term,  except  as  continued  through  the  summer  vacation,  and 

still  progressing  in  the  work  with  success. 

And  while  the  large  number  of  students  in  attendance  is  gratifying, 
their  general  conduct,  studiousness  and  progress  are  very  commendable.

This  iiKHcates  that  the  discipline  enforced  is  good,  and  that  the  Btndents 
are  advancing  in  intellectual  and  moral  achievements,  and  becoming 
fitted  for  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  life.  It  also  recommends  the 
institution  to  young  gentlemen  and  ladies,  who  desire  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  complete  education,  under  the  direction  of  competent  and 
efficient  instructors,  as  well  as  of  hallowed  Christian  influence. 

In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  the  President  of  the  college  (now 
literary  department),  the  classes  heretofore  under  his  tuition  are  for  the 
time  being  distributed  among  the  other  professors  of  the  institatioiL 
Dr.  Zerbe  has  charge  of  the  seniors  in  Moral  Philosophy,  Professor 
Knepper  in  Philosophy  of  History  and  Professor  Hornung  in  Political 
Economy.  This  arrangement  meets  the  hearty  approval  of  the  clasees, 
and  the  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

The  favor  of  Divine  Providence  has  smiled  upon  the  institution  in  the 
general  preservation  of  the  lives  and  health  of  the  instructors  and 
students,  and  with  very  little  exception  no  serious  illness  has  interfered 
with  the  work  in  hand  during  the  year.  For  these  and  other  blessinge, 
we  owe  expressions  of  gratitude  to  "the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect 
gift." 

During  the  last  synodical  year  some  changes  and  modifications  have 
taken  place  in  the  institution,  to  which  reference  is  here  made  as  cur- 
rent facts.  Among  these,  it  may  be  stated  that  Professor  Reuben  Good, 
the  last  of  the  original  professors  of  the  institution,  after  rendering  faith- 
ful and  self-denying  service  for  forty  years,  resigned  his  position  u 
"Professor  of  Natural  Sciences"  because  of  infirmity  of  age.  But  as  a 
mark  of  honor  and  esteem,  and  in  view  of  his  fidelity  and  usefulness  in 
the  institution,  the  Board  of  Regents  elected  him  as  Emeritus  Professor 
of  Natural  iSciences. 

Then  some  reconstruction  or  division  was  made  in  the  Department  of 
Natural  Sciences,  and  Professor  £.  J.  Shives  was  elected  as  Profeflsor  of 
Chemistry  and  Physics,  and  Professor  M.  K.  Kleckner  as  Professor  of 
Geology  and  Biology.  Thus  the  department  of  science  can  be  managed 
to  better  advantage  and  with  enlarged  results,  as  heretofore  there  was 
too  much  work  for  one  professor. 

As  is  already  known,  the  name  of  Heidelberg  College  was  legallv 
changed  to  that  of  Heidelberg  University.  To  this  end,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  met  in  special  session  at  Tiffin  on  the 
10th  of  September,  1889,  and  adopted  the  necessary  preliminary  mvt^ 
ures.  It  however  was  subsequently  discovered  that  there  were  some 
defects  in  a  legal  point  of  view  in  this  preliminary  action,  and  that  i 
supplemental  act  to  section  3,762  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ohio,  relaxinf 
to  colleges  and  institutions  of  learning,  was  necessary.  Hence,  havinc 
meanwhile  secured  such  a  supplemental  act,  the  Board  of  Trustees  d 
Heidelberg  College,  again  met  in  special  session  at  Tiffin  on  the  ISdi  x't 
March,  1890,  and  after  due  consideration  decided  to  change  the  naant  -' 
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« 

Heide]b4*rg  College  to  that  of  Heidelbeig  University,  with  the  view  of 
enlar^ng  its  powers  and  porposes,  and  of  increasing  its  efficiency  and 
operations.  And  in  order  that  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  change  from 
college  to  university  may  be  seen,  and  be  made  generally  accessible  to 
the  synod  and  the  church,  we  here  embody  the 

Amendment  of  Charier  or  ArHdet  of  Incorporation. 

"  Whereas,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  friends  and  patrons  of  Heidelberg 
College,  located  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  incorporated  by  the  authority  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1851,  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  promoting  education,  religion  and  morality,  and  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  controlling  said  college,  to 
enlarge  its  powers  and  purposes  and  increase  its  efficiency  in  accordance 
with  Section  3762  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Ohio ;  therefore 

JRegolvedt  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Heidelberg  College,  in 
special  session  assembled  in  the  college  building  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  March 
18,  and  19,  189Q,  for  such  purpose  and  on  personal  notice  to  all  the 
trustees  of  said  college,  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  Heidelberg 
College  be  amended  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  name  thereof  be  changed  to  that  of  Heidelberg  Universi- 
ty of  Tiffin,  Ohio. 

2.  That  the  said  university  be  under  the  entire  management  and 
control  of  a  Board  of  Regents,  consisting  of  twenty-four  members  elect- 
ed at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  trustees  of  said  col- 
lege are  now  elected  by  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States.  That  the  Trustees  of  said  Heidelberg  College  now  elect- 
ed and  acting  as  such  be  continued  in  office  as  members  of  such  Board 
of  Regents  for  the  respective  terms  for  which  they  were  elected  and  that 
the  officers  and  committees  of  this  board  continue  the  officers  and  com- 
mittees of  the  Board  of  Regents  until  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board 
and  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  that  such  Board  of 
Regents  hold  their  meetings  at  such  times  and  place,  and  under  the 
sanae  regulation  as  that  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Heidelberg 
College. 

3.  That  the  following  departments  be  and  they  hereby  are  establish- 
ed in  said  Heidelberg  University : 

Literary  (including  College  and  Academy). 

Conservatory  of  Music. 

Business. 

Art. 

Polytechnic. 

And  such  other  departments  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  established 
or  admitted  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 
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4.  That  the  officers  of  the  university  shall  consist  of  a  Chancellor 
and  a  Secretary. 

5.  That  the  Chancellor  shall  be  at  the  head  of  the  university,  preside 
aft  the  general  meetings  of  the  faculties  and  with  the  faculties  of  the 
respective  departments  sign  the  diplomas,  conduct  all  official  corres- 
pondence, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usually  connected  with 
such  office.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  joint  meetings  of 
the  faculties  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  usually  pertain  to  such 

office. 

• 

6.  That  whenever  any  student  or  students  shall  have  completed  the 
course  of  study  prescribed  in  any  particular  department  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  diploma  in  such  department. 

7.  That  the  Acuities  in  each  respective  department  shall  be  organized 
by  said  Board  of  Regents  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  said  board 
may  deem  best,  and  their  respective  rights,  powers  and  duties  prescrib- 
ed and  defined  by  such  board. 

8.  That  the  Faculty  of  said  Heidelberg  College  as  at  present  constitu- 
tuted,  and  all  others  in  the  employment  of  said  college  shall  be  contin- 
ued under  the  same  conditions  as  those  which  have  previously  existed 
as  to  salary  and  departments  of  instruction. 

9.  That  all  the  property,  real  property  and  estate,  and  all  personal 
property,  all  endowment  funds  and  investments,  promissory  notes, 
mortgages,  securities,  gifts,  legacies  and  bequests,  and  assets  of  every 
kind  and  description,  rights,  powers  and  privileges  belonging  to,  possess- 
ed and  enjoyed  by,  or  due  or  coming  to  said  Heidelberg  College,  and 
claims  in  its  favor,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  assigned,  transferred 
and  vested  in  said  Heidelberg  University. 

10.  That  all  contracts,  obligations,  undertakings,  agreements,  and 
liabilities  of  said  Heidelberg  College  be  assumed  by  said  Heidelberg  Vni- 
versity. 

11.  That  the  said  Heidelberg  University  for  the  sole  and  only  pur- 
pose of  promoting  the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  University  may  ac- 
quire and  hold  real  and  personal  property,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of 
$!iOO,000  which  said  Heidelberg  College  is  now  authorized  to  acquire  and 
hold,  the  further  sum  of  $200,000,  making  in  the  aggregate  the  amount 
in  value  of  S500,000. 

12.  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  and  herebj 
are  instructed  to  cause  a  certified  copy  of  these  amendments,  with  the 
proper  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  said  Heidelberg  College,  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  of  Ohio,  as  required  by  said  section  of 
said  Revised  Statutes.

It  is  hereby  certified  that  the  above  and  foregoing  is  a  true  and  correct

That  more  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  such  Board  of  Trustees 
were  present  at  such  special  meeting,  participating  in  its  deliberations, 
and  voted  unanimously  for  such  amendment  to  such  Articles  of  In- 
corporation. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  we,  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  as  President,  and  H.  H. 
W.  Hibshman,  as  Secretary  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Heidel- 
berg College,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  board,  do  hereby  set 
our  hands  and  affix  the  corporate  seal  of  said  Heidelberg  College,  at 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  this  20th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1890.

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At  the  same  special  meeting  of  the  board,  held  March  18th,  1890,  the 
question  of  electing  a  Chancellor  was  also  considered,  and  decided  affirm- 
atively.  Thereupon  Rev.  John  Koet,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  was  elected  Chan- 
cellor of  the  University,  and  as  such  inaugurated  with  appropriate  ce^ 
emonies  in  Rickly  Chapel  on  Thursday,  June  19th,  in  connection  with 
the  annual  commencement  exercises.  He  has  since  been  actively  and 
faithfully  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties  in  this  capadtr, 
as  well  as  of  those  of  President  of  the  Polytechnic  Department  and 
Professor  of  Paleontology. 

Moreover,  it  may  also  be  stated  in  this  connection,  that  Bev.  GdCirge 
W.  Williard,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  the  venerable,  faithful  and  efficient  President 
of  Heidelberg  College,  now  Literary  Department  of  the  University,  ten- 
dered his  resignation  of  said  position  to  the  Board  of  Regents  on  the 
18th  of  June,  1890,  and  after  due  consideration  it  was  accepted  on  the 
19th.  The  position  remains  vacant.  The  aim  however  is  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy as  soon  as  the  services  of  a  properly  qualified  person  can  be  se- 
cured for  the  position,  requiring  thorough  scholarship,  executive  ability, 
practical  tact,  energy  and  efficiency. 

The  finances  of  the  University  are  in  a  good  condition.  This  is  an 
encouraging  fact,  yet  efforts  should  not  be  wanting  to  further  increase 
the  endowment,  so  that  from  the  proceeds  all  the  stipulated  salaries  of 
the  professors  and  the  current  expenses  may  be  promptly  paid.  The 
present  endowment  of  interest  bearing  notes  is  about  $91,000  while  there 
are  a  number  of  notes,  presumably  good,  payable  at  the  death  of  the 
donors,  and  thus  making  the  whole  amount  of  the  endowment  aboat 
$125,000. 

The  board  has  raised  the  contingent  dues  from  $2.00  to  $3.00  per  term. 
This  small  increase,  while  the  amount  is  still  lower  than  that  of  other 
similar  institutions,  will  in  itself  be  sufficient  to  cover  about  one-third  of 
the  yearly  deficiency  in  the  income  for  current  expenses. 

As  is  known,  the  last  synod  approved  the  action  of  the  board  in  ac- 
cepting the  v^]uable  museum  of  Dr.  Kost,  as  a  gift  to  Heidelbeig  Col- 
lege, upon  the  condition  that  the  college  be  raised  to  a  University,  and 
that  a  suitable  building  be  erected  for  the  museum  at  a  cost  of  about 
$15,000.  The  synod  also  pledged  itself  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  condi- 
tions specified.  Thus  far,  for  reasons  well  undt*rstood,  nothing  definite- 
ly has  been  done  towards  the  erection  of  the  museum  building  on  the 
campus.  The  board,  however,  cherishes  the  hope  that  the  necessary 
means  will  be  forth-coming  for  this  purpose  from  the  friends  and  patrons 
of  the  institution  and  that  the  synod  will  redeem  its  pledge  by  sach 
support  as  will  insure  success  to  the  proposed  enterprise. 

A  part  of  the  museum  has  been  transferred  to  the  institution  at  Tiffin, 

but  for  want  of  the  necessary  building  only  a  portion  thereof  has  been 

put  in  place,  classified  and  arranged,  in  two  of  the  rooms  in  the  unirer- 

sity  building,  making  an  attractive  appearance ;  while  as  yet  a  portion 

hereof  remains  necessarily  "boxed  up"  and  stored  away  as  best  it  can 
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be  for  the  time  being.    Other  portions  of  the  museum  have  not  yet 
been  brought  to  Tiffin,  for  reasons  already  stated. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  with  deep  feelings  of  sorrow  that  we  have  here  to 
record  and  to  report  to  your  reverend  body  the  death  of  Agent  Henry 
Leonard.  He  closed  his  long  and  useful  life  December  7, 1889,  at  his 
home  in  Basil,  Ohio,*  and  has  entered  into  his  blessed  rest.  His  "severe 
afflictions"  were  reported  to  the  last  synod,  and  he  survived  only  about 
two  months  after  synod's  adjournment.  He  was  a  man  of  faith,  conse- 
cration and  activity,  ever  true  to  his  vow  to  God  and  faithful  in  duty. 
His  great  life-work,  unsurpassed  perhaps  by  any  in  a  similar  sphere  of 
activity,  was  that  of  Financial  Agent  of  Heidelberg  College,  during  a 
period  of  about  thirty-one  years,  and  the  results  he  achieved  will  prove 
an  enduring  monument  to  his  name.  The  synod  should  recognize  his 
valuable  services  by  some  appropriate  action  in  memoriam ! 

With  due  respect  for  official  authority  in  fostering  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tian education,  and  wishing  peace  and  prosperity  to  the  church,  the 
synod  and  the  university,  and  asking  the  earnest  co-operation  of  all  in 
the  work  intrusted  to  us  as  a  board  in  the  future  as  the  past,  we  submit 
our  report  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents.

II.      REPORT  OP  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  UNIVERSITY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  University,  during  the  morn- 
ing session  on  Saturday,  presented  their  report,  which  was  received, 
and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Board  and  of  its  Treasurer,  adopted: 

Your  committee  respectfully  reports,  that  the  only  papers  placed  in 
its  possession,  are  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
Heidelberg  University,  Treasurer's  report  of  the  same,  together  with  a 
resolution  of  Lancaster  Classis,  but  as  synod  has  already  passed  upon 
the  sentiment  contained  in  the  resolution,  no  further  reference  will  be 
made  to  it  in  this  report. 
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The  very  elaborate  statementa  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  makes  it  quite  unnecessary  that  this  report  should  enter  into 
any  details  whatsoever. 

The  synod  learns  with  ever  increasing  gratification  of  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  university,  and  of  its  growing  popularity.  The  addi- 
tion of  new  students  this  year,  being  the  largest  in  its  whole  history ; 
and  now,  the  inspiring  aggregation  is  reached  by  summing  up  all  who 
are  in  attendance  in  the  different  departments,  of  about  three  hun- 
dred. This  certainly  should  encourage  the  life-long  friends  of  the 
institution  to  renewed  effort  and  enlarged  liberality.  Let  then  those  who 
have  toiled,  toil  on,  remembering  the  Scripture,  "Let  us  ,not  be  weary 
in  well  doing  for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not ;  and  also, 
that  God  shall  give  to  every  man  according  as  his  work  shall  be." 

This  pro8];>erity  should  be  an  inspiration  to  the  whole  church,  so  that 
in  the  near  future  our  university  may  enjoy  the  loyal  friendship  and 
most  cordial  support  of  our  entire  membership. 

The  Treasurer's  report  indicates  a  healthy  financial  condition.  Of 
course  the  endowment  should  be  increased,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
may  be  speedily  accomplished.  The  institution  should  be  so  equipped 
that  in  every  department  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  may  be  at- 
tained. 

And  BOW,  believing  as  we  do  and  as  it  was  expressed  in  the  report  of 
the  President  of  the  college  a  year  ago  at  the  Canton  Synod,  that  Prov- 
idence has  indicated  tbe  line  of  duty,  and  feeling  assured  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Regents  share  in  this  faith ;  therefore, 

Reiolvedt  That  we  hereby  express  our  implicit  confidence  in  their  con- 
scientious management  of  our  university. 

Besolved,  That  as  a  synod  we  remember  with  grateful  appreciation, 
the  forty  years  of  faithful  disinterested  service  of  Rev.  Reuben  Good  as 
Professor  of  Natural  Sciences.  That  we  put  on  record  our  remembrance 
of  his  untiring  labors  in  his  own  department,  of  his  self^crifice  and 
zeal  in  behalf  of  our  institutions,  and  of  the  affection,  patience  and  gen- 
tleness which  he  ever  manifested  while  leading  his  pupils  along  the  in- 
tricate paths  of  science. 

Renolvedf  That  this  synod  gives  expression  to  its  high  appreciation  of 
the  eflBciency  and  faithfulness  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Williard,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  the 
retiring  President  of  Heidelberg  College,  now  literary  department  of  the 
university,  during  his  twenty-four  years  of  service  in  that  capacity. 
That  we  remember  with  gratitude  his  unfailing  interest,  his  zeal  and  his 
abundant  labors  in  its  behalf;  and  finally,  that  we  pray  the  choicest 
blessings  of  Heaven  to  rest  upon  him  during  his  remaining  years. 

Reached f  That  it  is  with  heartfelt  socrow  that  we  record  the  death  of 
Elder  Henry  Leonard,  who  for  thirty-one  years,  in  the  capacity  of  finan- 
cial agent  of  Heidelberg  College,  consecrated  his  best  energies,  his  time, 
his  all,  to  the  interests  of  this  institution  of  our  church.  His  self-sac- 
rificing efforts  were  limited   only   by  his  strength.    His  name  was  a 
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familiar  household  word,  and  his  face  that  of  a  personal  friend  through- 
out  our  church,  and  we  but  express  the  sentiment  of  the  entire  church 
when  we  make  mention  of  his  worth  and  record  his  virtues,  not  on  mar- 
ble, but  in  the  annals  of  the  churchy  and  in  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

Resolved,  That  synod  make  preparation  for  a  suitable  memorial  service 
thfs  afternoon  at  the  close  of  the  preparatory  service.

III.      THE  MATTER  OF  THE  CHANCELLORSHIP. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  morning  session  on 
Friday,  reported  in  item  3  that  there  was  at  hand  a  petition  numerously 
signed  by  citizens  of  Tiffin  with  reference  to  the  late  action  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  Heidelberg  University  in  the  election  of  a  Chancellor. 

The  same  committee  at  the  same  time  also  reported  in  item  4  that  a 
petition  was  received  from  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Heidelberg  l^n- 
iversity,  requesting  this  reverend  body  not  to  adopt  any  action  that 
would  tend  to  withdraw  the  moral  support  of  the  Ohio  Synod  and  the 
Church  from  the  University. 

The  subject  matter  of  these  items  was  referred  to  a  special  committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  Reuben  Keller,  Alpheus  E.  Baichly,  James  H.  Steele, 
Elders  John  M.  Smith  and  Jacob  Pfeiffer.  This  committee,  during  the 
afternoon  Session  on  Friday,  after  due  Consideration,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  adopted :

Orphans*  Homes, 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  4  that  Orphans'  Homes 
were  commended  anew  to  the  liberality  and  support  of  the  church. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  morning  session  on 
Friday,  reported  in  item  2  that  a  communication  was  received  from  the 
superintendent  of  the  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home  at  Butler,  Pa. 

In  this  connection.  Rev.  John  Rettig,  superintendent  of  the  Reformed 
Orphans'  Home  at  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  being  present  as  an  advisory 
member,  addressed  the  synod  in  an  appropriate  manner  in  regard  to  the 
condition,  working  and  needs  of  said  Home. 

The  subject  matter  of  these  items  and  the  address  was  referred  to  a 
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special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Albert  Gonser,  Richard  B. 
Reichard  and  Elder  Jacob  Suit.  This  committee,  daring  the  afternoon 
session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

Your  special  committee  on  the  Orphans'  Home  beg  leave  to  make  the 
following  report : 

Only  one  document  came  into  our  hands  which  speaks  in  the  interest 
*of  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Butler,  Pa.,  entrusted  to  the  care  of  Rev.  P.  C. 
Prugh.  This  home  is  regarded  by  the  authorities  of  both  church  and 
state  to  be  in  a  very  excellent  condition.  Recently,  they  greatly  en- 
larged their  capacities  to  accommodate  more  applicants.  The  namher 
of  children  in  the  home  last  year  was  one  hundred  and  ninety.  All  at- 
tend regularly,  both  Sabbath-school  and  preaching.  They  hold  a  weekly 
prayer  meeting  and  have  an  encouraging  missionary  society. 

We  learn  with  gratitude  that  the  children  are  growing  in  industry  and 
obedience,  and  that  they  enjoy  the  privilege  of  attending  day  school 
dbout  ten  months  out  of  the  year  and  after  proper  catechetical  inatmc- 
tion  they  are  confirmed. 

Furthermore,  we  listened  with  pleasure  to  the  interesting  and  appro- 
priate remarks  by  Rev.  J.  Rettig,  the  superintendent  of  the  Orphans' 
Home  at  Fort  Wayne.  He  spoke  of  the  advancement  and  marked  im- 
provement of  the  home  and  cordially  invited  us  to  co-operate  with  them. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  present  the  following  resolution  for  adoption: 

Resolvedj  That  the  cause  of  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home  and  the  Ft. 
Wayne  Orphans'  Home  be  heartily  recommended  to  the  attention  and 
liberal  support  of  our  pastors  and  congregations.

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
The  following  reports  were  received,  considered  and  adopted : 

I.      REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Dear  Brethren  in  the  Lord: — Your  Sunday-school  Board  has  but 
little  to  report,  as  but  little  remains  for  it  to  do,  since  the  organization  of 
the  work  under  General  Synod's  Board.  There  has  not  even  been  occa- 
sion to  call  the  board  in  session  since  the  meeting  of  synod  last  year. 

From  reports  received  from  all  classes,  save  Lancaster,  upon  the  state 
of  the  Sunday-school,  in  all  sections  of  the  church,  we  learn  with  pleas- 
ure that  the  cause  is  growing,  enlisting  new  interest  and  proving  an 
increasing  source  of  power,  and  supply  to  the  church. 

Conventions  have  been  held  in  all  the  classes,  and  are  reported  to 
have  been  interesting  and  profitable,  the  most  serious  and  humiliating 
complaint  in  nearly  every  instance,  being  that  they  were  too  largely 
neglected  by  the  ministry  of  the  different  classes,  whose  absence  was 
deplored  and  whose  presence  might  have  been  so  helpful. 

Synod  should  affectionately  urge  upon  its  ministry,  as  a  matter  of 
conscience,  duty  and  support  to  this  great  and  good  work,  faithful  and 
regular  attendance  upon  these  conventions. 

Programs  of  each,  excepting  Lancaster,  accompany  this  report. 

Statistics  have  been  received  from  all  the  classes  except  Lancaster, 
the  figures  of  which  we  could  not  take  from  the  Minutes  of  last  year, 
since  the  statistical  table  from  the  board's  report  was  not  printed  in  the 
same.  These  tables  show  many  encouraging  features  and  when  taken 
in  comparison  with  other  years,  gives  bright  hope  for  the  future.  We 
recommend  that  they  be  published  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod.  They 
were  omitted  last  year  much  to  the  embarrassment  of  us  who  are  espec- 
ially interested  in  this  branch  of  our  church  work. 

The  church  may  well  congratulate  herself  on  the  circulation  and 
character  of  her  present  series  of  Sunday-school  helps  and  literature, 
which  in  merit  and  appearance  are  equal  to  those  found  in  other 
churches  and  for  this  reason,  command  more  nearly  than  ever  .before, 
the  entire  patronage  of  our  schools,  a  matter  that  will  only  be  complete- 
ly righted,  w^hen  every  school  in  the  church  shall  use  the  authorized 
helps  of  our  General  Board.  The  most  embarrassing  feature  is  the 
failure  of  the  General  Board,  (though  it  has  earnestly  attempted,)  to  pro- 
vide our  schools  with  festival  services,  Children's  Day,  &c.  We  shall  be 
glad  if  the  Sunday-school  Committee  will  suggest  some  definite  plan  to 
synod  by  which  we  may  be  regularly  provided  with  services  issued  from 
our  own  church. 

Children's  Day  appears  to  have  been  generally  observed  at  the  pro- 
per time  and  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  synod  last  year,  the 
collections  were  devoted  to  missions. 
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The  b6ard  hereby  again  recommends  that  the  synod  again  dedgnite 
some  object  to  which  the  collections  of  next  year  «hall  go,  and  earnestly 
reouests  each  school  to  apply  the  same  accordingly.  It  is  farther  sug^ 
gested  that  the  different  pastors  see  to  it  that  the  amoants  of  these  col- 
lections be  reported  to  the  treasurers  of  the  different  classes,  who  in  tarn, 
in  due  time  shall  report  the  totals  for  the  classes  to  the  Chrittian  WM 
for  publication.

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III.      REPORT  OP  STANDING  COMMITTBE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  and  Catechisation,  daring 
the  afternoon  session  on  Friday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted : 

The  Standing  Committees  on  Sunday-schools  and  Catechisation  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  report  that  the  following  documents  were  placed 
in  their  hands. 
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1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Sunday-schools,  with  the  statistical 

table. 

2.  The  programs  of  the  Sunday-school  conventions  of  five  of  the 
classes  of  synod  held  during  the  past  year. 

From  these  documents  it  appears  that  there  has  heen  commendable 
activity  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school  during  the  past'  year,  751 
scholars  having  been  received  into  f All  communion  with  the  church, 
yet  it  may  fairly  be  questioned  whether  there  has  not  been  less  accom- 
plished than  might  have  been  the  case  if  all  the  people  within  our 
charges  had  a  proper  mind  for  the  work.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  age 
is  one  of  extraordinary  activity  as  regards  Bible  study,  and  further  that 
an  extensive  literature  and  various  appliances  to  facilitate  Sunday-school 
effort  is  ready  at  hand,  we  conclude  that  increased  energy  must  be 
used  by  us  in  this  department  of  church  labor  each  year.  We  must 
move  onward  with  the  advancing  age,  and  be  active  Sunday-school 
workers,  or  we  will  be  left  be^iind  in  the  race.  As  fast  as  Providence 
opens  the  way  we  should  supply  ourselves  with  proper  aid,  and  thus  be 
effective  as  well  as  earnest  laborers  in  this  branch  of  the  Master's 
vineyard. 

The  other  matter  referred  to  in  the  title  of  our  committee  is  catechi- 
sation.  This  word  has  come  to  have  a  special  meaning  among  us,  viz : 
the  instruction  of  our  children  and  youth  in  Bible  truth  as  presented  in 
Ihe  Heidelberg  Catechism,  the  authoratative  symbol  of  the  church. 
There  is  danger  that  the  time-honored  custom  of  pastoral  catechisation 
may  be  eclipsed  by  the  later  phases  of  Sunday-school  work.  But  the 
two  interests  should  ever  be  closely  united.  Evidently,  solid  instruc- 
tion can  best  be  given  by  the  pastor  in  a  regular  catechetical  class.  This 
class  may  be  held  separately,  or  at  the  time  of  the  sessions  of  the  school, 
but  in  any  case  the  catechism  should  be  kept  in  constant  use.  The 
teachers  also  and  the  superintendent  may  use  the  catechism  in  the  class 
or  in  the  general  exercises  of  the  school  to  excellent  advantage. 

Sunday-school  conventions  in  the  various  classes  have  been  greatly 
blessed  of  the  Master,  but  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  absence  of 
pastors  to  the  regret  of  workers  for  the  cause.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all 
pastors  will  diligently  labor  for  the  success  of  the  annual  conventions, 
and  will  endeavor  to  be  present  on  each  occasion.  The  consolidation  of 
our  denominational  Sunday-school  work  under  the  General  Synod's 
Board,  frees  us  in  a  measure  from  the  labor  of  preparing  Sunday-school 
periodicals  and  lesson  helps,*yet  owing  to  their  failure  in  the  prem- 
ises, we  are  called  upon  to  request  our  own  board  to  furnish  oi!itlines  of 
service  suited  to  th6  festival  days,  in  addition  to  the  excellent  matter 
they  are  furnishing  at  -present.  We  are  also  asked  to  designate  some 
suitable  object  to  which  Children's  Day  collections  shall  be  devoted 
dnriDg  the  coming  year.    *We  therefore  present  the  following  for  action: 
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The  bdard  hereby  again  recommends  that  the  synod  again  designtte 
some  object  to  which  the  collections  of  next  year  fihall  go,  and  earnestly 
reauests  each  school  to  apply  the  same  accordingly.  It  is  further  rag- 
gested  that  the  different  pastors  see  to  it  that  the  amoants  of  theee  col- 
lections be  reported  to  the  treasurers  of  the  different  classes,  who  in  tarn, 
in  due  time  shall  report  the  totals  for  the  classes  to  the  Chmtian  Worii 
for  publication.

A  meeting  was  subsequently  held  in  Dayton,  September  12, 1890.  At 
this  meeting  the  various  publications  issued  by  the  Reformed  Pablishing 
Company,  were  canvassed,  and,  while  imperfection  characterizes  the  r^ 
suits  of  all  human  enterprise,  however,  well  planned  and  skillfully  ex- 
ecuted, yet  the  board  feels  justified  in  congratulating  the  synod  upon 
the  successful  operations  of  its  publishing  house.  It  has  caused  the 
church  no  anxiety  as  to  its  ability,  financially  or  otherwise,  to  go  for- 
ward with  its  special  work,  that  of  furnishing  our  people  with  a  religions 
paper.  The  Chriaian  World,  because  of  its  real  merit  as  a  family  paper 
is  most  earnestly  commended,  by  your  board,  to  the  cordial  and  gen- 
erous support  of  all  our  people.  It  comes  into  our  families  laden  with 
no  long  controversial  or  heavy  theological  articles.  The  long  obituarr 
notices  are  reduced  both  in  size  and  number.  The  local  home  paper  is 
the  place  for  these.  It  is  the  constant  effort  both  of  the  editors  and 
board  to  crowd  the  pages  of  our  paper  with  facts  and  truths,  and  cburvb 
news,  reduced  to  the  smallest  compass,  all  of  which  is  designed,  not 
only  to  make  the  paper  interesting  but  preeminently  helpful  to  all  oar 
people.  It  will,  doubtless  be  gratifying  to  synod  to  learn  that  these 
efforts  have  not  been  without  tangible  expressions  of  appreciation ;  and 
that  the  Christian  World  has  now  attained  its  best  support  in  its  whole 
history. 

It  is  also  most  cheering  to  know  that  all  the  Sabbath  helps  have 
reached  their  largest  circulation  in  the  year  about  to  close.  These  are 
used  nearly  everywhere  in  the  church  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  pab- 
lications.  It  is  apparent  that  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of 
General  Synod  is  productive  of  the  best  results.  The  church  owes  here 
its  entire  patronage,  for  its  authority  is  responsible  through  the  General 
Synod  for  these  periodicals.  Their  very  character  is  determined  by  the 
free  use  of  General  Synod's  prerogative.  Hence  the  moral  responsibil- 
ity at  least,  of  sustaining  the  publishers,  by  giving  them  loyal  support 

The  board  urges  upon  all  prompt  payment,  and  cheerful  and  eam<6t 
co-operation  in  every  effort  to  widen  the  circulation  of  our  own  per- 
iodicals. 
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It  is  qaitd  probable  that  the  revenues  of  the  church  could  be  increased 
by  raising  the  subscription  of  our  periodicals  to  such  numbers  which 
would  justify  the  publishers  to  enter  into  an  obligation  to  pay  a  certam 
ampunt  each  year  into  our  benevolent  funds.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication,  during  the  morning  session 
on  Saturday,  'submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  slightly 
amended,  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  board,  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  P\iblication  would  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  only  document  that  came  into  our  hands,  is  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Publication. 

The  board  congratulates  the  synod  upon  the  successful  operations  of 
the  publishing  house :  It  having  caused  the  church  no  anxiety  as  to  its 
ability  financially  or  otherwise,  to  go  forward  witjj  its  special  work,  that 
of  furnishing  the  people  with  a  religious  paper  of  real  merit.  It  earn- 
estly commends  the  ChriMian  World,  as  a  family  paper  to  the  cordial  and 
generous  support  of  all  our  people.  It  also  notes  the  fact  that  the 
Ckrigtian  Worhl  as  well  as  the  Sabbath- school  helps  have  reached  their 
largest  circulation  in  the  year  about  to  close. 

The  board  urges  upon  all,  prompt  payment  and  the  cheerful  and 
earnest  co-operation  in  every  effort  to  widen  the  circulation  of  these 
periodicals.  It  also  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  circulation  of  these 
periodicals  might  be  so  extended  and  the  revenues  thereby  so  increased 
as  to  justify  the  publishers  to  pay  annually  a  certain  portion  into  the 
treasury  of  our  benevolent  fund.  Whilst  this  seems  highly  gratifying  to 
the  board  and  must  be  to  the  synod,  yet  in  the  judgment  of  your  com- 
mittee a  somewhat  different  course  might  be  pursued  and  a  better  end 
accomplished,  and  would  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Rrsolredj  That  the  prompt  compliance  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Chria- 
tian  World  with  the  terms  of  the  subscription  be  and  hereby  is  recom- 
mended and  urged. 

Rewlved,  Tiiat  instead  of  turning  a  certain  portion  of  the  revenues  ac- 
cruing from  an  increased  circulation  of  the  paper  and  Sunday-school 
supplies  into  the  church  treasury  as  contemplated  by  the  board,  the 
price  of  these  periodical  be  reduced,  thus  giving  its  patrons  the  benefit 
of  an  increased  circulation,  or  that  there  be  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
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of  advertising  matter,  and  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  type  used,  and  a 
corresponding  increase  in  original  matter  and  general  church  news. 

Resolved^  That  with  a  view  of  securing  the  very  best  results  financially, 
and  of  accomplishing  the  greatest  amount  of  good  in  reaching  the  largest 
number  of  readers,  the  publications  of  the  Reformed  Publishing  Co., 
be  commended  to  the  earnest  support  and  liberal  patronage  of  the  church 
and  that  pastors  and  people  be  urged  to  put  forth  renewed  and  more 
vigorous  efforts  to  increase  as  far  as  possible  the  circulation  of  all  its 
periodicals.

DELEGATE  TO  THE  CENTRAL  SYNOD. 


The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  during  the 
afternoon  session  on  Friday,  reported  that  Rev.  Herman  Rust,  D.  D., 
bad  been  elected  as  delegate  primariva,  and  Rev.  Alpheus  E.  Baichly 
as  9ecundu9^  to  the  Central  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church.     No  written 
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report  was  received,  as  it  app^red  that  the  delegate  had  not  attended 
to  the  duty  assigned ;  but  Dr.  Rust  verbally  stated  tbfi  reasons  of  his 
non-attendance,  and  he  was  excused  by  synod; 


The  election  for  a  delegate  to  the  Central  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  to  attend  its  annu^  meeting  in  1891,  resulted  in  the  choice  of 
Rev.  Harrison  H.  W.  Hibshman,  D.  D.,  primariwij  and  Rev.  Frederick 
H.  Keller,  secundus. 


THE  SUBJECT  OP  TEMPERANCE. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  during  the 
afternoon  session  on  Friday,  reported  in  item  11  that  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  Temperance  was  appointed  to  submit  a  report 
to  this  synod.  Thereupon  the  following  report  was  received  and 
adopted: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  One  of  the  greatest  problems  of  these 
stirring  times  is  the  temperance  question.  It  presses  hard  for  so.lution 
upon  the  minds  and  consciences  of  all  conservators  of  peace  and  purity, 
and  of  the  defenders  of  the  principles  of  the  church  and  good  govern- 
ment. The  rum  power  is  working  for  evil  and  that  continually,  and  its 
influence  as  a  blighting  curse,  is  ever  waxing  bolder ;  more  menacing 
and  more  corrupting. 

The  state  is  wearing  the  yoke  of  this  gfiant,  for  he  enters  boldly  and 
defiantly,  our  highest  tribunals,  dictates  the  repeal  of  old  laws  not  ac- 
cording to  his  liking  and  orders  the  enactment  of  new  ones  that  more 
thoroughly  protect  him  and  behind  which  he  can  more  safely  mask 
himself.  This  corrupting  of  the  higher  tribunals,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
lower  courts  and  officials,  has  been  steadily  advancing  until  the  nation, 
state  and  community,  bleeding  at  every  pore,  are  seeking  by  the  funda- 
mental law  of  self-preservation,  a  deliverance  from  the  enslaving  power 
of  the  liquor  forces. 

The  family,  too,  is  invaded,  and  scarcely  is  there  an  exception  to  the 
rule,  that  hearts  are  broken,  the  most  tender  ties  sundered,  self-respect 
is  lost,  money  and  property  turned  into  the  channels  of  the  nefarious 
industry,  and  women  and  children  left  in  helplessnepp,  poverty,  disgrace 
and  woe.  The  sea  of  life  is  literally  strewn  with  puch  wrecks  of  homes 
bitterly  crying  to  the  church  and  state  for  help. 

Again,  the  church  of  Christ  has  by  no  means  the  least  amount  of  suf- 
fering entailed  upon  it.  It  Phould  not  be  possible  for  this  monster  to 
enter  the  sacred  precincts  and  visible  body  of  our  Iy>r*l  Jesus  Christy 
but  he  has  come,  and  with  fearful  effect,  in  the  legion  of  evils  which  he 
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breeds,  feeds  and  fosters ;  in  the  appetites  and  vices  which  he  sets  in 
motion  against  the  influences  of  prayer,  the  preaching?  of  the  Word  and 
the  sanctifying  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit';  in  the  dishonor  that  he  brings 
upon  God's  blessed  name ;  in  the  obstacles  that  he  throws  in  the  way 
of  young  and  old  of  attending  the  stated  worship  of  the  sanctuary ;  in 
his  diligent  sowing,  on  the  Lord's  day,  seeds  of  vice  and  crime,  deter- 
ring the  boys  and  young  men  by  the  thousand  from  submission  to  and 
worship  of  the  triune  God.  Thus  he  thins  the  ranks  of  the  church, 
weakens  our  Sabbath-schools,  and  cripples  and  nullifies  missionary 
and  evangelistic  work. 

These  all, — the  state,  the  family  and  the  church,  having  alike  a  divine 
origin  and  end — should  be  preserved  blameless,  in  their  higher  harmony, 
unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Politics,  in  its  true  sense,  is  the  application  of  moral  principles  to  the 
affairs  of  state  so  as  to  protect  us  in  our  rights  and  facilitate  our  efforts 
in  behalf  of  family  and  church  ;  the  family  is  the  fundamental  repository 
and  conservator  of  the  principles  of  church  and  state ;  the  church  is  the 
channel  through  which,  or  the  holy  highway  upon  which  sinners  are 
brought  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  Christ,  thus  making  it  possible  for 
family  and  state  to  attain  to  the  glorious  destiny  for  which  they  were 
ordained.  This  is  the  divine  triangle  of  organized  condition  and  power, 
every  side  of  which  is  needed  to  perfect  our  power  for  good,  and  towards 
every  side  of  which  we  must  diligently  exercise  ourselves,  as  citizens  of 
the  nation,  slA  members  of  the  family-circle  and  as  ministers  and  elders 
of  the  church  who  are  in  harmony  with  oar  heavenly  commission,  to 
work  for  the  salvation  of  the  world. 

Recognizing,  first,  that  the  Rum  Power  in  our  land  is  inimical  to  the 
peace,  health  and  morals  of  the  people;  second,  that  all  taxation  and 
license  have  proved  conspicuous  and  humiliating  failures,  these  being 
first  lost  and  always  held  up  by  liquor  men  as  sanctions  and  protections 
of  the  law ;  third,  that  it  is  only  entrenching  the  enemy  and  inviting 
victory  for  them  and  counting  defeat  for  itself  for  the  state  to  sell  such 
indulgences  to  a  conscienceless  and  criminal  class  for  a  wicked  traffic ; 
fourth,  that  a  right  and  courageous  attitude  of  the  church  is  demanded 
so  that  with  a  sentiment  based  upon  truth  and  right  and  a  courage 
grounded  in  consecrated  Christian  manhood,  a  happy  issue  to  this  ques- 
tion may  be  speedily  reached ;  and  fifth,  that  ministers,  ofiicers  and 
teachers  in  the  Christian  church,  educators,  legislators  and  civil  rulers 
of  all  grades  are  demanded  who  will  hold,  defend  and  promulgate,  per- 
sonally and  officially,  the  principles  of  temperance,  of  sobriety  and  of 
the  prohibition'  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  liquors 
as  beverages;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  as  this  has  become  pre-eminently  a  national  issue,  we 
will  as  officers  in  the  church  and  as  citizens  of  our  beloved  land,  do  all 
in  our  power,  by  example  and  precept,  in  public  and  in  private,  in  the 
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pulpit  and  at  the  ballot-box,  tbat  at  an  early  day,  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  will  enact  such  laws  as  will  forever  prohibit  the  mana- 
fiscture,  sale,  importation,  exportation  and  transportation  of  all  intoxi- 
cating liquors  as  beverages.

OPENING  OF  SYNOD. 

The  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
according  to  appointment  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  convened  in 
convention  in  the. Reformed  Church  at  Bellevue,  Huron  County, 
Ohio,  on  Wednesday,  October  7,  A.  D.  1891,  at  7.30  o^clock  in  the  even- 
ing, and  in  connection  with  devotional  service  was  opened  with  a 
sermon  by  the  retiring  president.  Rev.  John  J.  Leberman,  D.  D., 
based  on  Mark  3:  14  and  15:  "And  he  ordained  twelve,  that  they 
should  be  with  him',  and  that  he  might  send  them  forth  to  preach, 
and  to  have  power  to  heal  sickness,  and  to  cast  out  devils."

ARTICLE  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics^ 
during  the  morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Ohio: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  : — We  have  endeavored  to  read  care- 
fully the  reports  on  the  state  of  religion  from  the  six  classes  consti- 
tuting this  synod  and  will  give  an  outline  of  the  state  of  the  church 
as  revealed  in  these  reports.  It  is  well  understood,  however,  that  it 
is  an  utter  impossibility  for  any  of  these  reports  to  make  a  full  and 
complete  statement  of  the  existing  spiritual  state  and  condition  of 
all  the  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  a  classis.  We  must  de- 
pend therefore,  upon  the  general  statements  and  from  these  draw 
our  conclusions.  First  of  all  it  is  gratifying  and  pleasing  to  listen  to 
the  strains  of  heartfelt  thanksgiving  with  which  all  the  reports  open, 
giving  praise  to  (rod  for  the  unnumbered  and  undeserved  blessings 
which  he  has  bestowed  upon  the  ministry  and  membership  of  the 
church.  It  is  well,  indeed,  that  even  amidst  trial  and  tribulation 
the  servants  of  the  Master  and  his  faithful  disciples  are  enabled  to 
carry  out  the  counsel  and  command  of  the  Lord,  "be  of  good  cheer,  I 
have  overcome  the  world."  The  health  of  the  ministry  generally  has 
been  good  and  only  one  from  among  our  large  number  is  reported  as 
having  passed  from  earth  to  eternity,  to  render  an  account  of  his 
stewardship.  It  is  with  a  trembling  hand  and  feeling  of  profound 
awe  and  silence  that  the  report  speaks  of  the  departed  brother  be- 
cause of  the  unspeakable  sad  circumstances  under  which  the  brother 
passed  out  of  this  life.  And  as  a  synod,  looking  upon  him  as  a  son 
and  a  father,  we  stand  as  Aaron  and  "hold  our  peace"  and  are  remind- 
ed of  the  words  of  Christ  to  his  apostles,  **watch  and  pray  that  ye 
enter  not  into  temptation."  While  but  one  has  fallen  in  the  ranks  of 
the  ministry  many  of  the  officers  and  members  have  "entered  into 
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rest/'  AtDong  these  were  elders  Baughman  and  Sharp,  who  so  faith- 
fully served  the  church  and  frequently  represented  their  charges  on 
the  floor  of  classis  and  synod.  The  hand  of  Ilim  ''who  doeth  all 
things  well"  will  sustain  us  in  our  loss,  and  permit  that  which  they 
did  to  the  Lord's  glory  to  exercise  its  beneficent  and  blessed  influ- 
ence on  those  that  still  remain.  'They  rest  from  their  labors  and 
their  works  do  follow  them." 

The  brethren  generally  have  been  active  in  the  discharge  of  their 
various  duties.  The  gospel  has  been  earnestly  preached ;  the  cate- 
chising of  the  youth  has  been  faithfully  attended  to  and  many  from 
among  the  young  were  received  and  confirmed  by  the  laying  on .  of 
hands ;  the  sacraments  have  been  administered  to  large  numbers  and 
the  flocks  have  been  fed  and  led  beside  living  waterd  to  be  refreshed ; 
and  the  lambs  so  dear  and  precious  to  the  Savior  were  "gathered  in 
his  arms  and  carried  in  his  bosom."  These  labors,  we  are  sure,  were 
not  in  vain.  Abundant  evidences  show  that  there  has  been  progress 
and  improvement  in  many  directions  as  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
membership  and  the  outward  growth  and  advancement  in  the  various 
activities  of  the  church. 

Within  the  bounds  of  almost  all  the  classes,  new  church  buildings 
have  been  built  or  are  in  process  of  erection,  while  others  have  been 
remodeled  and  beautified  to  meet  the  present  needs  of  the  congrega- 
tions. The  church  evidently  has  been  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  in  the  extension  of  her  interests.  The  Master  has  ful- 
filled his  promise,  "Lo !  I  ani  with  you  alway  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world." 

It  is  a  matter  for  devout  thanksgiving  that  all  the  missions  within 
the  bounds  of  this  synod,  now  under  the  control  and  fostering  care 
of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Missions,  are  in  a  prosperous  condition, 
growing  rapidly  in  membership  and  moving  forward  toward  self-sup- 
port. A  number  of  these  missions  have  erected  neat  and  substantial 
chapels,  while  others  have  purchased  lots  and  are  actively  engaged 
in  gathering  fiinds  to  build  suitable  houses  of  worship  in  the  near 
future.  The  report  of  the  superintendent.  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse,  speaks 
most  encouraging  of  the  work  except  in  one  particular.  The  appor- 
tionments of  the  several  classes  have  not  been  met.  This  holds  true 
in  regard  to  apportionments  for  other  objects  also.  A  number  of 
classes  call  attention  to  this  fact,  while  they  give  no  particular  rea- 
son for  such  a  sad  and  lamentable  condition  of  affairs.  While  the 
amount  contributed  to  benevolent  objects  is  larger  than  in  former 
years,  this  is  to  be  accounted  for,  not  that  the  congregations  have 
paid  more  to  the  regular  apportionment  of  synod,  but  that  individu- 
als have  given  in  private  and  for  a  particular  object,  large  sums.  It 
is  an  imperative  necessity  that  this  synod  do  better  in  the  future. 
Delinquent  charges,  congregations  and  members  ought  to  be  brought 
to  a  sense  of  their  duty.  While  we  are  not  willing,  nor  is  it  our  prov- 
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ince,  to  be  judges  of  our  brethren,  we  would,  however  express  our 
deep  conviction  that  the  sin  as  well  as  the  blame  can  not  be  placed 
on  the  membership  of  the  church  so  much  as  upon  faithless  and  neg- 
ligent pastors.  Too  many  of  the  ministers  fail  to  give  opportunity, 
not  to  say  fail  in  a  proper  way  to  present  the  necessity  and  duty,  for 
members  to  meet  the  apportionments  of  synod  and  classes.  By  rea- 
son of  this  neglect  all  of  our  benevolent  operations  of  the  church 
suffer  severe  and  dire  harm,  and  the  church  does  not  "grow  in  this 
grace  also"  as  required  by  the  apostle. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  this  synod  has  done  excellent 
work.  The  classes  are  now  all  organized  and  there  is  reason  for  great 
rejoicing  that  the  women  of  the  Reformed  Church  are  doing  so  much 
in  helping  on  the' work  of  the  Lord  at  home  and  in  foreign^  lands. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday-school  has  been  satisfactory.  The  con- 
ventions held  in  its  interests  were  largely  attended  by  delegates  from 
the  congregations,  and  the  enthusiasm  in  the  discussion  of  topics 
relating  to  the  Sunday-school  work  was  marked.  The  children  are 
trained  for  work  in  the  church  and  materially  assist  her  in  the 
benevolent  enterprises  which  she  has  undertaken  and  become  faith- 
ful witnesses  for  Christ.  How  pleasing  this  is  to  the  Lord,  his  own 
words  testify ;  "out  of  the  mouths  of  babes  and  sucklings  the  Lord 
has  perfected  praise."  Societies  of  Christian  £ndeavor  and  Brother- 
hood of  Andrew  and  Philip  have  been  organized  in  a  number  of  the 
churches  within  the  bounds  of  synod.  It  is  hoped  that  these  will 
meet  a  felt  want  among  the  ministry,  that  of  interesting  and  getting 
the  young  members  of  the  church  to  work  lor  Christ  and  the  church. 

The  institutions  of  learning  under  the  control  and  support  of  this 
synod  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  University  at  Tiffin,  Ohio, 
has  had  during  the  last  year  a  larger  number  of  students  than  ever 
before  in  its  history.  The  faculty  is'composed  of  earnest  and  faith- 
ful Christian  men.  Under  their  care  our  sons  and  daughters  are 
receiving  not  only  a  knowledge  of  the  sciences  and  the  arts,  but  are 
pointed  to  Him  who  is  the  embodiment  of  all  truth-^»>  The  Truth— 
and  without  a  knowledge  of  Him  no  one  is  thoroughly  and  complete- 
ly iitted  for  life's  solemn  and  stern  duties  and  realities. 

The  Theological  Seminary,  our  School  of  the  Prophets,  while  not 
having  an  unprecedented  number  of  students,  has  yet  prepared  an 
encouraging  number  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  during  the  past 
year.  This  institution  needs  to  be  more  fully  endowed  and  more 
liberally  supported  in  order  that  it  may  do  the  work  now  required 
by  the  growing  interests  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  "The  harvest  is  great 
but  few  are  the  laborers,  pray  ye  therefor^  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
that  he  send  laborers  into  his  vineyard."  Brethren,  let  therein 
earnest  prayer  for  this  institution,  and  with  that  prayer  let  there  1* 
liberal  and  worthy  things  devised,  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  l>e  more 
thorouglily  done.    It  would  be  pleasing  to  God  and  an  honor  to  our 
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synod  if  we  could  furnish  means  for  more  extensive  and  more  thor- 
ough work  in  the  training  of  young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  time  is  here  when  the  seminary  must  have  its  own  building  suit- 
ed to  its  own  peculiar  sphere ;  and  when  additional  teaching  force 
must  be  added  to  our  already  burdened  and  over-worked  professors 
of  the  seminary. 

While  we  have  many  reasons,  on  the  one  hand,  for  congratulation 
and  rejoicing  at  the  evident  progress  and  success  of  our  work,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  is  great  need  for  humiliation  and  shame  at  the 
neglect  of  so  much  which  might  and  could  have  been  done  in  honor 
and  for  the  sake  of  Christ.  While  we  profess  to  have  consecrated 
ourselves  in  body  and  soul  and  spirit  to  our  faithful  Savior  Jesus 
Christ,  our  languid  and  feeble  efforts  in  the  promulgation  of  his  gos- 
pel and  kingdom,  testify  against  us  as  unfaithful  stewards  who  at  the 
day  of  his  coming  may  be  forced  to  say,  "What  shall  we  do?  We  can- 
not dig ;  to  beg  we  are  ashamed.^' 

Let  us  here  and  now  repent  of  our  past  neglects  and  failures,  and 
consecrate  ourselves  anew  both. in  body  and  soul,  in  property  and 
life  to  his  most  blessed  service  with  the  full  determination,  by  the 
^race  and  help  of  God,  to  make  full  proof  of  our  ministry  in  "more 
and  better  work  for  Christ  and  his  church''  seeking  "not  to  be  min- 
istered unto  but  to  minister^'  and  thus  be  what  all  workers  in  the 
church  must  be :  "Laborers  together  with  Grod,"  "  The  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  love  of  God  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  be  with  you  all,"  and,  "  unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  ua 
from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests 
unto  God  and  his  Father;  to  him  be  glory  and  dominion  forever  and 
ever,  Amen."        Respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS— HOME  AND  FOREIGN. 

The  following  reports  and  papers  on  the  subject  of  missions  were 
received,  duly  considered  and  also  adopted : 

I.    ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Report  of  General  Board  of  Home  Missions, 

To  the  Synod  of  Ohio: 

Brethren  : — We  hereby  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration  the 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  during  the 
past  synodical  year.  In  making  this  report,  we  must  not  be  forgetful 
of  the  mercy  and  goodness  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  in  vouch- 
safing unto  us  such  signal  success  in  the  work  committed  to  our  care. 
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Not  unto  us  belongs  the  honor,  but  to  Him  who  is  "  Head  over  all  to 
the  Church."  By  his  grace  and  help,  the  efforts  of  the  board  have 
been  successful ;  and  foundations  have  been  laid,  we  trust,  for  more 
important  work  in  the  future.  While  very  substantial  progress  haft 
been  made,  we  do  not,  however,  claim  that  as  much  has  been  done  as 
might  have  been,  and  certainly  not  as  much  as  should  have  been.  It 
is  difficult  at  times  to  use  to  the  best  advantage  even  the  limited 
resources  at  hand.  It  requires  time  and  experience  on  the  part  of 
the  board  to  see  just  what  is  best  to  be  done  under  the  different  cir- 
cumstances as  they  present  themselves.  The  board  only  claims  that 
it  has  endeavored  to  do  the  very  best  in  its  judgment,  after  duly  con- 
sidering each  and  every  case  as  it  came  before  it.  That  mistakes 
have  been  made,  we  doubt  not,  but  these  were,  perhaps,  as  few  in 
number  as  could  be  expected.  While  the  board  did  the  very  best  it 
could  for  the  extension  of  the  borders  of  the  church,  due  credit  must 
be  given  to  the  zealous  and  faithful  corps  of  missionaries  under  its 
care.  These  brethren  did  good  work  during  the  year  past.  The 
missions  have  grown  in  membership,  as  the  statistical  table  shows. 
The  additions  to  the  missions  have  been  larger,  on  an  average,  than 
to  the  older  charges.  The  benevolence  of  the  missions  has  been  com- 
mendable, averaging,  as  can  be  seen,  much  higher  than  that  of  the 
church  in  general.  This  is  one  of  the  favorable  features  of  the 
mission  work,  since  the  benevolence  of  the  church  has  not  beeA 
brought  out,  hitherto,  as  fully  as  it  should  have  been.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  the  missions  have  been  engaged,  during  the  year,  in  the  erec- 
tion of  chapels  and  churches,  and  in  this  way  they  have  been  placed 
on  a  more  permanent  basis.  Several  are  now  making  arrangements 
to  erect,  during  the  coming  year,  the  main  church  buildings  to  their 
chapels,  and,  when  this  is  done,  we  may  rightfully  expect  that  they 
will  soon  become  self-sustaining.  Not  a  few  of  the  missions  have 
erected  parsonages  during  the  year,  and  others  are  now  engaged  in 
this  good  work. 

In  our  last  report,  mention  was  made  that  the  mission  at  Redfield, 
South  Dakota,  would  probably  have  to  be  abandoned.  This  was  done 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  last  October.  The 
reasons  for  this  step  were,  that  the  membership  was  continually 
becoming  less,  and,  the  pastor  resigning,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable 
to  spend  any  more  funds  on  that  point  when  so  many  other  and  more 
hopeful  points  were  calling  for  help. 

At  the  present  time,  all  the  missions  are  supplied  with  pastors. 
The  missions  at  Ada,  Ohio,  and  Sharpsville,  Pa.,  are,  however,  sup- 
plied only  by  Theological  students,  but  it  is  expected  that  these 
young  men  will  become  the  permanent  pastors  of  the  fields  they  are 
now  serving. 

In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  confidently  stated  that  the  mission 
work  has  been  moving  along  successfully.    There  are  several  missions 
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that  should  be  so  reconstructed  by  the  classes  to  which  they  belongs 
as  to  make  them  self-supporting,  as  there  is  no  likelihood  that  they 
can  become  such  in  a  reasonable  time  as  now  constituted.  Many  of 
the  newly  formed  missions  are  exceedingly  prosperous,  even  beyond 
what  might  have  been  expected. 

BECAME   SELF-SUPPORTING. 

Three  missions  became  self-supporting  since  our  last  report.  The 
mission  at  Colon,  Mich.,  became  such  by  being  cpnsolidated  with  an 
adjacent  field.  On  April  1,  1891,  the  mission  at  Linfield,  Pa.,  gave 
notice  to  the  board  that  henceforth  it  would  provide  its  own  salary ; 
and  on  July  1, 1891,  the  mission  at  New  Basil,  Kansas,  gave  notice  of 
a  similar  character. 

NEW    MISSIONS. 

In  our  last  report,  we  mentioned  the  fact  that  steps  had  been  taken 
to  establish  missions  at  Franklinville,  Pa.,  Cumberland,  Md.,  and 
North  Akron,  Ohio.  These  have  since  been  fully  established,  going 
into  effect  October  1, 1890.  New  fields  have  since  been  taken  up  as 
follows :  Fairview,  Kansas ;  Sharpsville,  Turtle  Creek,  and  Scranton, 
Pa.;  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  Barberton,  Ohio.  The  latter  two  will  go 
into  effect  on  October  1, 1891.  The  mission  at  Scran  ton,  Pa.,  will  be 
supported  entirely  by  the  Wyoming  Classis,  so  that  it  will  not  be  an 
additional  burden  upon  the  board.  It  went  into  effect  August  1, 
with  Rev.  A.  S.  Bromer  as  missionary.  Earnest  efforts  will  be  made 
to  secure  missionaries  for  Barberton  and  8t.  Joseph  by  the  first  of 
October.  These  latter  points  are  regarded  as  very  important  and 
should  be  fully  established  as  quickly  as  possible. 

URGENT   CALLS. 

Urgent  calls  for  help  are  pouring  in  upon  the  board  from  every 
direction.  Many  of  these  calls  must  go  unanswered.  In  establish- 
ing missions  the  policy  of  the  board  is  to  go  into  the  cities  and  such 
smaller  towns  as  give  eviden*ce  of  permanent  growth.  The  country 
points  should  not  be  neglected,  but  is  felt  that  under  present  circum- 
stances the  cities  and  larger  towns  are  the  most  available  points  for 
the  establishiQent  of  successful  missions.  The  city  missions  cost  the 
most  at  first,  but  they  pay  best  in  the  end.  From  the  larger  cities 
comes  the  call  for  the  establishmeht  of  the  church,  and  it  is  often 
with  sorrow  that  the  board  is  compelled  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  these 
calls.  Quite  a  number  of  the  cities  have  been  taken  up  but  many 
others  remain  in  which  work  should  be  commenced  at  once.  Among 
the  latter  we  may  especially  mention  Youngstown,  Ohio;  Indian- 
apolis, Ind.,  and  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  May  we  not  hope  that  the  church  will 
speedily  provide  the  means  so  that  the  above  mentioned,  as  well  as 
many  other,  cities  may  be  occupied? 
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THE   INCOME   OF  THE   BOARD.

Treasurer  Santee  furnished  us  with  data  as  regards  the  income  of 

the  board.    His  report  includes  the  entire  income  for  missions  proper 

from  May  20, 1890,  to  May  20, 1891,  and  therefore  not  up  to  date,  bat 

sufficiently  so  to  give  the  necessary  information  on  this  point.    It  is 

as  follows :

Included  in  the  $11,662.13  received  during  the  year  are  $441.63  for 
Harbor  Missions  and  $375.J)9  for  Hungarian  Missions.  The  sum  on 
hand  May  20, 1891,  was  much  less  than  that  on  hand  May  20, 11^. 
The  amount  available  for  all  purposes  from  September  1,  1890,  to 
September  1,  1891,  was  about  $18,000.  If,  however,  the  apportion- 
ments  had  been  paid  in  full  and  the  Hungarian  and  Harbor  Missions 
had  been  sustained  by  the  church  as  was  expected,  the  amount  would 
have  been  about  $15,500.  Here  is  a  deficiency  which  has  been  an 
embarrassment  to  the  board,  and  the  synod,  if  possible,  should  make 
some  provision  by  which  the  board  might  know  exactly,  or  at  least 
nearly  so,  the  amount  available  for  use.  At  no  time  did  the  board 
make  appropriations  exceeding  the  amount  promised  by  the  synods, 
but  when  the  amount  actually  paid  in,  falls  so  very  much  short  of  the 
amount  promised,  the  board  is  at  a  loss  to  know  just  what  to  do. 

HUNGARIAN    AND    HARBOR   MISSIONS. 

These  missions  belong  to  the  entire  church  and  should  not  perhaps 
appear  here.  But  the  truth  compels  us  to  say  that  these  missions 
have  greatly  embarrassed  the  board.  For  the  former  no  apportion- 
ments were  made  until  this  spring.  But  the  strong  appeals  made  by 
the  board  brought  in  from  the  entire  church  the  paltry  sum  of  only 
$375.99  for  this  cause.  For  the  Harbor  Mission  the  money  is  assessed 
by  General  Synod  upon  the  District  Synods  according  to  member- 
ship. Several  of  the  synods  failed  to*  pay  the  amount  in  full  appor- 
tioned for  this  mission,  hence  there  was  a  deficiency  for  the  triennial 
term.  During  the  last  year  only  $441.53  was  received  for  this  pur- 
pose. Under  this  state  of  affairs  it  was  a  question  what  to  do.  These 
missionaries  must  be  paid  or  the  missions  abandoned.  The  board 
paid  them  and  at  the  present  writing  these  two  missions  owe  the 
board  fully  $1,100.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  creating  a  deficiency 
which  has  been  a  worriment  to  the  Board.  It  is  hoped  that  when 
the  assessments  for  the  present  year  come  in,  these  deficiencies  will 
be  made  up.  If  not,  then  the  board  will  not  be  justified  in  any  longer 
using  funds  contributed  for  other  missions  to  sustain  these.  The 
board  would  here  make  a  special  request,  viz.,  that  each  synod  make 
an  apportionment  of  a  specified  sum  for  the  Hungarian  work,  and  that  . 
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this  apportionment  be  separate  and  distinct  from  the  other  mission- 
•arj  apportionments  and  to  be  designated  for  the  Hungarian  work 
when  paid  by  the  pastors  to  the  Treasurers  of  Classis.  If  this  is  com- 
plied with,  the  board  will  know  just  what  amounts  are  intended  for 
that  special  work,  and  only  funds  contributed  for  that  purpose  will 
be  so  used.  It  is  certainly  not  right  to  use  funds  for  this  special 
work,  which  have  been  contributed  for  the  regular  missions  -of  the 
board. 

CHl'RCH    EXTENSION   WORK. 

This  department  of  the  work  has  received  considerable  attention 
during  the  year.  One  year  ago  the  board  had  no  fund  of  this  kind 
unless  the  money  borrowed  for  the  Cleveland  lot  might  have  been  so 
considered.  That  was,  however,  a  debt,  nothing  more.  By  consult- 
ing the  treasurer's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  quite  an  encouraging 
start  has  been  made  in  the  accumulation  of  a  Church  Extension 
Fund.  Let  us  as  a  church  determine  that  this  fund  shall  be  greatly 
increased.  The  board  has  learned  by  experience  that  the  mission 
work  of  today  can  not  be  carried  forward  successfully  without  such  a 
fund.  In  small  country  towns,  where  lots  have  a  merely  nominal 
value,  work  can  be  done  without  such  a  fund,  but  not  so  in  large 
cities  where  lots  cost  from  $2,000  to  $8,000,  and  even  far 
beyond  these  figures.  •  Unless  provision  can  be  made  by  which 
lots  can  be  purchased,  we  might  almost  as  well  not  go  into  the 
large  cities.  The  board  must  have  such  a  fund  and  a  large  one  too. 
With  it  work  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities  becomes  comparatively 
easy.  May  we  not  hope  that  the  synods  will  devise  liberal  things  for 
the  creation  of  a  large  Church  Extension  Fund.  All  funds  outside  of 
the  apportionments,  given  for  Church  Extension,  will  be  put  into 
$500  funds,  to  bear  the  name  of  the  person,  classis  or  synod  contribut- 
ing them.  We  are  glad  to  announce  to  the  synods  that  during  the 
past  year  four  such  funds  have  been  raised  by  special  effort.  These 
funds  came  from  the  Miami  and  Eastern  Ohio  Classes  of  the  Ohio 
Synod,  and  the  Somerset  Classis  of  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and  from  the 
latter  synod  in  a  general  way  toward  a  fund  to  bear  the  name  of  the 
synod.  While  writing  this  report  we  received  word  from  Treasurer 
Santee  that  a  pastor  in  Pennsylvania  had  contributed  $500  for  a  fund 
to  be  known  as  "A  Pastor's  Offering"  Church  Extension  Fund.  For 
this  we  feel  profoundly  thankful.  It  comes  to  the  board  at  an  oppor- 
tune time.  This  makes  nearly  five  special  funds  during  the  past 
year.  This  is  a  very  encouraging  beginning  of  the  work.  We  would 
here  urge  upon  the  pastors  to  present  this  cause  to  their  people  in 
such  a  way  that  men  of  wealth  may  be  induced  to  give  to  this  object. 
Are  there  not  a  number  of  persons  in  the  synods  who  could  give  $500 
each?  Are  there  not  those  who  would  if  they  were  properly  urged  to 
do  so?

This  brings  the  report  down  to  July  7,  1891,  the  time  of  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

At  the  time  of  last  year's  report  the  board  owed  $3,500  on  the 
Cleveland  lot.  Of  this  sum  $1,000  has  been  paid,  as  also  all  the  inter- 
est on  the  loan.  During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  borrow 
$600  which,  added  to  the  $600  collected  by  the  superintendent  in 
Somerset  Classis,  makes  $1,200  now  ready  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  in 
Cumberland.  The  actual  indebtedness  at  the  time  this  report  was 
made  was  $3,100.  This  is  for  Church  Extension  alone.  Arrange- 
ments have  also  been  made  by  which  the  board  is  to  effect  a  loan  of 
$500  with  which  to  make  the  first  payment  on  the  lot  for  the  mission 
in  Lincoln,  Neb.  This  was  found  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  the 
success  of  the  mission.  There  is  also  a  deficiency  of  about  $1,000  in 
the  mission  fund,  caused  by  the  board  carrying  the  Hungarian  and 
Harbor  Missions.  But  this  can  hardly  be  called  a  debt,  as  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  the  funds  contributed  for  these  missions  in 
the  near  future  will  be  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  board  for  this  out- 
lay. Still  it  has  the  same  effect  as  an  indebtedness  and  is  calculated 
to  embarrass  the  board  in  its  operations,  very  much.  The  church  at 
large  must  see  that  this  money  is  repaid  to  the  Board,  as  these  funds 
belong  to  the  missions  of  the  synods  now  under  the  board,  w^hile 
these  two  special  missions  are  to  be  sustained  by  the  entire  church. 
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ADDITIONAL   FUNDS. 

The  board  received  from  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  during  the  year  the 
sum  of  $1,000  in  quarterly  payments.  Not  less  than  $320  was  received 
from  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  to  help  the  board  sustain  the  mission 
within  the  bounds  of  that  synod.  About  $200  were  received  from 
individuals  and  congregations  in  the  £astern  and  Potomac  Synods 
outside  of  the  Philadelphia  Glassis,  and  about  $2,300  from  the  Pitts- 
burgh and  Ohio  Synods  and  the  Philadelphia  Classis.  All  these  sums 
are  included  in  the  670  6*s  which  were  received  during  the  year.  Of 
the  $2,860  so  received,  $1,700  were  used  for  Church  Extension.  These 
special  funds  were  in  addition  to  the  apportionments,  and  w^ere  a 
source  of  great *help  to  the  board.  We  have  now  received  in  all  760 
6's.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  special  fund  the  board  would  find  itself 
in  debt  to  the  missionaries,  but  with  it  they  have  received  their 
salaries  regularly,  while  the  Church  Extension  fund  has  been  very 
materially  increased.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  board  to  raise  the  1,000  6's 
within  two  years  from  the  time  the  movement  was  started,  and  from 
present  indications  we  believe  it  will  be  accomplished.  We  would 
urge  upon  the  synods  to  help  forward  this  fund,  as  we  must  have 
additional  moneys  to  make  up  for  delinquent  apportionments,  which 
during  the  past  year  were  very  large. 

ESTIMATES   FOE   THE   ENSUING   YEAR. 

Aside  from  the  Hungarian  and  Harbor  Missions,  the  fields  now 
under  the  care  of  the  board  will  require  for  the  ensuing  year  the  sum 
of  $14,600.  This  is  the  sum  actually  required,  and  if  the  income  is 
less  than  that  sum  there  will  be  a  deficit  to  just  the  amount  less. 
The  income  from  the  apportionments  fell  far  below  that  amount 
during  the  past  year,  but  let  us  hope  that  such  will  not  be  the  case 
during  the  ensuing  synodical  year. 

We  ask  therefore, 

1.  That  the  following  apportionments  be  made  for  missions  exclu- 
sive of  the  Hungarian  work. 

Synod  of  Ohio 17 ,500 

Ssmod  of  Pittsboigh 4,500 

PhiladelphU  C'SBSis 2,000 

Wyoming  ClaaslB 1,000

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  sums  asked  for  are  the  same  as  last  year. 
We  ask  for  no  more  than  last  year  although  the  membership  of  the 
synods  must  have  increased.  We  request  this  with  the  hope  that  it 
may  be  fully  raised,  and  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  syn- 
ods to  see  that  the  board  may  receive  these  amounts. 

2.  The  two  Hungarian  Missionaries  will  be  an  expense  to  our 
board  of  not  less  than  $1,800,  and  we  ask  the  two  synods  and  two 


26 

classes  under  our  board  to  apportion  such  sums  as  they  may  deem 
their  full  share  for  this  work,  making  a  liberal  allowance  for  delin- 
quencies. The  board  further  requests  that  the  apportionment  for 
this  work  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  other  apportion- 
ments and  paid  in  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  this  special  work. 
3.  The  board  requests  that  the  synods  and  classes  make  an  ap- 
portionment of  ten  cents  per  member  for  Church  Extension.  This 
has  become  an  absolute  necessity  under  the  present  form  of  the  mis- 
sion work  in  our  church.  We  are  now,  as  never  before,  entering  the 
large  cities  and  this  fund  is  only  second  in  importance  to  the  regular 
missionary  fund.  This  apportionment  may  seem  large,  but  to  meet 
the  urgent  needs  of  the  board  it  should  be  much  larger.  We  have 
strong  faith  in  the  willingness  of  the  people  to  pay  this  sum  if  they 
are  made  to  fully  understand  the  needs  of  the  church  along  this  line. 

A  SPECIAL   REQUEST. 

Since  the  board  has  taken  up  the  work  with  considerable  zeal  and 
success,  there  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  classes,  at  times,  to 
divide  old  charges  and  recommend  them  to  the  board  for  assistance 
or  to  recommend  charges  for  help  that  have  been  looked  upon  for 
years  as  self-supporting.  For  the  board  to  give  aid  to  such  fields  is 
calculated  to  injure  its  operations  since  the  church  at  large  does  not 
regard  the  giving  of  such  help  as  the  legitimate  work  of  the  board. 
The  board  at  the  present  time  carries  several  missions  of  this  kind 
on  its  list  and  we  are  sure  that  these  have  not  recommended  the 
board  to  the  sympathy  of  the  church  at  large.  The  board,  therefore, 
makes  the  special  request  that  hereafter  no  such  fields  be  recom- 
mended for  mission  aid.  The  further  request  is  made  that,  wherever 
possible,  missions  now  under  the  board  be  consolidated  with  adjacent 
fields  so  as  to  make  them  self-supporting.  The  board  makes  this 
request  through  the  synods  as  it  only  reports  to  these  bodies. 

MISSION   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Two  Sunday-schools  have  been  organized  in  Philadelphia,  and 
placed  under  the  care  of  the  board.  These  are  mission  schools. 
They  are  **Messiah,"  belonging  to  the  First  Church,  Rev.  Sechler, 
pastor ;  and  "Calvary"  under  the  care  of  Heidelberg  congregation. 
Rev.  Zartman,  pastor.  These  are  now  under  the  care  of  the  board 
without  any  financial  help  and  in  the  future  will  become  organized 
missions.    No  statistics  have  been  furnished  us. 

THE  STATISTICAL  TABLE. 

As  a  part  of  this  report  we  furnish  a  statistical  table  of  the  missions. 
This  gives  a  very  fair  exhibit  of  the  year's  work.    It  will  be  seen  that 
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most  of  the  missions  made  commendable  progress.  In  many  instan- 
ces the  additions  have  been  quite  large.  You  will  notice  also  the 
self-helpful  character  of  the  missions.  They  need  the  help  of  the 
church  but  they  propose  at  the  same  time  to  help  themselves  as 
much  as  possible.  It  will  be  noticed  also  that  the  appropriations 
were  considerably  reduced  on  April  Ist.  The  policy  of  the  board  is 
that  the  Missions  must  increase  the  amount  of  salary  they  pay,  as 
rapidly  as  possible  and  so  relieve  the  board  correspondingly.  The 
intention  is  not  to  reduce  the  salary  of  the  missionaries,  but  to  make 
the  missions  more  self-reliant  and  cause  them  to  look  forward  to 
speedy  self-support. 

Hoping  that  the  work  of  the  board  during  the  year  past  may  have 
met  the  expectations  of  the  synods,  and  that  liberal  things  may  be 
devised  by  the  synods  for  the  grander  work  of  the  future,  we 
Most  respectfully  submit  this  report.

To  the  Synod  of  Ohio. 

We  have  been  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of  General 
Synod  to  present  to  your  honorable  body  the  matter  of  the  Hungar- 
ian Mission  work  of  our  church,  which  has  been  so  auspiciously  inau- 
gurated by  the  board.  At  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  at  Leba- 
non, Pa.,  the  board  w^as  instructed  to  procure  a  number  of  missiona- 
ries from  Hungary,  to  labor  among  their  countrymen  in  this  country. 
The  board  at  its  meeting  following  the  General  Synod  made  arrang- 
ments  and  called  the  first  missionary  in  the  person  of  Rev.  Gustavus 
Jurany.  He  was  stationed  at  Cleveland.  It  was  soon  felt  that  an 
additional  man  should  be  called.  The  call  was  made  and  John 
Kovacs  arrived  in  this  country  in  July  last.  He  was  stationed  at 
Pittsburgh,  and  is  to  do  work  among  his  countrymen  in  and  about 
Pittsburgh,  and  also  in  the  coke  regions  of  western  Pennsylvania. 
Bro.  Jurany  organized  two  congregations,  one  in  Cleveland,  and  the 
other  at  Ashtabula.  Rev.  Kovacs  has  already  organized  two  con- 
gregations, one  in  Pittsburgh,  and'  the  other  in  Beaver  Falls.  He 
will  soon  organize  the  third  in  McKeesport.  These  men  are  doing  a 
splendid  work.  There  is  an  open  door  before  our  church  for  the 
Accomplishment  of  a  great  work.  The  board  would  urge  upon  your 
body  to  take  such  action  as  will  bring  this  work  prominently  before 
the  membership  of  the  synod.  The  sum  of  $1,800  is  needed  to  sustain 
these  missionaries.    Funds  are  needed  at  once.    The  request  is  made 
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that  the  Ohio  Synod  make  an  apportionment  of  a  sum  that  shall 
its  full  share  of  the  $1,800,  making  due  allowance  for  any  delinque 
cies.    But  in   the  ordinary  way,  the  amount  apportioned  will  ^i 
reach  the  board  until  a  year  from  now. 

The  request  is  therefore  made,  that  the  stated  clerk  of  synod  «:!] 
down  to  each  classis  the  amount  said  classis  is  to  pay  of  the  sum  ij 
portfoned,  with  the  retjuest  that  the  stated  clerks  of  classes  make  the) 
apportionment  upon  the  charges.    This  request  is  made  in  order  that 
the  board  may  as  soon  as  possible  get  funds  for  this  work.

To  the  Synod  of  Ohio: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren: — ^By  order  of  the  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  as  its 
Secretary,  I  beg  to  submit  to  your  most  careful  consideration  and 
helpful  action  the  following  statement : 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  I  am  able  to  say  our 
Foreign  Work  is  going  prosperously  forward ;  souls  are  being  con- 
verted to  Christ ;  the  work  is  being  extended ;  and  God  in  His  mer- 
ciful Providence  is  beckoning  us  onward  to  enlarged  operations  and 
new  conquests  for  His  Kingdom.  During  the  last  year,  however,  our 
missionaries  report  that  while  the  work  has  held  its  own  there  has 
not  been  the  same  onward  progress  which  signalized  preceding  years. 
At  first  the  Japanese  were  carried  away  in  their  enthusiastic  wel- 
come to  the  Christian  religion.  It  has  since  appeared  that  a  large 
element  in  their  enthusiasm  was  the  thought  that  as  the  Christian 
nations  were  the  most  advanced  in  civilization  and  material  pros- 
perity, they  would  welcome  their  religion  as  a  means  of  secular  and 
governmental  aggrandizement.  At  the  same  time  their  Buddhism 
had  in  some  measure  lost  its  hold  upon  the  people,  and  its  priests 
had  grown  indifferent.  Now,  however,  the  Japanese  are  perceiving 
that  with  the  missionaries,  political  and  secular  interests  are  alto- 
gether secondary  to  the  salvation  of  the  soul,  and  the  promotion  of 
man's  spiritual  interests,  and  the  establishment  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
in  their  midst.  Meanwhile  the  Buddhist  Priests  are  bestirring  them- 
selves to  the  assertion  of  their  old  religion.  Together  with  these 
causes  there  was  a  widespread  diversion  of  the  people's  minds  from 
C>hristianity  to  political  affairs,  induced  by  the  establishment  of  a 
constitutional  government,  and  this  was  followed  by  a  revival  of  the 
anti-foreign  prejudice.  All  these  causes  combined  led  to  an  aliena- 
tion of  feeling  from  the  missionaries  and  Christianity.  Even  some 
of  the  converts  grew  cold  and  arrogant  towards  the  foreigners,  and 
manifested  a  disposition  to  set  them  at  naught.  I  mention  these 
things  to  explain  why  there  was  an  arrest  during  the  last  year,  of 
Christian  progress.  But  with  all  this,  Christianity  was  able  to  hold 
its  own,  if  it  did  not  materially  advance.  Now,  however,  a  favorable 
turn  has  taken  place.  The  former  spirit  of  confidence  in  the  mis- 
sionaries is  asserting  itself  and  the  prospect  of  onward  Christian 
progress  is  happily  growing  brighter.  The  kingdom  of  darkness  has 
been  fighting  the  truth,  but  the  truth  is  getting  the  upper  hand 
again. 

Both  our  schools  are  prospering;  in  the  Girls'  School  thirty-one  out 
c»f  tliirty-eiKht  pupils  have  embraced  Christianity,  and  we  have  as 
II tan Y  scholars  in  each  as  we  can  well  care  for  with  our  present  small 
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teaching  force.  The  number  has  been  ranging  from  thirty  to  forty 
scholars  in  each  school.  The  .seminary  building  will  be  completed 
and  occupied  in  September. 

In  the  home  church,  however,  for  nearly  a  year  past,  there  has 
been  a  distressing  apathy  and  want  of  co-operation  with  the  Board. 
Only  too  many  of  our  pastors  seem  to  have  no  heart  for  Foreign 
Missions,  and  a  great  many  of  them  with  their  congregations,  do  not 
contribute  a  single  cent.  My  observation  and  experience  in  visiting 
the  churches,  assure  me  that  if  the  minister  will  earnertly  present 
the  cause,  even  when  other  calls  are  made  upon  them,  the  people 
will  contribute — I  know  they  will.  When,  therefore,  a  congregation 
gives  nothing,  whose  fault  is  it?  If  even  only  one  collection  a  year 
were  taken  in  each  congregation  of  the  entire  church,  the  board 
would  be  furnished  with  means  sufficient  to  go  forward  and  add  to 
our  teaching  force — a  matter  of  great  importance — for  we  are  over- 
working our  missionaries,  and  there  is  danger  of  their  breaking 
down.  The  board  was  induced  by  the  shortage  of  receipts,  (indeed 
we  have  been  running  behind  for  more  than  year,  and  we  are  in  debt 
about  ($10,000,)  to  anticipate  Bro,  Moore's  furlough  by  one  year,  (he 
will  be  in  this  country  the  last  of  September,)  that  he  may  visit 
among  our  churches  and  arouse  the  missionary  spirit  again.  The 
mission  begged  the  board  to  send  them  a  helper  in  his  place,  but  it 
was  out  of  our  power  to  do  so.  Late  letters  show  us  that  our  remain- 
ing missionaries  often  feel  discouraged  and  disheartened  in  conse- 
quence of  the  church's  continued  neglect  to  furnish  sufficient  means 
to  carry  forward  our  encouraging  work.  By  the  action  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  we  are  enabled  to  send 
out  Miss  Mary  C.  IloUowell  as  an  additional  teacher  in  the  Girls' 
school,  that  society  furnishing  the  means.  The  board  could  not  do 
it.    She  will  sail  October  25, 1891,  from  Vancouver. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  let  us  beg  you  in  the  name  of  Him  who 
bled  for  heathen  souls,  as  well,  as  for  ours,  to  take  such  effective 
Action  and  steps  as  will  save  the  board  the  necessity  of  taking  further 
backward  steps.  God  is  opening  new  doors  and  bidding  us  enter  in, 
and  we  can  not,  because  the  church  neglects  to  furnish  the  necessary 
means.  Our  own  church  is  the  child  of  Foreign  Missions.  Men  and 
means  were  sent  here  from  the  "  Vaterland,"  and  will  we  not  do  for 
others  what  our  fathers  did  for  us?    God  forbid  that  we  should  refuse ! 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  incline  you  to  make  a  prompt  response,  and  to 
render  a  constant  systematic  support  to  this  blessed  cause.

II.    REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMJTTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  morning  session 
on  Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and  consid- 
ered item  by  item,  and  as  amended,  together  with  all  of  the  pre- 
ceding reports  relating  to  missions,  adopted : 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report.     The    following 

documents  were  referred  to  us :    The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions 

of  General  Synod,  with  a  special  communication  from  said  board, 

through  superintendent  Fouse;  a  circular  letter  from  the  Board  of 

'Commissioners  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  reports  from  the  Treasurers 
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of  Boards  of  Missions  and  Church  Erection.  The  treasurers'  reports 
were  given  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  We  herewith  return  these 
documents  and  recommend  they  be  printed  in  the  Minutes. 

The  Foreign  Board  through  its  secretary  report  their  work  as 
''going  prosperously  forward."  The  circular  contains  an  interesting 
resume  of  the  work ;  its  progress,  its  difficulties,  its  promises ;  and  it 
urgently  requests  the  synod  "to  take  such  effective  actions  and  stepi 
as  wUl  save  the  board  taking  further  backward  steps." 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Greneral  Synod  presents  its 
third  report  under  the  work  as  at  present  conducted.  Unification 
has  so  far  been  reached  that  two  synods  and  two  classes  have  fallen 
in  with  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod,  so  as  to  carry  for- 
ward odr  missionary  activities  as  to  finally  bring  all  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Greneral  Synod's  Board.  The  report  in  the  main  is 
encouraging.  In-as-much  as  the  reports  present  so  fully  the  work,  it 
does  not  seem  necessary  for  this  committee  to  repeat  what  thej 
have  given  for  our  information.  As  expressing  the  desire  and  inten- 
tion of  this  synod,  based  upon  these  reports,  your  committee  submit 
the  following,  and  recommend  their  adoption  and  approval. 

.  1.  That  all  our  pastors  be  urged  and  instructed  to  preach  upon 
the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  and  impress  upon  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  their  people  the  greatness  of  that  work,  and  the  importance  of 
sustaining  it  by  prayer  and  gifts. 

2.  That  pastors  be  instructed  to  take  at  least  one  collection  annn- 
ally  in  each  congregation  for  the  support  of  Foreign  Missions^. 

3.  That  the  sums  of  $7,500  for  Home  Missions,  and  $300  for  Hun- 
garian Missions  be  apportioned  upon  our  classes  by  this  synod. 

4.  That  the  sum  of  ten  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  upon  all 
our  classes  for  the  cause  of  church  extension,  of  which  a  sufficient 
sum  shall  be  retained  to  pay  the  remaining  debt  of  this  Synod*^ 
Board  df  Church  Erection,  the  remainder  to  be  paid  to  the  General 
Synod's  Board. 

5.  That  classes  be  urged  to  take  such  measures  as  will  secure  the 
prompt  payment  of  these  apportionments. 

In  regard  to  the  Hungarian  apportionment  we  recommend : 

6.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  be  instructed  to  inform  the 
stated  clerks  of  classes  of  the  amounts  apportioned  upon  them  for 
this  purpose  and  request  the  clerks  of  classes  to  apportion  the 
amounts  upon  the  charges  with  a  request  to  collect  as  early  as  pos- 
sible so  that  our  missionaries  may  be  paid  promptly. 

In  regard  to  the  requests  of  the  Board  relating  to  missions,  so  call- 
ed, formed  of  divided  charges  or  old  charges  we  recommend : 

7.  That  this  synod  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  that  phase  of  our 
church  life  and  work,  and  to  form  a  plan  whereby  such  charges  may 
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be  supported  in  some  other  way  than  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  and 
to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  synod. 
'  8.    We  heartily  approve  the  publication  of  the  Misaionary  Ouardian 
and  express  the  hope  that  our  pastors  will  make  earnest  efforts  to 
introduce  it  largely  into  our  families. 

9.  The  committee  heartily  unite  in  approving  the  work  of  our 
Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  express  the  hope  that 
throughout  our  synod  a  deeper,  heartier  interest  in  these  great 
causes  will  be  manifested,  and  that  by  prayer  and  gifts  the  church 
wiU  support  and  encourage  them.

John  J.  Leberman,  D.  D., 
Samuel  B.  Yockey,  John  L.  Bretz,  and  Elders  Albert  L.  Shearer  and 
Victor  P.  Van  Home. 


On  the  reception  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection 
and  its  reference  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  on  motion, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

ReBolved^  That  the  synod  hereby  urges  the  several  delinquent 
classes  to  pay  the  amount  of  their  arrearages  on  the  apportionment 
for  church  erection,  and  that  the  several  classical  treasurers  make 
strenuous  efforts  to  collect  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  at  an  early  date. 


On  Sunday  evening,  according  to  the  program  arranged  by  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Religious  Service,  an  interesting  and  enthu- 
Biaatic  meeting  was  held  in  the  interest  of  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  the  church  was  crowded  to  overflowing.  Among  the  in- 
spiring addresses  made  were  those  of  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse,  Rev.  Dr.  8.  N. 
Callender  and  our  returned  missionary  from  Japan,  Rev.  Jairus  P. 
Moore,  who  gave  a  vivid  account  of  the  work,  and  the  progress  made 
there  in  establishing  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  The  meeting  proved  a 
decided  success  and  a  new  impetus  was  given  to  the  cause  of  Mis- 
sions.   The  collection  lifted  on  the  occasion  amounted  to  $201.10.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

HEIDELBERG  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  following  reports  relating  to  the  Seminary  were  received,  duly 
considered,  and  adopted  as  a  whole : 

I.    ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  October  4, 1890: 

Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey,  Xenia,  Ohio,  President. 

Rev.  H.  M.  Herman,  D.  D.,  Miamisburg,  Ohio,  Vice  President. 
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Mr.  G.  G.  Prugh,  Dayton,  Ohio,  Secretary. 
Mr.  Horace  Ankeney,  Alpha,  Ohio,  Treasurer. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  January  21,  1891,  Kev.  M.  Loucks,  D.  D., 
was  elected  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  G.  Prugh,  having  died. 

The  Board  held  four  meetings  during  the  year,  and  as  its  specific 
duty  is  to  provide  the  means  by  which  the  seminary  shall  be  sup- 
ported, this  was  carefully  attended  to.  The  detailed  statement  of 
the  treasurer,  will  place  before  synod  all  the  sources  of  our  revenue 
and  will  also  indicate  our  necessary  expenses.  The  plan,  inaugurat- 
ed two  years  ago  did  not  secure  an  equal  amount  this  year  as  com- 
pared with  former  years,  and  yet  it  has  brought  to  this  board,  a  sum 
sufficiently  large,  added  to  the  income  from  the  endowment,  so  that 
we  were  able  to  meet  the  current  expenses  if  we  did  fail  to  liquidate 
any  of  our  indebtedness. 

The  board  has  felt,  that  in  the  mind  of  the  church  the  work  done 
in  the  seminary  is  of  secondary  importance ;  as  at  best  but  a  co-or- 
dinate department  in  our  general  educational  work.  This  works  in- 
juriously against  the  standing  of  the  seminary,  and  that  too  in  many 
ways,  money,  which  would  reach  our  treasury  finds  its  way  into 
other  places.  Young  men,  with  an  honorable  ambition  to  excel  in 
their  vocation,  find  in  a  meagerly  equipped  seminary  poor  induce- 
ments for  them  to  enter.  To  overcome  this  the  board  took  the  fol- 
lowing action,  viz: 

Whereas,  We  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  feel  that  a  deeper  and  more  enlarged  interest  in  the 
seminary  should  be  brought  about  by  a  general  efifort  among  the 
people  by  holding  conventions  in  various  places  in  our  synod;  there- 
fore, 

Reaolvedf  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  overture  the  various  classes  of 
the  Ohio  Synod,  to  hold  conventions  in  the  interests  of  the  seminary, 
devoting  one  evening  to  this  purpose,  when  the  interests  of  the 
seminary  shall  be  considered,  especially  the  need  of  additional  en- 
dowment and  a  building,  and  whatever  pertains  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Seminary. 

The  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  is  earnestly  overtured  to 
join  in  this  movement.  The  President  of  this  Board,  with  the  Treas- 
urer was  also  instructed  to  help  in  this  work ;  your  board  meanwhile 
fondly  hoping  that  when  our  people  have  an  adequate  knowledge  of 
both  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  seminary  and  the  necessary  means 
to  accomplish  that,  our  appeals  for  help  will  find  a  generous  re- 
sponse. From  this  contemplated  movement  much  good  can  be  real- 
ized, if  the  whole  synod  will  heartily  join.  And  why  not?  From  the 
the  seminary  we  expect  the  golden  fruitage  of  all  our  planting. 
From  here  every  pulpit  of  the  church  is  to  be  supplied.    Here  our 
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missionaries  are  to  be  equipped  for  their  great  work,  and  those  who, 
in  after  years,  are  to  be  the  church's  instructors  in  theology  are  here 
laying  the  foundation  for  the  accomplishment  of  that  most  respon- 
sible task,  and  the  entire  superstructure  of  all  our  building  finds  its 
security  in  accurate  and  skillful  workmanship  here.  Your  board 
therefore  asks  that  in  synod's  consideration  of  this  particular  inter- 
est, that  larger  appropriations  be  made,  both  in  the  way  of  enlarg- 
ing its  teaching  force,  and  in  increasing  its  financial  strength.  It 
can  only  accomplish  its  assigned  work  after  the  church  has  placed 
at  its  disposal  adequate  means. 

While  your  board  remembers  that  its  legitimate  province  is  to 
secure  the  necessary  means  to  support  the  seminary,  yet  it  ventures 
to  suggest  the  propriety,  if  indeed  not  the  absolute  necessity,  of  es- 
tablishing an  additional  professorship,  to  be  known  as  the  Chair  of 
Historic  Theology ;  or  that  of  Apologetics,  Gatechetics,  Biblical  An- 
tiquities, including  the  Harmony  of  Science  and  Revelation.  This 
chair  to  be  filled  as  soon  as  the  board  shall  have  secured  the  neces- 
sary means  to  permanently  support  it. 

The  foUowing  timely  action  was  taken  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors : 

Resolved,  That  the  desirability  of  a  seminary  building  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Theological 
Seminary.  Synod's  attention  is  directed  to  this  suggestion,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  initial  step  may  be  taken  which  will  secure,  at  no 
distant  day,  a  permanent  home  for  all  our  seminary  work.  It  must 
be  apparent  to  all  that  our  senfinary  should  be  placed  upon  an  ab- 
solutely independent  basis,  and  its  standing  before  the  church  most 
be  that  of  the  crowning  institution  of  all  our  educational  work. 

During  the  past  year  the  board  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death 
of  Elders  6.  G.  Prugh  and  A.  H.  Baughman.  These  brethren  were, 
for  many  years,  faithful  counselors  and  helpers  in  our  work.  The 
former  was  our  most  faithful  secretary,  present  at  every  meeting, 
and  most  careful  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  Brother  Baugh- 
man was  for  quite  a  number  of  years  the  board's  treasurer,  and  in 
this  relation  like  in  all  our  brother's  relations  in  life  he  was  con- 
scientious in  the  performance  of  all  its  duties.  We  have  sadly  missed 
the  presence  of  these  brethren  in  our  recent  meetings,  and  are  im- 
pressed that  their  death  is  an  additional  reminder  of  the  necessity  to 
work  more  zealously,  for  the  night  cometh  wherein  no  man  can  work. 

This  synod  is  reminded  that  the  following  vacancies  occur  by  ex- 
piration of  time,  of  the  following  brethren:  Rev.  S.  C.  Goss,  D.  D.»

To  the  Board  of  TruBteeB  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary: 

Dear  Brethren  : — Oar  third  report  to  you  as  Financial  Agent  em- 
braces the  workings  of  the*'  Special  Plan  "  with  no  assistance  from  your 
Agent  except  a  few  letters  and  postals.  We  were  unable  to  give  the 
***  Plan "  the  attention  it  needed  or  that  our  own  heart  desired,  and 
the  returns  are  not  as  complete  as  other  years.  We  stiU  have,  how- 
ever, great  faith  in  the  Plan,  and  could  it  be  possible  to  have  the 
Plan  inaugurated  in  every  charge  and  congregation  with  faithful 
and  earnest  local  assistants  to  gather  the  annual  offerings,  the 
returns  would  soon  enable  us  to  wipe  out  the  old  debt  due  Dr.  J.  H. 
Good,  deceased,  and  Prof.  Herman  Rust. 

Our  present  report  embraces  the  offerings  from  only  thirty-nine 
out  of  one  hundred  and  three  charges  in  the  synod,  most  of  the 
thirty-nine  only  partial  reports.  These  receipts  have  enabled  us  to 
meet  the  yearly  salaries  in  full,  with  a  small  balance  in  the  treasur- 
er's hands,  and  with  nearly  two  hundred  dollars  added  to  Endow- 
ment Fund.

DISMISSIONS. 

Messrs.  Irvin  M.  Beaver,  Jacob  D.  Buehrer,  James  8.  Keppel,  Morgan 
A.  Peters  and  Albert  8choepp,  after  having  stood  approved  examin- 
ations, were  regularly  dismissed  from  the  seminary,  and  recommend- 
-ed  for  graduation.    These  young  men  graduated  on  the  evening  of 
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the  13th  of  May  last,  with  credit  both  to  the  seminary  faculty  and  to 
themselveB,  and  are  now  serving  pastoral  charges. 

With  but  trifling  exceptions,  the  health  of  both  the  professors  and 
students  was  good  during  the  year.  The  professors  are  over-worked 
and  need  to  be  relieved  by  an  additional  teacher.  They  unite  in 
bearing  testimony  to  the  commendable  zeal  and  diligence  of  the 
students  and  also  to  the  progress  they  are  making  in  their  studies. 

A  few  important  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library ;  such  as 
a  set  of  "Henry's  Commentary  on  the  Bible,"  and  "Schaff-Herzog 
Encyclopedia,"  gifts  of  Bev.  Dr.  D.  Van  Home,  and  "Faussett  and 
Brown's  Commentary,"  the  gift  of  Elder  Horace  Ankeney,  our  hon- 
ored Treasurer. 

The  board  respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  the  synod  to  its  over- 
sight in  taking  no  notice  of  its  requests  with  reference  to  proposed 
changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  seminary,  recorded  in  last  year's 
printed  Minutes,  pp.  54,  55,  and  earnestly  renews  its  former  requests. 

The  following  action  was  taken  with  reference  to  a  fourth  profes- 
sorship in  the  seminary : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Ohio,  to  Convene  in  Bellevue,  Ohio,  Oct.,  7,  1891, 

Dear  Brethren  : — We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Semi- 
nary, after  consultation  with  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  and  with 
their  approval  respectfully  petition  your  reverend  body  to  take 
into  consideration  the  need  of  founding  a  fourth  professorship  in  the 
seminary,  to  be  known  as  the  Chair  of  Exegetical  and  Biblical  The- 
ology. The  addition  of  a  third  year  to  the  course  of  study,  now  for 
the  first  time  fully  inaugurated,  greatly  increases  the  amount  of 
labor  required  of  each  of  the  professors,  while  previously,  the  teach^ 
ing  force  has  been  barely  sufficient.  The  fact  that  the  senior  pro- 
fessor, who  has  been  faithfully  at  his  post  of  duty  for  nearly  thirty 
years  past,  is  yet  endeavoring  to  do  all  the  work  relating  to  twov  dis- 
tinct departments,  namely,  that  of  Exegesis  and  Church  History^ 
indicates  the  propriety  of  affording  some  relief  in  this  direction. 
There  is  also  the  farther  consideration  that  the  third  professor 
teaches  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Theology,  while  at  the  sam^ 
time  he  attends  to  the  duties  of  a  full  professorship  in  the  university. 
We  believe  that  this  state  of  affairs  calls  for  some  action  on  the  part 
of  the  synod  at  this  time.  We  therefore  respectfully  urge  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  fourth  professor  to  have  charge,  especially,  of  Exe- 
getical and  Biblical  Theology,  including  Biblical  Antiquities,  and 
the  Harmony  of  Science  and  Revealed  Religion.

5.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

To  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  Stat>$. 

Dear  Brethren  : — The  labors  of  your  board  have  been  attended, 
during  the  last  year  with  a  good  deal  of  anxiety  and  judicious  man- 
agement, in  order  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  upon  its  patroni^. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  board  meetings,  the  business  requiring  its 
attention  made  it  necessary  for  its  Executive  Committee  to  hold 
frequent  meetings  both  for  consultation  and  proper  action. 

The  board  was  reorganized  at  Bluffton,  Indiana,  October  4, 1890, 
by  electing  the  following  officers : 

^  Rev.  H.  H.  W.  H  ibshman,  D.  D.,  President ;  Rev.  L.  H.  Kef auver,  D.  D. 
was  continued  Secretary  and  Treasurer ;  Executive  Committee,  Revs. 
Drs.  H.  Rust,  D.  Van  Home,  A.  S.  Zerbe,  L.  H.  Kefauver,  and  Prof. 
R.  Good. 

The  board  received  under  its  care,  with  a  full  appropriation  to 
each,  with  but  one  exception,  Messrs.  Harvey  L.  Weltmer,  Peter 
Bock,  L.  D.  Benner,  8.  E.  Neikirk,  Chas.  F.  Dewitz,  a  S.  Snyder, 
Nelson  H.  Chase,  Park  H.  Weaver,  and  Frederick  Cromer.  Five  of 
these  are  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  three  in  the  sopho- 
more class,  and  one  in  the  freshman  class  in  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment of  the  University.  Messrs.  Weltmer  and  Chase  were  placed 
under  the  care  of  the  Tuscarawas  Classis,  Mr.  Bock  under  the  care  of 
the  Miami  Classis,  Messrs.  Snyder  and  Weaver  under  the  care  of  the 
Eastern  Ohio  Classis,  Messrs.  Dewitz  and  Benner,  under  the  care  of 
the  Erie  Classis,  Mr.  Neikirk  under  the  care  of  the  Tiffin  Classic. 
and  Mr.  Cromer  under  the  care  of  the  Maryland  Classis  of  the 
Potomac  Synod. 

Messrs.  J.  D.  Buehrer,  Alfred  Schoepp  and  Morgan  A.  Peters,  hav- 
lAg  completed  their  studies  in  the  seminary,  their  names  were  drop- 
ped from  the  roll  of  Beneficiary  Students.  Louis  Richter  is  absent 
by  permission  this  year,  as  is  J.  V.  McMillan  also,  who  is  temporarilj 
engaged  in  teaching.  Willis  H.  Souder  released  the  board  from 
further  support,  and  will  refund  what  he  has  received,  with  interei^t. 
W.  A.  Bodell,  State  Secretary,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  at  La  Fayette,  Indisni. 
has  refunded  in  full  what  he  received,  with  interest  also.  The  fore- 
going made  it  pi>ssible  for  the  board  to  meet  the  demands  upon  its 
treasury,  without  leaving  any  indebtedness,  except  that  contracted 
fuur  years  ago.    This  should  be  by  all  means  cancelled,  as  the  inter- 
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est  on  it  has  already  reached  an  amount  sufficient  to  support  a  ben- 
eficiary student  one  year.  The  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  by 
means  of  which  so  many  reach  the  gospel  ministry,  who  otherwise 
would  have  been  compelled  to  abandon  their  purpose,  should  rieceive 
the  earnest  support  of  the  synod.

II.      REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTSB  ON  SEMINARY. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary, 
during  the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  received  and  considered  item  by  item,  and  then  together 
with  the  preceding  reports  adopted  as  a  whole,  excepting  the  first 
resolution  in  this  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table : 

Your  committee  has  had  placed  in  its  hands  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Theological  Seminary,  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, report  of  the  Financial  Agent,  report  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  that  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.  These  reports  all  indicate 
that  a  time  has  come  in  the  history  of  our  Theological  Seminary, 
when  there  must  be  an  aggressive  movement  if  we  wish  to  accom- 
plish the  work  the  church  demands.  Our  seminary  should  be  so  well 
equipped  and  endowed  that  it  will  attract  young  men  to  it.  In  these 
days  of  intense  life,  and  when  the  best  work  is  demanded  in  all  the 
departments  of  life,  it  is  no  wonder  that  young  men  are  drawn  to 
those  theological  schools  where  they  will  be  best  furnished  with  the 
education  which  will  make  their  work  a  success.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  finances  are  in  no  worse  condition  than  they  were  a 
year  ago,  and  that  they  are  steadily  improving,  and  would  still  more 
improve  were  there  a  more  hearty  co-operation  with  the  financial 
agent  of  the  seminary  in  the  gathering  of  the  funds.  We  would  call 
the  attention  of  synod  especially  to  four  points  which  seem  to  us  to 
demand  attention  at  this  time.    1.  A  building  for  the  seminary.'  2. 
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More  attention  to  the  collecting  of  funds  for  Beneficiary  Education. 
3.  The  increase  of  the  endowment  fund.  4.  The  establishing  of  an- 
other chair  in  the  seminary.  These  are  crying  needs.  We  believe 
they  can  be  supplied.  We  have  faith  in  the  Reformed  Church,  and 
believe  that  if  these  needs  are  properly  presented  to  our  people  that 
they  will  come  to  our  help  and  lift  up  our  seminary  to  such  a  high 
position  as  will  cause  it  to  be  sought  by  young  men  who  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  ministry. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  following  for  your 
adoption : 

Resolvedf  That  the  needs  of  the  seminary  demand  more  room,  and 
that  a  special  committee  be  appointed,  and  that  special  eflforts  be 
made  to  secure  the  funds  to  erect  a  building  for  that  purpose. 

Resolvedy  That  the  attention  of  our  ministers  be  called  not  only  to 
the  fact  that  more  young  men  should  have  their  minds  directed 
toward  the  seminary,  but  that  the  necessary  funds  be  provided  for 
their  support,  and  that  an  earnest  eflfort  be  made  to  collect  all  the 
apportionments  for  that  purpose. 

JResohedf  That  strenuous  eflforts  be  made  to  increase  the  permanent 
endowment  fund  of  the  seminary,  and  that  the  various  classes  be 
requested  to  comply  with  the  request  to  hold  special  conferences  in 
the  interest  of  the  seminary. 

Resolved,  That  the  teaching  force  of  the  seminary  be  increased  by 
the  establishing  of  another  chair  to  be  known  as  the  chair  of  His- 
torical Theology  and  that  an  election  be  entered  into  during  the 
present  sessions  of  synod,  believing  that  our  Father  in  heaven  will  in 
some  way  provide  the  needed  funds  for  the  same. 

We  would  also  call  the  attention  of  synod  to  the  fact  of  a  donation 
of  $1,000  to  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  $500  to  the  library  by  Dr.  Schneck,  and  recommend  synod  to 
take  appropriate  notice  of  the  same. 

The  terms  of  the  following  members  of  the  boards  expire.  Board 
of  Trustees,  Rev.  S.  C.  Goss,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig,  and  Elder  A. 
Ankeney.  Board  of  Visitors,  Revs.  L.  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  D.  Van- 
Horne,  D.  D.,  A.  S.  Zerbe,  Ph.  D.  and  R.  Gk)od.

When  the  fourth  resolution  in  the  report  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  was  under  earnest  consid- 
eration, it  was,  on  motion. 
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Resolvedf  That  the  item  in  said  report  be  adopted,  and  that  the 
subject-jnatter  thereof  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  in  which 
all  the  classes  of  the  synod  are  represented,  and  also  including  the 
three  professors  of  the  seminary. 

Thereupon  the  following  named  committee  was  appointed,  viz: 

Miami  Classis, — Revs.  Dr.  H.  M.  Herman  and  Dr.  W,  A.  Hale. 

LancMter  Classic. — Revs.  G.  H.  Leonard  and  8.  W.  Beeman. 

Tuscarawas  Classis. — Revs.  E.  D.  Wettach  and  E.  M.  Beck. 

Tiffin  Classis.— Hews.  G.  H.  Souder  and  Dr.  H.  H.  W.  Hibshman. 

Eastern  Ohio  Classis. — Revs.  Dr.  J.  J.  Leberman  and  R.  Keller. 

St.  Joseph  Classis, — ^Revs.  A.  K.  Zartman  and  W.  H.  Xanders.

This  committee,  during  the  session  on  Saturday  evening, submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  after  being  considered 
seriatim  was  unanimously  adopted  as  a  whole : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  matter  of  item 
4  in  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  would  respectfully  report : 

That  we  had  a  prolonged  meeting  at  the  parsonage  and  freely  and 
frankly  discussed  the  subject  referred  to  us,  and  with  unanimoas 
voice  came  to  the  following  conclusions  : 

First.  That  the  professorships  in  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary 
be  defined  thus : 

1.)  Systematic  Theology. 

2.)  Historical  Theology. 

3.)  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Theology. 

4.)  New  Testament  Exegesis  and  Theology. 

5.)  Practical  Theology. 

Second.  That  the  committee  recommend  that  the  synod  create 
the  fourth  professorship  and  that  it  be  known  as  the  Chair  of  New 
Testament  Exegesis  and  Theology. 

Third.  That  the  committee  recommend  the  establishing  of  the 
fifth  professorship  to  be  known  as  the  Chair  of  Practical  Theology. 

Fourth.  That  the  committee  reccommend  that  the  synod  fix  the 
salary  of  the  fourth  professorship  at  $950.00  per  year. 

Fifth.  That  the  committee  recommend  synod  to  elect  a  man  to 
this  professorship,  and  that  the  proper  authorities  issue  the  call, 
and  that  until  permanent  provision  be  made  for  his  support  the 
synod  apportion  $950.00  annually  among  the  classes  for  that  purpose. 

Sixth.  That  the  committee  recommend  that  synod  fix  the  salary 
of  the  fifth  chair  at  $950.00  a  year. 
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Seventh.  That  the  committee  recommend  that  the  electipn  of 
professors  to  these  chairs  be  held  this  evening.

Resolved,  That  the  synod  at  once  proceed  to  the  election  of  two 
professors  to  the  proposed  Professorships  of  "New  Testament  Exe- 
gesis and  Theology,"  and  of  "Practical  Theology." 

Resolved,  That  we  first  elect  a  Professor  to  the  Chair  of  New  Testa- 
ment Exegesis  and  Theology. 

Then,  on  motion,  Rev.  Prof.  Henry  W.  Super,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  of 
Collegeville,  Pa.,  and  Rev.  Sebastian  C.  Goss,  D.  D.,  of  Wadsworth, 
Ohio,  were  put  in  nomination  for  said  professorship,  when  the  nom- 
inations closed. 

Revs.  Reuben  F.  Shultz,  Albert  Gonser,  Henry  S.  Bailey  and  George 
£.  Metger  were  appointed  tellers,  and  the  election  proceeded  with 
the  following  result :  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  W.  Super  received  fifty-three 
votes  and  Rev.  Dr.  Sebastian  C.  Goss,  thirteen. 

The  election  was  then,  on  motion,  made  unanimous  by  a  rising  vote. 

Whereupon  the  filling  of  the  Professorship  of  Practical  Theology 
was  taken  into  further  consiberation.    It  was,  on  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  professor,  to  be  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Practical 
Theology,  shall  enter  upon  his  duties  as  soon  as  arrangements  are 
made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary 
for  his  support. 

Resolved,  That  the  synod  now  proceed  to  the  election  by  ballot. 

Then,  on  motion.  Rev.  John  I.  Swander,  D.  D.,  was  placed  in  nom- 
ination for  Professor  of  Practical  Theology,  when  the  nominations 
closed. 

The  synod  proceeded  with  the  election,  which  .resulted  as  follows: 
Rev.  Dr.  Swander  received  fifty-six  votes,  and  there  were  cast  eleven 
blanks. 

On  motion,  the  election  was  made  unanimous  by  a  rising  vote. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Stated  Clerk  of  synod  be  in- 
structed to  issue  the  calls  to  the  Professors  elect.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  during 
morning  session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  6,  that  the  attention 
•of  the  Alumni  of  the  Theological  Seminary  is  called  to  the  propriety 
of  forming  themselves  into  an  association  to  meet  annually  in  the 
interests  of  the  seminary  and  to  consider  its  wants.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  UNIVERSITY. 

The  following  reports  relating  to  the  interests  and  work  of  the 
university  were  received,  considered  and  adopted : 

/.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 

To  the  ^^  7  Synod. 

Gf'  en  and  Brethren  : — Borne  on  the  tide  of  time,    another 

jee  (ed  activities  and  results  has  passed  away,  and  according 
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to  official  requirement  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
Heidelberg  University  is  hereby  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  at  Tiffin,  O.,  June  16, 1891,  organ- 
ized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  President,  Rev. 
John  J.  Leberman,  D.  D.,  Vice  President,  Rev.  Harrison  H.  W.  Hibsh- 
man  D.  D.,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver  D.  D.,  Treasurer. 

The  age  in  which  we  live,  if  not  comparable  with  the  epoch  of  art 
and  literature  in  the  time  of  Pericles,  may  be  denominated  as  an  era 
of  intellectual  activity,  scientific  investigation  and  material  progress. 
The  general  march  of  mind  is  onward.  The  rapidity  with  which 
vital  thought  takes  tangible  form  and  inventions  are  introduced,  is 
truly  marvellous.  The  work  of  years,  and  of  centuries,  seem  to  be 
crowded  into  a  day.  The  transforming  power  at  work  is  far-reaching 
in  its  effects  and  results.  The  mind  is  being  quickened  and  broad- 
ened, it  not  always  deepened,  and  the  cause  of  higher  education  is 
gaining  advanced  ground,  under  the  vital  force  of  expanding  ideas, 
organized  agencies,  and  helpful  appliances,  with  special  reference  to 
the  practical  and  economical  side  of  life. 

This  is  true  not  only  of  the  educational  activities  of  America,  but 
also  of  those  of  Europe,  where  notable  progress  has  been  made  in 
scientific  research  and  educational  enterprise,  particularly  under 
governmental  provision  and  support.  The  one  great  feature  notica- 
ble  in  the  sphere  of  education  everywhere,  is  that  more  stress  is  laid 
on  specialized  lines  of  research  and  work,  with  vastly  extended  appli- 
ances. There  is  a  growing  disposition  manifested  among  eminent 
scholars  to  become  specialists^  and  young  men  are  more  inclined  than 
formerly  to  devote  themselves  to  the  study  of  specialties.  But,  while 
special  lines  of  study  are  important  and  commendable,  no  one  should 
fail  to  recbgnize  the  relation  of  a  specialty  to  other  branches  of  knowl- 
edge, if  he  desires  to  become  a  thorough  and  broad-minded  scholar. 
Can  a  young  man  leap  at  one  bound  from  the  grammar  school  to  the 
university,  and  neglect  th^  intervening  branches  of  study  without 
detriment?  After  all  may  not  the  examples  of  many-sided  men  be 
necessary  as  effectual  correctives  of  the  one-sidedness  of  specialism? 

And  what  of  the  university  idea  of  education?  As  is  well  known,* 
Heidelberg  College  confined  its  work  to  the  legitimate  sphere  of  the 
American  College  up  to  1890,  when  its  name  was  changed  by  legal 
authority  to  that  of  Heidelberg  University,  and  it  assumed  universi- 
ty powers  and  work.  And  what  is  properly  implied  in  the  term 
university?  The  university,  in  its  true  sense,  may  be  defined  as  a 
place  where  teaching  of  a  high  order  is  given  in  a  wide  range  of  sub- 
jects, covering  the  various  departments  of  intellectual  and  ethical 
life,  and  putting  men  abreast  of  the  fullest  and  most  exact  knowl- 
edge of  the  time  or  age. 

Moreover  the  university  idea,  when  intelligently    apprehended. 
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properly  developed  and  practically  applied,  tends  to  oneness  of  life^ 
unification  of  sentiment,  and  concentration  of  eflfort  in  the  great 
work  of  education,  influencing  the  national  mind  and  character.  It 
also  has  given  rise  to  the  Post-Graduate  Course,  which  is  greatly  on 
the  increase  everywhere,  and  becoming  quite  common  throughout 
our  country.  And  Heidelberg  University,  in  order  to  keep  pace  with 
the  spirit  of  progress  and  to  encourage  advanced  study  and  original 
investigation,  has  established  a  Post-Graduate  Department,  covering 
the  ground  of  S^^eculative  Philosophy,  Social  and  Political  Science, 
Latin  and  Greek  Languages  and  Literature,  Modern  Languages  and 
Literature,  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Physics,  requiring  three  years  ta 
complete  the  course  and  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Ph.  D. 

Viewed  in  the  light  of  the  facts  stated,  is  the  movement  of  Heidel- 
berg, in  assuming  an  advanced  position  in  the  role  of  university 
ideas  and  activities,  in  the  right  direction  and  in  the  proper  order  of 
things?  Considered  as  to  object,  aim  and  end,  the  answer  must  be^ 
yes. 

Heidelberg  University,  as  contemplated  in  its  corporate  constitu- 
tion, and  in  its  general  plan  of  government  and  instruction,  is  organ- 
ized on  the  principle  of  affording  opportunity  for  thorough  and  broad 
culture  and  exact  scholarship  on  a  Christian  basis ;  of  putting  its 
work  as  far  as  possible  under  the  departments  with  respective  com- 
petent heads;  of  making  each  department  an  integral  part  of  an 
organic  whole  with  a  general  supervising  head ;  of  having  system, 
order  and  efiiciency  established  throughout ;  and  of  including  in  its 
course  general,  special  and  technical  work,  with  the  earnest  endeav- 
or of  fully  equipping  and  fitting  young  men  and  ladies  for  the  varied 
responsibilities  and  activities  of  life.  As  such  the  institution  com- 
mends itself  to  all  who  desii'e  to  obtain  a  really  good  or  complete 
education. 

But  while  the  several  interests  and  needs  of  all  the  different 
departments  of  the  university,  are  fully  recognized  and  properly 
cared  for,  and  their  real  importance  emphasized,  the  fact  remains  to 
be  borne  in  mind  that  in  the  management  of  the  institution,  the 
central  and  principal  department  is  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  or 
'  Literary  Department.  And  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  the  addi- 
tion of  new  departments  in  connection  with  its  academic  work,  the 
*  university  or  college  proper  has  steadily  grown  and  made  satisfacto- 
ry progress,  bearing  a  favorable  comparison  with  other  similar  insti- 
tutions. The  course  of  study,  being  full  and  complete,  including  the 
Classical,  the  Scientific  and  the  Literary,  may  also  in  the  main  be 
confidently  compared  with  that  of  other  American  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. 

That  Heidelberg  University,  in  its  several  departments  as  far  as 
regularly  organized,  is  making  commendable  progress  and  doing  sat- 
isfactory work,  is  evident  from   the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
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has  been  requested  to  enlarge  the  accommodations  and  increase  the 
facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  the  educational  work.  Some  changee 
iind  modifications  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  internal 
-working  of  the  institution,  and  others  are  contemplated,  all  of  which 
will  tend  to  improve  its  facilities,  increase  its  advantages  and  enlarge 
its  power  for  the  better  execution  of  the  work  in  hand. 

The  Academy  or  Preparatory  Department,  as  to  its  importance  and 
value,  can  hardly  be  over-estimated.  It  may  be  regarded  as  the 
vestibule  to  the  main  structure  of  learning.  Its  work  is  fundamental 
to  the  success  of  the  institution. 

It  is  therefore  true  wisdom  to  keep  it  thoroughly  organized  and  in 
good  working  condition,  and  as  far  as  possible  to  prepare  our  own 
students  for  the  college  classes.  The  work  in  the  Academy  is  well 
arranged  and  systematically  prosecuted.  The  plan  of  study 
embraces  the  three  courses,  each  leading  to  the  corresponding  course 
in  the  Collegiate  or  Literary  Department.  In  this  way  the  Academy, 
according  to  its  main  design,  properly  prepares  students  for  the 
Freshman  Class,  and  this  work  it  is  successfully  accomplishing. 

The  past  university  year,  with  a  little  exception  growing  out  of  the 
undefined  and  incompleted  condition  of  things  attendant  upon  the 
transition  of  the  institution  from  "College"  to  "University,"  was  one 
of  orderly  bearing  and  submissive  acquiescence  to  constituted 
authority,  as  well  as  of  faithful  work  and  good  results.  The  aggre- 
gate attendance  of  students,  according  to  the  last  annual  catalogue, 
was  368  which  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

The  opening  of  the  fall  term,  September  3,  has  been  very  favorable 
and  the  indications  are  that  this  will  be  a  prosperous  and  successful 
year.  The  enrollment  of  new  students  in  the  Literary  Department 
is  85.  The  Seniors  number  30,  Juniors  27,  Sophomores  26  and  Fresh- 
men 43,  being  in  the  aggregate  124,  and  in  the  Academy  71,  making 
the  total  197.  The  total  enrollment  of  the  university  including  all 
the  departments  is  as  follows :  Literary  Department  (including  Col* 
lege  and  Academy)  197,  Business  7,  Art  School  16,  Conservatory  of 
Music  37,  Polytechnic  3,  Post  Graduates  9,  and  Theological  Seminary 
17,  being  a  total  of  286.  These  facts  are  full  of  interest  and  encour- 
agement. 

Furthermore,  the  professors  and  teachers,  after  an  enjoyable  vaca- 
tion, are  again  at  their  posts  and  doing  efficient  work.  A  good  spirit 
prevails  in  the  Faculty,  and  they  are  laboring  harmoniously  together 
to  promote  the  common  welfare.  The  students  as  a  body  are  earnest 
and  industrious,  and  their  general  deportment  is  excellent ;  while 
they,  as  a  rule,  manifest  respect  to  their  instructors,  earnestness  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  studies,  and  devotion  to  the  pursuit  of  high 
and  honorable  ends.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  being 
well  organized  and  active  in  duty,  with  a  disposition  to  advance  the

cause  of  truth  and  righteousness,  feel  encouraged  in  their  liJ>orB,  and. 
anticipate  a  blessed  year's  work  of  divine  grace. 

The  importance  of  Christian  education  over  against  that  which  is 
merely  secular,  is  fully  emphasized  by  the  institution,  and  due  prom- 
inence  is  given  to  religion,  apart  from  which  all  scientific  culture  i» 
of  little  real  value.    To  this  end,  in  addition  to  the  established  order 
of  religious  and  devotional  service,  the  Academic  Faculty  has  taken 
special  action  requesting  all  students  who  are  confirmed  members  of 
the  church  in  the  home  congregations  to  transfer  their  membership* 
by  letter  to  one  of  the  congregations  in  Tiffin.    This  request  is  to  be 
specially  applicable  to  members  of  the  Reformed  Church.    The  earn- 
est attention  of  the  synod  is  directed  to  this  particular  action  of  the 
Faculty,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  synod  give  a  formal  de- 
liverance thereon. 

The  vacancy  in  the  presidency  of  the  literary  department  of  the 
university,  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  was  filled  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  of  Regents  December  9,  1890,  by  the  unanimous 
election  of  Rev.  John  A.  Peters,  D.  D.,  who  is  not  only  a  gentleman 
of  acknowledged  qualifications  and  high  Christian  character,  but  a 
worthy  successor  of  his  venerable  predecessor.  He  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  office  at  the  opening  of  the  spring  term,  March  18, 1891,. 
and  was  formally  inaugurated  during  commencement  week  in 
^'Rickly  Chapel"  on  Thursday,  June  18,  1891.  On  that  occasion  he 
took  the  oath  of  office  and  delivered  his  Inaugural  Address,  having 
for  its  theme, "  Growth  Through  Culture.''  It  was  a  scholarly  pro- 
duction, clear  in  statement  and  excellent  in  tone,  conveying  the  idea- 
that  real  worth  comes  through  honest,  faithful,  steady  work.  His 
administration  having  commenced  auspiciously  is  giving  general 
satisfaction  and  proving  successful. 

The  matter  relating  to  the  office  of  the  Chancellorship,  referred  by 
the  synod  at  its  last  annual  meeting  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for 
''investigation  and  action,"  (Min.  p.  70).  was  duly  considered  by  the 
Board  and  disposed  of  by  such  action  as  was  deemed  "best  for  the 
interests  of  the  university  and  the  church."  The  office  subsequently 
became  vacant,  as  may  be  noted  here. 

During  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  June,  1891,. 
Rev.  John  Kost,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  Chancellor  of  the  University,  havings 
meanwhile  faithfully  and  earnestly  discharged  his  official  duties,. 
tendered  (for  the  third  time)  his  resignation  of  the  several  positions 
he  held  in  the  University.  As  the  Board  however  could  not  see  its 
way  clear  to  relieve  him  of  all  service  in  the  institution,  it  only  ac- 
cepted that  part  of  his  resignation  relating  to  the  office  of  Chancellor, 
and  retained  him  as  President  of  the  Polytechnic  Department,  and 
also  elected  him  as  Curator  of  the  Museum,  for  which  position  he  is 
eminently  qualified.    The  office  of  Chancellor  was  left  vacant  for  the 
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present  university  year,  but  the  President  of  the  Literary  Vtpux- 
ment  was  authorized  to  take  general  supervision  of  the«ev«nld^ 
part  men  ts,  and  to  preside  at  the  Faculty  meetings  and  the  Coo- 
niencement  exercises. 

Prof.  Edwin  B.^Wiiliard,  A.  M.,  the  BanghmaD  Fntemot  of  tinr 
Latin  Language  and  Literature  and  Biblical  Instmctioiu  which  posi- 
tion he  filled  since  1888  with  acceptance  and  efficiency,  desino;  to 
re-enter  the  regular  pastorate,  tendered  his  resignatioo,  which  vi> 
accepted  by  the  Board,  June  17,  1891.  Thereupon  Prot  Comeiiiii 
Marshall  Lowe,  A.  M.,  of  Wheaton  College,  heretofore  profesaoriiUj 
connected  with  Heidelberg  College,  was  unanimously  elected  to  laki 
Professorship.  He  is  not  only  possessed  of  scholarly  attainmeDU 
and  well  equipped  for  the  duties  of  the  position,  but  his  election  p^^ 
general  satisfaction.  He  entered  upon  his  work  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term  with  encouraging  prospects  of  usefulness  and  suocesif. 

The  ^'President's  House,'*  which  had  been  unoccupied  for  aboat  a 
year,  and  meanwhile  tending  to  dilapidation  and  decay,  was  thor- 
oughly renovated  and  repaired  during  last  summer,  makJog  it  t 
comfortable  and  convenient  home  for  the  President  and  familj. 
Some  other  repairs  and  improvements  are  contemplated  on  the  prem- 
ises. The  business  department  is  to  be  provided  with  an  additionil 
room  for  the  accommodation  of  more  students.  And  for  reasons  of 
sanitary  purposes  sewer  connections  will  be  made  as  speedily  as 
possible. 

The  Polytechnic  Department,  under  the  efficient  supervision  of 
President  Kost,  together  with  his  associates,  is  in  successful  opera- 
tion and  doing  excellent  work.  In  intimate  connection  therewith  is 
"The  American  Sculpture  and  Supply  Company,"  which  is  enga^ 
in  manufacturing  school  appliances  for  object  teaching,  and  affords 
ample  opportunity  to  students  to  become  practically  familiar  with 
•objects  in  the  science  of  Paleontology  and  Natural  History. 

The  Museum,  in  regard  to  which  no  material  change  has  taken 
place,  remains  about  in  the  same  condition  as  reported  a  year  ago. 
This  is  mainly  owing  to  the  want  of  a  proper  building.  The  prospect 
however,  now  is  that  this  want  will  soon  be  supplied.  Measures  to 
this  affect  were  taken  by  the  Board  at  its  last  annual  meeting.  A 
plan,  together  with  specifications,  for  a  Museum  Building,  was 
adopted  in  lieu  of  the  one  proposed  the  year  previous.  Dr.  Swander 
did  not  only  pay  for  the  drawings,  but  pledged  $1,000  towards  the 
building,  which  is  to  cost  about  $7,000.  Since  then,  without  any  extra 
expense,  it  has  been  decided  to  so  change  the  plan  as  to  make  the 
building  two  stories  high  and  thus  adapt  it  for  the  use  of  the  Museum 
and  a  Gymnasium.  The  building  can  be  occupied  for  this  double 
purpose  without  detriment,  and  it  will  be  a  saving  of  expense  and  of 
space  on  the  campus.    A  committee  of  five  has  been  appointed  with 
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instruction  to  go  forward  with  the  erection  of  the  building  as  soon  as 
two- thirds  of  the  money  required  for  its  construction  be  secured. 
Considerable  funds  are  already  pledged,  and  the  success  of  the  pro- 
ject is  assured.  Thus  ample  accommodations  will  be  provided  for 
the  Museum  and  a  good  Gymnasium  for  the  students  in  the  near 
future. 

It  has  been  generally  felt  for  some  time  that  the  Library  of  the  In- 
stitution should  be  increased,  and  be  so  located  and  arranged  as  to 
make  it  more  directly  and  positively  useful  to  all  concerned.  It  is 
therefore  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  to  the  synod  that  a  new  inter- 
est has  been  awakened  in  this  respect,  and  whicb  is  bringing  about 
the  desired  results.  The  plan  proposed  and  adopted  is  to  consolidate 
the  several  libraries  belonging  to  the  university,  the  societies  and 
the  seminary ;  to  transfer  the  books  from  the  room  in  the  dormitory 
of  the  old  building  to  a  well-adapted  room  on  the  first  floor  in  the 
new  building ;  to  properly  fit  up  and  furnish  this  room  for  the  united 
library  and  for  a  reading  room ;  and  to  prepare  a  complete  catalogue 
and  have  each  volume  indexed  for  easy  reference.  The  work  has 
been  going  on  with  vigor  for  some  months  and  is  now  about  completed. 
The  united  library  will  contain  over  8,000  volumes,  and  be  placed 
under  the  care  of  an  efficient  librarian.  This  library  room  will  be 
niade  an  attractive  place  for  all  students  who  desire  to  improve  their 
leisure  hours  in  reading  and  investigation,  under  proper  authoritative 
rules  and  regulations. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  university  is  good,  and  its  liabilities 
have  been  met  with  more  or  less  regularity.  The  endowment  fund 
since  the  rendering  of  the  last  annual  report  to  synod,  has  been  in- 
creased $1,010  from  the  sale  of  scholarships.  Notes,  amounting  to 
$2^275,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  executed  by  different  persons 
at  different  dates,  have  been  paid  and  invested  at  seven  per  cent,  on 
good  security.  There  was  a  small  deficiency  in  the  income  to  meet 
the  current  and  incidental  expenses,  but  the  prospect  is  that  this 
will  be  cancelled  during  the  present  university  year. 

Taking  all  things  into  due  consideration,  there  is  much  to  inspire 
continued  confidence  and  mutual  co-operation  in  our  educational 
work,  and  to  lead  us  to  "thank  God  and  take  courage"  for  the  future. 
The  university  is  well  equipped  and  amply  prepared  to  do  thorough 
and  satisfactory  work.  This  should  not  only  be  encouraging  to  the 
friends  and  patrons  of  the  institution, but  impress  all  concerned  that 
it  deserves  the  generous  support  of  the  church  and  demands  the  at- 
tendance of  our  sons  and  daughters  seeking  the  advantages  of  higher 
education.  There  is  indeed  much  to  commend  and  recommend  Heid- 
elberg University  in  its  advanced  position  to  young  gentlemen  and 
ladies  desiring  to  obtain  a  liberal  education. 

Moreover  the  university,  having  remained  true  to  its  original  pur- 
pose, is  meeting  the  expectation  of  its  founders,  not  only  in  Intel- 
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lectual  training,  but  also  in  a  moral  and  religious  point  of  view.  It 
is  therefore  with  a  spirit  of  pride  that  we  refer  to  the  fact  that  the 
education  imparted  is  fundamentally  Christian,  and  that  many  of 
the  graduates  have  entered  the  calling  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and 
are  rendering  valuable  service  and  successful  work  for  the  Divine 
Master,  and  for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom.  Hence  the  church  ih 
giving  generously  is  benefited  in  return  by  the  labors  and  influence 
of  those  to  whom  she  furnished  the  means  and  privilege  of  a  thor- 
ough discipline  of  mind  and  of  molding  the  heart.  And  as  the  insti- 
tution continues  in  the  interest  of  Christian  education,  it  surely  de- 
serves the  hearty  and  liberal  support  of  the  church  in  the  present 
and  the  future. 

Finally,  notwithstanding  the  university  during  the  past  year  has 
realized  under  divine  favor  the  sunshine  and  blessing  of  health  and 
prosperity,  we  have  to  record  in  sorrow  the  death  of  Eider  Andrew 
H.  Baughman,  who  was  for  many  years  a  faithful  member  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  and  endowed  the  Baughman  Professorship  of  the 
Latin  language  and  Literature  and  Biblical  instruction,  as  well  as  a 
sincere  friend  in  various  ways  of  our  institutions.  While  we  express 
our  grief  at  his  departure  from  our  midst,  we  will  ever  gratefully 
cherish  his  memory,  in  which  we  feel  assured  the  synod  will  heartily 
unite  with  the  Board.

II.      RBPOBT  OF  STANDINO  COMMITTEE  ON   UNIVERSITY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  University,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Friday,  presented  their  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived, and  together  with  the  report  of  the  board,  adopted : 

Your  committee  would  report : 

That  the  only  document  placed  in  our  hands  is  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  University.  That  able  and  scholarly  paper 
was  carefully  examined.  In  this  period  of  transition  the  synod  has 
been  no  idle  spectator.  It  has  watched  the  transfer  with  prayerful 
interest  and  deep  anxiety.  It  rejoices  in  the  signal  and  continaed 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  University. 

The  aggregate  attendance  of  students  last  year  in  all  departmenti 
was  368,  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The 
new  year  opens  auspiciously.  The  enrollment  of  new  students  in  the 
Literary  Department  is  eighty-five ;  the  whole  number  in  attendance 
is  286.  The  Faculty  has  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the  election 
of  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Peters,  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  and  of  Prof.  C.  M.  Lowe,  A.  M.,  to  the  Chair 
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of  Latin  Language  and  Literature,  and  Biblical  Instruction,  made 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Prof.  E.  R.  Williard.  Dr.  J.  Kost  at  hia 
own  request  was  relieved  of  the  arduous  duties  of  the  Chancellor- 
ship,  but  was  elected  Curator  of  the  Museum. 

The  Polytechnic  department  under  the  efficient  supervision  of 
President  Kost,  together  with  his  associates,  is  doing  excellent  work. 

We  hail  with  gladriess  the  accession  of  these  new  professors  and 
this  synod  will  give  them  its  cordial  support. 

The  financial  condition  and  management  of  the  university  are  in  a 
normal  condition.    In  the  language  of  the  report : 

The  university  is  well  equipped  and  amply  prepared  to  do  thorough 
and  satisfactory  work.  It  deserves  the  generous  support  of  the 
church  and  challenges  the  attention  of  our  sons  and  daughters  seek- 
ing the  advantages  of  higher  Christian  education. 

Your  committee  recommends 

1.)  That  the  synod  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Faculty  and 
enjoin  all  students,  members  of  the  Reformed  Church,  who  enter 
and  attend  the  University,  to  transfer  their  membership  to  one  of 
the  Reformed  Churches  of  Tiffin. 

2.)  That  the  new  building  project  for  museum  and  gymnasium 
be  commended  to  the  patronage  of  the  church. 

3.)  That  the  action  of  the  Board  constituting  a  Post  Graduate 
Course  be  noted  with  satisfaction  and  the  attention  of  the  alumni 
and  friends  be  specially  called  to  it. 

4.)  That  synod  hereby  again  pledges  its  prayers,  sympathy  and 
financial  support  to  the  university. 

5.)  That  it  is  with  heartfelt  sorrow,  we  record  the  death  of  Elder 
A.  H.  Baughman,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  a  liberal 
patron  of  the  university,  in  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  Latin 
Language  and  Literature  and  Biblical  Instruction. 

6.)  That  a  suitable  service  of  memorial  be  held  in  his  honor  dur- 
ing the  sessions  of  this  synod.

During  the  morning  session  on  Saturday,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Peters, 
President  of  the  Literary  Department  of  Heidelberg  University, 
stated  that  it  had  been  decided  to  introduce  the  new  "Reformed 
Church  Hymnal"  in  the  religious  services  of  the  university,  requiring 
a  supply  of  about  100  copies,  and  that  a  part  of  the  funds  for  this 
purpose  had  been  provided,  but  that  there  were  yet  $50.00  wanting 
to  complete  the  purchase.  In  view  of  this,  he  asked  for  volantAry 
contributions  from  members  of  synod,  which  was  readily  responded 
to.  Prof.  H.  B.  Adams,  the  Principal  of  the  Conservatory  of  Mosic, 
was  present  and  received  the  money,  and  the  desired  amount  wis 
raised.  The  introduction  of  the  new  Hymnal  is  regarded  as  a  move- 
ment in  the  right  direction,  and  meets  with  general  approbation. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 
BENEVOLENT  AND  BELIGI0U8  INSTITUTIONS. 

Orphans*  Homes, 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  daring  Friday  afternoon 
fiession,  reported  in  item  1  that  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  St.  PaaPs  Orphans'  Home, 
accompanied  with  resolutions  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  commending 
this  home  to  the  church.  At  the  same  time  Rev.  Dr.  P.  C.  Prugh, 
Superintendent  of  said  Home,  being  present,  addressed  the  synod 
in  regard  to  its  condition  and  claims.  The  subject  matter  of  the 
item  and  of  the  address  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  consist- 
ing of  Revs.  S.  B.  Yockey,  A.  H.  Zechiel,  D.  A.  Parks,  and  Elders 
Wm.  H.  Kees  and  John  Hahn. 

This  committee,  during  Saturday  afternoon  session,  submitted 
their  report  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  special  committee  on  the  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home,  Butler, 
Pa.,  would  submit  the  following  report : 

The  dependent  condition  of  the  orphans  has  never  appealed  in 
vain  to  the  warm  heart  of  the  Reformed  Church ;  for  her  well  sus- 
tained Orphans'  Homes  are  very  dear  to  her  and  are  her  just  pride^ 
The  generous  support  she  has  given  these  charitable  institutions 
has  made  her  history  lustrous  with  glory,  and  now,  as  her  work  en- 
larges in  many  directions,  surely  these  will  not  be  forgotten. 

This  synod  has  listened  with  much  gratification  to  an  address  from 
Rev.  Dr.  P.  C.  Prugh,  Superintendent  of  the  Orphans'  Home,  Butler, 
Pa.,  especially  since  it  learns  that  the  moral  and  spiritual  condition 
is  such  as  to  commend  to  the  confidence  of  the  entire  church. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  because  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, withdrew  her  patronage,  and  this  not  because  her  children, 
(soldier's  orphans,)  did  not  receive  proper  care,  for  she  generously 
complimented  the  condition  of  the  home,  but  for  other  reasons — the 
home  has  been  crippled  in  her  financial  resources.  Synod  trusts 
that  this  will  be  but  an  additional  reason  for  the  church  to  give  a 
more  cordial  support,  and  in  the  very  near  future  supply  every 
need.    We  confidently  recommend  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  synod  reposes  implicit  confidence  in  the  manage, 
ment  of  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home. 

Resolved,  That  all  our  congregations  be  earnestly  requested  to 
take  at  least  one  collection  during  the  year  in  behalf  of  the  Orphans' 
Home  at  Butler,  Pa. 

Resolved,  That  the  Orphan  Homes  of  the  church  be  remembered  in 
the  prayers  of  our  people.

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip  as 
a  potent  means  for  developing  the  spiritual  activities  of  our  young 
men,  and  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  among  young  men  throughout 
our  church,  and  that  it  be  commended  to  the  pastors  of  the  synod  as 
an  agency  that  can  be  made  very  helpful  in  many  charges.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  following  reports  were  received,  considered  and  adopted : 

i.    report  of  board  of  sunday-schools. 

Dear  Brethren  and  Co-laborers  in  the  Sunday-school  Work  of 
THE  Church  and  Synod  :  It  gives  no  small  degree  of  pleasure  to  bring 
you  ''good  tidings  of  great  joy"  from  the  Sunday-school  field  of  our 
synod.  We  come  up  to  the  feast  this  year  from  the  schools  as  well 
as  churches  with  such  a  full  measure  of  inspiration  as  we  trust  may 
prove  a  source  of  hope  and  comfort  and  a  very  helpful  means  of  grace 
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to  us  in  the  good  work  of  the  Lord  for  the  future.  The  year  has  by 
no  means  been  an  unfruitful  one  but  rather  an  unusual  season  of 
activity  and  ingathering. 

Along  with  the  bountiful  harvests,  trees  bending  in  fruitage,  hills 
and  valleys  covered  with  God's  blessing,  smiling  upon  us  as  we  have 
stepped  from  one  to  the  other,  moving  the  grateful  and  believing 
soul  to  devoutest  praise  to  Almighty  God,  there  have  also  come  to  us 
higher  and  better  causes  for  Christian  joy  in  the  enlarged  fruitful- 
ness  of  our  service  for  Christ,  and  as  we  have  observed  no  more 
abundantly  than  in  our  Sunday-school  work. 

The  Board  in  session  during  the  synod  at  Bluff  ton,  re-elected  Rev. 
A.  £.  Baichly,  President,  and  elected  Y.  P.  Van  Home,  Secretary. 
At  that  session  it  also  arranged  with  the  Reformed  Publishing  Com- 
pany of  Dayton,  to  furnish  the  schools  with  Christmas  and  Children's 
Day  services  which  they  have  done. 

No  necessity  seeming  to  arise  for  another  meeting  during  the  year 
none  was  therefore  held. 

From  reports  that  have  come  from  official  sources  into  our  hands 
and  others  that  have  been  published  in  the  church  papers,  we  are 
assured  that  the  Sunday-school  work  has  received  a  goodly  share  of 
attention  and  brought  forth  very  flattering  results.  God's  hand  has 
been  very  marked  in  leading  the  children  to  Christ.  823  members 
of  the  school  having  professed  religion  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  751  last  year.  Here  is  to  be  found  the  real  encouragement  in 
our  work  and  by  this  is  to  be  measured  the  real  good  and  strength  of 
this  department  of  the  church's  service.  May  God  still  continue  to 
add  his  blessing  upon  this  kind  of  soul-winning  to  Christ  from  year 
to  year. 

Conventions  were  held  in  all  the  classes.  Programmes  of  Miami, 
Lancaster,  Eastern  Ohio,  and  St.  Joseph  Classes  accompany  this  re- 
port. The  programmes  are  all  well  selected,  and  give  evidence  of 
much  care  and  interest,  and  where  carried  out  must  certainly  have 
resulted  in  imparting  much  information  and  eliciting  a  large  degree 
of  interest. 

In  this  connection  we  cannot  fail  to  speak  of  a  circular  letter  of 
instructions  sent  out  by  Lancaster  Classis  to  schools  and  delegations 
in  advance  of  their  convention,  which  accomplished  good  as  attested 
by  the  convention  afterwards.  This  circular  pleases  us  very  much 
and  we  believe  would  produce  splendid  results  if  followed  by  all  the 
classes.  It  will  be  found  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday- 
schools,  appointed  by  the  synod  and  we  would  be  glad  if  you  would 
all  examine  it. 

The  reports  required  by  synod  from  the  Secretaries  of  conventions, 
were  received  from  but  three  classes,  viz :  Lancaster,  Eastern  Ohio, 
and  Tiffin.  From  these  and  private  inquiries  as  to  the  remainder,  we 
learn  that  the  conventions  were  well  attended  and  fall  of  interest. 
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Lancaster  Classis  reports  its  convention  as  having  grown  in  mem- 
bership from  fifteen  in  1888  to  thirty-two  in  1891,  with  ten  out  of  their 
twelve  or  thirteen  ministers  present;  the  only  classis  that  reports  so 
full  an  attendance  of  pastors  as  would  satisfy  this  synod's  repeated 
action  on  this  subject. 

The  Ladies'  Missionary  Society  of  classis  held  a  meeting  in  the 
same  place  and  week  with  thirty-two  delegates  present. 

Eastern  Ohio  Classis  reports  140  delegates  present,  all  tlie  charges 
represented  and  twenty-two  schools  out  of  twenty-seven.  Tiffin 
Classis  also  offers  a  very  encouraging  report  as  do  all  the  others  upon 
the  condition  of  the  work  and  the  more  than  average  prosperity  it  has 
enjoyed.  These  conventions  are  a  tower  of  strength  to  this  cause 
when  properly  nurtured  and  this  synod  should  continue  to  encourage 
and  legislate  strongly  in  their  support,  that  pastors  and  Sunday- 
school  workers  all  over  the  church  should  be  induced  to  lay  hold. 

Children's  Day  and  other  special  services  and  festivals  we  learn 
were  generally  observed  with  much  interest  and  good  results.  The 
services,  authorized  by  the  Board  to  be  prepared  and  published  by 
the  Reformed  Publishing  Company  of  Dayton,  have  been  generally 
used,  meeting  with  large  sale.  The  Board  recommends  the  schools 
of  the  synod  to  use  services  prepared  in  our  own  church  rather  than 
outside  preparations,  or  even  such  as  may  be  prepared  in  the  schools. 

What  the  financial  aggregate  was  in  connection  with  Children's 
Service  we  are  unable  to  report,  as  the  synod  has  not  as  yet  devised 
a  way  (as  have  other  churches)  by  which  this  aggregate  might  ap- 
pear, though  the  Board  last  year  suggested  a  plan  of  which  the  Com- 
mittee on  Sunday-schools,  took  no  cognizance.  We  respectfully  refer 
the  synod  to  last  year's  report  of  the  Board  and  repeat  the  sugges- 
tion as  to  the  securing  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  contributions 
lifted  on  Children's  Day. 

We  notice  another  matter  in  this  connection  and  that  is,  that  from 
the  printed  reports  in  the  church  papers,  it  pleased  many  of  our 
schools  to  apply  their  Children's  Day  funds  to  other  purposes  than 
Beneficiary  Education,  as  requested  by  synod  last  year,  and  this  not- 
withstanding the  Beneficiary  Board  sent  out  a  circular  in  advance, 
reminding  us  of  this  request,  stating  its  pressing  needs  and  appealing 
for  these  collections. 

We  ask  synod  to  again  designate  an  object  to  which  next  year's 
collections  at  this  service  shall  be  devoted,  and  affectionately  urge 
the  Sunday-schools  to  acquiesce  in  the  spirit  of  lawful  submission,  and 
we  express  the  hope  that  in  next  year's  report  we  shall  be  able  to 
mention  the  entire  amount  in  bulk  or  from  each  classis,  through 
some  plan  devised  by  this  synod,  and  the  co-operation  of  pastors, 
superintendents  and  others,  that  there  might  appear  a  glorious  stim- 
ulus to  increased  activity  and  liberality  to  us  and  our  schools,  upon 
the  principle  of  "more  and  better"  each  year  than  last. 
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We  learn  further  from  the  reports  that  few  schools  use  the  cate- 
>chism  and  perhaps  fewer  hold  teachers'  meetings.  The  venerated 
•catechism  should  not  be  allowed  to  fall  into  disuse  while  providence 
seems  to  be  favoring  us  with  his  blessing  the  Sunday-school.  The 
latter  in  our  church  must  not  drive  out  the  former,  but  should  sup- 
plement and  complement  each  other.  Teachers'  meetings  have 
much  strength  in  developing  good  class  work  and  effectual  impress- 
ion of  the  Word.  This  synod  should  recommend  to  all  the  schools 
w^here  possible,  the  organization  and  holding  of  regular  teachers' 
meetings. 

We  have  but  to  say  further  that  we  have  been  regularly  supplied 
by  General  Synod's  Board  with  well  prepared  Literature,  which  we 
believe  is  more  generally  used  than  ever  and  where  it  is  not,  this 
synod  and  the  church  should  say  that  it  must  be,  and  to  express  the 
-conviction  that  our  schools,  our  people,  our  children,  are  becoming 
more  churchly  and  church-loving  and  that  the  relation  between  the 
Sunday-school  and  the  church  is  assuming  more  its  normal  and  legal 
form,  with  less  of  friction  and  upheaval,  the  school  more  in  the 
church  and  the  church  more  in  the  school  than  ever  before. 

Dear  brethren,  let  us  pray  that  God's  greatest  pleasure  may  rest 
upon  this  work  and  his  divinest  blessing  upon  his  workmen  until  the 
crowning  day,  that  is  promised  and  is  coming  by  and  by,  shall  bring 
to  us  the  joy  of  a  work  well  done  and  a  crown  well  won. 

We  recommend  that  the  statistic  table  with  its  notes  attached  be 
published  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Emil  P.  Her- 
bruckand  Alpheus  £.  Baichly  expire  on  this  Board  with  this  meeting 
of  synod.

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NOTES,  AND  COMPARATIVK  STATEMENT. 

This  report,  owing  to  incomplete  figures  lecored  by  our  beet  endeavor,  does  not  i]» 
most  particnlaiB  represent  the  fall  strength  of  onr  Sunday-school  interesti.  For 
instance,  there  are  at  least  twenty-five  schools,  and  perhaps  more,  in  the  synod,  which. 
If  reported,  would  materially  enlarge  the  oolumni  in  each  particular.  Likewise  each 
of  these  columns  would  be  incressed  if  those  reporting  would  take  the  pains  to  care- 
fully fill  each  column. 

This  state  of  things  Is  due  in  part  to  the  indifference  of  Sunday-school  secretaries, 
in  part  to  that  of  pastors,  and  partly  to  the  want  of  care  and  eflbrt  on  the  part  of  stated 
deiks.    In  Justice  to  the  church  and  our  case  this  should  not  exist. 

Here  is  given  a  statement  of  this  year's  report  compared  with  last: 
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We  believe  there  has  been  an  actual  growth  by  an  enoouxaging  percentage,  but  these- 
carelesB  figures  represent  otherwise,  and  are  humiliating. 


III.     REPOBT  OP  STANDING   COMMITTBB  ON   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  and  Ca tech isat ion,, 
during  the  morning  secsion  on  Monday,  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  would  report  as 
follows : 

The  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board,  was  the  only  document 
referred  to  us.  This,  so  far  as  the  preparation  of  the  same  by  the  board 
is  concerned,  is  full  and  satisfactory,  although  matters  reported  from 
the  general  field  of  work  are  varied.  There  are  signs  of  progress  and 
signs  of  retrogression,  matters  to  rejoice  over  and  matters  to  deplore. 
In  the  main,  however,  the  conclusions  of  the  board  that  the  year  has 
by  no  means  been  an  unfruitful  one  but  rather  an  unusual  season  of 
activity  and  ingathering  is  correct. 

Conventions  were  held  in  all  classes  and  Children's  Day  services 
quite  generally  observed  and  all  with  a  high  degree  of  success  and 
satisfaction. 

From  the  report  we  gather  the  following  items,  and  suggest  the 
following  actions : 
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1.  That  the  holding  of  conventions  and  Children's  Day  services  be 
•continued  and  that  these  movements  be  inaugurated  where  nothing 
has  been  done  hitherto. 

3.  In  case  of  Children's  Day,  schools  are  requested  to  use  the  ser- 
vice prepared  by  the  church. 

3.  In  order  to  secure  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  Children's  Day 
collections,  we  recommend  that  pastors  be  instructed  to  report  the 
amounts  to  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  classes,  who  in  turn  shall 
report  to  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Synod. 

4.  With  reference  to  the  object  to  which  Children's  Day  collec- 
tions are  to  be  devoted,  we  recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred 
to  the  classes  to  consider  and  decide  for  their  respective  fields. 

5.  That  the  teaching  of  the  catechism  shall  be  attended  to  in  the 
schools  as  far  as  practicable. 

6.  That  our  schools  use  the  lesson  helps  prepared  by  General 
Synod's  Board. 

7.  That  the  statistical  table  furnished  by  the  board  be  published 
in  full  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

8.  That  the  report  of  the  board  be  adopted.

The  following  reports  relating  to  the  interests  of  publication  were 
received,  considered  and  adopted : 

I.   RBPOBT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  submit  its  annual  report : 
It  is  now  forty-three  years  since  the  first  issue  of  a  Reformed 
^Church  paper  in  the  west.  Remarkable  as  have  been  the  last  fifty 
years  in  point  of  progress,  the  Reformed  publication  interests  have 
made  corresponding  progress.  The  sainted  Jeremiah  H.  Grood,  D.  D., 
who  is  said  to  have  been  the  inspiring  power  in  starting  the  paper  as 
its  first  editor,  could  not  have  anticipated  more  in  so  short  a  time. 
And  Rev.  Theodore  P.  Bucher  who  is  said  to  have  changed  the  name 
of  our  paper  from  Western  Missionary,  to  that  of  Christian  World, 
could  not  have  over-estimated  the  now  realized  practical  benefits  in 
this  part  of  the  Christian  church. 
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The  relation  which  our  publishing  company  holds  to  the  Ohio 
Synod,  modifies  very  much  our  report.  But  while  the  relation  re- 
lieves the  synod  from  some  part  of  the  anxiety  attending  the  finances 
of  the  company,  we  probably  should  look  forward  to  such  change  of 
relation  as  will  make  the  people  of  the  church  to  feel  more  deeply 
interested,  not  only  in  the  character  of  the  paper,  and  publications 
generally,  but  equally  anxious  for  success  financially. 

The  publishing  company  reports  to  your  board  that  the  last  year 
has  been  an  unusually  busy  year,  requiring  additions  to  the  press 
room  of  some  of  the  modern  improvements  to  facilitate  labor. 

We  present  to  you  as  items  of  interest: 

1.)  That  the  Sunday-school  literature  is  being  still  more  widely 
circulated  and  more  highly  appreciated. 

2.)  The  subscriptions  to  the  church  literature  is  being  more 
promptly  paid. 

3.)  The  board  expresses  its  pleasure  of  learning  of  the  contem- 
plated change  in  the  form  of  the  Christian  World  to  that  of  an  octavo. 

4.)  It  is  of  interest  to  our  synod  to  know  that  the  publishing 
company  enlarges  its  operations  to  the  publishing  of  books,  among 
^which  is  the  late  work  The  Invisible  World, 

5.)  A  Christmas  Praise  Service  is  being  prepared  which  will  un- 
doubtedly be  suitable  to  a  proper  celebration  of  the  festival. 

6.)  The  new  music  book  Fair  as  the  Morning,  by  Prof.  J.  H.  Kurtz- 
enknabe  has  had  a  large  sale  by  the  publishing  house  and  it  is  hereby 
commended  to  the  Sabbath-schools  of  Ohio  Synod. 

The  publishing  company  earnestly  requests  that  the  pastors  of 
synod  contribute  more  generously  to  the  columns  of  the  Christian 
World,  thus  giving  more  church  news. 

The  publishers  express  a  desire  in  have  the  different  departments 
of  church  work  represented  in  the  paper  after  the  plan  of  the  ''Y.  P. 
8.  C.  E.''  as  now  conducted  in  the  Christian  World, 

The  publishers  respectfully  ask  that  the  "Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  Ohio  Synod,  be  informed  that  they  desire  their  society  to 
appoint  some  one  to  condnct  a  column  in  the  Christian  World  in  the 
interests  of  their  society  and  their  work.

II.     BBPOKT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON   PUBLICATION. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication,  during  the  morning  ses- 
sion on  Friday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  and, 
together  with  the  report  of  the  board,  adopted : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  offer 
the  following  report : 
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The  documents  submitted  to  us  are  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Publication,  an  item  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Eastern  Ohio  Classis, 
and  a  volume  of  "College  Chapel  Sermons"  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Xevin, 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  we  learn  that  the 
Reformed  Publishing  House,  located  at  Dayton,  O.,  following  in  tbe 
line    heretofore    pursued,   contemplates    a    number   of    important 
changes  and  improvements  in  its  work  of  developing  a  wholesome 
Reformed  literature.     We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  ChnttMU 
World,  though  already  a  very  welcome,  and  indeed  indi9penBable 
visitor  throughout  the  church,  is  to  undergo  a  transformation  from 
the  quarto  to  the  octavo  form,  at  least  if  the  movement  receives 
sufficient  endorsement  to  warrant  the  additional  expense.    We  are 
further   gratified    to  notice  that   the  Sunday-school    publications,, 
which  are  prepared  and  published  with  great  care  and  at  considera- 
ble expense,  exert  a  very  considerable  influence  in  moulding  oar 
denominational  life,  and  should  be  introduced  into  our  Sunday-schools 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible.    Their  influence  in  cultivating  and 
encouraging  a  careful  study  of  God's  Word  is  very  great,  and  all 
proper  efforts  should  be  made  to  use  them  in  Reformed  Sunday- 
schools.    We  note  also  that  the  publishing  house  is  extending  its 
field  of  operations  by  the  publication  of  useful  and  instructive  books. 
We  learn  further  that  the  editors  of  the  ChriUian  World  cheerfully 
offer  their  columns  not  only  for  the  publication  of  church  news,  but 
especially  for  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  subjects  bearing  on 
the  life,  history,  doctrines  and  practices  of  the  Reformed  Church,  as 
well  as  on  any  other  religious  topic  of  current  interest. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  the  Christian  World  and  the  Sunday-school  publica- 
tions be  commended  again  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  church,  and 
that  we,  as  a  synod,  pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  influence  to  secure  a 
wider  circulation  for  these  periodicals. 

Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  to  hear  of  the  contemplated  movement  to 
change  the  Christian  World  to  an  octavo  form,  and  that  we  urge  all 
our  ministers  and  people  to  aid  in  increasing  the  circulation  of  the 
Christian  World,  in  order  to  contribute  toward  meeting  the  expense 
of  the  proposed  improvement.       t 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  ministers  of  synod  be  directed 
to  the  importance  of  utilizing  the  columns  of  the  Christian  World  for 
the  publication  of  timely  and  suggestive  articles  on  our  denomina- 
tional life  and  doctrines,  as  also  on  other  Christian  topics  of  public 
interest. 

An  item  in  the  Minutes  of  the  £astern  Ohio  Classis  containing  cer- 
tain comments  on  the  new  Hymnal  was  referred  to  us  for  examina- 
tion ;  but  as  the  consideration  of  the  Hymnal  is  not  formally  or 
really  before  this  committee,  no  copy  having  been  placed  in  our 
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bands,  your  eommittee  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  enter  into  the 
merits  of  the  case,  but  would  recommend  the  following  action  : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  matter  relating  to  the  character  of  the  bind- 
ing of  "The  Reformed  Church  Hymnal,"  the  Eastern  Ohio  Classis  be 
directed  to  address  itself  directly  to  the  publishers  of  the  Hymnal. 

There  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  committee  a  small  volume^ 
entitled  '*  College  Chapel  Sermons,"  by  the  late  Rev.  J.  W.  Nevin,. 
D.  D.,  LL.D.,  former  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 
These  sermons,  covering  in  the  main  the  period  between  the  years: 
18d8  and  1872,  are  edited  by  Rev.  H.  M.  KieflFer,  D.  D.,  from  his  own 
notes  taken  at  the  time  of  delivery.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the 
volume  is  rich  in  thought,  chaste  and  forcible  in  expression,  and 
stimulating  to  a  degree  far  surpassing  the  average  order  of  chapel 
sermons.  We  cheerfully  commend  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Chris- 
tian public,  and  of  all  thoughtful  and  serious  minds.

The  Standing  ('ommitteo  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  dur- 
ing the  morning  session  on  Thursday,  reported  in  item  12  that  a 
Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  was  appointed  to  report  to  this 
synod  during  its  jiresent  meeting.  Thereujmn  the  said  Committee 
on  Temperance  submitted  their  rei)ort,  which  was  received  and  after 
considera})le  diso^ussion  recommitted,  and  four  members  were  added 
to  the  committee.  As  thus  constituted  the  committee  consists  of 
Revs.  S.  W.  Seeman,  Wm.  E.  Ludwick.  Elder  Irvin  Yost,  Revs.  Pr.  W. 
A.  Hale,  I.  Rothenberger,  Elders  Nelson  L.  Brewer  and  Daniel  llol- 
libaugh. 

This  committee,  during  the  morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted 
their  report,  wliich  was  received  and  as  amended  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  respectfully  presents  the 
following  for  your  consideration: 

The  blight  of  the  liipior  t rathe  is  seen  everywhere.    This  trafTic  is  a 
hydra-headed   monster,  and   plies   its  business  shrewdly  and  contin- 
ually and  finds   its   victims  among  all  classes.    On  every  hand  it 
ruins,  curses  and  damns.    It  is  the  arch  enemy  of  the  church,  home, 
and  our   beloved   country.     It   is  the  ally  and  support  of  every  evil! 
The  saloon   and  the  gambling  den;   the  saloon   and   the  dive;  the 
saloon  and  the  variety  show  are  sets  of  Siamese  twins.    Liquor  sus- 
tains  Sabbath  desecration   and  the  house  of  prostitution.    It  disre- 
gards the  laws  of  God  and  of  man.    It -t ram oles  upon  everything 
that  is  sacred.    It  becomes  the  instrument  of  bribery,  inflame*  the 
passion?  of  man,  dethrones  his  reason,  and  nervi  s  the  arm  of  the 
murderer.    It  is  the  greatest  hindrance  to  evangeiizai^ion.    I:  meets 
and  too  often  bafllc3  the  missionary  in  the  home  field,  and  the  same 
vessel  ])ears  to  the  land  of  darkness  and  superstition  Bibles,  mission- 
aries and  rum. 

$9(X),000,0(K)  are  annually  spent  for  liquor  in  the  United  Stales. 
There  is  lost  to  the  people  of  our  country  by  reason  of  this  tratlic, 
$1,500,00(\000  yearly,  not  counting  the  indirect  losses,  due  to  crime, 
disease,  pauperism  and  negligence.  10(),(XX)  persons  per  annum  g(> 
down  to  the  drunkard's  grave.  It  furnishes  an  army  of  paupers, 
criminals,  tramps,  idiots,  lunatics,  and  bankrupts  in  purse  and  char- 
acter.   It  also  furnishes  200,000  centers  of  moral  and   political  oor- 
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ruption,  of  socialism  and  anarchism.  And  who  can  estimate  the 
amount  of  suffering  and  misery  and  wretchedness  that  it  entails! 
At  its  demands  are  yielded  up  wages,  home,  wife,  children,  health, 
life,  the  soul,  and  "an  eternity  of  bliss."  Recognizing  that  the  liquor 
trathc  does  all  this  and  still  more  of  evil  than  tongue  or  pen  can  tell, 
therefore, 

Regolvedy  That  this  synod  regards  total  abstinance  from  all  intox- 
icating beverages  as  eminently  the  example  that  Christian  people 
should  set  before  all  men,  and  as  securing  the  safety  of  the  individ- 
ual and  the  honor  of  the  church  of  God. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  necessity  of  a  much  higher  public 
conscience  on  the  question  of  strong  drink,  and  that  it  can  only  be 
obtained  by  the  church  taking  advanced  ground  on  the  temperance 
question  and  diligently  teaching  tlie  virtues  of  temperance,  and 
warning  against  the  vices  of  intemperance,  and  faithfully  defending 
the  cause  of  reform  by  both  precept  and  example. 

Rcaoh'pd,  That  this  synod  set  apart  the  first  Lord's  Day  after 
Easier  a?  temuerance  Sabbath  and  request  our  pastors  to  devote  the 
day  to  sermons  and  services  in  promotion  of  the  temperance  cause. 

Resolved,  That  we  as  ministers  and  members  of  the  Reformed 
Church  pledge  ourselves,  each  in  his  own  way  and  sphere,  to  do  all  in 
our  power  utterly  and  forever  to  destroy  this  colossal  evil.

Whereas,  While  grateful  for  the  progress  made,  we  realize  that 
our  work  is  retarded  by  a  lack  of  system  in  reporting  moneys  raised 
and  distributed ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  systematize  the  work 
during  the  coming  year,  so  that  the  treasurer  of  each  congregational 
society  send  to  the  treasurer  of  each  classical  society,  before  its 
annual  meeting,  receipts  for  all  moneys  disbursed  during  the  year, 
strictly  for  missionary  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  immediately  after  the  minutes  of  each  classical 
society  are  printed  the  treasurer  of  the  same  shall  send  a  copy  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  synodical  society,  so  that  she  may  have  a  com- 
plete report  of  all  the  classical  societies  within  the  bounds  of  the 
synod. 

Resolved,    That  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,, 
Ohio  Synod,  see  that  blanks  for  reports  and  credentials  are  each 
year  sent  to  every  congregational  society,  so  that  these  matters  may 
be  attended  to  in  a  uniform  and  systematic  manner.

Resolved,  That  special  efforts  be  made  to  instruct  congregational 
societies,  so  that  the  assessment  of  one  dollar  on  each  congregational 
society  be  paid  to  the  classicaf  society  to  which  it  is  auxiliary,  before 
the  time  of  its  annual  meeting.  One  half  of  this  amount  to  be  paid 
by  the  classical  to  the  synodical  society  for  a  Contingent  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  we  return  to  our  homes  to  work  more  earnestly 
and  conscientiously  through  our  missionary  societies  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  that  we  study  to  improve  ourselves  as 
n\is8ionary  workers. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  Belle- 
vue  for  their  kind  hospitality,  to  the  ladies  of  the  Congregational 
Church  for  the  use  of  their  beautiful  rooms,  and  to  our  brethren  for 
courtesies  received,  and  to  the  officers  who  have  so  faithfully  labored 
in  the  interest  of  the  synodical  society  during  the  past  year.
